cent Temple, the objet of bis devotion and of his zeal, reduc'd to afhes? And what greater ine 

tereft can an Hiftorian have in bis Work, thar to be oblig'd to bring into it the priechpal Adi- 

ous of bis ownLife 3 and to labour for his own.Glory, by an unflattering advancement of that 
of the Conquerors 5 and by acquitting himfelf at the fame time of what he ow’d to the Lener ve 
fity of thofe two excellent Princes Velpafian and Titus, to whom the honour of having finifo'd 
this great War was dye. 

But forafmuch as there are fo many remarkable Occurrences in this. Hiftory,I think to odo the 
Readers a pleafure, in prefenting them here with an Abftraté thereof, from which general Idea 
they fas Ly after wards proceed tothe particulars depending thereupon, It is divided into Seven 
Books. 

The firft Book, and the fecond,to the twenty eighth Chapter, are an abridgntent of the Jewith 
Hiltory, from Antiochus Epiphanes King of Syria (who fpoiled the Temple,and went about 
to abolifo Religion ) to Florus, Governor of Judea, whofe avarice and cruelty were the chief ove 

cafton of that War which they waintain'd againft the Romans, This abridgment is fo delight- 

ful, that Jolephus feems to have defign'd tofoew that he could, like excellent Pia A 

the fame objects in different manners, with fo much art, that it foould be bard to know to which 

to give the preference, For whereas thefé Hiftories ave fometimes interrupted by the Narration 
of things hapned at the fame time, they are bere written in a continn'd Series, and give the 

Readers the pleafire to behold in one Table, what they faw before féparately in feveral. Front the 

twenty eighth Chapter of the fecond Book, to the exd, Jofephus relates what pafs’d in confe 

quence of the troxbles rais'd by Florus, til! the defeat of the Roman Army commanded by 

Ceftius Gallus, Goversor of Syria. . 

In the beginning of the third Book, , Jofephus Jews the confternation of the Emperor Nero 
apon this ill fuccels of bis Arms, which was likely to be follow'd with a revolt of all the Eaft ; 
and how cafting his eyes on all fides, be found only Vel, patian fit to bear the weight of fo impor- 
tant aWar, and accordingly gave hiss the conduit thereof. He relates afterwards in what nan- 
ner this great Captain, accompany'd with Titus his fon, enter'd into Galilee, whereof our Ane 
thor himfelf was Governor, and befieg’d hint in Jotapat 3 where, after the greateft refiffance 
imaginable, he was taken and led oe toVelpafian : and how Titus took divers other plae 
ces, and perform'd actions of incredible valor: - ; —_ 

The fourth Book, brings in Velpafian conquering the reft of Galilee 5 the Jews beginning to 
-sumultuate in Jerufalem, the F aifiows, who took the name of Zealots, becoming Mafters of the 
Tenpleunder the condud of Johnof Gifcala, Ananus the High-Prieft ftirring up the people to 
befiege theme theres the [dumaans coming to their affiftance, exercifing horrible cruelties, and 
afterwards retiring 5 Ve(pafian taking nts places in Judea, blocking up Jerufalem,iz or- 
der to befiege it 5 and forbearing that defign, by reafon of the troubles rifén inthe Empire, be- 
fore and after the death of the Emperors Nero, Golba and Otho ; Simon, fox of Gioras, 
another Head of the FaGions, receiv'd by the people into Jerufalem 5 Vitellius, who bad feia'd 
upon the Empire after Otho's death, rendring hitsfelf odiows and contemptible for bis cruelty 
and debauchery the Army commanded by Velpatian, declaring him Emperor: And laftly, 
Vitellius affafinated at Rome, after the defeat of his Forces, by Antonius Primus, who bad 
embrac'd Velpafian’s party, 

The fifth Book relates how a third Fattion,of which Eleazar was Head, was form'din Jeru- 
falem} That afterwards thofe three Faitions were again redue'd to two, and in what manner 
they made War one againft another. ' It contains alfo the defcription of Jerufalem, of the 
Towers Hippicos, Phazael avd Mariamne, of the Caftle Antonia, of the Temple, of the High 
Pricft,and of fundry other remarkable things 3 the Stege of that great City form'd by Titus 
the incredible Works, and prodigiows Exploits of Valor done on both fides 3 the grisvows famine 
wherewith the City was afflicted, and the range Cruelties of the Faciows, ; 

The {txcth Book reprefents the horrid wiferies whereinto Jerufalem was reduc’d 5 the conti- 
nuation of the Siege with the fame ardor as before s and how, after many Fights, Titus having 

Sore'd she firft and fecond wall of the City, took,and ruin'd the Caftle of Antonia, and affault- 
ed the Temple which was burnt, notwithftanding all this Prince could do to prevent it ; and how 
at lift be became Mafter of all the reft- . 

In the feventh and laft of thefe Books,’tis fhev'd how Titus cans'd Jerufalem to be deftroy'd, 
faving only the Towers Hippicos,Phazael and Mariamne: In what manner he commended and 
rewarded his Army; what Spettactes he gave to the Nations of Syria; what horrible Per fecuti« 
ons were exercis'd upon the Jews in feveral Cities 5 with what incredible joy the Emperor Vel- 
pafian, axd Titus, whe was declar’d Czelar, were receiv'd into Rome; what a magnificent 
Triumph they made 5 how the Caftles of Herodion, Macheron, and Maffada, the only places 
remaining tothe Jews in Judea, were takens and how thofe that defended this laff, all kili'd 
themselves with their Wives and Children,

hint, though the excellence of bis Hiflory rais’d no fuall envy againft hin.. ila 
It may be faid with truth, that whether he {peaks of the Romans Military Difcipline > or 
avhether he reprefents Battels, Tempefts, Shipwracks, a Famine or a Triumph, every thing is fo 
lively fet forth that he charms the attention of bis Readers, And I fear not to add that xo 
other, not excepting ever Tacitus bimfelf, bas excell’d more in Orations 3 they are fo noble,ftrong 
and per{uafive, alwayes refirain'd ae their own fubjettand proportion'd both to the perfoxs 
hk, ‘and tothofe that are fpoken unto. 
Ie spare eae ieee faithfalnefs of this Hiftorian be too march commended » for 
the moderation which be ufés between the praifes deferv d by the Romans for finifhing fo great 
a War, and thofe due to the Jews for having withftood the fame, although vanguifh d at laft, 
withinvincible courage? fo that neither bis gratitude for the obligations be had to Vefpahian 
and Titus, vor his love for his Countrey, bia{s'd hia contrary to juftice more on the one fide than 
ere 
hes ihat which Laccount moft eftinable in hin, is, that he never fails upon any occalton to 
praife Virtue, to reprebend Vice,and to wake excellent reflections upon the admirable Providence 
of God, and upon the fear which we ought tohave of bis dreadful Ee foe 
it may be boldly affirm'd, That never was feen a greater example thereof, than the ruine of 
that ungrateful Nation, of that prond City, and of that venerable Temple; fince although the 
Romans were Mafters of the World, and that this Siege was the work, of one of the greateft 
Princes they glory to have had for Emperors, the power of this victorious people, and the heroi- 
cal valor of Titus, would have invain undertaken this defign, if God had not chofen then to 
be the executioners of his Fuftice, The blood of bis son faced, the moft horrid of all crimes, 
was the onelytrue caufe of the ruine of thatunkappy City, T be heavy hand of God upon that 
wretched people, caus'd that how terrible foever the War was that affaulted then without,it was 
et much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thofe unnatural Jews, who more like Devils 
than Men, deftroy'd by the Sword and the Famine, of which they were the Authors, 1100006 
perfons 3 and reduc'd the remainder to that pafs, that they could hope for no fafety but from 
their Enemies, by cafting themfélues into the arms of the Romans. Such prodigious effects of 
vengeance for the death of aGod, might pafs for incredible with thofe who have not the happi- 
nefs to beenlightned with thelight of the Gofpel, if they were not related bya Man of that very 
fare Nation as conftderable as Jofephus was, for bis Birth, for his quality of Prieft,and for his 
Virtue. And methinks ‘tis uifible, that God trinding to make ufe of his teftimony to authorize 
Sich important truths, preferu'd him by a miracle, when after the taking of Jofaphar, of forty 
which were retir'd with him into aCave, the lot being caft fo often to know who fhould be flain 
r{t, be only and one other remain dalive,. ~ + 
ae fs that this Hiftorian is to be confider'd with a diffrent refped fron all others, fince 
whereas theyrelate only humane Events although dependent on the orders of the Supreme Provi- 
dence,it appears that God caft bis eye upon him to make hint fubfervient to the greateft of bis de-

fer we niu(t not only confider the deftruition of the Jews as the moft dreadful effec that ever 


was of Gods juftice, and as the moft difmeal image of the vengeance which he will exercife at 
the os day a the Reprobate 5 ee ee alfo behold it as one of the moft illufirsows proofs 
which it hath pleas'd him to give Men of the Divinity of bis Son 5 inafmuch as this prodigious 
Event had b en foretold by cur Saviour in precifeand intelligible terms, He had faidto bis 
Difciples fhewing theme the Temple of Jerufalem, That all thafegoodly buildings fhould be 
{o deftroy’d, that there fhould not be lett one {tone upon another, S. Matth. 24. wer, 2. 
S, Mark 13. ver.2. S, Luke 19, v.44. And alfo, That when they thould fee Jerufalem 
encompats d-with Armies, they fhould know that its defolation was at hand, 5, Luke 21: 
ver, 20. 7 

He had mention’d particularly the dreadful circumftances of this defolation. He had faid 
to them, Woe to thole that thal be with child or give fuck in thofe da: es 3 for there fhall 
be great diftrefs in the land,and wrath upon this people. And they (hall fall by the 
edge of the{word, and fhall be led away captive into all Nations, and Jerufaleas thall be 
troden down be the Gentiles, §. Luke 21. ver. 23, 24. 

And laftly he bad declar'd, that the accomplifhment of thefe Propheftes was ready to conte to 
pafss That the time was drawing nigh that their houfe fhould be lete unto them defo- 
late: and that even fuch as were then living foould fee it, Verily I {ay unto you, All thefe 
things {hall come upon this generation, 5- Matth. 23. ver. 38, & 36. oP

All thefe things bad been foretold by our Saviour, and written by the Evangelifts before the 
sees of the Jews, and at atime when there was not yet the leaft appearance of fo firange a Re- 
wotution, 

Now inafmuch as Prophecy is the greateft of uziracles, and the moft powerful may nv 
God ccae authorizes his dives Oe ee of Fofus Chrift, f Shh Te Bh ee 
rable, may be juftly accounted the chief and moft irrefragable evidence to mankind of his Divine 
Birth and Miffio. For as xo other Prophecy was ever more clear, fo neither was any more pune 
ually accomplifot. Jerulalem was defiroy’dto the ground by the firft Arazy that belieg'd it 5 
there remain’d not the leaf footficp of that proud Temple, the wonder of the Univerfe,and the 
objet of the Jews vanity; and the calamities which ruia'd then, anfwer'd precifely to that 
dreadful Prediction of our Saviour. 

But tothe end-fo great an Event might ferve as well for the inftruttion of thofe that were to 
be born in after-times,as for thofe that were fpeators of it, it was necefary, as I have faid 
that the Hiftory fhould be written by anirreprocbable Wituefs, To which purpofe ’twas fit ihe 
Writer fhould be a Jow, and not aChriftian, left be might be fufpeed to have accommodated 
the Events to the Prophelies. "Imas fit hv foould be a perfon of quality,to the end he might be 
fully inforn’d of all things, "Imas fit he flould fee with his own cys the wonderful things 
which be was to relate,to theend he might be capable of ercdit, And laftly’imas fit he foould 
bea Man, whofe eloquence and judg mnt might be futable to the greatnefs of fuch a fubject, 

Al which qualifications, fo necufjary to render this Hiftory conzpleat in all points, mect fo 
perfectly in Jolephus, that ’tis evrdent God Almighty chofe hive exprefly to perfuade all reafona- 
ble perfons of the truth of this marvellous occurrence, | 

"Tis certain, that having contributed in this manner to the confirmation of the Gofpel, it ap- 
pears not that be made any benefit thereof for himfelf, or that he had any foarein the blejings fo 
plentifully poured dowe im his time upon all the earth. But if there be reafon to comuuprate 
his unhappine{s in this pomt,there is fome alfo to blefs the Providence of God, who bas made 
his blindnefs ferve to our advantage 3 fince the things be writcs concerning his en N tion, are, 
in refpet of the incredulous, incomparably of more force for confirmation of the Christzan Re- 
ligion, than if be had embrac'd Chriftianity : fo that we may apply to himiz particular what the 
Apofile faith of all the Jews.

ILL. Fofephus’s Anfwer. to Appiov. 


The next of the Works of Jolephus, befides his Life written by himfelf, is an Aufwer in two 
Books to what Appion and fome others had written againft his Hiftory of the Jews, againfi the 
Antiquity of their Race, againft the Purity of their Laws, and againft the Condudé of Motes. 
Nothing can be more folid than this Anfwer, wherein Jofephus proves imvincibly the Antiquity 
of bis Nation by the Egy prian, Chaldean, Phenician, and even by the Greek Historians thim- 
felves. He foews that all which Appion and thofe other Authors have alledg'd to the difadvan- 
tage of the Jews, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality of their Gods3 and be excellent- 
ly fers forth the greatmfs of the athions of Moles, and the fandity of the Laws which God gave 
the Jews by his tntervention, 


: IV. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees, 
i 
The Afartyrdom of the Maccabegs-folows next, 'Tis a piece which Exafmus, fo famous 
amorg the Learned, cals a Atafterpidce of Eloquence: and I confefs Lunderftand not why ha- 
ving with reafon fo advantagious au opinion of it, be parapbras'd it, and not tranflated it. 
Niver was Copy more different from its Original. ’Tis hardly any of its principal Lineaments 5. 
and. if Iniftake not, nothing can more advance the reputation of Jofephus, thax 10 fee that 
fo able a Man int nding to embellifh biswork, has, om the contrary . fo much. diminifht the 
beauty of at, and thereby fhew'd wow much Jolephus is to be esteen:’d for writing, not after the 
manner of moft of the Greeks in a long-winded flyle,but clofely and compendionfly,as affeding 
to [zy nothing but what is neceffary. And I canuot fufficiently wonder, that no perfon hitherto 
bus nade a iranflation of it from the Greek either into Latin or French, at leaft to my know- 
ledeec. For Genv-brard, injtead of Tranflating Jofephus, has only Tranflated Erafmus. For 
my part Ihave farthfully adhered to the original Greek, without following that Paraphrafe of 
Era(mus any where. which invents nantes that are neither in Jofephus, zor the Bible, for the 
mothcr of the Maccabees. It fhould fen Jofephus did not write this famous Adurtyrdom 
authoriz'd by the Holy Scripture. bat to prove the truth of a difcourfe which he makes in the be- 
ginning. to focw that Reafunis the Miltrefs of Paflionss awd he attributes to 1 « power over 
then. which there would be reafon to wonder at, if it were férange that a Jew should be ignorant 
that this power belongs only to the grace of Fefus Chrift.He is contented to declare that be mcans 
cnlya lieafon accompany d with juftice and piety.

all theWorks of Jofephus. Now becaufe Philo, although a Jew 
aswell as he, writ alfo in Greek upon part of the fame Subje@s, but handles the fame rather 
as a Philofopher,than an Hiftorian; and becaufe none among ft all his Writings is fo efteen’d as 
that of his Embaffage to the Emperor C. Caligula, of whom Jofephus fpeaks particularly in 
the roth Chapter of the 18th Book, of the Jewith Antiquities, I conceiu'd that this Piece ha- 
ving fo great affinity therewith, it would not be amifs to foew by aTranflation of it, the dif- 
ferent manner of writing of thefé two great Perfoxs. That of Jofephus # undoubtedly more 
compendions, and has nothing of the Afiatic fiyle 5 fo that he expreffes that in few words, 
which Philo doth fometines in as ueany lines. The Hiftory of that Exaperotemay be made up 
von the Writings of thefe two famous Authors, inafmuch as Philo relates as particularly aud 
eloquently the Actions of his Life, as Jofephus has written nobly and excellently the paffages of 
his Death. Both the one and the other were fo extraordinary, that "tis an advantage there re- 
mains {uch Images thereof to Pofterity,to animate good Princes to merit by their Virtue as great 
affection for their Memory, as People bave horror for thofe who have fhew'd them{eloes unwor- 
shy of the rank which they held in the World, ; 

It remains only to add, That as this Volume comprehends all the ancient holy Hiftory, fo the 
Readers are defir'd to perufé it not only for Divertifement or Curiofity, but alfo with an ais to 
profit by the ufeful Confiderations for which it affords fo much matter. And that whereas the 
old Tranflation of Doéfor Lodge was,not undefervedly , complain'd of on many accounts3 
much pains bath been taken in this Edition to amend it,as the Reader will oafily frad by come- 
paring it with the former.

Soe hadia mifed them : for they had already heard that Tarichea was invironed with Walls. Where- I . 
maketh almoft ynt@ I condefcended,and gathering Materials,I fet the Workmen to their task. But fome - 

a germie three days after,departing from Tiberias toward Tarichea,which was thirty {tades diftant 
from thence, by chance a Troop of Rowan Horfmen were difcovered, not far from the 
City, which the Inhabitants believ'd were the Kings Army: Whereupon they prefently 
Sedition ang DEAN tO utter many things in honour of the King, and more inmy reproach, And pre- 
Rebellion in fently a certain friend pofted to me,and told me what their mind was,and how they inten- 
rijcriz. ded torevolt from me. Which when I underftood,I was wonderoufly troubled: ForIhad : - 
fent back my menof War from Tarichea to their houfes, becaufe the next day was the: 
Sabbath: for! would by no means, that the Citizens of Tarichee fhould be charged or 
troubled with entertaining Soldiers. And at all times,when I remained in that City,Itook K 
nocare of the guard of mine own perfon,having had often proof of the affection of the 
Inhabitants towards me. Being therefore at that time attended only with feven Soldiers, 
Feleph inden and afew of my Friends,1 knew not what to detertnine.For I thought it not fit to call back 
berians fake, My Forces,becaufethe day was well nigh paft; and although they fhould have been with 
me the next morning,yet they might not have taken Arms,becaufe our Laws forbid the 
fame, how great foever the occafion be that is offered, And although I fhould have drawn 
forth the Taricheans,and the f{trangers that were retired thither, and,under hope of prey, ' 
have led them forth, yet { faw that they were too feeble to refift the enemy.On the other " 
fide, 1 already perceived, that if I ftayed over-long, the Army which was fent by the 
King, being already entred the City,would have excluded me, I therefore determined to ‘f, 
_ ufe this ftratagem 3 I prefently fet a Guard.at the gates of the City,confifting of my moft: 
trufty Friends, faffering no man to pafs out’ of them: and aflembling the chief of every 
Family, I commanded them to Janch their Boats into the Lake, and to follow me with the 
Mafters of their thips; After which,both I and my Friends,and {even other Soldiers,be-" 
sofeph faileth took us to a Bark,and failed‘toward Tiberias. But when the Tiberians {aw that no Forces 
to Tiberias ere come from the King, and that the whole Lake was covered with Barks; amazed,’ 
and fearing the ruine of their City, for that they {uppofed the hips to be full of Soldi- 
ers,they changed their fentimeitts. And laying by their Weapons,themfelves with their

Whereupon 

Jonathan with his Followers departed without any further fpeech, and went to sephoris;

underftanding that I was adjudged an Enemy by the Galileans,might in like fort confitm 
tliat their decreeby their opinion, For he faid,that by this means it would come to pafs, 
that the Galileans, ‘who were well affected towardsme, would forfake me, for the fear 
they ftood in of ‘them. Thisadvice of Johns greatly pleafed them all, and was prefently 
Hrought unto me about the third hour of the Night, by one Saccheas, whio flying from 
them, tame and brought me the News, and particalarly related to me their intent, For 
which! cdule, perceiving that the time requir'd to longer delay, commanded jJacob,who 

Fo(eph befer- Was ou¢ of mymoftaflured and trufty Servants,to take two hundred Men with hinj,and 

ee ta befet the wayés between: Gebara and Gulilee,and to fend me thofe Paffengers who 
of my Friends, to the marches of ‘Galilee, with fix hundred Men at Arms, to keep the 
paffages that way:toward Jerufalem@, commanding him to feize on all thofe that cartied 
Letters; and to. commit the Men to Prifon, and to fend me their Packets. 

After Thad in this fort inftraéted thofe whom I fent, I commanded the Gelilears the 
ofeph withhis Rext day following to take their Arms, and tofurnith themfelves with ViQuals for three 
Troops refort- dayes, and to attend meat the Boroughof Gabaroth. Thofe Soldiers that I had, I'diftri- 
eth t0 Gaba buted into four Companies,and kept thofe with me, in whom I repofed moft confidence, 

° fot the guard of my perfon:. and having appointed Captains over them,aid commanded, 
them to be careful, Icharged them to fuffer nounknown Soldier to eniter in among them; ’

The. next day I came to Gzbaroth, at the fifth hour of the day, where I found all the N 


fields about the City fall of ‘armed Galileans, who reforted thither to affift me, according" 
as ad commanded them. Thitheralfo camea multitude of other Men from other: 
Boroughs. As foon as I came amongft them,and was ready to {peak tothem, allof them 
began. to cry out, calling me their Benefactor, and the Maintainer of their Countrey. 
After [had folemnly given them thanks for this favor they fhewed me, I charged them, 
to do no wrong, nor attempt any {poil in the Countrey, but to encamp amidft the fields, 
contenting themfelves with that provifion they had brought with them > becaufe I was 
defirous to extinguith thefe Troubles without effufion of blood. It hapned the fame day, 


that Joxathan'sMeflengers and Letters fell into their hands > who had the guard of the 
paflages by my appointment; and,according to my direction,the Men were put in cufto- oO" 
dy, as Igave order:. and finding the Letters that were brought me, to be full of no- 

thing but flandersand !yes written bythe Arbafladorss [aid not a word to any Man, °

A bot thought it beft policy to march towards them, Eut Jonathan's Soldiers havi ng in- 
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telligence of my coming, retir’d, and with them Johu allo, to Fefws's houfe, which was eee 
a great Tower, nothing different ftom a Cittadel, in which they lodg’d a good number Forces retize 
of Soldiers, and locked up all the other gates {ave one; expecting that I fhould come (2,2¢!*"* 
that way,tofalute them, In a word, they had commanded their Soldiers, that when I 
fhould enter, they fhould faffer no Man elfe to enter with me, but exclude all the ref, 

For they made no other account, but that by this means they might eafily feizeon me. But 

they were deceiv'd of their hopes: For having notice beforehand of their intent , as 

foon asI came thither,I entred into a Lodging that was right over againft theirs, and 
feigned that [ went to take my reft. Whereupon Jonathan's Soldiers fuppofing that I was 
indeed afleep,and fafe, went forth in all hafte into the Plain,and labour'd to diffuade my 
Soldiers from their fidelity, becaufe of my illGovernment. But all things fell out con- 
trary to what they hop'd: for as foonas they were dilcovered, the Galileans gave a great 
fhout, teftifying the good will they bareto me their Governor,and they blamed the Am- 
baffadors, that without any caufe of injury,they were come to difurb the Publick 
peace, and requir'd them tobe gone, for that they would admit no other Governor. 


When thefe things were fignified unto me, I made no doubt to adventure my felf forth 
Fofeph prefeny 


. among them, to hear what thefe Ambaffadors had to fay againft me. Upon my arrival, 77/7) Piet 


the whole Troop fhouted for joy, and applauded me with a loud voice,giving me thanks among his 
for my juft and peaceableGovernment.

and how they had certified me, that they were fent by the Inhabitants of Ferufalem, to Ambiffidors.

requir'd metocome.unto them, Afterwards in the fequel of my difcourfe, I produc’d 
their Letters in open view, to the end they might not deny any thing, {eeing themfelves 
convicted by their own hand-writing ; and {pake thus,addreffing my {peech to Fonathan. 

If being accufed by John,Ifoould produce two or three witueffes that were men of reputation, In the mouth 
toteftifie the fincerity of my attion,js it not evident that Jon,0 Jonathan, and you his Collegues, ot tweet vise 
could not but acknowledge mine innocency, and acquit me of that whereof Iam accufed> But to Gpeth trurh. 
the intent you may know that Ihave Faithfully governed the eftate of Galilee, Lam not con- 
sented to produce three witneffes,but Iproduce all thefe whous yon fee before you. Enquire of then 
how Ihave lived, ana whether Ihave Soverned this Countrey in a honsfty‘and juftice > Lad- 


E jure you all therefore, who are my Fellows and Friends of Galilee, that you hide nothing of 


the truths but that before thefe men, as if they were Fudges, you declare if 1 have done any 

thing that is contrary to right. . 
After Thad {poke after this manner, all of them, with one accord , called me their The Galitedns 

Benefactor and Defender, and gave teftimony of my forepafled Government, and ex- fate. ood 

horted me to continue the fame hereafter. And all of them affirmed by Oath, that [had Gcvernment. 

carefully prevented left any Woman fhould be violated,or any Man by my meansdrawn ; 

into any injury or inconvenience. This done, I publickly read the two Letters in the eet a 

prefence of all the Galileans, which were taken from Fonathan’s Meflengers , by thofe than’sEpittles, 

who were appointed by me to befet the ways, and were by them fent to me 5 whichlet- - 

ters were fullof injuries and falfhoods, accufing me that I had behaved my felf rather 

like a Tyrant, than a Governor, towards them: befides that, there were divers other 

things in them written and urged very falfly. Thefe Letters ( faid I) were voluntarily 

offered me by thofe that carried the fame. For I was unwilling that mine Adverfaries 

fhould know that J had befet the wayes, le(t they fhould forbear to write hereafter. ae 
The People having heard this, were dif; pleafed and animated againlt Foxathan and his fe ae 

Followers, and prefs’d on to murther them ; asthey had furely done, had {not pacified resple againft 

the difpleafure of the Galileans, Asforthe Ambaffadorsthat accompanied Fozat hav, 1 habit tase 

told them all, that I pardoned whatfoever was paft, provided they would change their Amsatiders. 

demeanor, and upon their return into their Countrey, truly report unto thofe who had 

fent them, how all things had paft under my Government. This they promis’d, and I 

difmiffed them; notwithftanding that I knew they would perform nothing of that 

which they had promifed. But the whole multitude continuing their fury ee 

C2 . ire 
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fired me to give them leave to punifh with all rigor thofé who had committed this H 
flanderous act, But I laboured all I could to petfwade them to lay no hands upon 
them, knowing full well that whatfoever Mutiny it be, it cannot but breed prejudice to 
the Commonweal, This notwithftanding, the multitude would by no means be 
Foferh pacig- fatished, but all of them ran in crouds with great fury to the Lodging, where Jonathan 
eth Sedition and the Embaffadors were, Whereupon feeing that it was impoffible to reftrain their 
ey fury, I incontinently betook meto my Horfe,and commanded the People to follow me 
to Sogan a Borough of the Arabians, diftant from thence fome doftades, By this means 
I brought to pafs, that the beginning of a Civil War might not be imputed to me. 
When I arrived at sogaz, I madea halt, and admonifht my Followers not to give way 
gofeph fends to their froward difpleafures, nor entertain any defire of tevenge: andI commanded f 
ene hundred them to choofe out an hundred of the chiefeftand eldeft among{t them, who (hould re- 
dee pair tothe City of Ferufalem, and there complain unto the People againtt thofe that had 
" kindled Sedition in their Province. And I faid untothem, If the People be favourable and 
liften to your difcgurfe, you foall perfiade thew to write unto me, that by their authority I re- 
mainin Galilee; and that John and bis Followers depart from hence. After! had given 
them this charge,and that they were furnifhed with all things neceflary for their journey , 
with all expedition on the third day I difpatched them, and fent five hundred armed 
Men withthem, I writ alfo tomy Friendsin Samaria, foto provide for their paflage, 
that they might finith their journey in all fecurity. For Samaria was already infub- 
jection to the Romans 3 and it behoved my Men of neceflity, in order to make a thort K 
journey,to pafs that way, For, from Galilee, by this means a man may in three days 
arrive at Jerufalem, Furthermore, I conducted the Ambaffadors my {elf as far as the 
Frontiers of Galiiee, fetting Guards upon the ways to the end that none might eafily 
know of their departure, Which done, I fojourned for a certain time at Japha, 
But Jonxathanand bis Companions having failed of their purpofe intended againft me, 
difmifled Johx toGifchala: as for themfelves they went to Tiberias, hoping to bring the 
ae reales fame under thcir obedience3 for that Je(ss, who was Prefident at that time, had writen to 
get Tiberias them,and promifed them to perfuade the People to entertain them, and to take their part 
jato thei if they came: in which hope they retired thither. ee I declared )was left by me 
pofkifion, a8 Agent in Tzberias,certitied me of all this by his Letters,advifing me to return in all di- L 
ligence: in doing which, I was brought in danger of my life,upon this occafion that en- 
: Aueths Foxathan and his Followers being come to Tiberias, perfuaded divers who were mine 
afeph fallech Enemies to revolt from me but after they were certified that I wasthere in perfon, they 
indanger. Were afraid,and came untome; and{aluting me, told me, thatthey reputed me happy, in 
that I had fo wifely behaved myfelfin Galilee:and they rejoyced alfo in appearance,that I 
was returned with honor; telling me that they participated in that honor as being their 
Fellow-Cirizen,And they proteftedto me that the friendfhip which I borethem,was more 
confiderable to them than that of Jobs 3 and defired me to return,promifing very thortly 
to deliver ‘Johz into my hands: and thefe {peeches of theirsthey feconded with dreadful 
Fenathen 2nd Qaths,which made me think that I had no caufe to disbelieve them. Furthermore, they M 
is Confede- Bit bce A ¢ 
rates policy, prayed me to take upmy Lodging in another place, becaufe the Sabbath being near, it 
were an inconvenience that the City ef Tiberzas fhould be drawn into trouble on that 
day. I who fufpetted nothing, repaired to Tarichea, leaving notwithftanding certain of 
my Friends behind me in Tiberias, who might curioufly obferve what the common talk 
was of me: andallalong the way betwixt Tarichea and Tiberias, I laid certain Men in 
wait, who from one to another might certifie me of that which was difcovered by them 
who remained inthe City. The next day therefore they all affembled in the Profeucha 
or Oratory, which was a large houfe, wherein they prayed, and capable of a great Mul- 
ThePeorleat- titude. When Joxathan was entredinto this place,he durft not openly {peak tothem of 


femble inthe 4 revolt,but only told them that their City had need of abetter Governor. But the Pre- N 


Prejewit:  Gideut Jefus, without diflembling, fpake plainly after this manner unto thems It were bet- 
ter for you(my Friends) that you were fubject to four Men of Nobility and great wifdom, than to 
one: and thereupon he pointed to Joxatban and his Collegues, Fuffvs ftood up, and 
praifed this advice and drew fome of the peopleto his opinion, But the greater part af- 
fented not, and there had prefently followed a mutiny, had not the Affembly been dif- 

The fews fist miffed, by reafon it was mid-day, which is the ordinary hour amongft them to take 

‘houristout their repaft. Thus did Fouathans conforts remit the determination of the matter 

+ Clock until the next day,retiring themfelves without any good done, Which being reported to 

at nocn. me, I refolved with my felf the next morning to repair to the City of Tiberias: and ac- 
cordingly arriving there very early I found the People already affembled in the place of O 
prayer; but they knew not the caufe why they were affembled. ‘Fonathan and his 


Colleguesfeeing me there, contrary to their expectation, were very much troubled, and 
7 bethought 
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A_bethought themfelves of this fubtilty. They told the Multitude that a certain Ftiend of 


theirs had inform’d them, that he had difcovered certain Roman Horfemen upon the Fensthan and 

Frontiersof that Tertitory, fome thirty ftades from the City,in a place called Homonea, bis AMfociates 

Whereupon they cry’d out, that they ought not toendure their Countrey to be pillag’d ee 

by the Enemy in their fight. They ufed this Speech, fuppofing that under pretext of re(= 

cuing the Countrey, they might fend me abroad, and {fo remain Matters of the City, by 

getting the affection of the Inhabitants to my prejudice. aoe 

Now although I knew very well their intent,yet I gave ear to them, left tfhould brin 

the Tzberians into an opinion, that I was negligent and carelefs of their fecurity. [ hee 

fore rode out,and came to the place of which they had fpoken, where finding no foot- 

{tep or appearance of an Enemy, Ireturned {peedily without delay to Tiberias. When I 

came there, I found the whole Council affembled with a Multitude of People, and Foza- pene 
than making again{t me a very vehement Invettive, that ! made no account to rélieve fles froieed 
them in their Wars, and ftudied nothing but mine own pleafure. And whil' they by, the Ambat. 
fpake thefe words, they produced four Letters, as written unto them by thofe who ae 
live upon the Marches of Galilee, requiring fuccor of them, for that the Roman Horfe- a 

men and Footmen would within three days forage and {poil their Countrey, The Tiberi 

ans hearing thefe Allegations, and fuppofing them true, cryed our, faying, That it beboved 

them not in that manner to delay time, but to $0 and fuccor their Countreymen invironed with 

great dangers. Whereupon I anfwer'd, That I was ready to-obey them, and promisdto - : 
march forth againft the Enemy with all expedition. Now [knew well the pretence of Fs¢ph difeo=" 
Jonatban,and declar’d my opinion, that fince thofe Letters faid, that the Romans gather'd (oe np 
head in divers places, it was requifite to divide our Power into five Companies,appoints Ambalfidorss 
ing every one of thema Chieftain over them, each of the Ambafladorsto command one Aes 
For it is an honor for good Men not only to give counfel, but alfo when need requireth, 

to be firft in action: andit lay not in my power to lead any more than oneCompany. 
This my advice was pleafing to. all the People, who prefently conftrain’d thefe Men to 
march out to the War : whereby it came to pats, that they were greatly confufed. to 
fee that they could not finifh chat which they had imagined, becanfel crofled all their En- 4%4%#4 one 
terprizes. Hereupon, one of their Party:call’d Azaniasa wicked and {ubtle Man couns fates, Suis 
felled the People to celebrate a folemn Faft the next day, and gave dire@tionat the fame “!™= * 
hour, that all of them fhould gather together inthat piace without Arms, to teftifiebe- 
fore God, that without hisfuccors and affiftaiice, they were able to do nothing. Hefpake 
this, not for any Piety that wasin‘him, but to the end ro furprize both me and my Fol- 
lowers unarm’d.

A to the Tiberians, by which I counfelled them; to lay their Arms afide, and difmnifs every 
Gne to his own dwelling place. But they réturned me an injurious an{wer : for they fup» 
pofed that Jorathan and his Train were already arrived in Jernfalem, But I fetting light 
by their Injuries, refolved to ufe Cunriing, rather than Force: for I thought it a dange- 
Tous matter to kindle a Civil War, _ Being therefore willing to draw them out of their 
walls, Ichofe out ten thoufand of my beft Soldiers, whom I diftributed into three 
Bands, and lodged one Company of them fecretly at Dora, in ambuth. I placed another 
thoufand ina certain Borough {cituate in a mountainous place, fome four ftades from 
Tiberias ; commanding them, that as foon as I gave them a watch-word or fign, they 
fhould break forth: as for my felf,I drew into the open field, and there quarter’d. 
Which when the Tiberias faw, they made continual Excurfions towards me, ufing ma~ The Tideriaay 
ny bitter and injurious Taunts againftme: and fo great Folly poffeffed thent, that they Se uy 
laid a Coffia in the open Plain, and going round about the fame, they fcornfully feemed fofeph. 
tolament me, as dead, whil’ft in the mean time I took pleafure to laugh at their follies, 
But being defirous to furprize by fome policy sizox and Foazar the two other Col. 
legues, I fent to defire them that they would march forth alittle without their walls, at- 
tended by their Friends, and a Guard for their fecurity 5 for that [ was minded to con- 
fer with them upon a Peace, and to fhare theGoverament withthem, Sinan blinded 
with Ambition, wasfo weak as to come forth with all expedition: but Joanar fatpedr- Feferh ee 
ing fome ftratagem, would not adventure without the walls, As foon as I faw Sion, tabtity and? 
C I went out to meet him, and embraced him kindly, giving him thanks for that he was leadeth bim 
come down ; and after walking along with him, as if I intended to communicate fome- 2" Piifoner. 
what with him in fecret, I withdrew him from his Friends 5 and laying hands on him, I 
deliver'd him to my Friends to lead him into the Borough, and gave a fign to my Soldi- 
ers to come forth, and with them! affaulted the City of Tiberias. There was a fharp 
skirmith on both fides, and the Téberians had well nigh gotten the Victory: for my Sol- 
diers began to flie 3 but perceiving how the matter went,I animated thofe of my Com- 
pany, and gave a valiant onfet on the Tsberians, who almoft had the better, and chafed 
them into their City, and fent another Company by the Lake, to fet freon thofe Hou- . 
fes which they fhould firft light upon, Hereupon the Tiberians thinking their City was ¥o/eph furpri- 
D taken by force, caftdown their Weapons for fear, and pray’d me to have compaffion on ** Terr. 
their Wives and Children, and to pardon their City. Accordingly, being moved with 
compaflion, I re{trained the fury of my Soldiers ; and becaufe it was late, [founded a 
Retreat, both to {pare the City, and relieve my wearied and wounded Soldiers, I fent 
for Simon to come and fup with me,and comforted him in his misfortune, promifing 
him to fend him to Jerufalem with all fafety, and to furnifh him for his ordinary expen- 
ces with all thingsneceffary. The next day, with ten thoufand Soldiers, I entred into 
Teberias,and having aflembled the chiefeft Citizens in the Hippodrome,icommandedthem _. 
to difcover to me who had beenthe Authors of that Rebellion. They fatisfied me,andI UT 
laid hands on them, and bound them, and fent them incontinently to Fotepata. As for $0- theSedition to 
E_ aathan and his Conforts, 1 gave them Money for their charges, and fent them back to ‘fe- Fetafsta, 
rufalewe with Simon and ‘foazar,and five hundred Soldiers for their Guard, Hereupon the 
Tzberians re-affembled themfelves before me, befeeching me to pardon their mifdeeds, 
promifing me to recompence by their future fidelity their former defedtion : and defi- Thofe Goods 
ring me to reftore thofe Goods to the Citizens, which in way of pillage were taken from that were Fhe 
them. Whereupon I gavecommand,that all the prey fhould be brought and laid before Citizens are 
me: and whereas the Soldiers delayed to perform the fame, Iefpying one of thofe Sol- reltored. 
diets that ftood by me, better apparelled than he was wont to be, atked him where he 
had gotten that Garment? who confefling that he had taken it in the poil of the City, 
I caus'd him to be well-cudgel'd, and threatned.a worfe ‘punifhment to all thofe. that 
F would not reftore what they had taken away.By which means,recovering a great part of 
the prey together, I gave every Citizen that which belong’d to him. . 

In this place I cannot forbear to reprehend Fujtws, and others, for foul dealing.For ha- pe fe 
ving fpoken of this bufiaefs in their Hiftories, they are not afham'd to gratifie their paf- foriosrapher, 
fion and hatred by delivering it to Pofterity otherwife than indeed it was. In which they ee Ae 
differ nothing from Counterfeiters of Evidences, andRazers of Records, but that thefe “<4 #4?" 
Men are more encourag’d by impunity. _ For Fuftws,to the end he mightfeem to employ . 
his time well, undertaking to fet down the events of this War, hath belyed me in many 
things , and hath been no lefs guilty of falfitiesin matters relating to his own Coun- 
trey, For which caufe [ am neceffarily enforced in this place to difcover that 

G which hitherto I have concealed, and to reprove that which he hath falfely te- 
{tified of me: neither is it to be wondered at, thatI have fo long deferred it,

For whofoever, writes a Hiftory, though oblig’d to {peak the Truths yet is not bound 
to inveigh againft the wickeder fort too vehemently; not for that they are worthy 
of this favour, but that he may keep himfelf within the bounds of prudence and mo- 
deration. 

Tel me therefore Jaltus (for thou defireft to be held for the man of greateft credit 
anzongft all other Hiftorians ) tell me, I pray thee, in familiarity (for I muft fo talk with 
thee as if thon wert prefent before me) how I and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion, which thy Countrey began both againft the Romans, and their King. For before I 
was chofenGouernor of Galilee by the People of Jerufalem, both thon and all the Tiberians 
were not only up in Arms, but had already made War againft thofe of Decapolis in Syria. 
Thy felf hadft burnt their Villages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter.” Yet 
e not I alone witne/sthis, but it is extant alfo in writing in the Records of the Emperor Vefpa- 
ir fian, how the Inhabitants of Decapolis fupplicated Vefpafian then in the City of Prolemais, 
7 that thou mighteft he punifhed, as the Author of their mifchiefs : and affuredly thou hadft 

been punifbed by the Emperor, had not Agrippa, who received Commilfion to execute thee, up- 
| on the inftant requeft of bis Sifter Bernice, {pared thy life, aud kept thee bound in Prifon 
for 4 long time. But the fequel of thy actions fufficiently fhews what the reft of thy life bath 
| been, and how thon didft caufe thy Countrey to rebel againft the Romans: whereof I will pro- 
duce hereafter moft evident Arguments, and for thy canje will 1 urge fomewhat againf? thofe 

other Tiberians , and will make it plain to fuch as foall read thefe Hiftories, that thou haft 
Tiberias Fu- been no friend to Rome, xor faithful to thy King. And I firft inftance in the greateft 
- Countrey. Cities of Galilee, Sephoris and Tiberias, ix which thou Jultus wert bora. The former is 

phoris and ‘ Z ‘ : 5 é . 
Tiberias two feituate in the heart of Galilee, having rownd about it a number of Villages, and being eaft- 
chief Cities of fy able to make a revolt at pleafure 5 yet notwithftanding the Citizens thereof refalued to 
Gee: obferve their faith to the Romans, and would uot receive me, nor take Arms for the Jews. 

And through the fear they had of me,the Inhabitants firpriz'd me by their artifices, and 
oblig’d me to encompafs their City with a wall: and that done, they willingly entertained a 
Garifon which was fent them from CeltiusGallus, who was General of the Roman Legions 
in Syria, and deny'd me entrance, becaufe at that time hehad a great power, and terrifi d the 
Countrey round about, Yea, when our great City of Jerufalem was befieged, and the Ten- 
ple common to all onr Nation; was in danger to fall into the Enemics bands, the Sephorites 
Sent no fuccors, to_the end it might not be faid that they took Arms againft the Romans: 
But thyCountrey, Jultus, being fcituate upon the Lake of Genazareth diftant from Hippos 
thirty flades, from Gadara fixty, from Scythopolis fixfeore,in a Countrey obedient to the 
King, having not any City of the Jews round about it, might have very eafily kept their faith 
to she Romans, if they had pleas'd, For both the City and People were furnifhed with Atuni- 
tion in all abundance. But as thw fayeft , Iwas the caufé at that time. And who after. 
wards 2 For thou knoweft that before the fiege' of Jerufalem, I was in the Romans hands s 
and that Jotapata was taken by force, and divers other Caftles 3 and that a great member of 
Galileans bad been loft in divers Battels. At that time fhouldeft thou have delivered thy 
Sof of that fear thou hadft of me , laying thine arms afide, and prefenting thy felf to the 
King and the Romans, if thou tookeft Arms not of thine own accord, but enforced, But the 
truth is, you expeited Velpafian’s coming, even until (uch time as he begirt your City witha 
Siege, and then laid you your Arats alide for fear of danger: yea, even, then had your City 
been overthroten, except the King in excufe of your folly, had obtained’ your pardon,at Vel- 
patian’s bands. 1 was not therefore wey fanlt, but your otoiz, that you bebaved your felves 
Like Enemies to the Roman Empire. Do avt you remember how often I obtained the «iilory 
againft you, and how feldom you, could complain of Bloodfhed ? But yiu falling at diffention 
one with another, became the inftruments of your ‘own riines and nat for the love you bare 
either to the King, or the Romians, but.of"your own malice you flew an hundred eighty five 
Citizens, at fuch time as Iwas befieged by the Romans 77 Jotapata. ‘Nay more, is it nit true, 
k shat during the faid fiege of Jeralalem, thére were nore than two thoufand Tiberians fain, 
bo or taken Prifoners? But perhaps thou'wilt wlledge, that dt that time thou wert no Enemy, be~ 
caufe thou wert fled to the Kings’ but F¥¢1L thee'that thon’ fleddeft thither for the fear thou 
hadft-of me. Lam a wicked ‘mean, as thou'fayeft “but what art thoue whom King Agrip-

brought him unto me: which when the common people under{tood, of meer fpleen 
they fell to Arms, and the next day divers of them affembled themfelves from all 


parts,

liberty to repair to Tiberias, and raze it to the ground, being as much difpleafed 


-again(t the Tiberians, as they were again{t the Sepborites. 
Which when I heard, Iftood in great doubt how to de 


liver the Tiberians from that 


difpleafure, which the Gelileans had conceived againft them: for I could not deny but 
that the Tiberians had written and fent for the King: for the anfwer which he made 


them, did evidently exprefs the fame. Having along while debated the matter with 
I know as well as you that the Téberians have offended 5 


neither will I hinder you from {fpoiling their City, but you muft proceed to the exe- 


cution thereof with fome prudence. 


For the Tiberians alone do not betray the publick 
liberty, but others al{o, who are more accounted of in the Countrey of Galilee, Stay

therefore until {uch time as I am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of 
this Treafon; and then you fhall have them all under your hands, with all fuch you 
paticularly think worthy punifhment, By this difcourfe I appeas’d the People, who 


departed from me contented. As for the meffenger that was fent by the King, I caufed 
him co be imprifoned, having refpeét toan urgentneceffiry of mine own,which conftrai- 
conceived — ned me to depart out of the Kingdom within a little while. And calling Crifpws fecretly 
unto me, I charged him to make the Soldier drunk, who had the charge of him, to the 
end that he might in all fecurity flie back to the King. Thus Tiberias being ready tobe 


deftroyed the fecond time, by my government and providence, avoided a great and -

fatal: danger, 


Atthe fame time Fufims,the fon of Piftus,fled to the King without my knowledges the

caufe of which flight, I will orderly exprefs, As foon asthe Romans had begun the War 
GupusdeG- againft the Jews, the Téberians concluded to obey the King, and in nofort to rebel againft 
the Romans. But Fuftws perfuaded them to take Arms, thirfting after alteration, and ho- 
ping toufurp the Government of Galilee,and of his own Countrey : but his hope failed 


him; for the Galleans being envioufly bent againtt the Tiberiazs, for thofe injuries they 
had fuffered at their hands beforethe War,would not allow 7u/tws to be their Governor. 
My felf alfo,whom the People of Jerx/ale put in truft with the Government of Galilee, 
was oftentimes fo much moved,that I failed little of killing Juffvs, fo intolerable was 


his perfidioufnefs. He therefore fearing leaft my difpleafure fhould thorten his days, 


to the King,fappofing that he might live more freely and fecurely with him.

After Tites had appeas'd the Troubles of Judea, concetving with himfelf chat the 

Hofer verei- noffeffions which Ihad about Jern/alens, would yield me but little profit, by reafonofthe 
Fett with its Roman Garifon that fhould be placed there, he gave me Lands a greater diftance: and 
honorably ea intending to embark himfelf for Rome, hetook me with him in his own fhip, and did me 
vee by great honour. As foon as. we, cameto Rome, vane had-great care of me 5 for he 
"  Tode'd me in his own houfe, where he liv’d before he was Emperor, and honour'd me 

with the title of aCitizen of Rose, and gave mean anaual Penfion 5 and as long as he

-D others employ themfelves this way, for that they cannot fuffer that tBings worthy to be known by 
all the world, foould remain buried in filence. - Now of thefe forenamed caufes , the two lafk 


are thefe that incited meto write, For on the one fide,in regard Iwas an AGor in the War 
against the Romans, axd a Witne{s of the Aions which pafs'd therein, and alfo know what 
were the feveral Events thereof, Iconceiu d my felf oblig’d, and, in a manner, fore'd to write 
the Hiffory of the fame, to the end to manifeft the unfaithfulnefs of thofe, who having written 
concerning this Subject before me, have difguis'd and perverted the Trath, And on the other 
fide, Ihave reafon to beliewe that. the Greeks will be well pleas'd with this Work, becaufe it 


will afford them an Account of the Antiquity of our Nation, and the Form of our Common 


wealth, Tranflated ont of Hebrew into their own Tongue. When Ibegan the Hiftory of the 
E forefaid War, I purpofed to lay open to the World, How and whence the Jews had their farft origi- 
zal; What alterations in Fortune they bad fall’2 into; By what Lawmaker they had been ina 
ftruced in Piety, and incited to the exercife of Virtue 5 What Wars they fuftained through feve- 
ral Ages; and finally, How, againft their will’, they became engaged in this laft againft the 
Romans. But for that this Subject was too ample and copiows, to be treated. only in paffing, 
I thought fit to make a feparate Work after it,and accordingly fet upon this Treatife, After- 
wards ( a it nfually hapneth to thofe that attempt matters of great difficulty ) I fell into a 
certain flothfulnefs, which made me very backward to refolve upon the Tranflation of fo long a 
Hiftory, into a Foreign Language. Tet fome there were, who inflamed with a ah of knowe 


ledge, animated me to this attion; and efpecially Epaphroditus,¢ wan enamor'd of all Learn-. 


F ing,and particularly Hiftory 5 which is not to be wonder'd at, fince himfelf hath bad very confi 
derable Employments, and experienc'd feveral Accidents of F ortune in all which he bath fhew- 
ed a marvellows magnanimity of courage, with ax unmoveable refolution to follow Virtue, Be- 
ing thus perfuaded by hin, who is accuftomed to excourage thofe whont he perceiues difpos'd to 
perform things profitable and honeft 5 and (which is more) being afhamed in my felf, that I 
Jrould rather take delight to follow idlene{s, than addil my felf to folandable an cxercifes I 
refum'd myWork, and with fo much the greater cheerfulwefs, when I confider’d with my felf, 
that our Ancefiors never made any difficulty to communicate matters of this nature to fran- 
gers3 and that the moft famous among the Greeks, bave been curious to underftand what pafr 
fes amongft us, For Ptolomy King of Egypt, the fecond of the Name (highly affedioned 

G to good Letters, and deftrows to ftore and gather Books at incredible charge ) caus’d our Laws. 
and Cuftons, and manners of living, to be Tranflated into the Greek Tongue. And our High. 
Pricft Eleazar ( who was not fecond in virtue to any other whatfoever ) thought not fi to 
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deny this fatisfat¥ion to that Prince, a he would without doubt have done, had it not been the 


ordinary conrfe of our Anceftors, not to conceal frou: other men, fuch things as are good and 
landable, For which caufe Ihave held it a matter no ways undecent jor me, to follow the 
goodnefs and gencrofity of that worthy High Prieft; and the rather, for that even at this day I 
JSippofe many are no lefs well affetted to good Letters, than that great King. Yet the Copy of all 
the Holy Scripture was not givin hinzs but thofe Tranflators who were fezt unto him to Alex- 


-andria, did only communicate that unto him which belongs to our Law. But the things that 


are found written in the Sacred Books of Holy Scripturc, are innumerables being the Hiftory 
of five thoufand years: in which divers extraordinary Events and Revolutions, fundry great 
Wars, and many glorious Attrous done by excellent Captains are defiribed, In fum, if, any one 
have a defire to read this Hiftory, he foall principally learn and obferve, That all things fall out 


- happily, and beyond 1beir expectation, to thofe men who obferve the Will of God, and aré afraid 


to tranfere/s his Commandncutss and that God hath prepared for [uch the crown and reward 
of Felicity: as on the contrary, that they who depart from the diligent obfervance thereof, in- 
Stead of fucecedig in their deligns, (how juft foever the fame may feew to themfelves ) fall 
tuto all fort of misfortunes, andinto miferies without recovery. For which caufe I exhort all 
thofe that foall read thefe Books, to conform themfclves to the Will of God, and to obferve in 
Mofes our excellent Law-giver, how worthily he hath fpoken of hu Divine Nature; how he 
hath manifejted that all his Works are proportiouabie to his infinite Greatnefs 5 and how bis 
whole Narration thercof is pare and free frou the vanity of Fables, wherewith all other Hi- 
flories dre poyfoned, For the Antiquity alone of his Hiftory fecures him from the fufpition 
that one wight entertain of his having mingled any thing of fabulous in his writings inaf- 
much as he was born more thaw two tkoufand years ago, which i a continuance of Ages, to which 
the Poets ncither durfé refer the original of their gods 3 neither the deeds or laws of men, 
whereof they mdke mention. But in parfait of our Hiftory, the fequel of our Difcour fe foall 


| declare ali things éxcaGtlj, and inthe order which és obferv'd in the Sacred Books. For in come 


piling this Work ;.1 hive promifed neither to add, nor to pretermit anything: And for that all 
whasfocver we foal} declare, doth alutoft wholly depend on the knowledge which the wifdom of 
our Lawmaker Motes hath given us thereof’; it is neceffary before all other things, that I {peak 
Somewhat af bimfelf yloft perhaps any man foould wonder, that in a Hiftory wherein it may 
Seem that L ought to relate nbthing but Actions pafs’d, and Precepts concerning manners, never- 
thelefs T interiwix fo many things which concern the knowledge of Nature, We ought therefore 
to know, that Motes thonght it soft cfpecially neceffary, for hize that will either virtuonfly dif- 
poe his own life, or impofe Laws to other men, to begin with the knowledge of God 5 and after 
having attentively confider'd all bis Works, to firive as much as in him lieth, to imitate bis 
moft perfect example, and follow bins with all diligence. For it is impoffible, that a Law- 
giver being void of this contemplation, foould have good fenfes or that bis writings foould be of 
any moment to induce then unto virtue, who foould receive thofe Laws, except before all things 
they leare, that God who is the Father, and Lord of all, and thas feeth all, giveth happy life un- 
to thofe that follow him 3 and contrariwife invironeth them with great calamities, who forfake 
the way of virtue and righteon{nefs, Mofes therefore intending to inflrudl his Citizens in 
this dodirine, began not his Ordinances with the Treatife of Contras and Covenants, which 
we prattife one with another; as other Lawgivers are accuftomed todo, but he hath raifed their 
mitids to the knowledge of God;tanght them in what manner this World was made by him,and 
Sbew'd then that the principal work among all thofe things which God made in theworld , is 
Mun. And after that he had wade them capable of things concerning Piety,then might he more 
eafily pcrfuade them in the reft. Whereas other Lawgivers, additting themfelues unto Fables, 
have in their difcourfe impofed on their gods the infamy of fins committed by men,and by that 
means have brought to pafs, that the wicked fort are yet more wicked, and addided to evil do- 
amg. But our addirable Lawgiver, after having declared that God is in bimfelf all virtue 
pure and unfpotted, he fews that men alfo ought to endeavor to imitate the fame 3 and on thofe 
that neither conceive nor believe thofe things be inflitteth a grievows and inevitable punifbment. 

Lexbort the Reader therefore to examine our Writings according to thefé Rules : for to thofe 
that confider after this manner, nothing fhall feem either abfurd or unworthy the Majefty of 
God, or of ‘his love to mens byreafon that all things have their difpofition conformable to the 

univerf{al nature, which our Lawgiver hath declared fometimes obfcurely, fometimes in conve- 

nient Allegories gravely; and elfewhere expreffing that manifeftly, and publifbing that in plain 
sords, which ought openly to be made known, The cafes whereof, if any man wonld fearch, 

he'might find need of a moft deep and philofophical contemplation 5 which I overflip at this 
prefent; without fraying longer ree: but if God fhall give me time, 1 will inforce my felf

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to compofe it in a Volime, as foon as I foall have jinifhed this Work, For this prefent then IO 
will apply my felf, to relate thofe things which have been done, beginning at the Creation of the 
World, according as Motes bath taught as, and Ihave found written in the Holy scriptures.

Kiance: and giving hima great fum of money,he gave him leave to confer with the moft 
Abreham excellent and learned Priefts among the Egyptians, By this conference hegrew into great 
Eeptitns Re- eftimationsin regard of his virtues: for whereas that Nation was divided into dif- 
ligion asd = ferent Sec¥s and Opizions,and through mutual contempt and divifion,, were incens’d one 
a againft another, he declar'd, That all their different Opinions in Religion, were moft vain, 
and void of alltruth, For thefe his difputations he was held in great regard among 
them, and efteemed for a moft wife and excellent perfonage; not only in well under- 
Alrsham 20 ftanding, but alfo in exprefling and perfuading that which he undertook to teach, He

i #” Father,moved envy and hatred amongft his Brothers towards him: together with the O 
; Dreams which he had feen,and told both to his Father and Brethren,which prefag’d un- 
to hima fingular felicity, For, it isthe common cuftomof Men to be jealous of their 


profperity, with whom they are familiar, Now 
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A Nowthe vifions which Jofeph fawin his. dream; wetethefe Being fent by hisFather, 
in the company of his Brothers, to reap Corn in the time of Harveft; he faw a vifion 4 wepke ad 96 
( fardifferent from thofe which cummonty happen in fleep) which (asfoon ashe awoke) frei. 
he told unto his Brethren, to the end they might interpretic. He told them, that he 
thought in his dream the night paft,that his Sheaf of Corn {tood upright in a place where 
he had fixed it, and that theirs run towards his, to bow down and reverence the fame, 
Which: vifion of his, feemed to foretel hinrhis ample fortune: and how he fhould obtain 
the Lordfhip over allof them. But they concealed all thefe things from Jofeph;_ ma- 
king ‘fhew,that they could in no fort interpret che dream : but being by themtel ves apart, 
they breathed forth contrary imprecations, withing that nothing of this prediction, 
B might take effect, but perfevered more and more in envy and hatred towards him, But., 
God (oppofing his power againft their envy) fent Fofeph a fecond and more ftrange Tike Fear of the 
vifion : for he dreamed, that the Sun, the Moon, arid eleven of the Starsde(cended down before’ Chedfe 
to the earth, and humbled themfelves before him. Which vifion he revealed to his Nativity, 
Father in the prefence of his Brethren,( without fufpition of aay hatred in themtowards TI ep 
him ) and defir’d him to interpret unto him the meaning thereof. 7acob greatly rejoyced v. 9. fogtns 
at this dream, by teafon he conceived in his mind the interpretation thereof, and (in 3/th?< Dream 
comparing and alluding his conjectures not rajbly, but with prudence ) he rejoyced Moon, and 
at thofe great matters which were fignified by.that dream :_ which foretold that his Son SE sia 
Fofeph thould be very fortunate and bappy 5 and that the time fhould come, in which his jaion of 4o- 
C Father, Mother, and Bretbrer fhould honor him, and do him homage. For, he compared fephs Dream, 
the Afoon ( which ripeneth and encreafeth all things that grow ) to his Mother; and the 
Sun ( which giveth form and force ) to his Father. And as touching his Brothers, who 
were eleven in number, he compared them. to the eleven Stars, (which receive theit - 
force’ both from the Sun and the Moon. ) Neither did Jacob without judgment and con- 
fideration, fo interpret this vifion. But Jofephs Brothers were highly grieved at this. 
prefage, conceiving as envioufly and hatefully thereof, asif this felicity had been por- 
tended to a ftranger and not totheir Brother, with whom they might equally partake his 
good fortunes, being as well Allied in felicity unto him, asinconfanguinity, Where- = 
_ upon'they refolved on his death and deftrudion: and having complotted thefe counfels sofepts Bro: 
D amongft themfelves, and gathered in their Harveft, they retired themfelves with their ) 77 co7?° 
flock, towards Sichevs, ( which wasa part of that Countrey very fitto feed their Cattels) sichem a fc 
where they kepttheir flocks without giving any notice of their departureto their Father. place oe 
But heperceiving that no Man came from the herd, that might tell him any tidings, 
beihgforrowful and careful of his Sons, fent Jofeph to the flocks, to underftand how 
they-did, and how their affairs profpered,

he ) if before God and before Men it be a.wicked and deteftable thing, tolay hands * *% 
_ on, and to murther a ftranger 3 how much more. heinous a Crime will it be held for us, 
‘F tobe convicted to be the murtherers of our Brother ? whofe death will heap{forrow on 
our Fathers head, and draw our Mother into great grief and defolation, through the 
Jofs of her Son robbed and bereft from her againft the ordinary courfe of nature. 
He prayed therefore them to be advifed in thefe things 5 andtoconfider in their minds, 
what might happen, if this Child, who was fair,vertuous, and young, fhould be put ta 
death: defiring them to give over this unnatural refolution, and to fear God who was 
both the judge and witnefs of theirdeliberation intended againft their Brother: adding 
that if they would defift from this heinous aé&t, God would take pleafure in their re- 
pentance and reconcilement: butif they-proceeded in their enterprife, he affured them, 
that he would punith them like fratricidess fince nothing ishidden from his providence, rbe Year ofthe 
G whether it be committedin the Defart, or attempted inthe City. For wherefoever Men j2°0 i17 
are, there is it alwayes to be thought, that God likewife is. Further, that when they Nativity, 


\fhould have perpetrated this fact, they fhould alee have their confciences as a WE

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Cari: impious fact to killa Mans owa Brother, alehough he had done him injury; and much 

jrorld,sz17, more meritorious, to forgive a Mans Friend, that had offended againft him: More- 

before cbrifis qver he {aid, that Jofeph had done them no wrong, whofetender years rather required 

Pe * care and coipaflion at their hands, than hate and tyranny. Befides that, the caufe of 

A7x~~ his (laughter would aggravate their offence, if it fhould be known, that for envy of his 

future felicity they fhould take away hislife; all which good hap they likewile might 

participate, by reafon of confanguinicy : and that it was their duty to.think,{that what- 

{oever blefling God imparted to Jofeph, was theirs, and that for that caufe they were to 

confider, that God would be more difpleafed againft them, if they fhould endeavour to 

deprive him of his life whom he. had efteemed and adjudged worthy of profperity to 

come. Renbezalledging thefe and many other things,diffuaded,and laboured todivert them 

from fhedding their Brothers blood, Butfeeing thatall thefe his motives could in no fort 

mollifie them,and that they haftened the rather to perpetrate the Murther 3 he counfelled 

them, that at leaftwife they fhouldallot him fome milder kind of death: telling them, that 

he endeavoured all what in him lay,at the firft to diffuade them; But finceit was through- 

ly fefolved among them, that he thould not live 5 that lefs mifchief fhould follow of it,if 

they would be ruled by his counfel: for by that means their will fhould have effect, yet a

Merchastss touching them(elves, they fhould be exempt from that pollution. Which counfel of 

i. __ his being commended by themall, they drew 7ofeph out of the Pit, and fold him tothe 

Reuben by Arabians for the famme of twenty pieces of Silver,a 

nieheceme of age, Now had Reuben refolved in himfelf tofave Jofeph without his Brothers privity 3 

for which caufe coming by night unto the Pit, he called him witha loud voice; and feeing 

that he gavehim noanfwer, he began to conjectare with himfelf, that his Brethren had 

puthim todeath; he reproved them therefore very bitterly: but after chey had told 

him what was become of him, he gave over hismourning, After thefe things were thus 

paffed, the Brethren confulred among themfelves,in what fort they might clear theme 

{elves from their Fathers fufpicion; and concluded among themf{elves to tear the Caat 

whierewith Jofepb was attired when he came to them, and which they had taken from 

him when they caft him into the Well; tothe end, that having frained it in the Blood of

Wit! be 
tuous, notwithftanding any change that could happen unto him, So fhe difcover’d to phe yesn oy obe 
him her paffion, and defir’d him to grant her anamorous encounter: but he refufed her 7¢7!4,2217: 
demand, alledging, that it was a moft wicked requital towards his Mafter, if it thould Nig ; 
come to pas, that he who had bought him, and fo greatly honoured him, fhould receive 1747. 2 ; 
fogreatan iniury and outrage from him, He exhorted her therefore to conquer her ap- = 
B petite, and to lay afide all hope of ever compaffing her concupifcence; alledging un- 
to her, That defire is then lefs active, when hope is extinguifhed 5 and that he had rather 
fuffer all mifchief imaginable, than confent or condefcend unto her in that wickednefs. 
And although ( faid he ) it be undecent for a Servant to contradié the will of his 
Miftrifs, yet, the filthinefs of the fac diffuaded him from attempting the fame, This 
repulfe, more and more inflam’d her,having fuppofed that Jofeph would not deriy her;

For which caufe he made his recourfe unto God, befeeching him 
that at the length he would have mercy on that People by whom onely he had been per- 
petually honoured 5, and that it would pleafe him to bring tozn end the prefent afflidi- 
on, which threatned the whole Nation with utter ruine and deftrudtion. God being 
moved to mercy by his moft humble Prayer, appeared to him ina Dream, and comforted 
him, commanding himtce be of good courage, telling him, That he had in memory the 
piety of his Anceftors, and that he would reward them for it, even as in times paft he 
had been gracious to their Forefathers. For-it was he that had increafed their pofte- 
rity, and multiplied them to fo mighty a Nation, that by his favor Abraham departin 
alone out of Afefopotazsia into Canaan, befides other felicities, had iffue by his Wife that 
was formerly barren, and left ample poffeffions to his Succeffors : to Imael, Arabia; to 
Chetura’s Children , Troglottite; and to Iaac, Canaan, Nor could they ever forget with- 
out impiety and ingratitude, the attempts alfo which were happily atchieved in War by 
his afliftance 5 that Jacobs Name is renowned among(t Foreign Nations, both in refpect 
of the felicity wherein he lived, and that which by hereditary Right he left to his po- 
fterity; who taking their original from 70 Men that accompanied their Father into Egypt, 
were now increafed to the number of 600000: and alfuring him that now.alfo, he 
would take care of them allin general,and of himin particular. ‘That this Child, for 
fear of whofe Nativity the Egyptian: have condemned all the Hebrews Children to death, 
fhould be born to him: thathe fhould nor be difcovered by the conftituted Spies; and 
having efcaped beyond all expectation, fhould he be brought up, and in due time deli- 
ver the Hebrews from thethraldom of the Egyptians, and obtain an eternal memory for 
this his famous action, not only amongft his own Nation, but alfo amongtt ftrangers :

doles dctiver- the King was not overforward to lay hands on him,by reafon that God difpofed all things 
cdirom death. + this manner, in that he had a care of Mofes prefervation. He was therefore very 
carefully brought up: and by reafon of him, the Hebrews in general were replenifhed 
with good hopes but by the Egyptians, his education both was {ufpected and grudged 
at: yet by reafon that if the Lad fhould have been flain, there was not any one, either 
akin, or adopted, that could pretend to the fucceflion of the Crown of Egypt, they ab- 
Helio & Ruf. {tained from his flaughter.

Ethiopians proud with this good fortune, inftantly purfued them : and fuppofing it acow- the Bap 
ardly part, not to take the benefit of their prefent wood fortune, and conceiving an af ans war sgainft 
fured hope of conquering Egypt, they enter’d the Countrey, and generally wafted the '¢2*hepians 
fame: and having tafted of the fweetnefs of pillage, without any temper or moderati- 
on in their Victory, they were encouraged to attempt greater matters. And whereas 

B they perceived, that having wafted all the Neighbor-regions, no man dart fally out, to 
encounter themin Arms, they marched forward toward Alemphis, even to the Sea, arri- 
ving near no City that had the heart, or durft make head againft them, . By which cala- 
mities, the Egyptians being much opprefled, they fend one to ask counfel of the Oracle, 
by what means they might redrefs their miferies; and when an anfwer was given them, 

That they foould choofé an Hebrew to alfift then in the Wars , the King commanded his 
daughter to give them Afofes; who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 
Army. She taking an Oath of the King that no injury or violence fhould be offered 
him, delivered him into his hands; efteeming it tobe agreat good fortune for Afofis,thar 
he was called tothe fuccor of her Countrey: and, ontheother fide, blaming the Priefts; 

C who were not afhamed to demand his aid and affiftance, whom they had adjudged to be The Eggoti- 
flain as their commonEnemy. But Afofés, exhorted by Thermuthis, andthe King, wil- 7 tequee 
lingly took the chargeuponhim, Whereat the Prieftsof bath Nations were very joy- eae 
ful: for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome thetr bes 

Enemies, they afterwards might more eafily difpatch and murther him, by fome treafon 
and finifter means 5 and the Hebrews conceived an hope,that they might get Gut of Ee ype, .,, fee march: 
by reafon that Afofes was the General of the Army, Afofes therefore making hafte, before ech aainit the 
fuch time as the Enemies had any notice that he was diflodged, he levied his Armv , and Ethétpiaa:. 
conducted them, not along the banks of the River, but through the main Lands where- 
in he made manifeft hismoft admirable prudence, For the journey by Land heing very 

Dp dangerous, by reafon of the multitude of Serpents, (which the Countrey thereabouts 
breeds of all forts, and {ome of that kind, that the like thereof are not {een in anv other 
place, all different in malignity, and horrible form, and fome winged ones,who not only 
offend thofe that they encounter onthe earth very privily, but alfotowre very high in 
the Air, and hover about to hurt thofe that are not aware of them; ) he, for the fecu- 
rity of his Army,and to theend he might march without any inconvenience,invented this 
marvellous and admirable ftratagem: He caufed two Paniers of Sedgeto be made , in 
form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called Ibis, who ate mortal Enemies 
to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee; and fometimes, in flying from them 
like Harts, they are laid holdof, and {wallowed bythem, Otherwife thefe Birds are ma 

E naged and made tame, and are not harmful to any butto Serpents: of whom! will now 
ceafe to write any further, becaufe the Greeks do already know what kind of Bird it is. 

When therefore he arrived in the Countrey of Serpents, he let flie his Ibis again{t the eae 
venomous Beafts, and made ufe of them to encounter theother: And having marched 1; ee 
in this fort, he furprized the Ethiopians, beforéthey fulpected him ; and fuddenly charg- and the Egyp 
ing them, he overcame them in Battel, {poiling them of the hope they had tocongier 14"), "° me 
Egypt : and entring che Towns of Ethzopia,he razed them, and madea great {laughter of tiiopéens.

Mocs orce men to their defired liberty. He therefore once again addrefs’d to the King, perfuading 
ee ie him to difaufs the Hebrews, to the end they might repair to Mount S#zai, and facrifice to 
to difinifs the God in that place: Fer zo les ( faith he) hath he commanded, neither can any reff? his 
Hebems pail, That whil'f?

€ yet greater miferies ) he denied them that liberty which before he had granted hea = 
ther out ef fear,than good will, For this caufe,God once again punifhed his falthood, 
by fending him another Plague: for a multitude of Lice (warmed on the bodies of the 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were miferably devoured neither could they exter- he ‘ ae 
minate that Race either by bathings or unctions, The King troubled with this calamie Plazusof lice 
ty, and fearing the ruine of his People, and bethinking-him of the thameful end there-

they ought to'do,to’ the inteht the water'might be changed 5 the enjoined every one of 
them that was of beft ftrength and ability among{t them, to draw water 3 giving'them 
to underftand, that fo foon asthey had drawn-out great {tore of water from the Pit, the 
reft that fhould remain,would be very good and convenient to be drunk, They obey’d, 
and the water agitated and purifi’d by often drawing, became potable, and refreth’d the 
weary multitude. Hereupon diflodging from that place, they came to Helim, a Coun- 
trey that afar off feem’d very pleafant, by reafon that it.was planted with Palm-trees: 
but the nearer they approched it, the more tedjous they found it, (for there were no 
more than Seventy Palm-trees in that place, and they not very tall, or well-grown, by 
reafon of the drinefs and barrennefs of the -Soil, ) They found alfo twelve Springs 
there, which were fo {mall, that they did not flow, but only drop. _ Whereupon ling 
to dig up theSand, they couldjight of no,Veins of Waters and if. perhaps any little 
appear’d, it was {@ troubled by the Sand, thar ic became unfit to beta{ted : neither did 
the Trees bear any ftore of. Fruit, by reafon of the. wanc.of Water. For which caufe, 
the whole multitude began to murmur againft their Guide, afcribing all the caufe of 
their calamities and miferies upto him. . For having marched for the {pace of 30 days, 
they had confum'd.all the provifion which they brought with them; and conceiving 
that there wasno remedy, they were wholly overwhelm'd with defpair, Confidering 
therefore only the evil which was before their.eyes, and forgetting the marvels which 
God, by the miniftry of afofés, had madethem both fee and partake, they conceiv'd in- 
dignation againft him,and. were ready to {tone him to death,asif he had been the Authur 
of that calamity which opprefled them. But he perceiving the multitude fo enraged, 
and incenfed again him, ftrengthned himfel€..in God 5.and, warranted by the teftimony 
of a good Confcience, and the uprightnefs:of his ations, he came out into the midft of 
thofe who revil’d him,and had gather'd {tones to caft at him,And for that he wasadorn’d 
with a fingular grace and majeftick countenance,and endued with pleafing eloquence,he 
began to appeafe their wrath5, exhorting them to bear their prefent difficulties, by re- 
thembring their forepaffed bleffingss and not to permit the Travel which they endur’d 
at that'time, to drive out cf their remembrance the gracesand favors which they had 
receiv'd at God's hands. He willed them likewife diligently to expect their deliverance 
from that extremity, by the providenceof. God: who (asit{eem'’d) madetrial of their 
pati¢nce and gratitude; .and-whether they kept in remembrance thofe things which had 
hapned unto them; or whether forgetting their forepaffed pleafures, they would fuffer 
themfelves to be fwallow’d with their prefent mifery,, He willed them therefore to take 
heed, left through their impatience and ingratitude, they fhould be found unworthy of 
God's favor, if. they neglected his Will, by whofe direction they were brought ouc of 
Egypt, and threatned and hated him, who was God's Minifter; efpecially fince hitherto 
they could no ways complain of him inany thing which he had undertaken to execute 
by the Commandment of God, - Then reckon’d he up particularly unto them, how the 
Egyptians were plagued and deftroyed, whil'{t contrary to God's Will, they endevor’d to 
detain them: how the fame River, which of it felf was bloody and unprofitable to 
drink of, to themfelves became both fweet and potable: likewife, how the Sea retir'd it 
felf; and further‘d both their flight and paflage, wherein they faw themfelves fecure and 
free from danger and contrariwife,their Enemies deftroy’d,overthrown, and drowned : 
and how, even until that day, being difarm’d, they were by God's providence both fur- 
nifh‘d and fortified abundantly. Moreover, how oftenGod had deliver’d them from 


_ . apparent death and danger, befides all mens opinion 5 who always Omnipotent, gave 


themat that time not the leaft caufe to defpair of his affiftance. For which caufe,they 
-ought to fuffer all things patiently, andro imagine with themfelves, that the {uccor, al- 
though deferred, was never too late, which was receiv’d before fuch time’as the danger 
-had prevail’d: and fo to think, that God contemn’d not their perils, bat made trial of 
their fortitude and conftancy, to fee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want of meat and drink : or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beafts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of fervitude, to be fed only to be made the better abie to en- 
dure labour, As for himfelf, henothing fear'd his life (becaufe that being unjuftly flain, 
no evil. could happen unto him ) but that he was careful of their fafety, left lifting up 
their hands to ftone him, they fhould oppofe themfelves againft God and his Commands. 


Thus paeifi‘d he them, and affuag’d the fury they had conceiv'd to endanger his life : 


and fo much prevail'd he, thac they repented of chat Enterprize whereby they foughtto

CHAP. ITI. 
How the Amalekites and their Affociates were overcome, and how great 4 Prey 
the Ifraelites obtained thereby. ; 
7) Ut when the Renown of the Hebrews was become great, and {pread abroad in all 
B parts, it came to pafs, that the Neighbouring Nations were in very great fear of 
them: whereupon ( fending Ambaflages the one unto the other ) they mutually con- 
{pir’d to expel, and, if poffible, utterly extitpate the whole people. 

Amongft the reft, thofe of the Countrey of Cobel, and the City Petra, who are call’d 
Amalekites, (a Nation very warlike, and more active than the reft) were the chief 
Agents in this Expedition: whofe Kings both encourag’d one another, and ftir'd up the 
Neighbour Nations to the I/raelites deftruction 5 telling them, that aForeign Army,fly- 
ing from thethraldom of the Egyptians, had invaded their Countrey, whofe multitudes 
were not alittle to be fufpetted 5 counfelling them ( before they had gather'd head, 
and recover'd more means,and aCountrey to dwell in, and grew more confident, by 
their forbearance ) tocharge them firft, rather than to expect their increafe,and fo to 
opprefs them3 efteeming it a better point of wifdom,to reprefs their infolency and for- 
wardnefs in the Defart, than to expect whil’ft they were poffefs’d of ftrong and rich 
Cities, Forthis ( faid they) is the part of wifemen, to refift che beginnings of power 
of their Adverfaries, and not to exped, till by daily Exploits they more and more in- 
creafe; and rather to provide to prevent, than deliver themfelves from peril. After 
thefe Ambaflages, it was decreed by general Council, That they fhould endevor to in- 
vade and affault the Hebrews. Thefe determinations and defigns of theirs, troubled 
Mofes very much, for that he expected noHoftility. When therefore he perceiv'd that 
the people were affrighted and amaz’d, to fee themfelves (being wholly unprovided) 
to be charg’d by fo {trong and well-farnith’d an Army, he re-comforted them, and will'd 
them to bethink themfelves of God's promifes, who by his power had fet them at liber- 
ty; affuring them, that they fhould overcome all thofe that made head againft them, to 
deftroy them; wifhing them to think, that though they were inferior to their Enemies 
in Weapons, Wealth, and Munition, and the likes yet fince they had God to friend,and 
ready to fight for chemagainft their Enemy, they ought to be of good courage,as being 
furnith‘d with more than humane fupplies. . Alledging further, that they were not ig- 
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norant brow great an Aflifter God was, having had fo often tryal of his goodnefs in — 


their greateft dangers, as an Enemy to their enemies,and favorable to their proceedings = 


which favor of his be moft manifeftly exprefs‘d, by his miraculous deliverance of them ™ 


from hunger and thirft ; by procuring them free efcape,when they were fhut in by the Sea 


and Mountains: And that which thould moft animate them to the Fight and Vidory, 
was, That if they came off vidorious, they fhould want nothing that appertain'd to a 
more commodious and peaceable life: Azofés thus having encourag’d the people by his 
words, call’d unto him the chiefeft of the Tribes, and every one of them that had the 
charge of them, both in private and publick Affembly, commanding the younger to’ 
obey the elder, and the elders to be obedient to their General, Hereupon the people 
contemn’d their danger, and were defirous of Fight, hoping that this Confli@ would 


prove theend of their calamities. For which caufe, they earneftly defir'd Mofes tolead 


them forth againft the Enemy, and not to dull the alacrity of the Soldiers by any un- 
timelydelay. Whereupon ( choofing out among the whole multitude fuch as were 
moft fit for War ) he appointed the fon of Navews the Ephramite, to lead them,a man 
valiant in Arms, and prudent in counfel, and of great piety, as having been tr%in’d up 
therein by Mo/es hisMafter: He alfo in fuch fort difpofed certain Baitds, that he might 
not be cut off from water : he left fo many asmight guard the Camp and weaker com- 
pany. Thus ftood they all Night long in Arms, expecting only the Signal of their Ge- 
neral, and the Order of their Captains,to attack their Enemies. On the other fide Afofes 
flept not,but inftructed Fofzab how he thould condu& the Army. And asfoonas the day 
appear'd, he encourag’d Fofuab to thew himfelf fuch an one in that Battel,as both the 
place wherewith he was honour’d, and the Caufe for which they fought, requit’d ; with- 
ing him, by his prowefs and good coriduét, to give life and courage to hisSoldiers that 
follow’d him, He likewife exhorted the chiefelt of the Hebrews in particular, and in 


, general heartned and emboldned all others that entred the Battel.

A After he had thus difpos'd the Army, and given all neceflary orders, he, committing 7>/\<7 5 
the Army to God's protection, and Jofeab’s condud, retir’d upon a Mountain, Then worla ie 
encountred the Armies on both fides, and every one fought moft. valiantly 5 neither ‘fore ebrift's 
wanted there encouragement oneither fide. Andas long as Mofes lifted up his hands, 710” 
the Hebrews had the better againft the 4walehites. But for that he was unable contin “7-Y¥-~ 
ally tofupport the fame, ( and becaufe he obferv'd, that as often ashe held down his 
hands, fo long the Enemies drove the Zraelites to retreat ) he willed his brother Aaron, 
and Uroz his filter Afaries husband,to ftand on each fide of him, and fuftain his hands. 
Which when they had perform’d, the Hebrews by main force overcame the Amalekitess 
fo that all of them had been flain, if the Chafe had continu’d, and had not been cut off 
B by the approach of thenight. Thus our Anceftois obtain’d a moft happy and advan- 
tagious Victory: For befides the glory they got ia having overcome. fo potent Ene- 
mies, and caft a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, to whom they. have 
ever fince been formidable, they became Mafters of the Enemies Camp, and both in ge- 
neral and in particular got Riches ; whereas before that time they had not neceflary 
means to maintain themfelves, And this Victory of theirs, was the caufe of their very. 
great good fortune, not only for the prefent, but alfo for.che time to come: For not 
only had they their Enemies bodies under cheir fubjeCtion, but alfo their {pirits,fo as they. 
wete fear'd by all the Nations round about. And they multiplied both in ftrength and. 
riches; for there was a great quantity of gold and filver taken in the Camp. Divers 
C Vefiels likewife, and Tables of Brafs were found therein : likewife great quantity of. The Ifracies 
Tiffue-work, and excellent Furniture for War, Moreover, they had all their Baggage, fecoveragreac 
Tents, Harnefs, and Horles, and generally,the whole provifion of an Army becametheir a aicie 
prey. Thus ended thisBattel.-. : The fuccefs -whereof fo exalted the courage of the Amalekites. 
Ufraelites, that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpoflible tothem. The ae tele 
next day, Aofes caufed the Enemies that were flain, to.be rifled, and che {catter’d Arms cupid. ie 
of thofe that fled to be gather'd up. He honour’d themalfo; that had bravely demean- . 
ed themfel ves in the Battel, and praifed the Captain Jofseb in publick 5 whofe honour 
was confirm’d by the applaufeaf the wholeArmy. There was not one Hebrew that pe- 
rifhed that day :. though fo many of the Enemies were there put to the Sword, as their 
D number cannot be exprefs'd. He offer'd likewife a Sacrifice of Thank(givmg unto God, 
and erected an Altar unto him, and dedicated it 10 God; the Vitor. He prophefied more= The prediétion 
over, that al] the 4salekites thould be utterly‘ extinguith’d, {o-chat none of them thould ras 
be left alive,in that they had aflaulted the Hebrews, and that in the Defart, and at Lach Amalekius, 
time as they were inafflicion, After which, he made a Feaft for the General, to tefti- 
fie the joy he had for his Vidtory. This iffae had this Battel, which was the firft that 
they fought after their departure out of Egypt, But asfoon as Mofeshad celebrated a the r/relites 
Feaft in memory of the Victory, tothe end: he might give the Hebrews {ome refrefhment come to the 
after the Battel, he caufed themtomarch in aray 5 for now the Arms gotten from the zomel 
Enemies, being given to thofe that wanted,there were more armed Soldiersthan before.

Bafes5 and more inward there ftood three Pillars well fa(tned, which were alfo hung 
round about witha Curtain of fire Linnen; but at the Gate there hung a Veil of 20

D wards theSouth, another towards the North, but the hinder part was towards the Weft 5 
and it was ashigh as long 3 and.on each fide there were 20 wooden Planks fourfquare, 
and join‘d together four Fingers thick,and a Cubit and an half broad, lined both within 
and without, with plates of Gold's’ and every Board had two hinges, which were put :

¢ which we call Chetoze,and the word fignifieth a Linnen Garment or Surplice, for we 
call Linnen Cheton ) this Garment is a Coat coming down to the ankles bound to the 
Body, having narrow fleeves about the arms, and tyedupon the breaft a little beneath 
the armholes, witha Girdle four fingers broad, fo loofely wrought, that itfeem’d likea 
Serpents skin, It was likewife adorn’d with red, purple Hyacinthine, and filken flow- 
ers, but the ground only filk, which being twicd doubled about the breaft,extendeth 
down to the ankles at fuch time as he defilteth from Sacrifite, (and thisthey feemed to 
wearin way of ornament ) ‘but when he is to minifter in Sacrifice, then (left blown 
up by the wind, it fhould hinder his work } he cafts it on his left fhoulder. This Girdle 
_ Abancth, — Mofes call’d Abaneth,and we, by a word borrow’d from the Babzlonians, name it Eaian. 
This Coat was in no manner pleited, and in the neck hath a broad opening, faftned 

¢ about the two fhoulders with clafps, from the edge of the collar to the breaft, and the 
Meffsbafenes. TIdft of the back: this call’d they Adefabaffanes, But on his Head he weareth a Hat, 
Majnagnphe- (not made with ahigh crown, heither comprehending the whole Head, but fomewhat

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A another Coife of linnen, defcending to the front, hiding thofe feams of the ctown 7#*A#N 
which were unfeemly to be beheld: this is curioufly fitted, left during the time of Walete 
facrifice it fhould flip off, Such in general were the ornaments of the Priefts, before Chrift’s 

The High Prieftalfo ufeth the very fame ( omitting none of thofethingswhich we Aanie 
have reckoned up ) but befide the reft, he puts on a Violet coloured Coat, extending in <7 WY 
lengthto his heels ( we call it Aethir ) this he girdeth to him witha girdle of divers picqnets. 
colours (not unlike the former) but that it is ftudded with Gold: the skirt of the menc aeshir 
Vekt is bordered with Fringes, to which are tied certain Pomegranates, and Golden 
Bells intermix'd 5 fo that between two Pomegranates, there is placed a Bell, and be- 
tween two Bells one Pomegranate. This Coat isall of one piece without feam, open

thismanner,) Itis woven of divers colours, intermixed with Gold; inthe mid of * 

the Breaft there is a {pace left open ( the fleeves, and all the reft are in fuch fort com- 

pofed , thatit feemeth to be a Coat ) in this void fpace there is a piece enchafed of 

the length of a {pan, embroydred with the famecolours,Gold and Flowers,as the Ephod 

is, This piece is called Effex,which fignifieth Rational (and wholly filleth the {pace that Effen Yeu ta: 
was lefe void by themthat wove the Ephed.}) Anditis joyned with the Ephod, and givn. 

C to every corner thereof, with Bucklesof Gold, which are tyed with aLaceof Hyacinth 
applied to tiethem together with thefe Buckles. And to theend the {pace between the 
Buckles be not flack, the opening is filled with a Hyacinthine Riband: but on either 
fhoulder are two Sardonix Stones enchafed in Gold (inftead of Buttons) to tie the 
Hood or Ephod; inthefe are ingraven thenames of Facob’s Sons,in Hebrew Characters, 
in either Stone fix: fo that the elder of them [were placed on the right fhoulder, 
Moreover twelve precious Stones diftinguifh the E/es or Rational it felf, of excellent 
greatnefs and beauty, which for their ineftimable price could not be bought by any 

private Man. They were enchafed three and three in four ranks in certain Crowns 
of Gold, to the end they might not fallout: in the firft order was a Sardonyx, a Topase, 

D anda Smaragd: in the fecond a Carbuncle, Fafpis, and a Saphir: inthe third, a Lyncuriys, 

* an Ametbift, and an Agate: in the fourth, a Chryfolite,an Onyx,and aBerilStone. In thefe ¥- torr, &e: 

were the names of Facob’s Sons engraven , whom we efteem for the firft Authors of 
our Tribes 5 every Stone being honoured with a feveral name according to the order 
of their Birth. But whereasthefe Rings(whereof before we have{poken ) were too 
weak, to fuftain the weight of the Precious Stones, they faftned two greater in the 
top of the Rational toward the neck, being eminent above the texture, which might 
receive the Golden Chains which met at the topof the fhoulders to befaftned with the 
little Chains, the end whereof was crooked, and conveighed certain Pipes, put thorow 
the Rings, and were more prominent than the brim behind the Ephod, to faften the 

E Rational,to the end it fhould neither {way this way northat way, Tothe fame Rational 
alfo was there a Girdle fewed,diftinguifhed with the faid colours and Gold; which com- 
pafling the whole , and again knit upon the feam,was{uffered to hang downwards. And 
as touching the Fringes, they were faftned to hollow loops of Gold from the on end to 
the other. Now his Hat was fuch asthe other Priefts ufed, on which there ftood an-

He went up tothe Mountain of Sizai, 
fie ants and entred into the Tabernacle to take counfel of God concerning thofe things,whereof 
Sons burned he nceded to be informed. He demeaned himfelf like a pee Man, not onely in 
Lestisto. 132 big apparel, but in all other things, continuing a familar and modeft courfe of life, and 
Dumb, 3 34 challenging no priviledge above any Man, but onely in thofe things which pertained 
to theadminiftration of the Common-wealth._ — SaaS tie ; 
He reduc’d into writing the Laws and ordinances touching policy, in due perfor- 
mance whereof if they liv’d they fhould be both agreeable to God, aud live. in union 
and peace amongtt themfelves. And all this he eftablifhed, following thofe directions 
which God inftruced him in. But now will I return and bend my {tile to {peak of that 
which I omitted in the ornaments of the High Prieft , for this apparel of theirs leaveth 
not any occafion to falfe Prophets, to excecute their wicked impoftures: and if there 
be any fuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertaineth to Gods Majefty, this 
habit maketh them know, that God never honoured their facrifices with his prefence 5 Z 
but he gave vifible figns thereof not onely to the Hebrews, byt to all thofe ftrangers, 
hess Sa who by any occurrence might be eye-witneffesof thefame. For of thofe Stones which 
the High the High Prieft bare on his thoulders (which were Sardonixes, whofe nature is fo well 
Priels velt-  t-nown to all Men, that it were unneceflary to {peak of it ) that which was faftned 
zy on his right fhoulder, fhined very clearly at fuchtime as God was prefent at the facri- 
fice, and caftits rayes afar off, that itmight be perceived by thofe that beheld thefame, 
contrary to its nature and cuftome: which truly deferveth admiration amongtt all Men, 
except thofe wha through contempt of Religion,do hunt after an opinionof wifdom, 
But that which I will now {peak of, is more to be admired at: which is, that by the 
twelve Stones which the High Prieft bare, Enchafed in his Rational in the 7 
midft of his Breaft, God was wont to fore-fignifie vidtory to thofe that were prepared 
for Battel, For fuch brightnefs lightned out of them, even before fuch time as the 
Army did diflodge or enter skirmith, that it was manefeftly known to the People, that 
God was prefent and ready to affift them: for which caufe the Greeks that have no 
averfion for our myfteries,and are convinced by their own eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Logion, i. e. oracle, which we term Effex. This Rational and the Stone 
Sardonix gave over to thine two hundred years before I began to write thefe An- 
tiquities,by reafoniof Gods wrath which he had conceived againft us for the breach of 
his Laws (of which at another time I will.more fitly treat, and at this time continue 
and profecute my intended difcourfe and purpofe,) After the Tabernacle had been i 
thus confecrated,and that which appertained to the Priefts wasfet in order,the People M 
tranfported with joy that God dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to factifice 
The facrifces and to fing Hymns of praifes, asto him that had driven far from them all fear of evil, 
ahd gifts of, and from whom they expected in time to come,far better and more profperous things, 
the Tribes. and both in general and in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their 
tribes: and the Governors of the tribes(affembling themfelves together two by two)pre- 
pared a Chariot and a yoak of Oxen,fo that:there were fix Chariots to bear the Taber- 
nacleby the way. Furthermore,every one of them offered a vial of the weight of 70 
Sicles, and a Cenfor containing 10 dariques, and a Coffer or Bafin, weighing 130 Sicles. 
The Cenfor was filled with odoriferous perfumes, and the coffer and vial ferved to hold 
the Meal and Oyl, which they were wont to ufe at the Altar, at fuch timeas they off- N 
red facrifice. They offered likewife a. Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb of one year 
old’, for a burnt-facrifice; and aGoat for a fin-offering, All the other Governors 
likewife brought every one of them their facrifice called Salutarie, for every day two 
Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and facrificed them 


will here mention onely fome few Laws touching Purifications and Sacrifices in CaN 
I that we have begun to (peak of Sacrifices, ) Thetacrifices are of two forts : (eae foe ; 
particular, others publique; and thefe are made after two different manners; for 13, 4d 12, 
inthe one, all is confumed which is upon the Altar, which for that caufe are called penne 
Holocauffs, that is to fay, Burned. The other are of thank foiving, and they are made Hotecautomas 
with banguets of thofe that facrifice. But firft of all I will {peak of the firlt kind, Lev. :ad:io. 
B The particular perfon that offers a burnt-offering brings an Oxe, 2 Lamb, and a Goat 
of one year old, ( yet it islawful to kill Oxen that are older.) But all thofe Crea« 
tures which muft be confumed by fire, ought to be males and after their throatsare 
cut, the Priefts befprinkle the Altar aad about with the blood ; then dref3 the Beatt 
and cut it in pieces, and powder it with fale, and lay it on the Altar already charg-, 
ed with cleft wood, already kindled: after they have well cleanfed the feet and 
entrails, they lay them with the refts and the Priefts take the skins, Suchis the man- 
ner of a burnt-offering or Holocaxff, They that offer {acrifices of thank{giving, kill 
likewife fuch fort of beafts without fpot, and more than a year old, both male and A fierifice of 
female; and after they have cut their throats, they {prinkle the blood on the Altar sane ring 
C then take they the rains, the caul, and all the fat, with the lobe of the liver,and the *”' 
tail of the Lamb, andlay it on the Altar; but the breaft and the left leg is left to 
the Priefts: and as touching the ret of the fleth, the Priefts banquet therewith for 
the {pace of twodays; and if then there remain any thing thereof, it isburned. The 
fame cuftome and ceremonie likewife is obfervedin the facrifice for fins? but thofe 
that are nor of ability to offer thegreater offerings,offer two Pigeons, or two Turtles, 
the one of which the Priefts have to feat withal, and the other is confumed with fire. 
We wiil treat more exprefly of the facrifice of fuch beafts, ac fuch time as we fhall |

Altar to be fanétified. They that facrifice likewife do bring Oy], the half part ofa 
Hin for a Bull, for a Ram, the third part of the fame meafures and for a Lamb,the 
fourth part: This Hia is an Hebrew meafure, which containeth two Attique Choas, 
They bring alfo the like meafure of Wine as of Oyl, and pour out the Wine about 
the Alcar, And if any one to accomplifh a vow, without facrificing offer up fine 
flower, he purreth the firft-fruits upon the Altar, that is to fay, one handful, and the 
reft is taken by the Priefts for their maintenance, either fryed by kneading it in Oyl, 
or making cakes thereof: but whatfoever the Prieft offereth, all that muft be burned, _ 
The Law likewife forbiddeth to offer the young of any Beaft whatfoever with its Dan, 
F if ic hath not fed eight days at leaft, There are alfo other facrifices made for de- 
liverance from ficknefs, or for other caufes; in which facrifice they imploy Wine to 
make cakes, which are eaten with the flefh of the Beafts; of which it is not lawful to: 
referve any thing again{t thenext morning when the Priefts have caken that portion 
which belongeth to and fufficeth them. The Law commandeth, that on the common Numb. 28: 
purfe there be every day killeda Lamb of a year old,the one in the morning,the other “*3>*

The feat of yeth untoGod a Mutton for a burnt-offering. The fifteenth day of the faid month 
Tabernacles. ( at {uch time as it draweth towards Winter ) he commanded them to pitch ‘Tents 
on ae every one for his Family, againft the approching cold weather which that {eafonis 
Deut. 2.3%. wont to bring; and that when they fhould enjoy their Countrey, and enter that City 
which they fhould hold for their Metropolitan, ( by reafon of the Temple which 
fhould be there builded) they fhould celebrate a Featt curing eight dayes fpace, in 
offering burnt-offering and facrifices to God : and thatin witnefs of their thank{giving, 
they fhould bear in their hands a branch of Mirtle, and of Willow, tyed together 
with Wool, and a bough of Palm likewife,to whicha Citron was to be faftned; and 2 
that the firft day they fhould facrifice thirteen Oxen, and fourteen Lambs, and two 
fheep, with a Goat, for a fin-offering, Thofe dayes that enfued,they facrificed likewife 
a like number of Lambs, and Weathers, with a Kid; and in rebating day by day the 
Exit2v.16 nymber of Oxen, they come back to the feventh. The eighth day they ceafe from 
TheEsiee’ work, On this day .( as we have faid ) they facrifice a Calf, a Ram and feven Lambs, 
was the 14. of anda Kid,for a fin-offering, Thefe are the ceremonies of the 7 abernacles which have 
April, been alwayes obferv’d by thofe of our Nation, In the month Xantique (which we 
called Nifaz ) which is the firft month of the year, the fourteenth day after the new 
Moon, the Sun being in Aries, (for ae that time were we delivered out of Egypt) he 
ordained, that every year we fhould renew the facrifice, which we call the Paffover, 
and which (as I faid,-). was celebrated the fame timethat we departed out of Egypt, L 
We celebrate this Feaft according to our Tribes, without referving any thing of that 
which is offered, till the next day 5 which is the fifteenth day of the month, and the 
firft of the fea{t of unleavened bread which followeth that of the paflover; and during 
~ feven days, it is unlawful to eat any unleavened bread: and every day are flain two 
Bulls, oac Ram, end feven Lambs, which are all confumed with fire; to which there 
is added a Kid, for a fin-offering which the Prieftseat. The fecond day of this feaft 
of unleavened bread ( which is the fixteenth of the month ) they begin to enjoy the 
Fruits that are reaped,and till that time untouched. And for that itis very conveni- 
few 214 44 ent, that God fhould be honoured with the firft-fruits, from whom we receive

The itt fruits fach abundance, they: offer the firft-fruits of Barley after this manner: After they M 


have dryed a handful of the ears, they beat or thrafh it, and cleanfe the Barley from 
the chaffe, and offer an fer of thefame upon the Altar to God 5 and after they have 
caft ahandful of the fame on the Altar, they leave the reft for the Priefts ufe 3 and 
from that time forward it is lawful for them to reap as well in publick as in private, 
‘With thee firft-fruits, they facrifice to Goda Lamb, for a burnt-offering, Seven 
Theficrifce Weeks after the feaft of the Paffover, thatis forty nine days, on the fiftieth ( which 
of Peatectf. she ebrews call Afartha:) thatis to fay, fulzefs of favoursand the Greek Pentecofte ) 
they offer to God leavened bread, made of Wheat flower, of the quantity of two 
Affars, and facrifice two Lambs, which are onely offered up to God, and afterwards 

are prepared for the Priefts dinner, and it isnot lawful for them to referve any thing N 
Wineis obfer- chereof tillthe next day. But the burnt-offerings are three Calves, two Wethers, 
hetinien;. and fourteen Lambs; befides two Kids, for a fin-offering, There is not any feaft 
fice. wherein they offer not a burnt-offering, and defift not from all manual labour : but 
picbreadof sn every oneof thefe there is ordained a certain fort of facrifice which they ought to 
edo: and it is firft ordered, that they reft from theirlabours, and after facrifice, fall to 
banquet. On the common charge they offer unleavened bread, of twenty four 
Afsars of flower : and thofe loaves they bake two by two the day before the Sabbath ; 
"and the day of the Sabbath, in the morning they bring it,and fet it onthe facred Table, 
oppofing fix to fix, the one againft the others and by them are placed two difhes full 

oF incenfe: and chefe things remain after this manner till the next Sabbath, and then O

The like muft Husbands do after they have had ufeof___ es 

their Wives, He likewife order’d that the Leprous fhould be feparated for ever, not Of Lepen: 

permitting them to frequent any Mans company, but efteeming them as little dif- 

fering from the dead: And if any one by his prayers made unto God was delivered 

from this difeafe, and his skin reduced to its native colour; fuch an one prefented him- 

felf before God with divers oblations and facrifices of which, we will fpeak hereafter. Againft thetn 
hence it appears how ridiculous a fable it is, that Adofes fled out of Egypt, becaufe he ent es 

was a Leper, and that all the Hebrews whom he condutted with him, and brought into andhisFot. 

the Land of Canaan was troubled with thatdifeafe. For if chat were true, Afofes would ee 

not have made thefe ordinances, to hisown {hame: and if any other had propofed them Boer . 

he would have oppofed himfelf againft them 5 efpecially, fince among divers other prete. 
ations there are Lepers,whoare held in great honour,and whoare fo far from difdainand 

contempt, that they have been made Generals of Armies,and elected for Governors of 

Common-wealths,having liberty to enter the Temples, and .to be prefent at the facrifices. 

What therefore hindred Afofés (i€ he had been infected with this malady ) to make fuch 

Laws, and ordain fach Statutes among thofe People, who honoured and obeyed him 5 

whereby fuch as were therewith infected, might be preferred? By which it is manifcft, 

that thofe things that are objected againft him, are rather of malice than probability, 

But Atofes being clean from (uch ficknefs, and converfing amongtt his Gountrey-men 

which were untaitited, made thefe ordinances for them that were fick, having regard 

to the honour of God, Butof thefe things let each Man cenfure as belt liketh him.

Helikewife ordained thatthe Prieft which had any bodily defeét, fhould be main- 
‘tained by theother Priefts, but in the mean time that he fhould not approach the Altar, 
nor enter into the Temple: willing that not onely they fhould be pure in that which 
concerned the divine fervice, but alfo that they fhould ftudy and endeavour to be fo 
in all the actions of their life, tothe end that no Man might reproach them.

The Jubile being at hand ( which 
word fignifieth Liberty) both he that fold, and he that bought the Land, met together, 
and caft up the account of the profits and expences that had been reaped and beltowed 
onthe Land: and if it were found that the profits exceeded theexpences, he that fold 
the Land repoffefiedit: bucif the chargesexceeded the valueof the profits, he payed 
the furplufage to the buyer, and retained the Land to himfelf Andif the profits and 
expences were equal, the reftitution was made to him that had the antient inheritance. N 
Heratified likewife the fame Law in houfes that were boughtin Villages or Cities. For

The Priefts firttwere placed next the Tabernacle, and after them the Levites (for 
there was a view alfo miade of them, accounting all the Males exceeding the age o 30 
dayss atid they were found to be 23880, ) During all the time that the Cloud before 
mention’d cover’d the Tabernacle, as a token of God's prefence,the People remain’dal- A cloud on the 
ways in the fame placessand if it departed from the {ame.then remov’d they likewife, Afo- Tabernacle. 
Jfes invented alfo a cettain kind of Trumpet made of ‘filver, after this manner. In length Namb. 9.15. 
it was almoft a Cubit, and it was like the narrow whiltle of a Fife, buta little thicker; 
it had but one hole at which it was to be blown, and the end thereof was like a litle 
Bell, in form of an ordinary Trumpet.. They.call itin the Hebrew Tongue Ajofra. There Numb. 10,2;

N OT long after this;they remov'd their Camp from the Mountain of sizai: and Hedio@ Ruf. 
i after cettain encampings’{ of which we will {peak ) they came toa place which fam, cop. sain 
is call'd Sferemoth: There the People once more began to murmur, and to revive their Sedition a” 
E Seditions,and lay the faule of their laborious Pilgrimage upon Aéofes; charging him, saint Mofes, 
That by his perfuafion, they had left a fertile Countrey 3 and now not only were defti- 
tute of the plenty thereof, but alfo in ftead of hoped felicity,forc’d to wander here and 
there in extreme mifery, fo that they had not fo much as water to drink 3 and that if 
Manna likewifefhould fail chem, they muftall inevitably perith for want of fuftenance, 
Hereunto added they divers Contumelies,which were every where caft upon him,though - 
aman of fo great defert and confequence: Mean while there atofe dne amongft the Peo- 
ple,who ¢ adsionifhing them of the forepafs'd benefits receiv'd by the hands of Mofes ) 
counfell'd them tobe of good courage 5 affuring them, that at thattime they fhould not 
be fruftrate either of that hope, or help, which they expected at God’s hands. ° But the 
F People were the rather incenfed by thefe words,and more and more whetted their {pleens 
againftthe Prophet - who feeing them fo defperate, exhorted them to be of a good coue 
rage} promifing them, that although by injurious {peeches he had undefervedly been . 
offended by them, yet he would obtain of God for them ftore of flefh, not for one day 
onely, but alfo for many, But they being incrédulous, (and fome one amongft them 
demanding, How he could make provifion for fo many thoufand men ?. God (faith he) 
and I,although we be evil fpoken of by you.yet will we never defift to be careful for yon,and that PN oe 
foal you Shortly perceive,” Scarce had he {poken this, but that all he Camp wasfilled with spain Gast 
Quails, of which every one took.as manyas hewould, Yet God,not long after, puni- inthe Defarr, * 
fhed the infolency and mutiny of the Hebrews, by the death of no {mall number : from 4 Ge ty 
G whence at thisday the place hathits name,which for that caufe was impofed thereon,and Concupif 
it 1s called Cabrothaba 3 that isto fay, The Sepulchres of Concnpifcence. ice:

God (faithhe ) having decreed to grant you two great benefits, Liberty,and the Poffeffion 
of a bappy Coustrey, hath maae you already enjoy the one, and will foortly make you mafters of 
the other, For we are upon the borders of Canaan 3 from whence both the Cities and Kings 
are fo far from driving ws, that the whole Natiow being united together, és not of power to expel 
ws.

CHAP, I 
The Fight of the Hebrews with the Canaanites, and their overthrow by them, 
without Mofes’s kuowledge, 


P Hilft thus the Hebrews pafled their Lives in great penury and perplexi- 
ty inthe Defart, groaning under the burthen of their grievous Af- 
flictions; there was nothing that more diftraded and diftemper'd 
them than‘ this, That God had forbidden them to fight with the Ca- 
naanites, They would nqw no longer give ear unto Mofes, (who 
perfuaded them to Peace) but growing confident in themfelves, that both without his L 
conduct and counfels, they might eafily obtain Victory over their Enemies 5 they accu- 
fed him,as if he fought after na other thing, but that they being daily prefled with great 
wants, might be enforc'd continually to depend upon his counfels. Whereupon they re- 
folv'd upon a War againft the Cancazites, prefuming with themfelves, that God would 
{accor them, not only in regard of Mojes,but alfo for that he had a general care of 
their Nation, ever fince the time of their Forefathers, whom he had always held under 
his protection; and by reafon of whofe virtues, he had already granted them liberty. 
They faid likewife, that if they fought valiantly, God would give them Victory ; that 
they were ftrong enough to overcome their Enemies, though they were left to chem- 
felves5 yea, though Asofes fhould endevor to eftrange God fromthem, In a word, that M 
it was more for their advantage to govern themfelves; and that being redeem'd from 
the fervitude of Egypt, they ought not to fuffer Mofes to Tyrannize over them, or to 
conform their Necks under his yoke 3 in a vain belief,that.God had only difcover'’d to | 
Mofes, that which was good for them, by reafon of the affection which he bare him: As 
if all of them were not deriv’d from the loins of Abraham, and that he onely were the 
Guide of all, in foreknowing the things that fhould happen unto them, by particular 
inftruCtionfromGod, ‘That prudence oblig’d them to condemn his pride, and fix their 
truft onely upon God, for conquering theCountrey which he had promis’d them, in 
fpite of Atofes's contradiétion; who for this caufe hindred them, pretending the Autho- 
rity of God forie, That therefore confidering their neceflity, and the Defart , which q 
daily more and more aggravated their mifery, they fhould prepare themfelves couragi- - 
oufly to march againft theEnemy,the Cazaanites; hoping, that God would be their 
Guides fo as they needed not the affiftance of their Lawgiver, When this fentence 
was approv’d by a general confent, they flock out in multitudes againft their Enemies : 
who neither affrighted by their boldnefs nor multitude, valiantly refitted them,who def- 
perately charg’d them : fo that ( the better part of the Hebrews being {lain ) they pur- 
{ued the reft (enforced fhamefully to turn their backs ) even unto their Camp, This 
overthrow ( hapning befides all mens opinion ) wondroufly dejected the minds of the 
multitude, fo that they grew defperate of all future good fortune 5 concluding , that 
God had {ent and infli@ed that plague upon them, becaufe without his counfel andorder O 
they had enterpriz’d the Bartel. But when Aéojes faw that his Countreymen were dif- 


may’d with the overthrow which they had receiv’d, and the Enemy grown proud with 
their 
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A their late Victory, fearing likewife left ( not content with their prefent fuccefs ). they rhe yeaafiie 


fhould attempt further, he determined to retire his Forces back again into the Defart, wortd, 2455. 
And whereas the People prottifed thenceforward to be obedient ro him, (being taught ef eet : 
by their own mifery, that nothing would fall out profperoufly unto them, without the i509.” 
counfel and conduct of their Guide ) they difiacamping themfelves, retired into the Mofes teri 
Defare with this refolution, that they would no more attempt a Battel againft the Canaae the people in- 
nites, till they received a fign of their good fuccefs from Heaven, But even asin a great ‘the Defart, 
Army it accuftomably falleth out (efpecially intime of trouble) that the common mul- 
titude wax head-{trong and difobedient to their Governors, fo did the like alfo happen 
amongftthe Jews. For whereas they were in number 6co000, and even in their beter 
B Fortunes fufficiently difobedient to their Governors, fo much the more were they exaf- 
perated by their wants and misfortunes, both among{t themfelves, and againft their Go- icin of 
vernor. For which caufe there arofe fo great a Sedition, as neither among theGreeke or ssinft uolte, | 
Barbarians the like was ever heard: Which things, without doubt, had overthrown 
them, ( being brought into fo defperate an eftate ) had not Aujfes ( forgetting the in- 
jury he had received, which wasnolefs thana purpofe to ftone him to death) fuccoured 
and relieved their diftrefled Fortunes, Neither didGod utterly abandon the care of 
them: but alchough they were contumelious againft their Lawgiver.and tran{greffed al- 
fo againft the Laws which he had delivered them by Aofes, yet delivered he them out of 
that dangers of which ( without his {pecial Providence )) there could be expected no 
C other but a lamentable iffue, ThisSedition, as alfo how Afofés governed theeftate when 
the troubles were ended, we willnow declare, having firft exprefled the caufe thereof, 


CHAP. II, | 
The Sedition raifed by Chote against Mofes and bis Brother, for the Priefthood. ' 


Hore (aMan noble by Birth,and famous for his wealth amongft the Hebrews, and jing, i¢. £} 
C endowed with acertain kind of popular Eloquence) feeing AMofés placed in the ads. 
higheft place of Authority, was filled with jealoufie and envy thereat. For although he ee 
were of the fame Tribe and Kindred, yet he thought it’a great indignity to himfelf, to perjuade che 
D be held his inferior, being both more potent in Riches, and his equal in Parentage. For militude . 
which caufe, he began to murmur‘and complain to the Levites, ( which were of the fame Mofer again 
Tribe with him, and his Kinfmen) telling them, That it. was not to be fuffered, that Mofes, 
under a pretext of Communication with God, foould by ambitious policy (t0 other mens pres 
judice ) onely findy bis own glory; having of late, againft all fort of reafon, given the Priefts 
hood tohis Brother Aaron, and diftributed other dignities,at his own pleafure, like 2 King,with- 
out the fuffrage and approbation of the People.’ That this injury done by him, was not tobe cn- . 
dured, by reafon that fo covertly be had infinnated himfelf into the Government; that before it 
could be obferu'd, the People would be bronght into fervitude. For he that knoweth bimfelf to 
be worthy of a Government, endeavors to obtain the farce by the confent of the People, and not 
E by force and violences, but they that defpair by good means to attain therennto,do notwithftand- 
ing abftain from force, left they foould-lofé the opinion of their goodnefs and honefty 5 yet endea- 
- vor they by malicious fubtilties to attain therennto, That it concerned the Commonweal to 
‘check the attempts of fuch Men, left-of private, they at laft grow publick Eneasies. _ For what 
reafon (aid he) can Moles give, why he hath beftowed the High Pricfthoodan Aaron and hi 
‘Sons? If God bad ‘decreed, that this honour fhould be beftowed on one of the Tribe of Levi, 
shere were more veafon that Lfhould- have it, wha-are of the fame Kindred with Moles, and who 
Siepafs bine both in' riches andages: On the contrary, If this honour appertain tothe mioft anci- 
eat of the Tribes, that of Reuben onght bpright to enjoy it, namely, Dathan ‘and Abiram,and 
Phalal, who are the inoft ancientof that Tribe, and the oft powerful in riches, Thele things teas 
F {pake Chore,under colour and pretence of the good of the Commonwealth , but in ef- : 
fed only to raife a Tumult amongft the multitude, and intrude into the office of the 
High Prieft, Which difcourfe of his pafling by little and little, from one ear to an- . 
other , amongft che multitude, and multiplied by the envious, and fuch as maligned 4a- ee 3 
ron, at la{t broughtall the Tribesiato a mutiny: fothat 250 of the chiefeft Nobles grew ,,4 fey men 
at length to be pareakers of Chore’s Con{piracy 5 and all of thefeconfpir'd cogether to follow Chane 
take away the Priefthood from Afofés’s Brother, and to transfer it co him, The People :

fes wasinform’d of Chore’s treacherous Calumnies, and faw the People highly incenfed, 


yet was he nothing at all abafhed thereat : but being {atisfi'd in his Confcience,that he had 
governed the eftate uprightly,and well affured,that his Brother obtained the Priefthood, 
not by his favor, but Gods election, he came into the Congregation; where he uttered 
not one word againft the People, but addrefling himfelf to Chore, he expoftulated with 
him, and accufed him with great vehemency , being (-befides his-other qualities) by 
nature eloquent and fit to {peak tn publick Affemblies.

Whileft he {pake thefe words, and intermixed them with tears, 
the earth prefently rrembled, and fhaking,began to be agitated (after fuch a manneras 
the waves of the Sea are by the winds in a great Tempeft, ) Hereat were all the Peo- 
ple amazed 5 and foon after with a dreadful noife the earth opened, and fwallowed ap 
the feditious, with their Families,their Tents,and all their Goods,fo that nothing remaindd 
of theirsto be feen. Whereupon in amomentthe earth clofed again, and the vaft ga 
ping was (hut, fo that there appeared not any fign of that whichhad hapned, Thus 
perithed they all, leaving behind them an example of God’s power and judgments, 
This accident was the more deplorable, in that their was none of their kindredor allies 
that had compaffion of them : fothat even thofe that had fided with them, praifed God’s 
Juftice with joyful acclamations, efteeming them unworthy to be bemoaned, but to be 
held as the plague and perverters of the People. After that Dathaz with his Family 
wasextinguifhed, 24/és affembled all thofe that contended forthe Prie{thood together, 
committing again theelection of the Priefthood unto God,concluding that that honour 
thould be ratified to him, whofe.facrifice was moft acceptable in God’s fight, For which

to upbraid you, for I would not leave you affliked with the remembrance hereof, at the hour 
of my death, (who even at that time entertained: the injury with a quiet mind ) but to 
the end that being by me admonifhed, you may henceforward be wifer in thofe things which N 
hereafter fall concern you, and left you foould grow contumelions againft your Governors, 
being made proud with affinence of your riches, which you fhall enjoy at fuch time as you 
have paffed over Jordan, and conquered Canaan. Otherwife if made more infolent by thefé 
bleffings you fall into contumacy, and contempt of virtue, Gods favour will never be 
extended towards yous and if by your fins you foallincene hive againft your feloes, yon foall 
both lofe the Land which yor have faced ls your conrage, by being foamefully oppreffed by 
your Enemies; and being difperfed over the face of the whole earto, both the Land and Sea 
Shall be full of the marks of your fervitude ; which if it fhould come to pafs, then were it too late 
to repent you, that you have not obferved his holy Laws. Wherefore 10 avoid this danger, 
Soffer not any one of your Enemies, after your uidory is once gotten, to lives and think it O 
wsoft conducible for your affairs, to kill all, without fparing any; for fear left living with 
them; and being intangled in the like cuftomes and delights, you fall into anes me

Firlt 
will I reckon up thofe Laws particularly which appertain to the publick infticution 
D and policy of our Nation; but thofe that concern private cuftoms and contracts, 
either betwixt our felves or foregin Nations, J have deferred to be difcourfed of in 
that commentary, wherein ( by Gods affiftance }) I intend to {peak of our manners,

they had with many thanks protefted,and {wore to her, to acknowledge her kindnefs

Fer the Philiftiaes had got the Vidtory over the Hebrews, and taken the fa- 
cred Ark, ( as we have before declared ) theybrought it, with their other 
fpoils, to the City of 4zot, and plac’d it in manner of a Trophee in the 
Temple of Dagox their Idol. But the next day after, when early in the 
Morning they entred into the Temple to adore their god, they found him 


te of Dagon. fallen from that Bafe or Pillar that fuftained him,and lying along the ground, his face 
hey of Axet upward, before the Ark 3 whereat being much moved, theytook him up,and fattened 
“lepued fo, Za- hittin his former place : and when they came often thither, and always found him pro- 4 
ing away the {trate, and, as it were, adoring before the Ark, a great fear and perturbation invaded the 
Ark. whole People.

ing to their Embaflage and Demand, received the Ark, and were prefently plagued wich 
the fame ficknefles which the Azctians had (uffered. For together with the Ark the ca- 
lamities alfo were tranfported ; for which caufe it was likewife fent from this place to 
another, where it remained but alittle while; for the Inhabitants of the place being af- 
fli&ted with the fame Maladies which the other endured, fent it to the Neighbor Cities:

D tox abandon your God 'to fet a tan upon the throne 5 who, according to bis pleafure and 
the unbridled bent of his paffion, will ufe you like beafts, ana will ufurp upon your goods, 
svithout forbearing any thing whatfoever: For how can men have as great love for men, as 
I, whofe handy work they are. Notwithftanding fince you have thes determined, and fear 
not to commit fo great an outrage againft God, rank your felues in order according to your 
Tribes and Fawilies, and caft your lots. To this the people condefcended, and the loc, ee 
fell on the Tribe of Benjamin; being caft the fecond time, it fell on the Family of ee es 
Metri s and afterwards being caft upon the men of that family, it fell upon sax, who maahinel 33 
wasthe Son of Cis. The young man, who before kaew what would ha ppen, had {tept Tribe and 
‘afide, to the end that it might not feem that he was ambitious of his dignity, The Family: 

E moderation he fhewed in this matter, was remarkable (for whereas moft men catinot 
conceal their joy when any degree of felicity falls upon them, but manifeft the fame 
to all men 5 Sau/ not only was void of vain appearance (although he were to be 
King and Lord of fomany worthy people) but which is more, heftole away fromthe pak 
prefence of thofe men over whom he wasto command, and obliged them to feek after Sauls modelly 
him, and labourto find him out.

__ of God, what fhould be the event of this War? and receiving no anfwer, his fear was and enchanterg 
B doubled, fince he had reafon, to believe that God had forfaken him. Hereupon his out of his 
courage abated, and in this perplexity he refolved to have recourfe. to Magick; but ver.6. 
having lately banifhed the Inchanters,Magicians, and fuch as pretended to tell Fortunes, 84#2 heating - 
it could hardly be expected that one of them fhould be found : but yet he commanded er Mitint 
that they fhould enquire for one of thofe that could raife the {pirits of the dead, and gaint him, 
by their information learn what fhould come to pafs hereafter.

For which caufe (in 
my opinion ) he was both juft, valiant, and prudent, and if any one either is or hath 
’ been like unto him, I fuppofe that it becometh all Men to give teftimony of fuch a Mans 
virtue.

And 
by this means David happily maintained hiscredit, and increafed the peoples good opini- 
on of him, efcaping thereby the fufpition that he mightin fome fort have been acceflary 
to hisdeath, He protefted alfo unto the people, that he conceived no fmall grief at 
the lofs of fo good a man, declaring that it wasa ae prejudice to the State to bede- 
prived of him, maintained their peace by his good advice, and ratified the fame by hig 
executions and Warlike valour: But God (faidhe ) who hath care of all things, fhall 
not fuffer himto die unrevenged: And he it is that fhall bear me witnefs, that it lieth 


not in my power to punifh Jozband ie who have greater credit inthe Army than K

Bised gute 
The Prophets anfwered him , that God would be revenged of the wrong doneto the one 
Gibeonites whom King Saalhad deceived and traiteroufly flain, without refpect of the . 
oath,which the Governour Fo/zab and the Elders madé unto them. If therefore he would 
fuffer the Gébeonites torevenge the deathof their {laughtered friends according to their 
defire, God had promifed to be appeafed, and to deliver the people from their imminent 
and prefent evils. Asfoon as he underftood by the Prophets what God required, he fent 
N for the Gébeonites, and-asked them what it was which they required? who withed himto 
deliver into their hands feven of Sazis Sonsto take their revenge on them: whereupori 
the King made fearch after them, only {paring and protecting Adephibofeth the Son of 
Jonathan, When the Gibconites had laid hold of thefefeven,they executed them according 4.7, 9. 
to their pleafures: and thereupon God incontinently fent down Rain, and difpofed the See 
earth to bear fruit; allaying the drought,fo that the Land of the Hebrews recovered daiveredto 
again its former fruitfulnefs. Not long after, the King made War upon the Phils/tines, the ane: 
and vanquifhed them ina great Battel ; but it {0 fell out,thar the King hotly purfuing the Saunede 
chafe, was left alone, and difcovered in his wearinefs by one of the Enemies called Ac- 
won, the Son of Araph of therace of the Giants, whobefide his Sword had a Javelin, v.16, 17. 
O the point whereof weighed three hundred ficles,and a coatof Mail; this man turning Pavidin hs- 
back charged David very violently, with an intent to kill the King of his enemies,by reafoni jige js delive-

"NN difafter, by reafon of his forwardnefs, and by that means fhould deprive the people 
Tiare of a molt excellent Prince whofe wife conduét was the chieffecurity of their happinefs. 
ftrin from The King having iatelligence that the Philiftines were affembled in the City of Gazara, 
Wie. fent out an Army again{t them,in which the Héttite,Sobach one of Davids chief Captains 
v.18; 193.20, behaved himfelf very valiantly, and got great reputation: for he flew divers of them 
D.vidsvali- that vaunted themfe!ves to be of the Race of the Giants, and that were very proud 
S.buh. and puffed up with prefumption of their valour,and was the chief authour of that victory B 
which the Hebrews obtained. 

After this laft defeat, the PhilifZines once more hazarded their fortunes, againft whom 
when David fent out an Army, Nepbaz his kinfman thewed himfelf very valiant. For 
fighting hand cto hand againft him that was accounted the moft valiant Champion’ 
amongft all the Philiftines, he flew him, and put the reftto flight, very many of them 
cyingin the Batrel, in procefs of time they re-incamped near unto a City not far from 
the Frontiers of the Countreyof the Hebrews: In this Army there wasa man fix Cubits 
high, who had oneither foot fix toes, and on either hand fix fingers. Againft whom 
Jonathan the Sonof Sama ( one of thofe that were fent by David in this Army ) fought

Fonsthin, 
is he bare away the honour of the Battel, and praife of his valour; for this Philiftine 
boafted likewife that he was defcended of the Race of the Giants. After this Battel, 
they warred nomore on the I/raelites. Hereupon David,delivered from War and danger, 
and ever after enjoying a perfect peace,compofed Odes and Hymnes in praife of God, 
2 Sim, 72. in divers kinds of verfe : for fome were Trimeters. other were Pentameters, He made 
Heid itoer, Vaftruments alfo, and taught the Lcvites to praife God upon them,on the Sabbath days 
Divids inte. and other Fealts, The formof thefe Inftraments was after this manner, The Vaial was 
mentsof  Compofed of ten ftrings, and platd upon with abow. The Nablecontaineth twelve 
Maret founds of cords and is ftricken with the fingers.

ae The noble actions of five of which I will declare, which will give fome {pecimen of 
that extraordinary and heroick courage by which they were able to conquer whole 
; Nations, The firft of them was fem the Son of Achem, who having thruft himfelf 
ufem. into the midft of his difordered Enemies, never gave over fighting till he had flain nine 
hundred of them. After him was Eleazar the Son of Dedeias, who had accompanied 
the King in sarphat: He, ina certain Battel ( wherein through the multitude of the 
Enemies, the Jraelites were affrighted and put to flight ) kept his place,and faced the 
_ Enemy, and rufhing in among them, madea great {laughter of them, fo that thorow the B 
great quantity of blood which he thed, his Sword ftuck faft to his hand; and the Hrae- 
lites {eeing the Philiffines put to flight,by him, came down and ran upon them, and 
obtained a great victory over them, For Eleazar flaughtered thofe that fled, and 
| the reftof the Army followed and {poiled thofe that were flain. The third was the Son 
of ius called Sebas, who fighting againft the Philiftines,in a place called the Faw, (and 
feeing the Hebrews to beafraid of their power, and almoft out of heart) refifted them 
alone, as if he had been an Army, and flew fome of them, and purfued and put the 
reft to flight, in that they were unable to fuftain his force and violence. Thefe three

Captain of the Guard, and appointed them to take the Prophet Nathan with them, and 
all the men at Arms that attended him in Court ; charging themto mount his Son solo- 
«on upon his Royal Mule,upon which only the King was wont to ride, and to conduét 
him out of the City,near unto the Fountain of Gebox: in which place (after they had I 
anointed him with holy oyle) he willed themto proclaim Solomon King 5 commanding 
the High Prieft Sadoc,and the Prophet Nathazto feehis will performed: charging thofe 
that followed him throw the City,with found of Trumpet,and aloud voyce, to cry out, 
that Solomon was feted for ever in his fathers throne,to the intent that all the people might 
underftand that by his Fathers confent he was declared King. And calling solomon un- 
to him,he gave him inftructions by which he might,with juftice and integrity,govern the 
Tribe of Juda and the reft of the [raelites. After this, Baxaia befought God that it 
would pleafe him to be favourable unto Solomon 5 and with all expedition solomon was 
mounted upon the Kings Mule, and conduéed out of the City near untothe fountain ; 


where (after he had been anointed with oyle ) they brought him backagain into K — 


the City with great joy and applaufe, wifhing him a long and profperous government : 
then reconducting him to the Kings Palace,they placed him on his Throne;and the people 
generally gave themfelves over co feafting and mirth and to fport,and rejoyce with dances 
and inftruments of mufick; fo that by reafon of the multitude of inftruments, not only 
the air refounded, but the earth alfo feemed in a manner to be moved therewith,So that 
Adonias and they that banqueted with him, hearing the noife,were all of them troubled and 
Joab in particular,faid that thofe tunes and trumpettings did no wayes pleafe him, 

Whileft thus they fate at the banquet, and every man thorow penfivenefle forbore 
to eat (being diftracted thorow variety of thoughts) ‘foxathan the Son of Absathar 
came haftily in amongft them, This young mandid Adonias moftwillingly behold, and L 
faid chat he was a meffenger of fome glad tidings : but contrariwife he recited unto them 
all that had befallen Solomon, or had been decreed by David, Whereupon Adonias, and 
all his guefts forfook the banquet, and fuddenly fled every man unto his own houfe. 
But Adoxias fearing the Kings difpleafure ( by reafon of his ambition and arrogancy ) _ 
ran unto the Altar, and laying hold of it after the manner of a fuppliant,hung thereon, 
according as he in reafon had caufe to do. 

Now when thefe tydings were brought unto Selomon,and what he had done, and how 
he required that Solomon would affure him,that he would never more call to memory that 
which had hapned, but pardon his offence: Solomon anfwered him gracioufly and 
moderately, and pardoned that fault; notwithftanding with this caution,that if hereafrer M 
it flrould appear that he intended or acted any rebellion, it thould be Adonias himfelf, 
who fhould be the author of his mi(chief : with this anfwer he fent fome to deliver him 
from the Altar. 

When as therefore he came into Solozons prefence, and had faluted him,he wascom- 
manded to repair home unto his houfe, without fearing any mifchief that might befall 
him: yet by the way was he admonithed to behave himfelf uprightly for the time to 
come, if he refpected his credit or profit. 

But David willing that his Son fhould be accepted for their known and anointed King 
amongi{t the people, aflembled the Governors in ferufalem,with the Prieftsand Levites 3 
and firft of all taking the number of them,he found thirty three thoufand men that were N 
above thirty three years old 5 23000 of which,he appointed to take charge of building

Thefe ftones were clofely joined the one unto 
the other, that bythe ftrength of the foundation, they might make the bafe and ground 
G to futtain that which fhould be builded thereupon,whicb foundation was as much to be 
admired, as that Fabrick which it wasdefigned to fupport: neither could the foundati- 


ons be of lefs ftrength and hugenefs, which were to fuftain a famptuous pile of that 
T 2 height, 
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height, greatnefs, magnificence and ornament. The walls were made of white ftone, 
and continued of the fame matter even until the roof. Theheight of the Temple was 
fixty cubits, and the length as much, and the breadth twenty. Over that was another 
edifice, having the like dimenfions, fo chat the whole height of the Temple was fixfcore 
cubits, and the entry thereof was Eaftward. The porch thereof had twenty cubits in 
length, ( which was thebreadth of the Temple ) and in breadth ten cubits: and che 
height thereof was fixfcore cubits. About the Temple was built thirty Cells, which 
invironed the fame on the outfide, and ferved to fuftain all the Edifice ; for that 
they were of that number, and they paffed out of the one into the other. The entries 
were made after the {ame manner,from whence a man might eafily pafs fromthe oneto the 
other.Every one of thefe Cells had 25Cubits in breadth,and as many in-length,and 20 in 
height : and above them there were others built: and others likewife above thefe N 
of like number and dimenfion : fo that: they were almoft as high as the other build-

into it, All the whole building of the Temple was moft artificially made of ftones 
moft exaétly carved, and moft clofely and cunningly joined together: fo that they that O 
curioufly pryed into the fame, could not any wayes obferve the ftroke of any Hammer,

facred place,and the other the Northern wall: the other wings thattouched one another aie in 
ferved fora cover for the Ark, which was placed between them both, But what the peuicet vin 
figure of the Cherubins was it is impoflible toexprefs: he made the pavement of the Gold.

venient doors twenty cubits high, anfwerable in height to the wall, and covered with 

plates of Gold.In a word,he left not one place either within or without the Temple,that

After this solomon feat unto eth Hitam 
Hiram Kingof Tyre,for one who wasa cunning workman,called Uram,the Son of a woman Gh qe 
of the line of Nephtali,and of Urias the ijraelitesthisman had great knowledge in all kind of man. , 
works, but his efpecial excellency was in working gold, Silver and Brafs,who made all that 

which covered the temple according as the King commanded.He made two pillars of brafs, 

four fingers thick and eighteen Cubits high,and twelve in the circumferenceson the chap- 

ters ofeach ofthem,he placed Gorniches in the form of Lillies. of five Cubits in height, 

which he invironed with certain Gratesmade of Bra(s after the manner of enterlaced nets, 

which covered the lillies on each fide,on which there hung down two hundred pomegra- 

Nats in two ranks Thefe Pillars placed he in the entrance of the porch, the one on the Beis tay. 08 
right hand called Fachiz, the other on the left called Boz. He founded alfo the'Brazen 4 er igi 
Sea, made after the manner of a Hemefphere,and this veflel was called the Sea by reafon the brazen Seas 
of the hugenefs thereof. For it was a laver that by meafured line was ten Cubits broad, 

the thicknefsof a hands breadth,the midft thereof was fuftained witha pillar ten times 

twifted, whofe bignefs was a cubit, This laver was fuftained by 12 heifers, which 

by three and three were placed directly oppofite againft the quarters of the fourwinds- 

and the hindermoft part of thefe Heifers were fet {omewhat ftooping,tothe endthat this §5 
round and ample veffel might be the more furely fupported by them, This Seacon- ae 
tained twothoufand Baths, which isameafure made ufe of for liquids. He made alfo bales of the 
ten brazen bafes four fquare, for the lavers, each one in length five cubits, in breadth #¥. a 
four, in height three; thus were the parts of this work feverally fafhioned, . There 

were four little pillars {quare and erected at every corner one, in which the fides of the 

Bafes were adjoyned, and divided into three forts, according to the place diftinguifhed 

between the joynts; with Images, here a Lion, there a Bull, and in another place an 

Eagle, The pillars likewife were adorned with the fame ingraving: and all this whole 

work hung upon four wheels, which were made of caft work » which had certain naves 

or {poaks a cubit and a half in the Diameter: and it wasa wonderful thing tofee the 
circumferences of them,how cunningly they were wrought, and properly fetled tothe 

fides of the bafes by their naves, or ftrakes. They were thus made; the corners or

of Gold,and twenty thoufand of Silver,refembling a Hin or an Epha of Adofes, Twenty 
thoufand Cenfers alfo of Gold, wherein the perfume was burnt,to hallow the Temple; 
and other Cenfers likewife in which they carried fire from the great Altar, and laidit on 
. the leffer, which was within the Temp!e, to the number of fifty thoufand; he prepared 
Priefts 8  a1fo athoufand veltments for the ufe of the Priefts,with their furcots, heads, and petcto- 
rals, notwithftanding there was but one Crown, wherein Asofes had written the Name 
of God, which had continued even until this day. He made alfotenthoufand Stoles for 
ie the Priefts of fine linnen, with {carlet girdles for every one of them; two hundred 
ct Mule, © thoufand trumpets according tothe ordinance of Mofes, and forty thoufand inftruments 
of Mufick, to record and praife God with (as the Pfaltery and Harp of a mixt matter 
the fifth part Gold, and thefourth part Silver. ) All which Solomex mott magnificently 
prepared for the fervice of God, fparing no coft, but imploying himfelf to the utmoft 
of his power, toward the ornament of the Temple: which he beautified and ‘endowed 
with all thefe treafures. He environedthe Temple likewife with a wall three Cubits 
high, which in our tongue we call Gifoz, to exclude the prophane multitude, and admiz 
Theicclofure mone but the Priefts only. Without this wall there’ ftood a Temple four-fquare with 
coe great and broad Ifles, which opened with very great gates; every one according 
TheFane, tothe quarter of the winds; andthe doors thereof were covered with Gold. Into this 
place all the people that were purified might enter, and they likewife that kept the or- 
Thetuge —dinancesof Adofes.It cau {carcely be believed, how admirable that exteriour Temple was: 
vhercin the fOrhe filled huge trenches, which by reafon of their unmeafurable depth, could not be 
founduion of looke down into without vehement apprehenfion of fear, (for they were four hundred 
ae Mer ale cubits deep) yetnotwithftanding he filled them and raifed them to the height of the 
Hill, whereon the Temple was built; and by this means it came to pafs, that the walk 
without the Temple was equalled with the foundation of the fame.

5- buildings,and all the other neceffaries which he had beftowed upon the Temple, and 
declared thereby his great riches, and fhewed his power, that that which at the firft 
v1, at, fight might require a mans wholelifeto finifh,he accomplifhed in few years: He wrote 
The Ark is unto the Governoursand Elders of the Hebrews, commanding them to affemble all the

Peer Afcor and Magedon,and the City of Gaza in the Countrey of the Philifiimes > againt 
Solomon buil- which Pharaoh King of Egypt led out hisArmy,and took it by force; and after he had 
dech cercain Bur all che Inhabitants thereof to the Sword, hie deftroyed the fame, and he gave it in 
Magi.on, pt dower unto his daughter which was married to Solomon. For which caufe the King for- 
xa, Betucher, tified it 3 feeing it to be already fufficiently fenced by nature,and that it {tocd very com- 
wer modioufly for the War, and to hinder the incurfions of the enemy. Not far from thence, 
he fortified two other Cities, whereof one was called Zetachor,and the other Baleth. Be- 

fides thefe, he built others, which were Cities of recreation ard pleafure, by reafon of 

the good temperature of the Air, and the pleafantnefs of the fruits,and in efpecially the 

{weet Rivers wherewith they were watered, Afterwards entering intothe Defart that 

is above Syria, and conquering the{ame, he built another great City two dayes journey 

diftant from the higher Syria, a dayes journey from Exphrates, and fix from the great Ba- 

bylon, The caufe why this City was inhabited far from peopled quarters of Syria, was, 

becanfe in no place of the lower Countrey there was water to be found, and in this Ci- 

Thadamer, or ty Onely there were fountains and {prings, He therefore built this City, and begirt it 
Pamira. —_ with {trong walls, and called it Thadamor, ( which is the name which the Syrians term it 
by, even at this day, and amongft the Greeks it is called Palwzyra..) And thefe were Solo- 

mons works inthattime. But fince divers are inquifitive to know the reafon why the 

Why the Eey- Kings of Egypt that have been fince Adinews the founder of Atemphis, (who reigned di- 
pein at vers yearsbefore our great Anceftor Abraham ) till Solomons time, for the {pace of more 
Pharos, than Thirteen hundred years, have been called Pharaohs, deriving that name from one 
that reigned in the midtime between both: I have thought fit to give {ome account of it. 

The name of Pharaoh amonght the Egyptians, fignifieth as much as King. But I {uppofe 

that from their childhood they had other diftinct names, and that afterward when they 

are created Kings, they take uponthem that name, which in their Mother-tongue figni- 
fieth no lefs than Authority, (Forthe Kings of Alexandria having been heretofore cal-

the jews.) And toward the building of his Navy, he obtained of Hiram. King of Tyre, "ts. 

a very confiderable sfliftance: for he fent him Models of Ships,and Men that were skil- Pe cae 
ful in Navigation, whom he appointed to fail with his Factors to theCountrey at that 

time called Ophir, and at this prefent the Land of Gold,in the Countrey of Idia,to bring 

Gold from thence: who returned back again unto the King, after they had gathered 

about Four hundred Talents. 

About this time the Queen of Egypt and Ethiopia, (a Woman adorned with wifdom 
and admirable in all other things) having heard of the renowned virtue and prudence t Kings 10.13 
of Solomon, defired to fee with her own eyes whether thofe things which were report- aa ae { 
ed of him were true 3 nor was fhe deterr’d either by the length or difficuley of the jour- pena ee 
ney from undertaking it, that fhe mighe thereby receive that fatisfaction which fhe had *«?¢ refort- 
promifed her felf. She therefore came unto Jerufalem with great pomp,glory,and riches; “" pee 
for fhe brought with her feveral Camels laden with gold, odors, and precious {tones of 
great value. After thatthe King had gricioufly entertained her, and honoured her in 
all things, he eafily appreheaded thofe doubts which the prapofed, and gaveher a more 
{peedy {olution of the fame, than might be expetted: fo that fhe was ravithed with the 
incredible wifdom of Solomon, knowing by the effect, that it exceeded the report which — 
fhe had heard of him. But in fpecial (he wondred ar his Palace, confidering the great- i uae 
nefs and beauty thereof; and,above all, at the rich furniture and curious archireGture Ethiepe won- 
ofthe fame 5 wherein fhe perceived the great wifdom of the King: but nothing more “* rc 
furprized her, than the beauty of one fingle Room, called the Foreft of Libazus: but the pay 
magnificence of his ordinary Table, and che furniture and fervice of the fame, made her 
aftonifbed. The attire of his fervants likewife, and the goodly order which they ob- 
ferved intheir fervice. Moreover, the Sacrifices that were every day offered up unto 
God, and the care and diligence. of the Priefts in difcharging their offices, pleafed her 
more than all the reft, when fhe obferved them daily : and being not able to contain her 
felf, the expreffed how wonderfully the was affected 5 and her admiration ftill encrea- 
fing, fhe could not but exprefs itto the King, after this manner :

For Ptiouida 
fhe gave him twenty talents of gold, and an innumerable quantity of fweet odors and The Queen 
precious ftoues. Ic is faid likewife, chat we have that Plaot that diftilleth balm » and eireth on 
which our Countrey bringeth forth at this day, by the gift of this Princels, Solomon for fumpuous 
his part requited her bountiful Prefents with the like, which fhe made choice of accor-!r«/ents. 
ding to her own liking, for chere was nothing which fhe could require, which he grant- Se eta 
ed not unto her: thewing himfelf moft ready to give her {atisfaction with a liberal and nerateth the 
royal heart. When the Queen of Fyypt and Ethiopia had received thefe favors at the Qu" bow 
Kings hands ( according asit hath been fpoken ) and he likewife had magnificently re- Hidio & Ref:

Wortd, 19;;.God, Amongft all the gifts that were ever prefented unto Solozon,that which was given 
before Chrijt’s hit at that time, was moft excellent in greatnefs and beauty. But let no man think,that 
wavitty the Pine-wood (which we {peak of ) had any refemblance with that which we call by 
— Y™ that name at this day, or which the Merchants, to delude their Chapmen, fell for the 
fame. Fortheyare like unto fig-trees, but that they are more white and clearer: which 
I thought good to take notice of in this place, left any Man fhould be deceived through 
ignorance, in not difcerning the one fromthe other, becaufe the affairs of solomon have 
drawn usto make mention of this matter, The weight of gold which this Navy brought 
unto the King, was Six hundred fixtyand fix Talents: befides that which the Merchants 
bought themfelves, or that which the Kings and Princes of 4rebia had fent unto him by 
way of Prefent. This gold caufed he tobe molten dows,and made thereof Two hun- 
dred Targets, each one weighing Six hundred fhekels; and Three hundred Bucklers, 
each one of them weighing Three hundred mines of gold, and placed and hungthem in 
the Hall, called the Foreft of Libanws. He caufed alfo divers veffels of gold and preci- 
ous ftones to be made for theufe of his Table, all curioufly wrought; the reft of his 
neceflaries alfo were of gold : for nothing was cither bought or fold for filver, For the 
King had many {hips upon theSea of Tharfis, which upon his command carried divers 
merchandize into remote Countries,by vent whereof they brought him home much gold 
and filver, and much Ivory and Ethiopian Moors and Apes; and this Navigation infail- 
ing to and fro, was finifhed in three years. The renown and fame alfoof Solomons vit- 
tues and wifdom, {pread far and near throughout all Nations: fothat Kings of the remo- 
teft Countries, had a defire to fee him, becaufe they believed not the report, and defired 
Siena fia manifeft their affectionto him by magnificent ! refents, They therefore fent him vef- 
fpene3 ycarsin fels of gold and of filver, {carlet Robes, and ail forts of aromatique Drugs, Horfes and 
their journey. Chariots, Mules and Sumpter-Horfes, wherein (as it was reported unto them) the King 
Mea ugs. took pleafure, by reafon of their ftrength and beauty: fo that tothe uumber of Horfes 
mon with fua- and Chariots which he had before, chere were annexed Four hundred more, which had 


dry Prefents. beenfent him as Prefents, For before that, he had a Thoufand Chariots, and Twenty | 


is mike  thoufand goodly Horfes, excellent for fhape and fwiftnefs: fothat the like were not to 
prefented to be found, that were comparable co them for beauty and pace. And that which gave 
Selomon. them the greater grace was, that they were backed by young Men, of goodly perfonage 
to behold, and furpaffing all other in heighth, having long locks,which they daily inter- 
mixed with wires of gold, that when the Sun fhould fhine upon their heads,they might 
appear more glorious and bright. The King mounted on his Chariot, and apparelled 
in a white Rayment, was accuftomed to rideabroad about the Sun-rife, guarded with 
thefe young armed Men, having Bowes and Quivers, oe : 

There wasa certain place called Jtten, fome eight Leagues diftant from Fernfalen:, de- 
lightful and enriched with gardens and pleafant fountains of water, whither he ufually 
retired himfelf for his pleafure. He forgot not likewife to make Caufeys, but caufed

the Highways that led to ferufalem, (where he made his abode) to be paved with black 


ie Ferufe: ~ ftone, to make them more acceffible for thofe that travelled to and fro, and to thew his 
lem paved wich magnificence and riches, He then divided his Chariots,and placed them in fuch fort,that 
fine. cies of if every City there wasa certain number, and fome few he kept about himfelf,and thofe 
Chariots. Cities hecalled the Cities of Chariots: he ftored Ferufalem alfo with abundance of fil- 
er 328 ver. fo that it wasas plentiful as ftones ; and with Cedar-wood (whereof before that 
dance of fiver time there wasno quantity) he ftoredehe Countrey, that it was as plentiful to be had 
in Solomons as wild Fig-trees. He commanded the Merchants of Egypt alfo,to buy himcertain Cha- 
sea riots drawn by two Horfes, for the price of Six hundred drachms of filver,which hefent 
Eeyrtiin unto the Kings of Syria, and to thofe on the other fide of Exphrates, 

Hories, 
both in prudence and riches all thofe that befote him had the government of the Hebrews; 
yet continued he not in this ftate until the end.” .. For, forfaking the obfervation of the 
ordinances of his Fathers, his latcer years were not correfpondent to his former: for he 
grew altogether diffolute, and immoderately given over to Women; and wasnot con- 
: tent only with thofe of his own Countrey, but cook alfo {trange Women for his Wives, 
- pe "t™ a5 sidonians, Tyrians, Ammonites, and Idumeans, whereby he tran{grefled the laws of mar- 
So'omen mat- riage inftituted by AZo/es, who inhibited to marry with thofe of foreign Nations. After- 
sing thang wards he began to honour their gods alfo, that he might the more affectionately exprefs 
duced by them. the love which he bare unto them: which thing the Lawmaker forefeeing, he had for- 


bidden the J/raelites to marry with thofe that were not of their own Nation,for fear left O 


conforming themfelves unto foreign Fafhions, they fhould eee the ordinances of 


their Forefathers: and by doing honour to thofe gods, fhould forget the honour due 
unto 
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H untothetrue God, But Solowontranfported with thefe bruitith pleafures, nade no ac- 1 ayear ofthe 


Now although he were the moft magnificent and entirely beloved of God,furpaffing 'N 
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count of thefe things, but took him wives of the daughters of Princes and Nobles; to wo:d 3964.

As there- 

fore he increafed in years, and his judgment grew weak,he was in fuch fort mifled,that he 

could not retain inmemory the cuftoms of his Countrey, but more and more neglected 

the God of his father, and promoted the worfhip of thofe gods which were introduced 

by his wives, Before all this, he chanced to fin, and tranfgrefs againft the obfervation of 

the law, at fuch time as he made thefimilitudes of beafts of brafsto underprop the veffel 

called the great Sea,and thofe of Lions which he caufed to befet unto his Throne: for 

that a@ion of his ill befeemed him, who had a moft excellent example of virtue in the 


perfon of his father, befides the glory chat he had left him, by being a faithful fervane 


of Gods; whence it came to pafs, that by neglecting to follow his fteps ( notwithftand- a sh 
ing that God had exhorted him thereunto, by appearing unto him at two feveral times ) cea 
he dyed moft ignominioufly. There came therefore unto him a Prophet {ent from God, ment sflided 
telling him, That Lis fins were manifeft, and notorious in Gods fight, threatning hint that ere fe heasce 
long he foould repent the wickeduefs be had committed, Yet notwithftanding, the Realm fhould thange gods. 


not be taken from hin during bis life, becanfeGod had promifed David that he fhonld be bis 


K fucceffor but after his deccafe, he would chaftife his fon, for the iniquity of the father: not fo 


as all the people fhould revolt, but that he would give ten Tribes unto his fervant, and leave two 
unto the Grandchild of David, becanfe he had loved God, and by reafon of the City of Jeru- 
falem, where it pleafed hime to make bis habitatioir. : 

When Solomox heard thefe things, he was fore troubled, becaufe all hid felicity began 
to decline, Nor was it long after this denunciation of the Propher, butthatthere rofe 
up anenemy againft him,whowas called Ader,by Nation an Idumean,and of the Prince- py, ; ganas 
ly ftock, who, upon this occafion, grounded his rebellion and infurrection. Forat {uch Ader, enemy’ 
time as Joab, General.of Davids Army,had conquer’ Idamea, and in the {pace of fix ‘95797 , 
months defeated all the youth, and thofe that were capable to bear Arms, he fled unto Egy. 
Pharaoh King of Egypt, who entertain’d him very courteoufly, and gave him an houfe dr befecch. 
and lands for his maintenance, and loved him dearly when hecameto mans eftate; fo oyf2aa”) 
that he married him to Taphines his wives fifler;on whom he begat a Son, who was that he mighe 
brought up with the Kings children: who having intelligence in Egypt of Davidand fo- Corn into his 
abs death, addrefs'd himfelf unto Pharaoh, and befought him to give him leave to repair : 
into his own Countrey, 

The King ask’d him what he wanted,or whiat the caufe was that mov’d him to be fo for- 
ward to forfake him ? Notwithftanding therefore that he importuned and requefted him 
divets times, yet prevailed henot withhim. But when Solomons fortunes began to de~ 
cline, (by reafon of his iniquities above-mentioned, and the wrath of God provoked gdey reiurn ° 


M againft him) Ader, by Gods permiflion, came into Idumea, after he had obtained leave eth into Idx< 


of Pharaobtodepart.. But being unableto move the people to revolt from solomon,by ee 


reafon of the {trong Garifonshe held; and knowing, that without hazard of his own cthinto sprit, 
perfon, he could move no alterations or innovation in that place,he departed from Reds1nd Aicr 
thence, and went into Syria: where confederating himfelf with a certain man called Solomon. 
‘Raw (who was fled from his Mafter Adarezer, King of Sophone,and lived like an Out- 
Jaw in that Region ) he contracted friend(hip with him, anda great fort of Outlaws

The greater part of thefe were Lybians and Etbiopi- oe 
ans: breaking therefore into the Hebrews Countrey with this power, without ftroke, he 
feized the {trongeft places of the Kingdom of Rehoboam, and fortified them, and at laft ,, 
came and encamped before Ferufalem.

from God and his Commandments, Truly yon fhould have pardoned 4 young man untrained 
and untaught in Oratory not onely for the rude words which be ufed, but although his youth and 
L ignorance fhould bave moved him to commit ‘fome churlifh and indifcreet action and error, yet 
feould you have endured the fame, For the obligations which you had received from my Grand- 

Sather Solomon, exght to have prevail'd with you, to pafi by the defects of bis fox my father. 
But you have had no regard of all this, neither then nor at this prelent, but led forth a great 
Army againft ws, But whereupon ground you the hope of your victory? Is it onyourCalues of 
gold? Is it on your Altars on the mountains, which are witneffes of your impiety and irreligi- 
on? Is it your great number that furpaffeth ours by far, that maketh you confident? Truly,the 
force of many thonfands is o no value, where the Army fighteth in anunjuft quarrel, For in 

juftice only and piety towards God, confifteth the moft affured hope of obtaining vidtory over a 
mans enemies 5 which muft needs beon our fide, who obferve at all times the ordinances of our 

M God, whow mens bands have not fafhioned of corruptible matter,nor the fubtlety of a cunning 
King could forge to deceive aCommonalty, but fich an one, whofe work, is the beginning an 
ending of all things, Itherefore advife you, that prefently you repent your felves, and that ta- 
Ring a better way, you defift from your War, and acknowledge the Laws of your Foref athers,and 
thofe Ordinances which have advanced you to fo great felicity. 

Thus {pake Abias tothe people, “But whil'fthe yet contiaued his difcourfe, Jeroboane 
fent certain of his Soldiers by by-wayes to inclofe Abias within two ftraits,before his fol- 
lowers could difcover them. ‘Now when Abias was thus inclofed in the midft of his 
enemies, his Army began to be difcomforted, and to lofe their courage : but he encoura- 
ged them, and exhorted them to put their truft in God, who could nor be inclofed by 

N his enemies: fo that altogether having called upon God toaflitt them,and after that the 
Priefts had founded the Trumpet,they thruftin among{t their enemies with a great (hour, 
and God fo blinded the underftanding, and abated the force of Feroboams Soldiers,that 
they fled, and thofe on Abias fide obtained the vidtory, Never was there War recorded 
by the H:/forians either amongft the Greeks or Barbarians,that was purfued with fo great 

-a flaughter asthe Army of Jeroboam: whereby it appeared, that this wonderful and ad- 

- mirable victory came from God. For they difcomfited five hundred thoufand of their 
enemies, and took their moft defenced places by force, and fpoiled them, ‘Bethel and _ 
Ithan alfo, with their lands and figniories belonging untothem: fo that as long as Abias 
lived, Feroboans was never after able toraife any power fince thelofs hereceived, Abiss 

O furvived after this his victory, onely for the fpace of three years; and was buried in je- ah foarte 
rufalem, in the Sepulchre of his Anceftors, leaving twenty two fons, and fixteen daugh- 1 reg.

He corrected whatfoever was vicious and irregular in his Kingdom, purg- 
ing it from allimpiety. He had an Army of three hundred thoufand men of the Tribe 
of Fuca. arned with Bucklers and Javelins, and two hundred and fifty thoufand of the 
Tribe of Benjamin, bearing Bucklers and Bowes. After he had reigned ten years, zareus 
King of Fthiepia came out againft him, with a great Army of nine hundred thoufand foot- 
men, and one hundred thoutand horfemen, with three hundred chariots, and deftroyed 
all the Land as far as Aferefa,a City of Juda: in which place 4fa met him, and (et his 

The frbiepi Army in aray again{t him, in the valley of Saphath, not Far from the City, Where 

hes asitull {eeing the great number of the Ethiopians, he befought God that he would give himthe 

nye vidtory over his enemies: becaufe he had not come forth againtt fo formidable a power. 
but in confidence of his afliftance, who had the power to makea few men fuperior unto 
many, and the feeble to overcome the mighty, 

Bese %  Whil'lt 4fe prayed thus unto God, a certain fign of victory was given him 5 fo being 
confirmed in that God had given hima token that he would affift him, he affailed his 
enemics,and (lew a great number of the Ethiopiaus : as forthe reft that were put to flighe 
he purfued them as far as the Countrey of Gerar; and after they had conquered their 
Enemies, they facked the City of Gerur, andbrought from thence a great mafs of gold 
and much fpoil, with Camels, Dromedaries, aud Herds of diverskinds of Cattel.”

The King alfo took delight to 
have thefe Men oftentimes about him, exceeding all other Kings before him in madnefs 
Fexabel. ~— and malice, To himcameacertain Prophet named Elias, fent by Almighty God , that 
Z aoe *> was born in Theshox in Galaad, telling him that he fore-prophefied, That neither dew nor 
The dearth of yain fhould fall on the Eartha long time, until that himfelf, who was prepar'd to depart 
se ee. from him, fhould appear again unto him: and binding the fame with an oath, C for the 
Vaclizes, better confirmation thereof ) he retir’d himfelf to the Southward, where he liv'’d by a 
certain River, from whence he fetcht his drink: for his meat was daily brought him by 

Ravens. 
Now when the River, through want of rain, was grown dry, God commanded him to 
repair unto Sareptha, (a City not farfrom sidox and Tyre, and fcituate in the midft be- 
tween them both ) where hefhould find a Widow-woman,who wouldfurnith him with 
ae i food, As foon therefore as he drew near unto the gate, he {awa woman that lived by 
a “"" her labour, gathering of fticks, and God gave him to underftand thae it was (he to 
Ver.

He built the City of Botris in Phenicia;and Auzate in Lybia. Doubtlefs he exprefled 
hereby thedrought that hapned in Achab’stime: for about that time, £hobal reigned over 
the Tyriavs, as Menander tettifieth in his Hiftory. Thewomaa (of whom we have {po- 
ken heretofore, that entertained the Prophet ) feeing her fon fallen fick, and lying fen- 
flefs, as if He had been already dead, or yielding up the ghott, wept, and brake out into 
fogreat a paflion, that the forbore not to fay, that the caufe of her misfortune was , in 
that the Prophet was come into her houfe, and had difeover'd her fins; and that he had 


been the caufe, that God for her punifhment, had taken away her onely fon. But he F 


comforted her, and willed her tobe of good courage,and commanded her to bring the 
ehild unto him, affuring her that he would reftore him to life, 

Now when fhe had brought him, he took the child, and carried him into his lodging, 
rRings ry aNd laid him on his bed, and cryed unto God, faying, That fince the loft of her onely for

Elias reltorech befowoht hint, that he would command the foul to return into the body, and reftore life unto the 
Ee a Infant, Whereupon, God having ¢ompaffion on the mother, and being willing to gra- 
tifie the Propher, and to the intent that no man might fuppofe that he came unto her to 

prejudice her, he reftored the child to life,beyond all expe@ation. For which,the mo-

which when he had told him, he humbled himfelf on his face before him, Elias coms 

manded him to go to the King, and co Jet him know, that he was nigh at hand. Obudiah 

ask’d him, Wherein he had offended hinz, that be flould delire to put him upon an ation that 

aight occalfon the lofs of his life? For there was not any fercight, whither be [ent not forse of 

his men to find out Elias,with charge,that if they found bin, they foould put bin to death. Now

Hebrews heads? <Art thou the man that art the canfe of this Jeerility ? To whom Elias repli- Een eras of, 
ed, That it was he and bis race that were the oceafions of thefe mifchiefs, becanfe they had '™P* 
brought ftrange gods into their Countrey, whors they adored 3 and had forfaken the true God, 

who was and is onclyto be worfhipped. He therefore willed him prefently to affemble all the peo- 
ple on Mount Carmel, aed bring with him his Wife and her Prophets,whofe nuneber he reckoned 
up: the Prophets likewife of the woods, who were in number four hundred, When therefore 
all of them, being fummoned by the King, were gathered together in that place, Elias y,,, att 
ftood up in the midft of them, and faid, How long will ye continue in this uncertainty,whom Elias repro: : 
ge ought to follow 2 For if you think that the Hebrews God is the true and onely God,why fol- eee 
low you him not, and why keep you not his Commandments? But af you think thas the honour people. 
belougeth not to hing, but to foreign gods, follow then, When Elias perceiv'd that the peo- 
ple replied nothing hereunto, he proceeded: For an undeniable proof’ whereby ye may be 
fatisfied which is the moft powerful, either that God which I worfhip, or thofé falfe ones which 


M yeare perfuaded to follow 5 and which is the true Religion, that which I profefs, or that whichis 


r ofeffed by thefe 400 Prophets, Iwill take an Oxe and kill it, and lay it upon the wood, without 
ee pi Pls ao a. confume the facrifice ; and they alfo foall do the like,and call upon their 
gods, and befeech then to find down fire to confume their facrifice : which if they fall do,and 
confirm the fante by a miracle, then foall we know that they are true gods, 

This'propofal of his was generally approved. Whereupon, Elias commanded the 
falfe Prophets firft of all to choofe an Oxe,and to kill it, and afterwards to call upon 
their gods 5 and when it manifeftly appear'd, that their prayer was of no force, Elias , 
begantomock them, faying, Why call you not out upon Jour gods with aloud voyce? for it 
may be they are on fome voyage, or elfe kaply they fleep. Whil'ft thus they had invocated from 
the morning till mid-day (cutting themfelves with Knives and lances, according to the 
cuftomof their Countrey ) zlias that was to make his facrifice, commanded the falfe Ver. 34, ad 38: 
Prophets to ftand afide, and the people to draw near untohim, and obferve, for fear left ee es 
fecretly he fhould convey fireunderthe wood, When the people approached. he took ¢ 04 B yaa 
twelve {tones, according tothe number of the twelve Tribes of Yrael, and made an Al- racle. 
tar, and digged a deep trench round about it; and afterwards heaping wood upon the 
Altar,and laying his facrifice thereon,he commanded them to fill four tuns with fountaia 
water, and to pour it upon the Altar, that the trench might receive and drink up the wa- 
ter.

Bulls Peiets. GOwn on the ground, leaning his head upon his knees: whil'ft he thus fate, he command- 
fliin. ed his fervantto get up upon a certain Rock, and tolook toward the Sea, and to tell him 
ben if hefaw any clouds arifeinany part (for till that time the Air had been always clear, ) 
pheficth rain, His fervant having often gone up to the topof the Rock, and told that he faw nothing, 

at length going up the feventh time, in defcending, he brought him this news, that hefaw 8 
fome black appearance inthe Air, not much unlike toa mans footftep. When Elias ut- 
derftood this, he fent unto Achab, wifhing him to retire himfelf within the City before the 
rain fell ; whohad no fooner recover’d the City of Fezracl,but that the Air was prefen:- 
ly cover’d with thick clouds, and a vehement wind intermixed with rain, fell upon the 
eran earth, and the Prophet feized by the Spirit of God, ran with the Kings chariot as far as 
Tlie fiech JezraelaCity of afer, When Fezcbel, Achab’s Wife, had notice what miracles Elias 
from Jezebel. had perform’d, and how he had {lain her Prophets,fhte was difpleafed,and fent meflengers 
unto him, threatoing him in like fort to revenge herfelf on him, as he had flain her Pro- 
phets.. Which Elias fearing, fled into the City of Berfabe, which is upon the borders of 
Gods care for the Tribeof Juda, bounding upon Idamea: in which place he lefc his fervant, and reti- € 
his fervanes. yed himfelf into the Defart : where, whil’{t he‘pray’d God that he would take him out 
of the World, he fell afleep under a certain Tree, and after he was awaked, he arofe, and 
. found bread and water ready prepared by him. When he had eaten, and was refrefh- 
ver.s,6. ed, he went unto Mount Sizai, ( where it isfaid that Afofes received the Law from God ) 
God Apesketh where finding out an hollow Cave, he entred into it, and remained therein, And being 
ze mee’ demanded by a certain voice which fpake unto him, he knew not from whence, Where- 
| fore he remained in that place, and forfook the City? He anfwer'd, Becanfe he bad flain the 
Prophets of the fale gods, and becanfe be bad perfuaded the people that there was but one onely 
God, who onght to be honoured by all mens and that for this caufe ke was fought for by the Kings 
wife, that be might beput to death. The voice replied again, and commanded himto thew D 
himfelf openly, affuring him, that he fhould underftand that which it behoved him to — 
perform, 
Hereupon as foon as it was day, he forfook the Cave, and perceiv'd the earth to trem- 
yer.1g, Die underhis feet: and after all things were appeafed, the voice which proceeded he 
Jehu King of Knew not from whence, willed him, That be fhould 1m no wayes be difcomforted with that 
Sfracl, which he faw: for that no one of his enemies foould have power to hurt him, charging him to 
return unto his boufe, to the intent to proclaim Jehu the fon of NimGi King of the people, and 
Azael of Damafcus King of the Syrians. affuring bin that in bis place, Elizeus of the City of 
Abela fhould be Prophet, and that the wicked people fhould be deftroyed, the one by Azael, and 
the other by Jehu, When Elias heard thefe things, he return’d into the Countrey of the B 
Hebrews, and met Elizeus the fon of Saphat at the Cart, and with him divers others, dri- 
ving before them twelve couple of Oxen: hecame near him, and caft upon him his gar- 
ment, and he inftantly began thereupon to prophetize, fo that forfaking his Oxen, he 
Hedioes' Ruf- Followed Elias. Yet required he, that before his departure, he might take leave of his 
fevers t+ Parents 5 which when he had perform’d, he committed them unto God, and follow’d 
1 Kings 21.1, Elias, attending on him, during all his life, like his difciple and fervant. This iffue had 
ae 16. os the affairs of this fo excellenta Prophet. Buta certain Citizen, called Naboth, of the 
Naboth-who City of Azar, had a Vineyard near unto the lands of Achab, who requir'd him to fell 
was (toned to him the fame, at what price he thought convenient, to the intent he might annex itto his 
see for d¢- own lands, and make them one poffeflions wifhing him, that if he would notfell it him F 
his Vineyard. for filver, to choofe in exchange thereof,any one field of his which he liked beft. Naboth 
anfwer'd him, That he would not do it, but that he intended to gather the fruit of his own land 
kimfelf, which he had received as an inheritance from bis father. The King no lefs troubled 
with the repulfe, than if he had lofthis own inheritance, would neither wath,nor receive 
any fuftenance. Whereupon Jexalel his wife, inquir'd after the caufe of his difcontent, 
and how it came to pafs, that he neither waiht, nor eat: he told her of Neboths rude be- 
havior, and how having offer’d all juft and reafonable compofition, he could not obtain 
what he requefted. Hereupon Jezabel willedhim to be of good cheer, advifed himto 
continue his ordinary entertainment, becaufe fhe herfelf would take upon her to ree 
venge him on Naboth. Whereupon fhe prefently fent Letters in Achabs name to the Gc- G 
vernors of the Countrey, whereby fhe enjoined them to celebrate a Faft, and to affem- 
ble the people, charging them thatin that place Neboth fhould have a {cat prepared for 
bim, 
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H him. by reafonof his birth andquality ; willing them afterwards, that fuborning three 77:7. 
falfe Witnetfes to depofe againtt him, that he had blafphemed God and the King , they wold, aie 
fhould by this means caufe him to be {toned and put to death by the people, All which ae Lrift's 
was performed according as the Queen had written, and Naboth ( accufed by falfe wit- 924... a5 
nefs for {candalizing God and the King) was ftoned by the people,and put to death. “¥—~.

tance of another, who he had put to death. As foon as the King perceived. that he came vengeGod will 
unto him, fuppofing it to be uofeemly for a Kingto be reproved, he firft of all confeffed cake of Ahab 
his fault, and offer’d him to make reftitution according as he fhould think fit. Then did ™ rao 
theProphet foretell, That iv the fame place where Naboths Carcafs was confumed by Dogs; 
that both bis and his Queens blood fhould be foed, and that all bis Race foould be deftroyed 3 for 
that they durft-commit fuck an impiety,and fo wickedly murder ( againft all Law) fo good 
and innocent a man, “Thele words madefo great an impreflion upon Achab, that he re- 
pented him of the offence he had committed : fo that apparelling himfelf in fackcloth , pe. 19,29: 
and walking barefoot, he tafted not any meat, but confeffed his fins, with hopes to appeafe Achab’s re- 
Gods wrath. Whereupon God certified him by the Prophet, That during his life-time, the Peron: 
punifhment of bis Race fhould be deferred, becanfe he had repented hits of bis mifdeeds :.but that

CHAP. VIII ; , 


Adad King of Damafcus and Syria, fighteth two feveral Battels with Achab, 
and is overthrown by bin, 


 Hileft Achabs affairs were after this manner difpofed, the fon of Adad (that feiga~ 1 Kings 20. &, 
V \ ed over the Syrians,and thofe of Damafews } aflembled the Forces of his whole 44457, war. 
Countrey, and affociated with him two and thirty other Kings, with whom he came and againit Achag. 
made War againft Achab. Who being far inferior to him in power, came not into the 
L open field to bid him battel, but clofing up his Soldiers in his ftrongeft Cities, he himfelf 
retired into Samarza, ( which was begirt with a very {trong wall, and very hard tobe ta- 
ken. ) For which caufe the Syriaz (taking his Army with him ) came to Samaria, and 
encamping before it, intended to batter theCity, ‘But firft of all he fentaHerald to Siete 
Achab,to require him to give audience to his Ambaffadors which he would fend unto him, 7 mbatboge « q 
by whom he fhould be certified what his refolution was: Asfoon as the King of I/rael Actab. 
_ had granted them free accefs, the Ambaffadors came, and (according to the Kings di- 
rections) required that Achabs goods, his children and wife fhould be at Adads com- 
mand : which if he would wield to, and fuffer him to take fo many as he pleafed, he 
would raife the fiege, and batter the City no more, Achab gave the Ambafladors order 
Mto certifie the King of Syria, that both himfelf,and all whatfoever was his, was at his. 
command, Upon which anfwer, the King fent a fecond meflage unto Achab, enjoining 
him the next day toadmit fuch of his fervants as he fhould fend unto him, to fearch his 
Royal Palace, and the houfes of his friends and kinfinen,and take from thence that which 
they liked beft, ; 
Achab amazed at this fecond Embaflage of the King of Syria,affembled his People,and 
let chem know, that he was ready to deliver up into the Knemies hands his wives and 
children, for their fafety and repofe, and to abandon all that likewife which was in his 
poffeffions (for the Syrian had demanded no lefs at his hands in his firft Embaflage : } 
But that now he required that his Servants might be admitted to ranfack all their hou+ 
N Ies, to theend they may leave nothing therein that was of any value, making it hereby 
appear to the World, that he had no intent to make Peace,fince that after the Syrian was 
fenfible that Achabs tendernefs for his Subjects fecurity, had prevail'd fo far with him, as 
to grant him whatfoever belonged peculiarly to himfelf,he fought neverthelefs an occa- 
fion of abreach, by demanding liberty to feize upon cheir Proprieties 5 notwithftanding 
that he would do whatfoever they fhould think good of, Tothisthe People anfwer'd, 
That they could not endure that any of his demands fhould be liftened unto, or refpected 5 but 
that the King fhould prepare for War, Whereupon he called for the Ambaffadors,and difs 
miffed them with this anfwer, That they fhould report unto their Mafter,that Achab agreed yoy jo, it: 
unto thofethings which were required, ( becanfe he defired the bappinefi of bis Subjeds +) byt His anfwer wd 
O touching his fecond demand, that he would no wayes ee erennto: and thus fent he ‘+ Leguess 
them away. When Aded heard this anfwer, he was mo¥ed, and fent unto Achab the 
third time, threatning him, That his Soldiers fhould make : bulwark higher thar the walls a

Whil’ft thefe things were in hand, Achab was gtievoufly troubled,and all the 
Soldiers, People with him: butat length he grew confident, and catt off all his fear, through the 
arrival of a certain Prophet, who {aid unto him, That God promifed to deliver alf thofe 
thoufands of Soldiers. and bis Enemies, which he bebeld, into bis hands, Thefame Prophet B 
being afterwards asked, Bywhofe means this vifory might be gained? Hefaid, That it faould 
be by the Sons of the Governors, whom the King himfelf fhould lead forth, Achab therefore 
calling unto him the Governors Sons, found that their number aniounted to 2 323 andha- 
rie ving notice that the Syrians intended nought elfe but pleafure and banquetting, he open- 
God arahnls. ed the City-gates, and fent thefe young Men our againft them, Now when the Centi- 
feth vidory nels of the adverfe part had difcovered them, they certified Adad thereof,who fent out 
re certain Soldiers againftthem, commanding them, That if they were conze ont in warlike fort 
to bid the Battel, they bould bring them: unto him faft bounds and if they caute iw peace they 
Jhould do the like, Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army,and kept them 
in a readinefs, When therefore the young men had charged the Syrzaz guard, and flain C 
a great number of them,and had purfued the reft even unto their own Camp, Achab 
{pying his prefent victory and advantage, caufed his whole Army to fally forth; who 
Ver..0, 21, Ziving an unexpected charge upon the enemies, difcomfited the Syrians, (who little exs 
Achsb's vido” pected {uch a {tratagem from the Hebrews) and a(failed them difarmed and drunken 
tae " fo that they left both armor and weapons behind them, and fled from their Camp 3 and 
: their King likkewife was fo hotly purfued, that he {carcely had Opportunity to fave him- 
felf by thefwiftnefs of his Horfe, Achab made a long chafe in following the Syrians. 
and flaughtering them that fled; he {poiled their Camp likewife, and carried thence 
great riches, and an huge quantity of gold and filver, He took Adabs Chariots and Hor- 
- tes alfo, and with them returned back into the City. D 
But whereas by the advice of the faid Prophet, he was perfuaded to prepare and keep — 
an Army in readinefs againft the next year, (for thatthe Syrians were refolved to affault 
him again) the King omitted no pfeparation that concerned the War. For Aded (being 
efcaped from the fight with thofe few Forces that remained after the battel confulted 
with his friends, how he might war againft the J/rselites. Who advifed him om thence- 
forth, never more to fight with them in mountainous places, for chat their God Was pows 
erful upon the Mountains, and for that caufe they had been overcome by them: butif he 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his fhould be affured to have the upper hand. 
Moreover they countelled him, that he (bould difmifs thofe Kings that he had confedera- 
ted with him, to the end thateach of them might return into his own Countrey,and that E 
in their ftead he fhould retain their -Forces, over which he fhould ordain Chieftains; be- 
fides, tofupply their places that were loft ) they advifed him to levy Horfemen and Cha- 
riots thorow all his Countrey, Adab fuppofing that they had difcreetly counfelled him 
in this matter, ordered his Army according as they had advifed. And as foon as the 
Sales oe Spring wascome, he aflembled his Army,and led them forth againft the Tfraclites; and ° 
expedition COMing near unto the City of phec, he encamped in a plain field, But Achab with his 
again the ~— F'erces marching out to meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
Wraclite.  tpferiour both in force and number, To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him 
That God would once more give hiue the vi&lory,to make it known, that bis power was not only 
in the Mountains (as the Syrians perfwaded themfélues) but in the Plains alfo, Thus conti: FE 
nued both the Armies, and encamped the one againft the other, for the {pace of fix dayes 
On the feventh, when the Enemy forfook their Trenches early in the morning,and placed 
themfel ves in battel-array, 4chab drew out his Army,and faced them and prefently charged 
them: where after a Jong and dangerous fight between them > the Enemies were 
put to flight, and many of them flain inthe chafe. For fome of them were intangled 
with their own Chariots, others flew thofe of their own party,and fome few of them 
found the means to flie unto their City of Aphec, who perithed likewife to the number 
of Seven and twenty thoufand ( being flain by the walls thar fell upon them ) befides 
One hundred thoufand men that perifhed in the fight. But Adzd, attended by fome of 
his principal Officers, went and hid himfelf in a Cave under the ground 5 and they re- G 
prefenting unto him, that thé Kings of Zael were merciful, and that there was hope of 
pardon to be had (if afterthe manner of Suppliants they fent unto him ) Adad permit- 
tedthem. Whereupon they incontinently prefented themfelves to Achab cloathed in 
Sack- 
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H Sackcloth, with Ropes about their Necks, ( according to the mannet' of Supplicants rhe jaar afin 





amongft the Syriazs ) telling him, That Adad befought bis Majefty to grant him his fe 4 aac: 
promifing on bis behalf, that from thenceforth be no alwayes ae ‘fervant, te befre Ovi 
knowledge bis favor. — Achabanfwer'd them, That he was very glad that their King was as yet Nero 
alive, and had efcaped from the fury of the fight, offering bins by them that kindnefs which one NN 
brother ought to foew unto another, And fare unto them, that he should offer biz no wromg, 
if he difcover'dbimfelf uzto bi. Whereupor they brought him from the place where (731944 3 
he was hidden, and prefented him unto Achab, who was mounted upon a Chatiot, Adad vedinto favoi 
proftrated himfelf before him: but Achab ftretching out his hand, made him come up or Ateet cand 
unto him into his Chariot, and kiffed him, willinghim to be of good courage, affuring etait 
him, That he foould be no otherwife treated by hine,than as became the dignity of a King.Here- 
upon Adad gave him thanks, protefting, That during his life-time, he would never be forget- 
fil of bis favours: promifing him moreover, toreftore unto him thofe Cities which his Prede~ 
ceffors, Kings of Sytia, had taken from the [{raelites 3 and that he fhould have as free accefs 
to Damafcus, a to Samaria, After this Treaty confirmed by oath, Achab gave him many 
worthy Prefents, and fent him back into his kingdom. Thus ended the War betwixt 77.35. ad fm 
Adad and the King of the Zraelites. After this,a certain Prophet called ALicheas , came 
unto another Jfraclite, commanding him to wound him upon the head, afluring him, That 
God was fo pleafed, aud had fo commanded him. When this Ifraclite would inno fort con- 
defcend hereunto, he prophefied unto him,That fiace be had difobeyed Gods commandment, 
K he fhould meet with a Lyon, which foould rent him in pieces, Which comingtopafs, accor- 
ding as it was foretold, the Prophet addreffed him(elf again unto another, commanding 
him todo the like : and when he had wounded him in the head,he bound up the wound, 
and came unto the King, telling him, That be bad been in the Wars, and had received a Pri= seve wastés 
foner in charge from bis Captains hands, and that ( his Prifoner being fled from him) he fea- provedsor dif- 
red left be that had committed him to his charge, fhould for that canfe take his life from hin aalling As eh, 
the rather, for that he threatned nolefs. Achab anfwer'd him, That be was juftly condemned. 
Whereupon Adécheas difcover'd his head, and made it known who he was, And tothis 
intent ufed the Prophet this artifice, that his words might be of greater force and value. 
For he told the King, That God would chaftife him, becaufe be had permitted the blafpbemer 
'L Adad to depart uzpanifoeds affuring him, That God would caufe him to be flain by Adad, arid 
fuffer the people of Ufrael to be flaughtered by sheSyrian Army. The King difplealed with the reward 
the liberty and free {peech of the Prophet, commanded him to be cat into Prifoms of learned 
and being vehemently affrighted with this his Predidion, he departed home unto his **“**" --

ay Gory, whereas he foonld affuredly perifh in the Battel. T hefe words of hismade Achab. much 
oy tt ‘difcomforted. But Sedechias,one of the falfe Prophets,ftepped forth, and exhortedhim 
-to fet light by Micheas’s words, becanfe be fpake untruly. And for confirmation of this, he 

appealed toElias, ( who was a far more skilful Prophet ix foretelling things to come, than 

Micheas was) yet that the fame Elias had foretold, that the Dogs fhould lick Achabs blood in 

the City of Jezrael ix the field of Naboth, becaufe Naboth had been ftoned to death at the 

‘inftance of Achab. Whereby it appeared manifeftly, that fince be contradided a Prophet fo 

excelent as he was, he lyed, in faying that the King fhould dye within three dayes. Moreaver, 

(faidhe ) 7 foal appear whether he be truly fent from God or no, if as foon as be foal receive 

a buffet from wie, he caufe my hand to wither, according as Jadon made Jeroboams hand 

Shrink, at fuch time as he thought to apprehend bine, For I think ({aidhe ) O King, that 

thou art afjuredly informed hereof: which faid , he ftruck him; and becaufe no incon- 

veniency fell upon him, by reafon of thar his audacious attempt, Achab affured 

himfelf, and reeovered his courage, and fet forth againft the Afprian Army. For 

as it is to be fuppofed, the Will of God was fuch , that it caufed the falfe Pro- 

-phets to triumph over the true: which wasthe caufe that the falfe Prophets were truit- 

ed more than the true, to the intent that Gods preordained Will might be fulfilled,

Joram, Achabs Sox, overcoueth the Moabites i# battel. 


S foon as King Jehofaphat was returned back again to Ferufalem (from the War 
wherein he hed aflifted Achab againft Adad the King of syria, as we have 
before related) the Prophet Jesz ( in his return) came forth and met him, 
and reproved him, becaufe he had given 4chab (whohad been an impious 
man ) his affiftance,afluring him that God was difpleafed with that his con- 

federacy; yet notwithftanding that he of his goodnefs had delivered him from his 
Enemies, although he had provoked himto anger. After this admonition, Febofaphat 


he rode in progrefs about thofe Countries that were under his dominion, giving order 
that the people fhould be inftructed in thofe ordinances which were delivered from God 


Bacal} udges by the hands of Adofés, aud exhorted his Subjects to the practice of piety. He placed 


Judges likewife in every City, commanding them to execute juftice without refpect of 
perfons. ' Hecharged them likewife, that they fhould not be corrupted with rewards, 
or feduced by dignity, riches, or Nobility 3 but that they thould do juftice indifferently 
to all men, knowing that God feeth all things, how fecretly foever they be carried or 
contrived. ae in this fort ordered every thing in each City of the two Tribes, he 


returned again to Ferufalem, where he likewife chofe Judges from amongft the Priefts F 


and Levites,and the Elders among the people ; exhorting themin all things to give up- 
right and juft judgement. Andif they of other Cities had any caufesof greater con- 
fequence ( which thould be referred to their final determination) he charged them in- 
duftrioufly to decide them: for that it was very convenient that the moft uncorrupt 
fentences fhould be delivered inthat City, where God had his Temple, andthe King 
made his ordinary abode, Overall thefe he placedhis two friends, Amaffas the Priett, 
ae Zabadias,of the Tribe of Jude, After this manner did the King order his 
affairs, 

About this time the Aéoabites and Ammonites ( with their confederates,a great number

of dead men, rejoyced greatly at the unexpected (uccours that God had fent him, who kil! one aao-

dence and power only, He therefore permitted his Army to pillage the enemies Camp, 

and to {poil the dead 5 and fo great was the multitude of them that were flain, that they 

could {carcely take the fpoils of them in three dayes fpace.

But Fo- 

ram, King of Irael, hearing of the death of dad, beganto give over his fear, and caft 

off that {ufpition which he had conceived of him, rejoycing that yet at laft he might 

have liberty to livein peace: The other Foram, King of Ferufalem, (for he likewife 

was fo called, as we have heretofore declared) by murthering of his brethren and his 

fathers friends, who were Governors, obtained the Kingdom, and became fo wicked and 

impious,as he differed in nothing from the Kings of Jrael,who tranfgreffed the firft laws 

and ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the fervice of God. For Athalia,Achabs 

daughter, (his Wife ) taught him toexecute divers mifchiefs, and, among(t the reft, to 

adore ftrange gods. This notwithftanding, God would not altogether abolith hisrace, 

__ byreafon of his promife made unto David: yet he omitted not daily to introduce new 

K impieties, and corrupt theancient laws of his forefathers, Mean-while itcame to pafs, The réunea 
thatthe Idumeans revolted, and flew their King, who had been before-time fubjedt unto 42 revolt. 
Fehofhaphat, Joram father, and in his place eftablifhed another to their own liking. For "774 
which caufe, Joram invaded Idumea by Night with his Horfes and Chariots,and {poiled 
the Countrey round about his Kingdom, without pafling any further: yet profited he 
nothing in {o doing; for all of them revolted from him, and, aniongft the reft; the Inha- 
bitants of the Countrey of Labia. But fogreat was the fury of this Man, that he con- 
ftrained the People to afcend the high mountains, and adore ftrange gods. Yet whil ft, op.9-o413 
he behav’d himfelf in this manner, and utterly tooted out of his thoughts the laws of goram's wicks 


his forefathers, there was a Letter brought uato him fromthe Prophet Elias, which certi- areal ead

L fied him that God would do juftice upon him, becaufe he had forfaken the wayes of his recess, 


forefathers, and followed the impietiesof the Kings of Z/rael, conftraining the Tribe of 
Juda, and the Inhabitants of Jerufalem, to forfake the fervice of their God, to ferve 
Idols, as Achab had conftrained the Zfraelites todo: Furthermore, becaufe he had mur- 
thered his brethren, and flain upright and virtuous men. The Prophet likewife certifi'd 
him by Letters, what punifhmenche fhiould fuffers namely, the ruine of his People , the 
death of his Wives and Children; and laftly his own death: which fhould happen unto 
him by aficknefs in his belly, whetewich he fhould_be fo tormented,that hisintrails ftrang- 
ly rotting within him, fhould drop out, and that he himfelf thould {ee his mifery, which 
_ fhouldbe fuch, as neither might be recover'd by medicine,or fhould ever leave him,until 
M he had finifhed his days. Thefe things did Elias denounce unto him by his Letters.

Truly ({aid he you have 
divized well, for he bath talked unto me after the manner of a mad man; wherein he told 
them what he had faid unto him, namely, bow God had chofer hiue to be King over the people, 
pi As foon as he had {poke, every one of themcaft off their garments, and {pread them 
“"3* before him, and founding a Trumpet, they proclaimed Jehx King 5 who affembling his 
Army, determined to condué them toward the City of Fezrael againft Joram (who lay 
there to recover his wound which he had received at the fiege of Remath, in Galaad, as 

we have heretofore declared, ) Thither alfo reforted in the way of friendfhip and con- G 
fanguinity, Ochozias King of erufalem to vilit Joram, and to fee how he was recovered 
of his wound: for he was his nephew, and fon unto his fifter, as we have faid before. 
Febx defirous to furprize Joram and his followers,on the fudden gave command,that none 
of the Soldiers (hould run before,to give any intelligence of his repair unto Joram, al- 
ledging,that it fhould bea demonftration of their good will towards him: whereas cons 

trariwifc, they that did otherwife, declared that they held him not for their King.

Ver.t7. ad 234 HE Men of War were very joyful co execute this his command,and guarded the 
ways,that no Man might fecretly fteal into Jezrael,and bare tydings of that which 
had hapned.Mean-while, Jebu,attended by his choiceft Horfemen,and mounted in his Cha- 
riot, marched towards Fezract. And when he drew near unto the City the Centinel that 
was appointed by Joram to difcover thofe that repaired to the City, perceived Febu re- 
forcing thither with a multitude of attendants, and cold Joram that a Troop of Horfe- 
men were at hand. Whereupon a Scout wasfent out to difcover who they were 5 who 
drawing near unto Jebx, asked him what News there was ia the Army ? telling him,chat 
the King was defirousto know thefame, febx willed himtotake no care thereof, but 
to fol owafter him, The Centinel perceiving this, certified Joram, that the Meflenger E 
whom he had fenr, went along with them that came,and followed their General. Where- 
upon the King fent out a Meflenger the fecond time, and Jebs commanded him to attend 
him, as he did the firft: which the Centioel fignified to Jurzm likewife, who thereupon 
took his Chariot to meet them, accompanied with Ochozias, King of Jerufalem, who (as 
we have faid) was come to theCity, to fee how the King was recovered of his hurt,be- 
caufe he wasallied untohim. But Jeb marched on in good aray, till Joram meeting 
him inthe field of Naboth, asked him how the Army did? who inftead of returning an 
an{wer, reviled him bitterly, and called him the fon of aPoyfoner, and of an Harlot. For 
which caufe, Joram (fearing his turbulent fpirit, and fafpecting he defigned fome Trea- 
fon againfthim) fled away as {wiftly as his Chariot could be driven; telling Ochozzas, € 
that they were both of thems betrayed: but Jebx flung a Dart at him, and pierced him tho- 
Ver-c4 row the heart. ‘Whereupon ‘Joram inftantly fell on his knees, and dyed, Hereupon fe- 
Foran Does" by commanded Badac to calt Jorams body into Nabotbs field, remembring him of the 
ver.25,26. Prophecy of Elias foretold to Achab, who murthered Naboth: namely, That he and his 
eine Race fhould dye in that field, For fitting behind Achabs Chariot, he heard thefe words 
fie. pronounced by the Prophet: in effec it fo fell out as he had prophefied. When Forane 
was fallen down, Ochozias was afraidtobe flain : for which caufe, he turned his Chariot 
pT tO take another way, hoping that Jebs would not difcover him.

K dren, to reign as King overthem,becanfe they hada multitude of {trong Chariots, hortes, 
Armor, men, and ftrong Cities 5 to the end, that in fo doing, they might take revenge : 
onthofe that flew their Lord and Mafter. (This did he under a colour to found how 
the Samaritans were affected towardshim, ) When the Governors and Tutors had 
received thefe Letters, they were afraid, and made!account that they could prevail 
nothing againft him,who had prevailed already againft. two mighty Kings, For which 
caufe they wrote back unto him, acknowledging him for their Sovereign and offering 
themfelves in all duty, to be under his fubjection.

Galaad,and Bathanea,violating and outraging all chofethat he met withall,For Jehu went The war be. 
not out againft himto refift him, but (being become a contemner of God,and his Laws) tween tees 
he died after he had reigned feven and twenty years over the /raclite: : he was buried in *4 3” 
Samaria, and left behind him Foss his Son to fucceed him in his Kingdom. But Joas 
King of Yernfalem was defirous to repair the Temple: fot which caufe, calling unto 
him Joiada the High Prieft, he commanded him to fend, thorow all the Countrey the 
Levites and Priefts, and to levy upon every one of their heads half a ficleof filver, for 





and her fucceffots times. But the High Prieft would not obey him herein, knowing 2 chee. ee ne 
well no man would willingly disburs money, But inthe threeand twentith year of hig 2d140 t

This Zachary did at his death 
call -Godto witnefs to judge of thofe calamities he endured, fuffering a violent death 
for the good counfel which he had given them, and the benefits which his Father had 


in timespaft done unto Fo2s, But many dayes paffed not, before the King fuffered due . 


punifhment for thefe mifdeeds. For Azael King of the Syrians invaded his Countrey, 
and after he had firlt of all ruinated Gérta; he marched forward with an intent to befieze

Amafias King of Jerufalem made War againft the Idumzans and 
2 _ |. Amaleshites, and obtained the vitfory, 

ere Aafias his Son fucceeded himin the Kingdom, But in the 21 year of Joas’s reign, 
oe Toachas, theSonof Febx,took poffeffion of the Kingdomof ifrael in Samaria, and 
Amifisking reigned for thefpace of feventeen years. But he followed not his Fathers fteps, but 
ot gerufalem. yather behaving himfelf impioufly, according as his predeceffors in the Kingdom, and 
The forcesof contemners of God had done: For which caufe the King of Syria fubdued him, and 
Ifraclweakted cut off a great part of his dominions,and took his greateft Cities from him,and defeated 
byGod, his Armies: fo that at length he had but tenthoufand footmen, and five hundred harf- 
men. All which hapned to the Jfraelites according to the prophecy of Elizews, 
which he foretold unto 4zzel, at fuch time as he prophecied unto him, that he fhould 
reign over the Syrians, and them of Daveaféas, after that he had murthered his mafter. 
Zoachas being inthis extremity, had his recourfe to God in prayer and fupplication, 
befeeching himthat it might pleafehim to deliver him from the hands of Azae/,and not 

fuffer him to be under {ubjetion andthraldom unto him. 
God (that regardeth the penitent as if they had been innocent, and that gently 
chaftifeth thofe whom he might utterly exterminate, if he fo pleafed ) gave him aflurance 
againft the War and danger, fo that the Countrey ( having obtained peace ) recovered 


her former ftate and profperity. When Zoachas was dead, his Son fucceeded him in the G 


government, and began to reign over the I/raelites in Samaria, in the 37 year of Foas

gods, Since therefere you have learnt ( to your own mifery ) how pernicions a thing impicty 
#, Lexhort you, that you parifie both your felves, your Priefts, and your Levites, frows your for- 
mer pollutions, that yet at length you may affemble together, and open the Temple, and cleanfe the 
Sante with ordinary Sacrifices, to the end it may be reftored to the ancient honour which hereto- 
fore it enjoyed : for by this means God will be favourableunto ws, when his wrath fhall be ap- 
pesfed that was kindled againft uw, Asf{oonas the King had {poken after this manner, the 


Priefts opened the Temple, and after they had gathered the facred veffels, and caft all E

The King of Afprza caufed certain Nations of a Countrey called chat, fo ftiled, from 

aRiver of that name, to remove their habitation, andto dwell in Samaria,and inhabit 
theCountrey of Irael. As fortheten Tribes of Z/rael, they.were tranfported out of 

their Countrey 947 years, fince their Predeceffors ( departing out of Egypt ) poffefled 

the Countrey of Caxaan, 800 years after the government of Jofbna,and 240 years, feven ee pies 
months, and feven dayes, fince they revolted frem Roboam, Davids Nephew, to give the their poffefi- 
Kingdom to Jeroboam, ) This was the end.of the Hraclites, who tran{grefled the Laws, Gt ce 
and difobeyed the Prophets, who foretold them of that calamity which fhould happen Region ole 
unto them, except they repented chem of theirimpieties, The fedition that they rais’d Chushites. 
again{t Roboam, in taking his fervant for their King, was the original of their mifchiefs, 
fcr Ferobaaw: committing impiety againft God,and they imitating his wickednefs,caufed 

God to bedifpleas’d with them, fo that he punith’d them according as they deferved, But 

the King of Afpria ravaged and fpoiled all Syria and Phenicia with his Army, and his 

name is found written inthe Chronicles of the Tyrians : for he made War againft the Ty- 


 rians, at fachtime as Exlaleus reigned in Tyre, whereof Menander maketh mention » who 


wrote the Hiftory of Tyre, which hath been Tranflated into the Greek Tongue, : The King

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Ee a, Eduleus (faith he) reigned 36 years, and purfued the Chutheans that were revolted from A 
woke a him by Sea, and made then fubjed. Againft whom the King of Aflyria fent forth bis Army, 
before Chrift's and invaded all Phoenicia, and afterwards having made a Peace with them, he returned back 
eee again into the Cities of Sydon, Arce, and old Tyre, azd divers other Cities revolted from the 
NN Tyrians, and fubmitted themfelves to the King of Affyria. a:

coun trey. Whereupon the true God was difpleas‘d,and provok'd againft them, for a Plague fell 
amongtt them, that confumed them in fuch fort,that they could find no remedy,until they 
were told that they ought to adore theGod of the Hebrews, and that therein confifted © 
pits a ™ their fafety, They therefore fent unto the King of Affria, requiring him tofend them 
frvice ofGod, Priefts from amongtt the J/raclites, whom hehad led away Prifoners in War, By whofe 
i dea, aiftance they learnt the Law,and the manner of Gods fervice,and began very diligent- 
eed ly to obferve both: by which means the Plague ceafed. And now even unto this day 
Fews, continue they in the fame Religion, and are called by the Hebrews, Chutheans, and Sama- 
ritansby the Greeks. Thefe, as often as they find the fews in profperity, call them their 
Coufins, ¢ according to the variety and changes of time; ) but if they perceive their 
- fortunes to be on the declining hand, then abjure they confanguinity,and renounce their 
relation to them, and fay, That they were planted in the Countrey, and drawn thither froma 
Ffereign Nation.

When Senacherib had heard the Ambaffadors, he refolved on Peace, and accept- 
ed Ezechias offer, promifing that he would depart; as (oon as he fhould. have received, 
Three hundred Talents of. filver, and Thirty Talents of gold3, {wearing unto the Am- 
baffadors, That upon thefe conditions he would depart away, without committing any outrage, 
Exechias giving credit tothefe words of his, emptied the Treafuries,and {ent the prefixed The oath of 
fum to Sexacherib, hoping to be delivered from his enemy, and the hazard wherein his cenee 
Countrey ftood, Bur the A(fyrians having received the money, fet light by their promi- thereof,

the onely and true God of their forefathers, And confidering theactions of his Prede- 

ceflors, he began to rectifie them in that wherein they were deficient, with no lefs cir- 
cumfpection, than if he had been an old man; and that which he found to beadvifedly 

done by them, he did promote and imitate. And befides this wif{dom, which was in- 

nate to him, he made ufe alfo of the advice and counfel of the Elders: for following 

...., thelaws, (bothin refped& of publick policy, asalfoinreligion ) he walked uprightly,in 

3 Kine’** that by obfervingthem, he could not err: He made a particular inquiry both in Jeru/2- 
ofits rooteth Jeyz, and the Countrey round about, for thofe places where they had fet up the worfhip 
ourleolary. oF falfe gods, and overthrew their altars3 and all thofe gifts that had been offered to 
them by his Predeceflors, were defaced - and inthis manner caufed he the people to re- 

turnto theferviceof God,and to forfakethe honour they did unto Idols, He offered

Nitead of Foachin,he appointed Sedechias his Uncle King of Ferufalew,whom he bound 
seieevady I by an oath that he fhould govern the Countrey without any innovation, and that he 
Sedccbiar King {hould hold no intelligence with the Egyptians: This Sedechias was 21 years old, at fach 
ot donlaens time as he came unto the Kingdom, and was Joachims brother by the mothers fide: he 
Coutiers and Was a contemner of all laws, anda perverter of ordinances, For the young men that 
falfe Prophets, were about him, were without the fear of God,andall the people under his dominions, fp 
ae! ny. Committed whatfoever outrages were belt liking unto them. For this caufe the Prophet 

Feremy came unto him, protefting oftentimes againft him, and denouncing, That if he 
mould not forfake his impieties, and addi him elf to that which was juft, (but Zave ear un= 
to his Governors, amongft which there were many wicked men, und to thofe fulfe Prophets that 
mif-led him, trufting that the Babylonians (hould not make War againft his City, but that the 
Egyptians fhould levy an Army, and overconte then ) that then be Should fuffer much mifery : 
For (faid he ) they have no truth in their fayings, and they will always miflead you by falfs 
reports. Whil'lt Sedechias gave ear to thefe difcourfesof theProphet, he was perfuaded, 
and acknowledg’d all that to be true which he had {poken, and very profitable both for 
Exeliel pro- him, and his peoples but anon after, his friends corrupted him, and diverted him accor- E 
pheficth the . s ae : . . 
detiragtion of ding to their own opinions. Ezekiel alfo at the fame time had prophefied in Babylon: 
tke Temple. concerning all thofe calamities which were to fall upon the Temple, and fent notice to 
le ei of that,which he had feceived fromGod.. Notwithftanding sedechias gave no 
credit to his Prophefies, by reafon that all he Prophets were accuftomed to accord in all 
things the one with the other,as touching the furprifal of the City,and the imprifonment 
of Sedechias: but Exehiel differed in this, that he faid that Sedechias fhould not fee Baby- 
lon; notwithftanding that Jeremy had prophefied, that the King of Babyloz fhould lead 
ver.20. him away Prifoner in bonds: becaufe therefore thele two accorded not inall their fay- 
selebics rings, he concluded that the matter wherein they agreed, was of no confequence, Not- 
Baby ora, Withtanding allthings hapned unto him according as the Prophets had pronounced, as B 
ee ku we will declare hereafter.

Divers men gave credit to thefe words of Feremys; but the Governors, and fuch as” :

Ferxfalem, one of the Magiftrates encountring himin his journey,and laying hold onhim,

At 
length, the City was taken by the Princesof Baby/oz, (in the eleventh year of heReign 
of Zedechias, the ninth dayof the fourth month ) whowere put in truft by Nabuchedono- 
for to manage the fiege; for he himfelf made hisabode in the City of Reblata. Now if 
any man be defirous to know the names of them that had command at fuch time as Fe- 
_ rufalem was farpriz’d, thefethey be, Nergelear, Aremantws,Emegar, Nabofar, and Echaramp- 
Jor: The City beingtaken about midnight,the Princes of the Enemies Army entred in- 
tothe Temple 5 which when Zedechias underftood, he took his wives and his children, 
with the Princes and hisfrieads,and fled thorow a great valley by the defart : which when 
the Babylonians underftood by certain Jews that were revolted, and had fubmitted them- p 
felves unto them,they arofe early in the morning to purfue them, and overtook and fur- 
prized them near unto Jericho. Whereupon thofe Princes and friends of Zedechias that 
had taken their flight with him, feeing the Enemies near unto them, forfook him, and 
{cattering themfelves here and there, endeavour’d each of them to fave himfelf, When 
therefore the Enemies had apprehended him, attended by a few followers only, and ac- 
companied by his children and wives, they brought him unto the Kings prefence ; who 
no fooner beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious,and upbraided him with 
breach of his promife, andcontempt of hisMajefty. Furthermore, he reproached him . 
for his ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands (which he had 
taken from Joachiz, to beftow onhim ) hehad, notwithftanding, employed all hisFor- G

All which he confirmed untothem by an Oath 5 adding further, thacif any difturbance 
were offered to any man, he would readily affift him. He gave each one this advice 
likewife, toinhabitany City that they liked beft: promifing them to fend them thi- 
ther, with fuch things as appertained to them, to buildthem Houtfes, and furnith their 
Habitation; promifing that when timeferved, he would make provifion of Corn, Wine 
and Oil, for their maintenance during the Winter; and when he had thus advifed-them, 
he gave them leave todepart, and inhabit the Countrey, Now when the rumor was 
{pread amongft the people of Judea, that Godolies had thus courteoufly entertained 
thofe.that were Fugitives, and how he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Countrey (provided that they payedtheir Tribute to the Babylowian) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Countrey. And Joh# and the other Gavernorsbe- 
ing with him, and affured of his clemency, began entirely to love him, Wherefore 
they told him, that Bathal King of the Ammonites, had fent Jfaael to murther him by D 
fome Treachery, that by that means he might have the Dominion over the J/raelites that 
remained, inthat he was of the Bloud-Royal; perfwading him, that the only means 
to efcape this Treafon, was, to permit them to kill Ifmaelin fecret : affuring him on the 
contrary, that they feared, that if Z/mael(hould bappento kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained, was like to fall to utter ruine. Zut Godolias replyed, that it was not 
probable that Umael, who had received nothing but kindnefs from bis hands, foonld make 
any attempt upon his lifes andthat having never been guilty of any unworthy action in the time 
of bis neceffity, ke foould now make himfelf guilty of fo great a Villany againft his Benefatt- 
or, whom he ought, even with the hazard of his own'life, to secure from the attempts of o- 
thers. Yea, faid he, although thofé things were true, which yon inforne me of, yet had Lrather 
dye, than murther a man that had committed his life to my truft, For which caufe, Fokz 
and thereft (feeing their perfwafions were in vain) departed from him. Some thirty 
days after, Imzael ( accompanied with ten Men) came to Mafphath to Godolias, who 
received them with Prefents and magnificent Entertainment 3 fo that to exprels to I/- 
macland his companions, how heartily they were we'come, Godolias drunk fo hard, 
that he was fomewhat overcame with Wine, Now when Ifmael perceived him over- 
loaden with Drink and Sleep, he ftept unto him with his ten affociates, and cut both 
his throat, and theirs, who kept him company at the Banquet 5 after which murther, he 
iflued out by night, and flewall the Jews that were left inthe City, and thofe Babylo- 
wan Soldiers allo that were left in Garrifon in that place. The next day there came FE 
fourfcore ten of the Countrey to Godolias with Prefents, being'utterly ignorant of 
that which had happened. Ifmael knowing them, called them unto him, as if he intend- 
ed to bring them to Godolias, and as {oon as they were entred, he locked the Court- 
Gates, and flew them, and afterwards caft their bodies into a deep Ditch, to theintent 
they might not bedifcovered, Of this number there were fome that efcaped, whobe- 
fought him that they might not be put to death, before they had delivered certain 
Moveables, Garments and Cornthat they had hidden in the field: which when Tmael 
underftood, he {pared them : but he kept them prifoners that were in Mafphath, with 
their Wives and Children, in the number of whom were the Daughters of Zedechias, 
whom Nabazaradan had left with Godolias, This done, he retired back again to the g 
King of the Awsmozites. John, and the Governors of his company, hearing what was 
done by I/macl in Atafphath, and aboveall, of the murther of Gedolias, they were won- 


derfully inraged; {othat each of them aflembling his forces, iffued forth to putts 
eg dfaae 
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ifmacl, whom they overtook near unto a F. ountain in Hebrov, The prifoners that were 7\~ A 
with I/mael, {eeing Fobn and his Confederates, took courage, fuppofing that it was (ome Wee, 
fuccors thatcame to help them, and forfook him that led them, and began to joyn with before chtip's 
Jokus followers: and thus fled Jfizael with his eight Men, to the King of the dumonites, et 


Jobn gathering together all thofe whom he had re(eued from Tmaels hands, both Eunuchs <->, 
Women, and Children. retired into a certain place called Azenara, where he fojourn- oe - 
ed all that day, tefolving from thence to depart into Fe spt, fearing lett the Babylonians Fobn releafecH 
fhould put him to death, if they fhould remain in Judea, for that they Would be di. Hmaels Cap- 
pleafed with the death of Godolias, whom they had placed in the Government, a 

In this perplexity and, diftrefs, they addreffed themfelves to the Prophet Jeremy, be- Fabn askerh 
feeching him to enquire of God, and tocertify them, what it behoved them to do in Pai es 
this their doubtful Eftate, binding themfelves by an Oath, todo that which Jeremy ie faforale’ 
fhonid command them, Herenpon the Prophet promifed that he would ask Counfel of God retvferh the 
for then: and fome ten days after God appeared unto hint, and willed his to certify John, ae 
the Governors, and the reft of the people, that if they inhabited Judea, he woud affift 
them, and take care of them, and fecure them Jo, 45 the Babylonians (whoo they feared) 
foould do them no harm: but if they departed into Egypt, he would abandon them, and deli- 
ver them oucr to the like mifery, as their brethren had endured in times paft, Whileft the 
Prophet thus warned them from God, they would not believe him, in that he com- 
manded them to remain in that place, but they imagined, that under a falfe pretext of 
Gods command, he had counfelled them thereto, but that in effect, he {pake in faver 
of his Difciple Baruch, perfwading them to ftay there, tothe end they might be con- 
fumed by the Babylonians: Contemning therefore the counfel which God gave them by 
the Prophet; both Jobs and the reft of the multitude Went into Egypt, and led with ser, a. per * 
them both Barachand Jeremy. Whither they wereno fooner come, but Godtoldthe itm. 
Prophet, that the Babylonian fhould lead his Army into Egypt for which caufe he wil- TARA. 
led himto foretell the people, that Eeypt thould be deftroyed, and that they (hould part- iin yaad 
ly be flain in that place, and partly led captive to Babylox. Which camein like man- 2°41 ‘he Jes 
ner to pafs: for in thefifth year after the deftrndtion of Jerufalem (which was thethree * 
and twentieth year of the Reign of Nabuchodonofor) Nabuchodonofor in his own perfon 
led his Army into Celofyria, and having conquered the fame, he made War upon the 
Ammonites and Moabites. And after he had brought thefe Nationsunder his obeyfance, 
he wentand fought againft the King of Egypt, and overcame him: and after he had 
flain their King that governed at thattime,and planted another in his place,he afterwards 
took the Jews that he found in that Countrey, and carried them prifoners into Babylon. 
By this means we have learned, that the eftate of the Hebrews, hath been tranflated twice 
to the other fide of Euphrates. Forthe people of the ten Tribes, during the Reign of 
Ofcas, were carried away captive by Salmanazar, King of the Affyrians, after he had ta= 
ken sawaria3 andthe two Tribes by Nabuchodonofor, King of the Babylonians and @hal- 
dees, upon the taking in of Jerufalem. True itis, that Salmanazar, after he had difpleaf- 
edthe IZjraelites, planted the Chutheans in their place, who before-time inhabited the in- 
nermoft ofthe Countreys of Perfia and Media, and were called Samaritanes, according 
to the name of the. place which they inhabited; but the Babylonian having led the two 


Tribes prifoners, hathnot planted any other people in their places. 


For thiscaufe, Fudea, Ferufulem, and the Temple, remained defart for the {pace of fe 
venty years: and all the time that pafled between the captivity ofthe Zraelites, until 
the deftruction of the two Tribes, wasan hundred and thirty years, fix moneths and ten 
days; but Nabuchodonofor chofe the noblett young men amongft the Jews (and fuch as 
were allied to King Zedechias, and efteemed likewife for the good difpofition, and fair 
proportion of their Bodiesand F aces) and committed themto Matters to be inftruét- 
ed, commanding that every one of them fhould be gelded, according asthey were ac- 
cultomed to deal with young Children of other Nations, whom he fubdued by force, 
He allowed them Victuals from his own Table, and they were taught and inftructed in 
the Difcipline of the Countrey,and inthe Chaldee Tongue. Thefe were very apt to learn 
Wildom: and for that caufe he commanded that they fhould be Trained up in the ex: 
ercife thereof. Of thefe were four of Zedechjas kindred, fair in Body, and virtuous Hedio(@ Rufa 
in their Nature, who were called Daniel, Ananias, Mifacl and Azarias; whole names inmsChzp..2 - 
the Babylonians changed, and appointed that they (hould be called by other names, di- ae an 
{tinct and different from their own: Daniel was called Balthafar; Ananias, Sidrach 3 Alj- Daniels fas 
fuel, Mifach, and Azarias, Abednage. Thele did the King efteem very highly for their rine and 
excellent nature, and for thegreat affection that they had to attain unto Learning and towardact ir 
Wildom, wherein they profited greatly, and were for that caufe,highly efteenied by ee 
him, and whereas Daniel and his kinfman thought good to live aufterely, and to aba ah a 
Aa 2 fain 
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ae od hi ent to 4fkenas the Eunuch (who had the care and charge over them ) 
before Cori Peete So rea id Meatsto his own ufe, which were fent fromthe Kings 
Newitt, Table, and allow them Herbs and Dates, and fuch things as had no life; becaufe they 
ee intended to hold that courfe of Jife, andto forfake all others. Askewas told them, that 
he was ready to condefcend unto their demands 5 but that he feared, left being called 

for by the King, they fhould be foundto be lean in Body, and difcoloured in Face 

Cfor without doubt, following that Diet, they muft needs lofe their beauty and Com- 

plexion) which might bring him in damage of his Head. They perceiving that Askenas 

intended nought elfe but his fecurity, perfwaded him to allow them bur ten days of 
approbation, under condition, that ifby that regiment of Diet, their habitude of bo- 

dy fhould not be any ways altered, they might continue that coutfe of life, which they 

had intended from that day forwards: burifthey thould be found lean and weak, and 

Jefs proportionable then they that fed upon the Kings allowance, that then they fhould 

return to their accuftomed Diet. Nowit fell fo our, that not only their Bodies were 

better in growth, but they feemed rather better fed, and of a taller ftature than the 

ret: fothat they that lived upon the Kings allowance, feem‘d lean and ill-favoured 5 

whereas Daniel and his companions made fhow, as if they had been nourifhed with 

Dainties, and brought up in abundance. From that time forward, dskenas took all 

that which was allowed the four young Men from the Kings Table, and kept itto 

himfclf, giving them inftead thereof, the Diet that they chofe and delighted in, They 

having their {piritsmore pure and fubtil to comprehend their Matters inftructions, and 

their Bodies more ftrongto endure labour (for their {pirits were not charged with di- 
verfity of meats, nor their Bodies effeminated for the {ame caufe ) attained the more 
readily to all that Dottrine that was taught them by the Hebrews and Chaldees : Daniel 
_ efpecially having profited in Wifdom, ftudied the interpretation of Dreams, and God 
appeared untohim. Two years after the Egyptian War, King Nabuchodonofor drearned 
awonderful dream, the explication whereof, God gave unto him in his fleep, but he 
Dus.2.1.4d 16 forgat the fame when he arofe out of his Bed. .And for that caufe fent he for his Chal- 
Nubuchelo: dees and Divines, telling them that he had dreamed a dream, but that he had forgot

"ver his doubt. goon Nabuchodonojor threatened them with death, except they reprefented his dream un- 
ee hims and they protefting that they could not fulfil his requeft, he commanded them

death, allto be flain. But Daniel hearing how the King had condemned all the Sagestodeath, 
and knowing that bot’ he and his companions were concerned in that d.nger; addreffed 
himfelf to Ariockws the Captainof the Kings Guard, requiring him to inform him, for 
what caufe the King hadadjudged the Chaldees and Sagesto be put to death : and ha- 
ving told what had happened, as touching the dream, and how the King forgetting the 
fame, had charged them to inform himtherein; and how they had anfwered, that it 
was impoflible for themto perform the fame, and how thereby they had provoked 
the King todifpleafure: he befought Ariochss to go unto the King, and to procure one 
nights reprieve on the behalf of the Egyptians and Chaldees,in that he hoped during thae 
nighe to befeech God, and intreatfrom him both the Dream and the fignification thereof, 
Hereupon Ariochus told the King what Daniel had requefted,and he thereupon refpited 
the execution of the Magicians for that night, until he might fee what would become of 
Danicls promife: who retiring himfelf with his companions into his chamber, befought 
God al! the night long to manifeft unto him the dream, and deliver the Magicians and 


Chaldees from the Kings wrath, with whom, both he andthereft of his companions were F 
liketo dye, except he might know what the King had dreamt thenight paft, and what 
was the interpretation thereof, Whereupon God Chaving compaflion of the danger 
wherein they were, and taking pleafurein Daniels wifdom) fignified unto him both 
the dream, and the fignification thereof, to the intent the King might be refolved of the 
meaning thereof, : ;

nace. For God fo defended their Bodies, that-they could not be confiimed by fire ; 

which miracle made themin great eftimation with the King, for chat he faw that they 

Were virtuous, atid beloved of God: and fot that caufe they wete highly honoured 

by him: Not long after this, the King faw another Viflon in his fleep, which fignified 

unto him, thatbeing caft from his Empire, he fliould converfe with Savage Bea(ts, and 

thac having livedin that eltdee inthe Defart, for the {pace_of feven years, he fhould 

recover his Kingdom agaid. Having hiad this Dream, he affembled the Magicians once 

more, demanding their anfwer, and the fignification thereof. But it was impoffible for 

any one of them, either to find out, or declarethe meaning of this Dream unto the 

King: Onely. Daviel difcoveted the faitic, and the effect was anfwetable to his predidti- 

on.

Berofes maketh mention of his aéts, inthe third Book of the Chaldaique Hiftory, where 
hefpeakth thus. His Father Nabuckodonofor, baving notice that the Governoar whom be 

had appointed over Egypt, aud the neighboring parts of Coelofyria avd Phoenicia; was re- 

volted from him (being at that time in bimfelf unable to endure the troubles of War) commit- 

ted apart of bis Forces unto bis Son Nabuchodonofor,. whe was in the flowcr of bis age, 

Berofusof and fent hint forth againft them, who encountring the Rebels, and fighting with them, over; 
egies came them, and brought the Countrey under bis fubjettion. Mean while, Nabuchodonofor 
Riffinas chap the Father died of a ficknefsin Babylon, after he bad Reigued One and twenty years. Nabu-~ 
13, chodonofor the Son, having notice of bis Fathers death, gave order to the affairs of Egypt, 
and the reft of the Countrey: and committing the care and tran{portation of the Jews, Syrians, 
Egyptians, avd Phoenicians to his friends, to bring them to Babylon with his Army and 

Carriage, he with a few Men, made hafty journeys thorow the Defart. Andwhen he bad ta- 

hen the adminiftration of the Kingdou:upon bine (whichin bis abfence, was iz the hands of 

the Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was referved until his return, unto his ufe)_ he became 

Lord of all his Fathers Empire. When bix prifoners were arrived, he affigued then conve- 

nient dwelling places in the Countrey of Babylon; and with the fpoils of War, be magnifi- 

cently repaired and decked the Temple of Bell, and other places. He exlarged the old City, and 

repaired and beautified it with other buildings 5 by means whereof, they that would befiege 

the fame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the River, tothe prejudice of the 
Inhabitants, He invironed it within with a treble Wall, and outwardly with as. mighty 

and as many enclofures, and. made all of burnt Brick, The Walls were magnificently build- 

ed, and the Gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He caufed a Palace to be builded 

near unto his Fathers antient Palace: the magnificence and ornaments whereof, Lam not a- 

ble toexprefs3 onely this thing moft memorable, I have thought good to note, that thefe 


great and pompons Buildings were finifhed in fifteen days; In this Palace he bad Vaults D 


raifed fo high, that in outward appearance they feemed to be Mountains, on which all 
forts of Trees were planted, He devifed and prepared alfo a goodly Garden, and cal- 
led it the banging Garden , becanfe (his Wife having been brought up in the Conatrey 
ategaftenes Of Media) defired at Babylon, to fee fome refemblance of ber own Countrey. Megafthe- 
of Nabuche- nes, iathe fourth Book, of his Indian Hiftory, maketh mention of this Garden in that place, 
asl where he enforced bimfelf to prove, that.thys King farpaffed Hercules iz valour and execu-

But Balthafar was {o puffed with pride, that he drank out of them, and employed them 7rd 30. = 
to his ownufe. Nowcameit to pafs, chat whileft he: quaffed, and blafphemed the 24'4/« 
Name of God,he faw a hand iffuing from a Wall,which wrote on the fame certain words: aonod oe 
by which Vifion being fomewhat terrified, he affembled his Magicians and Chaldees, and Wall, and wri 
all that fort of people (who amongft thofe barbarous Nations made profeffion ta inter- a ies 
pret Prodigies and Dreams ) to the intent they might fignify unto him the meaning: and’ eon 
fignification of that Writing. Now when thefe Magicians. had told them that they 
could not give an interpretation of it, the King was fore vexed and troubled at this 
unexpected Vifion: whereupon he caufed it to be proclaimed thorow his Countrey. 
that whofoever fhould read that Writing, and declare the. meaning thereof, he would 
give him a Golden Chain, anda Purple Robe ({uch as the King of the Chaldees wore)and 
befides all this, the third part of his Empire. After this Proclamation the. Magicians af 
fembled tegether with a great concourfe,and were far more diligent and inquifitive to find 
out the fignification of the Writing : but they advanéed nothing more than.at the firft. 
Mean while, the Kings Grandmother feeing him wholly dejected in.mind, began tocom- 


K fort him, and to tell him that there wasa certain man amongft the prifoners of fuda, led

thither at fuch time as Nabuchodonofor deftroyed Jerufalem, whofe name was Daniel, a 
man wife and expert in fearching out of things that were onély known usto God, who 
evidently expounded that which Wabuchodonofor required; at {uch time as no other man 
could fatisfy his demand. Whereupon the King called him: urito his Ptefence, and tel- 
ling him what proofs he had heard of his Wifdom, and of that Divine Spiric that was 
in him, and howhe onely was fit to interpret thofe things which wereconcealed from 
other mens knowledge; he prayed him to inform him what that hand-writing fignified, 
promifing him in tewatd thereof, a Purple Garment, a Golden Chain; and the third-part 
of his Empire: to the end, that being liotioured with thefe rewards for his wifdom, 
he might grow famous amongft all men, who demanding the reafon;. fhould know, the 
intent why he was honoured, But Daniel (refufing all thefe Prefents’of his, in that the 
wifdom that is given from above, is not corrupted thereby, but is freely impatted to 
thofe that have need thereof.) cold him that that Writing did foretell the. end of his 
life, becaufe he had not learned to feat God,’ neither to lift up his thoughts higher 
than humane nature, notwithftanding he liad feén the chaftifement wherewith his pre- 
deceffor had been punifhed, for the outrages he comniitted againft God. For that Nas 
buchodonofor having been driven to lead his life amongft Beafts, by reafon of. his Impi- 
eties, after divers requefts and fupplications, had obtained’ mercy;, and was returned 
unto humaneconverfation, and into his own Kingdom; for which caufe all the time of 
his life, he praifed Almighty God, the Governour ofall things: whereas he had omitted 
to do the like, and had blaf{phemed the name of God, and had debauched himfelf 
with hisConcubinies in the Veffels dedicated to God: For this caufe, God was difpleaf- 
ed with hini, and certified himby his Writing, what end he fhould expect. ;Where- 
upon he expounded the Writings after this manner:. Aésne ( which.is as:much to fay, 

as number) theweth that God hath numbred the days of thy Life. and Reign, which 

thall endure but a little whiles Thekel fignifieth a balance, God therefore ({aid he) 

weighing the government, fheweth that it fhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 

fignifieth a fragment, God thall break thy Kingdom , and divide it,among the Aéedes 

and Perfians, When the King had heard this interpretation, he was, very forrowful (ac- 

cording as the nature of things fo difafterous and fo apparent required, (Notwith- 


‘ftaading he delayed not to beftow thofe Prefentswhich he had promifed the Propher, 


although (as he well perceived) the words boaded him ill, yet he gave him all that 
which he promifed him, confidering with himfelf, that it was his own deftthy that he v.2:4d29: 


ought to accufé,'and not Daziel, who like an honeft maa had declared the Truth, pas tines

and ifany man (hould attempt any thing againft this common decree, it was ordered, that 
he fhould be caft into the Lions Den, But the King not perceiving the drift of their malice, 
nor how they fought by this device toentrap Daniel, told them, that he liked of thede- 


cree, and promifed to confirm the fame, and made a publick Edict, wherein the Princes C 


refolutions were ratified. Now whileft all men endeavoured through fear, carefully and- 


diligently to abferve this Edict; Daniclfet light thereby, and according to his accuftom- 
ed manner, {tanding in all mens fight, he worfhtiped his God, and prayed unto him. 
Whereupon the Princes (having got that occafion which they long expected )came readi- 
ly untothe King, andaccufed Daniel, for that he onely amongft the reft, had prefumed 
to infringe their Decree : urging moreover, that he did it not for his Religion fake, but 
in contempt of the Kings Edict, And becaufe they feared, left Dariys, by reafon of the

Where- 

upon Darias commanded that they fhould draw him ourof the Lions Den. His adver- 

faries perceiving that Devi¢lhad efcaped without harm (becaufe that God had taken 

care of him) would not that he thoutd efcape: and thereupon told the King, that the 

Lions did neither touch nor approach Daniel, becaufe they had been fed and gorged be- 

fore, For which caufe the King difpleafed with their injurious malice, commanded a 

quantity of flefh to be caft unto. the Lions; and when they were glutted, he cam- 

Daniels erie- fanded that Daviels enemies fhould be caftamong them, to the intent he might know, 
piecesby eke Whether the Lions would touch them or no, when they weregorged, t which time Da. 
Lions. Hus faw very manifefily, that God had by bis power protected Daniel fros: death, For as foox 
v.24 als asthe Nobles were-caft into the Den, the Lions fpared not one of them, but tore them all in 
pieces, as if they hdd been hungry and without meat. Ifeppole that thefe Lions having been

a little before glutted with meat, did not flay thefe men to Satisfy their bunger, but I rather © 


judge that their ctimes provoked the rage and fury of the Beafts: for when God pleafeth, be 
maketh even unteafonable creatures to execute bis vengeance againt wicked men, Daniels ad 
verfaries being thus deftroyed, Darfys gave notice hereof to all the Subjects of his 


Provinces, praifing that God whom Daniel had adored 3 faying that he was the only - 


true God, who had all power: he honoured Daniel likewife- with efpecial regard, 
efteeming him amongft the chiefeft of his Familiars: He therefore being thus re- 
nowned -( becaufe he was beloved by God) built in Ecbstane in the Countrey of

Fee Rae | ‘the City, w/z, That after they had ferved Nabuckodonofor and his pofte- 
Cyran, King of rity for 70 years, he would again reftore them to their native Countrey, where they —

For he awakened the Spirit of Cyrus, and put it into his heart to write Letters 
throughout al! 4fia, to this effect: Thus {ith King Cyrus, fixce Alasighty God kath made 
me King of the whole werld, I an: per{waded thatit is he whom the Jewith Nation do adores 
for ke hath declarce my name by his Prophets, before I was born, and hath faid, that 1 foould 
build his Templein Jerufalem, which is it the Countrey of Judea. Now Cyrus knew thefe

41, Fer.3.ad years before his time, For ( hefaith) that God did fecretly reveal thefe things unto 
a vy, him, {peaking to this effet s I will that Cyrus, whom [ have declared King over many 
ae Nations, hall fend my people back into their Countrey of Judea, and thall build my 
CoV Temple. Thefe things did Elay foretell one hundred and forty years before the ruine of the 
en Temple, Cyrus in reading thefé things (being ravifbed in admiration of the Majefty of 
God) was carried on with a great affection and zeal, to finifh that which was written.

Over this work,thofe Levites, that were above 20 years of 
age, were overfeers: with them alfo was Je/ws, and his (ong and brothers joined, and Zo- 
Limiel the brother of Juda the fon of Aminadab,and his fons. And through the diligence 
that thefe overfeers of the Temple ufed, it wasfooner finith’d, than it was expected. As 
foon as the Sanctuary was built, the Priefts, apparelled in their accuftomed habits, and 
the Levites, and the fons of 4/aph arofe, and with Trumpets praifed God, and fang fe- 
veral Hymns and Pfalms compos’d by King David., The Rrigfts and Levites, with the 
Elders of the Tribes, calling to mind how great and magnificent the firft Temple was, 
and beholding that which was built at prefent,far inferior. tothe former,and perceiving 


M how muchthe ancient wealth and dignity of the Temple was abafed ; they were fo fen= 


fibly touched with the confideration thereof, that they.could not but burft forth intola- 
mentations and tears. But the people wete contented with that which they beheld,and. 
without any mention of the former Temple;tkey troubled not themfelves in comparing 
the one with the other 5 neither thought they upon the difference betwixt the prefenr, 
and that which ftood in times paft: but the Elders lamented,and the Priefts complain’d, 
that the new erected Temple was far lefs than the former 5 yet the noife of the Trum- 
pets drowned their lamentations, and the joyful applaufes of the people their mournings. ___ :

rather feented to be a Fort than a Temple? and for what caufe they fortified their City with gates, 
and fo flrong walls? Zorobabel and Fefws the High-Prieft anfwer'd, That they were the fer- 
vants of the living God, and that their Temple bad been built by one of their Kings, who was 
rich, and firpaffed all other in virtue, that afterward it had continued fo long time in venerable 
eftimation; but by reafon their fathers had beew guilty of impicty againft God, Nabuchodo- 
nofor, King of Babylon and Chaldza, having taken the City by force, deftroyed the fame 5 
and after he had {poiled the City, be burned it, and tran{ported the people captive into Babylon.

in Feru(alem. 
vernment, and the chief authotity remain‘d in the High-Priefts, until the 4/monza . 
tained the Kingdom: for before the captivity of Babylon, they ‘were ao the ae 
ment of Kings,who began from Saul and Davids times,about {ome 532 years, fix months 
and ten days; and before their Kings, certain Governors,call’d Judges, reigned: and 
under this fort of Polity liv’d they more than 500 years, from the death of Adofes and Py 
Jofoua, And this was theftate of the Jews after their captivity, during the days of Cy. ee 
rusand Deriws. True it is, that th ha. ir mi iciot ycceaeri 
WS0 | » that the Samarttans were their mighty and malicious adver- enemies of rhc 
faries, and did them many mifchiefs, erufting in their riches, and pretending co bethe 
Perfians kin{men, becaufe their original proceeded fromthence. For they refufed to pay 


M that Tribute which theKing had commanded them to disbutfe unto the Jews to make 


their facrifices, and the Governors of syria and Phexicia loft no opportunity which 

might promote their defign. For which caufe, the fews determined tofend Ambaffadors 

unto King Darivs, to accufe the Samaritans 5 and tothat intent, Zorobabel,and four others 

were fent, As {oon therefore as the King underftood by thefe Ambafladors, what crimes cee aE 
and accufations they had brought againft the samaritans, he difpatched hisletrers , and Darin tet 
addreffed them to the Governorsand Council of Sdaria, the tenour of which letters 

was co this effect : 


King Darius to Tangara and Sambaba Governots of Samaria, to Sadrach and Bobelon, 
and to their companions our fervants being in Samaria, healch. 


Zorobabel, Ananias, xd Mardocheus, Ambafladors in the bebalf of the Jews, accufe yor 
tobe difturbers of the building of their Temple, alledging that yon refufeto difcharge that,which ¢.5, ¢. 11,13 
by my decree you ought to furnifh them with, for the charge of the Sacrifices. My will is there- A command 
fore, that upon the fight of thefe Letters, you deliver out of he Royal Treafury in Samaria, ap- TC 0 vrrly 
pointed for the Tributes, all that which fall be neceffary for then to perform their Sacrifices up- fis build a 
onthe requefts of the Priefts, to the intent they let pafs no day without facrifice and prayer naato te Temple 
God for mc, and for the Perfians.

Fter Dariws death, his fon Xerxes {ucceeded him, not only as Heir in the government 
of his Kingdom, but alfo asSucceffor unto his piety and devotion towards God : 


Helio dvRuf- for he changed not thofe inftitutions of hisFather thatconcern’d religious fervice, but B 


ee with great benevolence favoured allthe Jews. During his Reign, Joaczz the fon of Ffe- 
Xerxes King fys was High-Prieft; amongft them alfo that remained in Babylon, there lived a Prieft 
Peau with the Jews in that place called E/dras, a ju(t man,and one of great reputation amongft 
intkelaw, the people: and whereas he was very skilful inthe laws of A“ofes, he was much efteem’d 

bythe King, This man intending ( with certain other Jews of Babylon) to returnto 

Jerufalem, befought the King that he would vouchfafe to beftow his letters of commen- 
Nebem. 2,1, dationsto the Governors of Syria in his behalf, Whereupon the King gave him letters 
ad tt, of recommendation to the Governors, certifying them of his favor towards E/dras, and 
ee. ae to the Princes inthofe parts, to this effed: 


Xerxes King of Kings, to E/dras the Prieft, and Reader of the Divine Law, health, 


It is decreed by me, and feven other of myCouncil, that whofoever ix my kingdom of the f= 
raclites, their Priefts or Levites, will repair with thee unto Jerufalem,may freely doit with my 
licence, and may fettle themfelues in Judea, there to ferve the God of their Fathers; bearing 
with then: thofé Prefents unto the God of Wtael,which 1 and my friends have vowed to offer un- 
to him. Ilikewife give thee licemce to take with thee all the gold and filver which any of thy 
Nation living herein Babylon will offer up unto God, to buy offerings to be facrificed upon the 
Altar of thyGod : and to make whatfoever veffels of gold or filver, which either thou or thy 


Brethren fhall think meet, Thofe facred veffels alfo which are given thee, thou fhalt dedicate un- D 


to thyGod 5 and if there be ought elfe requifite in this bebalf,that thon foalt think fit to provide, 
the charges fhalt thou receive out of zy treafury. Ihave alfo commended thee to the Treafurers 
of Syria and Pheenicta, avd have written to then,that whatfoever Eldras the Pricft, and Rea- 
der of the Law of God fhall require, they {ball prefently deliver it to him, And to the end that 
God may be favourable to me and my pofterity, my willis, that an hundred meafures of wheat 
be offer'd unto God, according to the Law. Icommeand you alfo that are Magiftrates, that you 
exal nothing, neither impofe any taxations on the Priefts, Levites, Singing-men, Porters, or 
holy officers, But thouE(dras ( according to the wifdom given thee from above ) foalt ap- 
point Fudges, who fhall in Syria and Phoenicia execute juftice unto the people, according to 


your Law. Teach thon likewife freely all fuch as ave ignorant, fo that whofoever violateth either 


Gods or the Kings Law, he may be fined, or elfe condemned to death, as not inning through ig- 
uorance, but of contumacy. Farewell, 


When Efdras had received this Letter, he was well-pleafed, and gave thanks unto 
Ver. ae God, confefling that it washe, who was the Author of that favour he had received at 
Beate ee: the Kings hand: And after he had read this Letter unto the “Jews that were at that time 
that dele in refident in Babylow, he kept the original, but fent,a copy toall thofe of his Nation,being 
Brive. in the Countrey of the Afedes : who being inform’d of the King’s zeal to the fervice of 


God, and his favour towards Efdras, were very joyful ; and divers amongft them took 


their goods, and came unto Babylox, defiring toreturn to Jerufalem : but the reft of the F 


Jfraclites would not abandon or leave their dwelling, Whereupon it came.to pafs, that 
two Tribes were under the obedience of the Romans in Afia and Europe: but the ten 
Tribes were on the other fide of Exphrates,even until this day 3 and it is incredible,how 
exceedingly they are there multiplied. With E/dras there departed a great number of 
Priefts, Levites, Porters, Singing-men, and fervantsof the Temple, Now after he had 
aflembled thofe of the captivity, that inhabited on this fide Exphrates, and fojourned 
there three days, he commanded them to folemnizea Faft, and to pray untoGod for his 
piefervation , that no evil might happen unto him; and thar neither heir enemies , 
~ nor any other might do them any violence: For Efdras had foretold the King, that God 

would be their Protector, and thar therefore he requit’d no Convoy of Horfemen at G 
his hand for his fecurity, After that they had recommended themfelves unto God, they 


{ct forward on their way, the twelfth day of the firft month of the feventh year of the 
Reign 
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H Reign of Xerxes, and arrived in Feru/alew inthe fifth month of the fame year, Where- 
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upon he incontinently prefented unto the Treafurers ( who were of the race of the ae 


Priefts) the facred depofitum wherewith he was intrufted, which confilted of 6 $0 Tae before Chrift’s 
lents of filver, and of filver veffels an 100 Talents, of veffels of gold tothe value of reas 
20 Talents, of brazen veffels (more precious than gold) the weight of 12 Talents. -~~-~\J 
Thefe were the Prefents of the King and his Friends, and of the Ffraclites that dwelt in Efaras repai- 
Babylon. reth to Feruf2- 
When Efdras had deliver'd thefe Prefents into the hands of the Priefts , he offer'd foe thee 
burnt-offerings unto God, according to the Law, namely,1 2 Bulls for the publick confer- veils ani 
vation of the people,72 Ramsand Lambs,and 12 Goats for a fin-offering, And afterward oe 
he deliver’d the Kings Letters to his Princes and Governors in Celofyria and Phenicia: Tieluca 
who being conftrain’d to execute that which was enjoin’d them by the King, honour’d binds 
the Nation of the Jews, and {upplied them every ways in their neceffities. We owe unto 
Efdras the honour of this Tranfmigration, for he not only laid the defign of it, but his 
virtue and piety were undoubtedly the caufe that God gave him fo goad fuccefs in the 
undertaking. 
Not long after, there came certain Men unto him, complaining that fome of the peo- 
ple, Priefts and Levites, had tranfgreffed again{t their Ordinances, and broken the Laws 
of the Countrey, in that they had efpoufed certain ftrange women, and corrupted the 
purity of the Sacerdotal race; requiring him, that he would havea regard to Gods Or- 
dinances, for fear left he ( being difpleafed with them) thould caft them again into that 
mifery from which he had fo lately deliver'd them. Efdras hereupon was {o much afflict- 
ed, that he rent his cloaths, and tore hishair, and pulled his beard, and caft himfelf upon pe fone 
the ground,becaufe the chief among the people were concern’d inthat offence, And be- that had mar- 
caufe he feared left if he fhould command themto forfake their wives, and thofe chil- ode ans 
dren which they had begotten by them, he fhould not be obey’d, he continu’d in grief, sum. ve 
and lay continually upon the ground. Whereupon, all thofe reforted unto him who 
were not guilty, and wept and lamented with him, becaufe of that which had hapned. 
In this affliction of mind, Efdras (raifing himfelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands 
toHeaven ) faid, That he was afhamed to look thereupon, becaufe the offences of the people 
were fo heinous; and that they had fo foon loft the memory of thofe calamities wherewith their 
Forefathers had been vifited for their fins. Neverthele{s,0Lord, (faidhe) fince thy mercy is 
infinite, have pity, I befeech thee, on the remnant that bath efcaped that long captivity,and which 
thou baft brought back into their native Countrey, Spare them, 0 Lords and thongh they have 
deferved death, yet let thy mercy appear, ix the {paring of their lives, - Whil’ft thus both he 
and thofe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their wives and children, a cer- 
tain man called Achpxias, one of the principal men of Jeru{alem, came to him, and faid, 
Thut they had finned, becanfé they had efpoufed firange women 5 and perfuaded Efdras to com- 
mand them all, to banifh both them and the children begotten by them 5 advifing, that 
they who obey’d not the Law, might be puniftrd. E/dras ( perfuaded by thefe words) 


M made all the Princes of the Priefts, Levites, and Tribes of Zrael,{wear, That they would 


clifmifs their wives and children, according to thé counfel ef Achonias, And as foon as he 
had received their oaths,he departed from the Temple unto Jobms houfe the fon of Eliz- 
fob, and there {pent he all the day, without tafting any meat,-by reafon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereuponan Edi&t was publith’d, That all they that were returned from 
the captivity, fhould repair within two or three days to Jerufalem (szder the penalty that they 
who defaulted, and came not within the prefixed time, fhould be held as excommunicate, and 
their goods confifcate to the publick treafury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Priefts: ) 
They of the Tribes of Fuda and Benjamin came thither within three days,on the 20 day 
of the ninth month, call'd bythe Hebrews, Thebeth 5 and by the Afacedovians, Apellews, 
And as foon as they were feated in the upper part of the Temple in the prefence of the 
Elders, Efdras arofe and reprov'd them, becaufe they had tranfgrefs'd the Law, in taking rfdr. 10. 9.73 
wives who were not of their Nation: For which caufehe told them,that if they would 1°?" 
do that which were agreeable unto God, and profitable for themfelves, they fhould dif- 
maifs {uch wives. Whereupon; witha loud voice, they all cried, That they would doit 
willingly 5 but that there was no {mallnumber of them, and that it was the winter-fea- 
fon,and the matter of that confequence, as one or two days could not end it: For 
which caufe they thought it very needful, that the execution were deferred for a while ; 
and that at the length, (ome of the Princes who were free from that crime, with certain 
other chofen Elders of every place, fhould make inguifition after them that had married 


' © wivescontrary tothe prefcript of the Law. Which being approv’d by them,about the 


New Moon of thetenth month, this Inquifition began, which continued until the New 
Moon of the month enfuing : and there were many of the family of Fefws the High- 
Prieft, 
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Piejoap ihe Prieft,and of the Priefts, Levites, and Iftaelites, that (making more account of the ob- A 


World, 3516, fervation of the Laws, than of the natural affections to their wives and children) did 
before Clrift’s prefently put away their wives,and thofe children they had by them, and facrificed cer-

When Efdras had inthis manner reform’d the abufe committed by fuch marriages, he 
fo corrected the evil cuftom thereof, that this confirmation continued firm and irrevoca- 
ble forever, Inthe feventh month, they folemniz’d the Feaft of Tabernacles: where- 
to when all the people were reforted,they all came together inan open place in the Tem- 

The reading of Ple, towards the gate that looketh Eaftward, requiring E/dras, that he would read Avofes's 
Mie toe Ordinances unto them: which he performed; and {tanding up in the midftof the mul- 
Nehem.8. v1. titude, heread the Law unto them, from the morning until noon. By which reading, nor 
eas only for the prefent, but for the time to come, they were informed of their duty 3 and 
calling to mind that which was palt, they were fo forrowful,that the tesrs fell from their 
eyes, when they confider'd, that if they had kept the Law, they had not fuffer'd any of 
thofe evils wherewith they had beenafflitted. Burt Efdras beholding them in that {tate, 
advis'd them totepair home, and to weep no more, becaule that day was a folemn and 
holy day, wherein they ought nat to weep, becaufe it was forbidden. But hecommand- 
ed them rather to intend their feafts and pleafures, and to make this good ufe of their re- 
morfe for their former fins, that they might not fall into the like for the time to come, 
They following E/dras exhortation, began to celebrate the Solemnity, and continued 
their feaft of Tabernacles eight days. After whichtime, they returned every one unto 
his houfe, praifing God in hymns, and thanking E/dras for the reformation of thofe une 
lawful marriages which had been contracted with ftrangers 5 after he had gotten great 
honour among the people, he finith’d his days inan happy old age, and was buried hono- 
rably in Jerufalem. About the fame time alfo died Joacim the High-Prieft, whofe. fon 
Eljacim {ucceeded in his place, 
Nenem.ri1, _ After this it came to pa(s, that a certain man that was one of the captive Jews,and King 
eds. . Xerxes Butler, called Nebemtias, walking before the City of Sufa, which was the Metro- 
politan City of Perfa) heard certain ftrangers that came from far, upon their entrance 
into the City, talking with one another in the Hebrew Tongue; whereupon he drew 
“near unto them, and ask'd them, Whence they came ? They anlwer'd, That they came from 
.judza: which as foon as he knew, he inquir'd after the ftate of Jerufalem, their native 
. City, and how the people fared. To whom they anfwer'd, That they were in very bad 
: flate, and that their City-walls were demolifhed, and that the Nations round about then, afflitt- 
ed the Jews with many outrages, ntaking inroads into their Countrey, and fpoiling them daily, 
fe that divers of then were led away Prifoners; yca, fome Citizens of Jerufalem: and that 
the High-wayes were found full of dead bodies, Hereupon Nebemias began to weep, (tho- 
_ Fow the compaffion he had of his diftrefled brethren) and looking up cowards Heaven, 
How long Cfaid he) 0 Lord, wilt thou fee our Nation thus afflidted,without taking care of ws?

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Bebold bow we are made aprey to all men! Whil'ft thus he walked before the gate, and E 


lamented bitterly, word was brought him, that the King was ready to fit down to his 
meat: whereupon he hafted away to give his attendance, according to his office. Asfoon 
_asSupper was done, the King grew pleafant, and cafting his eyes upon Nehemias, (whom 
-he perceiv-d to be heavy anddifconfolate ) he ask’d him what he ailed? Nebemias (after 
-he had befought God to give him perfuafive words to difcourfe unto the King) anfwer'd, 
O King, how is it polfible but that 1 foould be affis&ed,when I hear that the walls of Jerufalem, 
( which is my native Countrey ) are levelled with the ground,and the Sepulchres and Monuments 
of my Predeceffors are defaced, and the gates of theCity are burned? Do me therefore this grace, 


that I may go thither, and repair it, and finifh the reft of the building of the Temple. 


The King gaveear to his requeft, and promis’d him his Letters,afluring him, That he FE 


— would addrefs them to the Governors, commanding them to do him honour, and to furnify him 
with all things ueceffary, to accomplifh that which he intended, For which canfe ( {aid he ) 
ceafe to beaffited, and give thy attendance chearfully, Hereupon Nebemias adored God, and 
thanked the King for the promife he had made him3 and therefore by the joy he concei- 
ved, he cleared that confufion and forrow, that before hebare in his countenance. The 
next day the King called for him, and gave him Letters unto Sadeas the Governor of Sy- 
ria, Phenicia and Samaria,in which he commanded him to honour Nebemias, and to fur- 
nifh him with all things neceflary for that building which heintended, As foon as he 
came to Babylon, he took divers of his Countreymen with him, who willingly follow’d 
him, and went with him unto Jerufalew, in the 25 year of the Reign of Xerxes 5 andafter 
he had deliver’d his Letters to Sadeas, and the other Governors, he aflembled the people 


of Jerufalem, and ftanding up in the midft of them, he {pake unto the whole Congrega-

building. Yet none of thefe things could weaken Neberwia’s diligence or refolution,but of Ferufalem, 
that (keeping a guard roundabout him ) he diligently profecuted his defign , fetting 
light by all occurrents : fo great was his affection to accomplifh the work. And thezefore 
he carefully ftood upon his guard, not that he fear'd death, but becaufe he was perfua- 
ded, that his Fellow-Citizens would abate of their courage and refolution, if he con- 
tinued not with them, to animate them tothe profecution of fo holy an enterprize. He 
commanded likewife, that the Workmen while they wrought, thould have their Arms 
near them, fo that both Mafons and Labourers carried their Swords, be 
Moreover, he gave order that they fhould have their Targetsby thems and he placed 
certain Trumpetters, fome 500 foot diftant the one from the other, charging them, that 
as foon as they difcover’d the Enemy fromany part,they fhould incontinently found the 
alarum, and give notice unto the people to arm themfelves, and prepare for the fight,for 
fear they (hould be furprized,and found unprovided. He himfelf alfo walked the round, 
about the City by night, with an indefatigable courage, and without either eating or The walls of 


M fleeping, but only for neceffity fake; and this labourendured he for the {pace of two J¢ru/alem | 


years, and three months: for the Wall of Jerp/alew was built again in that time, in the 
28 year of the Reign of Xerxes,and in the ninthmoath. After the City was fortified, 

Nehemigs and the people offered Sacrifices unto God, and fpent eight dayes in feafting. _ . 
When the rumor was fpread abroad that this. building was finifhed, the Inhabitants of oe au 
syria were fore difpleated. But Nebemias perceiving that the City was weakly manned, °?"*"* 
befought the Priefts and Leyites to forfake their dwellings without the City, and to 

come and dwell within, and to that intent he buile chem houfes upon his own charge. He 
ordained Jikewife, that they that intended their Husbandry, (hould bring the Tenths of 

their fruits unto Jerx/elem,to the intent that the Priefts and Levites by enjoying their con- 

tinual maintenance, might omit no time in the ferviceof God: wherein he was readily 1 Eféras to. 
obey’d. By thisaieans, the City of Ferufalene was very well peopled. After thar Ne-~ The deach of 
hemes had honourably accomplith’d divers other worthy actions deferving praife,he died “**™##* 
in a good old age, He wasa man fo good, fo juft and highly affectionate towards his 
Countrey : and one to whom they are fo much obliged for the benefies which they have 

receiv'd, that his memory will remain for ever among the Jews. 
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Artaxerxes ficceeds his father Xerxes in the Kingdou of Perfia,he repudiates Queen Valhti 
his Wife, and efpoufeth Efther the Neece of Mardocheus, A waz perfuades Artaxerxes 
to banifh all the Jews, and to apprehend Mardocheus; but he i banged, and 
~ Mardocheus effablifhed in bis place, 


Frer the death of Xerxes,the Kingdom fell to Cyrws his fon, who by the Grecians was 
call’d Artaxerxes. Under his government all the race of the Jews, both Men, 
Women and Children, were in danger to be utterly exterminated: the caufe whereof, I p 
will hereafter declare. But firft of all I muftf{peak fomewhat of theKing, and declare 
how it came to pafs, that he married an Hebrew Woman of the Blood Royal, by whofe 
means (asit is {aid ) our Nation was preferv’d, After that Artaxerxes had taken the 
Kingdom upon him, and eftablifh’d Governors over 127 Provinces, from Ivdia as far as 
Athiopia: inthe third year of his Reign, he entertain'd and teafted all his Friends with 
great magnificence, the Nations of Perfia likewife with their Governors for 180 days. 
He feafted after this, for the {pace of feven days, the Ambaffadors of all Nationsin the 
City of Sufa, after thismanner, There were feveral Pavilibns ereGted, whofe pillars 
were of gold and filver, cover’d with linnen and fcarlet vails, which were of that ex- 
tent, that divers thoufands of Men might take their refection therein, Al! the enter- @ 
tainment was ferv'd up in veffels of gold, enriched with precious {tones, very glorious 
tobehold. The King likewife commanded hisfervants (that attended the feaft ) thac 
they fhould enforce ‘no man to drink, by filling continually, according to the manner: of 
the Perfians, but to permit every one of the guefts to drink according to his difcretion. 
He fent alfo throughout all the Countrey, commanding a ceffation from all labour , and 
that every one fhould make Holy-day for many days, and think of nothing but rejoy- 
cing, and wifhing him an happy Reiga, The Queen Vafhti alfo made a banquet unto her 
women inthe Royal Palace, Now whereas the King was defirous to fhew, that fhe fyr- 
paffed all other women in beauty, he fent unto her, commanding her to cometothe ban- 
quet in more Royal manner than the reft of her Attendants : but fhe, toocurioufly tied py 
to the obfervation of the law of the Perfians, ( which forbiddeth women tobe feen by 
ftrangers )went not unto the King 3 and notwithftanding he fent his Eunuchs divers times 
unto her, yet perfifted fhe in her refufal tocomeunto him. Whereupon the King ( mo-~ 
ved with difpleafure_) gave over his banquet, and arifing, he call’d unto him his feven 
Counfeliers,to whom (according to the cuftom of the Perfiaxs } it belong’d to ex- 
pound che Laws; and accus'd his wife, telling them how much he had been flighted by 
her, fince having fent for her divers times to accompany him at his banquet, fhe had re- 
fus’dtoobey him: he therefore commanded them to declare their opinion , what pu- 
nifiment appertain’d toher. One among{tthem, call’d Atuchews, antwer'd, That the in- 
jury was wot only offered unto hin, but to all the Perfians,who fhould likewife be all in danger of & 
being after that manner defpifed by their wives , for that no one of them would acknowledge 
duty towards their husbands, taking their example from the Queens difobedience , which fhe 
fhewed towards bim, who was the Governor over all, Whereupon be concluded, That fhe that 
had thus difhonoured him, foould be feverely punifhed: which done, he thought fit that this or- 
dinance of the Kings, might be publifbed thorow all Nations, that Queen Valhti fhould.be fepa- 
rated from his bed,and another woxean chofen inher place. This determination, confirmed 
by the confent of the reft of the Afagi, very much afflicted the King, becaufe on the one 
fide he was unwilling to act contrary to the Laws of his Countrey,and onthe other, he 
knew not howto put away his Queen, for whom he had fo gteat apaffion, by reafon of 
her beauty. Which when his Friends perceiv’d, they counfel’d him to forget the memo- F 
ry and love of a woman {o unprofitable, and to fend and feek out rhorow all his Coua- 
tries for the faireft womanamongft them, whom he might choofe and take to wife, that 
by thefociety of another woman, the great affection which he bare unto Vafhtz,might be 
extinguifh'd. The King approving of this counfel,fenc out certain Meffengers and De- 
puties, commanding them to bring unto him the faireft Virgins that were to be found 
in his Kingdom: when therefore they had affembled a great number of them,they found 
in Babylon a young Orphan, ( without either father or mother) who was brought up 
under her Uncle (whofe name was Mardochews |) of the Tribe of Benjamin, and one of 
the greateft men amongthefews, The beauty and modefty of this Virgin were fo ex- 


traordinary, that fhe rais‘d the admiration of all that beheld her. She therefore was de- G | 


liver'd in charge unto one of the Eunuchs, who carefully attended her withall diligence, 


furnishing her with odors and precious perfumes, according to the cuftom of noble 
women 5 
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K_ led, he ftretched forth the fame, and touch’d him therewith: who being thus touch’d

This Edidt being {pread thorow all places of the Countrey, and publith'd in every 8 

City, all men prepar’d themfelves again{t the prefixed day, utter! y to exterminate the 

Jews, and no lefs diligence was there ufed in Sufathe Metropolitan City. Mean-while, 

the King and Hazan fealted, and made good cheer, whil’{t the City hung in fufpence, be- 

ing troubled with the expedation of the event of that which fhould follow, But Aéar- 

dochews having intelligence hereof, rent his garments, put on fackcloth, and cat afhes on 

his head, walking thorow the City,and crying, That their Nation had not committed any 

The lamenia- Crime deferving death: and ufing thefe, or fuch .like {peeches, he came unto the Kings 
tion of ae Palace,and ftood before the gate, becaufe it was unlawful for him to enter thereinto in 
fonivretchis that habit : The like alfo did the Jews that were in the Cities where thofe Edits had

been publifh’d againft them, weeping and lamenting their miferies, But when the News 
i **% hereof was brought unto the Queen, that Mardochews {tood be(*re the Palace-gate in a 


deplorable condition, fhe was much troubled, and fent certain of her fervants unto him, 
to command himto change his attire, but they could not perfuade him to put off his fack- 
cloth, for the caufe of his forrow {till remaining, he could not think of laying afide 
the marks of it. She therefore called wato her her Eunuch Acrathews, and fent him une 
to Adardochews, to know what accident had befaln him, that made him put on his mourn- 
ing habit, and to affli& himfelf after that manner, and not at her intreaty to lay afide 
thofe marks of his forrow: Hereupon Aardocheus told the Eunuch of the Edié 
made againft theFews, and fent by theKing unto all his Provinces 3 the offer of the 
money that Haveaz lilcewife had tender'd to the King, whereby he had bought the utter 
ruine of his Nation at the Kingshands; moreover,he gave him the Copy of that which 
had been proclaim'd in Sufaz, tobedeliver'd unto Ether : whom he intreated to befeech 
the King, and to efteem it no difhonour to become a Suppliant, to fave her Nation, and 
to preferve the Jews from that death whereunto at that time they were expos‘: fince 
Haman, the next in honour to the King, had accufed the Jews, and incens’d his Majefty 
againftthem. Whea Effser underttoed this, the fent again unto Alardochews, giving him 
to underftand, That foe was not called for by the King 5 auc that vhofoever entered unto hin, 
and was not called, foould die, except the King would fecure hin, by firetching out his golden 
Scepter; for he, unto whom the King was pleaféd to grant that favor, although he were not cal- 
led unto bin, yet fuffered he not death, but obtained pardox. When thefe things were re- 
ported by the Eunuch from E/fher unto Adardochews, he commanded him to tell her, That 
She ought not fo uuch to tender the particular refped of her life, as the lives of ber whole Na- 
tion 5 affuring ber, that if at that prefent fhe had not care of thea, their fuccor fhonld onely 
proceed from God by fome other means than this: but foe and her fathers boufe foould be dea

N Aardochews thereon: which they diligently perform’d, But.God, who knew what er. 7453 
would come to pafs, mocked at Hamans curfed hope 3 for the very fame night he depri- 
ved the King of {leep,who being not willing to fpend the time idlely whil’ft he was awake, 
but to employ it in fomething that might be profitable for his Kingdom, he commanded 
his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles of the Kings his Predeceffors, and of thofe 
things that were done by him(elf, and to read them tohim, Whentherefore they were 
brought and read, he found that a certain man whofe name was there fec down, hadre- __- 
ceived a great poffeffion for reward of his virtue. He read likewife of another, that ie oe able 
had obtained a recompence for his fidelity, and the like cill at aft he came to the place ae ina 
where the Eunuchs Eagothens and Theodestes, were noted down for a fecret confpitacy F/h6.1,2.

Whereupon the King one 
d him to give over, and inquired of thofeto whom that office appertain d,what hour o 
the night it was: and knowing that the morning was already difcover'd he commanded 
thar fome one fhould certifie him, which of his friends attended before the Palace. At 
thistime it hapned that Haman was found there, who came thither fooner than he was 
accuftomed, with an intent to befeech the King,that he might put Mardochews to death. 
When the officers had brought the King word that Haan was before the Palace,they 
were commanded prefently to call himin. As foon ashe came into the Kings prefence,he 
faid unto him, Sizce Lam affured that no man bath fo great an affetion for me as thou a t 
prithee give me thy counfel, how I neay condignly honour bin, as becometh my felf, whon A oB 
moft affectionately love ¢ Havean thinking the advice he fhould give, fhould be given ee 
himfelf, (becaufe he fuppofed that he only was beloved by the King more than a 
others) counfelled him that which in his opinion was the beft, after this manner: If 
your Majefty (hall think fit to exprefs the favors towards the man for whom: youpretend an exe 
traordinary kinduefs, caufe bins to be mounted upon a brave Horfe, and let hia be apparelled in 
a Royal habit, and put achain of gold about bis neck, and let fome one of thy chiefeft friends 
march before biz, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus i the man honoured, whom the 
King loveth, The King with great {atisfattion received thiscounfel which Haman thought 
he had given in favor of himfelf, and turning towards him, {pake thus unto him : Take 
one of may Horfes,a garment of purple, and achainof gold, and feck ont the Few Mardocheus, C 
and give them unto hin, and march thow before him, making proclamation after that is 
which you lately propofed: For (faidhe ) thou art wy neareft friend, and it is very fit ; at 
the execution of this thing be conzmitted to thy truft, which thou haft fo faithfully coun felled. 
And this coumand Ito be done, becanfe Mardocheus bath been the preferver of my life. Ha- 
man, upon the hearing of thefe words, beyond all expectation, was no lefs amazed, than 
if he had been Thunder-ftruck 5 but finding a neceflity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that was fo pofitive and exprefs, he went out, having with him the horfe,the purple 
habit, and the chain of gold, and meeting with Mardochéws before the Palace, who was 
cloathed in fackcloth, he appointed him to lay his mourning habit afide, and to cloath 
himfelf in purple. But he ( who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and p 
fuppofing that he mock’dhim) faid, 0 thou moft wicked amongit wei, doeft thou ths mock, 
at cur afflstions? Notwith{tanding being afterwards inform’d, that the King had beftow- 
ed this honour on him, for faving his life,and difcovering the treachery of thofe Eunuchs 
that would have flain him, he put onthe purple robe that the King wore ordinarily, and 
put the chain about his neck, and afterwards mounting on his Horfe,he went round about | 
the City , Hamin walking before him, and crying, hus fhall it be done to the man whom 
the King fball think fit to hexour, Now after they had ‘gone round theCicy, atardocheus 
gave his attendance on the King, but Hasan came not intothe prefence,fomuch was he 
aftiamed at thar which had hapned : but going home, he told his wife and friends,with 
tears, all that which had hapneds who told him, That it was no ways, affible for him tore. 
vinge himfelf as yet on Mardocheus, becanle God did viftbly afford kim bis sions.

M A Bout this time, Philip King of Adécedon died in the City of £gea,being traiceroufly 


flain by Paxfexias the fon of Ceraftes.of the race of Oreftes, and his { on Alexander oe ‘ 
facceeded him in’ the kingdom 3 who paffing over the Hele/pont, gave battel unto the, Philte his 
huge Army of Dariss near the River Granic, and there obtained a famous victory. And father King of 
hereupon alfo invading the Countrey of Lydia, (after he had conguered Jonia, and 4aeden. 
over-run Cariz) he fell upon the quarters of Pamphilia, as is declared in another place, 
But the Elders of Ferufalent were much difpleafed, that Faddws's brother,who was at that 
time High: Prieft, and had married a foreign Woman, fhould be companion and affociate 
with him in the Priefthood, fo as they mutined againfthim. For they fuppofed that that

At the fametime Darivs underftanding that Alexander having paffed the Hellefponthad 
overcome thofe Governors, whomhe had placed near unto the River Granicus, and that 
Hedi (Ruf he paffed further, {poiling his Countrey 5 he gathered together his Horfemen and Foot- 
ce men, refolving to make head againft the Atscedonians, before they thould gain all A/a : he 
therefore pafled Euphrates, and Mount Taurus in Cilicia, to encounter his enemies. Saza- 
ballath joyful at Darius's approach, incontinently told Manaffes,that he would fulfill his 
promife, as {oon as Darius (hould return from the conqueft of his enemies. For not on- 
ly he, but alfo allthe Afans perfuaded themfelves moft affuredly, that the Aacedonians 
Mexinder’s Would not abidethe bactel againft the Perfians, by reafon of their great multitude 5 but 
vidory agzint jr fell out altogether contrary to their expectation. For the Perfian encountering with 
De the Afacedonians, was overcome; and after he had loft the greater part of his Ary, and 
lefc his Mother, Wife and Children Prifoners, he himfelf fled into Perfiz. Alexander ar- 
riving in Syria,{eized on Damafius,took Sidon,and befieged Tyre: aod by his letters fend- 
ing unto Jaddus the High-Priclt of the Jews, he required him to fend him fome fupplies, 


and tofell his Army victuals for their money 5 afluring him, That if he defired the friend- 


hip of the Macedonians, he would give hime that tribute which he paid to Darius.and he foould 
oe caufeto repent of the choice which he foould make. The High- Prielt anfwered Alex- 
anders Meflenger, That he had {worn unto Darius zever to bear Arms against him, during bis 
life-time , against which oath of bis, he could not at, Which when Alexander heard, he 
was difpleafed,but refolved notwithftanding to continue che fiege at Tyre,until fach time 
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ughter and him, were continued. WHefurthermore aflured A

as it fhould be taken; yet threatned he, that as foon as he had taken it, he would lead D 


forth his Army againft the High-Prieft,to the end that all Men might know to whom they 
oughttokeep their faith, For which cau(e, fparing no labour, he overcame Tyre 3 and 
after he had given order for the fettlement thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with 
Bahemefes the Captain of the Garifon that held it, Rut Sanaballath finding a fit oppor- 
tunity to make himfelf great, forfook Darius,and followed Alexander, leading with him 
eight thoufand of hisSebjects: and coming to himat the beginning of the fiege of Tyre, 
he offered to furrender to him all thofe places wherein he commanded, acknowledging 
him for his Lord morewillingly than he had Darias Alexander received him gracioufly : 
whereupon, Sazabailath informed him of his condition, and Jet him underftand,that A/a- 


naffes ( who was brother to Faddus the High-Prieft of the Jews.) was his Son-in-law, E 


who with diversof the (ame Nation, were defirous to build them a Temple inthe Coun- 


triesunder his dominion, affuring theKing of much profit thereby, becaufe in fo doing, 


the force of the Jews would be dif membred into two parts, and they could not confpire 
together to make any new Waa or trouble, as in times paft they had done during 
ment of the Kings of Aria. 
Whew Sanabatlath had a eon Alescander to build his Temple,with thegreateft 
fpeed he might he finifhed the fame, and made Afazaffes the High-Prieft thereof, fuppo- 
Maraffes e- fing that it was the greateft advantage that might happen to his daughters children, 
Hite his de- ¢ ven months after the furrender of Tyre, and two after the taking of Gaze, Sanaballath 
died, Alexander alfo razed Gaza, and prepared himfelf to come fuddenly upon Ferufe- 
lem. Which when the High-Prieft Faddas underftood,he was much grieved,and afraid, 
not knowing how to gain the favour of the Macedonians: and onthe other fide, know- 
ing that the King was difpleafed with him, (becaufe heretofore he had difobeyed him:) 
He commanded the people to make their prayers unto God, and he in his own perfon 
ofered facrifice; befeeching God that it would pleafe him to be a fhield of defence

Parmenio only drew near unto him, and ask’d him, what he meant, to adore the Prieft of the

When hehad thus anfwer’d Parmenio, he gave the High-Prieft his hand, and went with Arexsndei's 
him into the City, being condudted by the Priefts: after this, when he came into the /«tilice in the 
Temple, he offered facrifice, according to the High- Priefts direction,whom he honoured aon anne 
likewife with very great reverence. And when Jaddys thewed him the Prophecy of of hisconqueft 
Daziel, wherein he declared that acertain man of the Nation of the Greeks, fhould de- vege “hia 
ftroy the Empire of the Perfiavs,and that in his opinion he was the man 5 d/exander was Eres to the 
very joyful, and difmiffed the multitude that attended him, for that time. The next day #¢#*- 


. affembling the Jems, he commanded them to let him know, what favors they defired at his 


hands. Whereupon the High-Prieft anfwer'’d, That he defired that they might be permitted 
to live according to the Laws and Cuftoms of their Foref athers,and that every feventh ycar they 


M wight be exempted from tributes, Which was granted themfully, They befought him 


likewife, That by bis permiffion, the Jews that were in the Countries of Babylon and Media, 
aight live according to their laws, Andhe promis’dthem willingly to do all that which 
they defired, He made Proclamation alfo among the People, That if any one of them would 
bear Arms under him, (and live according to the cuftow of their Nation) he wasready to re- 
cerve thew : whereupon divers lifted themfelves under him inthe Wars, 

After that Alexander had thus behaved himlelf at Jeru{alem, he marched with his Army 
again{t the neighbouring Cities ; and wherefoever he went, he was received with great 
affection, But the Sazaritens, whofe Metropolitan City at that time was Sichem ({citu- 
ate near unto the Mountain of Garizim, in which there dwelt divers Fews alfo,that were 


N revolted from their Nation) feeing how favourably Alexander had received thofe of 


Jerufaleve, they refolved to profefs themfelvesto be Jews. For fuch is the nature of the

Garizim, remained entire, And if any one were accufed in Jernfalem for eating unlaw- 
ful meats, or for breaking the Sabbath, or for any fuch like faule, he fled unto the siche- 
mites, {aying, That he was accufed unjuftly, Inthattime deceafed the High-Priett Faddus: 
and Onias, his fon, fucceeded him. This was the {tate of the Inhabitants of Jerufalem at 
that time.

For the brotheis of Hircanas had written unto them to 

murther him. —Ptolomey was much pleafed with the great magnificence of this young 


E tnan, and bid himask whatfoever he pleafed athis hands. But he required no other 


thing but that it would pleafethe King to recommend him, by his letters, to his facher 

and brethren. Whentherefore the King had particularly honored him, and had given 

him many rewards, he wrote unto his Father and biethreri, and all his Governouts, We avai 
and Commiffaries, and in that manner fent him away. Hisbrothers hearing how he Hircanus broz 
had in all things highly pleafed the King, and that he returned with great glory, they eeelne 
went out to meet him, with an intent to murther him, with their fathers knowledg, For way, are thin 
he being difpleafed with him, by reafon of bis above mentioned large expence, took and difcom- 
no care to fecure him: yet concealed he his difcontent for fear of the King. But when 

his brotherscame and encountered him on the way he flew divers of thofe that ac- 
compained them, and two of his brethren alfo were left {lain upon the place, and the 

reft fled unto Jerusalem unto their Father, And when wponhis comming unto Ferufa- 

lem, he perceived that no ‘man welcomed him, he was afraid, and departed prefently 

from thence to the other fide of Fordan,where he paft his life in receiving and gathering sofephs death:

He commanded in this Countrey feven years, all that time that Se/eacus reigned 
in Syria, After whofe death, his brother Aztiochus, firoamed Epipbazes, obtained the 
Kingdom, Ptolomey alfo King of Egypt ( who was likewife called Epipbanes ) died and 
left two children very young behind him,of whom the eldeft was called Philow ser, and 


the younger Phifcon, But when Hircanus perceived that datiockus grew very powerful a, 


he feared to be punifhed by him for his incurfions made upon the Arabiazs whereupon 
he flew himfelf with his own hands; and Aztiochus enjoyed all his goods.

I place. This Jefus, ( oxias brother :) was deprived of the Priefthood, through the Kings 0% firnam'd 
difpleafure conceived againfthim, who gave itfhortly after to his younger brother cal- ied rf 
led Oxias: For Siaoz had three fois, who, as-we have declared sfucceffively poffeffed the place . 
Priefthood : this Fefas caufed himfelf to bé called ‘Jafon, ashis other brother caufed him- of, V3 
felf to be called Afexelaws, whereas his name was ovis, But Jefus, who had firkt of all cat 
been eftablithed in the place of the High-Prieft,arofe againtt Menelaws, who was elected APo%ss. 
into the place after him. So that the People were divided into Factions, and Tobias femif Re 
fons were on Menelaws fide; but the greater number of the People followed Fafon : fo ligion, 
that Menclaws, and the fons of Tobiws, being much troubled by them,retired to Antiochus 
telling him chat they intended to forfake the Religion and Ordinances of their fathers, 


K and to follow that of the King, and to live after the manner of the Greeks 5 exhorting 


him to give them licence to erect a place of Exercifes in ferufalewe, Which jo- 
chus had granted them, they fo behaved themfelves, hee appeared no iy ae 
Circumcifion inthem : fo that at fuch time as they were naked, there. was no diffe ence 
between them and the Greeks 5 and negletting ail the ordinances and cuftoms of their 
own Countrey, they conformed themfelves to the behaviour and manners of other Na- 
tions. Antiochus having all things in his kingdom according to his hearts defire refolyed 
to make War upon Egypt: he contemned Ptolomy’s fon age ( who were not as yet capa- 
-ble to manage their affairs. ) Arriving there near to Pelufiume with a great power,he cir- 
cumvented by a ftratagem, the young Ptolomy Philomctor, and fubdued Egypt: for after 


L he had befieged Avemphis, and taken it, he came to Alexandria, withan intent to befiege Antiochus et 


the City, and to lay hold of the King, whowas therein. But he was driven, not only forced to de- 
from Alexandria, but alfo out of all Egypt, by the f{ammons that were fent him by the fyypn. ra 
Romans, who commanded himto deparc, and withdraw his Army out of that Countrey The Hifory of 
as we have heretofore declared in another place. Now willI more largely and particu. 27°™,.

A Feer that King Antiochus was returned out of Egypt, and for the fear of the Ro- 


N the Reign of selewcus. When he faw himfelf Lord and Mater of Ferufalene, he fleyy tt Temple, 


divers of the contrary Factions and after he had gather'd together many greatand ri 

{poils, he return‘d back to Antioch. Two years er in the i year oF the Reign en 
that Family, onthe 25 day of that month which we call Chaflew, and the Macedons Apel. 
leus,the Romans December: in the 153 Olympiade, he returned again to Jerufalen 5 at 
which time, he {pared not them who gave him peaceable entrance, and opened the 
Gates. But his infatiable avarice tranfported him fo far, that he feared not to violate 
the Temple, and to fpoil it of all thofe riches which heknew to be there laid up; being 
no lefs infolent towards his friend, than to the offender, hefpared neither, For having 
feen what quantity of Gold was:in the Temple, and how great a number of Prefents 


O and precious Ornaments were there laid up, he was fo covetous, that he brake and viola» 


ted all covenants and conditions. After therefore he had (poiled the Temple, and cat- 


tied away the veflels dedicated unto God, the golden Candleftick, the golden Altar-, the 
Ee Table 
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7~A_7™ Table of the Shew-bread, the Cenfers, and pulled down the Curtains madeof fine linen A 
ec and fcarlet. After he had emptied the treafures that were hidden, and left nothing be- 
before Chrift’s hind him of any value, to compleat the miferies of the Jews, he forbade them to offer 
Rees their ufual and daily facrifice unto God, according to the order of the Law: and after he 
GA had {poiled the whole City, he flewa great part of the Inhabitants, and carried away 
the reft of theminto captivity, with their wives and children, to the number of 10000. 
Furthermore, he burnt the faireft buildings of the City, and razed the walls, and raifed 
a Fortrefsin thelowerCity. For the Temple was as it were a high Cittadel, command- 
ing thereft. For thiscaufe, having inclofed it with high walls and towers, he placed a 
Garifon of Macedonians therein, with whom remained the rabble and {cum of the wick- 
ed Apoftate Jews, who were given over to all impieties, and who alfo affliated their Fel- B 
low-Citizens with many injuries, The King alfo commanded that an Altar fhould be 
‘Antiochus ab- erected in the Temple, on which he caufed Swine to be flaughtered , offering Sacrifice 
rogating Gods contrary tothe Religion and Ordinances of the Jews, He conftrained them likewife to 
Tom rise forfake the worfhip of the true God, and to adore thofe Idols whom he reverenced for 
yran oyu as : : : 
ny enforceh_ gods, building in every City and Borough both Temples and Altars, on which he ordina- 
ale ent to stily caufed Swine tobe offered. He forbadethem likewife to circumcife their children, 
fonifech’ the threatning to punifh him whofoever he were that was found to do the contrary.Moreover 
‘Temple he chofe certain overfeers that fhould compel them to obferve his commands, fo thata 
= - & = “great number of Jews, {ome of their own accord, others for fear of punifbment,confor- 
uw” med to the Kings commands, But thofe men who were of upright hearts, and valiant C 
minds, little regarded thefe menaces : For haviag more re{ped totheir laws and cuftoms, 
than to the torments wherewith they were threatned, if they obferved not the Edi& 5 
they were beaten, and expofed to moft cruel punifhments, for many dayes, amid{t which 
many times they yielded up the ghoft, For after they were whipt, and maim’d in their 
bodies, they were crucifi'd and tortur'd alive: they ftrangled the Women alfo with . 
their circumcifed children, whom, according to the Kings command, they hung about 
the necks of their Parents, who were crucified: And if in any place they found any 
part of the facred Scripture, they defac'd and burnt it; and they with whom it was 
found, were put to a moft cruel death, 
The Devil The Samaritans {eeing this afflidion of the Jews, pretended no further alliance to D 
Se them, and called their Temple of Garaziz: no more the Temple of God, but (as we 
The variable have heretofore declared ) they (hewed their own corrupt and unconftant natures, and 
‘wits of che derived their defcent fromthe Afedes and Perfans, as in effect they were; wherefore they 


eee nee fent Ambaffadors to Antiochas, with Letters to this effect :

Our Anceftors enforced by the continual Peftilence that reigned in their Countrey, and indus 
ced by a certain ancient Superftition, have been accuftomed to obferve that day as a Sefiival ‘i 
which the Jews call their Sabbath, and having built on the Mount of Garazim a Temple, and E 
dedicated it unto 4 God who bath xo name,they have offeredup in the fame divers folewn Sacri- 
fices, But {ince that you have inflitted punifbment on the Jews, according as their wickednefs 
deferveth, the Commiffaries of the King, fuppofing that we were tied to their cuftoms, (by reafon 
of fome Alliance between us ) join us with them, and charge us with the fame Accufations s 

whereas we are bor Sidonians,a eppeareth by our publick Records.We therefore befeech you,who 
are our Benefattor and Saviour to command your Goverzor Apollonius,and your Steward Nica- 
hor, sot to moleft us auy nore, by charging us with thofe Accnfations which are pecaliar to the 
Jews: whoneisher are tied tous by Alliance,zor agree withus in oe) but that.our Temple, 

_ which hash not hitherto bor the xame or title of any god, may wow be called she Temple of Ju- 
piter.of Grece: by which means, we fhall be deliver'd from all trouble 3 and being at liberty to ¥ 
attend our Affairs,we may the eafier and more willingly pay you the greater Tributes. To this re- 

queft of the Sazsaritansthe King anfwer'd, fending them their own Letter : 


King Antiochus to Nicasor, Health. 


The Sidonians of Sichem have fent us this vequeft,to which me annex unto theft our Letter si 
Since they, who were fent auto us to.this intent, have fufficiently made appear both to us and our 
Conacil,that they are ubterly firangers unto thofe Crimes wherewith the Jews ere charged, and 
are-deftrousto live according to the Laws of the Grecians, we abfolve them in as much as con- 
cerusth this Cauje, and their Temple, which hereafter foall be called by the name of Jupiter of G 
Grece: We have writen to the like effed alfo to Apollonius their Governor. Given the 46th 
year, and the eleventh of the month Hecatosbeoz, which fignifieth Angy/t.

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Matthias and his fons fiay thofe that were fent by King Antiochus to compel thers to offer Word, 3759. 
abominable Sacrifices, and after betake themfelves to the Defart, They are followed by ae cos 
many others,of whom a great number are ftifled in their Caves, becanfe they would 165. ° 
not defend themfelves on the Sabbath-day. Matthias abolifbeth that 
Superflition, and exhorts his fous to affert their privledges, 


and deliver their Conntrey from bondage. 


was Matthias who was the fon of fobz,who was the fon of simoz,the fon of Afmo- 
néus a Prielt,of the rank of Foarib,born in Ferufalene. This Atatthias had 5 fons, Fobz 
call’d Gaddis, Sivton call'd Atatthes, Judas call'd Atachabews, Eleazar named Auran, Jonathan 
called Aphws, This Afatthias oftentimes complain’d unco his fons,of the deplorable con- 
dition to which their Nation was reduc’d, of the ruine of their City, the defolation of 
their Temple, and the miferies of the People, telling them, TAzt #t were better for them to 
die ix the defence of the Laws and Religion of their Forefathers,than to live difkonourably anidft ba oy oe 
fo many calamities, When therefore the Commiffaries, deputed by theKing, came unto fia and his 
Modix, to conftrain the Jews to perform that which was enjoin’d them, and to command font, 
them to facrifice, according to the ordinance 3 requiring Atatthias (who furpaffed the 
reft in honour, and other qualities, but efpecially in excellency of defcent and nobility ) 
K to begin firft of all to offer facrifice, to the end that the reft might follow him,and be in- 
duc’d by hisexample 5 affuring him, That the King would teftifie his being well-pleafed with 
his compliance, bythe rewards which he would fuddenly fend him. Matthias anwer'd, That he 
would by no means commit that Idolatry, afluring them, That although all other Nations ofthe 
World, either for love, or fear of punifbment, foould obcy the Edics of Antiochus 5 yet that nei 
ther he, nor any of bis children, would be induc'd to forfake their fathers Religion. As foon 
as he had return’d thisanfwer, he held his peace, and a certain Jew ftepped forth to offer 
facrifice according to Autiochws ordinances wherewith Matthias was {o much difpléas’d, : 
that both he and bis fons fell upon him,and with their {words hew'd him in pieces, He flew fa ae ; 
Apelles the Kings Caprain likewife, and the Soldiers which he brought with him,tocom- thizs, 
L pel the peopletocommit impiety. And not content herewith, he overthrew the Altar, 
crying out witha loud voice, If ( {aid he ) any one be affected to the Lams of his Fathers, 
and the fervice of God, let him follow mez And this{aid, he prefently retit’d into the De- agsrehias with 
fare with his fons, leaving the Borough utterly unpeopled. The reft, after his example, his fonsfliech 
retir'd alfo into the Defart, with their Wives and Children, and made their habitation im i? the fared 
Caves, The Kings Captains having intelligence hereof, gather’d thofe Forces that were 
at that time in the Citcadel of Ferufale, and purfued the Jews into the Defart. And ha- 2 
ving overtaken them, they labour'd firft of allto make them fubmit themfelves, and to 
make choice of that which was moft for their advantage, rather than to endanger them. . 
felves, and enforce them to chaftife their difobedience with blood, But the Jews nothing 
M mov'd herewith, refolv'd rather to die, than commit fuch an impiety: Whereupon they 
(who omitted no opportunity) affailed the Jews on a Sabbath-day, and burnt them with- 
in their Caves 5 who neither refifted their Enemies, nor fo much as clofed up the mouths 
of their Caves, forbearing to make any refiftance, by reafon of the day, refolving with 
themfelves, not to violate the Sabbath-day (for we are commanded to ceafe from all 
labour on that day. ) There were therefore about a thoufand ftifled in their Caves, with 7, Frias ate. 
their Wivesand Children. Yet notwithftanding divers e{caped,and joined themfelves with fhin on che 
Atatthias, whom they chofe for their Captain 3 who declared unto them, That they ought to Sth, 
Jight on the Sabbath-day : affuring them, That if they did not, but fernpuloufly obferved the ver makerh 
Law, they themfelves fhould be enemies unto themfelves, if perhaps the Encuy foduld affaél theme Matthias

The death of Matthias. Judas Machabeus one of bis fons, takes upon bir the management 


of the publick Affairs, He delivers his Conntrey, and purgeth it from the Abouri« Cc 
< nations which had been committed therein. 


Fter Matthias had thus {poken unto his fons,and.pray’d God to favor their enter pri- 

zes, and to reftore the People to their ancient policy,and their accuftomed manner 

of living, which they had ia’ former times obferv'd ; he dyed, and was buried in Modin. 

After the People had mourned for him for a certain time, and perform’d publickly fch 

honourat his funerals, as wasagreeable to his quality, hisfon Judas Aachabeus took upon 

him the management of the War, in the 146 year; and bythe affiftance of his brethren, 

and other Jews, he drave the Enemies out of theCountrey,and put thofe of his own Na- 
tion to death who had forfaken their Religion, and purged the Countrey ofall abomina- D 

tions which had been committed therein. 


CHAP. X, 


Apollonius General of Antioclius’s Army, cometh into Jewry, and is difcomfited and flain 
"and alfoSerron Goveraor of the lower Syria, 


Hedio & Ruf. T Hen Apollonius, who was Antiochus's General in Semaria,heard hereof,he gather’d 
Teas Markt VY _sihis Army together, and invaded Judea: againft whom Muchabens made head,and 


bcws overcom- 


eh cpolenits hofefword Machabens got as his partin the {poil. There were agreat number of them 


in battel, 


Seron, Gover- 


nor of Celo- 
Jiria, is pucto 
Hizhe in Fadea. 


alfo wounded,’ arid much booty was taken in the Enemies Camp: after which victory, 
enriched with fpoils, he retreated, But Seroz, Governor of Celofyria , hearing hereof, 
and underftanding that divers had joined themfelves with Judas,and that hehad already 
about him a fafficient power to keep the field, and give him battel; he thought that it 
concern’d him to begin to punifh thofe who obey’d not the Kings Edicts. Whereupon,af- 
ter he had affembled all the Forces that hé had,and befides them, hired certain Apoftates, 
or fugitive Jews, he marched forth again{t Judas, and came as far as Bethoron,a village in 
Jewry, where he encamped. - Fudas alfo came out to meet with him, refolving to give | 
him battel: and feeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, (both by ¢ 
reafon of their tnequality of number, as alfo becaufe they were faint by fafting a long 
time ) he encourag’d them, faying, That the means to obtaiz vidory, and to have the upper 
hand over their Enemies, oars wot in the greatnefs of their number, bitin their dependance 
wponGod: whereof they had a moft eminent example in their Forefathers, who had oftentimes 
defeated with a frrall number of men, divers thonfands of sbeir Enemies, becanfe they fought 
for the defence of their Laws, and for their Children: for the greateft power (aid he) thata 
man can have, is to be innocent, and without offence. By thefe wordsperfuaded he his Sol- 
diers, fo that withotit any fear of the multitude of their Enemies, they all together. ran 
upon Seron, and encotintring with hint, they difcomfited the Syrians, For their Chieftain 
being flain, all the reft betook themfelves to flight, in which thing only confifted the fafe- G 
ty of their lives, Judas therefore purfuing them as far as the Champain, flew about 800 


of them, Thereft faved themfelves in thofe quarters that bouaded upon ie aa ‘ 


overcame him in a battel, wherein there died many, and amongft the reft Apollonius , E 
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Judas Machabeus defeats a great Army which King Antiochus fént againft the Jews, Lyfias Na#¥#> 
the next year returns with a nuch greater power. Judas kills five thoufand of bis nen, CANS 
and caufeth him torctreat. He purifieth the T cmple, and fetteth it ix order, 
Other great Exploits perford'd by hine, 


CHAP XL 


Hen King Antiochus heard thefe things he was much difpleafed at that which had snsiochu’s 
V \, hapned : whereupon he muftered all his F orces,and hiring divers {trangers and preparaiion to 


J mercenary Iflanders, he prepar’d himfelf to invade Judea about the Spring-time, Bue *"** ##4e2.

after the mufter of his Army, when he found that his treafure failed him,and thac he was 
in great {carcityof money, ( for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becaufe the Na- 
tions were rebellious ) being likewife in his own nature a man of great and magnificent 
fpirit, which put him upon great expences, he refolved firlt of all to go into Perfia , to 
gather his Tributes. He therefore left the charge of his affairs with Lyftas, Ca man snpjochys 
very much efteemed by him, and one that govern’d all the Countrey from Euphrates, as commiting 
far as the borders of Egypt,and the lower Afia ) giving him likewife a part of his Army, en 
and fome of his Elephants. To him had the King given charge to fee his fon Antiochus fonto Lyfias’s 
carefully trained up, until bis return: commanding him exprefly, That when he had con- Sehr 
quered Judea, he Should make the Inhabitants thereof his Slaves, and fell thene to thofe that Peay eet 
would give woft, and deftroy Jerufalem, and utterly abolifh that race, The King having given 
this charge to Lyfas, led forth his Army towards the Countrey of Perfia, in the x47 year: 
And after he had pafled Exphrates, he marched onward toward the upper Provinces. 

Lyfias chofe Ptolomy the fon of Dorymenis, Nicanor and Gorgias, (men of great pow- 
er and authority amongft the Kingsfriends) and gave them 40000 Footmen, and 7000 
Horfemen, to invade Jewry, Who marching as far as the City of Ewaus, encamped in 
the Plain near unto it, and ftrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of syria, and 
the Countries thereabouts, and with divers Jews alfo. who were Apoftates. There came 
alfo certain Merchants with them, withan intent to buy thofe that fhouldbe taken Pri- 


L foners, bringing Gives with them, to manacle thofe that {hould be captivated, and money 


Mi 


to pay for them. . . 

_ When Judas had view'd the Camp, and numbred the Enamy, he encourag’d the Sol- 
diers,exhorting them to repofe their confidenceand hope of victory in God,willing them #4‘ & Ruf: 
to invocate and call upon him, according to their Law ; and that cloathing themfelves Eee: 
in fackcloth, they fhould humble themfelyes according to their accuftomed manner in giat, and Nis 
fuch extreme dangers, and call upon God with fupplications and prayers 3 and that info ee 
doing, God would have compaffion on them, and give them power to ftand againft their” 
Enemies, and put them to flight.. When therefore he had order'd his battel according to 
the cuftom of his Countrey, by thoufands and hundreds, and fent away thofe that were 
newly married, and (uch as had newly bought poffeffions, le(t the love of their Wives or 
Eftates fhould abate fomething of their courage, he ftood up in the midift of them, and 
exhorted his Soldiers to fight valiantly, in thefe, or fuch like words: - 

Aly Countreymen and Companions , never have we hitherto had any occafion more neceffary, 
wherein we ought to fhew. our courage, and contemn our dangers, than at this prefent, Forat 
this time, if you fight couragioufly, you may recover your liberty: which of it felf is fo accepta- Fudirs Ove 
blenuto youall, axd ought the rather to be defired, becanfe thereby zou will enjoy the free excer- Soldiers. 
cife of your Religion. As therefore you fhall behave your felves at this time, you xeay obtain the 
zitlory, and enjoy a happy life, ( which confifteth in living according to our Laws and ancient 
cuftoms ) but if you prove Cowards,you are to expecé nothing le{s than the extreameft infamy, 


. and the utter externtination of all your race, Think therefore with your felves, that if you fight 


vot, you uf die: and onthe other fide, affure jour felves, that in fighting for your liberty, for 
your Laws, and for piety, you fhall obtain immortal glory: prepare your felves therefore, that to 
morrow morning you way give your encuties battel, Thus {pake Fudas to his Army, to en- 
courage them. 

Whil'lt be was intent upon the battel, certain tydings was brought him, that Gorgias 7 
was {ent witht tooo Horfemen, and 3000 Footmen, to the end that under the condudt of ¢ *#+h-4 
{ome fugitives,he might by night,and when he leaft fufpected him, fet upon him: where- 
upon he refolved the very fame night to break into the Enemies Army, efpecially fince he 
knew thar their Forces were divided. Having therefore refreth’d both himfelf and his 


© Army, dnd left a number of fires in his Camp, he marchedall that night, aad fought out 


the Enemy, who was at Evaus. Gorgias perceiving that the Jems had forfaken their 
Camp, fuppos'd they were retir'd for fear into the Mountains to hide themfelves : {o- 
; Boe 3 that 
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~_A_~ thathe refolved to proceed, and fearch for them diligently. But early in the morning, A 
rhe years ste Judas, accompanied with 3000 Men, ( who were ill arm’d by reafon of their poverty ) 
before Carift's came up unto his Enemies, who were at Euaus 5 and after he had (een their warlike cif 
Nativity, — cipline, and mighty number, and how Soldier-like they were encamped, he exhorted his 
ot Au followers, talling them, That they ought to fight, although they were waked : for although they 
were in that condition, yct God (who took pleafurein the greatne/s of their courage ) had al- 
ready given them the vittory againft anumber of aruzed Soldiers, And forthwith he com- 
manded the Trumpets tofounds fothat rufhing inupon his Enemies on the fudden, the 
furprize and aftonifhment was{o great, that he flew divers of them who refilted,and put 
the reftto flight; he purfu’d them asfar as Gadara, and the Plains of Zdumea, of Azor, 
Fades over-| and of Jamuia, In this Encounter there dyed about 3000 of the Enemy, Norwithftand- B 
ce ; ing, Judas would not permit his Soldiers as yet totake the benefit of the fpoil, becanfe 
they wereto fight againft Gorgias and his Army, affuring them, That as foon as they fhould 
have defeated him, they might take their booty, without fear, becanfé they foouldhave no more 
Encmies to expec, ; ; : 

Whil ft he thus fpake unto his Soldiers, they that were with Gorgias, perceived from 
the top of an hill, that the Army that was left behind them, was put to flight, and that 
their Camp was on fire: for although they were far off, yet did the {moke affure them 
of it. Which when they underftood,and perceiv’d Judas and his fellowsin batrel aray, 
expecting their coming, they feared, and betook themfelves to flight, When as therefore 

ee eared Stal : difcomficed,wichout ftroke ftrucken,he we 
cth ahuge — ‘Fuclas perceived that Gorgias Troops were difcomfited,wichou A nt rn 
prey. out to gather the pillage; and after he had gotten together great ftore of gold, filver, 
icarlet, and purple, he returned to his quarters with joy, praifing God for their happy 
fuccefs: for this victory did not a little advantage them,towards the attainment of their 
Ljfizs once liberty, But Lyfias, to repair the difhonour which he had fuffer'd by this defeat, raifed 
more invadeth ¢he next year another Army of almoft 60000 chofen Men, and s000Horfemen, to in- 
fn toes of vade judea. Afterhe had thereforemade his entry by the Mountains, he encamped in 
hisSoldiers.  Bethfura,a village of Fudea. ees Sa 
‘Judas having notice thereof, came forth againft him, accompanied with 10000 Mens 
and difcovering the numberof his Enemies far to exceed his, ( after he had befoughe 
God by Prayer, That it would pleafe hive to affi/t bine in the battel)) he charged the Van- 
guard of the Enemy with fo great courage,that he difcomfited them,and {lew about 5000, 
leaving the reft in great feas. “Lyfias knowing therefolution of the Jews.and how they 
were refolved to dye, except they might enjoy their liberty; and fearing their defpera- 
tion, more than their force, he gather d together the reft of his Army, and returned 
The Temple back to Aztioch: where he fojourned, hiring many Foreign Soldiers, to make a greater 
of Fenufalem. Army toinvade Jewry. After that Autiochys'sCaptains had been difcomfited fo ‘many 
times, Judas aflembled the People together, and toldthem, That after they had obtained fo 
many victories through the mercy of God, it beboved then: to go up to Jerufalem, and to purifie 
the'Temple that was left defolate, and to offer thofe Sacrifices ordained by the Law. Whenhe 
came thither witha multitude of people, he found the Temple like a Defart, and the E 
Gates thereof burnt,and Grafs growing within it 5 fo great a defolation drew fighs from 
his heart, and he wept with allthofe that accompanied him: And having chofen out cer- 
tain of his beft Soldiers, he commanded them to affault the Garifon that were in the 
Fortrefs, whileshe himfelf purged the Temple. Which command of his being exactly 
and refolurely fulfilled, he fent for new Veflels, a Candieftick, a Table, an Altar of In- 
cenfe, all made of Gold. He put alfo veils or hangings tothe doors, accuftomed to be 
{pread abroad; and madeGates tothe Temple, And having thrown down the Altar of 
burnt-offerings, which had been prophaned by Aatiochus, he built a new one of all forts 
of ftones, neither hewen, nor hammered, according toart. The25 day of the month 
of Chaflen, ( with us September ) there were lights fet upon the Candletticks, and per- 
fumes laid upon the Altar, and loaves upon the Table, and facrifices offer’d upon the 
The Temple new Altar, All which-hapned the fame day three years, wherein the facred Religion 
iit eee Was changed into prophanefsand impiety. For the Temple was ruinated and left defo- 
nae lees late by Antiochus, and remained in that {tate for the {pace of three whole years. For this 
Dottie — detatarion hapned in the 145th year, and the 25th day of the month call’d Apelleus or 
Auguft,in the 153 Olympiad: and the Temple was purified the fame day, in the year 
148, and the 1 54. Olympiad. This defolation of the Temple hapned, according as Daniel 
had foretoid,four hundred and eight yearsbefore: for he declared that the Afacedonians

cover’d the cuftomsof their Countrey, and their ancient Religion : fo thata Decree was #0 1d, 3¥01, 
made for thofe that fhould come after, whereby it was commanded, That for the Space of op es 
eight dayes the rebuilding of the Temple foould be folemnized, with the ceremonies and ancient ; oi hae 
ordivances : And ever fince that time, until this day, we celebrate this feaft, called the ~Y™. 
Feaft of Lights, for this reafon, in my opinion, becaufe this (0 great felicity began to thine 

unto us asa light, contrary to all hope. He inclofed the City likewife with a wall and 

built high Towers thereon, in which he placed Garifons again{t the incurfions of the cne- 

mies. He fortified the City of Bethfira alfo, that ic might ferve as a Fort againft che 

enemy: 

Whil'ft thefe things paffed thus, the Nations round about difpleafed with the re-eftae Hetivep Ruf. 
blifhment and power of the Jews, flew divers of them,whom they furprized by ambuthes Jae. 13. 
and treachery. On thofe Judas made continual War, to hinder their incurfions, and to Judes soketh 
make them partakers of thofe evils they had inflided upon the Fems. Sothat invading Continual War 


Acrabathan,he flew the Iduweans that were defcended from Efan, and brought away a “ith th: 

: ‘ i : : neighbouring 
great prey out of their Countrey, and fhut up the fons of Baaz their Prince, who lay in Nations., 
wait for the Jews 5 and having befieg’d them, he overcame them, fetting fire on their 
Towers, and killing ald the men that were therein. After this, he departed from thence, 
and made War upon the Ammonites, who had a great and mighty Army, under the con. 


duct of Timothews: Thefehe encounter’d and overcame, and took their City of Fazor, . 


K and burnt it, and led away their wives and children into captivity, and afterwards retur- 


ned into Judea. The neighbouring Nations hearing of this, affembled themfelves to- 

gether in Galaad againft the Jews, who inhabited the frontiers of Galaad 5 who having 

retired tothe Fort of Dathema,fent Letters unto Judas,to let him know, That Timotheus 

intended to furprize the place whereanto they were retreated,and requefted hint to deliver them 

from this danger. And whil't he was reading of thefe Letters,certain meflengers came 

unto him out of Galilee, to inform him, that they Were affaulted by the Inhabitants of dea Cae: 
Pholemais, Tyre, Sidon, and other People thereabouts. eee

The Exploits of Simon the brother of Judas Machabeus in Gatilee. Judas, accon- 
panied with Jonathan his brother, obtaineth a victory over the Am 
Monites, sSowe other performances of Judas. 


Udas, that he might fend relief to thefe two parties that were affaulted both at the 
J {ame time, commanded his brother Simon to take 3000 chofen men with him,and to 
go and fuccour thofe Jems that were affailed in Galilee: and himfelf, accompanied with 
Jonathan his other brother, and 8000 fighting men, repaired unto the Countrey of Ga- 
laad, leaving the government of the reft of the Forces in the hands of Jofeph the fon of 


M Zachary, and Azaras, commanding them to have a careful and diligent eye to fudea.and 


not to engage with any one until his return. Sisson coming into Galilee, fought againtt his 

enemies, and difcomfited them ; and afterwards purfuing them that fled as far as the Sinia eee 
gates of Ptolemais, he flew about 3000: and after he had gather'd the fpoils of fuch ag cometh his 
were flain, he fet many Jews at liberty who were Prifoners 5 and having reftor’d them Tee ie 
to their goods, he retir'd back again tohis Countrey. Buc Judas Machabews,and Jonathan eh she Sews 
his brother, having paft Fordaz, and marched on the other fide thereof for the {pace of it were 
three dayes, came at length to the Nabatheans, who peaceably came out to meet them; Fidas ind Fo- 
by whom he underftood the ftate of thofe that were in Galaad, and how divers of them *ths2 faccor

Since you have obferved the friendfhip that you bear unto ws,and have not engaged your felves 
K with our enemies, notwithftanding their divers follicitations, we praife your fidelity, and pray 
you to perfevere in the fame eftate, affuring you, that youfhall receive the like favors from win 
all integrity. For I am content to remit the greater part of the tributes and taxes that you have 
ufually paid, either to the Kings my Predeceffors, or to me3 and from this time forward, 1 ac- 
quit you from thefe tributes you are to pay hereafter. And, moreover, I release you of the prize 
of falt, and of the gold which you were wont to give unte ws for our Crown. We likewife acquit 
you of the thirds of the fruit of your lands,andthe half of the fruit of your trees,wbich hereto- 
fore you have been accuftonted topay,that you may enjoy them peaceably from this time forward,

During the time that Iwas employed in your Wars, and by Gods favourable affiftance have .y 
done you many fervices, Ihave viftted Coelofyria and Phoenicia, and have beeen inthe City of 
Leontopolis ( which is in the Territories of Heliopolis: ) I have alfo vifited divers other 
places, wherein the Jews have built Temples, without obferving thofe Rales that are neceffary ap- 
on fitch an occafion, whichis the canfe that they agree not among themfelves : as alfo the like 
hath bapned among the Egyptians, through the multitude of Temples, and the great diverfty 
of Religions, Andhaving found out 2 very convenient place near aCafile called Bubaftis ix 
the Plaix,where there is fore of all forts of wsaterials for building, andCattel fet for facrifice 5 
I befeech you that it mag be lawful for me to purifie the Temple that is rninated in that place, 
and dedicated to no facred power: and that in fiead thereof to ére 2 Temple in honour of Al- 
mighty God, according to the form and dimenfiors of that Temple whichis at Jerufalem,where & 
we foal pray for the prefervation and profperity both of your Self, your Queen, aud Children. 
And this will certainly unite al the Jews within the Kingdom of Egypt, for they will all in 
this place affemble to celebrate thepraifes of God, according.as it hath been foretold by the Pro- 
phot (faias, There fhall be (faith he ) a Temple for our LordGod in Egypt: wany other 
things alfo hath be foretold touching this place. 


This is the fubftance of that which Oné#s wrote unto King Ptolomey. And by his an- 
{wer which he made hereunto, a man may eafily conjecture what piety was both in him, 
and Ckopatra his fifter, and wife, For they have returned the fin and tranfgreflion of 
the Law, which through this means fell upon Ovias’s head, by-this anfwer that enfuech. F 


King Ptolomey and Queen Cleopatra to Onias the High-Prieft, Health. 


We have perufed your Letters, by which you defire ws to give you leave to cleanfe the Temple 
that is defaced at Leontopdlis, ix the fezgnory of Heliopolis, zzthe place called Bubattis iz 
the Plain. We marvel very winch, that aTemple built ina place fo unclean, and full of exe- 
crable Beafts, fhould be acceptable unto Gods but fince that you inforns ws, that the Prophet 
Ifaiah did long fince prophefie the fanze, we give you liberty, if it may be done according to 
the Law, and witb this condition,that we commit not any fin againft God. ; 


Upon this anfwer, Ozzes (taking poffeffion of the place) built therein a Temple, and 


erected an Altar unto God, accordingto the model of the Temple of Jerufalem ; as

They therefore befought the Ring, Thar it cheian 
would pleafe him to fit in judgment, with the affiftance of his friends, to hear their alle- and Samari- 
gations in this behalf, and tocondemn the party unto death, who fhould be found faulty 7) 3,2" 
in his procefs. Now the advocates which pleaded for the Samaritans,were Sabbeus and Temple. 
Theodofius : and Andronicus, the fon of A€efjalew, defended the caufe of thofe of ‘Jer ufa- 

lem, and the other Jews. And both of them {wore both by God andthe King, That they 

would bring their proofs according tothe Law, befeeching Ptolomey toadjudge him tu 

death, whom he fhould find to have falfifi'd his oath. The Kingtherefore fat down with 

his friends, to hear the caufe, and determine their differences. But the Jews of Alex- 

andria were much difpleafed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the Tem- 


K pleat Jerufalem into queftion, and were highly difcontent, that a Temple fo ancient and 


famous, and fo efteemed and honoured through the whole World, fhould be fo difpara- 
ged, When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sulbews and Ti heodofivs {uffered 
Andronicus to {peak firlt: who beganto prove the lawfulnefs, holinefs, and religion of 
the Temple in Jerufalem out of the Law3 and by the fucceflive government of the High 
Priefts, who from father to fon,and from hand to hand,had received this honour ; there- 
in alledging, That all the Kings of Af had honoured the Majefty of that place with 
prefents and rich oblations :_ whereas neither inthe record of men,nor courfe of anti- 
quity, the Temple of Garizim had been in any eftimation, Hereunto he added {uch other 
reafons, as perfuaded the King, that the Temple of Ferufalen: was built according to 
the ordinance of Mofés, and caufed him to adjudge Sabbews and Theodofius to death, This 
may fufficeto have {poken concerning the differences of the Jems of Alexandria, and 
fuch things as befell them during Prolomey Philomectors time. 


CHAP. VII. 


Alexander Ballez finding himfelf, by the death of Demetrius, in the peaceable poffelfion of 
the Realw of Syria, efponfeth the daughter of Peolomey Philometor , King of Egypt. 
Great honour is done by Alexander to Jonathan the High-Prieft, 


M A Fter that Demetrivs was flain in the field (as we have already related) Alexander foe or 


made himfelf King of Syriz,and wrote to Ptolomey Philometor,deliring his daugh- 7 nac. 11.1, 
ter, the Princefs Cleopatra, in marriage, telling him, That it was not below his dignity,to con. Alexander, — 
trad affinity with him, fince he had obtained his fathers Empire bythe favor of God, and had peice 
overcome Demetrius. Ptolomey yielding a willing ear to his requeft, wrote back, That he patra, Proto- 
was very glad that he bad recovered his fathers kingdom, promifing him to give him bis daugh- 75 ¢austter. 
ter in marriage 5 affuring him, that he would meet hia at Ptolomais, and bring bis daughter 
unto bie to that place, and there celebrate the Nuptials, After he had written thefe Letters, 

Ptolomey made hatte to Ptolomais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra, where meet- 
ing with Alexander, (according to their appointment) he deliver'd him his daughter, 
and gave her a dowry worthy of fo great aKing. Unto the folemnizing of his mar- 
riage, Alexander, by Letters, tavited the High-Prieft Jonathan, commanding him to come 
tohimto Ptolomais. He went thither, and prefented magnificent Prefents to both the 
Kings3 he was highly honour’d by both, infomuch as Alexander con{trained him to put 
off his ordinary garments, and to put on a purple robe,and after that to fit upona royal 
‘Throne: commanding his Captains to march before him through the City, and to com- 
mand by publick Edict, That xo man fhould dare to fpeak, anything againft him,nor offer hint 
any caufe of difcentert. All which the Captains performeds fo thatthey, who purpote- 
ly and malicioufly came thither to accufe him, feeing the honour chat was done unto him 
by che King, fled away, left the mifchief which they defigned for him, fhould fall upon 


O their ownheads. This King Alexander loved Fonathan {fo intirely, that he afforded him 


the chief place amongft his dear= friends,

At that time Ptolomey began to repent of beftowing his daughter in marriage on A- 
lexander, and for refufing Demetriws to be his friend and confederate; fo that he broke 

off the affinity thac he had with him: and after he had withdrawn his daughter ftom him 

he prefently fent Ambaffadors unto Demetrigs,to confirm a league of peace and amity 


with him, promifing him to beftow bis daughter upon him in marriage, and to.eftablith - 


M himin hisfathers kingdom, Demetris very jayfal to hear of thisEmbaflage, accepted 


both of the league and themarriage. There only remained one difficulty for Ptolamey to 
furmounr, which was, how he might perfuade the Antiockians to admit Demetrivs, againtt 
whom they were fo much incenfed, forthe indignities which hisfather Dezetrivs had of- 
fered them 5. but this difficulty he overcame bythis means. The Antiochians hated Alex- 
ander, becaule of Avemonivs ( as we have related before ) and by thatmeans were the 
mote eafily'drawn to drive him out of the City. He perceiving himfelf to be thrutt 
out of Axtioch, came into Cilicia. Whereupon Ptolomey came unto Antioch, and was both 
by the Citizens and Soldiers therein proclaimed King, and was conftrained to take two 
Diadems, the one as King of fia, the other as King of Egypt. But he being aman natu- 


N rally very juft, prudent, moderate, and nor at all ambitious,and unwilling to difpleafethe 


Rozzavs, he call'dtogether the Inhabitants of Antioch, and. prevailed fo far with them, 

that at laft he perfuaded themto accept of Demetrius for their King ; affuring them, That fiaded oe 
if be foould receive that kinduefs at their bands,be would no more keepin memory thofe things Antiochians 
that had fallen out betwixt them and his father; protefting, for bis own part,that he mould in- oacuet De- 
firut hint both how to order the courfe of his life honeftly, and to manage bis porlick affairs their King,and 
with juftice : and promifing them, that if he attempted to do any thing that fhould be unwor- *fuledtheDi- 
thy of a good Prince, he himfelf would be the moft ready io chaftife him 5 for his own part, he pa 
would content himfelf to be King of Egypt.

But the High-Prieft Jonathan having aflembled an Army of all the Countrey of 7Ju- 


dea, began to befiege the Caftle of Jerufalem, where there was a Garifon of the Afacedo-

fonts. , place, in the ftrength whereof they repofed too much confidence: But, in the end, fome 


of them breaking out by night, came unto Demetrivs, and told him of the fiege; at 
which he was difpleafed , and taking a ftrong Army with him, he departed from 
Antioch, to make War upon ‘Jovathan. When he came to Ptolomais, he wrote to Joza- 
than,and commanded him tocome unto him: notwithftanding foxathax gave not over 
the fiege, but took the Elders and Priefts with him, with gold and filver robes, and a 
great quantity of Prefents, intended for Demetrivs 5 and when he had deliver'd them'to 
him, he appeafed his wrath: and after he had received many honoursat his hands,he ob- 
tained the confirmation of his Priefthood,in as ample manner as he enjoyed it during 


the time of his Predeceffors; and although the wicked Jews accufed him, yet did not Fp 


Demetrius give any credit tothem, Moreover, fovathan requiring , that for the whole 
Countrey of Jewry, and forthe three governments of Samaria, Joppa, and Galilee , he 
might pay no more than 300 Talents for Tribute, he granted him a full exemption, and 


wrote his Letters Patents in thefe terms:

M Whereupon the Jews perceiving that the Axtiochians had the upper hand, they mounted 


upon the battlements of the Palace, and from thence fhot again{t them, without any dan- 
ger to themfelves (by reafon of the diftance and height of the place where they were) 
yetthey much annoyed the Inhabitants, infomuch as they drove them from the houfes 
near adjoining,which they incontinently fet on firé,whereby the flame was {pread through 
the whole City 5 fo that che houfes that were clofe built the one by the other,and for the 
moft part framed of Wood, were burnt down tothe ground. “The Inhabitants percei- 
ving that they could not put out the fire, betook them(elvesto flight, and the Jews cha- 
fed them from houfe to houfe. Wher the King perceived that the Citizens of Avtioch 
ran here and there to fave their Wives and Children, and had given over the battel, he 


N {et upon them in divers places at once, whereby divers of them were flain,and all atjaft 


enforced to caft down their Arms,and to yield themfelves to Demsectrius’s mercy,who par- 
doning their rebellion, appeafed the edition. After this, he rewards the Jews with part 

of the pillage, thanking them as the only Authors of his victory: Whereupon he feat 

them back to Joxathan, with no {mall acknowledgment and teftimony of their prowefs 

aad virtue, But afterwards he difcover'd his evil nature towards him, and broke his 

promifes, thircatning him to make War upon him,unlefs he paid himthofeTributes which 

the people of the Jews ought,and were wont to pay untothe Kings Anceftors hereto- 

fore, And that he had certainly done, had not Tryphon hindred him : for he was forced 

to turn thofe Forces that he had prepar'd againft Jonathan, to make War upon Tryphon: pemetrigs 


O who returning from Arabia into Syria, with the younger Axtiochws, ( who at that time thruft ouref 


was underage ) he fet the diadem upon hishead. All the Army likewife that had aban- 4°“ 
don’d Demetris, for contracting their Pay, came and follow’d him,and made open War

ee Ta him, feized his Elephants, and made themfelves Mafters of the City of Antioch. Where- 
before chrif'’s upon Demetrins being wholly difcomfited, fled intoCilicia. But the younger Antiochys 
nativity, — fent Ambafladors and Letters to Jozathér, calling him his Allie and Friend, confirming 
4 ~ 5 the Priefthood unto him, and affigned him the four governments annexed to Judea; and 
Jomtban . fo befides thefe, he gave him veffels of gold, a robe of purple, with permiffion to wear the 
benefits he re- fame : he gave him alfo a pendent of gold, and affured him, that he efteemed of him as 
ceived at 717- one of his friends, and created his brother Simson General of his Army,from the marches 
or of Tyre asfaras Egypt, Jonathan finding fuch honours as théfe heaped upon him, fent 
hands, offereth Ambaffadors both unto him and 7ryphoz, ptotelting That he was their Friendand Allie.and 
and perform: shat he would fight on his fide againft Demetrius, of mhon he had fo great reafon to complain, 
deavors againtt 4% that he had made no other return but ingratitude,for all the fervices which he bad done him, 
Demotriva, But after that Antiochys had granted him leave to Jevy a great Atmy out of Syria and 
Phenicia,to fight againft Demetrivs, he went into the neighbouring Cities , and was by 
them very kindly received 5 yet did they not afford him any Men of War, Coming 
from thence unto Ajcalon, the Citizens in honourable aray came out to meet him with 
Prefents ; whom together with the Cities of Cwlofjria, he exhorted to forfake Demetri- 
ws’s part, and to follow Antiochus, tothe end,that joining themfelves with him,they might 
allof them combine their Forces againft Demetrivs, and take vengeance of thofe mif- 
chiefs which they had oftentimes endur’d by his means: and which if they prudently 
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againft their Mafter,and under Astiochws and Tryphon fought with him, and overcame A 


examin'd, they had many reafons to profecute their revenge, After hehad perfuaded C 


thefe Cities to enter into confederation againft Demeirias,he came to Gaz4,to induce them 
likewife, and reconcile them to Axtiochws, But he found the Gazeazs to be of afar con- 
trary difpofition than that which he expected, for they flatly refifted him: and although 
they were intended to forfake Demetrius, yet would they not join their Forces, or fub- 
mit the City tohis government, For which caufe, Jozathaz befieged their City, and 
{poiled their Countrey : for with the one half of his Army he begirt Gazz, and with the 
other half he over-ran the Countrey, fpoiling and burning the fame. The Gazeans {ee- 
ing thefe miferies which they were conftrain‘d to endure, and perceiving that no fuccors 
came unto them from Dewetrixs, but that their own overthrow was at hand, and their 


affiftance far off: and that which was worfe, moft uncertain; they thought it tobe the py 


wifeft part for them, to Forfake the one, and followthe other. Whereupon they fent 


mieflengers a protefting that they would be both his friends and confederates. 


‘For men do unwillingly take knowledge of their profit, before they have bought it to their for- 
row, and that which they negleded at firft,and was moft expedient for them to perform before 
dhey were te ar do they carnefily bunt after,at fuch time as they have been chaftifed, Up- 
on this fubmiffion of theirs’, Jonathan receiv'dthem into favor,and took pledges of them, 
and fent them to Jerujalem, and from thence marched he along the Countrey as far as Da- 
majco. Aad whereasan huge Hoft fent by Demetrius, came cut againtthim, as far asthe 
City Cedafa, near unto Tyre and Galilee, making their reckoning to divert Jonathan from 
Syria, by fuccouring and relieving thofe of Galilee, who were their confederates: Jora- 
than went out {peedily to meet with them,recommending the ftate of Judea tothe charge 
of his brother Siwon. Who affembling all the power that was poflible to be gather'd 

S803 throughout al! che Countrey, encamped before Bethfura,a ftrong Fort in Judea, and be- 

takethinBeth- fieg’d it ( for Demetrins being before-time feized thereof, kept Garifon therein, as be- 

fara. fore this we have declar’d. ) When as therefore Sizeon raifed his Bulwarks,and fitted his 
Engines to affault the City,and employ'd all his ftudy to furprize the fame, they thar 
were befieged waxed afraid, left if he thould take the Town by force, they fhould lofe 
their lives, For which caufe, they fentan Herald unto Simox, requelting him, that he 
would permit them to depart out of Bethfura, with the fafety of their lives and goods, and go 
unto Demetrius : who (atisfying their demands, they prefently departed out of the City, 
and he planted a Garifonthereinof their own men, in place of the Atacedonians. Inthe 
mean while Jozatbax, who was in Galilee, caufed his Army to diflodge from a place called 
the waters of Gevzezareth, where he was encamped, and marched towards the Plain of - 
zot, without any fufpition that his Enemies had been planted thereabouts: When as 
therefore Demetrins’s Soldiers had intelligence the day before,that Jorathan fhould march 
forward againft them, they laid an ambufh for him,which they placed near the mountain, 
preparing the reft of cheir Forces to bid him battel in the Plain, As oon as Jorathaz 
perceiv'd their preparation to the battel, he arranged his Army as conveniently as was 
poflible ; but when they that lay in ambufh arofe,and charged the Jews upon their backs, 
they fearing to be enclofed, and confequently eafily flain,began to flie,fo thatall of them 
abandoned Joxathan, except fame few, to the number of 50, with Afatthias the fon of 


Abfalow, and Judas the fon of Chapfexs, Lieutenant-Generals of Jonathan; who eey

with great joy, and teflified the fame both to :Demotheles and Arius, ( notwithPanding we 
were not ignorant of this confanguinity long before, becanfe we were informed thereof by our 
Sacred Scriptures: ) And whereas we have not firft of all acknowledged our alliance,it was for 
ao other reajon, but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing ws. Since which time, 


_ wherein we have contratted friendfhip with you,we have on our holy gig sss days facrificed 


unto our God, befeeching him to continue and keep youin profperity; and forafiuch as we have 
been environed with many Wars, caufed by the inordinate defires of our Neighbours,wehave not 


L thought it meet to be troublefom unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But fiace we bave ob- 


tained az hapyy iffue of all thefe troubles, we have fentNumenius, the fox of Antimachus , 
and Antipater, the fox of Jalon, Mex honourable among ft our Connfellers both to the Romans, 
and to you alo; to whous we have given our Letters to be profeated unto you, ix our behalf, ta 
the end they might renew the amity which is between you and us: you foall therefore do well if 
you write back, unto ws, and certifie ws wherein we may ferve you; there being no good office 
which we are zot ready to performs 


Thefe Ambafladors were kindly entertained by the Lavedemonians who made a pub- 
Jick ordinance touching their affociation and amity with the Jews, Which they delivered 


jM unto them, 


At this time there were three Sects among the ews, who had different and contrary 
opinions touching humane affairs: the firlt wasthat of the Pharifees,the fecond of the aeeeu me 
sadduces, and the third of the Efenians. The Pharifees affirm, That fome things are di- i ilees. s 
rected by deftiny, and others are left to our liberty,. The Effenians Caid, That deftiny govern’ d The Pharifeesy 
all things and that nothing hapned amongjt mex, that was not difpofed thereby. The Saddu- eee 
ces avow, That there is no defting, and that humane affairs cannot be governed and di pofed vere 
thereby, but that all things depend upon our felues 5 fo that we are the Authors of all the good or 
evil that hapneth unto ws, according as we follow good or evil counfels, But hereof have I ae 
treated more exadily in my fecond Book of the Wars of the fews. . eae te 

Demetrius’s Captains being defirous to wipe off the difhonour of their defeat , and? tes 
recover the lofs thar had lately befaln them,gather’d together a greater power than the 
former, and went out again{t jonathan, who having intelligence of their coming, mar- 
ched {peedily to encounter them near unto the Plain of Amath: for he refolved to pre- 
vent their incurfions into Gudea. Whereupon he encamped about 50 Furlongs from 
the Enemy, and fent out Spies to difcover of what force they were, and how they were 
encamped, Who, when they had by amoft diligent view known all that poffibly they 
could, returning, took certain Prifoners, and brought them away by night with them:

When Antiochus had wuehie and 
taken poffeflion of the Kingdom of syria, he forbare to make War againft the Jews for Antiochus 
that hehad intelligence that his brother, by the mothers fide, ( who was in like fort nas ee 
med Antiochws ) affembled an Army againft him at Cyzicus, Remaining therefore in his 
Countrey, he refolved to make preparation againft his brothers coming, whowas called 
Cyzicenws, becaule he was brought up in that City, and was the fon of Antiochys called 

the Conferver, who died in the Countrey of the Parthiaus,and who was brother to Deme- 
trius the father of Gryphws 5 and it fell out, that both thefe brothers were married to 
one and the fame Cleopatra, as we have heretofore exprefs'd. When Autiochas the Cyzice-

nances, and not to obferve thofe that are grounded upon the Tradition of the fathers.And great nee 
difpute and diffentions have been raifed among them upon this occafion, becaufe the ce 
richer fort only, and notthe bafer fort of People, adhered to the Sadduces: but the Pha- tion cal 
rifees had the Commonalty on their fides. Butof thefe two forts, and of the Effeans, 1 Pbarifecs.

I. This did not any wayes aftonifh Alexander : but notwithftanding the difafter,he mar- 
ched forward toward the Cities Raphia and Anthedow , which Herod afterwards called 
Agrippias, fituate on the Sea-coa(ts,and took them perforce ; and feeing that Ptolomey 
was retired from Gaza into Cypras, and that Cleopatra his mother was in Eg ypt,he befieged 
the City of Gaza, and (poilt all the Countrey round about it, by reafon of the difplea- A/exinder be- 
fure which he had conceived againft the Citizens, for that they had fought Ptolomey's af- fiegeth Gaza. 
fiftance againt him. poUodotws, Captain of the Gazeans, made a fally by night, and en- aeieinnaderh 
tred the Camp of the Jews, having only withhim.sco0 foreign Soldiers, and 1000 of hist! Camp of 

own followers, And as longas thenight lafted, the Gazeans had theupper hand,becaufe “*#""* 
that they made their Enemies believe that Prolomey wascometo their refcue; but as foon 

K as the day appeared, and this opinion was found falfe,as {oon asthe Jews were affured of 
a ae they turned back upon them, and charging the Gazeans, they flew about roco 
of them. 

Notwithftanding all this, the befieged ftoad out ftill, being neither daunted with lofs 
of Men, nor lack of Provifion what(oever,refolving rather to endure any mifery, chan 
yield to their Enemies: and that which madé them more confident, was the hope of help 
which they expected from Aretas, King of Arabia, whohad promifed no lefs. But ic came 47¢1 King of 
to pals, that Apoodotws was {lain before his arrival, and the City taken.

Others killed their Wives and Children with ‘their own hands,to deliver them 
from the Enemies cruelty, But the Senatots,.to the number of 500, fled into the Teme -

M eatred the Town, they were by chance aftembled in counfel ) Alexander put them all - 
to the {word, and inftantly razed and levelled: that City: with the ground : which done, 
he returned to Jerufalem, after he had {pent one whole year at the fiege before Gaza.

Be ks upon, he ‘being moved by thefe difgraces, putto death about 6000 Men: and having 
Citrons caft at ade an inclofure of Wood about the Templeand the Altar (as far as the place where- 
eee’ * jnto it was lawful for none to enter but the Prieft ) he kept there, to the intent the peo- 
ple might not apprehend him : he entertained alfo certain foreign Soldiers, Pifidians and 

Cilicians. For being at odds with the Syrians, he made no ufe of them. 
After this, having overcome the Arabians, he conftrained the Afoabites and Galasdites 


to pay him Tribute, and deftroyed theCity of Amath, whileft Theodore for fear gave B 


‘Amithde- over to refift him. But encountering with Obeda the King of Arabia, and being furpri- 

ftroyed. og zed and betrayed by an ambufcado in certain miry places, he was thruft by the crowd 

Whe * of Camelsinto a deep Trench, (near unto Gadara, a Village of Galaed)) from whence 
he almoft defpaited toefcape: notwithftanding having overcome that danger, he came 
to ferufalem. ' And befides this, the people hated him, againft whom he made VVar for 
the {pace of fix years, and flew at the leaft 50000 of them: and the more he entreated 
them to be quiet, they grew worfe againft him, for what they had faffered : fothat when, 
he demanded of them, What they would have him do to pleafe them ? They all of them 
with one voice cried out, That be fhould kill himfelf, Aud thereupon they prefently fent 
meflengers to Demetrins Eucerus, requefting him of his favor and afliftance.

But 
cerut march, Alexander gathering together fome 200c0 Jews ( whom he knew to be well-affected to- 
th out againit wards him ) with 6200 mercenary foldiers and f{trangersy marched forward againit De- 
aoe metrins, wholed with him 3000Horfemen, and 40000 Footmen. Both on the one and 
fghteth with the other fide there fell out many fubtil {tratagems : the one of them ftriving on the one 
fyranter, & Fide to inveigte and withdraw the foreign Soldiers, who. were Grecians 5 and the other 
fe inforcing himfelf to reconcile thofe Jews that were pf Dewetrius’s followers to his 
Alexander in faGtion: but neither the one nor other prevailed acall by thefe devices, fo that at length 
feth ait his hie they were: driven to decide their quarrel bythe fword, in which encounter Demetrius 
red Suldiers. Had the upper hand. . For all the ftrangers that were on Alexanders fide, were every one 
hewed in pieces, after they had made fufficient proof both of their fidelity and valour, 
There fell alfo many of Demetrinus’s Soldiers, _ But after that Alexander had fled unto 
Six thoufad the mountains, divers Jews ( to thenumber of 6ob0) sin’commiferation of his defpe- 
men refortun- rate eftate, and through the Fear they had of. Dewetrius,reforted unto him which when 
co ecusier be. the Conqueror heard, he retired himfelf. Afcer this, the-‘Jews made VVar againft dlex- 
ing affailed by awder, and in divers Jofles which they received, there fell a great number of them in di- 
the Jem vers combats: At length, after he had fhac up the beft amongft them in the City of ze-

mightiet of thom, he befieged-them 5 andafter he had taken the City,and brought them under his 
them in Be- fubjection, he carried them to Jernfalems, where he committed an unf{peakable and cruel 
vieaeder tourther, For whil'ft he banquetted with his Concubines, in the fight of them all » he 
crucifieth 800 commanded 800 of them, or-thereabout, to-be crucified, and before their eyes whil'ft 
Foms> at they yet lived, hecaufed their wives and childrens Throats to be cut.

Whereupon he firft of all fent 42- 

tipater to -Aretas, to take affurance of him that he fhould not betray him into his Enemies 

hands, if he fhould fubmit himfelf unto him,and require his affiftance, When Antipater

The fews fie 
K my both of Jews and Arabians-about the fiege, Whil'ftthefe things were thus,the feaft **°%2/?*: 
of unleavened bread, which we call the Pafleover, was at hand,and the Princesof the 
‘Jews forfaking their Countrey, were fled into Egypt. About that time,a certain man cal- 
fed Onias (fuchan one who for his virtue was beloved of God, and in times paft. had by 
his devout prayers and fupplications, in atime of drought, obtained rain trom God) hid 
himfelf, perceiving that this fedition would be of fome continuance. This man there- 
fore being furprized,and brought into the Camp of the Jews,they required him that as by 
his prayers he had obtained water, fo at that rime likewife he would by hisimprecations, 
incenfe God againtt Ariffobulus, and his adherents. But whereas herefufed and excufed 


himfelf, he was at laftconftrained by the people to perform their requeft 5 fo that ftaad- 


L ingup inthe midft of them, hefpake after this manner : 


OGod King of the whole world, fince they who are at this prefent here with me are thy peo- 
ple, and thofé that are befieged are thy Priefts, Ibuzsbly befeech thee, that when they fhall require 
thee to be incenfed againft their brethren,thou wilt not hear them : and when as likewife they foall 
provoke thee againft the other, thou wilt not refpect them, ; Derek 
Hereupon, a certain fort of reprobate Soldiers amongft the Jews,hearing thefe words didiag the 
of his,ftoneth himto death : But God immediately punifhed chiscruelty in them,and the Fes petition 
murther of Oniss fo curfedly perpetrated, was revenged by this means which enfueth. dexh. 
_ Ariftobulus and the Priefts being befieged, the fealt of after, or the Paffeover fell out, 
during which timeit was an ufual cuftom among the Jews to honour God with many fa- 


M crif—ices: Now they who were with 4ri(tobulus, not having any beatts ro offer up in facri- 


fice, they requefted the other Jews that were without, That they might have fome delivered 

unto them for their money, Whereunto it was anfwered, That if they would give one thon- 

fand drachuss for every head, they fhould have fome delivered unto them. To this demand of 

theirs, Ariftobudus and the Priefts that were with him, willingly condefcended, and let 

down the prefixed price, and deliver'd the fame from the wall: buttheothers,after they — 

had received the money, deliver’d them not thofe beafts which they defired them to fell 

them to facrifices bue they werefoimpious, that they falfified their oaths not only to- 

ward men, but defrauded God alfo, in denying that whichthey had promifed toward the Breach of '

furnifhing of their facrifice. For which caufe, thePriefts (being defrauded in this vege theres 


N manner, contrary to the oath and proteftations of their adverfaries ) befought God to of, 


few vengeance on their Countreymen that had committed this heinous and perjurious 
impiety : neither did God defer their punifhment, but immediately after hefenta great — 
and violent Wind, that fpoiled all the fruits of the Countrey ; fo that a mreafure of 
Wheat was fold for eleven drachms. . 
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pele >, Scaurus being fent by Pompey into Syria, Ariftobulus gained bis friendfhip. He forced King

other from Jewry, with a Vine or Garden, and the workmanfhip was called Terpole,that is to 
fay, Recreation : I have feen this Vine at Rome, iz the Temple of Jupiter Capicoline, having 
Antipater for the infeription of Alexander King of the Jews 3 and it was efteemed and valued at 500 Ta- 
roma tay Cents. It is faid that Ariftobulus Prince of the Jews fent the fame. . 
Ariflobulus, Straight after this, there came other frefh Ambafladors to Pompey, ( Antipater from 
on™ Hircanws, and Nicodemus from Ariftobulus ) who accufed thofe that had taken money, 
Pompey. namely Gabiziwsfor that he firft of all had received 300 Talents,befides other Prefents : 
Hedio@ Ruf- and fecondly Scaurus,who had received 4003 alledging, that by that means they had 
cite g. incenfed them againthim, He therefore gave direction, that they fhould repair unto 
firoyed in4- him about the Spring, each of them to juftifie and maintain their feveral Rights: as for 
Pune: himfelf, he drew his Forcesfrom their wintering places, and marched towards Damafcus,

For on the City-fide there was fuch Preci Pices, that jg 


there wasno paflage, the bridge being broken, The Romans wrought vigoroufly in cut- 

ting down of Trees to make Bulwarks, which being done, they planted great Machines 

and Engines that Pompey had caufed them to bring from Tyre, they threw great ftone Bul- 

lets with them to batter the Temple, The Romanshad hardly got their Works accom- 

plifhed, if the ftri& keeping of the Sabbath had not hinder'd the befieged to make any 
oppofition that day. For the Law permitteth them to defend themfelvesagainf their 

Enemies, being aflaulted,bur not to affail them when they intend any other work. 

Which when the Romans underftood, they neither gave affaulr, nor proffered skir- 

mith on thofe dayes which we call Sabbaths: but they built their Fortifications and 

Towers, aud planted their Engines, fo that the next day they were ready to put them in 

‘The Fews in. CXECUtiOn againft the Fews. And hereby it is eafie to conjecture, how incrediblethe piety 
rermiteed not Of our Nation is, and how ftudions and induftriousit is in obferving the Divine Laws.

folemn Sacrifices: twice a day, in the morning, and about the ninth hour, the Priefts

of the breach did the Centurion Fabius enter with a {trong Squadron. The whole circuit 
was filled with dead bodies,and fome of the Jews dyed by the Romans fi wards, others

likewife fee their houfes on fire,and confumed themfelves therein, left they fhould behold 
the executions that were performed by theirEnemies, There fell about 12000. fews, 
and very few Romans. Abjalow allo, who was Ariftobulus’s Father-in-law and Uncle, 
was taken Prifoner. The holinefs of the Temple likewife was nota little Prophaned. rive sisu: 
For whereas before that time no prophane man either entred or beheld that which was ia fie 
in the Temple, Pompey, and divers others that accompanied him, entred the fame,and faw fia. 
that which was not lawful to be beheld by any other but the High-Priefts only, But al- 
though he found a Table of gold,and a facred Candleftick,with divers other veffels and 
perfumes, in great quintity; and whereas befides, there was about 2000 Talents of lil- Pompey enter 
ver in the facred Treafury in the Temple: yet his piety was uch that he'would touch ing the Tem- 
“none of it, neither did he any thing in this occafion but what was worthy of hisfingu- P'<3, neither 
Jar virtue. The next day he commanded thofe that had the charge of the Temple, to taketh away 
purifie it, and to offer Sacrifices unto God, according tothe Law ; committing the High- ee 
Prie(thood to Hircanus, both becaufe he had been very ufeful in many things, and for Perse be 
having hindredthe Jews to join with Ariftabwlus. After this, he beheaded the Authors floweth the 
of this War, and honour’d Fanfius and the reft with gifts, futable to cheir valor, for ha- oes mm 
ving been the firft that entred thebreach. As for Jerufalem, he made it tributary to the 
Romans, taking away from the Jews chole Cities they had conquer'd in Celofyria,and af- 
figning them proper and peculiar goverament. After this, he inclofed the Nation with- 
in certain limits, whereas before-time their Dominions were of alarge extent. Not long oe ah 
after this, he repaired Gadara,that not long before wasdeftroyed : all which he perform- Rome. 
edinfavor of Demetrius the Gadarenian: his late fervant and-bondman, Andas touching onda ‘tela: 
Hippon, Scythopolis, Dion, Samaria, Mariffe, Azot, Jamnia,and Arethufa,he reftored them Cities caken 
to the ancient Inhabitants thereof, all which were fcituate in the heart of the Land ¢ from the Fems 
Befides Gaza, Joppa, Dora,and the Tower of ‘Straten (Cities icituate upon the Sea-coatts, 
and ruinated formerly with divers Wars ) he fet at tiberty,and annex’d them unto the 
Province; — As-for'the Towerof Straton,it was magnificently built by Hered,and adorn- 
ed with Gatesand fair Temples, and the name thereof. was changed, and called Cafarea, 
Thus Hircands and Ariflobalus, through theirdiffentionsand civil broyles, were the caufe 
of -that fervitude.and anifery that fell upon the Jews, — For we have lott our liberty, and 
have been fubdirchy the Romans. ‘Belidesthat we have'been enforced to furrender up 
thofe Citiesunrothe Syrians, which we had formerly conquer'd by force of Arms. Aad 
that. which is robe lamented, the Rossans in-ailittle time have drawn from us more than 
zon00 Talents : and the Rayalty which before-time was’ ‘an honour referved for thofe 
that.were of theRaceof ‘the High+Priefts, hath been beftowed on men of mean extraGti- 
on3 whereof swe willfpeak in place convenient. | After that.

which caufe Gabinins came from Rome into Syria, and (befides other things wore 

finisrcap.l thy of memory which he atchieved ) he led forth his Army againft Alexander, for that 
Caltles fortifi Hircazus had not as yet fufficient power to refift him,being otherwife exercifed in builds 
ed. ing the Walls of Jersfaler that were beaten down by Pompeys ootwith{tanding the Ro. 
mans that were in Jewry hindred him from performing thefame: This Alexander travels 

ling through che whole Countrey, affembled divers ews; fo that in fhort time having 

gotten together 10000 Foot, and 1500 Horfe, with good ammunition, he fortified the 

Cattle of Alexandrion near to the City of Coreas. He fortified Macheron alfo in the 


mountains of Arabia, Gabinius therefore came forth againft him, having fent before him py 


Marcws Antonius, accompanied with other Commanders, who recruited the Romans with 
their coming, and the jews that were under their obedience, whofe Captains were Pitho- 
lays and Malichys, They took alfo thofe Allies whom Antipater had hired, and in this 

equipage they came againlt Alexander, Gabinivs alfo feconded them with his Troops.

wed, be diligently performed, to the end that thereby it may appear bow our Nation rewards. and 

entertains fuch men that are virtuous 5 and to the intent, that the honour we impart unto ‘bins 

may encourage others to be the better affedted towards ws.It is likewife decreed, that amougft all the 

Athenians there be certain Ambaffadors chofen, who foall bear this Decree unto hins. and exhort 
L hiu todo whatfoever és profitable for our common good, Seeing himfelf fo much honour'd by us, 

Let this fuffice toexprefs the honours beftow’d on Hircanus by the People of Rome,and 

the Citizens of Athezs. 

After that Cefar had given order for the affairs of Syria, he returned back by Sea, Hedio@ Ruf: 

And as foon as Antipater had accompanicd Cefar out of Syria, he returned into Judea, finus, cap.t8, 

and fuddenly built up the Walls of Jerufalem, which Pompey had beaten down 5 and in C4/*" depar- 

riding a Circuit about the Countrey,he pacified the troubles not only by threatnings,but Syrit, i 

by good advice alfo, which he gave every one to live in peace 5 affuring them, That if Antpater pa- 

they fubmitted themfélues to Hircanus their Prince, they foould live happily, and enjoy their fion of pam 
poffelfions without anytrouble: and that if they hoped to advance themfelves by any new com- motion in Jus 
M motion, (fuppofing by that means to benefit themfelves ) they foould feel, that inftead of 2Go~** 

vernor, they had a Mafters and inftead of aKing, they fhould find Hircanus aTyrant 3 and 

inftead ¢ the Romans and Gelar to be their Governors, they foould find them: to be their mo, 

hateful Enemies: for they would not fisffer, that any thing fhould be altered that they bad efta~

Hir- 
cauus perceiving that the Judges were inclined to condemn Hered, deferred the fen- 
tence till the nextday, and fent fecretly unto Herod, counfelling him to flie out of the 
City, affuring him, that there was no other means to fave his life. Thus he polted to 
Damafews (as if he had fled from the Kings prefence) and prefenting himfelf before 
Sextus Cefar, after he had affured his perfon, herefolved with himfelf,that if the coun- 
cil fhould call him once more to anfwer, he would not obey them. But after his de- 
parture the council was difpleafed with Hircanws, and endeavoured to perfwade him;

Whereupon Malichus mightily fearing Antipaters power, determi- b¢fire Chujts 
ned to deftroy him3 and having corrupted Hircanus’s Butler with Money (with whom na < 
both of them celebrated a Feaft) hepoyfoned him, and afterwards affembling many Sol- —~~W~. 
diers about him, he made himfelf Mafter of the City, When Hered and Phafelus un- tana 
derftood the traiterous confpiracy attempted againft their Father, they were grievoufly tobe poifoned, 
incenfed againtt walichus, But he denied all,and efpecial abjured the intent or practice 

of the murther. Thus died xtipater a juft and virtuous man, and fuch anone as dear- 

ly loved his Countrey, But Herod who washis younger fon, immediately refolvedto 

revenge his fathers death, and came forth with an Army againft atalichus: But Pha- 

felus, who was the elder, refolved to circumvent him by policy, left he fhould raife a 

Civil War, He therefore accepted of Malichisjuftifications, and madea thew that he 

fuppofed that he had in no manner contrived Antipater's death, and onely minded his 

Fathers Monument and Funerals. Mean while, Herod reforting to Samaria, and find- 

ing it in adefperate condition, reftored the fame, and pacified the diflentions that were 


‘ amongft the Inhabitants. Not long after (by reafon of a Feat) hecame to Ferufalem 


with his Soldiers. melichus being afraid of his accefs’, perfwaded Hircanus that he 
fhould not permit him to enter into the City: whereunto Hircazus condefcended, al- 
leadging, that amongft the holy People it was not lawful to intermix a Troop of pol- 
luted Men, But Herod flighted them that brought him this news, and notwith{tan- 
ding his command, entred the City by night: whereat malichus was much amazed. 
Whereupon, according to his erdinary diffimulation, he openly wept and bewailed 
the death of Aztipater his efpecial friend 5 but under-hand he prepared a guard for his 
own fafety, Notwith{tanding it was thought fit by Herod's friends,to takeno notice of 
his diflimulation 5 but tomake thew chatthey were well-affected towards Malichus.

H™ having aflured Caffins of Axtipater his fathers death, he knowing very well 
~ 4 of what a wicked man Malichus was, wrote back unto Herod that he fhould re- 
venge the death of his father: befides, he fent fecret Letters tothe Captains that were 
in Tyre, commanding them to aid and aflitt Hered in that juft execution which he inten- 
ded. After that Caffins had taken Laodicea, andthe Inhabitants of the Countrey came 
together, bringing withthem Crowns and Silver to prefent him, Herod expecting that 
Mulichus fhould receive his punifhment there, but Malichus miftrufting their defigns 
when he was drawing near to Tyre in Phenicia, he contriv’d a greater enterprize, For 
whereas his fon was an hoftage in Tyre, he entred the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into Judea 5 taking that opportunity by reafon of Cafixs's troubles 
(who marched to meet with Anthony) he refolved to draw the people toan infurre- 
ction, and to make himfelf Lord of the Countrey: but God difappointed his unjuft 
purpofes: For Herod being aman of aripe judgment, immediately difcovered his in. 
tention, and feat one of his fervants before, under the notion to Prepare a banquet, 
becaufe he had told him formerly that he would entertein all his followers: bue in 
effect, he fent him to the Captains, to command them to go out with their Daggers, 
and to meet Mulichus; who marching forth, and meeting with him near the fhore, he 
ftabbedhim. Which act did fo much aftonith Hircanus, that through amaze he grew 
{peechleis: and being much moved, he demanded of Herod’s men how this accident 
had hapned, and who it was that had killed agalichus 3 which having heard, and how 
nothing was done without Caffivs’s commannd : he anfwered thatall was well done, Ma- 
lichus being a wicked Man,and a Traitor to his Countrey, See here how Malichys was 
juftly punifhed fcr the wickednefs he committed again{t Avtipater.

Stobulus, who obtained his favor at his hands, by the councel and follicitation of a cer- 
tain Prince of great authority and credit with him.

Free-men) conducted the Embafladors. Nowasfoonas they came into Galilee, the Go- 
vernors of the Cities in that Countrey, came forth armed to meer them: Barzapharnes 
alfo at che firft gave them friendly entertainment, and honoured them with Prefents 5 
but fhortly after he began to prattife treachery, For Phafelys and his attendants were 
conducted to a lodging thae adjoined the Sea; where hearing tidings that Antigonus 
i had promifed One thoufand Talents, and Five hundred Virgins to the Parthians,he be- 
gan already tofufpeét the Barbarians. For acertain friend of his had given him anink- 
ling thacthere were treafons intended againft him that very night, and that his lodging 
was privily befet witha Guard. And furely they had been furprifed, had they not ex~ 
pected that the Parthians (who were round about Jerufalem) thould have feized on He- 
rod, fearing left he having an inkling of their difatter » fhould betake himfelfto flight. 
This was fhortly confirmed to be true by the guards that arrived : For which caufe 
there were fome of Phafelws’s friends, who counfelled him, that without any more de- 
lay, he fhould betake him to his Horfe, and fly from thence: and amongtt the reft, 


Ofilivs was moft earneft, who had difcovered this plot, by Sarawal/a a rich Syrian (who 


M Offered them his fhips that road hard by, cofurther their flight.) Phafeles would neither 
forfake Hircanws, nor leave his Brother Herod in danger, but repairing to Barzapharnes, 
hetold him, thathe didhim wrong to ufe thefe finifter practifes againft him. For that 
if he had need of money,he was more likely to receive it at his hands, than from Anti 
genus, aid that it was an intollerable injuftice to put Embafladors to death, who came 
unto him upon his honour, and had no ways offended him, But the Barbarian hearin 
thefe things protefted, by an Oath, that not one point of that which he had fufpected 
was true; whereupon he prefently went to Pacorus.

value, in regard of the life of one of bit Citizens. Sofius anlwer'd, That it was reafon that tanze's. 
the pillage fhould be given to the Soldiers, who had born the hazard of the fiege: whereunto ica 
Herod anfwer'd, That he would fatisfie every man out of bis own Treafury 5 and by this means, ¢zed. 
he ranfom’d the reft of the City, by fulfilling thofe promifes: for he gave many mighty 

gifts unto every one of the Soldiers,and by proportion unto the Captains; but above 


all, he royally rewarded Soffvs: fo that every one of them departed very well farif- 
fied, 


Thefe calamities hapned inthe City of Ferujalem,in the year wherein Avarcus Agrippa 
and Canidins Gallus were Confuls, which was in the 185 Olympiade, in the third month, When Jerule 
on the dayes wherein the folemn Faft was celebrated 5 as if this affiGion had jumpr to- ee 
getherin one inftant with that of Pompeys, which had hapned that very day 27 years. 
Sofius offered a Crown of gold unto God, and afterwards departed from Jerufalem,lead- 
ing Astigonus Prifoner with him unto Avtonias, But Herod fearing left if Axntigonys 
fhould be kept by Autonivs, and fentto Rome, he fhould debate his Title with him before 
the Senate by proteft, that he was def{cended of the Royal Line; whereas Herod was but Herod bribeth 


a Plebeian and common perfon : and that although he had offended the Komans , and 4toniuswith 
' mony,to make 


thereby might not deferve to be King 3 yetat leaft his Children, who were of the Prince- away Antigo- 


ly Line, were not to be denied their Title: Herod, I fay, fearing thefe things, prevailed a. 
fo much, by force of his money, with xtonius, that he caufed him to put Antigonys to uneen a 
death, fo that at that time Hered was truly-deliver’d from all his fear. Thus ended the mily, and the 
eftate of the Ajmoncens, after 126 years.. This family was famous both for their Nobi- earindlion. of 
lity, and alfo by reafon of their Sacerdocal dignity,and for the noble aétions and exploits fri ee 
which their Anceftors had atchieved for our Nation; but they loft their authoricy 
through their mutual faGions: which fovereignty was dérived to Herod, Antipater’s 
fon, who was ignoble by birth, and of mean friends, who were fubjects and vaflals to

Hircanus be withdrawn from the defire he had to repair homeward, Herod alfo wrote. 

unto him, That he fhould require Phraates, and the Jews that inhabited his Kingdom , iz no 

fort to envy his felicity, ix that he fhould partake with him both in dignity and royalty; alledg- 

ing that the timewas now come, wherein he might ackpowledge the Rindnefs he had recetved,by 

being heretofore nourifbed and preferved by him, With thefe Letters he fent Samaralla oe . 
likewife, in quality of an Ambaflador, to Phraates,furnith'd with great and rich Prefents, battidor eo” 
endeavouring by that means to win him, that he in no wayes{hould hinder his good in- Phrast.s, 
tent towards one that had fo highly deferved it at his hands : yet his proteftations were 

not an{werable to his pretence. For infomuch as he governed not with thatu prightnefs 

which became a jutt King, he feared left (ome alteration might befall him, according co 

his demerits: for avhich caufe he fought.to get Hircanus under his power, or at leaft 

wife to difpatch him out of his life, whichhe afterwards performed, When therefore 
Herod had perfuaded the Parthiaz to difmils Hircanus, and the Jews to furnith him with fred Nshly 
money fufficient to bear his expence in his journey, he received him with allhonour, In Hircamus, 
common Aflemblies, he gave him alwayes the highet places and in the timeof F efti- 

vals, he made him alwayes fit down before him: andthe more clofely to deceive him, he 

called him brother, endeavouring by all means wholly to take away all colour and fufpi- Herod oiveth 
tion uf treachery: neither omitted he any other {tratagems, whereby he might any ways tre Hish- 
further or promote his caufe; and yet by thefe means occafioned no {mall {edition in his Prictt! ood 


O own family. _ For,fearing left any one among the Nobility fhould be eftablifhed High-*° as 


Prie(t, he fent to Babylon for a certain man of abafe extraction, called Ananel, and gave 
him the Priefthood. For which caufe Alexandra grew faddenly difpleafed , not being 
able 
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able to endure that afront. This woman was Hircanus daaghter, and Alexanders wif 
Worlds 3934, Who was King Ariftobulus fon,who had two children by her husband,the one very beauti- 
befure Chrs’s ful, who was called Ariftobulus: the other was Marjammne, who was likewife fair, and 
ye’ married to Herod. She was highly difpleafed to fee her fon fo much undervalued, that 
~~~: during his life another was called to the honor of High-priefthood: for which caufe 
the wrote unto Cleopatra by the means of a certain Mufician, befeeching her to beg 
asta ho the High-Priefthood at Antonius hands for herfon, Which Cleopatra did molt willing- 
nius by Ceo. ly ,but Antonins made little reckoning of thofe fuits, A certain friend of his called Gellius, 
patrasmedia- who was come into Jewry about certain of his affairs, and who had feen 4riftobulus, fell 
pon krthe in Jove with him by reafon of his beauty : and admiring likewife his tall {tature, and 
hvodforber allured by Adariamnes admirable beauty,he openly protefted that he accounted Alexandra 
fon, a happy Moths? ‘ her children: and difcourfing to this effet with her he perfwaded 
her to fend the pictures of her two children to Antonius 3 for that if he thould but be- 
hold them, he wuld refufe him nothing wherein he thould requeft his friendthip. 
Alexandra perfvaded by thefe words, tent their pictures unto Antonius. Gellins allo 
madethe matter more wonderful, telling him that the children feemed rather to be in- 
Antonius re. REDATEd OF no mortal ftrain, but by fome divine power, endeavoring as much as in 
quireh dri- him lay, chat Avtonius might be allured to affetion them. Who fuppofing it to be a 
f bul ae matter ill befeeming himto fend for Adariamne, who was married to Herod,and defirous

i whan fhe faw difbonoured: but as touching the Kingdom, that foe had never pretended, 
weither wonld ( if fo be foe foould be prefented therewith) receive the fame, thinking her 
Self for the prefent fufficiently honoured, both for that foe faw Ariftobulus ix that eftate, 
for the affurance that all ber progeny fhould receive, in that he was raifed up in dignity above 
the rcft. ‘Being therefore overcome by thofe favors, fhe accepted willingly the honor 
fur her Son and fhewed her felf obedient in all things, requefting him that if the had 
committed any thing ra(hly and: through inconfideration or paflion, either in refpect 
of her children, or by the loofiefs of her tongue, he would be pleafed to pardon her, 
After thefe debates and interchangeable difcourfes on both fides,they fhook hands the 
one with the other, in coken of amore fixed andunfained friend(hip than was before, 
burying (as they pretended ) all evill fufpition or caufe of unkindnefs,

Herod depofeth Ananel frow the dignitie of the High-Prifthood, and confcreth it upon : 
Ariftobulus, he canfete Alexandra to be feized on and Arittobulas whe they mere Vr 
about to make their efcape by going to Cleopatra; he feinets a reconciliation with 
then and afterwards canfeth Ariftobulus to be drowned befiowing a caftly funeral 
on bint. 


Ereupon Herod took away the Prieft-hood inftantly from Az2zel,who was not that ieneees 
I H Countrey-man born ( as we have heretofore declared } but was born amonglt ass cap. 30 
thofe Jews that inhabit and were planted beyond Euphrates by the Afprians, Fordivers fe : 
thoufand Jews inhabited the Cuntrey of Babylow,and from thence took he his Original (eee 
alfo, being otherwife of therace of the Priefts, and well aff-<Ged toward Herod fora 
long time before, with whom he had familiar acquaintance, He had prefered himto 
this honor when he was made King, and degraded him likewife, to appeafe the troubles 
of his famiely : demeaning himfelf herein contrary to the law of the Countrey : for 
whereas any one hath once been inftalled in that degree, he is never tobe difplaced. 
The fir that tranfgreffed this Ordinance,was Antiochus Epiphancs,who difpoffefled Jofuh The Priefts 
and prefered his brother Ozias tothis place. The fecond was Ariftobulus, away from his fea 
brother Hircanus, and ufurped it himfelf, Herod was the third,who gavethe Prieft-hood 
to Ariftobulus eftablifhing him in Ananels place before he was dead: and by this means 
fuppofiug that he had found our a remedy to appeafe the difcords of his family, he not- 
withRandingall this lived not without fufpition what event would follow after this re- 
conciliation: for he feared Alexandra, left demeaning her felf as the had done, the 
fhould feek occafion hereafter to raife new troubles, He commanded her therefore to Alexsrdva fas 
contain herfelf within the royal Palace, and to do nothing of her own authority. pe 
Befides that he had appointed certain intelligencers, who fhould diligently obferve that 34 wachel, 
nothing fhould be done without his knowledge, no not concerning her particular ex- snd her aétions 
pences and table. All which things exafperated her againtt Herod, for being full of ove" 
feminine pride, fhe difdained to {ee her felf thus wrongfully futpected defiring rather 
to fuffer any thing, than to be deprived of the liberty of free (peech, and under colour 
to be honoured, to-live continually in fervitude and fear. Whereupon fhe fent fome 
of her trufty friends to Cleopatra to complain and Jament the infuportable miferiés of 
her prefent eftate, entreating her according to her power, to give {peedy relief. Where- 
upon Cleopatra {ent her word, that both fhe and her Son thould refort unto her into 
Egypt? with as great fecrecie as might be poffible. Upon which advice the practifed 
this policy. She caufed two Coffins to be made, fuch as men were wont to bury their Alexandra 
‘dead in, in which fhe hid her felf and her fon, comanding thofe fervants of hers that petending 2 
were privy to her defign,to carry them out in thenight time, andto go directly towards ; abecied 6 
the Sea, where there was a Bark in readine(s prepared io convoy them into Egypt. But her fervant, 
Ffop one of her houfhold fervants declared this enterprize of hers to Sabbioz on of 
Alexandras friends, fappofing that he had been made privy thereunto: who had no 
fooner inkling thereof, but (for that beforetimes he was Herods enemy, by réafon he 
was fulpected to have been one of thofe that fought to poyfon Antipatar ) he refolved 
by difcovery of this fecret flight to convert Herods hatred into friendthip: and prefently 
difcovered Alexandras fecret enterprizeto the King. Who diffembling the matter until 
it was upon the point of exccution, furprized her at fuch time as the thought to fly, 
and yet netwithftanding, he pardoned her chat fault Cin that he durft not decree any 
punifhment again{ther, though he could have found in his heart to have ufed feverity ) 
for that Cleopatra would not have contained her felf, had fhe but had fuch an occafion ies 
offered her to exprefs her hatred againft Herod. For which caufe, under the colour of saa Arif 
ahigh and magnanimous fpirit, he made fhew to pardon her of his meere clemency : bulus death, 
yet inwardly refolved to deftroy young Ariffobulus; yet not rafhly upon the inftant, 
lelt the aét fhould grow apparent and palpable. 
Now the feaft of Tabernacles was at hand, which was one of thofe that was cere- 
montoufly and folemnly celebrated among us; for which caufe he concealed his in- 
tents during the feftival dayes,intending both in himéfelf, and in the prefence and com- 
pany of the people, to follow all kind of pleafure and delight; yet his envy incited 
him to haften the execution of his will, Ariftobulus was at thar time fome feventeen

As For Herod, after he had offered {acrifice, according 

to the cuftom, he drew-his Army forth, and led them with great confidence againft 
the Arabians, and palling Jordan, he encamped near unto the Enemy, with an intent 

to furprife a Fort Situate between them both; making this account that it would 

further him much, either if prefently he fhould be drawn forth to fight, or if it con- 

cerned him tomarch forward, for that this place fhould ferve him fo encamp in with 

more fecurity. The fame refolution alfo had the Arabians, for which caufe they fell 

The Arabians tO Skiramith in that place,wherein the firft on both fides that gave the charge, and after- 
arcovercome wards fome other followers were killed: fo that thofe of the Arabians fide being G 

by Herod ~—_gvercome betook them to retreat. This fuccefs of theirs bred no little hope inthe 

Jews, who feeing the Enemies Army addreffed to attempt any thing rather as :

diforder, bringing neither courage nor hope of victory with them : yet notwithftand- Sefere Chri’? 
ing they defended themfelves,both in regard of their great number,as. alfa in tefpect ae 

of that neceflity whereunto they were inforced by the Fexs, The skirmith on both fides vw 
was hot,and divers on either party were put to the Sword : butin the end,the Arabians 

being put to the worft, turned their backs. The laughter was fo great, that they not 

only perifhed by their Enemies Swords, but they them(elves murthered one another 

in the croud, and diforderly flight, in which they were troden under foot, and lay 
murthered in a manner by their own weapons. So that,in that defeatthere fell fome five 

thoufand: the reft fled on the other fide of che Rampire : but being overprefled with 

want of victuals, and efpecially with lack of water, they hadnot any ground or af- 

furance to efcape. After them pofted the jews, and being unable to recover the for- 

trefs with them, they begirt thecamp with a fiege, and fhut up all the paffages chat no 

fuccor could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to e{cape, although 

they would have gone away. 

When as therefore they faw themfelves reduced into {uch extremity , they fent 

Ambaffadors unto Hered, farft of allto demand a truce : andafcerwardsfor that they 

were opprefied with thirft, to crave {ome remedy for their ptefent neceflities, But 
he neither refpected the Ambaffadors, neither the proffered ranfome for the Captives, 


K nor any other whatfoever reafonable demand, defitirg earneftly co revenge himlelf

of thofe injurious treacheries they had practifed againft his Ambaffadors. Being 

therefore inforced by thirlt ( which amongft other plagues moft grievoully af- The Avitisas 
flitted them ) many of them forfook their Trenches, and offered themfelves to bonds piney. - 
and to be led away Captives ; fo that within five dayes {pace four thoufand of theim triceze Herod 
yielded themfelves Prifoners. On the fixth day, all the reft determined co {ally our, and hands. 
aflail the Enemy; rather making choyce of affured death, then thus lingringly and 
ignominioufly to pine away, When as therefore they had all concluded hereupon, 

they incontinently brakeout of their Trenches,but like unapt Soldiers fora skirmih, 

decayed not eoly in body, but in courage ; reputing their death for advantage, to 

efcape thereby their extream misfortunes. For which caule upon the firft onfet, 

about fome feven thoufand of them were killed: and thus the fiercenefs of this Nation 

being allaied by this overthrow, they fubmitted themfelves to Hered, whom to their 

own forrow they had approved to bea waliant Souldier. - 


CHAP, IX. 


Antonius s overcome by Auguftus iv she Zaisle of AGiam;Herod put Hircanus te 
death, bis pretence for it, he sefabucth to repair to Auguttus 5 his orders before bis 
‘Way going. 


Ered puffed ‘up -with his fucce(sful fastune, xaturned back into his own Countrey, 
H having obtained great reputation by biswalour and-vertue, But when hefup- poe 
pofed his ‘State ‘to be-moft aflured, he.grew in danger both to lofe his dignity and life, fered difmai- 
by reafon of that victory that Cefar obtained againtt Antony in the AGian War. For es 
at that time ‘he not onty -fuppofed himfelf co:be utterly overthrown, but both his 
friends and‘Enemies that were round about him oft their hopes, for that it wasun- 
likely that he fhould efcape unpunifhed with Antony. Whiereby it came to pafs, that 
his friends.could not conceal their defpair, and his Enemies under their colourable 
and diffembled griefs, covered. their joy, promifing themfelves thereafter a better and 
pleafing adminiftration .of t:he-Common-Wealth, ‘Hereupon Hered perceiving that ex- 
cept Hircanus, there was not any one of the bload Royal alive, determined to cut Hees Ett: 
him off, refolving with himfelf, that if he hapned to efcape the danger, a man whoat “1 ‘aay 
that time was worthierthe Kingdom then himfelf, fhould not claimethe Crown: and Hircnw. 
if any misfortune fhould befall him in regard of Czfar, he defired to difpoffefs Hir- 
cans of the Kingdom, in regard of the envy which he bare him, for that he was the . 
only man who deferved to be advanced to that dignity. Whileft thus he was torment: Alexandra fol: 
ed in his thoughts, he had an occafion offered him by Hircanas own followers to execute ee 
his intentio#. For Hircanys being of a milde and gentle nature, during all his life- aa feauire afl. 
time forbare to entermeddle with State affairs,committing all thingsto fortuné,and con- tance ae Bats 
tenting himfelf with whatfoever condition it pleafed her to allot him, .— chus hands. 

But Alexandra being an ambitious woman, and unableto conceal with modefly the 
hope fhe conceived of change, (ollicited her father that he fhould not any longer 


endure 
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before Chrift's She gave him counfel to write unto Malchys, who had the Government of Arabia, re-~ 
NRE a quefting him to grant him both protection and entertainment; for that if ‘Herod fhould

chance tobecut off by Ce/ars difpleafure, doubtlefs:the Kingdom would return’ unto 


him, both in regard of his Nobility, as alfo of the peoples favour, Thefe perfwa- 
fions of hers Hircazus, at the firft repulfed, but afterwards being overcome by theim- 
portunity of the woman,who ceafed not day and night to fing the fame Song of future’ 
hope, and of Herods Treafons, he gave certain Letters to a friend of -his, written to the 
Arabian, wherein he required him to fend him certain: Horfemen, who might condud 
him to the A/phaltite Lake, which lieth diftant from the confines of Jerufalem fome threc 
hundred Furlongs. And therefore he committed thefe Letters to. Dofttheys trutt; both 
for that hefavoured Hircanws and his Daughter, and feemed likely for divers caufesto 
hate Herod: for he was Jofephs kinfman,who was killed by Herods and not long before, 
certain of his Brothers were put to death amongf{t others at Tyre by Amtonies command ¢ 
yet for none of thofe confiderations continued he faithful to Hircanus. For he pre- 
ferring the prefent. favour of the King that then reigned to the reft, difcovered the 
Letter unto the King; who firft of all giving him thanks,required one office of friend- 
fhip more at hishands; which was that folding up the Letter, and fealing it he thould 
conveigh and deliver the fame to Adalchws, and return hisan{wer, for that itneerly con- 
cerned: him, if ‘he knew his refolution atfo. Which when Dofitheus had diligently per- 


eo} 


formed, the Arabian returned this an{wer, for that it neerly concerned him, if he knew C 


his refolution alfo. Which when Dofithexs had diligently performed ,the Arabian returned 
this anfwer, that he was ready to entertain both himfelf and his whole family, and all 
thofe Fews likewife which were of this faction,promifing tofend-him aband of Soldiers, 
who fhovl i be able to conduc him fafely thither, andfhould be obedient to his com- 
mand in all things, Nowas foon as Hered had feized onthefe Letters, he called for 
Hircamus and demanded of him whether he had any confederacy with Afalchus: he de- 
nied it, but Herod protefting and bringing forth his Letterinan open aflembly,command- 
ed hjm afterwards tobe put to death. Thus are thefe matters Regiftred in Herods com. 
mentaries: for by fome they are delivered otherwife, namely, that he was executed, nor 


for this crime which he had committed,: but for fome Treafons againft the King. For D 


they Writeto this effect, that Herod: at a certain banquet ( diflembling his fufpition ) 
demanded of Hircazus, whether he bad received any Letters from Malchus: and that 
he anfwered , thac-he had received Letters, but fuch as contained nothing elfe but 
compliments, He asked him alfo whether he had received any prefent: and when 
hehad anfwered, chat he had received nothing but four Courfers for his Saddle: the 
King wrefted this to a Capitall offence of corruption and treafon, and commanded 
him prefently to. be'led to death, Now that he died guiltlef, they alledge this for a 
moft approved argument; namely, his gentle difpofition, who evenin his youthful years 
never gave fign or appearance of rafhnefs, or pride, or fignification of audacioufnefs, 


no not even then when he had the royal government in his hands, but inthe freedome E 


of authority difpofed of the moft things by Amtipatersadvice, ‘But at that time he was 
more then fourefcoreyears old,and knew that Herods eftate was fecured : andthat there 
is no likelyhood that he would remove from beyond Eufrates where he lived in great 
repute, to live under Herods Jurifdiction, or to engage in aay trouble contrary to his 
humor, and fo far different from his nature; {o that all thefe things feem to be fained 
by Herod. : 

"Thusended Hircanus life, after his variable and adverfe fortunes, wherewith dur- 
ing all his life time he was afflicted, For when his mother Alexandra lived he wascre- 
ated High Prieft of the Jews, and obtained that honor for the {pace of nineyeats: and 


after his mothers death, he had {carcely governed the Kingdom for the {paceof three F 


months, but that he was expulfed by his brother Ariffobulas3 and afterwards reftored by 
Powpeys affiftance,and receiving all his former honours,he lived in full poffeffion of them 
forthe {pace of fourty years, After this he was once more difpoffefled by Antigonns; and 
being maimed in his body, lived certain years in captivity among the Parthians: from 
wheoce not long after he returned homes and though he had many things promifed 
him by Hered, yet after fo many alterations of fortune, he obtained nothing at his 
hands 5 and that which amongft all the reft is moftof allto be lamented, as wehave 
faid, he was unjuftly put to death, aninnocent, and in hisold age. For he was a lover 


Of juftice, aad an obferver of perpetual modefty, and governed his Kingdom for the 


mot parc by other mens direction, being only guilty in himfelf of ignorance and the love G 
of idlenels. Truly, Autipater and Herod by this mans goodnefs obtained fo great riches: 
For which deferts of his, againftall Law and right, he was cruelly put to death.

Yet did the King bechink 

himfelf how he might remedy thefe inconveniences, but he hardly could find the means, 

for their neighbors could not fell them viduals » becaufe they were no lefs afliaed chan 
themfelves: and although he might have recovered fome little fora great fam of money, 


K yet he wanted it alfo to defray che charges : notwithftanding in that he knew, that trod maketh 


it behoved him co employ his uttermoft endeavors for a general remedy co fuch a violent eee 
oppreffion, he melted down all chofe movables he had cither c£ Gold of Silver withia his sors and hore 
Palace, and {pared nothing,either for the matter, the excellency, or the fathions no not te iftufte of 
fo much as che veffels whercin he was ordinarily ferved. This money was fent into Egype, °°! eae 
where at that time, under Cefar, Petronivs held the government. Th:s man being Herod's corn, 
friend, .in that he defired the {afety of his fubjedts, at fuch time as divers of chem retired 

themfelves unto him, by reafon of their acceffity, he permitted them to buy up corn, and 

affifted chem in all things, both in their bargains, and in their carriages: fo chat the greater 

or the whole fum of cheir fuccours was attributed co him. But after their rewurn, Herod 


L did fo much, that the care thar was taken by him did not only change the affeGions of 


thofe which were his enemies, but befides all this, he purchafed great praife and com- 
mendation for his liberality and fingular providence. For, firft of all, he diftributed a Heed dite 
Certain quantity of cornto all thofe who were not able of chemfelves to fi upply their own 5; ae 
wants, ufing herein both great care and diligence, After this, for that chere were a great mong the pecs

as the hazvelt was ready, he fenc fifty thoufand men intochat Country which he had re- 

Jieved: and by this means he with ail diligence reftored his affli@ed Kingdom, and com- 

ferted his neighbors, who were oppreiied with thelikecalamity. For there was not any 

man in ncceflity, that according co his quality was not affifted and faccuured.

For near it there is a certain fteep hill made by 
‘Art, after che manner of a round dug, environed withround Towers, with a fteep afcent 
of two hundred fteps cur out of hewed ftone. Within the fame there are divers places 
builded wich great and fumptuous workmanfhip ; made both for éefence and delight. 
At che foor of this hill here are two houfes worthy to be feen, for divers fingularities, 
and namely, by reafon of thofe Conduits of water, which alchough they fpring not in chat 
place, yet notwithftanding they are brought from far with great coft and expence. The 
Plain that adjoyaeth upon is, is all full of buildings, after che manner of a City, and the 
top of the Caftle commandeth all the Plain. As foon as he had difpofed all his affairs, 
according to his hearts defire, he poflefled the Kingdom in gteat quictnefs , forthat he 
made his fubjects obedient unto him, both by fear, in fhewing himfelf inexorable when 
it concerned him co puniths and by liberality, whereby he provided for their publick 
necelfities : hectherefore took an efpecial care of himfclf , as if the life and fafery of his 
perfon had been the fecurity of his people. He behaved himfelf officioufly and favoura- 
bly cowards all foreign Cities 5 he envertained the Princes with prefents , which ace 
‘cording to his occafions he fent unto then’, to infinuate himfelf into their favors, being 
in his own nature magnificent and fit cogovern: fo that all his fortunes increafed , and 
ollchings fell owt happily according to his defire. _True itis, thac the care which he im- 
ployed in honouring Cefar, and other mighty Magiftrates of Rome,caufed him to outftrip 
his cuftoms, ard to alter divers Ordinances of his Country in building Cities,and eregting 
Temples in honcur of them, although he builded them nos inthe Land of Fury: for the 
Jews would not have endured ic, becaufe we are forbidden to honour images and figures, 
formed accordisg to the likerefs ofa man, as the Greeks areaccuftomed todo; but he 
_ did this ia che Country and foreign Citics, aud excufed himfelf tothe Jews: faying, that 
he did it rot of his own head, but performed thac according to the charge which he had

The whole number of them was on: hundred fixty and two, 
they were engraven and damaske with Corinthian work , fothat it moved admiration 
in thofe thatbeheldit, Becwixt thefe four ranks of pillars there were three Porches, 
containing in breadth each of them thirty foot , and in Jengch a ftude or furlong: and 
mote than fifty foot inheight. That in the midi was in breadth once and half as 
much asthefe rwo; and in height twiceas much. The floor was madc of rare planks, C 
engraven with divers fizures, and the roof thereof was far higher than any of the 
refi , in which were certain huge beams morteifed >, op Which there were certain pil- 
lars builded, united and joyned fo together, that it is incredibie to thofethat have 
not feen it , and admirable to him that beholder! it: for all the work feemed to be 
butoneftone. Such was the fathion of the circuit of the firit Porch, Ja the mid@, 
and not far off from the other, ftood the fecond: whercunto there was an afccnt 
made with few fteps.

For toferve Forreign Nations, who 
fhould be fold lived not after the manner of the Jews, and to do whatfoever 
into Bondage they commanded them, was more prejudicial unto Religion than unto the parties con- 
ie ee the vidted of that fact. Wherefore it was fufficiently already in the old ancient Laws pro- 
The punth Vided for the punifhment of fuch people, to wit, that athief thould reftore four times 
ment of theft as much as he ftole: Which if he was not able to do, that then he was to be fold 5 
sean UP not unto ftrangers, nor into perpetual bondage, but only for feven years 5 at which 
Yatealr. », time he fhould again be fet free. So that the common people did interpret this new 
Deut.12.15. Law to {et down an unjuft punifhment, and rather to favour of tyranny, than of Prince- 
ly dignity, and to be enacted not without contempt of their ancient Laws: So that 

for this caufe all men fpake very ill of the King.

Yet did they not carry thefe their in- 
ventions to the King’s ears, but contented themfelves.to bruit them abroad amongft 
the common people ; which fo inthe end coming to his hearing, would caufe in him 
fuch enmity and hatred againft his Sons, that 1t would overcome in him all natural

Where he fo 
much the more tortured others, for that contrary to his opinion, he found not fo much 
as anevil thought againft him 5 vtipater craftily interpreting it, that they had rather 
in torments conceal the truth, thanto thew themfelves not trufty to their mafters and 
friends 3 wherefore many being taken, he caufed them to be tortured to get fomething 
out of fome of them. At laft one amongft the reft, not able to endure thofé torments 
impofed upon him, faid 5 that he had often heard Alexander fay, when any one com- 
mended his tall ftature, or skilful fhooting, and the reft of his vertues ; that nature had 
beftowed upor him thefe qualities to his prejudice for his Father through envy here- 
at, was offended 5 fo that when hetalked with him, he did on purpofe draw his body 
together, left his Father fhould perceive the tallnefs of his {tature ; and that when he 
went a hunting with him, heon purpofe did mifg the mark he could have hit, becaufe 
he knew his Father could not endure that he fhould be commended. And whilft 
thefe words were confidered and pondred, and his torments intermitted, he accuf- 
ed alexander again, to have confpired with his Brother AriStobulus, to kill his Fa- 
ther when he was bunting, and then to fly with fpeed unto Rome, and beg the 
Kingdom of Czfar.

of body, not only beloved of their own Nation, but alfo of ftrangers 5 they were dex- 

trous in all Hxercifes, and commendable in Military Affairs, and eloquent in Civil Dif 

.courfes, For, in all thefe things they wereexcellent, and efpecially Alexander the eld- 
eftofthem. It had been enough for him, fuppofe he had condemned them, either to 

have kept them in perpetual Prifon, or banifhed them into fome far Countrey ; feeing 

that he was affured of the Roman Power, under whofe prote@ion he neither needed to 

have feared invafion, nor fecret Treafon againfthim. For to put them to death, only 

to fatisfie his own furious will, what elfe doth it argue, but only an impious liberty caft- 

ing off all Fatherly humanity and kindnefs > efpecially {eeing that he was aged, whofe 

years could neither plead ignorance, nor that he wasdeceived. For neither was he the 

more excufed by the delay he ufed 3 nay, it had been a lefs offence, if amazed with. 

fome fudden news, he had been incited to fo hainous an offence : But after fo long deli- 

beration, at laft to effect fuch a matter, betokensa bloody mind, and hardened in wic- 

kednefs, as he fhewed afterwards, not {paring the reft, whom before he held moft 

dear : Who, though they were lefsto be pitied, in that they juftly fuffered 5 yet wasit 

an argument of his like cruelty, in that he abftained not from their deaths alfo: But 


we will fpeak of this hereafter.

C time. The King procured thefe Marriages through the compafiion he had of thofeOr- 
phans, thinking by this nmutual Alliance to caufe Antipater to be their Friend. But 
Antipater conceived no lefs hatred toward the children, than he had done malice to- 
wards their Fathers: For the care that Herod had of them, increafed his hatred, in that Antipater 
he pretended to be the greateft among the Brethren; and he efpecially feared left hareth his 
when they fhould grow to mans eftate, they would refit his power, being affifted by aoe ea: 
King archelays, as his Sons in Law and Pheroras who was a Tetrarch thould do the “"" 
like, for that he had married his Son to Alexander’s Daughter. And fo much the 
more was he incited, .becau(e all the people had compaffion of thefe Orphans, and had 
conceived a hatred againft hint, who never, ceafed to exprefs his malice againtt his 
D Brethren. He therefore devifed all the means that were poflible to diGinul the Decrees Antipaser lan 
which his Father had refolved upon to this effect,being very loath that they fhould e+ boureth his 
ver live to be partners with him in the Kingdom. So that at laft Herod condefcended Father to 


to Antipater’s demand, which was, that he might marry Ariifobules’s Daughter, and hee ie 
his Son to Pheroras’s Daughter: and thus were the forementioned Marriages wholly intended.

By Pallas he had Pha- 
faelus : by Phedra and Helpia he had two Daughters, Roxane and Salome. As for-his 
eldeft Daughters, dlexander’s Sifters by the Mothers fide, whom Pheroras had refufed to 
take in Marriage, he match’d the one with Antipater his Sifters Son,and the other he 
wedded to Phafaelus his Brothers Son, and this was Herod's Progeny.

thefe offers to come, and take pofleflion of the place, where he builded a Borough, 
called Bathyra. This man oppofing himfelf againft the Trachonitcs, defended the Coun- 
trey, and thofe Jews that came from Babylon to Jerufalem to offer Sacrifice, fromall 
Incurfions and Robberies of the Trachonites 5 and divers that obferved the Religion of 
the Jews, reforted unto him from all places 5 fo that this Countrey was very well peo- 
aa by reafon of the exemption of the Tribute, which continued during Herod's 
life-time. 

But Philip who fucceeded him, exacted afterward fome {mall Tribute of them, and 
that but for a little while. But Agrippa the Great, and his Son of the fame name, charg- 
ed them with great Taxations ; yet permitted them to enjoy their Liberty 5 whofe 
Succeflors, the Romans impofed many grievous Tributes upon them, yet continued 
their Freedom 3 of whom hereafter we will more particularly and largely difcourfe in 
due place, and in procefs of my Hiftory. Now this Jew Zamaris, to whom Herod had 
given the Pofleffion of his Countrey, died, after he had lived virtuoufly, and left a 
virtuous Off-{pring behind him 5 amongft whom was acim, renowned for his dexte- 
rity on Horleback 3 who, with his Troop of Horfe, was of the King of Babylon's Guard. 
This Facim died when he was very old, and left his Son Philip to fucceed him 3 a va- 
liant man, and additted to all forts of Virtue, as much as any one that hath been re- 
nowned in Hiftory 5 for which caufe King Agrippzloved him, and put his truftin him, 
and committed the truft and training of his Souldiers unto him, who !ed them alfo 


forth, if occafion of fervice was proffered.

CHA P. II. 


Antipater, Pheroras and his Wife confpire againff Herod, Salome acguainteth him 
with it, he caufeth fome Pharifees who were of this Con{piracy, to be put to death:

Hilft Herod’s Affairs were thus difpofed, all men’s eyes were fixed upon Axti- 

pater, after that Herod had given him full power 5 which was granted him, in 

hopes that hisFather had, that he would behave him(elf faithfully and affectionately 
towards him: But he abufed his Authority more audacioufly than could be expected 5 
for he treacheroufly coloured his conceived malice, and eafily drew his Father to be~ 
lieve him in whatfoever he faid. He was feared by all men, not only for his Authority, 
but for his fubtilties and policies. But above all thereft, Pheroras refpected him moft, 
and wasin like manner, as greatly efteemed by him. For Astipater circumvented him 
by the means of certain women, who favoured his Faction ; for Pheroras was come 
manded by his Wife, his Mother, and Sifter-in-Law, notwith{tanding that he hated 
them, by reafonof the abufe they had offered to his Daughters who were unmarried 5 
neWerthelefs he was enforced to diflemble all things, becaufe he could do nothing but 
what they were always privy to, and had fuch power of his Affairs, that they obliged 
him to perform whatfoever they pleafed. Antzpater was alfo very intimate with them, 
both on his own account and his Mother’s; for thefe four women were of one mind in 
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all things, and fpake, as it were, by one mouth : Yet was Pheroras at odds with Anti- 
pater, upon fome flight diftaftes 5 and the that wrought this debate betwixt them, was N 


the King’s Sifter Salome, who had a long time fpied all their drifts; knowing well, 
that their mutual friendfhip tended to the overthrow of Herod, which fhe was ready 
to acquainthim. And they knowing well that the King difliked thistheir inward fami- 


liarity, and that he was privy to that which they pretended, which was his utter ruine$__ 


refolved between themfelves to refrain their publick familiarity, and to make a thew 
that they were at odds one with another 5 to which intent they reproached one ano- 
ther, efpecially at fuch time as they were either in Herod's prefence, or there was any 
one with them, who (as they thought) would acquaint him with it.

Sai: Letters unto Herod, requefting him to fend Antipater unto Céfar, with all expedition as 
was poflible. Which being brought to pais, Herod fent him thither with divers Roy- 
al Prefents 5 and gave him his Teftament and Wiil with him, wherein he had be- 
queathed the Kingdom to Axtipater. And if it(hould happen that sutipater fhould 
die before him, then he bequeathed the fame to his Soa Herod, whom he had by the 
High Prieft’s Daughter. About the fame time Syllews the Arabian repaired to Rome, 
notwithftanding he had neglected thofe things which Cefer ‘had commanded him. 

cAmipaterace Antipater accufed him before Cefer, for the fame faults wherewith he was charged by

’ lews perfwaded him by ftore of money and Bribes, to kill Herod which he promifed 
to perform. Probatws made privy to Sylleus’s mind, he prefently told it to the King 
ATraytor Who caufed him to be apprehended and tortured, who confeffed the whole matter : 
that fought He laid hands alfo on two Arabians, perfwaded by this Corinthian’s confeffion; one 
the King’s of which wasa man of Command in his Countrey, and the other was Syllzus’s chief 
See friend. They being examined, confeffed that they came thither to folicite, with many 
i exhortations, the Corinthian to execute the murther 5 andto affitthim, if he ftood in 
need of them. Which being fully proved by Herod before Saturnine, he fent them 

to Kome, there more amply to be proceeded againft, and fo to be punifhed, 











CHAP. V. 
Pheroras’s death. 


Erod perceiving that his Brother Pheroras did conftantly continue his affection to- 

H wards his Wife, he commanded him to retire himfelf into his own Dominions 5 

‘An Oath fo- Whereupon he willingly departed to his Tetrarchy 5 protefting by many folemn Oaths, 
lemalyob- that be would never more return into the City, unle& he were affured that Herod was 
ferved, dead. Not long after it hapnéd, that the King fell fick, he was {ent for to receive cer- 
tain fecret inftructions, as from the mouth of a dying man 5 but Pheruras would not o- 

bey him in regard of his Oath. Notwithftanding, Herod dealt more kindly with him, 

Phersrasinhis 24d continued his love and affection towards him 3 for he came to Pheroras, as foonas 
Sicknels is vi. he heard of his firft Sicknefs, without being fent for: And after he was deceafed, he 
fited byHwed; fent his body to Jerafalen:, and honourably entombed him in that place, and grievouf- 


and being ly lamented his death. This was the beginning of Avtipater’s mif-haps, who at that 


Shae time was gone to Rome. For it was God’s pleafure, that at laft he fhould be punithed 


nied hyhim. for the murcher of hisBrethren. I will difcourfe of this at large, that it may ferve for

but very little contentment thereby. Moreover, he alledged, that divers Brothers: 
and Brothers Children were brought up together with him, fothat he might not fecure- 
ly hope for any thing 5 for that already, if he fhould fortune to die, the Kingdom was

‘made partakers of their Brother's miferable deftiny. Thefe things did Axtipater’s 
friends certifie Herod of, in that by many and mighty Prefents he wrought them there- 
unto. He himfelf alfo wrote unto his Father colourably, aftera manner excufing 
the young men, and imputing their words unto their indifcretion and young years, 
Mean while, he bufied himfelf in accufing Sy#eus 5 and courted the chiefeft Romans, 
buying divers Ornaments and Jewelsto prefent them with, to the value of two hun- 
dred Talents. And it isto be wondred at, that fo great matters being in agitation a- 
gainft him, feven months at leaft before his return intothe Countrey of Judea, that no 
inkling thereof came unto bisears. But the caufé partly was the diligent fearch and 
watch that was kept upon the High-ways, and partly the hatred that all men had con- 
ceived again{t Antipater. For there was not any that would put themfelves in hazard 


to procure his fecurity.

He altogether daunted at thegreatnefs of that unexpected mifchief, which he both 
heard and faw, departed prefently from them wholly amazed, and in the way met 
with his Mother and his Wife ( which was Antigonus'’s daughter, who had been King of 
the Jews before Herod _) by whom he was advertifed of all that which had happened, 


and for that caufe more diligently prepared him(elf for his tryal. The next day Varws Herod calleth

ED Were cited the Kings kindred and his filter Salome; and certain others, who could ; Quintil 


difcover his fecret practices; fome of which had been tortured, and namely Avtipas us Varus. 
ters mothers fervants, who a little before his arrival, had been apprehended with a 
letter to this effet: That he fhould take heed that he returned not into the Countrey, bes 
canfe his Father was made privy to all bis pratlices, and that for the prefent be had x0 0- 
Voila but only to Ceelar, and torake care likewife left he foould fall into his Fathers 
aHnas. : 
Hereupox Antipater humbling himfelf on bis knees before the King his Father, befougit 
hinrnot to condeun him before his canfe was heard, but to {ulpend his judement until 
Sach time as he had heard his juftifications. But Herod after. he had commanded himto 
E withdraw hinsfelf into the midft of the Court and Affewsbly, deplored bis infelicity in be- 
Setting fuch Children, and bewailed his mifbap, that in his old age he was referued for an 
Astipater. After this he reckoned up his cares in their education and institution, and Antipater 
how bountifully he had bestowed upon him as much riches as he required: be added that acculed by 
mone of all thefe favours conld preferve him from falling into the hazard of lofing his life Hered. 
by their policy, that they might unjufily poffef the Kingdom, before either the Law of Na- 
ture. or the will of their Father, or their own rights could challenge the fame. But a- 
bove all the reff, be wondred at Antipater, with what hope he could poffebly be puffed up 
toattemapt fo anclacions and wicked an enterprize, For by his Testament be had made 
hina the Heir of his Kingdom, and in his life time alfo had made him bis equal in Digni- 
F %.sGlory and Power: That he received yearly fifty talents of revenue, and to furnifh his 
voyage for Rome had three-hundred talents given hin. Moreover, he accufed hin for his 
Slander ows accnfations againtt his murthered and flanghtered Brothers: tho if they had 
been wicked, why did he imitate them? But if they were innocent, why without canfe 
produced he is flanderons accufations against thofe, who were his natural Brethren 2 For 
én bis own refpeck he had mever found any thing againft them, but by bis report, neither 
bad he given Sentence againft thene, but by Antipaters adzice, who for the prefent were 
ablolued by him, becanfe he was become the Author of their Parricide, In uttering

And as touching that which be 
had dealt iz at Rome, Czlar himfelf was witne{s thereof, who could be no more deceived, 
than God bimfelf s whereof thofe Letters bore record, which were written byhims whichin K 
equity, fhould be of no lef force, than the flanders of thofe who fought to fet ther at odds 
The moist part of which objections and reproaches had been complotted and devifed by his 
eneuics, who have had the leyfure to purfue the fame during his abfence, which they could 
not have perforwedin his prefence. At length he pleaded, that all thofe Confelfions were 
falfe which were extorted by torture, in that it ordinarily falleth out, that Juch as ave put 
tothe tryal, confe(S many things by force of torment, that are untrue, to fatisfie them that 
put them thereto: Bricfiy, without all favour, he offered himfelf to the Rack in juflifi- 

_ cation of bis Inzocency. ‘-Ykpon thefe Proteftations, all the Council and Affiftants were 
confounded. For. all of them had great compaffion of Antipater, who was wholly 
drowned in histears 3 fo that his very enemies beganto pity him. And Herod himfelf L 
made it appear, that he feemed in fome fort to be altered in his opinion 5 notwith- 
ftanding he endeavoured to conceal the fame.

But that Antipater’s 
boldne/s was both wonderful and. wicked, who, more cruel than the cruelest Beasts (he 
towards their Bencfaitors acknowledge each good turn) was nothing mollified by his Fa- 
ther's (0 great ixdulgence, nor terrified by his Brother's calamity 5 but must needs emulate 
them in their cruelty. nd thouthy felf (faid he) O Antipater, wert the Fudge of their 
attempted Treafons, by thy inquifttion they were indidted, thou didff execute the juftice ae 
gaint them being convited. ‘Neither do we difallow that thou didft profecute them with

Thon haft therefore enjoyed a double 
pleafure : the one openly, as if rejoycing and glorying, that by thy Brother's death thou 
bajft atchieved a matter of honour 5 the other Secretly, with endeavouring by greater wice 
hednefs, but more fecret fraud, to make an end of thy Father 5 the revenger of whofe in- 
juries thou pretendeft tobe. For if thou hadft truly detefted their malice, thon badft never 





cfteemed the fame to be worthy of thy imitation 5 for thon hadft not cut them off for com- Q 


mitting fuch Capital offences as were anfwerable unto thine, but for that they had a more

And now after fo many men and women, Slaves and Freemen tortured for thy 
caufe, after the epen and manifest tefinionics of thy parties in the con{piracy, thou art jo 
impudent as yet to contradidf the truth: and thon that lately hoped? to deprive thy Fa- 
ther of his life, doeft now as much as in thee lieth, endeavour to abolifh that Law that 
was inflituted againjt Malefaitors in thy kind.and herewithal,O Vatus,equity,and all what 
foever is Fuftice in the world. Doft thou therefore accufe then of falflood, who were 
examined in torments, tothe exd thou mightest endanger their credit, who were the pre- 
fervers of thy Fathers life? shall we believe thee more than they in their torments 2 Wilt 
thou not, O Varus, deliver the King from the injury of thofe, who are his own flefh and 
D blood?

For each man feeing that Avtipster was expofed to the accufations of 
thofe men, who had the Government in their hands, and that the good fortune that 
had long accompanied him, had openly delivered him into the hands of his enemies, 
they immediately difcovered the infatiable hatred which they had conceived againft 
him, whereas before the fear that they had of him enforced them to be filent : yet he 

F Was not fo much burdened with other mens hatreds, as with his own wickednefs 5 
namely, his deadly hatred againft his Father, his breach of amity amongtt his Bre- 
thren, whereby he filled the Kings Houfhold with feditions and murthers, of fome 
complotted, and acted by others; neither giving place to hatred according to Ju- 
ftice, nor to amity according to good affection, but according as it might ftand with 
his profit.

Hereby a man may conjecture what his nature was 

who took preafure in thefe above-named impieties, and who, through the. defire he 

had of long life, hath after this fort dealt with thofe of his Blood: And it may be 
conjectured by thefe his laft Commands, that he had nothing in him that Paes 

of any humanity 5 for that departing out of the World, he had fucha mind that all 

the Nation, and all fuch as were moft affectionate towards him, (hould be driven to 

forrow and defolation, commanding that in every houfe one fhould be killed ; yea 

fuch as had not in any fort offended him, and were not accufed of one mif-deed ae 

mitted againft any other 5 whereas they that have any vertue, finding themfelves at 

that ftate, have been accuftomed to lay afide the hatred which they have before bora 

unto their enemies.

Seditionacthe At that time fell the Feaft of Unleavened Bread, which is called Pacha, whichis a 
Feattofthe Memorial of their deliverance out of Egypt 5 at which time all men do moft willingly 
Paflover. " prefent their Sactifices 5 and a greater number of Beafts are killed at that Feaft, thanat yp 
any othertime. Tothis Solemnity alfo, an infinite number of people aflembled from _ 
all parts, to honour God 3 whereby the feditious (fuppofing that they had gotten fit 
opportunity) lamented Fudas and Matthias, who were the Expofitors of the Law, and 
kept them(elves within the Temple, whither they had gathered good ftore of Victu- 
als, which they were not afhamed impudently to beg for. But Archelans, fearing left 
their rage fhould produce fome more grievous effect of mifchief, fent out a Captain, 
with a Regiment of a thoufand men, to reprgs their fury, before the reft of the people 
were infected with their follies ; and to bring them likewife unto him, whom they 
found to be the forwardeft in that Commotion.

That therefore it was their fault, who firft of all abftained not from injury, but whetted 
thofe Swords which were drawn in maintenance of the peace, againft their own bofoms.

AN But Archelans was crofled in Rome by another Occurrent, that arofe upon thts occa- 
re ae fion: Certain Ambafladours of the Jews reforted thither by Varws’s permiffion, re- 
afte “Chryjf’, Quiring that it might be lawful for them to live according to their own Laws 3 thefe 
Natitity.4. prefented themfelves to the number of fifty, and were back’d by eight thoufand Jews 
oe that inhabited the City. And whenCefar had affembled the Council of his Friends, 
fage ofthe and chief Citizens in ApoUo’s Temple, which he had builded to his mighty charge, thi- 
Jews toRome. ther reforted the Ambaffadours, who were followed by a Troop of Jews 5 and 4r- 
au ater chelaus alfa, attended by hisFriends. But the King’s Kindred neither ftood by ar- 
cours of the chelaus, in regard of the hate they bare him 3 and yet difdained to affitt the Ambaf- 
Jews appear fadours, for that they were afhamed in Czfar’s prefence to oppofe themfelves a- 
alah gainft their neareft Friend and Kinfman. Philip alfo was prefent at that time, who by 
Sout * Varus’s perfwation, reforted thither out of Syria 3 efpecially to plead for his Brother, 
to whom /arus wifhed all good fortune: Befides that, hoping nota little, that if the 
Jews fhould obtain the ‘liberty to live according to their Laws, it might come to pas, 
that the Kingdom being divided amonglt Herod’s Children, he might alfo light on 
fome part thereof. Therefore, after the Amba(adours of the Jews had obtained Li- 
cence to propofe their demands, pretending with themfelves wholly to exftinguith the 
TheAmbaftt- Royalty : They began to rip up Herod's dilgraces 5 alledging how only in name he 
ae the had been a King, wheréas otherwife he had ufed all the Tyrannous practices, that the 
HomPean{ wickedeft perfon could have invented, towards the deftruction of his Nation 5 and 
_Antelaus’s that not content with thefe, he had of his own head practifed and invented new. Net- 
iniquity. ther that it needed to reckon up how many he had deprived of life, when the eftate 
of thofe that were alive was far more defperate 3 whom he not only frighted with per- 
petual terrour and feverity, 
Goods. By which means it came to pafs, that he not only builded, but beautified 
Foreign Cities, inhabited by Foreign Nations, to the end he might the rather utterly 
{poil thofe by exadtion, which were fituated and feated in his own Countrey : And that 
he enforced his Nationto extream Poverty, which he received in moft happy Eftate 5 
whilft he fpoiled thofe Nobles of their Eftates, who upon weak probabilities were con- 
demned todie; or granting them Life, deprived them of their Poffeffions. And, 
whereas yearly Tributes were impofed on every one, yet feverally were the ravenous 
and covetous defires of his Friends and Courtiers to be fatisfied 5 yea, and of his fervants 
alfo, who had the Authority to exact thefe things 5 and by this means they might re- 
deem their injurious wickedne&. As for the deflouring of Virgins, and the fhameful be- 
traying of a Matron’s chaftity, they covered them under filence 5 for that it is a great 
comfort to thofe that fuffer fuch abufes, if their difgraces be but known toa few. In 
fhort,that Herod had no other ways governed,than as if the Government had been com- 
mitted toa moft wild Beat. For which caufe, whereas in times paft that Nation had 
been afflited with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that there is no example extant 
amongit their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their prefent Ca- 
Jamity under Herod. ‘For which caufe, upon juft refpetts, they had with one con- 
fent, named Archelaus their King 5 fuppofing that whatfoever King might befall them, 
he would always demean himfelf more affably than Herod had done 5 and that 
to honour Archelavs, they had mourned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in 
other things, to the intent they might obtain his good affection.

Being puffed up 
by thefe Toys, he failed not to deceive other men 3 and as {oon as he came to Creef, 
as many Jews as he fell in conference with, he perfwaded them no lefs 5 and getting 
much money from them, he failed into the Ifle of Afelos 3 where he gathered a great 
Summ of Money, under pretext that he was of the Kings Blood. And now hoping 
that he fhould recover his Father’s Kingdom, and that he fhould reward thofe that K 
were beneficial to him, he hafted cowards Rome, accompanied with his Friends in 
great pomp. And being arrived at Puteol, he was entertained there with no lefs fa- 
vour by thofe Jews, whom he deccived by his colourable Title 5 and divers others, 
who had been Hered’s Friends and Familiars, came unto him, and entertained him as 
theirKing.

There was nothing ‘but Robberies and Murthers of the Nobility, under _ 
es ee pretence to eftablith the {tate of the Contmonweal, but in effect for their private pro- M 
mincin fudea fit fake 3 whereby the Cities’ were ruined.with Seditions.and Murthers, in which the 
Inhabitants killed one another, ‘after a ftrange manner of-fury, and defire they had 
not to fpare any that wasnot of their Faction. They were afflicted with Forreign Ene- 
mies and Famine ; yet none of thefe could pacifie their fury, nor make them forbear 
tadeftroy Cities, and thed innocent Blood 5 ‘till at length the horrible mifchief took 
The Temple fuch ahead, that they confumed the Temple of Gad, and.burned all.the ftately build.

They honour their El- ae! ae 
ders ; neither dare they reply, or reproach them for their admonitions. They attribute Tee penne 
all thingsunto fate, and yet they take not an affent of will from man 3 fuppofing that The Phiritees 
God tempereth all things in fuch fort, that by his Ordinance and man’s will all things Doe. 
are performed, good or evil. They believe alfo, that the Souls of men are immortal 5 
and that after death they receive their reward, according asthey have addicted them- 
felvesto virtue or vice in their life times;the one to lie in perpetual Prifon,the other to 
tife again very fhortly. For which caufe they are in great efteem among the people 5 
and all that which appertaineth to the fervice of God, whether they be Prayers or Sa- 
crifices, all things are doneaccording as they give direction. So amplea Teftimony

that it would redound to their great difhonour, if the Kingdom (hould be continued 

in the hands of fuch a man, who was defcended from an Italian Concubine, they fent 
Ambafladours to require Herod to comeand be their King 5 who otherwife was hated pent for 
of all the people, and accufed of extreme cruelty : Ina word, he was an unfociable by the Parthi- 
man, and extreamly cholerick, notwith{tanding he was of the Blood of the Arfacides 5 8, and flain 
they therefore flocked about him, and killed him at a Banquet made at a certain Sacri- "3 - 
fice (for the cuftom of the Parthians was, that every one bare his Weapon) or as the 

common report was, that he was killed when he wasa hunting. For this caufe they 

feat Ambaffadoursto Rome, requiring that one of thofe that were Hoftages there might 

be their King; and one Voxones was fent unto them, who was preferred above all his 

Brethren. For he feemed to be capable of that high Degree of honour, as to command 

two of the greateft Sovereignties that were under the Sun; the one of his own Nati- 

on, theother of a Foreign Dominion. But the Barbarians, who are by nature incon- 

ftant, and moft infolent, fhortly after repented themfelves ; for they difdained to ex- 

ecute the Command of a Slave (for fo called they a Pledg) faying, that the Parthians 

had not a King given them by right of War, but that which was the greateft abufe that 

could befall them, by an injury offered them in the time of a thameful Peace. For 

which caufe they {peedily fent for Artabanus King of A¢edia, whowas of the Race of 

the Arfacides. To this requeft of theirs he willingly condefcended, and came unto 

them with his Army, and Voxones marched forward againft him. At the firft encounter, 

although the common fort among the Parthians favoured Artabanus, yet he was over- 

come, and fled to the Mountains of Afedia. But not long after, having affembled a fisne Kina 


E greater Army, he once more fet upon Voxones, and defeated him § at which time Vowo- of the Parthi- 


nes retired himfelf with fome Horfe-men of his, into Selewcia. But Artabanus having aiahean ae 
made a great flaughter of thofe that fled, and wholly abafhed the minds of the Barba- ae o 
rians, he retired to the City of Ctefphon, with thofe people that accompanied him, and 

was afterwards made King of Parthia. Vonones arrived in Armenia, and at the firlk, 
fought to make himfelf King over that Nation, fending to this effect certain Ambafla- - 

dours to Romesbut Tiberius repulfed his fuit in re(pect of his Cowardice; but the rather 

‘becaufe Artabenys, by an exprefs Embaflage, had threatned him with War. For thofe

he addreffed himfelf in what he could, to further thofe of Damafco. But Aristobulus, 
who had an inkling of this conclufion and promife, accufed his Brother to Flaceuss and 
after enquiry was made, and he found guilty of the Fact, 4grippa grew out of the Pre- 
fidents favour 5 and falling again into extream poverty, he came to Prolessais 3 and 
having no way tofubfift, he refolved to go into ftaly. And fecing he wanted Montiey, 
he commanded Adarfyas his Free-man, that by all means whatfoever, he fhould {eek to 
G take up Moncy upon Intereft. He {pake unto Protus (who was Agrippa’s Mother’s Free- 
man, who, by the Teftament of his deceafed Miltrefs, was left unto Antonius’s protetti- 
on) that upon his Mafter’s Bill and Promife, he would lend him fome Money. But he 
alledging that Agripp2 before that time owed him money, extorted from Aar{yas a Bill Agrigps by - 
of his hand for twenty thoufand Attick Drachmes 3 deducting out of that Summ two “i's 
thoufand and five hundred, which Adarfyas took for himfelf; which he might the more rowerh, aii 
eafily do, for that Agrippa could not otherwile chufe. Having therefore received this of Prous. 
money, he went to dnthedon, wheregetting Shipping, he prepared him(lf for the 
journey. — he 
But when Herennius Capito, who was Treafurer of Jamzia, underltood of his being 
Dp there, he fent his Souldiers to him, to exact three hundred thoufand:filver Drachmes at Aeriops, 
his hands, for which he ftood indebted to Czfar’s Treafurer, during his being at Rowse 3 Whilft Hor... 
by which means he was enforced to ftay. Whereupon he made a fhew that. he would “CP ¢x- 
obey their demand 5 butasfoon as it was night, he caufed the Cables of the Ship to be arhis hav’? 
eut, and caftoff, and failed to dlexandria; there he requefted Alexander Alabarcha, ta flicth to A 
lend him two hundred thoufand Drachmes in Silver 5 he protefted that he would truft "4 by 
him with nothing : But admiring Cypros, his Wife's conftant love toward her Hufband, oe show 
and ber many other Virtues 5 he, uponher promife, condefcendedto do him a kind. row tibney 
nef: Whereupon, in prefent money he payed him five Talentsin Alexandria, and *#lexan- 
promifed to deliver him the reft of the money at Puteo/, fearing Agrippa’s unthriftine. “"” ’ 
gg Thus Cypros having furnifhed her Hufband for his Journey into Ztaly, returned her felf 
and her Children into Judea by Land. But Agrippa, as (oon as he arrived at Puteol, Agrippz ar- 
wrote unto Tiberius Céefar, who lived in Capreas, fignifying unto him that he came to "veth at Pa-. 
do his duty 5 befeeching him that he would grant him free and favourable accefS. Tie ae ones 
ferivs, with allexpedition, returned him avery kind anfwer 3 aflurin him, that he far spreteace) 
would be very glad to fee him fafely arrived in Capreas. Ina word, as foon as he was 
arrived, C4/ar exprefied and made it known, that his affection was anfwerable to his 
Letters ; and both embraced him, and lodgedhim, The next day Céfar received Let- 
ters from Herenmius Capito, who advertifed him that Agrippa owed three hundred thou- 
fand Drachmes of Silver, which he borrowed, and payed not at the time prefixed ; 
g andthat when the appointed time of payment was come, he was fled out of the Coun. 
trey, and by this occafion he had deprived him of the means to conftrain him to make 
fatisfattion.

But being 
afterwards accufed for ftealing Agrippa’s garment (as he indeed had done} and brought 
back again, after he had fled away to Pifo (who was the Governour of the City) he 
Helio S Rauf- asked him why he fled 5 who anfwered, thathe had certain fecrets which he defired’ 
Jnnus, chap.13- to reveal unto Cafar, that appertained to his profit and fafety 5 for which caufe he was 
ee bees fent by him in Bonds to Capreas. Tiberius according to his dilatory manner, wherein 
man bethinks no King or Tyrant ever equalled him, held him Prifoner, For neither did he prefent. 
him to accule ty admit any Ambafladours, neither fent he Succeffors to thofe, who were Governours 
re Slr of his Provinces, when the former were dead 3 and was no Jef3 negligent in yielding 
"audience tohis Prifoners. . But when his friends at any time queftioned him, why he 
ufed thefe accuftomed delays 5 he anfwered them, that he deferred the Ambafladours 
after that manner, left, if he fhould fuddenly difpatch them, they thould inftantly re. K 
turn with new, whereby it fhould come to pafs, that he thould be continually troubled 
to entertaining and difmifling them. : 
For what And as for his Offices, he left them in their hands to whom he had committed them, 
a Teri in regard of his Subjects-welfare, For naturally all Magiftracy is fabjet to Avarice 5 
his Governors DUt efpecially ftrangersinduce thofe who exercife the fame, to gather and ingrofs the 
more eagerly, when as the time of their Authority is (hort, and of fmall affurance 5 
whereas, if they fhould continue in the fame for a long time, in regard of the pain they — 
had made, and the much profit they had raifed, they would be afterwards lefs greedy 
to extort further. Now, if he (hould fend others to facceed them on a fidden, it were 
impoflible for him to content them, notwith{tanding their many Bribes : whereas, in L 
giving them time to fill their purfes, when they had gotten well, they would abate the 
furious defire of Lucre which they affected before. And to this purpofe, he told them 
an example of a poor man that was a Lazar, to whofe wounds a great number of Flies 
affembled themfelves, and covered the fame 5 at fight whereof, fome by fortune ar- 
riving there, and having compaflion of his mifery, and fuppofing that the caufe why 
he repulfed them not, proceeded from his difability, approached near to help him, 
but he prayed them to let him alone. Whereupon, they demanding the caufe where- 
fore he that was hurt, refufed to be delivered from fo irkfome an evil 5 heanfwered 
them, for that they fhould do him more wrong, if thofe flies were driven away 3 for 
that being already full of blood, they prick me not, ({aid he) neither fuck me fo carnefily, Ny 
but give me fome eafe, whereas if new fhould light on my wound which were hungry, and — 
foould feize my firfh in that defperate eifate that T am, they would procure my death, For 
thefecaufes he {aid 5 that feeing his Subjeéts already confumed by fo many exactions, 
he thought it a good policy in him, and abetter provifion for them, not to fend them 
new Governours continually, who might, after the manner of flies, fuck them to the 
quick 5 efpecially, if totheir innate covetoufnels, he fhould add the fear of their fade

B her trufty Servants, unto himto Capreas, to affare him in particular of the whole Con- 


trivance of the Confpiracy. Cefar having true underftanding thereof, caufed Scjanus 

and his Confederates to be executed, Therefore, though before that time he honour- 

ed Antonia greatly, yet he did afterwards honour her far more, fo that he trufted her 

in all things. When therefore, fhe entreated him to give Entychus Audience; Tibcrins 

anlwered, If, faid he, Eutychus hath falfly objedied any thing againft Agrippa, it fufficeth 

that he endure that Punifhment that Ihave enjoyned him : But if in the Torture he maintain 

that which he hath fpoken to be true, it is to be Seared left Agrippa, intending to punifh his 

Free-man, dorather heap the Punifbment upon his own head. When Antonia had report- 

ed this anfwer of his to 4grippa, he did the more inftantly follicite her, requiring her —Acrippa wg-

Whereupon Tiberixs asked him what he had to fay againft him, who had 

made a Free-man of him? ay Sovereign (laid he) Caius that is here prefent, and Agrip- 

pa rode one day together in the fame Coach, and I fat at their feet 5 after divers difcourfes 


D 4beld between them, Agrippa began to Speak after this manner unto Caius 5 0, faid be, 


would Godthe day were come, ‘wherein the old man, departing out of this world, would 
make you Goveruour thereof : For bis Son Tiberius would be no hindrance unto you, for 


you might difpatch him : Then fhould the World he happy, and I likewife have my fare in 


the Felicity. _Tiberixs elteeming this his Accufation to be true, and having of long time 
conceived a grudge againft Agrippa, for that notwithftanding he had commanded him 
to honour Tiberixs, who was his Nephew, and Drufus’s Son 3 Agrippa had given {mall 
regard to his Commandment, and had not honoured him, but was wholly addicted un- 
to Caius. For which caufe he faid to Afacron, bind me this fellow. He fcarcely under- 
ftanding that which he fpake, and no ways fulpecting that he fhould give that Com- 
mand again{t Agrippa, deferred the performance, until fuch time a he might morc ex- 
actly underftand his mind. When therefore Céfar turned into the Hippodrome, and by 
chance, met with ~grippain the teeth: This # he (faid he) Macron, whom Thave come 
manded to be bound: And demanding of him once more, of whom he fpake 5 It is A- 
grippa, faid he. Then had Agrippa recourfe to fubmiffive and humble Prayers, refrefh- 
ing the memory of hisSon, with whom he had been brought up; alledging the edu- 
cation he had ufed towards his Nephew Tiberivs : but he prevailed nothing, but was 
Jed away bound in thofe Purple Ornaments which he then wore. 

At that time it was very hot weather, and he was extreamly thirlty : Whereupon, Zéauinaftus 
efpying Thaumaftws one of Cains’s Servants, who carried Water in a Pitcher, he requir- Eeies Sere 
ed him to give him drink ; which, when he had willingly beftowed on him, he drank ee 
and afterwards faid unto him, This Service thou haft done me in giving me drink foall do rink, whom 
thee good one day: For as foon as Tefcape out of thefe Bonds, it foal not be long before Tob. he promifeth 
tain thy liberty at Caius’s hands, for that thon haft not negleFed todo me Service in this my Paes 
Imprifonment, more than whilfi I was in my Profperity, Neither deceived he the man’s "3 
expectation of his promife, but rewarded and gratified him: For afterwards, when he 
had obtained the Kingdom, he begged Thanmaftus’s liberty at Caius’s hands, and made 
him his Steward 5 and after his deceafe, he gave order that he fhould ferve in the fame 
place, with his Son Agrippa, and his Daughter Berzice 5 fothat hedied very old, and 
much honoured. But this happened afterward. But atthat time Agrippa {tood before 
the place bound with other Companions, who likewife were in Bonds 5 and through 
the grief he conceived, he leaned againft a certain Tree, on which there fat an Owl,

iow ging fo modeft, that he was familiar and affable to allmen. Whereby it came to pafs, that 
ee oe only the people, but the Senate alfo, held him in great eftimation 5 as alfoall the 
Subjects in every feveral Province : For they that fpake with him, were ae pee 
ly by his affability, partly by the fidelity they faw ia him 5 fo that pans e we ead, 
all of them mourned, not counterfeitly lamenting his lofs, but with un igned Orrow 5 
for that there was not any one, that fuppofed not his death to be every man $ pre

expectation. For being in this thought, he commanded Ewodys, that as foon as he 
cauld, in the morning, he fhould fuffer him, of the two young Princes, to enter in unto 
him, who fhould arrive the firft. He walking out, met with Cais before the Chamber 





door (for Tiberius was not there 3 who being ignorant of that which his Grand-father 
thought, was bufie about his Break faft) and faid unto him, that the Em perour his Fa- 
B ther called for him; and withal, fuffered him to enter. When Tiberius beheld Caixs, 
he fuddenly began to confider the Power of God, who deprived him of the means to 
difpofe of the Empire, according as he had determined with himfelf, for that it lay not 
in his power 5 and he lamented greatly, not fo much for that he faw his defign could 
not be brought to effect, as that his Son Tiberius was in danger of his life 5 feeing that 
in all appearance, Cains would be Mafter 3 who being fo near a Relation, would prove 
the more dangerous to young Tiberius, becaufe Sovereignty defireth no fharer: And 
Caixs would be always jealous, and never think himfelf fure, folong as young Tiberius ie 
wasalive.

But at that time he was griev- 
oufly difquieted by reafon of the misfortune that had happened 5 yea, he was fo gtiev- 
ed, as if his Grand-child had been already loft 3 and he blamed himfelf, becaufe he 
had fought thefe Prefages ; for that he might have died, without falling into that dif- 
after,in being ignorant of that which was to come ; whereas, now le fhould die in the 
knowledge of their mif-fortunes, whom he loved mott entirely.

Caius talked with Herod,having vifited him firlt, he received Agrippa’s Letters, contain- Heredisaccut. 
ing Herod's Accufations; for they accufed himof a Con{piracy plotted betwixt him and ¢d for sua 
Sejanus, fince the beginning of Tzberizs’s Empire : And how for the prefent he favoured eee 
Artabanus, King of the Parthians, to the prejudice of the Emperout Caius 5 of which the ¢hjan, 
preparations Herod had ftored up in his Arcenals; gave evident teftimony, which were 


E fufficient to arm feventy thoufand men. Cai#s was much moved with thefe informati- 


ons, and asked Herod if that which was informed him, touching his warlike preparati- 

on, was true: He unable to contradict the fame in any thing, for fear he fhould be con- 

victed of falfhood: confeffed no lefs. Whereupon Caius fuppofing the Accufation of his Aerod is per.

Hein Ruf- W Hereas there arofe a Sedition betwixt the Jews and Grecians that inhabited 4- 
es ‘  lexandria, three chofen Ambaffadours on either fide were fent unto Caiys : 
ane “7° One of thele Ambafladours of Alexandria was Appion, who accufed the Jews of many 
Prince of che failings ; and amongft other things, he alledged, that they made no account of ho- 
cee nouring Cefar : And that, whereasall other Subjects of the Roman Empire had ereét- 
accuferh the €d Altarsand Temples in honour of Caiws, and in all other things had received him as 
Jews, becaufe a God the Jews fuppoled itto be a difhonour for them to honour his Statues, or 
they afcribed fwearby hisname. After that 4ppion had urged many things, and inveighed griev- 
ee oufly againft the Jews ; hoping that Caivs would be provoked againft them, as in all 
Philo Fudens, likelihood and appearance it fhould have fallen out : PAilo, the chiefeft among the Am- 
for the Jewsis bafladours of the Jews, a man of great worth, and Brother to Alexander Alabarcha 3 
paces ant being experienced in Philofoply, addreffed himfelf to anfwer thofe Accufations which 
dience, and Were urged againft the Jews5 but Caizs commanded him filence, and willed him 
commitech jnftantly to withdraw himfelf; and.was fo difpleafed, that it appeared very manifeftly, 
ee que” that he intended fome cruel revenge againft them.

We muft be of good courage, fince Caius in words feemcth to be difpleafed with ws 4 for in

CHAP. XL 


Caius comvands Petronius Governour of Syria, to compel the Fews by force of Arms, 
to receive his Statuein the Temple 5 but Petronius wollified by their Prayers, writ- 


eth to Caius iz the Jews behalf. 


Msiess UtCaivs, being fore difpleafed that the Jews only defpifed his Ordinances, fent 
Cafar fendech Petronins into Syria, to fucceed Vitellius, charging him with a {trong Army toin- 
Petronius into vade Fudea 3 andif they willingly admitted his Statue, that then he fhould placeit in 
ee the Temple of God 5 but if they denied it, then, that overcoming them by force, he 
him ia fpight fhould compel them to condifcend thereunto. Asfoon as Petrowiws came into Syria, 
ofthe Jews,to he endeavoured to fatisfie Cefar's Command 5 and having aflembled as great an Army 
plant his $:1- as he could poflibly levy, and leading forth with him two Legions of Roman Soldiers, 


peers he wintred at Ptolemais, intending at Spring toinvade Judea; All which he fignified 


Temple. 
The Jews re- to Cefar by his Letters 3 who commending him for his induftry, advifed him to ufeall 


pairto Pole eynedition therein, and to make War againft thofe who fhould difobey his Commands. 
ee Mean while divers thoufands of the Jews reforted to Petronxivs, who was quartered at 
hewauld not Ptolemais 5 befeeching him not to conftrain them todo that thing which was contrary 
bring his Sta- tg their Laws, or totranfgrefs the Ordinances of their Fore-fathers. For if (faid they ) 
ee you have wholly decreed to bring and erect this Statue in our Temple, firit deprive us of our 
"fives, and afterwards do that which fhall feem good in your eyes : For it is impoffible for 
us, fo long as our Souls remain within our Bodies, to permit that which is forbidden by our 
- Laws 3 or to fuffer fuch Impiety, in regard of that honour which we owe unto our Law-mak> 
er, and our Predeceffors, who have ratified our Laws, to the ixtent we fhonld encreafe in 
Virtue, Petronius anfwered thus, If Iwere Emperour, or if the Emperour would be ruled 
by my advice, your reafons might prevail with mes but I am enforced to obey him, otherwife 
my Life and Fortune is at Stake, Hereunto the Jews anfwered 5 Afy Lord (faid they) 
fince you are refolued, nottotranfgref, by any means, the Commands and Contents of Cz- 
far’s Letters, weither will we any ways violate or infringe the Prefcript of our Law, under 
hope of Divine Affiftance, and in imitation of the Virtue of our Anceftors > Forwe are not 
fo faint-bearted, that for the hope of a vain and untimely defire of life, we fhould break the 
Laws which Aluaighty God hath propofed unto us, under the reward of Eternal Felicity For 
which canfe, we will endure all Fortunes whatfocver, fo that our Countrey Law and Religion 
may remain inviolate 5 and we are ready to encounter any ntif-fortune, under hope that God 
will fii us 5 for whofe honour, we fear not to adventure on any danger. This had we ra- 
sher do, than by obcying thee through Cowardice, to incurr perpetual Ignominy 5 and that 
which is more, God's wrath in negle of bis Laws, whofe Authority, even in thine own

When therefore, he had affembled the Jews together 
E in Tiberias (when many thoufands of them reforted thither) and di(pofed all thole wats 
like Forces, that at that time gave attendance onhim, round about him : he told the 
Jews firft of all, not his own, but the Emperour’s intent, who would fhortly have them 
tafte his difpleafure, and enforce them to bear the burthen of his indignation,who were 
fo bold as to contradict him: For himfelf, it neceflarily concerned him that fince, b 
the Emperour’s favour he had received fo great honour,he (hould riot commit an ching 
contrary tohis Command. Z hold it (faid he) a matter moft juft to employ my life Aa ben 
mour fr jousto the end,that fo huge a number of men foould not be drawn into the dancer of 
death: and I will refpec the excelency of the Laws of your Fathers, for which you think on: 
ought to undergoaWar and dauger:neither is it lawful to fuffer the Temple of God to be defiled

At that time therefore the water fell in great abug- 
dance, and befides the expectation and opinion of men 3 the Jews conceived hope, that 
Petroniws foliciting their caufe, fhould not be repulfed, But Petroniws was more amaz- 
ed than all the reft, feeing evidently that God undertook the affairs of the Jews, and 


fuddenthower gave them teftimony of his manifeft affurance ; fo that they that were their profefled 


Adverfaries, had no power to contradict them, as he himfelf wrote to Cazus at large, 
with indudtions and exhortations, to the end he (hould not draw fo many thoufand 
men into a defperate refolution and unhappy death; for without War it was impoffible 
for him, ever to make them forfake their Religion. Moreover, that he would not 
cut off and lofe the Revenue which he received of that Nation ; and would not erect a 
Trophy of an everlafting Curfe and Malediétion againft himfelf Adding moreover, 
what.the power of their God was 3 which he had fo clearly declared, that no man 
ought to doubt, but that his merciful hand was over them. Thisis the Contents of Pe- 
tronius’s Letters. 

On the other fide, King 4gripp2, whoat that time was at Rowe, grew more and 
more in favour with Cains 5 having entertained him at a Banquet, wherein he was ve- 
ry defirous to exceed all othersas well in famptuoufnefs, as in all other forts of delights 
and pleafures; yea, he entertained him fongbly, that not only others, but alfothe Em- 
perour himéelf, could not attain to fuch magnificence 5 fo much he endeavoured to fur- 
pafs all others,through the great defire he had to content and fatisfie Cefar in all things.

dangers, into which thou baft been drawn during Tiberius’s life.time 5 and haft omitted 
nuthing, no not in that which exceedeth thy power, to {hew thy affection towards me: For 
which caufe, think it fhould be a great fhawe for we, if I foould fuffer my elf to be over- 
come by theein kindnofs, without fome anfiverable correfpondence : ¥ will therefore. put 
that in practice, which I have heretofore omitted 5 for alt thofe things that hitherto E have 
beftowed on thee, are of noreckoning. My will is, that thy merits fhould at this time ba 
requited, by fuch means as might for ever wake thee happy. Now hefpake after this man- 
ner, hoping that grippa would beg fome great Province at his hands, or the Reve- 


nues of fome Cities, 


But although he had already prepared his demand, yet he did not difcover his in- * 


tent, but gave Cafxs this aufwer; that whereas he had ferved him to the diflike of 72- 
berius, it was not for the gain he expected heretofore 5 and for the prefent alfo, he 
did nothing under hope to be rich; contenting himtelf that he was inthe Emperour's 
good favour. That the benefits he had received of him were great, yea, exceeding all 
that which he durft ever have hoped : For (faid he) although they be but fueall in com 
parifon of your Greatac{s, yet in refpect of my felf who have received them, and in my 
conceit, ibey are very great. Cains admiring hisgenerofity, infilted to prefs him toask 
whatfoever he had a mind to, being ready to grant it. Whereupon Agrippa faid, Dread 
Prince, fince it is your good pleafure to think xse worthy to be honaured by your Prefents, F 
will not requeft any thing at your hands, that may tend to enrich me for that by thofe goods 
you have already given me, Tau greatly honoured : But I befeech and request one thing at 
jour bands, which will perchafe you the reputation of Piety, and will procure God to be pro- 


pitious unto you in all your aGfions;and which alfo,will breed me such glory among thofe who 


foall hear that I have not been refufed in my demand, which cencerneth me more than the ze 
coffities of thie life:I therefore befeech you,that it will pleafe you to give order that that Sta- 
tue, which you have charged Petronius to erecl in the Temple of the Fews, may never be put 
there. This was Agrippa’s requelt tothe Emperour, knowing very well how dange- 
rous a matter it was, and as muchas concerned his life, to demand any fuchthing at 
Cains’s hands, that was not anfwerable tohis humour. Ca#s, onthe one fide, moved

which naturally aboundeth with excellent paftures, and fach fruits as were referved 


for the winter. To thefe men there flocked a number of needy perfons, whom they 
armed, and became thetr Captains, and no man oppofed himfelf againft their infolent 
proceedings. Being by this means grown abfolute and impregnable, for that they 
had builded themfelves a {trong Fortrefs, they fent unto the Inhabitants, command~ 


ing them to pay them Tribute for their Cattle which they paftured 5 fo that this Tri- 


bute was fufficient to entertainthem, promifing tothofe who obeyed them, all friend- 
fhip, and that they would maintain them againft all thofe that fhould wrong them, 
of what place foever they were : but if they did not that which they commanded K 


them, they threatned them that they would kill all their Cattel. The Inhabitants 
of the Countrey, knowing themfelves unable to oppofe them, obeyed them, and fent 
them the number of Cattel which they required; fo that greater Forces daily joyn- 
ed themfelves with them, and they grew to that power, that they could make their 
excurfions againft thofe whom they intended to hure. Every one refpected them, 
and they were feared by all men, fo that their renown came at laft to the ears of the 
King of Parthia. 
- Fhe Governour of BabyJon:likewife intending to cut off this mifchief before it 
grew to greater head, aflembled as many men as hecould pofGble, both Parthians and 
Afineus asd Babylonians, and marched forth againft them 5 with an intent to rect them out, bee 
his ee fore they fhould have any inkling thereof to prepare themfelves for their defence. Ha- 
the Governors Ving therefore prepared his Army, he lay in ambuth neer unto a Marith, and the next 
and Princes of day following (which was the Sabbath, in which the Jews forbear all kind of work, 
Babylon. —_ he making his account that the Enemy durft not make head again{t him, but without 
fight he fhould lead them away captives), be march’d eafily, thinking to charge them 
unaware. Afimeus, who at that time fat idly with his fellows, having his Arms by 
him: Ye men (faid-he) methinks I hear the neighing of Horfes, not fuch as when 
they are in their heat, but as when they are backt by men. Moreover, F hear the 
noife of their Bridles, and f fear left the Enemies fecretly fteating upon us, fhould 
circumvent us: let therefore fome one of us go and difcover what the matter is, and 
bring us word: I would I were found a lyarin that which Ehavetold you. This faid , 
one of them went out to efpie what the noife intended 5; who running haftily back a- 
gain,told him,that he had not falfly conjeCtured as touching the intent of the Enemy, for 
that they were at hand, and would not fuffer themfelves any longer to be out-braved by 
them. He alfo declared, that there was a mighty number of Horfemen, who were 
aflembled like a drove of Beafts, fufficient and able utterly to overcome Afirens and 
all his Company, forafmuch as they were not in a readinefs to defend themfelves : 
and our Law forbiddeth us to doany manner of work onthe Sabbath. Afizeus refol- 
ved with himfelf not to do that which the Spy had faid, but thought that it was better 
for them to behave themfelves valiantly in their neceflity wherein they were plunged, 
and thatif they mutt needs die, it better became them to make breach of their Law, 
i Afineus, of. than to hearten their Enemies by their fubmiffion. He therefore prefently betook 
er he had en- himfelf to his weapons, and encouraged all thofe that were about him, to make it 
couragedhis known in effec what their valour was. Whereupon all of them at once marched: 
. Scar da " forth againft the Enemy, and {laughtered a great many of them, for that they, defpifing 
miesto flight.

Forafter they have mutu- 
ally given one another their hands, thereis no Ginilter practice to be feared, and they 
from whom aman expecteth any harm, afeno more to be feared, at fuch time as they 
have given this teftimony of aflurance. This done, Artabanus fent back Anilexs to 
petfwade his Brother fizeusto come to Court, Artabanus did this, fuppofing that 
this his Amity with the two Brothers, would be a bridle for the Jews, who otherwifle 
thight encroach upon his Governments. For he feared, left if any Rebellion fhould 
happen, and he fhould be troubled in that War, Afimews and they of Babylon fhould 
grow more ftrong, as well by the voluntary fubmiflion of the Jews, asby force 5 and 
thereby fhould do himthe more mifchief Upon this deliberation he fent Unileee: 
who eafily perfwaded his Brother, giving himto underftand among other things,. 
what good will the King bare him, and the Oath that he had {worn 3 fo thar both oy 
them reforted to Artabenws, whoreceived them very gracioufly, admiring Afixews’s 
Virtue, who had fo great a courage in all his Enterprifes 5 confidering efpecially, 
that he wasa man of low ftature, and who, to look on, feemed to be contemptible ;

This{aid, he gave him certain Prefeats; «'scharge, 

and prefently difmiffed him: Now, as {oon as he returned home to hisown Fortrets, 4 dfnifere 

he fortified the places, both thofe which were already fecured, and the other, which eee 

as yet no mani had attempted to fortifie: And in {hort time he grew to that greatnefS 

that no man, of fo obfcure Fortune and beginning, attained before him. Neither 

contented with the Honours of the Babylonians, he was alfo held in great account 

by the Captains of the Parthians, who were fent to governin the neighbouring Pro- 

vinces 5 yea, fo much encreafed his Authority with his Power, that all Mefopotamia 

was at his Command. In this Felicity and encreafing Glory of his, he continued 

for the {pace of fifteen years 5 which never began to decay, until firch time as negleét- 

ing the ancient Study of Virtue, and contemining the Laws of his Fore-fathers 

both he and his factious followers being drowned in pleaftire, yielded themfelves 

Captive to Foreign Luft. It fortuned that a certain. Governour of thofe Parthians 

came toto that Countrey, accompanied. with his Wife, not only endowed with 

other Perfections, but alfo admired for her incomparable Comlinefs and Beauty 3 

whom, without ever feeing her, only by report of her Beauty, Avilews, Afinews's i 

Brother, loved entirely 5 and when as by no one of his allurements he could ob- pee tlt 

tain her favour, neither had any other hope to enjoy the Lady, he could not bridle er 

his unruly Luft, but he made War again(t he Hufband; and killing ‘the Parthiary Parthians, 

in their firft Conflit, his Wife became his, both in fubje@ion and Bed-fervice, ee 
whiel : 
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which thing was the Original of many mighty Calamities, both to himfelf, and to H 
ae year of hk his Brother. For when, having loft her former Hufband, fhe was led away Cap- 
aie Ghifes tive, fhe carried with her the Images of the Gods of her Countrey, which fhe high- 
Nativity. 41. ly efteemed, according as it was the cuftom of thofe that inhabited that place, 

to have their Gods whom they adore in their houfes, whom, when they travel in- 

to a Foreign Countrey, they carry about with them. She therefore brought them 
with her, and ufed them according to the fafhion of her Countrey, at the firft fecret« 
ly 5 but after fhe was known for Avilews’s Wife, then fhe adored them according to. 
the cuftom, and with thefame fervice which the ufed during her firft Hutband’s days, 
facrificing to her Gods. : 
UAnilewbe- Their chiefelt friends feeing this, firft of all reproved them, for that Avileus commit- § 
ing reproved ted fuch things that were no ways ufed among the Hebrews, and altogether repugnant 
Ss to their Laws, for that he had married a woman of a Foreign Nation, that contradicted 
eth one of his and violated their accuftomed Religion 5 for which caufe they advifed him to. beware, 
Friends. left, in fubmitting themfelves too much to their unbridled pleafures, they fhould lofe 
the honour and power they had received from God, even until that prefent. But (eeing 
their perfwafions profited nothing, and that Azilews likewife had villanoufly killed one 
of his deareft Friends, who had {omewhat too freely reproved him (who, at fuch time 
ashe lay a dying, being touched with the zeal of the Laws of his Anceftors, and with 
grief againft his Murtherer, withed that Afivexs and Anileus, and all their Affociates. 
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might diecthelike death ; they, for that they were tranfgreffors of the Law; theo- K. 


ther, for that they fuccoured not themfelves in that oppreflion, which they fuffered for 
the maintenance of their Laws.) They were fore difpleafed 5 yet notwithftanding they 
contained themfelves, calling to théir remembrance that their felicity proceeded from 
no other caufe, but from the valour of thofe Brethren, 

But when they underftood that the Parthian Gods were adored by this woman, 
they bethought them that it behoved thenr not any more to bear with Avileus in con- 
tempt of their Laws 5 for which caufe, addrefling themfelvesto Afizeus ingreat Af- 
ferrblies, they exclaimed againft Azilens 5 faying, that he ought, although at firft 
he had no power to difpofe of himfelf; yet now at laft, to correct this errour before 
it fhould redound to their publick Plague : For that boththe Marriage was difallow. L 
ed in all men’s eyes, as altogether contrary to their Laws; and that the fuperftitious 
obfervance of the Gods, which the woman prefumed to ufe, was an apparent injury 

‘~Anilansis offeredto the true God. But he, although he knew that his Brother's fault would 
accuted be- breed fome great inconvenience, both to him(elf and his followers; yet, being over- 
there dfnen, come With Brotherly affeion, he eafily pardoned his Brother, afcribing his errourto. 
buthe wink- the violence of his unbridled paffion. But whereas.daily more and more he was tired 
eth achis fault with exclamations and greater reproofs, -at length he admonifhed his Brother of the 
matter, chiding him for that which was paft, and defiring him to amend the errour 
- °- hereafter, by fending home the woman unto her Kindred. Yet this admonition of 
Afmans poy- hig took no effect with hims for the woman perceiving that the rumour that was M4 
oe ne railed among the people was for her fake 5 and being afraid left for her love fake, A> 
non,  -wéleus {hould incurr fome danger, the poyfoned Afizeus, to the end that her love 
_ being:in Authority, fhe might more freely pradife her imptety. Now when Anileus 
had gotten the Government into his own hands, he drew out his Forces againft cer- 
tain Villages belonging to A/ithridates, one of the chiefeft among the Parthians, and 
Artabanus's Son in Law 3 which Villages he {poiled, and carried away men, fheep, 
and other riches. When Aéithridates, whoat that time was refident in thofe Quar- 
ters, underftood .oi the fpoil of his Villages, he was very much difpleafed, and the 
rather, for that without any oceafton or proffer of injury, Aviles had aflailed him 
in contempt of his Eftate, who was a chief Peer of the Countrey : For which caufe N 
“he immediately affembled the greateft power of Horfe and Foot he could gather, to 
Anite  t upon Azileus and his Affociates. Leading his Forces therefore againft one of the 
drawech his Villages, he kept himfelfin covert, to the end he might fight the next day, which 
Forces into was the Sabbath day ; on which the Jews attempted not any thing. Whereof when 
ha iaieiee Anileus was advertifed by a certain Syrian, who dwelt in another Village, who had 
fpoileth is exactly told him all Asithridates’sintent, and the place where he intended to banquet.

dates, were iafupportable 5 yet if they fhould be inftrumental to fave his life. he would 
pardon the injuries, and reward them for their Mercy in faving his life ; whereas if 
they (hould: deal feverely with him, the King would eek his revenge, and make ahor- 
tible flaughter of thofe Jews that inhabited Babylon: whom they ought to have com- 
paflion of, both for that they were of their blood, and for that if any milchief thould 
befal them they knew not whither to retire themfelves; whereas they might be aflilt- 
fe with the aides a age men of their nation.

But he no fooner returned home unto his houfe, but his wife hit him ia the teeth 
that he lived but by the mercy of his enemies, notwithftanding he were the Kings Son- 
in-law 3 that he had made no reckoning to punith thofe, who had fo much injured 
him 3 that he likewife contented himfelf to have his life faved, after he had been pri- 
foner to the Jews: For which caufe ({aid the) recover thon thy former virtue and hae 
c mbich thon hait heretofore lost, or I fwear by the Gods of the King my Father, that the bond 
of Marriage mbich is betwixt me and thee foall be diffolved. : 
Mithridates, unable to endure thefe ufual reproaches, and on the other fide appre« 
hepding his wives haughty courage, from whom he feared to be feparated, he aflembl- 
ed the greatelt power of men that he could paffible, notwithftanding it were again{t 
his will,gnd led chem forth; fuppofing himfelf to be unworthy of life,if he,who by Na- 
tian was a Parthian, fhould be put to the worft by the Jews. When Anilews underftood 
that Adithyidates came forth againft him witha great force, he thought that it would 
- yedound greatly. to his indignity, if he (hould lie lurking amidft his Marthes, and ho- 
ping that be fhould have no worfe fortune againft his enemies, than he had at firft,and 
p building much upon his Soldiers, who were ever wont to get the upper hand in chéie 
encounters, he likewife drew forth his Army : to them alfo othersadjoyned themfelves 
who fought nothing elfe but pillage, and hoped that with their only prefence the 
might difcourage their enemy. 
But after they had marched about ninety f{tades, and pafled thorow a County that 
was {cant of water, and were about the heatof the mid day burned up with thirft; 
Mithridates Army came in fight, and charged them even at that time, when they faint- 
ed for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, fo as they could fcarcely 
handletheir weapons. At that time Azilews’s Soldiers encountring with Adithridates’s 
frefh men, were fhamefully put to flight: whereby it came to pafs thata great number 
& Of them werekilled. But 4zilews himfelf, and all thofe of his Company, retired them- 
felves in great hafte into a Forreft, leaving Asitbridates Lord and Matter of the F teld 
whereof he was very joyful. Notwithftanding this difafter, an infinite number of A great fum- 
lawlefs men reforted to Azilews, who fet little by their lives, provided there might ber of diffo- 
no limit be propofed to their unbridled licentioufnef; fo that he gathered a greater 4°<,Psons. 
number of men than thofe he had loft 5 yet they were far different in valour from the re seas 
former: for they were wholly ignorant of warlike difcipline. Notwithftanding, he whom he fpoi- 
being accompanied with thefe men, went and fet upon divers Burroughs of the Baby. ‘th certaia 
lonians, which were totally deftroyed by his rapine and-violence.

As for the third man Chereas, he could Rucieity. aa 

not endure the fhame and reproach of cowardife that Cin; had objected again{t him, Ur"V"Na 

but feared befides, that his friendfhip and inward familiarity with Cains would draw 

him into manifek dangers: for which caule, and his own fecurity and honours fake, 

he refolved to difpach him. Generally all of them were refolved to rid the world of 

Caius, and bring an end to his pride and tyrannical power, for their hope was that " 

their attempt having good fuccels : their Countrey and Common-weal (hculd reap the 


B fruits thereof, for whofe fecurity and fafety, it became them to hazard themfelves, 


though it were with lofi of their lives. But above all thereft, Chereas was cgged on 
with a defire he had to grow famous, and through the facility and convenient means 
he had todoit, becaute his Colonels room gave him moftfecure accefs unto him. A- The Circen 
bout that time the Circenfian Games were folemnized, which is a kind of Paftime fian Games. 
which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intent they refort to the place of Cius canter’ 
thefe exercifes, and the common people is wont to demand fomewhat from the Em- pee Pe 
perour, which they defire to obtains and after having examined their requelts, do whorequet 
never refufé them. Now they required with inftant and importunate fupplications, mitigation of 
that Cains would difcharge them of their taxations, and moderate the exccflive tri, Us? et 
butes which they payed: but he would give no ear unto them, and caufed thole to be“ 
apprehended, who called upon the matter moft earneftly 5 fending his Guard, fome 
of them one way, fome of them another, to put them tothe fword. After he had gi- 
ven this order, and they who received it had fully executed it, a great number of 
men were killed. The people feeing this, ceafed to exclaim any more, preferring 
their lives to their goods. This horrid fight incited Chereas the more to execute his 
enterprize, to the end he might fini(h his furious and tyrannical life, whofe Pleafure Chereas for 
was all mens deftruttion. He had often refolved to kill him at Table, yet he mary caules 
deferred to do it, not that he fainted in his refolution, but becaufe he expected gualh outai 
fome better opportunity.

Caius having appointed him to gather in his Tributes, in the execution whereof he 
followed his own nature, rather than Céfars command, and {pared thofe of whom 
he ought to have compaffion for their poverty fake. Caius was fo difpleafed here- 
with, that he objected again{t him, that the caufe why he delayed the bringing in of 
his money, was his cowardife and negligence: And among other injuries that he ofe 
fered him, as oft as he gave him the Watcii-word, “as he ufually went to fetch it once 


a day upon his watch-day, he gave him the names of women,: and others that were ig- 


nominious perfons, notwith{tanding that he himfelf was no lefS remarkable, for hisef= 
feminate daintinefs. In thofe Ceremonies which he himfelf had eftablithed, he attired

moved, and bethinking him of thofe pains fhe had endured he defifted fromthe inqueft ~ 
and accufation which was profecuted againft Popedias and Quintilia and gave her a 
certain fum of money, to comfort her againft the indifpofition that might follow by 
reafon of her torments, which fhe had fo couragioufly endured, — 

This difpleafed Chereas very much, as if he had been the caufe of all thofe evils that 
had hapned to thofe two perfons, whom the crueleft of men did bemoan. He con- 
fulted therefore with Clement, who was Captain of the foot, and Papiziws who had the 
command of the Guard, and {pake unto them to this effect. ““ We have (faid he) OCle- 4 
“* ment, employed our félves to the uttermoft for the Emperours fafety : for by our di- 

“ ligence and care we have done fo much,that of all thofe,who have confpired againtt 
* him, fome of them have been killed : the reft in fuch fort tormented and martyred, 
“that Caiws himfelf had compaffion on them. But what reward or honour receive we 


' “forall thefe fervices ? Clement hearing thefe words, held his peace, giving manifeft 


teftimony by hislooks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly afhamed he 
had fo long time obeyed the Emperours commands : and whilft he thought with him- 
felf that it was no policy for him to open his mouth againft Caiws cruelty, Chereas em- 
boldned himfelf to difcover the calamities and dangers wherein both the City and the 


~ whole Empire were plunged,telling him,that the common report was,that Caivs wasthe K 


Cornelius Sa- 
binus, 


caufe ofthem: 
But (laid he) thofe that will narrowly examine the truth, will judge that 1 and Papini- 


usthat flandeth by me, and you, Clement, sore than we, have canfed the Romans torment, 
and the World's mifery, for that of our own will we have been Minifters of Caius's Com- 
mands 5 and although the means lieth in us to make an end of thofe Violences that are cont- 
mitted againft the Citizens, and injuries to the whole World 3 yet we ferve him for his 
Guard and Hang-men, in fiead of Soldiers. And we bear Arms, notto maintain our Li- 
berty, and the Roman Empire, but to preferve him who keeps their bodies and minds in fla- 
very: And every day are we foiled in their blood who are killed and tortured, until fuch 
time as fomeone ferve us with the fame fauce, to fatisfie Caius's Cruelty. For it is not for 1 
the good will be beareth us, that he makethufe of us 3 but that whichis more, we are fufped- 
ed by him,and he will canfe us to be put to death, as be hath done others. For bis difpleafure is 
not limited by justice, but by his will : We alfo fhall ferue hiu for a mark toaimat. For 
which caufe, it beboveth us to provide for the fecurity and liberty of all mens aud efpecially, 
to warrant our felves againft all thofe dangers that threaten us. 

Clement declared by apparent figns, that he thought well of Chereas refolution, 
but he counfelled him to make no words of it, for fear the rumour thereof fhould be 
{pread among the people, and the fecret fhould be difcovered before the execution: 
and left that Caivs getting’ an inkling thereof, they fhould all of them be drawn into 
danger of death 5 and in the méan while, it behoved them to hope that fome good yy 
fortune would fall out to their furtherance : and that for himfelf, his age had taken 
from him the neceffary courage that belonged to fuch enterprizes. “It may be (faid 
*¢ he) that I may furnifh you with fome advice more fecure than yoursis, Chereas, for 
a more honefter thanit is, whois he that can propofe? This faid, Clemekt returned to 
hishoufe, ruminating with himfelf upon thofe words which he had both heard and 
fpoken, But Chereas grew fearful, and conferred with the Colonel Cornelius Sabings, 
whom he knew to bea nian of reputation, a lover of liberty, and greatly difcontent- 


. ed with the. eftate for the miferies of the Common-weal5 and feeing it was ne-

ceflary to attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, hé thought good 
to impart the matter to him; fearing left Clement fhould difcover all the Confpiracy, N 
confidering that delay and procraftination would be but an occafion to hinder the 3- 
ction.

and that already he was confirmed with no lefs refolution than himfelf was; butin that 
he knew not with whom he might familiarly communicate the fame, he {aid nothing + 
whereas otherwife he was ready, fot only toconceal that which he had heard, but alfo 
declared that which he had in his heart, he was fo much the more encouraged.

Difpatch (faid he) that which thou hafttodo 3 for God will affit thee. Chéreas was 
fomewhat afraid, le(t fome one of his Affociates had betrai'd him. But at laft he 
thought it was fome one of thofe, who, being privy to his refolution, gave him a 
Watch-word to animate him the mores or that it was God, who, governing and ob- 
ferving humane affairs, pufhed him forward. After he had imparted this his deliberas 
tion to divers; fundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertifed hereof were 
in Arms. For,there was not any one that fuppofed not that Caiws death was the greate 
eft good hap the Common-wealth could expect. For which caufe,all of them enforced 
themfelves as much as they could, to affift the execution with couragious and virtu-

For, 
caffon to affai] 9© Man fufpetted Chereas, {fo difcreetly had he behaved himfelf in all things: and he 
Crit. perfwaded himfelf that no man would have thought that he fhould lay violent hands 
on Cains, And although he had done nothing toany effect; yet foitis, that the pow- 

er of the Gods was fufficient to give him force, and to kill him without drawing 

weapon. Chaercas was fore difpleafed againft his companions, in refpect that he 

feared that they would let flip their occafion ; and although they perfectly 

knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of them 

all: yet did they requeft him to delay a little, for fear left in the execution he 

fhould in fome fort mifcarry, and for that caufe the City might be brought in trouble 

by the informations that would be made of that at; and that at length when Caius 

fhould be fo much the better provided againft them, they fhould not know how to 

fhew their virtue, when the time required that they fhould affault and fet upon hin, 

They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to fet forward this bufines, 

fhould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were 
folemnized in honour of Cefar, who firft of all difanulled the Peoples Authority, and 
appropriated it to himfelf. This Solemnity is celebrated in a Tent before the Palace, 

where the noble Citizens, with their wives and children remained to behold the 

fort, and Cefar himfelf likewife. At that time they concluded that it would be an 

__.. eafie matter for them, when fo many thoufands of people fhould be fhut up in fo 
ee narrow a place; fo that he, who would ftep formoft to give the ftroke, might very 
Confederates edfily be fuccoured, for that he could have no affiftance, although his Guard fhould 
as touching have the courage and defire to defend him. Chereas refolved upon this, and it was 
Cats kath egncluded that the firft day of thofe {ports that were next at hand, the deed fhould 
be done : but their adventure was greater than their conclufion. For the delay was 

fuch, as the third day was almoft paft, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt 

the matecr onthe third day. At which time Chereas afiembled all the Confederates, 


and told them that the opportunity of time bad overflipt them, accufed and reproach. 


ed them of flacknefs in that execution, which had been fo virtuoufly refolved a- 
‘mong them : and that it was to be feared, left if any fhould bedifcovered, the whole 
matter fhould be fruftrate: by which means Cains might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we wot (faid he) that by how much liberty we take from our felves, 
by fo much we augment Caius tyranny ? whereas we ought firft of all to obtain lecurity for 
our felves, andl afterwards purchafe perpetual felicity to others, the greateft glory whereof 
foall redound unto our felves. Now they having nothing to reply againft fo honourable 
a refolution, and yet notwithftanding no ways enforcing themfelves towards the ati- 
on, but remaining alrogether amazed without one word fpeaking, Chereas fpake 

thus: - 
Moft noble and generous Gentlemen, what is the caufe that we linger and delay ia 
this manner 2? See you not that this day is the laft day of the Games, and that Caius is 
_ ready to goto Sea? for he hath determined to fail into Alexandria, and to fee Egypt: 
truly it will be a fuall honour for us, if we fuffér him to efcape out of our hands, to the 
end that both by land and Sea, he may triumph over the Romans negligence, How 
can we chufe but condemn our felves juftly, and challenge nothing but difhoxour, if fome 
Egyptian fuppofing that men of free condition could not any longer endure his info- 
lence, foould put the matter ix execution ? For mine own part, I will dream no longer 
upon your confultations, but this very day will I hazard my felf ; and betide me what 
can, I will fuftain all fortunes with pleafure and courage. For I am a man of that 
mind, that wo danger can be fo great or grievous to dawnt me, or draw me from fo 
worthy an enterprize which fowe other will put in execution if I delay, depriving 
me of the greateft honour and glory that the world can afford for its deliverance. This 
faid he departed with an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged the 
re{t to do the like; fo that all of them were defirous to fet hand to the enterprize, 
without any further delay. The cuftom was, that the Captains of the Guard entred 
the Palace with their {words by their fides, and in fuch equipage they asked the Em- 
peror the Watch-word. At that time it fortuned that it was Chereas turn to fetch the

Cinvitus made him this reply in Homers words, 
Whift : left fome Greek, fhould liften to our talk; 


Now whileft fome one darted certain apples and rare and precious Birds at the 
people, Cains took great pleafure to behold how they ftrove one with anothér round 
about him, buffeting one another to fee who fhould get the fame: but at that pres 
fent there chanced two prefages: for the fport that was reprefented, was of a Judg; 
who was apprehended and crucified, and in the Dance they repreiented Cyxera, wh¢ 


Was killed with Afyrrba her Daughter: and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the murther of the Judge that was crucified; as alf of 
Cynera, Xt is affirmed likewife, that the day was the very fame; whereon Philip the 
Son of Amgntas King of Macedon, had been killed by Paxfexias one of his famniliars; 
at fuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilft Caias was incertain with himfelf whe: 
ther he fhould remain until the {ports were finifhed, for that it was the lat day of 
them, or rather fhould refore to the Bath, and after he had refrefhed himfelf, recur 


fearing left the occafion fhould be overflipt, becaufe he had feen Chereas go ott 
ofdoors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Caivs catcht him by the 
Gown, faying, Whither go you, my friend > At which time for the reverence fake 
that he bare unto Cefar, he fat himdown again: but the fear that he had, grew { 
forcible, that he arofe agains fo that Caizs could not detain him, fuppofing that 
he had gone thence to difpatch fome important bufinels. At that tiie did Af 
prenas counfel, Cefar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refrefhment he 
might teturn thitlet agains all which he did, being defirous that the refolution might 
take effect.

There arofe alfo another report, which daunted and beat down the hearts and 
hopes of the Nobility ; namely, that Caizs fetting light by the danger wherein he was, 
and as little alfo by the wounds he had received, was come into the Market-place all 
bloody as he was, and after this manner declaimed before the people : See here, how 
they that [pread thefe rumours, preferred their conjettures, which were void of all reafon : 
which diltracted thofe that heard it, according as they were affected. Notwithftande ] 
ing all this, noman removed from his place, for fear left they fhould be fuddenly ace 
cufed 5 knowing well that they fhould be accufed, not according to their thoughts and 
affections, but according to the difpofition of their Judges and Accufers. 

The Germai But efter that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords, all . 

eae that were prefent expected nothing but death; and asfoon asany manentred, they 

Se were feized with fuchan amazement, asif they had already felt the ftrokes; fo that 
they knew not whatto do, having no heart to depart from thence ; and otherwife 

perfwading themfelves, that if they ftayed there any longer, it would breed them fur- 

therdanger. At length, when the Soldiers were entred into the Theatre by force, all 

the Affembly cried out, protefting that whatfoever was done, it was befides their K 

knowledg, whether it were either attempted by Confpiracy, or any other means, They 

therefore moft humbly entreated them, that they would fpare them, and not inflict 
the penalty of the guilty onthofe that were innocent : For their own parts, they pray- 
ed them to featch outthofe who had committed the a@, if any fuch thing were come 
initted. And thus{pakethey with tears, beating their breafts, and calling the Gods to 
witne(s 3 alledging that which the prefent danger fuggefted them with, and as muchas 
fuch as pleaded for their lives could fay. By thefe perfwafions of theirs the Soldiers fue -- 
ry was abated, fo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre; forthis alfo was acruelty, asthey themfelves (notwithftanding their barbarous 

incivility ) fuppofed it to be,which was, that the heads of 4/presas and others that were L 

killed, were carried and fet upon an Altar. Whereat all the Affiftants were most griev- 

oufly difcontented, remembring themfelves of the dignity of the men, and having come 
paffion of that which had befallenthemi 5 confidering alfo, that they themfelves were 
not far off from dangers, being uncertain whether they fhould fave themfelves : where- 
by it came to paf3, that {ome of thofe who had caufe to hate Caius, durft not freely re- 
joyce at his death, becaufe they were upon the point to lofe their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any fafety. 

At length 4urxxtixns, aman who was gracious among the people, and was one of the

entreth the © common Criers, who hada {trong voice 3 and by crying fuch goods as were to be fold, 


Theatre,and had gathered fo great fubftance, as that he was accounted one of the richeft men in M 


aes Rome, andin great efteem amongft all men in that behalf, entredthe Theatre in a 
death, mourning Habit, and after a lamentable manner: And although he inwardly hated Ca- 
ins, yet for the fear he conceived left he fhould lofe his goods, and in confideration of 
the prefent danger, hediflembled his joy 5; wearing all thofe Garments of mourning, 
and ufing no lefs lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareft friend. 
After this manner he came into the Theatre, publifhing Caizs°s death, to the intent that 
The Germans the people might not be ignorant of chat which had hapned : After this, he began to 


fury, awaken- reprefs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 


aed ae up their Swords, affauring them of the Emperour’s deaths which att of his did manifeft- 

” Jy fave the lives of all thofe who were affembled in the Theatre, and all them likewife, N 
whom they could have met with. For if they had had but the leaft furmife, that Caius 
had as yet beenalive, there was not any fort of cruelty which they had not commit- _ 
ted : For they bare him fo great love and affection, that to fecure him from that mif- 
fortune, they would have redeemed him with the lofs of their own lives. But as foon 

as they underftood he was dead, they reprefled their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge 3 knowing that it availed them nothing, to difcover thetr affecti- 
ons towards him, in that he could yield them norequital. Befides, the fear they had, 
left, that in purfuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate fhould be incenfed againft 
them, if fo be the Government of the Eftate fhould be returned into their hands, made 
them contain themfelves. Thus was the fury of thofe Germans appeafed for the death © 


of Caius. 
Mean-while Chereas (who feared very much, left 2sisucignus Mould fall into the

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A: Germans hands, andin their fury be murthered by them) fought for him among the TNA 


WAS 
Soldiers; enquiring of every one, whether they knew if he were killed or no. Where- ees ue 
upon Adinucianus and Clement were brought unto him, who in his prefence commended after "hr is 
Chereus’s exploit, and gave him thanks in the name of the whole Senate 5 who witnet- oa 

‘fed that it was tothe general benefit, and good of the Commonweal ; and that the ini He 
greateft perfons were beholding tohim, for that he had neither wanted good advice in sucizm, aud 

‘his deliberation, nor courage to execute his refolution 3 alledging that the nature of Cement con- 

- Tyranny was fuch, that being puffed up with a fhort pleafure of unjuftand intolerable baie 
“rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men_) determined and ended in mifery, as 
“manifeftly appeared in that which had befallen Cains ; who, before any thing was ei- 

‘B sther devifed, practifed or executed againft him, wasalready hateful to all men; and 
‘had in fach fort violated all Laws, that his greateft friends were refolvedto take Arms 
‘again{t him, whoin appearance had deprived him of life, whenboth in truth and in ef: 

‘fet it was he himfelf, who was the Author of his own ruine. : 
Hereuponall they arofe who were in the Theatre, and raifed great noi(e and trouble —4*<!macer- 


in feeking to fave themfelves. The occafion was, that a certain Phyfician called Arcion, ee 


being called out to go and dref$ ceraia: men that were wounded 3 making a thew as if fome, 
he went to go and prepare fuch things as were neceflary for thofe that were wounded; 
made thofe iffue out with him who fate neareft untohim 3 but the truth was, he did it 
to the endtodraw them out of the prefent danger. Mean-while the Senate aflembled 

€ them(clves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make enquiry after thofe The Seaxe 
who had murthered Cains: The people withan entire and fimple intent, the Senate ae 
only to ufe fome formal proceeding. For Valerius Afiaticus, who had formerly been thofeths flew 
Conful, came forth among the people, who were in an uproar ; and fuppofingita ftrange Ca. Vaieri- 
matter.that no man knew who had killed theEmperour, whilltevery one enquired a a 
who it was that had donethedeed 5 0, faid he, wouldit had been I that bad done it: had beeathé 
But the Confuls publifhed an Ediét, containing the Accufations that were prefented a- Author, 
gaint Caius 5 commanding the people and Soldiers, who were as yet inthe Theatre, to 
retire themfelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope, that they 
fhould be eafed of thofe Taxations, wherewiththey had been burthened: And the 

D Soldiers were promifed Honours and Dignities, if they would contain themfelves in. 
their accuftomed order, and ftir up no further trouble. For it was to be feared, lett if 
they had been further flefhed in Murthers, the City (hould have fallen into {ome great 
anger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houfes and Temples. But by this time all 
the whole Senate wasaflembled, efpecially thofe who were Confederates in Caixs’s 
murther 5 who feemed to gather courage, and to {peak boldly, as if the Government 
of the Eftate had been fallen into their hands. | 





CHAP. Il. 


_ The Soldiers refolve to promote Clatidius, Caius's Unkle, to the Imperial Dignity. Sa- 
turninus's Speech in the Senate, for Liberty. Chereas fends to kill the Emprefe Ce- 
fonia, Caius’s Wife, and her Daughter. Caius's good and evil Qualities, The Sol- 
diers carry Claudius izto the Camp, to make hin Emperour : The Senate Sends to 
hina, to pray bin to forbear. 


Wwe the Eftate of the Empire was thus diftratted, Clandius was faddenly fetcht Hedio Rufe 
; out of his houfe : for the Soldiers aflembling themfelves together, and confer- £2, chap z. 
ring among themfelves what was requifite tobe done, perceived that it was impoffible Ae he 
that fo many, and fo weighty affairs of the Commonweal, {hould be well managed by a Emperour. 
Popular Government 5 and grant it couldbe poffible, that it would yield them little 
or no profit: On the other fide, ifit fhould happen that one of the chiefelt of the Se- 
nate were chofen, that he would provetheir enemy, for not having contributed to his 
Election. Whilft therefore, the Sovereign Authority remained. as yet undifpofed of, 
they thought fit to elect Claudias,who was Caius’s Unkle,for their Emiperour 3 who was 
a man of that reputation,that none of thofe who were affembled in the Senate,was more 
capable than he was, both in regard of his Birth, and alfo of his good Edacation ; whe 
likewife being by them exalted to the Dignity ofthe Empire, would honour them and 
with all anfwerable bounty acknowledg their good deferts. Wherefore they refolved to 
G go to his Lodging,and take him out to declare him Emperour;Czeas SentinsSaturninus, 
hearing of it and conceiving that there was no time to be loft,to witnefs both his worth 
and his courage 3 he got up (as if he had been compelled, but in effect, of his own ac- 
cord } 
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We ie have made all the world admire the Glory of the Roman Generofity, 
after “Chri', | Tou Lords of Rome, although it beincredible, that the Liberty which bath fo long time 
Nativity.

I cannot {peak of the time paft, but only by hear-fay 5 but for what I have feen with 
bicedmany wine eyes, and perceived by my obfervation, I know how great wmifchiefs Tyr annies do ordi- 
oS i» aavily breed in a Politick Eftate s For they utterly exjtinguifh all Virtue, and deprive Free 
wale men of all that perfect magnanimity that may bein them 3 anid teach both to flatter, and to 
Sear, for that the Commonweal is abandoned, not to the wifdow of the Laws. but to the 
Fulins Cafar. fury of intemperate Governours, For fince Julius Calar bent his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government in Rome, and violated the happy courfe of Law, whereby our State 
Slourifved, the Commonweal hath been overthrown. For in Jubjedting the Law to his good 

liking, and himfelf to bis particular defires, there is not any kind of mifery and mifchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City 3 fo that his Succeffors have employed themfelves to the 

utternoft, and with a certain emulation, to abolifh the Laws of our Countrey 5 firivin 
which of them might diprive our Commonweal of her Nobleft Citizens : F or that vis 
have made their account, that their Security confifiedin communicating their secrets with 
Such as were bafe and abjed 5 abafing, not only the great Courages of thofe men, who were

‘your bebalf 3, not like to Brutus aud Caffius, who murthered Cxfar 3 for they were the Ori 
ginals of Seditions and Civil Wars in this City> And this man, ly the death of a Tyrant, 
hath not only at once delivered you of bim, but alfa bath cut off thofe mifchiefs that arofe by 
hin. 
Thus fpake Sentius, and his advice was entertained with great applaufe, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights alfo that were there prefent. Whereupon, a Senator, cal- 
led Trebellins Maximus, arofe , and ftepping to him, pulled off the Ring which Sextins 
had on his finger, wherein was inchafed a Stone with Cazus’s Picture init, which Sex- 
tins had forgot to pull off 3 fointent was he about that which he both faid and did ; 
C and by this means the engraved Image was broken. Now, in regard it was late, Che-. 
reas demanded ge Watch-word from the Conful ; who gave him the word, Liberty. csereas re. 
They were all affonifhed at this change, and could fcarcely believe that which bapned. guiretha 
For fince the Popular Government had been abolifhed, the Confuls had iever given es 
the Watch-word, until that prefent time : For before the City was oppreffed by Ty- hands. 
ranny, the Confuls commanded the Soldiers. After that Chereas had received the 
Word, hé gave ithis Soldiers, who fubfcribed to the Senate’s Authority : Of thefe 
there wereabout four Companies, which preferred the Lawful Government before a 
Tyranny 3 who alforetired themfelves to theirgOfficers, Asfor the people, they re- 
turned to their refpective homes, full of joy, hope and courage, for that they had re- 
D gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them, and not toany parti- 
cular Governour. Inaword, Chereas was theironly hope: He forefeeing that there 
would fome -mi(chief follow, if Cazus’s Wife and Daughter thould remain alive 5 and 
that if all his Friendsand Family fhould not be utterly extinguifhed, all thofe who 
fhould be fpared, would ferve to no otherend, but to the ruine of the Commonweal, 
and the Laws :. And on the other fide, defiring to fee an end of that which he had be- 
gun, and to fatisfie that hatred he had conceived again{t Caius; hefent Julins Lupus, chercds fend- 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wife and Daughter; which he did, ‘th Se 
And the caufe why he gave this charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for that Lupus was Cle- ii C# 
ment’s Kinfman, who wasa Confederate in the execution of Caius 5 tothe end, that Daughter. 
fe partaking after this manner in the death ofthe Tyrant,he might be known to have dealt 
as forwardly for the Commonweal, asif;from the beginning, he had been a Counfeller 
and Agent in the Confpiracy. Notwithitanding there were fome of his Companions of 
that opinion, that it fhould be but a cruelty to deal witha woman in that fort, for that 
Cains had offended through the corruption of his own Nature, and not by the counfel 
of his Wife ; and that all thofe evils which he committed in the Commonweal, by de- 
folating the Flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. 
- There were others that accufed her to be the caufe of all that which Caius had coms 
mitted 3 alledging that.fhe had given him an Amorous Drink, by which he was ti- 
ed and entangled in fuch fort unto her, and fo led and tranfported by her love, that” 
yp fhe governed all that which concerned the Eftate of Rome, and the World fubject to 
Rowe: But her Defenders prevailed nothing. For at length it was refolved the fhould 
lofe her life. ; 
- To finith this Tragedy Lupus was difpatcht, who loft no time in the accomplifhment 
of their intent who had fent him, for fear he might have been blamed, and accounted 
but coldly affetionate towards the good of the Commonweal. Therefore, as {oon as 
he came into the Palace, he found Cefonia, Cains’s Widow, lying by the body of her 
murthered Hufband, deftitute of all that which the Law gratifieth thofe that are dead 
with ; altogether bloody, and greatly afflitted 5 having her Daughter lying by her : cx/vnis accut- 
being in thiscondition, fhe was heard to utter no other words, but that fhe blamed ae a 
G Caius, for that he had not given credit to that counfel which fhe had given him fo of (on ve. 
ten; which words ofhers, were by fome interpreted two ways 5 for fome thought dittoher 


that fhe meant, that the had counfelled ber Hufband to give over his Cruelty, and Counfels. 
Murthers 
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The yer of tk fhould ufe a tempered meafure with virtue, for fear, left his Subjeds mifliking of his 
eae manners, fhould feek his deftru@tion. Others took it, asif fhe had encouraged Cains 
Nutivitv.42. to fet upon the Confpirators, and kill them without any delay 5 yea, before they had 
committed any offence, and by that means provide for his fecurity, They therefore 
faid, that Cefonia blamed Cains, for that he had behaved himfelf too carelefly, in that 
wherein fhe had counfelled him. Such were the words which Caéfonia {pake, and fuch 

was the expofition, as divers men Interpreted them. 

She {eeing Lupas coming, thewed him Caigs’s body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints tocome nearer : But perceiving that he made no an{wer,then the knew the 
caufe of his arrival, and offered her naked throat unto him with a great courage, ufing 
{uch expreffions as they ordinarily do, who defpair of their lives; the defired him to 
defer no longer to finjfh that Tragedy which his Companions had begun ; and fo died 
couragioufly, by the hand of Lapws ; and after her, washer Daughter killed, which 
was very young. This did Lupws aflure Chereas of withall expedition. This was Cuiws’s 

Grins awick®@ end, after he had reigned four years wanting four months. Before fuch time as he ob- 
oe tained the Empire, he wasan intemperate and wicked man, and addicted to his plea- 
fure, a favourer of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful 5 and for that caufe, when he got 

the upper hand of any man, he was ready tokill him. He efteemed this the only fruit 

of his power, to abufeit againftIonocents 3 and to gather and heap up great {poils and 

- Booties, by wicked and unjuft Murthers, Rapines and Oppreffions 5 lifting himfelf a- 

bove all Humane Authority, and affecting to be efteemed as a ody faffering himfelf 

to be tranfported by the people’s Praifes ; All that which the La condemned and 

punifhed, as a thing moft deteftable, that made he ufe of to punifh Vircue with. He ne- 

ver remembred any friendfhip that had been done him, how great foever it either was 

or had been, when he was in his paffion ; and was apt to inflit punifhments in his rage, 

evi given o- on juft and upright men. All that which was anfwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
Vertorute+ eves, Inall things that pleafed him, he had fo violent Appetites, that it was impofli- 
ble to contradict him 3 fo that he Wagnot afhamed to ufe the unlawful company of his 

own Sifter: Whereby it came to pafs, that the Citizens of Rome began to hate him exe 

treamly, for that the like had not been feen or heard of; of along time men could not 

believe it, notwith{tanding they fufficiently expreffed the hatred they bare againft the 

fact he had committed. It cannot be faid of-him, that he builded any work befeeming 

Ccius builded his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable either to the prefent or 
a Haven. future world 5 except fome Portsthat he made near to Rhegium and Sicilia, for Har- 
bour of fuch Ships as came and went into Egypt for Corn 3 which doubtlefs, isa ftately 

work, and very profitable for fuch as travel by Sea. True itis, that it was-not brought 

to perfection, but only half finifhed, becaufe the Work-men wrought flowly. But the 

chief caufe thereof was, that he {pent his ftudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra- 

ther to confume his Subftance, to feed his own private Lufts, wherein he took great de- 

light, than to ere¢t and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- 

C1izsan excel. dounded to the profit of the Common-weal. Otherwife, he was an eloquent man, and 
Jeat Orator. yery expert inthe Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending prefently that 
which others faid 5 and although they had been tedious in their expreffions, yet he 

anfwered them in an inftant 5 and in Affairs of Confequence, hehad fuch a moving per- 

{wafion and power, thatno man could exceed .him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 

and eafie apprehenfion, becaufe he had taken pains,and had exercifed himfelfin Learn- 

ing. For being Téberivs’s Brother’sSon, whole Succeflor he alfo was, he was enforced 

to be ftudious; feeing that Tiberivs, who was of the fame years, was in like manner ex- 

cellently learned. Caiws therefore enforced himfelf to imitate the Emperour Tiberivs, 


whofe near Kin&man he was ; and furpaffed all thofe that were in Rome at that time: } 
Yet, notwithftanding all thefe great advantages, which his good inftruction had bred — 


in him, could not hinder the misfortune that befell him, by theabufe of his Authority. 
So rare a thing it is to.feethem who have liberty, to do what they lift without punith- 
ment, to governthemfelves with modefty. In the beginning he took delight in the 
friendthip of very honeft men, to get credit and reputation, thinking to outftrip the 
moft excellent : But after he was given over to licentioufaes, the affection that he bare 
them was changed ; and inftead thereof, he grew more averfe from them daily ; where- 
by they were enforced to con{pire againft him, and feek his ruine. 
HeluwS Ruf Now, asI have heretofore declared, Clandins underftanding of that which had be- 
Sausschap. 3. fallen Cains his Nephew, and feeing all his houfe wholly troubled for this occafion, 
was in fuch diftrefs, that he knew not what to do to favehimfelf; but went and hid 
himfelfina certain corner, where he was furprized, having no other caufe to apprehend 
? his 
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murthers which he exercifed againft his Citizens ; and that in his Government, he H 
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A his danger, except his Nobility. For during the time that he lived a private man, heres 
’ behaved himfelf modeftly, kindly, and favourably unto all men, be tng well (cen in The wear of the 


the Sciences, and principally in the Greek tongue, fhunaing as much as in him lays afi

all tumult and train that might breed trouble. When as therefore the people at. that Nstivity, 43, 


time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the Palace was full of fury and fear

and nothing reigned more in general than confufion and diforders. the Souldiers of 


the Guard, who werethe moft experienced and bold, confulted amonett themfelves 
what courfe they were to take.Neither were they much difcontented with Caius death, 
in that they fuppofed that upon juft occafion,he was put to death,for which caufe they 
rather bethought themfelves on that which concerned their fortunes, and how they 
B might aflure themfelvesin thofe dangers,{eeing the Germans were Wholly bent againft 
thofe,who had killed Caius 5 rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures,than 
of any good affection they had towards the welfare of the Common. weal. All which 
things troubled Clavdizs,and put him in fear of his lifethe rather for that he faw A/pre- 
was head and the reft of the Nobility that were maflacred, carried about to be feen : 
for this caufe he kept himfelf in a certain place, which was only acceffible by 
certain {teps or ftairs, and hid himfelf therein, becaule it was obfcure. In 
that place one of the Souldiers of the Palace called Gratus, being unable to difcern 
who he was, in regard of the ob{curity of the place, and fuppofing him to be fome 
one that defired to be concealed, he drew near unto him to the intent he might the 
C better know him + and when Claudius befought him, that he would depart and leaye 
him, he paffed the more onwards, and laying hold of him and drawing him into the 
light, knew him; crying out to thofe that followed him : This is Germanicus, let us 
takeholdof him, and create him Emperour. Clandius perceiving that he was ready 
to be attached, and fearing left they thould put him to death as they had done 
Caius, befought them that they would pardon him, protefting unto. them his inno- 
cency, and how he had no ways been either acceflary or agent in that which had been 
done. Whereupon Gratzs beginning to fmile, took him by the hand, faying, that 
he had no caufe to fufpect his life : “ For (faid he) it behaveth thee to roufe up thy 
*fpirits, and to bethink thee how to govern an Empire, of which the gods (who 


D “have the careof the whole world) have deprived Czins, to reward thy virtue with. 


“ Arife therefore, and take pofleffion of the Throne of thine Anceftors, This faid, 
he lifted him on his fhoulders, for that Claudius could not walk on foot, through the 
fear and joy that he had conceived of that which had beentoldhin. 
Upon thefe {peeches divers of the Souldiers of the Guard aflembled about Gratus 
and perceiving that it was Clandius, whom they fuppofed tobe dragged to his death, 
they had compaffion of him as on an Innocent, for that they knew him to be a man 
ofa milde nature, who all the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and whoin 
like fort had been often in great danger during Caius life. There were others of them 
that faid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Confials : whereupon, 
£ althougha great number of Souldiers flocked about him, and the fimple people that 
were unarmed fled from them ; yet could not Claudius goon his way; fo weak and 
feeble felt he him(lf in his whole body. It fortuned likewife, that they who carried 
his litter, perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, and left him, fo little hope had 
they that their Mafter thould efcape with his life, whom they faw to be thus drawn 
by the Souldiers. Now when Gratus and his Affociates were arrived in the Court 
of the Palace, which (as it is reported) is the place which was firft of all inhabited 
in Rome, they began to think upon that which wasto be done: thither alfo there 
flocked a great number of other Souldiers unto them, who took pleafure to behold 
Clandins, enforcing themfelves to place him in the Imperial Dignity, in regard of 
F that good affection which they bare to Gersanicus his Brother, whofe memory was 
much honoured among all thofe, who had converfed with him. Moreover, they 
ripped up how many avaritious ats the Senate hag committed, and how great errors 
the chiefeft Senators had been guilty of, before the Publick Government was changed, 
Moreover, they confidered the danger and difficulty of their actions then in hand, 
for that the Government being adminiftred by one only man, would be dangerous 
for them, if he fhould obtain the fame by any other means whereas if Claidins thould 
enjoy the fame by their permiffion and good will, he woud have them in remembrance 
who had favoured him, and would recompence them according to their merits, This 
was the effect of their difcourfe, which they held among themfelves, or when they met 
G withone another. Allofthemat length concluded upon this advice, and environed 
Clandizs, and lifting him up upon their fhoulders, they carried him into the At- 
my, tothe intent that no man might hinder them to finith that Which they intended, 
Yy There 
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There fell a debate alfo betwixt the Senators and Citizens: For, the Senate defirous H 
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prefent good fortune. Contrariwife, the people envied them that Dignity. _And 
koowinf that their Emperours fhould be as it were bridles, to reftrain the avarice of 
the Senate, and the refuge of the people, they were very glad to fee that Claudius 
was advanced, making their account that if he were created Emperour, they fhould 
avoid a Civil war, like unto that which hapned in Pompeius time. ; 
“The Senate knowing that Claudius was carried into the Army by the Souldiers, 

“‘chofe out fome of their order, and fent them as Embafladours in their behalfs, to 
“fignifie unto him that he ought to ufe no violence in obtaining the Empire, but ra- ‘I 
“ther to remit the charge of the Commoneweal to the Senate. That he both was and 

* fhould be one of the Senators, and have the condutt of the Common-weal, and dif- 
“pole it according to Law, pes{wading him to call unto his remembrance thofe grievous 
“‘mifchicfs, which the former Tyrants had wrought in the Common-weal, and what 
“dangers he himfelf had alfo faffered with them, during the reign of Caius their late 
“Emperour. That it fhould ill become him, who had detelted the fury of others ty- 
*““ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppofe himfelf againft his Countrey. That if 
“he would obey them, and continue to exprefsthe virtue and conftancy of his life, 
“which in times paft he led with commendation, he fhould obtain thofe Honors which 

“° free Citizens could afford him, and in fuffering himfelf to be governed by Laws, to K 
**theend he might have part in the command, and to be commanded in his turn, he 
*(hould obtain the praife of virtue. That if he would not be diflwaded by the death 
“of Cains, which was frefh in memory, for their own parts they would hinder his 
“proceedings as. much as in them lay. They alfo alledged, that they were 
“provided with Souldiers, and ftore of Armour, and a great number of domeftick 
“fervants, all which they would: employ againft him: But over and above thefe 
“things, they had far greater helps, namely their hope, and good fortune, and 
“the gods, who are wont to fight for thofe who maintain virtue and goodnefs, 
*° They folemnly protefted alfo for their own parts, that they were of that mind, that 
“there was nothing more honeft and juft,than to fight for their liberty and Countrey. £ 
The Embaffadours that brought this meflage were Veranins and Broccus,who both of 
them were Tribunes ofthe people. They proftrating themfelveson their knees before 
him, humbly befought him that he would not engage the Common-weal in a Givil war, 
And feeing that Clandiws was inclofed with a great number of Souldiers, in refpect of 
whom the Confuls were-of noforce,they befought him that it would pleafe him to.de- 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them if he were refol- 
ved to be Emperour 5 for that it would be an a@ more holy, and juft, if he fhould 
obtain the fame with their good will, and not in defpight of thofe, who would vouch- 
fafe it him willingly.

CHAP. II. 


King Agrippa excourageth Claudius to accept of the Empire. The Soldiers, who had 
been for the Senate, forfake it, whether Chereas would or not 5 and jojn with thofe 
that had sworn to Claudius, So Claudius becometh Mafter, and condemns Cheteas 
to die: He fuffers witha wonderful Constancy. AndSabinus, who had been one of 
the chiefeit of the Confpiracy, killeth himfelf. 


Lthough Cladivs knew with what prefumption the Senate had fent this 
Embaflage, yet he did modeftly entertain the fame for the prefent. But fup- 


pofing that it ftood very little with his fecurity to commit himfelf to their truft, and 
being encouraged by the exhortation of the Souldiers, who promifed him their ut- 


oft endeavour, and by the incitation of King Agrippa, he determined by no means 


Aes <P 4 to let the Soveraigaty flip out of his hands, in that it was fo willingly and freely be- 
{towed on him when he thought leaft on it. After that Agrippa had performed all 
thofe duties unto Caivs which were requifite for fuch an one as had been by him advan- 
ced to Honour, and having taken his body and Iaid it ina litter, he brought him out 
before the Souldiers of his Guard, and affured them that Caius was yet alive, and for 
that he found himélf fick of ‘thofe wounds that he had received, he fent to feek for O 
Phyficians. But afrerwards underftanding that Claxdins was taken by the Souldiers, 
thruft fo much,that he got himfelf paffage unto him, whom hefound altogether daunted,

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A and ready to furrender all things intothe Senates hands; and encouraged him, to “Ses 
take upon him the Government of the Empire, which the Soldiers had offered him, 24 scar of the

Which done he departed, and was fuddenly fent for by the Senate, whither he refort- ee Chee.

ed altogether perfumed, as if he were returned from (ome Banquet, and had known Natreity, 43: 
nothing of that which had happened: He therefore asked the Senators, what was be- oe 
come of Claxdius, whotold him of the truth 5 and befides that, required him to BiVe fe tin hie. 
them his opinion and counfél, touching the prefent Affairs : His anfwer was, that he refolucions by 


“* was ready to adventure his life in the behalf of the Senate: Yet, by the way he told —4gripps. 


“them, that they ought to have an efpecial regard of the Commonweal, rather than 
“all the pleafure they could pretend 5 and that they who would be Lords of an Em- 
B “ pire, had need of Arms and men to maintain themfelves, left being weak and un- 
“ provided, they (hould be deceived in their expectations. The Senate replied, that 
“ they had great {tore of Furniture, and that they would contribute money 3 that 
“ they had good {tore of Soldiers, to whom they would add their Slaves, and give 
“them liberty. But Agrippa replied, Would God, Grave F athers, that you werea- , 
“ ble to perform the matters you intend 5 yet will I not fear to difcover that unto |

“you, which concerneth you nearly. Youknow well, thatthe Armiy that is with 4s opinion. 


“ Claudivs, confifteth of fuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of 
* Arms 3 and that thofe that are to fight on your fide, are but men gathered together 5 
“ and fuch as you joyn them with, are the very {cum of your Slaves, who are both 
cg “ untractable and untrained. We (hall therefore enter fight againft expert Soldiers,and 
' © commit our Fortunes to fuch men as {Carcely know how to draw their Swords: I ra- 
“ ther think it fit that we fend-unto Clasdivs fuch men, as may pet{wade him to give 
“over the Empire. And to performthis Meflage, behold my {elf in a readinef& to be 

* commanded by you. 


To this effect {pake Agrippa; and hereunto the Senators agreed, and fent him to <4erippa with 


Claudivs, appointing him others to accompany him: _ As foon as he came to Claudins, 


fome others, is 
fent ro Clau- 


he fecretly difcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, and gave him in- dine. 
‘ftructions to anfwer and carry himélf like an Emperour, and to thew his Dignity and Clsudiu’sat- 
Power. Whereupon Claudius gave the Ambaffadours this aniwer; “ That he won- {wer tothe 


** dred not that the Senate were fo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign, in 
“ regard of thatcruelty which the fore-paffed Emperours had ufed to their deftru@i:z 
“on. But for the prefent they fhould tafte of his.mercy, and feel his moderate 
* Rule; and they fhould live under the Government of fach an one, whoalthough in 
** name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in effect he would govern all things 
“ by their difpofition. For which canfe, he wilhed them in no fort to diftruft him, 
“whom, as they themfelves could witnels, they had {een and known to have dealt 
* virtuoufly and juftly in many Affairs, although the ftate of times had been far 
“ different. Thofe that were fent from the Senate hearing thefe words, returned back 


Ambaffadors, 


again. But Clandixs inftantly affembled his Army, and exacted an Oath of Fidelity The Soldiei's, 


from them; beftowing on every one of them who were df his Guard in way of Largefs, 

. five thoufand Drachma’s, amounting tofome twenty five Pound a man, of our fterling 
money. He prefented their Captains alfo with Prefents anfwerable to their Qualities, 
promifing to perform no Jef bounty to all the ret, in what place foever they were. 
Hereupon the Confals affembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Victorious, 
before day, and fome of them hid themfelves through the fear they had of that which 
fhould be fpoken: Others departed out of the City, and reforted to their Countrey 
Farms, forefeeing with themfelves the iffue of all thefe things 5 and perceiving that 
their hope of Liberty wasloft, they thought it far better for them to be exempt from 
danger, and to pafs their life in quietne&, though it were with Subjedion, than to be 

F altogether uncertain of their fecurity and fafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the See 
nators : Yet, about ahundred of them drew themfelves together, and nomore. Now 
whillt they were confalting upon that which they Were to do, they fudden!y hearda 
fhout of Soldiers that were affembled round about them, requiring the Senate to chufe 
them anEmperour, and not to fuffer their State to be loft through a multitude of Go- 
vernours 3 and tothis effect (pake they, left the Government (hould be given to divers, 
and not toone. This courfe of theirs gave little content to the Senators, both in re- 
gard of the loG of that Liberty which they expected, asthrough the good liking they 
had of Claudiws ; notwith{tanding, there were foms that pretended fome hope to be 
advanced, both in refpect of the Nobility of their Race, 25 in regard of their Alliance 
G that they had by Marriage with the Cafarr, Cr, Adarcus Minucianus, a man of him(elf 
of Noble defcent, and who had mazricd julia, Caius’sStter, ftood up to demand the 
Sovereign Goverament 3 but the Conli's reftraized him, alledging excufe upon excule: 
Yy 2 Another 
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Another, Afivutiananus allo, one of Cains’s Tutors, withdrew Valerius Afiaticus from H

, been heard of, had any of thefe had the liberty to defire the Empire, or oppofe them- 


Nativity, 43% {elves againtt Claudius. For amonglt others, the Fencers, who were of no {mall number, 


they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joyned themfelves together with the Army. They 
therefore, that pretended todemand the Empire, gave over their Suit, partly in the 
Cities behalf, partly for their own private fecurity. 

About break of day Chereas and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Soldiers; and made figns to them, that he would {peak with them, but 
they made a great noife tocut them’off from proceeding any farther, for all of them 
were earneftly bent to have an Emperour and Sovereign Lord 3 and required with all [ 
expedition, that they might have one proclaimed and known. So the Senate under- 
{tood, by the Soldiers difdaining its Authority, that it was impoffible to re-eftablith 
the Republick 5 and on the other fide, the Soldiers mif-regarding fo worthy an Af 


' fembly, was unfufferable to Chereas and his Confederates again{t Caius. At length, 


Chereas being unable to conceal his Paffion, and hearing that they asked for a Mo- 
narch, promiled that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Token 
from Extychws, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Caigs had loved 
extreamly 5 in fo much as he employed his Soldiers in fervile Labours, as to build 
him Stables for his Horfes, befides (everal other reproaches, threatning them that he 


_ would bring them: Clandias’s head 5 and told them that it was a thame, afterhaving K 


The Soldiers 


taken the Empire from a Fool and a Mad man, to give it toa Black-head. Yet none 
of thefe words could divert them from their purpofe 5 but all of them drew their 


ae, Swords, and with difplayed Colours, marched towards Claudiws, to unite themfelves 
edie With thofe, who had already bound themfelves by an Oath, to ferve him faithful- 


to Claudius, 


ly. Sothat the Senate was abandoned, and deftitute of all defence 3 and there was 
no difference betwixt private men and Confuls. All of them were altonifhed and 
confufed, not knowing what to do, becaufé they had thus provoked Clandius's dif- 
pleafure againft them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teftimony of 
_the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon Sabinus, one of 


Sabinte rather thofe who had murthered Caius, arofe, and protefted, that he would fooner cut his L 
chuleth death gw throat, than confent to the eltablifhment of Claudius, or behold with his eyes, 
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the mifery and thraldom of his Countrey :: He likewife encouraged Chereas 5 telling 
him that he deferved very little by cutting off Caius, if he thought to live without 
the Liberty of his Countrey. To which he anfwered, that he made no account of 
his life ; yet that he intended to found Clandius’s mind, and with this refolution they 
concluded. Mean while fome of the Senators thought on every fide to break through 
the midft and thickeft of the Soldiers, to go and do reverence and homage to Clan- 
dius = among{t.whom was 9. Pompeius one of the Confuls, whom the Soldiers accuf- 
ed to be one of the principal Actors to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty 5 
and they drew their Swords againft him; and if Clexdius had not reftrained them, 4 
they had furely difpatched him: But he made him fit down by him, and by that 
means delivered him from thedanger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 
were not entertained thus honourably 5 but fome of them were wounded, even then 
when they preffed forth to falute Claadins : Apomus retired himfelf fore wounded, 
and the reft were in great danger to lofe their lives. But King Agrizpa drawing near 
defired him to ufe as much lenity as was poffible in him towards the 
Senators 5 for that if any mifchief fhould betide them, he fhould have no other per- 
fonstocommand, To the which Counfel of his Clendius gave place, and affembled 
the Senate in the Palace, caufing himfelf to be carried thorough the City in the com- 
pany of his Soldiers, who marched before him, keeping back the common people. yy 
But amongft thofe that killed Caius, Chereas and Sabinus were come out into the ftreets, 
notwithf{tanding, they were forbidden by Pollio, whom not long before, Claudius had 
made Captain of his Guard. And as foon as Clandixs came into the Palace, whither 
he. aflembled his friends, he pronounced fentence again(t Chereas. For although 
his action was accounted both generous and noble, yet he was condemned for this, be- 
caule he was pertidious 5 whereupon he was adjudged to die, to give example to o- 
thers, to the end that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live in fafety. He was 
therefore led to his death with Lupus, and divers other Romans. It is {aid of Chereus, 
that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he exprefied, not only in 
that he changed not his countenance, but alfo by the reproaches which he gave Lupus, O 
who wept. For when Lupus was putting off his Cloaths, and complained of the cold that 


he felt,he taunted him thus,alluding to his name,which was Lupus 5 That never any oe 
i 
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*. did harm to. svolf Furthermore, when he cameto the place of Execution, where 
a great number of people were gathcred together to behold the foe@acle, he asked Zesew of the 
the Soldie: that was appointedto behcad him, ifhe werea cunning headf man, and “*" > 49°5- 
whether he had a new Sword 5 wifhing him to ufe that wherewith he murthered Chae Mie ae 
His death was happy, for he received but one ftroke 5 whereas Zypys was faiut-hearted LYS 
and received divers, becaufe he ftretched not out his neck freely, Some few days af 
ter, at {uch time as the Romans folemnized their Expiations, and that every onc ho- 
noured the mentory of his dear Friend, they gave Chereas a part of that honour, and 
calt his portion into the fire 5 faying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
whereof they were guilty towards him. Thus ended Chercas his Life. But for Sabinus 

B although Clandias had not only abfolved him, but alfo fuffered him to exercife his OF 
fice, as he had done before 5 yet he thought that he fhould do amifs, and againft Jus Ssbinve kit. 
ftice, if he falfified his Faith to his Affociates and Confederates 3 for which caufe “he leth hintls 
fhortned his own days, thrulting his Sword through his own body, to the very hilts. 








CHAP, Iv. 


Claudius the Evperour confirmeth Agrippa ix his Kingdom, adding jude and Sania. 
Cc Tia thereunto: He giveth the Kingdom of Chalcis to Herod, Agrippa’s Brother ; 
aud maketh Edits infavour of the Jews. 


O*. of the firlt things that Claudius did after his e(tabli(hment in the Empire, was 
to difband thofé Soldiers whom he firfpected 5 and publithed an Edict, by which “edie Ruf. 
he confirmed the Kingdom to Agrippa, that Caivs had given him, accompanying his /"47? eee 
bounty with many Praifes adding moreover unto his Government all that which his Glade obs 
Grandfather had poffefled ; towit, Judea and Samaria, which in that they wereas one ¢t Agrippa, 
Lawful Inheritance,appertained unto him.He gave him alfo out of his own Dominions, * snes 
Abela,and all the Countrey about Libanus,that in times patt appertained toLy/znias.And nays cone 
D he caufed the Alliance that was paft betwixt them, to be engraven and regiftred in an “ey. 
open place of the City of Rome. He took from Antiochus the Kingdom that he had, and —4atinchus 
gave him in exchange a portion of Cilicia and Comagena. He fet Alexander Lyfineachns King of Coma- 
Alcbarchaat liberty, who had been his old F riend, and fometimes Governour in 4ra- eos 
bia, and once his Mother Axtonia’s Steward 3 who had been committed Prifoner Lafmachus 
through Caixs’s difpleafure, and efpoufed Bernice, Agrippa’s Daughter, to his Son berets. 
Marcus 5 which after the death of Afarcus, who died before he was married, was after- 
wards married with her Father Agrippa's allowance, to Herod his Brother, for whom J- Hered, A- 
Srippa begg’d of Clandins the Kingdom of Chalcis. At that very time, the Jews that gripa’s Bro- 
wereinthe City of Alexandria, mutined againft the Greeks: For after Cains’s death, the" created 
the Nation of the Jews which had been opprefled during his Reign; and injurioufly a 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which caufe Sedition in 
Claudius gave Commiffion to the Governour of Egypt, to pacifie and appeafe that Up. Aexandria,

the Leave of thofe Princes that were our Predeceffors, as it bath been plainly made known 


F unto us, as well by Letters which have been written unto ws, a by confirmed Decrees: And 


that fince Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Celar Auguttus, their Privileges 
have continued in force during the Several Sueceffions of many of our Governours 3 which 
Rights of theirs have never been called in question, no not in that time when Aquila was 
Governour in Alexandria : Since in like fort Cxfar Augultus bath not letted then, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was dead, they might cftablifh other Subflitutes and 
Governours in his place; commanding that all of them fhould yield him obedience in obfer- 
vation of their Laws and Cufioms, without confiraint or impulfion to do any thing contra 
ry totheir Religion. Tet notwithftanding, the Alexandrines have mutined acainft the 
Jews, being inthe City of Alexandria, in the tine of the Emperour Caius, by reafon of the 
G folly and frenzy of Caius, whodiferaced and oppreffed the Nation of the Fews, becaufe 
they would not violate their Religion, nor acknowledge the faid Caius fora God. Our 
Wl and Pleafure is, that no one of the Privileges of the Nation of the Fews be abolifbecl by 
Yy 3 reafors 
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FLAA' reajon of Caius’s frenzy 5 but my wind is to neaintain thofe which heretofore have been 
co UM given them, to the end they utay continue and live according to their ancient Laws and 
alice ‘Chey: ' Cuftoms Commanding Jou and every one of you wcry carefully to provide, that after the 
Nativity, 43. publication of this cur Ordinance, they be inno ways troubled. This was the Tenour of 

that Ordinance which was made in favour of the Jews in Alexandria. 

Clante’s E- But that which was generally made in favour of thofe, who were difperfed thorough 
di@in the be- the whole World, was tothis effet: Tiberius Claudius Cxlar Auguftus Germanicus, 
tena.

For thefe caufes I command you, that they who have 

been fo bold as to contenn Auguttus’s Decree ( againft who their own Atagiftrates have 

been difpleafed 5 excufing themfelues that this accident happened not by their motion, but 

by the fury of the common people) be bronght before me by the Captain Proculus Vitellius, 

to yield a reafon of that which they have done 5 exhorting the Magiftrates, that if they 

will not be accounted Parties in this Contempt, they endeavour to difcover thofe that are 

guilty to Proculus, and give order that no Sedition or Violence be offered thereupon. Which 
notwithitanding it feemeth that they effect, although we and the u20ft honoured King A- 

gtippa, whom I take for my good and fpecial F riend, endeavour nothing more, than that 

the Nation of the Fews foould not affemble, and take Arms, under colour of their defence. 

Aud tothe ead, that whatfoever Auguftus hath ordained concerning this matter, may be 

the better knownunto all men, thave added his Edit which he publifbed in Alexandria : 

And although they are fifficiently known unto all men, yet hath the moft honoured King A- 

grippa read them unto me, when I [atein my Tribunal Seat 5 concluding, according to 

right, that the ews ought not to be excluded nor hindred from enjoying thofe benefits, 

which are granted unto them by Cxfar: I therefore charge all men, that henceformard they 

take heed lest they feck any occafion of Mutiny or Sedition, and that every one live accord- 

ing to his Religion. Seehere how Petronins proceeded in this matter, bothto amend

better than the Jews, For he beautified thofe Cities that belonged to ftrangers, and Jews more 
gave them money, and erected them Baths, and fumptuons Theatres, and Temples, 2344 
and in fome of them Galleries: but as for the Cities of the Jews, he beftowed not this 
bounty on any of them, no not the leatt reparation or gift that was worthy the {peaking © 
B of. Contrariwife King Agripga was very courteous and affable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men. He was courteous unto ftrangers, any teftified no lef by the 
bounty he beftowed on them. To his-Countrey-mien he behaved himfelf affably, and 
efpecially he was merciful to all thofe that were in mifery, For which caufe his ordi. 
nary Court, and the place:he took mott pleafure in, was Ferufalem. He-was a dili- 
gent obferver of the Laws of his Countrey, and lived religioufly, and with as great 
piety as was pofflible : Neither pafied there oneday, wherein he offered not Sacrifice. . 
It happened at one time, that acertain cunning Lawyer, who was called Siwon, and S:ruathe 
dwele in ferufalem 5 had aflembled the people by reafon of the King’s abfence, who biter che 
for the prefent was in Cefarea : In which Affembly he alledged many things againft king; who 
C him, thathewasa prophane man, and that upon jult caufe he was forbidden to enter Craving par- 
the Temple, in that it was not lawful nor decent for thofe that were unclean to enter a fae 
thereinto. Thefe words of Simon’s, thus wrongfully {poke again(t him, were fignified : 
to the King by Letters fent by the Governour of the: ‘City : When therefore, he fate 
him down in the Theatre, he commanded that very ‘Simoxto fit next him 3 and in.

him. Now, although he had many reparafions in divers places; yet he honoured thofe 442, c=p. 
of Berith above all the reft,. ‘and builded them a “Theatre furpaffing all other in fum- he 
ptuoufnefs and beauty : And befides that, he made thema fim pttous Amphitheatre, rit with good 
and Baths, and Porches no ways inferiour: : -The Dedication dlfo, of thefe things were Ornaments 
celebrated with great pomp and magnificence; he alfo made great Shews and Plays ; 
in the Theatre, in whichthere were alll forts of Mufiek and.Recreations 5 expreffing in 
all things the greatnefs of his Magnificénce ; and being defirous to delight the people 
witha Combat, he gathered all the Malefa@ors that he could get, and made two feve- 
tal Companies of feven hundred a Piece, and brought them together to fight, to the end 
E that in skirmithing they might receive ‘their punifhment 5 and befides, that by this 
Warlike Exercife, he might prefent the people witha Paft-time, concluded with the 
panvaniens of wicked men; for they fought fo defperately, that not one of them camie 
off alive, ee ee i 
After that he had finifhed the above-named Buildings in Berith, he reforted to Ti- Helio @ Rif 
berias, a City of Galilee, and was admired of all the other Kings, fo that Avtiochys King iss, chap. 8. 
of Comagena came to vilithim: The like did Samfigeran, King of the Emefenians, co. 
tys King of Armenia the lef, and Polemon Lord of Pontus: And befides all thefe, Herod 
Prince of Chalcis, and his Brother « All whom he received and entertained molt mag- 
nificently and amiably, to thew his greatnefs; to the end, that all men might perceive 
F that he was defervediy honoured with the prefence of fo many Kings. And whilft thefe 
Princes were with him, A¢arfus the Governour of Syria vilited him likewie, whom, to 
the end he might exprefs the reverence he bare tothe Romans, he met with, feven fur- 
longs off from the City. This interview of fo many Kings, wasthe original of that dif. Aeripps is 
content that grew betwixt him and Mzrfus 5 who feeing all thofe Kings that came to Se 
fee Agrippa, fitting in the fame Charriot with him, fufpected fch Concord and fo great f; fending a- 
Amity 5 fuppofing that this agreement of fo many Kings, would be no ways profitable way the Kings 
or beneficial tothe Romans.

Whereunto Helexa condefcended, and made his elder Brother Monobasus 
c King, and fet the Diadem ori his head, and gave him his Fathers Seal-ring, with that i 
Robe which they call sampfera 5 exhorting him to govern the Kingdom until his Bro- ee 
thersarrival. Izates having certain notice of his Fathers death, reforted thither {pee- 
dily, and receiving his Brother Atonobazws willing furrender, took upon him the 
Government of the Kingdom. . 
Whileft Izates was in the Fortrefs of Spafiaus, 4 certain Merchant who was a Jew, Testes and his 
called 4zanias having accef3 to the Kings wives,taught them the manner how to ferve ee 
God according to the Religion of the Jews: and Azanias by their means growing eorcas 
acquainted with Izates, taught him the like, and accompanied him into Adiabene 3 accordingzo 
being drawn thereunto by his earneft intreaties, when Izates reforted thither upon his ie ae of 
other Jew, and retained the Rites and Religion of the Jews. 
After that Izates came into his Kingdom, and knew that his Brethren and Kinsfolk 
Were imprifoned, he was much grieved, Conceiving therefore with himfelf that it 
would be a great impiety in him to fuffer them tobe put to death, or kept in prifon 5 
and that on the other fide, it were a dangerous matter for him, if being at liberty they 
fhould remember the evil they had endured: for this caufe he fent fome of them to fzatesfeadeti 
Rome for Hottages with their Children unto the Emperour Claucdivs, and the reft unto his aes 
Artabanws King of Parthia. Afterwards when he was thoroughly affured that his Mo- Ca 
ther was wholly addiéed to the Religion of the Jews, he endeavoured the more to Artabanus:

Thefe words he pronounced with tears, and with looks fixed upon the ground, 
When Izates had heard Artabangs’s name, and faw his humble and {ubmiffive condi- N 
izates com. tion, he leapt immediatly from his Horfe, and {aid unto him,King,be of good courage, 
forteth dr and let not thy prefent and perplexed condition dishearten thee, as if thy misfortunes 
tabanus.and were irrecoverable, For this forrow of thine fhall be fuddenly changed,and thou thale 
oe find abetter friend and ally, than thou hopeft for at this time : For either I will re- 
es poffefs thee of thy Kingdom of Parthiz, or I will lofe mine own. This faid, he cauled 
Artabanus to get on Horfback, and walked by him on foot, yielding him this honour, 
astoa greater King than himfelfi Which when Artabazus {aw, he was difcontented, 
and {ware by his Honour and Fortune to come, that he would fet foot on ground, if 
he would not get up on horfback and ride before him: whereunto he obeyed, and 
mounting upon his Horfe again, he condutted him to his Palace 5 yielding him all the Oo 
honor that was poffible, both in his Banquets and in his Aflemblies, not regarding his 


iti i ignity : ith hi fuch cafual 
prefent condition, but his former Dignity: confidering with himfelf, ee ee 
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A misfortunes and. changes are incident to all men. Moreover he wrote unto the Ww 
Parthians, perfwading them toreceive their King Artabanys, alluring them on hig gem uf the 
Faith and Oath, that he would obtain a-free pardon for all that whieh was patt, and 
to that intent he offered himfelf to be an Arbitrator between them. The Parthians Nasein ao, 
gave him thisanfwer, that they would not refufe to entertain him, bue that they “WN 
could not: for that one who was called Cinnamus was advanced in his place and oe ae 
. . aos CERO a rans 
Dignity, and that they feared left a Sedition (hould happen amongft them. Ginwa- ans and per. 
mus who was a noble and honourable minded man, knowing that their intent was (wadech chem 
fuch, wrote himfelfunto Artabanws, who had nourifhed and brought him up, exhort- ee 
ing him to return upon his Faith, and to receive again his own Kingdom. Artabanys Cotmso, re- 
B upon this Motion gave credit to his words, and returned back agin. Whereupon tereth the 
Cinnamus came forth and met him, and proftrating himfelf before his feer, called Mrs 
him Kings and afterwards taking the Diadem from off his own head, he fet it upon Sree 
Artabanus head; who by this means was reftored to his former eftate by Izates me- 
diation, after he had been driven out of his Kingdom by his chiefeft Nobility; And 
he did not forget the favours which he had received at fzates hands, but did him 
all the honour that poffibly he could imagine:for he permitted him to wear the ftraighe fcates recciv- 
Tiara, and to {leep upon a gilded Bed, which is a Privilege which belongeth only to ae rial 
the Kings of Parthia. He gave him alfoa plentifuland great Country which he had ta- eitts at Aseg- 
ken from the King of Armenia. This Country was called Nifibis, where in times palt eau: hands, 
C€ the Macedonians had builded the City of Antioch, by them called Atyedonia, ran es ; 
Prefently after Izates was thus honoured, Artabinus died, leaving his Kingdom to pitied bythe 
his Son Vardanes 5 who repaired to Izates, praying him to joyn with him in that War Macedoniaas. 
which he intended tomake again{t the Romans ; but he prevailed not with him For Francs, at-

Izates Knowing the Romans force and good fortune, imagined that he undertook a death labbae: 
matter beyond his power. Befides, he had fent five of his young Sons ee to eth co per-

came to blows, all Jzates Soldiers forfook him 5 and turning their backs to their ene- 
mies, fled in great diforder, as if they had been furprized with a Panick fear 5 
yet was Izates no ways daunted 3 but having difcovered that it was trea- 
fon and con(piracy of his greateft Peers, he retired al into his Camp, where he en- 
quired of the Caufe that they pretended, After he knew that they had plotted with 
the Arabian, he caufed the Confpirators to be put to death : andthe next day after 
went out to fight, and killed agreat number of his enemies, and conftrained the reft 
tobetake them to flight. He purfued their King alfo intoa Fort called 4rfa, which 
he battered and aflaulted with fach vigour and diligence, that he took the fame with 
a great quantity of booty that was therein, and returned to Adiabena with great tri- 
umph : but he took not 467s alive, for he himfelf had prevented his captivity with 
his death. The Lords of Adiabenafecing themfelves fruftrated of their former hopes,in 
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#7 that by God's hand they were delivered into the hands of their King, could not con- H 


regi # He cain their dilpleafure, but pradtifed further mifchief : for they wrote their Letrers to 
aites " Chripe's Vologefus King of Parthia, defiring him to kill Zzates, and to beftow another King up- 
Notiviv,47. on them who was a Parthian, for that they hated their King who had abolifhed their 
oe Lone of eeligion, and had embraced a ftrange Law. The Parthian underftanding hereof, pre- 
Adiabeng pared himfclf tor War 5 and having no juft colour or pretext to authorize it, he fenta 
perfwade 7. meflenger unto him to redemand thofe honours which his father had given him, 
dogefustokill, which if he refufed, he denounced War againft him. Izates was not a little troubled 
mene in hismind, when he underftood this meflage: For he thoughe that if he fhould re- 
ftore the gifts, he fhould do himfelf great prejudice, for that it would be imagined 
that he did it for fear; knowing on the other fide that if the Parthian fhould recover 
that which he redemanded, yet he would not be quiet, he therefore commended his 
caufe to God, trufting that he would take care of him. And building upon this, that 
the greateft good he might have was to have God to help, he fhut his wives and chil- 
drenia a {trong Caftle, and his corn in his ftrongeft Tower: and afterwards burned 
al! the hay and forrage: and having after this manner provided for all things, he ex- 
pected the approach of his enemy. The Parthian came forward fooner than he was 
expected, with a great power of Horfe and Foot. For he marched forward in all hafte, 
and encamped near unto the river that feparateth Adiabena from Media. Izates like- 
wife encamped not far from thence, having with him about fix thoufand Horfe. To 
whom the Parthian fent a meflenger to give him to underftand how great his power 
was, which extended from the River Exphrates as far as Badfria, thewing him what 
Kings he had under his fubjeCtion, threatning him to punith him very feverely, in that 
he behaved him(elf fo ungratefully towards his Benefactors ; yea, that the God whom 
he adored, could not deliver him out of the Kings hands. Hereunto Izates anfwer- 
ed, that he knew well that the Parthian far exceeded him in power, but that he was 
Ieates callerh £28 better aflured that God’s power extended beyond all mens contradiction. And 
unon God, Having returned them this anfwer, he betook himfelf to his prayers, and proftrating 
who fendeth himfelf upon the earth, and cafting afhes on his head, and fafting himfelf his wivesand 
ea children, he called upon God and prayed after this manner: O Lord Almighty, if I 
to Parth:s,up- have not vainly fubmitted my felf to thy protection, but have intirely chofen thee 
on who’e ar- for my only and true God, be thou my help and affiftance, and not only deliver me 
rival Folvect« from mine enemies, but alfo abate and controul their pride, who have not been a- 
Terie fraid in their blafphemous language, to prophane thy holy and facred Name, and utter 
blafphemous {peeches againft thy power. Thus prayed he with fighs and tears, and 
God heard him: For the very fame night, Yologefus received Letters by which he was 
certified that agreat number of Dahansand Sacans, taking opportunity by his ab- 
fence, were entred into the Kingdom of Parthia, and {poiled the whole Country, 
For which caufe he returned back into his Country withoutany further trouble. And 

thus Izates by Gods Providence was delivered from the Parthian threats. © 
. Not long after this, after he had lived fifty five years and reigned four and twenty, 
me agri ‘and left behind him four andtweny fons, he died, and appointed his Brother Afoxo- 
Kingdomto 42zs to fucceed him in the Kingdom, requiting hereby his faith and Loyalty, in that 
hisProther during the time of his abfence, and after the death of his Father, he had faithfully 
ae ruled and governed the Kingdom.to his ufe.

A great Quarrel between the Jews of Galilee, and the Samaritans, who bribe Cuma- 
nus Governour of Judea: Quadratus, Governour of Syria, fends him to Rome 
with Ananias the High Priest, and feveral others, to clear themfelves before the 
Emperour , who put fone of then to death. The Emperour condemns the Samari- 
tans, and banifheth Cumanus 5 aaketh Foelix Goverxour of Judea; giveth A- 
grippa the Tetrarchy that Philip bad, viz. Bathanea, Trachonit and Abilas and x 
taketh Chalcis from hime. The Marriage of Agrippa’s Sisters. The death of the 
Emperour Claudius. Nero fucceeds after him: He giveth the Lefer Armenia te 
Ariftobulus, Herod's Sow, King of Chaicis 3 and to Agrippa, fome part of Galilee, 
viz, Tiberiades, Tarichee avd Jultad.

Buttheir Magiftrates endeavoured to pacifie them, promif- 
ing them to deal fo effectually with Cuanus, that he fhould punifh the Murtherers 5 
but they gave them no Audience, but fell to Arms, requiring Eleazar the Sonof Di--M 
neus tobe their Leader... This Eleazar wasa Thief, who for many years made his a- 
The Galile- bode in the Mountains 5 they therefore {poiled and burnt certain Villages of the Sa- 
ansin revenge maritans. After chat the report of all that which had pafled, came to Cumanus’s ears, 
ee he took fome Troops out of Sebaffe, with four Companies of Foot, and armed the Sa- 
tain Villages maritanslikewife, to go and fight againft the Jews 5 whereof thev killed many, and 
ofthe Samari- led more of them away Prifoners. Whenthe chiefeft Magiftrates of ferufalem faw in- 
a fpoil tg what a number of miferies they were fallen, they clothed themfelves in Sack-cloth, 
"and caft afheson their heads, exhorting thofé that were mutinous, to confider, that 
if they did not lay down Arms, and return peaceably to their own homes, they would 
be thecaufe of their Countrey’s utter ruine 5 thatthey fhould fee the Temple burnt 
before their eyes, and themfelves, their Wives and Children, made Slaves, By 
which words, inthe end, they being perfwaded, returned home, and betook them 
to their bufinefS. The Thieves alforetired againinto their {trong Holds, and from 
Hedio S Buf- thattime, all Judea was fullof Robberies. The Governours of Samaria reforted to 
finus,cap.8- Numidius Quadratus, Governour of Syria, who dweltat that time in Tyre 3 to accufe 
ee the Jews, for that they had fired their Villages, and plundered them ; telling him, 
tansaccntethe that cheir lofsdid not fo much trouble them, as for that they faw the Romans were 
Jews before contemned by the Jews; who notwithftanding, ought to appear before them as their 
Aumilius competent Judges 3 yet, neverthelefs, thatthey affembled themfelves, as if the Ro- 
Ruadrates ans were not their Superiors. For whichcaufe they addrefied themfelves to him, O 
totheend, they might have redrefs of thofe wrongs which they had received by them,

the matter was handled to the difadvantage of the Jews, befought Agrippina the Agrippa Ad 
Emperors Wife, that fhe would prevail fo with her Hufband, that he would be pleaf= pinata palin 
ed to take full knowledge of that which was done ; and that afterwards he fhould “#2 to hear 
execute due juftice on thofe whom he found guilty of that fedition. Claudius favout- — a

the marriage, for that he refufed to entertain the Religion of the Jews, although in 
times paft he had promifed his Father no lefs.

F Daughter called Bernice. A little after this, the Marriage of azizus and Drufilla was 
broken off on this occafion following : When Felix governed Jewry, he {aw Drafille 
and fell in love with her, fhe furpafling all other women in Beauty.

She was firlt married to Domitins Znobarbus, one 
of the greateftmen of Rome 5 after whofe death and long Widowhood, fhe was at 
Agippins, length married to Claxdius, into whofe houfe the brought her Son called Domitius, by 
Meffuine, his own Fathersname, Claudius had put Meffalina his wife to death,for the jealoulie

Agrippina, fearing left Britanicus, growing to mans « 
eftate, fhould fucceed his Father in the Empire, and defirous to make her own Son 
Emperour, as is reported; fhe left nothing unattempted that might bring her Huf- 
band to his death; and prefently fent Burrus, who was General of the Army, with 
: fome other Captains, and thofe of the greateft power among his free-men, to bring 
et Empe- Nero into the field, and to proclaim him Emperour. He being thus eftablifhed in the 
Empire, caufed Britannicus to be fecretly poyfoned 3 and not long after this, he open- 
ly caufed his Mother to be put to death, yielding her this recompence, not only for 
‘ J that the had born him in her womb, but alfo becaufe by her means he had obtained 
wei 4 te the Empire. He likewife murthered 0@avia his wife, the Emperor Claudius’s daugh- 
ihr ‘Chih, tet, and divers other Noble men, under colour of fome Confpiracy intended againft

Nativity,s7. him. ° But I will not profecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne- ~ 
Ye 70's Hiltory 3 of whom fome have no regard of the truth, but have fpoken at their 
aie ei pleafure, for that he had been their Benefactor: others tranfported with hatred and 
ny. defpite againft him, having not been afhamed to publith fuch impudent lies againft his 
renown, that they deferveto becondemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented fo many lyes againft Nero, confidering that in thofe Hiftories which they 
_wrote of the former Emperours, they have not ftudied to fpeak truth, although 
they had not any occafion to hate them, confidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part I am refolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my felf to touch only bythe way thofe things that concern my yy 
purpofe 5 neither will I treat in particular but of what relateth to my Country, 
without diffembling our cwn faults any more. than the afflictions that they 
brought upon us. I will therefore return to the difcovery of our affairs. Azi- 
aus King of Emefene being dead the firlt year of the Emperour Nero’s reign, his Bro- 
ther obtained the Kingdom: Ariffobulus the fon of Herod King of Chalcis, had the 
Government of the leffer Arwenia from Nero, who gave Agrippa a certain portion of 
Galilee, commanding thofe of Tiberias and Tarichea to live under him. Befides 
this, he gave him Fulzas fituate beyond Fordaz,with fourteen Burroughs near adjoyn-

becaufe he ufed to find fault with him for his m:(tehavicurs, left he fhould be biamed Nafetg oe , 
for him, becaufe it was through his means, that t::Emnerour had made him Govern- a 
nour 3 he refolved to makeaa end of him; there being nothing more unfufferable to 
the wicked, than tobe rebuked. To compas his defign, he bribed aman called Doe Fe! conhpi- 
ra, Who Was born in Jerufalems, and was one of thofe in whom Jonathan repofed his %" ‘gaint 
greateft truft 5 to bring in certain Thieves to murther Jenathan 5 who willingly liften- ae 
ed to his demands : and defirous to gratifie the Governour, by this means that enfu- 

B eth, brought that to effect which hehadintended. There were certain Thieves that 
came up to Ferulalen, under colour of Devotion 3 who carrying their Swords clofe 
hidden under their Garments, accofted Jonathan, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Murther was let flip. and not punithed 5 from that day forward, the Thieves reforted 
boldly to folemn Feafts, having their weapons hidden under their garments, and 
thronging in among the people, killed fome of thofe who were their Adverfaries and 
others, topleafure thofe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thofe 
they mifliked. And they did fo, not only up and down the City, but in the Temple 
likewife 3 where they killed fome who little fafpected that any impiety fhould be com- 
mitted in that place. For my own part, I think that Gad hath deftroyed our City, ia 

C deteftation of that Impiety : and for that he accounted the Temple impure, he hath 
fent us the Romans, who have fet it on fire to purge the City, and make us flaves, with 
our Wivesand Children 5 intending thereby to teach us Wifdom by our own miferies. 

Thus was the City filled with thefe Thefts and Murthers. And as for the Enchanters 
and Deceivers, they perfwaded the common people to follow them into the Defart, The deceitful 
propia them to fhew Ps iigos ae ls done by the Power of God 3 where- Magician.

D Olivet, {cituate not far off from Ferufelem, and only diftant fome five furlongs from cee 
thence; tellingthem, that from thence he would make them {ee the Walls of the City A falfe Pro- 
fall unto the ground, by which way he promifed to give them entry ; Which being mn ae 
reported toFelix, he caufed the Soldiers to arm themfelves 3 and departing out of: the ae as 
Jernfalem with great {tore of Horfe and Foot, he fet upon them, and killed four hun. 4+. 
dred of them, and took too hundred alive 3 as for the Egyptian, he efcaped out of 
the skirmifh, andnoman knew what becameofhim. The Thieves alfo, incited the 
people anew to make War againft the Romans, telling them that they ought not to 
yield them obedience 5 and they burned and fpoiled divers of thofe Burroughs, which 
oppofed themfelves againft them.

Alias, > A that Portivs Feffus had been fent by Nero to fucceed Felix inthe Govern: 
wie accuter . 
Rome to accufe Felix; and without all doubt he had been punithed for the injuries 
he had committed againft the Jews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his Brother 
Palas’s {ubmiflion and entreaty, who importuned him, and was at that time in great 
Helio & Ruf. reputation with him. Furthermore, two of the chiefe(t amongtt the Syrians wrought 
linus, cap.s4. Berillus, who had fometimes been Nero’s Matter, and at that time was Secretary of 
Eftate in the Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, to beg of Nero the revocation of the 
Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiftration of 
the Commonweal. For which caufe Berillws folicited the Emperour, and obtained a 
Letter from him, which was the caufe of thofe mifchiefs that afterwards happened in our 
Nation 3 for the Jews of Cafarea, underftanding what Commiffion the Syrianshad got- 
ten, were fo much the more encouraged to make War. 
The Cut- Therefore, as foonas Fesfws was arrived in Judea, he found the Countrey griev- 
nas ouflly atiGted with Robberiés, and the whole Countrey was ruined with Fire and 
meJNS Sword. The Thieves likewife at that time encrealed mightily 5; they ufed fhort 
Swords, afterthe manner of a Perfian Cymetre, and crooked like the Roman Faul- 
chion 5 with whichthey killed divers: For, thrufting themfelves into the prefs of 
the people that camein great multitudes on the Feftival days, tocelebrate God’s fer- 
vice, they killed thofe very eafily whom they pleafed 5 and oftentimes repairing to 
Fefius difcom- their enemies Villages, they fpoiled and burnt them. But Fesfws fent divers F orces, 
teri a er both of Horfe and Foot, again{t certain Jews that were feduced by an Enchanter, who 
ailhisfollow bad promifed them to free them from all their troubles, if they would follow him into 
ers. the Defare; they killed both the deceiver and the deceived that followed him.

Whereupon, there arofe a difcord 
between them; for having affembled their refoluteft followers, they came from bitter 
words, to blows and ftones. But amongft all the reft, Azanias wasthe richeft in wealth, 
and by his bounty reconciled the more unto him. Coftobarns alfo, and Saul, gathered 
each of thema Band of Ralcals, and defperate men. Thefe two were of the Blood- 
Royal 5 and by reafon of their affinity and alliance with Agrippa, they were well be. 7 
loved : For which caufe they were infolent and violent, oppreffing always the weaker 
fort. From this time forward the eftate of our City grew defperate, encreafing daily 
more and more in wickednefs. 

When albinus underftood that Geffius Florus came to facceed him, defiring that they 
of Ferufalem (hould acknowledge fome of his good deeds, he called before him all thofe 
Prifoners that were notorioufly guilty of Murther, and caufed them to be executed. As 
for thofe that were imprifoned upon any fmall or flight caufe, upon payment of their 
Fines, he delivered them; and info doing, the Prifon wascleanfed of Malefattors 3 and 
from that time, the Countrey remained full of Thieves and Robbers, 


The Levites, who were ordained to fing Hymns to God, folicited the King to affem- K 


ble the Council, and thereby to permit them to wear the Linnen Robe, which the 
Priefts were accuftomed to ufe 5 telling him that fuch an Ordinance would dignifie his 
Eftate very much, in that he would be alwaysfamous in memory of this new Eftablith- 
ment, This Suit of theirs was eafily granted ; for the King, after he had confulted with 
thofe who were his Affiftants, fuffered the Levites that fang the Hymns, to lay aGide 
their ordinary Robe, and toa pparel themfelves in Linnen, as beft liked them. He per- 
mitted alfo, that another part of the Levites, who intended the fervice of the Temple, 
fhould learn to fing the Hyrans and Pfalms, as they had required : All which he did, 
contrary to the Ordinances of the Countrey 5 which being broken, there was nothing 
elfe to be expected but Punifhment. cE 

At that time the building of the Temple was finifhed. And the people perceiving 
that more than eighteen thoufand Work-men fhould be idle, and deprived of Wages, 
whereupon they were accuftomed to live by the building of the Temple: on the o- 
ther fide, being loath toreferve their money through the fear they had of the Romans 3 
to provide for thofe Workmen (in the entertainment of whom they refolved to em- 
ploy their Treafure, for if any one of them Wrought but one hour of the day, he was 
fuddenly paid his wages) they requefted the King, that it would pleafe him to re- 
pair the Eaftern Gate, on the outward part of the Temple, fcituate in a Defcent, 
the Walls whereof were in height four hundred Cubits 3 made of fquare Stones of 
white Marble, from thetop tothe bottom; and every ftone twenty foot long, and fix 4 
foot thick. 

This Work was firft builded by King Solomon, who was the firft that builded our 
Temple. But 4grippa, to whom Claudius Cefar had given the Commiffion of build- 
ing of the Temple 3 thinking with himfelf, that it was very eafie to break it down, 
but very hard to build it up 5 and that to re-ediffe the Porch, it would coft much time 
and expence, he denied their requelt ; permitting them neverthelefs, to pave their Ci- 
ty with broad Stone. He took the Priefthood from Fefus the Son of Gamaliel, and gave 
it to Afatthias, the Son of Theophilus 5 in whofe time, the Wars betwixt the Romans 
and the Jews began. 

But [ think it not amifs, but very anfwerable to the courfe of this prefent Hiftory, N 
to {peak of the High Priefts, and to thew how they had their beginning, and to whom 
this honour may be lawfully communicated, and how many ace in oumber un- 
til the end of the War. The firlt of them was Aaron, Mofes’s Mother, after whofe 
death, his Children fucceeded him ; and from that time forward, the honour hath con- 
tinued with their Succeffors. For it isa Law obferved by our Anceftors, that no man 
fhould be admitted to the Priefthood, except he be of Aaron's Pofterity : for albeit 
he were a King, if fo be that he were of another Line, it was impoffible for him to ob- 
tain the Prielthood. All the Priefts after Aaron, who (as we have faid) was the firft, 
until PLazafus, whom the Seditious created Prieft in the time of the War, have been in 
number eighty three, whereof thirteen have executed the Office, from thetime that 
‘Mofes erected God's Tabernacle in the Defart, until {ach time as arriving in Judea, King 


Solomon builded a Temple to God. For inthe beginning,the High Priefthood ee 
wit

von's Pofterity, and obtained this degree in facceffion, the one after the other. Their 
firft Government was Ariftocracy, whichis the Government of the Nobility 5 after- 
wardsa Monarchy 3 and atlafta Royal Government. The number of years wherein 
thefe thirteen flourifhed, were fix hundred and twelve years, from the day that our Fa- 
thers departed out of Egypt, under the condudt of Avo es, until the building of the Tem- 
Plein Ferufalem by King Solomon. 
After thefe thirteea High Priefts, there were eighteen others 3 who after Solomon's 
time fucceeded one after another, until the time that Nabuchodonozor King of Babylon, 
B having encamped before the City, took it, and burned the Temple, and tranfported 
our Nation into Babylon, and led away the High Prieft Fofedech Prifoner. The time 
of the Priefthood and continuance of thefe eighteen, was four hundred fixty years, 
fix months and ten days 5 fo long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. “After 
the farprizal of Ferufalem by the Babylonians, until fuch time as Cyrus, King of Perfiz, 
difmified the Jews, ‘and gave them leave to return from Babylon, into their own Coun. 
trey, with permiffion to re-edifie their Temple, there are feventy two years 5 and at 
that time the Captives being returned, Fe/us, the Son of Jofedech, took upon him the 
High Priefthood 5 who, with thole of his Pofterity, to the number of fifteen, have 
governed in a Democracy, or Popular Government, until the time of Antiochus, fur- 
© named Expator, for the fpace of four hundred and fourteen years, This Antiochus was 
the firft, who, with his General Lyfias, difplaced Oxias, furnamed Menelaus, of his 
Priefthood, commanding himto be killed at Berith 3 and after he had driven his Son 
out of the Succeffion, he eftablithed jecim High Prieft ; who notwith{tanding, was of 
Aaron's Race, but not of his Family. For this caufe Onias, the Son of Oxias, and Ne- 
phew to the deceafed Ovias, retired himfelfiato Egypt : Where growing familiar with 
Ptolomey, Philometor and Cleopatra his Wife, he perfwaded them to build a Temple in 
the Confines of Heliopolis, not unlike to that of Jerufalem, and to create a High Prieft 
in the fame 5 of which Temple in Egypt, we have made very oftentimes mention. Af- 
ter that Facim had held the Priefthood for the {pace of three years, he died without 
D Succeflor ; fo the City remained feven years without a High Priett. Again, the Af 
moneans recovered the Government of their Nation, and after they had made War a- 
gainft the Macedonians, they eftablithed jonathaz High Prielt, who exercifed the OF 
fice feven years ; ,but afterwards he was killed in an Ambufh, and Treafon confpired. 
againft him by Tryphox, as we have declared elfewhere, After him, Sinoz his Bro« 
ther undertook the Priefthood, who was, not long after, killed treacheroufly by his 
Son-in-Law at a Banquet. After him fucceeded hisSon Hircanns 3 who en joying this 
Dignity for the {pace of thirty one years, died when he was very old, leaving behind 
him Fadas, furnamed Ariitobulus 3 who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir, 
both of the Kingdom and High Priefthood. After that Ariftobulus had obtained the 
& Royal Government, he enjoyed both Dignities one whole year. For this Judas far- 
named Ariftobulus, was the firft that fet the Diadem on his head, caufing himfelf to be 
called aKing 5 the which Alexander did continue 5 for he alfo joyned the Kingdom 
with the High Priefthood, and reigned twenty feven years: And feeling himfelf draw 
near to his death, he left in Alexandras his Wite’s hands, to difpofe of the Priefthood 
as fhe pleafed : She therefore beftowed it On Hircanus ; and as for the Kingdom, the 
kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Her Son Hircanns was 
High Prieft for fo long time: For after Alexandra's death, his Brother Ariffobulus 
made War againft him; and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from him 5 
and not only feized on the Crown, butthePriefthood. After he had reigned three 
F years, and as many months, Pompey repaired to Ferxfalem, and tookit perforce; and 
laying hold of 4riffobulus, fent him bound unto Rome with his Children. After 
which, he reftored the Priefthood once more to Hircanus 5 committing the Govern. 
ment of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in themean {pace to wear the Dia. 
dem. Befides the firft nine years, Hircanus governed twenty and four: But Barza- 
pharnes and Pacorus, Princes of the Parthians, pafled Exphrates, and made war againfk 
Hircanus, and took him alive Prifoner, and made Aatigonus, Aristobulus’s Son, King. 
But after he had governed three years and three months, Sofius and Herod took him ae

ed. This Ariftobulus was Hircanus’s N ephew, who was a Prifoner among the Parthians 
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a Ce to continue himfelf in the good liking of the people, in remembrance of Hircaxus : 
after Chrif's But afterwards fearing, left all of them fhould turn to Ariffobulus’sfide, he caufed him 
Nutivity,64. to be killed, by finding out a means to caufe him to be ftifled, at fuch time as he bath- 
| Gapebate s himfelf in a Fith-pond near to Jericho, as we have declared before this, After him, 
flain byHero?, he beftowed the Priefthood no more on any of the Lineof the Afmoneans, Archelaus 
Supra its.c.3+ bis Son, followed his Father's {teps in refpect of the Priefthood ; and from that time 
forward, the Romans have enjoyed the Sovereignty over Jewry. All they then, that 
have exercifed the Prieftood from Herod's time, until the day that Titas took the City 
and the Temple, have beeninall, twenty and eight: All the continuance of their Go- 
vernment was one hundred and feven years. Some of thefe governed during Herod's 
life, and in the days of Archelans his Son: But after thefe two were dead, the Govern- 
ment was Ariftocratical, orof the Nobility, wherein the Pricfts had the Government 
over the whole Nation. Thus much have we thought fit to {peak at this time concern- 


ing the High Prielts.

How Florus, Albinus’s Succeffor, offered many injuries to the Fews, which conftrained 
them to take Arms againft the Romans. 


CAS Cc Florws being fent by Nero, to fucceed Albinus, filled all Judea with many 
as i of . _J mi(chiefs and miferies, He was a Clazomenian born, and was married toa cer- 
. after ‘aecp, tain Woman called Cleopatra, no lefs mifchievous than himfelf ; who, being beloved 
Nativiey. 6c. by Poppea, Nero's Wife, obtained this Dignity for him. He behaved himfelf fo info- 
U/W lently and violently in all hisGovernment, that through the great injuftice he com- 
anti mitted, the Jews praifed A/binws, as if he had been their Benefactor. For he con- 
* Fudea cealed his milchief, taking care left ic fhould bedifcovered : But Geffiws Florws behav- 
Geffius Flows ed himfelf fo, asif he had been fent to make open fhew and fale of his Villanies, pub- 
pei lithed his injuftice in the ears of our Nation, without omitting any injuftice in execut- L 
ing and inflicting punifhment on the innocent. For he was pitilefs and covetous, and 
_ made no difference berween Noble and Ignoble, and was not afhamed to be partak- 
er with Thieves; of whom there were divers, who made it their profeffion to fteal, 
without any fear, in that they were aflured of their fafety, becaufe hie was partaker 
KRY, withthem. Aad, ina word, there wasno moderation in him ; fothat the poor Jews 
saree i being unable to endure fuch infolence, were conftrained to abandon their own houfes, 
after Chrifs andtofly their Countrey, and remain in fome more commodious place of fecurity 5 
Nativity. 68. yea, though it were among ftrangers, Whatneed I {peak any more ? he that con- 
onde oa: [trained us to draw our Swords againft the Romans, was F lorw, we made this ac- 
ginal caute of count, that it was better for us to die all at once, than to perifh by little and little. MY 
the Warsof In fhort, the War began the fecond year of Florus's Government in that Province, 
oe cin which was the twelfth year of Nero’s Empire. but they that defire to know exactly 
ofthe Wars. all that which we have been conftrained both todo and fuffer, may perufe my Books 
of the Wars of the Jews. For which caufe, in this place I will end this ancient Hi- 
ftory. 
The Epilogue This ancient Hiftory containeth all that which hath been reported to be done fince 
of the Ant- the firft Creation of man, until the twelfth year of Nero's Empire, omitting nothing 
- a ofthe that hath befallen the Jews, as well in Egypt, asin Syria and Paleftive : All that like- 
rn wife, which we have been enforced to fuffer under the Affyrians and Babylonians 5 as 
alfo our Eftate under the Perfians and Macedonians, and finally under the Romans. N 
Allthis, asIfuppofe, [have compiled and gathered together with careful diligence 5 
and I have enforced my lf torecite the number of thofe, who have been High Priefts 
for the {pace of rwo thoufand years. I have alfo collected the Succeflion of Kings, 
their Actions and Government, with the power of their Monarchies, according as it 
is amply defcribed in Holy Scriptures, as alfo I have promifed in the beginning 
of my Hiftory. Moreover, I dare boldly fay, that whatfoever I fet down, is fo 
true, that there is no man, either Jew, or of what Nation foever, yea, although 
he fhould have employed the uttermolt of his power, could more exactly commu- 
nicate the fame unto the Greeks, than have done. For in their Confeffions and O- 
# ft exert pinions whoare of our Nation, I have fuch knowledge in that which concerneth our © 
Te ae Doétrine, as I farpafs them all: And as for the Grecian Difciplincs, I have ftudied 
and learned the Tongue, althongh I cannot boaft of the familiar and fit Pronunciation 
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and having given him the Priefthood, he married Afariauzne his ‘Sifter, to the intent H

" denly fetting upon him, recovered all that which was hiss and furthermore, laid 
hands on the King’s Carriage 5 in feizing which, he flaughtered many Jews, tothe 
number of tenthoufand. But Alexander, after he had recovered this lof, invaded the 
Frontire Towns upon the Sea-coaft, and won Rapha, Gaza and Anthedon, which af- 

The Sedition terwards by King Herod was called Agrippias. But after he had conquered thefe places, 
of a i * the common fort of the Jews raifed a mutiny againft him, during a certain folema and 
oe festa holy Feaft ; (as Mutinies and Seditions are commonly raifed at Banquets) and it is K 
Feltivalday, thought that he could not have prevailed againft thofe Rebels, had he not been affitt- 
ed by the Pifidians and Cilicians, whom he hired tohelp him 5 for the Syrians he re- 
fafedto hire, by reafon of their gatural ‘hatred they bare againft the Jews. Having 
therefore flain eight thoufand of the Rebels, he warred upon Arabia ; and overcom- 
nee ing the Galaadites‘and Moabites (and impofing upon them a Tribute) he returned to 
Cattle of A- befiege Aveath. But Theodorus, daunted with his profperous fuccefs, and finding the 
wath, andraz- Caftle without any to defend it, razed it to the ground. ‘ After this, he aflaulted 0f0- 
eth it. das King of the Arabians 3 who having laid Ambufhments in the Countrey of Galaad, 
in a place fit for fuch a purpofe, difcomfitted him and his whole Army, being driven in- 
toadeep Valley, where they were pefteréd with a multitude of Camels. - ee 
| But Alexander efcaped to Jerufalem, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
again{t him, being encouraged by his great lofs and flaughter of men, began again to 
rebel 5 bue then alfo he overcame them : and in fix years {pace, in fundry Battels, flew 
above fifty thoufand Jews : Notwithftanding, he never rejoyced in his Victory, be- 
caufé the ftrength of his Countrey was confumed thereby. For which caufe, giving o- 
ver his Wars, he began to feck the people’s favour by fweet and mild courfes ; but 
they fo much hated his inconftant and variable manners, that when he demanded: of 
them what he fhould do to win their favours, they anfwered, that he fhould die, and 
that fcarcely they could pardon him if fo. be he were dead, who had done them fo 
much mifchief, The Jews fent to Demetrius, farnamed-Eucerus, for help; who, in yy 
Demetrius hope of great rewards, came and joyned his Forces with the Jews about Sichem, being 
comethtohelp three thoufand Horfe, and forty thoufand Foot: -Alexazder met them both with a 
the Jews. _,, thoufand Hore, and fix thoufand Foot, that were ftrangers, befides ten thoufand Jews 
cap so. > that remain’d faithful to him.

Pompey atthe North fide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which I 
his Soldiers carried 5 though by reafon of the great depth, and for that the Jews made 
refiftance, it wasa hard thing tobe done; and it had been left undone, had not Pow 
pey (obferving the feventh day, wheicinthe Jews Religion obliged them to abftain 
from all labour) caufed itto be filled up thofe days 5 forbidding the Soldiers to fight 
at thattime, to the intent he might fill the Ditch more conveniently (for it was lawful 
for the Jews only todo what was neceffary to fuftain and defend their lives upon the 
Sabbath.) At laft, when the Ditch was filled, andthe Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he batter'd the Walls with thofe Engines that he brought from Tyre 5 but 
they were beaten back by thofe who refifted from the top of the Walls, who rouled 
{tones at them; Againft the violent power whereof, the Towers that were builtin K 
that Quarter, being of agreat and goodly building, refitted extreamly well. But the 
Romans found hard work in this place, and Pompey admired the valour of the Jews 5 
that being among{t the thicke(t of their enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of 
their Religion 3 but (as though they had had firm Peace) they every day obferved 
their Ceremonies, offered Sacrifices, and moft diligently performed the Divine Ser- 
vice 3 yea, though every day they were killed at the Altar, they ceafed not from the 
Lawful Rites of their Religion. At laft, in the third Month of the Siege, during which, 
fcarcely one Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple 5 and the firlt that 
attempted to climbover the Wall, was Cornelius Fanftws, Sylla'sSon 5 and after him 
two Centurions, Farivs and Fabius, with their Regiments ; who compaffingthe Tem- 1 
ple about (while fome fought to hide themfelves, and others refifted) they flew them 
all. There were many Priefts alfo among the reft 3 who, although they faw the ene- 
mies with naked Swords rufhing upon them, yet being nothing at all difmayed thereat, 
continued {till their Sacrifices, and were flain even whilft they offered and incenfed in 
the Temple 5 preferring the duty they ow’d to their Religion, even before their own 
fafety. Many alfo were flain by their own Countrey-men that favoured the adverfe 
part, and many caft themfelves down headlong upon the Rocks 5 others in their fury, 
having defperately fired all things upon the Walls, burat themfelvesfor company. So 
Twelve thou- that twelve thoufand Jews were flain, but very few Romans, though many hurt: And a-. 
fand Jews mongft all that Maffacre, there was nothing fo grievous to the Jews, as that the Holy 
Tas "e  Sanétuary (which never any one faw before that time) was revealed to ftangers. For 
Pompcyand — Porspey, with his followers, came intothe Temple, where it is lawful for none but the 
hisfollowers High Prieftto come, and faw the Candlefticks, Lamps, Table, Cenfers, and all the 
buee 54 Golden Veflels, and whatfoever was within the Temple.

fear, and that hereby they might blot our the memory of the good will they had 
born to Pompey. At thefe words Autipater (drawing afide his vefture) fhewed the 
number of his wounds, faying, it was not needful to ufe words to prove what affe- 
ction he had born to Céfar 3 for his very body fhew’d it, although he him(elf held 
his peace : adding, that he admired the impudent boldnefs of Autigonws, who being 
Son toan enemy of the Romans, and a fugitive from Rowe, and as inclinable ashis 
Father to Rebellion,dar'd to accufe before the Roman Emperour others that had been 
always faithful co him 5 and that in {tead of accounting himfelf happy in having his 
life preferv'd, hop’d to obtain fuch favours and affiftance as he had no need of, and 
which he defir'd not but to make ufe of the fame to raife {editions againft thofe to 
whom he thould be beholding for them. 

Which when Ce/ar heard, he {aid that Hircanws was moft worthy to be High Prieft, 
ater name what Charge he would have: who leaving that to the 
pleafure of the giver, he was made Governour ofall Jadez. And moreover he obtain- 
ed lieve to re-edifie the razed walls of his Country 5 and Cefar commanded that this 
Decree fhould be engraven in Tables of Brafs and inthe Capitol, that it might bea 
memorial in time tocome of 4ztipater’s jultice and vertue. Aatipater having attend- 
ed Cefar out of Syria, firft of all repaired the ruined walls of his Country, which Pomw- K 
pey had razed: and going throughout all the Country, he threatned the obftinate, 
and perf{waded the feditious to obedience, admonithing them, that if they obeyed 
Hircanus, they might live in wealth and peace, and enjoy happinefs5 but if they 
fuffered themfelves to be led away with the vain hopes of thofe, who for their pri- 
vate commodity fought alteration, then they fhould find him in ftead of a Govern- 
our, a fevere Mafter, and Hircenws inftead of a King, a Tyrant 5 and the Romans 
and Czar, inftead of friends, deadly enemies: for that they would not fuffer his 
power to be overthrown, whom they themfelves had eftablifhed King.

This action alfo made his merit 
known to Sextus Cefar, who was Cafar the Emperour’s Kinfman and Governour of 


syria, Phafelus allo triving to exceed the vertue and gallantry of his Brother,us'd \4 


all his endeavours to win to himfelf the good will of the Inhabitants of Ferufalem: 
fo that during the time he governed the City, he did nothing infolently or by force. 
For which caufe the people honoured Aatipater no lefs than if he had been their King, 
yet Was his fidelity and affection never the lefs towards Hircanus. But itisimpoffible 
that any man that liveth in profperity, fhould not be envied. For Hircazus, al- 
though before-time he were moved fomething at the glory of the Father and the 
young men,and efpecially with the profperous fuccefs of Herodsyet in particular he was 
ftirred up by many envious perfons(who ufe to haunt the Courts of Princes )who were 
grieved that Avtipater and his Sons ruled without offence. Thefe men told Mircanus 


that he only enjoyed the bare name of a King, and that 4ztipater and his Sons ruled N 


all; and that he would fo long permit and wink at them, till at the laft, they would 
make themfelves Kings; for they now did no more pretend themfelves to be Mint- 
fters, but leaving that Title, they actedas Lords and Soveraigns, without any re- 
gard or reverence towards him 5 as appeared in Herad who had put to death a great 
multitude of Jews againft the Law, whereas neither by word of mouth, nor by wri- 
ting, the King had given him any fuch authority : and that Hered, if he were not a 
King but a private perfon, was to be brought into judgment, there to anfwer the 
matter, and fhew the Kinga reafon, and fatisfie the laws of his Countrey 3 which 
permit no man to be put to death, before by Law he be convicted. By thefe per-

Oars 5 and init (being accompanied with his friends) he failed to Brundufiun, and 
from thence went {traight to Home. Where firlt of all (in regard of the familiarity be- 
tween his Father and him) he went to Aztonins, declaring unto him both his own ca- 
lamity, andthe miferable defolation of the whole Countrey ; and how, leaving his 
deareft friends befieged in a Caftle, himfelf through the ftormy Winter Seas was come 
to him, to implore his affiftance. tonins compaffionating his calamity, and re- 
membring his familiarity with Astipater, and efteeming the merit of Herod which ftood 
before him, determined to make him King of the Jews, whom before, he himfelf had 
made Tetrarch: Forhe loved not Herod {0 well, but he hated Antigonus as much 5 
holding him both a feditious perfon, andan enemy tothe Romans, Now, to the ac- 
complifhment of this, he found Cefar far more ready than himfelf, when he called to 
mind the fervice that Avstipater did in Egypt under his Father, and his entertainment 
and friendthip in all things: And befides all thefé, he was much fatisfied with Herod’s 
courage andability. Wherefore he caufed the Senate to be affembled, wherein azef- 
(ala and himfelf, in the prefence of Herod, recounted his Father's deferts and fidelity 
towards the Romans 3 declaring Astigonzws to be an enemy, not only becaufe he had 
formerly revolted, but for that now lately, in defpight of the Romans, he had by the 
affiftance of the Parthians, ufarped the Kingdom. With which confiderations the Se- 
nate being moved, and Astonius affirming it to be expedient for the Roman Wars a- 
again{t the Parthians, chat Herod thould be created King, the whole Senate confented : 
and when it was difmiffed, Avtozixs and Cefar came forth with Herod between them, 
and the Confils marched before him accompanied with other Magiftrates to offer Sa~ 
crifice, and to Regifter the Decree of the Senate in the Capitol. After which Antoxins 


feafted Herod the firlt day of his Reign.

The Battel being joyned, the Right Wing of their Party put the 
Left Wing of Herod's to flight ; but he with his Right Wing prefently fuccoured them, 
and recalled his men that fled 3 and rufhing violently upon his enemies, he a little

When he 

came to Libanus, he took eight hundred Inhabitants of that Mountain to help him, and 

joyned unto them one of the Roman Legions 3 and not expecting the day, with them 

he entred into Galilee 3, where meeting with fome enemies,he forced them to flee to the 

place from whence they came, and befieged their Caftle 5 but before he could take it, 

he was conftrained by hard weather, to lead his Army into the next Village. _ With- 

ina few days his number being encreafed with another Legion which Astonius fent, 

_ he put bis enemics in fuch fear, that in the night time they forfook the Caftle. Then

wedded her even in the time of the Siege, to thew how he contemned his enemies. 


After his Marriage-rites were performed, he returned to Jerufaleee with a far greater 


B Army : Sofiws allo feconded him witha great Army of Foot and Horfe, whom he fent 


before him through the mid(t of the Countrey, and he him{elf came after by Phenicia. 
Now when all his whole Army was joyned together, tothe number of about eleven wAA 
Legions of Foot, and fix thoufand Horfe, befides the Syrians that came to help him, Se ee 
which were no fmall number 5 he laid his Affault and Battery tothe Northermoft hefire Chiff 
Wall. He grounded his Right upon the Decree of the Senate, whereby he was des Nutivitv.33. 
clared to be King : Sofiws allo was warranted by Antonius’s Letters, whereby he com- (7V \? 
manded him to help Herod with all the Forces under his Command. Mean-while the ie defend 
Jews that were within the City were diverfly troubled 5 for the weaker fort, gather- themtelves. 
ing themfelves together about the Temple, deplored their unhappinef&, and envied 
thefelicity of thofe that died before they were reduced to thefe miferics. But thofe 

who were hardieft among them, joyning themfelves together, robbed and took away 

what they could, efpecially Victuals, from thofe places that were next the City 5 fo 

that they neither left meat for Horfesnor Men: And the valianteft of them all being 





fet to defend the Walls againft thofe that befieged them, hindred the Adverfaries from 
crecting their Batteries by fome new device: Neither did they any ways prevail fo 
much as by their Mines. The King fought to reprefs the Excurfions of the Plunderers, 
by placing an Ambuth of men to intercept them; and relieved the want and {carcity 
of Victuals, by fetching Provifion from places far diftant. But notwith{tanding they 
in fight failed not to expref3 incredible valour, yet did the military experience of the 
D Romans farpafsthem. A wallno fooner began to totter, but they wrought with fo 
great diligence to make another, that this was finithed before that was fallen. Ina 
word, they neither {pared hands nor Engines, but were all of them determined to 
fight it out to the lat: And although they were befieged by two fo potent Armies, ee 
- yet they defended the Town five months. But at laft, certain of Herod's braveft men, Hervi’s Sol- 
by 2 breach, entered the City, and the Romans the like on another fide. Thofe places pear 
neareft the Temple were the firft chat they {ized upon: afterwards, the whole Army Crerthe ce 
entring the City, it was lamentable to (te how in every catner the people were mafia- ty. i 
cred 3 for the Romans being difplea(ed that the Siege continued fo long time, became ee 
more cruel ; and Herod’s Army endeavoured to let none of the adverfe part efcape, 77" 
f Sothat many were flain, both in the {treets, and in their own houfes ; yea, even then 
alfo when they fled into the Temple, without refpect of Age or Sex. For although 
the King commanded the Soldiers to {pare the people 5 yet, for all that, they never re- 
{trained their cruel hands; but like mad men, raged againft all, men, women and 
children. Avtigonus, not confidering his former condition, came and proftrated him- Softus taketti 
felf at Sofius’sfeet, befeeching him to be merciful unto him 5 but Sofixs nothing com- —4%3s- 
paflionating his calamity. infulted over him, and called hith Antigona; yet did he not 
permit him to depart free as a woman, but put him in Prifon. 
Now when Herod had conquered his enemies, he endeavoured to the utmoft to re- 
prefs the infolence of his Auxiliary Strangers, who thronged to (ee the Temple, and 
F the Holy Veffels that were therein; but he withheld them, not only by threatnings 
and entreaties, but alfo by force 5 believing himfélf lefS unhappy tobe conquered, 
than by obtaining the Victory, to minifter a means whereby thofe things which were 
not lawful to be revealed, fhould be expofed tothe eyes of prophane Strangers. He 
alfo reftrained the Soldiers from facking the City 5 and told Sofus, that if the Romans 
would defolate the City both of men and money, they would leave him King of a 
Defart: Adding further, that he efteemed not the Empire of the whole World, to be 
arecompence for (uch a Maffacre of his Subjects, Hereunto Soffus anfwering, that the 
Soldiers ought to have the facking of the Town, in recompence of that labour they had 
{pent in the Siege: Herod replyed, that he had rather recompence them out of his.’ ., 
' G own Treafury 5 and by this means he redeemed, as it were, the Relicks of his defolate Herod libérai- 
Countrey 3 and inthe end performed that which he had promifed, for he bountifully ,” see

ing early he removed from thence, and about fix thoufand ofthe enemies de- 
feendiag hour the Mountains, charged his Vanguard 5 yet they durft not joyn Battel 
with the Romans, but molefted them with {tones and darts, with which they wound- 
ed many 3 fo that Herod him(elf paflingalong, was wounded in the fide with a Dart. 
Antigonus defirous to (hew himfelf the ftronger, as well in multitude of men, as in cou- 
rage, fent Pappus a ftiend of his, with fome Forces to Samaria, witha defign to fight 
and defeat Aduchera. Herod, on the other fide, went about the enemies Counirey, 
and took five Towns, and deftroyed two thoufand of the Inhabitants ; and firing the 
houfes, returned to his Army near a Village called Cana, 
Every day there came flocking to hima very great number of Jews, both from Feri- 
cho and other parts of the Couatrey 5 fome out of hatred to Axtigomus, and others out 
of love of change, and an efteem of Hered. Whilft thus he halted to fight, Pappus, 
with his men, neither fearing the multitude nor ftrength of their enemies, came fiercely 
upon them, and offered Battel : Which being begun, thofe that were not engaged a- 
gaintt Herod, refifted a while ; but Herod remembring his Brother's death, ventured | 
more than the reft, to the end, to be revenged upon them that were the Authors there- 
of, and fo he eafily overcame the enemies 5 and {till affaulting the frefh men, put them 
all to flight. There was a mighty flaughter 5 for many being forced to fice into the Vil- 
lage from whence they came, he purfued them, and flew an infinite number, though 
_ all the houfes and houfe-tops were full of armed men to defendit: After he had flain 
thofe that were abroad, he overthrew the houfes, and fo forced them that were within 
tocomeforth. Others he killed in Companies with the ruines of the houfes wherein 
they were 5 and if any one chanced to efcape, the Soldiers without killed them So 
The number that the heaps of dead bodies were fo great, that they who had the Meet cous a 
of the Carca- nafs thorough the ftreets for them. Thofe of the Countrey were fo difmayed with this 
feshinder the | erthrow, that the whole multitude of them fled away 3 and Herod by the benefit of Nj 
fee oe his good fortune had even then come to Ferujalem, had not a great ftorm hindred him, 
° which was the only caufe that at that time he got not a full Conqueft, and Antigonus 
was not utterly overthrown 5 who, through fear and defperation, was preparing to 
leavethe City. But Herod, towardsnight having given his friends leave to depart to 
refreth themfelves, being himfelf heated with his Armour, after the manner of pre 
entred intoa Bath, accompanied only with one Page: And as he was there, ne 
his enemies that had efcaped out of the Battel, and came to the Bath to hidet ap 
felves 5 feeing the King there, were fo terrified with the King’s Prefence, althoug - 
that time he wasnaked and weaponlefs, that they thought of nothing but flight 5 an 
being no body was prefent there to furprize them, they efcaped 5 and Herod was vay Oo 
Herodtehead- well contented that he had no harm by them. The next day he beheaded ee ae 
eth Papp, was the General of Astigonus his Army, and fent his head to his Brother Pheroras, to 


a” comfort him for their common lofs 5 for Pappus was he that flew Fo/eps. The 
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fents worthy of a King. This done, Sofias dedicated a Golden Crown unto God, and 
fo departed, leading Axtigonys Captive with him, to the end, to prefent him to Amto- 
ius. This man detirous to continue his life, and entertaining himfelf with this cold 
hope even until the laft, received inthe end that reward which his faint heart defired, 
and was beheaded. 

Herod being now King, he made a diftinction between the Citizens 3 and thofe who 
had favoured him he uled very honourably, and putthofe to death who had followed 
dntigonus s And when money failed, he diftributed all his Kingly Ornaments, and 
fent them to Antonius and his Company. Yet did he not quite redeem himfelf from all 
troubles 5 for Amtonins being paffionately enamoured on Cleopatra, in all things yield- 
ed to her defire: And Cleopatra having raged fo again{t her own Kindred, that fhe had 
not left one of them alive, now turned her fury upon ftrangers 5 and accufing the No- 
bility of Syria to Axtonins, fhe perfwaded him to put them to death, that fhe might 
thereby the cafier obtain their Pofleffions. Afterwards her covetous mind thought to 
effect the fame again(t the Arabians, and the Jews alfo 5 infomuch that fhe fecretly went 
about to caule the Kings of thofe places, Adalichus and Herod, to be put todeath: dn- 
toninsmade a thew as though he would have granted her requelt ; yet he thought it 
great impiety to kill good men, and fo great Kings : Notwithttanding, he no more ac- 
counted them his friends 5 but took a great quantity of ground from the limits of both 
their Countreys, and a Vineyard in Fericho where Balm grew 5 and gave her all the 
Cities on this fide the River Eleutherus (Tyre and Sidon only excepted.) Now, when 
the had obtained the Dominion of thefe Cities, the followed Antoninus to Exphrates, 
when he fet forward to make War againft the Parthians 5 and afterwards, by Apamia 
and Davzsfeus, {he came into Judea 3 where Herod having fomething pacified her an- 
gry mind with great gifts, obtained to pay her yearly two hundred Talents for that 
partof his Countrey which vtonixs had given her 3 and feeking by all means poffi- 
ble toget himfclf an intereft in her favour, he conducted her to Pelufinzz, Not long 
after, Autonins returned out of Parthia, and brought Artibazes the Son of Tigranes 
Captive, and gave him to Cleopatra, with all the money and Prifoners that he had 


taken. 





| CHAP. XIV, 


Of the treacherous pradlices af Cleopatra againft Herod. Herod's War again$t the Arabi«‘ 


uns, and of a very great Earth-quake, 


J Hen War was declared between Augustus and Antonius, Herod prepared himfelf 

to attend Antonius 5 feeing for the prefent all troubles were pacified in Fadea, 

and he had already gotten the Caltle of Hircanion, which Antigonus’s Sifter had in her 
polleffion. But Cleopatra craftily prevented him in this his journey, fo that he could 
not gowith 4xtonins s For the deliring the ruines of both the Kings (as was before mene 
tioned) perfwaded Antoninus to caufe Hered to make War againft the Arabians ; whom 
if he overcame, then the (hould be made Queen of 4radza 5 and if himfelF were over 
come, then the fhould be Queen of Fudea-: Intending hereby, that one of thefe Po- 
tentates fhould ruine the other. But this practice of hers fucceeded greatly to Herod's 
advantage 3 for firft of all, making head againit thoie of Syria that were his enemies, 
with all the power of Cavalry hecould, which was very confiderable ; and meeting 
them near Diolpolis, he overcame them, though they valiantly refifted. After which 
overthrow, a mighty Army of the Arabians came to helpthem 3 fo that an infinite 
company was gathered together about Celo/yria, expecting the Jewsnear the City cal- 
led Canatha: Where King Herod meeting them, purpofed not to fight unadvifedly, 
but to compa{s his Camp round about wich a Wall; but his Army, puffed up with 
their former Victory, would not be counfelled, but violently aflaulted the Arabians, 
and atthe firft onfet put them to flight. Hered purfuing his enemies, was greatly endan- 
gered by the Treafon of the Inhabitants of Cazatha (who were fet on by Athenio, one 
of Cleopatra’s Captains, who had always born him ill will) for the Arabians encourag- 
ed by their hélp, returned again to Battel 5 and they two joyned their Forces toge- 
ther, and fet upon Herod in {tony and difficult places, and put his Army to flight, and 
{lew many of them 3 thofe that efcaped fled into a little Village hard by, called Ormi- 
z23 where the Arabians compaffing them about, took both the men and their Tents, 


with all their Furniture. Not long after this overthrow of Herod's Soldiers, he came

to the Jewsin courage; neverthelels, thcy became now more hardy, pine! 
defpaired of the Victory 5 and fo long as they ftoodtoit, they had no great lo 3 
when they turned their backs, then many were flain by the Jews, and many perithed, 
being trodden on by their fellows, ,Thofe that efcaped, were forced to retire into 
their Camp, where Herod beficged them 5 and there was fuch penury of water, that 
for drink they were all like to perifh. For which caufe, they fent Ambafladours to 
the King, offering him fifty Talents to let them go3 but he contemned them, and 
The Arabians would not hear them. At length, their want of water was fo great, that coming out 
through ex- by companies of their own accord, they offered themfelves to the Jews 5 sine in oT 
ee fort there came forth four thoufand in five days, whom the Jews put a a 3 a 
ro yield to che the fixth day the whole multitude (defpairing of their lives) came fort to fight, ae 
whom Herod conflicting flew about feven thoufand. So great a Defeat fatisfied Herod's 
revenge, and fo abated the pride of the Arabians, that they took him for their Pro- 


tector.

And inas much as 
he travelled to Peluftum thorough a dry Countrey, when they returned again, he pro- 
vided water for them, and furnifhed the Army with all neceffaries 5 fo that both Cefar 
and the Soldiers thought the Kingdom a fmhall recompence for his deferts. For which 
caufe, after he came into Egypt, and that Antonius and Cleopatra were now dead, he did 
not only encreafe his honour, but alfo reftored to him that portion of his Countrey 
which was taken away by Antonis, and given to Cleopatra : And befides that, Gadara, 
and Hippon, and Samaria, and other Cities about the Sea-coalt 5 to wit, Gaza, and An- 
thedon, and Fopp2, and Straton’s Tower 3 and moreover, gave him four hundred Gala- 
tians, which before were Cleopatra’sGuard. Nor did Cafar’s Liberality {top here, but 
tofhew how far his efteem of this Prince’s merit proceeded, he added to his Domini- 
on, Trachonitis, and Batanaa, and Auranitis, upon this occafion : Zezodorus (who for 
money had hired the Lands of Ly/anias) continually feat people out of 7; rachonitis, to 
rob the people of Damzefews 3 who in humble manner went to Vara: (who wasat that 
time Governour of Syria ) entreating him to inform Cefar of their calamity : Ce/er un- 
derftanding the fame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate tho( Thieves, 
Whereupon Varws with an Army, went to thofe places which were moft infefted, and 
rid the Countrey of the Thieves, and confi(cated the Territory from Zexodorus : which 
Cefer (left it fhould again be a refuge for Thieves to {poil Data(cws ) gave to Herod, and 
made him Ruler over all Syria. Ten years after, Céfar returning to this Countrey, 
commanded the Governours to do nothing without Herod's counfel : And after Zeno. 
dorws’s death, he gave himall the Countrey between Trachovitis and Galilee. Butthat 
which Herod efteemed above all the reft was, that Céfar loved him bett of all next to 
Agrippa; and that Agrippa loved him mott of all men next to Céfar. When he was ar- 
rived to this pitch of Felicity, he thewed the greatnels of his Soul, by the greateft and 
moft holy enterprize that can be imagined. 





CHAP. XVI. 


Of the Cities and Monuments repaired and builded by Herod, and of his felicity and libes 
| rality towards ftrangers. 


N the fifteenth year of his Reign he repaired the Temple, and enclofed twice as much 
I ground as was before about the Temple with a {trong Wall, whereon he beftowed 
great cofts and charges to beautifie it asthe great Porches will teftifie,which- he. buile 
about the Temple, and the Caftle on the North part thereunto adjoyning, which he 
builteven from the foundation. The Caftle was fo rich and fumptuous, that it was equal 
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to the King’s Palace 5 and in honour of Antonius, he named it Antonia. He buile him. —4*4.6.15. 


fel alfoa Palace in the upper part of the City, and init two very great Apartments, {6 
rich and admirable, that no Temple was to be conipared to them: He termed one 
of them Cefarea, and the other Agrippias, in honour of Augustus and Agrippa. But it 
was not only by Palaces that he would preferve his Name to Polterity, and immortalize 
his memory ; but in the Countrey of Samaria ‘he built a fair City with a Wall, which 
was about twenty ftades in circuit, and called it Sebaffe 3 and he fent thither fix thou- 
fand Inhabitants, giving them a moft fertile Soil and fundry Privileges. There alfo a- 
mong{t other Buildings, he erected a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to Cafar. A- 
bout this Temple there was a piece of ground containing three ftades andanhalf. Fos 
this Teftimony of Herod's affeQtion, Ce/ar added to his Dominion another Countrey : 
In gratitude for which, Herod ereded another Temple of White Marble to him, near 
the head of Fordam, ina place called Paninm, where there is a Mountain rifing very high 
into the air 3 at thefide whereof is an ob{cure Valley, where there are high Rocks, thae 
(by fpouts of water falling on them) are made hollow 3 fo that the water, ftanding in 
their concavity till they run over, falleth down with a {tream of fuch a depth as is admi-~ 
rable. At the foot of this Valley, on the outfide, {pring certain Fountaios, which many 
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think to be the head of the River Jordan 5 which, whether it be true or no, we will de. Fyrdn. 


clare hereafter, 
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At Fericho alfo (between theCaftle of Cyprws, and the other ancient Palaces) he e- H 
rected other Buildings fairer and more commodious than the former, calling shem af- 
ter the names of Aueuftus and Agrippa. Finally, there was no convenient place in the 
whole Kingdom, wherein he erected not fomething in honour of Cefar - and having 





* inevery place of hisown Kingdom deviled and dedicated Temples unto him, in Syria 


alfo where he ruled he did the like 5 founding in many Cites, Temples, which he cal- 
Jed by the name of Cefar. Aud perceiving, that amongit the Cities of the Sea-coaft, 
there was one called Straton’s Tower 3 which being very old and ruinated, and for 
the fcituation thereof deferving reparation and colt, he repaired it with White Stone, 
and built a very Royal Palace therein 5 in which work, more than in any other, he 
fhesved how great and high his mind was. For this ftands in the mid{t between Dora § 
and Joppa, ina Coaft where there was no Port or Haven 3 fo that they who fail from 
Phenicia into Egypt, are in great danger, by reafon of the violent Winds that blow 
from Africa 3 whofe blalts enforce the water with fuch violence again{t the Rocks on 
the fhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make 
the wholeSea tempeftuous. But the King, by his liberality and coft, overcoming na- 
ture, built Stations for Ships. And although the nature of the place was altogether 
contrary to his intent, yet he fo overcame all difficuley, that the Sea could do that 
Building noharm: And it was fo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would 
have thought there had been no difficulty in this admirable work. For having mea- 
fured outa fic place for the Port, he latd a Foundation twenty ells deep of Stone, K 
whereof moftof them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, and ten foot broad, and 
fome bigger 5 andall the bottom of the Haven, where the water came, was laid with 
thefe tones. Which done, he raifed a Mole of two hundred foot 5 whereof one hun- 
dred foot ferved to break the violence of the waves, the other hundred foot ferved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Haven was compafled 5 and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateft and faireft whereof he called Drufiws, af- 
ter the name of Drufws, the Son of the Emprefs Livia, Wife of Auguftvs. Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alfo, to {tore fuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven 3 and divers other Vaults for Sca men to lodg in. A very pleafant De- 
fcent, which might ferve for a Walk,encompafled the whole Port: The entrance here- LE 
unto was onthe North fide 5 for by reafon of the fcituation of the place, the North 

Wind there is the calmeft. . 

__On either fide of the entrance were three great Coloffes fet on Pilafters 5 thofe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a folid Rock of Stone. But at the en- . 
trance on the right hand were two huge {tones joyned together, which make a great- 
er Tower than the other, There is alfo a houfe adjoyning to the Haven built of white 
Stone. The Streets of the City leading to this place, are of one bignefs and propors, 
tion. Upon a Hill oppofite to the mouth of the Haven, he built a Temple very beau- 
tiful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Cefar, wherein was placed Ce/ar's — 
Statue, fullas great asthat of Jupiter at Olympws (for it was made after that Model) and 
another of Rome, like that of Fuzo at Argos. The City be built for the benefit of the 
Inbabitants of the Province, -and the Port or Haven for Commerce., All this he did 
in honour of Cefar 5 after whofe name he called it Cefareaz. And that nothing might. 
be wanting to render it worthy fo glorious a name, he added to fo many great works, 
the faireft Market-placein the World 5 befidesa Theatre, and an Amphitheatre, not; 
inferiour to the re{t, He alfo appointed Games and Spectacles to be celebrated every: 
fifth year, in honour of Augaffus : And him(elf firft began them in the 192 Olympiade§ 
and he propofed great rewards, not only to the Victors, but alfo to the fecond and 


third after them. Moreover, he repaired Azthedon, which was deftroyed by the . 


Wars, and called it Agrippina, in honour of Agrippa 3 whofe name he caufed to be en- 
graven over the Portal he buile tothe Temple. Nether was he unmindful of his Pa- 
rents 3 forin the richeftSoil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his. 
Father, and by his name called it Antipatris, being ina very rich Soil, both for Woods 
and Rivers. ‘At jericho alfo, he built a very goodly and ftrong Caftle, and called it’ 
Cyprus, in honour of his Mother. He likewife built a Tower in memory of his Brother. 
Phafelas, at Ferufalem, and called it Pha(elus his Tower 3 of the ftrength and beauty 
of which, we fhall fpeak hereafter. He alfo-called another City Phafelxs, which is {c1- 
tuate ina Valley beyond Jericho, towards the North. 

Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forget to 
dothe like for himfelf, for he buile a Caftle on a Mountain near Arabia, having on one 
fide a {trong place of defence 3 and this Caltle hecalled Herodinz, after. his own ne 
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By the fame name alfo he called a Mount, fixty. ftades from Ferxfalem, artificially ma 
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A in manner of a woman’s Dug, which he adorned onthe ton wi ; 
round about it he built Princely houfes, gallantly adorhed a ie nue Tesco 
He alfo brought water from a great diftance, with great coft and charges 2 d nade rH ayer 
a pair of f{tairs of pure White Marble, to go up, which hadtwo Hunde ; For Nee 
the whole Hill was made by Art, and was of an exceeding height. At the ae h OTe 
of likewife, he built another Palace, and houfes to receive his reads and ei Con va 
ages 5 fo that this Caftle, for the abundance of all neceflary Lodgings feted, Ci. Fevodium & 
ty 5 and yet was all the King’s Palace. Having eretted thus many Buildin s he ihcw eee 
ed his great mind in ftrange Cities likewile 5 forat fripolis, and Dan ae and Pt. le nee 
mais, he built publick Culledges for inftructing Youth. He buile the Wall of B bb a ie boun- 
B and Seats, Porches, Temples and Markets at Berytus and ‘lyre: At Sidon and ee ? tv to al! meng 
cas he builta Theatre 5 and a Water-conduit at Laodicea, a Sea-town, At Ajcdlan i 
built Fountains or Lakes very fumptuous 5 and Baths with Pillars. that for peathen 
and good work, were miraculous. To other places he gave Forrefts and Ports 5 and 
to many Cities added Fields, asthough they had’been Fellow-cities of his Kin doe 
And to others, as to Cvos, he gave Annual Revenues for ever 3 to the al de 
might never lofe the remembrance of the obligation they hadto him. Moreover he 
gave all poor people Corn 5 and he often, and ia fundry places, lent the Rhodians 
money to build a Navy of Ships, At his own proper coft he repaired the Temple of Herad famous 
Apollo Pythins, which had been burnt. What fhall I fay of his liberality sow andvihen throwghthe 
C of Lyctz and Samos, orhis magnificent Gifts towards all the people of ‘fonia ¢ Nay ey 
and the Athenians, Lacedemonians, Nicopolites, and the Citizens of Pergamus and ie Ee: 
Sra, received very many benefits ar his hands. He paved alfo a large Street in aia Wee 
of Syria, which wasin length twenty ftades, and that with fair Marble. This Street be- bojre Chet’ 
fore that time was fo full of dirt, that no man could go thorough it : ‘And all along it Cone’ 
he built Galleries, that people might go dry thorough it in rainy weather, i 
Some may fay, that thele benefits thus beftowed, were for the proper ufe of thofe 
people on whom he beltowed them 3 but no man can deny, but that which he did for 
the Citizens of Elis, was not only common tothofe of Achaia, but to all the World 
where the Games, called Olympica Certamina, were folethnized. For Heroa feeing 
D them decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all 
the ancient Monuments of Grecce 3 he, not only in his perfon at that time became one 
of the propofers of rewards in that Olympiade, in which he went to Rome + but alfo 
gave a yearly ftipend to maintaia the fame, left, for want, they fhould be lef off It 
1s not to be told what Debts and Tributes he remitted 3 for he delivered the Phate- 
lites and Balaneotes.and other Towns of Cilicéa,fcom the payment of a year] y Tribute: 
yet was he not (v liberal to them ashe would have been, fearing left the envy of (ome 
might accufe him of fome further meaning, if he (hould be more bountiful to the Cities 
than thofe that were the ownersthereof. He exerciled his body likewile in exercifes Herod a greae 
fit for fo valianta mind 3 for he was a very sk‘Iful hunter, wherein he had always hig hr. : 
E purpofe, by reafon of his skill in riding 3 fothatin one day hekilled forty Wild Beatts 
That Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more ftore of Hartsand Wild Affes. He 
was fuch a Warrier, that no man was able to encounter with him 3 fo that many were 
aftonithed to fee him, with what force and exactnels he caft the Dart, and drew the 
Bow. Befides the Vertue, both of his mind and body, he had alfo good Fortune 5 Hered, belides 
for very feldom the event of War was otherwife than he expected 5 if it fometimes fel] *ver™e of 
outcontrary, 1t was not through his fault, but through the rathnef of his Soldiers, or a hatte. 
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Of the difagreement between Herod and his Sons, Alexander and Ariftobulus. 


Ut his private and domeftical forrows troubled his publick felicity ‘mo 
publick felicity 5 and moft ad- J 4y, 13, p¢:

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g *” wifes Uncle, (notwithftanding that he returned out of Parthia unto him) becaufehe H 
The sear of ‘te Fufpetted that he intended fome treafon againtt him. Barzapharnes, after he had ta- 
fejire Chines Ken all Syréahad carried him away prifoner with him. But his own Countreymen 
Natitin8. that dwelt beyond Exphrates, in commiferation redeemed him from thraldom3 and 
had he been counfelled by them, and not come to Herod, he had not been killed: 
but the marriage of his Niece caufed his death: for, for that caufe, and efpecially 
for the love of his native foil, he came thither, That which moved Hered to kill 
him was, not for that he fought the Kingdom, but becaufe he had right tothe King- 
Hersd’s chil dom. Hered had five Children by A¢ariamne, two Daughters and three Sons. The 
tren by Mari- youngeft was fent to Rome to ftudy, where he died. The other two he brought up 
Raine: like Princes, both for their Mothers Nobility, and for that they were born after he I 
was King. But that which above all was moft prevalent intheirfavour, was the 
love he bare to Afariamne: which from day to day tormented him more violently, 
infuch fort, that he feem'd infenfible of thofe griefs which this his beft beloved 
caufed to him. For Afsriamne hated him as much as he loved her: and having a 
jatt caufe and colour of difcontent, and moreover being emboldened by the love 
Marianne — which he bare her, fhe every day upbraided him, with that which he had done to 
ee Hircanus her Uncle, and to her Brother Ariftobulus. For Herod {pared him not, al- 
vad with Hir- though he wasa Child 5 but after he had made him High Prieft in the feventeenth 
canu’s death. year of his age, he prefently put him to death, after he had fo honoured him: who, 
when he came to the Altar clothed in facred attire upona Feftival day, all the peo- K 
ple wept for joy 3 which caufed fo great a jealoufie in Hered, that the fame night he 
fent him to Fericho, to be drowned in a Lake by the Galatians, who had received 
commiffion to perform the murther. Thefe things did A¢eriamne daily caft in Herod's 
teeth, and upbraided: both his Mother and Sifter, with very fharp and reproachful 
Horad’s Mo. WOds : yet he fo loved her, that notwichftanding all this, he held his peace. But 
ther and Sifter the women were fet on fire : and that they might the rather move Herod againft her, 
do falily ac- they accufed her of adultery, and of many other things which bare a thew of truth :

Herod fecretly Herest Herod was much moved, efpecially for that he was jealous of her whom he 
nee ii, loved, bethinking himfelf upon the cruelty of Cleopatra, for whofe fake King Lyfanias, 
sh eS and Atalichus King of Arabia were put to death; and now he meafured not the dan-., 
ger by the lofs of his wife, but by his own death which he feared : For which caufe 
being drawnby his affairs into the Country, he gave fecret commandment to Jofeph, 
his Sifter Salomes hufband (whom he knew to be trufty, and one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his wife A¢ariammne, if fo be Antonius fhould have killed him. 
But Fofep4 not malicioufly, but fimply to thew how greatly the King loved her,difclo- 
fed that fecret unto her: and fhe when Hered was returned, and amoneft other talk M 
with many Oaths fware, that he never loved woman but her ; Indeed (faid the) it may 
well be known how greatly youlove me by the commandment you gave to Fofeph, 
Herod’s{afpi. Whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought to be fecret, 
cion betwixt was like a mad man, and prefently perfwaded himfelf, that Fofeph would never have 
one andbis diflofed that commandment of his, except he had abufed her ; fo that hereupon he 
‘ became furious, and leaping out of his bed, he walked up and down the Palace: 
whereupon his Sifter Selome having fit opportunity, confirmed his fufpicion of Fofeph. 
For which caufe Herod growing now raging mad with jealoufie, commanded both 
of them to be killed. Which being done,his wrath was feconded by Repentance 5 and

For he was now by the Kings Will and teftament declared ae fo a a 
that he was fent as a King to Ce/zr, in a Kingly habit and pomp, only he wore no ee 
Crown: and intime he fo prevailed, that he wrought his Mother Into Afarnans 
ftead 5 and with flatteries and calumniations fo moved the King, that he be eens 
deliberate about putting his Sons to death. For which canfe, he conducted his Son Ales H poets 
xander with him to Rome, and accufed him before Caefar,that he had given him po os fy, lesa les 
But he with much ado, having obtained lieve to plead his own caufe,. and rh ie ocr 
C fore a Judge more wife than Hered or Antipater, he modeftly held his seace in f 
things his Father had offended in: and firlt of all he cleared his Brother Ariffobal 
from that crime in which he was involved with himfelf. And afterwards he fae 
veighed againtt Antipater’s fubtilty, and complained of thofe injuries which had 
been offered him, having, befide the equity of his caufe, fufficient cloquence to ac- 
guit himfelf , for he was a vehement Orator, and knew well how to eheide Laft 
of all he objected, that his Father having a defire to put both him and his Brother 
to death, had laid an accufation upon him; whereat the whole Audience wept, and 
Céfer was fo moved, that not regarding the accufations that were laid u ay ihen fee 
he prefently made Herod and them friends, upon thefeconditions, that ihe in all Hal and 
D things fhould be obedient to their Father ; and that their F ather fhould ic ve th Son,

Hereupon Herod returned from Rowe, and though he feemed to have for iven his 
Sons3 yet he laid not his jealoufie and fufpicion afide. For Antipater ftill erfifted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for fear of him that peconeiled them 
he durft not openly thew himélf an enemy tothem, Afterward Herod failed by Ci.

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A — At this action Antipater was fo amazed, that all the Orphans well perceived it, “AS 
For now hethought himfelf difhonoured by his Father, and that he ftoad in great The gear of the 
danger, feing that /exancder’s Son was like to have both Archelaws and Pherorzs the ear 
Tetrach to protect him. Moreover, he confidered how Ke was hated, and how the Nativity, 
People compaffionated the children that were fatherlefss and look’d upon him asthe WW | 
murtherer of their fathers. Wherefore he refolved by all means poflible to break . 
thefe Marriages, Yet he feared to infinuate any thing to his father cunningly, whe 
was now very {ufpicious and miftruftful; and therefore went openly unto him to 
make his humble fute and requeft tohim, that he would not leave him without ho- 
_ nour, nor deprive him of thatSucceflion, which before he had judged him worthy 
B of, by giving him only the bare Title of King, and leaving the authority of the

one of them by Phedra, and the other by Elpis, He had likewile two wives, by whom 
c_ he had no iffue, his Coufin and Niece; and befide thefe he had two Daughters by 
Maviarane, Sifters to Alexander and Ariftobulus. Wherefore Antipater feeing his Fa- 
ther had fuch choice of Daughters, requefted the marriages to be altered. : 
The King, well perceiving his mind and purpofe towards the Orphans, arid call= Heredis pers 
ing to remembrance the misfortune of his Sons, whom he had put to death, he judg'’d waded by — 
that if ever he found occafion, he would be asinduftrious to deftroy the children by poe : 
calumnies, as he had donetheir fathers; and {o falling into great anger with tharp break of ti , 
words he drove him out of his prefence 5 yet afterward, he fo flattered Herod, that he marriages. 
got the marriages tobealtered. And firft of all he joyned Ariftobulus’s Daughter 
with Avtipster himfelf, and hisSon to Pherora:’s Daughter. Here one may fee what 
Lj Aztipater could do by flattering fpeeches: for Salome in the like matter could not 
{peed, although fhe was his Sifter , and procured many times the Emperours Wife 
to {peak for her, tkat fhe might marry with Sylleus the Arabian, yet wa’ fhe not per- 
mitted fotodo. But Herod {wore that he would account her as an utter enemy, ex | 
cept fhe would defift from that purpofe ; and afterward, againft her will, he married cs é 
her to Alexas, a friend of his; and one-of her Daughtersto Alexander's fon, andthe o- ; — 
ther to Aztipater’s maternal Uncle. 
’ As for Mariamnes Daughters, one of them was married to Antipater, his Sifters Son; Antd.ij:c0° 
the other to Phafelus, his Brother’s Son. When Axtipater had quite overthrown the —“tipater ”” 
hope of the Orphans, and joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himfelf on aes ued 
E fure ground : and adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable to all een 
men. And feing he could not avoid their hatred, he now fought by fear to worl 
his own fafety 5 and fo much the more, becaufe Pheroras now aflitted him, as oné 
that was confirmed and eftablifhed for King. Alfo the women in the Court fell at A debate be. 
variance, and raifed anew broil: for Pheroras’s Wife with her Mother and her Sifter, ‘Wt the La. 
and the mother of Axtipater did behave themfelves very infolently in many things, ae oe 
towards two of the Kings daughters; of which Antipater, who hated them, was very 
glad, none of the other women except Salome daring to oppofethis Cabal.

Az< 
izpater alfo made the fame thew, fothat he {tuck not openly to affront Pheroras: not- 
withftanding they had meetings and banquets in the night; and the unity was the:

The King was very angry, and efpecially again{t 
Pheroras’s wife, whom chiefly Salome blamed : and having called together all his kins 
dred and friends, he ae her before them amongft other things, that fhe had bes 4. bb, f 72 
haved ier {elf contumelioufly towards his daughters, and that fhe affifted the Pharj- 7-3.

CHAP. XVIL 


Of Antipater’s Cox/piracy againft his Father Herod. 


Antlib.r7. Ntipater now hoped without all controverfie to fucceed in the Kingdom, but he 
cap.2t, A became generally hated of the whole Nation ; for it was openly known, that 
he, by falfe calumniations, had caufed his Brethren’s death. And on the other fide, L, 
he ftood :in no little fear of theit Children, whom he perceived to begin to grow to 
years: For Alexander had by. Glaphyv'a two Sons, Tygranes and Alexander : and Ari« 
Jeabulus had by Bernice, Daughter to Salome, five Children 3 to wit, three Sons, He- 
rod, Agrippa and Ariftobulus 3 and two Daughters, Herodias and Mariamne. Herod, 
after he had put dlexander to death, fent away Glaphyra with her Dowry into Cappas 
docia.; and married Beraice, Ariftobulus’s Wife, to Antipater’s Uncle 5 for Antipater 
had dévifed this Match to Become friends with Salome, whom before he hated and ene 
_Amipatr vied. He alfo, by his great Gifts, fought to get Pheroras’s favour, and the Friends 
ee by fhip of fuch as were Friends to Cefar, {ending to that end great fumms of money to 
nie "0 © Rome, He pave Satarzinns, andallthereft,. great.Riches in Syria. But the more he M 
creepinto gave, the more he was hated of all men 3 for every oneconfidered his Prefents, not 
men’s favours. as proofs of his Liberality, but as ‘effects of his Fear 5 {o that -he got not the love of 
them, upon whom he beltowed them ; and they to whom he-gave-nothing, .were fo 
muchthe more hisenemies. Yet he continued his bounty rather than diminithed it, 
when he faw, again{t his expetation, Herod made much of thefe Orphans, whofe Pa- 
rents he had flain. . Intending to thew how much he repented their deaths, by theipis 
ty and compaffion he took of their Children. For aflembling together his'friends, he 
cauled the Children to be placed by him 5 and the teats ftanding in his eyes, hevfaid, 
Herod griev- Since vy ill Fortune bath taken away fron: me the Fathers of thefechildren, there-# no cave 
rel Sons, J? great, which Nature, and my compaffion of their.prefent condition, obligeth'me not to N 
eurenie ae take. of them. Wherefore I will endeavour, that feeing Ubave teen a weoft unfortunait 
fame byhis ° Father, I maybe a moft affedionate Grand-father:s, and leave them who are: moft dear xn 
commie to me; to reign after me. In order whercunto Brother Pheroras (faid he) -bestoth your 
their Chi, Daughter to Alexander's eldeft Son, to the end,'that this Alliance may oblige yun to ferde 
dren, in foead of a Father to him : and to'your Son, Antipater, ((aidhe) 1 afwrethe Danghter 
Heradbetroth: of Ariftobulus, that fo you may bethe fame to her 5 and my Son' Herod, Grand-for by-bis 
phews, Mother to Simon the High Prieit, fhall marry her Sifter. This is my will and pleafure, 
touching this matter, and let no man who loveth me feck tovalter it. Aud I.befeech Al- 
mighty God to profper thefe Marriages to the good-of my Countrey, and of thefe: sep Nephews's 
and to look upon thefe Children with a more favowrable eye than'he did wpon-their Fathers. 
Having thus {poken, he wept, and joyned the'Children’s hands, and courtcon(ly falut- 
ing every one, difmiffed the Council. a Te rs hone. fo ‘

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Ags that he had rather die than lofe his Wife; Herod doubtful whatto do, turned him to

He obeyed this command openly in 
Nativiy, ,. fhew, but fecretly went to their houfe: and fearing that Salome might perceive it, 
; J he by his friends in Italy procured himfe!f to be fent forto Rome, by Letters brought

Antipater of tO Herod, wherein it was commanded, that fhortly after the receit thereof, Antipater 
his Brothers fhould befent toCefar. Wherefore Herod uling no delay, {ent him preféntly, fur- 
ae nifhing him with all things neceflary, and a great fum of money 5 giving him like- 
ference wih Wife his laft Will and Teftament to carry with him to Cefar 5 wherein was written’ 
his wife. that Antipater fhould be King, and after him Herod, the Son of Ateriamne, Daugh- 
ter of the High Prieft. But Syl/ews the Arabian, neglecting Cefar's commandment, at 
the fame time failed to Rome, there to contend with Axtipater, about matters which 
were before in controverfie between him and Nicholaus, He had alfo a great con- 
tention with Aretas his King, whofe friends he had flain, and amongft others, Sohe- 
mus, the moft wealthy man in all the Country of Petra; and Fabatus, Cefar’s Pro- 
curator, whom he had corrupted, aflifted him againft Herod. But Herod afterwards 
giving Fabatus a greater fum of money. alienated him from Syllew,and by thismeans 
difpatched that which Cefar commanded: and becaufe Fabatus re{tored nothing, he 
Gane accufed him that he was Procurator, not for C#far but for Herod : wherewith Faba- 
‘abatus Cae- : is ; ‘ 2 s 

far’sGover- ##s wag moved and being as yet in great eftimation with Herod, he difclofed Sylle- 
nour, difco- s’s his fecrets, and fignified tothe King, how that Syl/eus had corrupted Corizthus 
pereth Sle" one of hisGuard, whom he advifed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more 
eafily hearkned to his counfel, becaufe Corizthus, though always brought up inthe 
Kings Court, yet was bornin Arabia. Whereforehe prefently took him, and two 
other Arabians that were found with him; one of them was Sylleus’s friend, and the 
other Phylarchus. Upon their examination they confefled, that Corinthus for a great 
fum of money was hired to killthe King. After this they were fent to Saturnius,Go- 

vernour of Syria, and by him to Rome.

Phrwasdied DUthe was too far fpeat, and a few days after died: and although Herod loved him 
and was buri- until his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyfoned him. Herod cauf- 
edin Ferufa- ed his body to be brought to Ferzjalem, and commanded all the Nation to mourn 
and buried him with a fumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 

and 4riftobulus came to this end : but fhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fact

But now they abitained from coming to him for fear of the King ; becaufe 
the rumour of thofe things which Antipater had done was known in every City, and 
to every man, only Axtipater himfelf was ignorant thereof. For there was never a- 
ny man brought thither with greater pomp than he, when he was to {ail to Rome 5 
C and never manmore bafély entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 
danger at home, he craftily made him(elf ignorant thereof 3 and _notwith{tanding 
that he was almoft dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. 
For he could not now poffibly make any efcape, nor rid himfelf out of the prefent 
danger: and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becaufe the King by 
an Edict had forbidden all men to give him notice thereof: So that many times he 
comfortef himfelf thus ; that either all matters concerning him were yet fecret 5 or 
if any thing was come to light, that he by policy and impudence could acquit him- 
felf thereof . for thofe two were his only weapons. Being thus determined, he went 
to the Kings Palace alone, without any of his friends and followers, who at the very 
D firk gate were moft contumelioufly repulfed.

The next day the King called an aflembly of his friends and 
kindred, and to them admitted Antipater’s friends: and he and args fitting in judg- atipateris

anddecet. Beware, Varus, that he deceive you not: for I know this beat, and I even 
now fee by bis feigned tears, how probable a tale be will tell. This fellow once warned 
me, that whilft Alexander lived, I fhould beware of him, and not put every one in truft 
with my perfon: This is he who was wont to go before me into my bed-chamber, and look 
about inevery corner, left any foould have lien in wait to have attempted any treafon a- 
gain mes This is be who watched by mein my fleep, and in whom I thought my felf 
secure; who comforted me when I mourned for them that were put to death. This is be 
who gave me good or ill charatters of his Brethren when they were alive. This was my 
defender and champion. O Varus, when I remember his crafts and fubtilties, and all his 
counterfeitings, I wonder that lam yet alive, and howl efcaped the hand of fuch a trai- 
tor. And feeing that fortune ftirs upthofe of mince own boufe again§t me, aud that thofe 
that I woft cfteem are my greateft enemies, I will bewail ray hard fortune alone; and 

_ not one that hath thirfted after my blood foall efcape, although proof be brougit againft 
every one of my children, Thus, his heart being furcharged with forrow, he was for- 
ced to break off his fpeech: and prefently he commanded Nicols, one of his friends, 
to report all the proofs and evidences. 

- All this while. Axtipater lay proftrate at his Fathers feet ; but now lifting up his 
head, he addrefs’d to him and faid: You Sir your felf made my Apology : For how can 
he paffor a Parricide, who, as your felf confef, always watcht-to preferve you from all 
dangers ? Which if you fay I did feignedly, is it probable that I wonld be fo circum|pek 
| ia other affairs and at other times, and now in fo weighty a matter play the part of a fenf- 
lof’ min? How could I think that fuch a defign, though kept fecret from men , could be 
hidden from God, whofeeth all things? Was I ignorant what befel my Brethren, whom 

God fo punifo'd for their wicked con{piracy against you? Or what fhould caufe meto aim 

at their life? The hope of the Kingdom # I poffefs'd it already: Or a fufpicion of your 

hatred towards me? I knew you loved me palfionately: Or any fear which I bad of you? On 
the contrary, I rendred you formidable to others by the care I took of your prefervation. 

Was it want of money? Nothing lef 3 for wha might {pend more thaw I? Truly if I had 

been the wickedeft perfon in the World, or the cruelleft beast upon earth, yet Lfoould have 

relented, being overcome by the benefits of fo loving a Father 3 feing, as your Self faid, 
you recall’ and prefer'd me before fo many Sons, and being yet alive you proclaim'd me 

King, and made me a fpectacle to all en to-envie, through the benefits you beftowed upor 

me. © wretchthatI am! Ounhappy time of my-abfence ont of my Countrie! what an 

opportunity hath it givento malicious and calumniating people! Tet, O Father, it was 
for your fake,and about your affairs that Twentto Rome,to the end that Syllaus might xot 
triumph over your old age. Rome can witneG my piety, and Czlar the Prince of the whole 
world,who often called me a lover of my Father.Receive here,O Father,bis Letters, far more 
credible than thofe feigned calumniations againft me: let-thefe plead my caufe,let thefe tefti- 
fie my affection towards you: remsenber bow unwilling’ I was to go to Rome, knowing I 
had here in this Country many fecret enemies. Thusyouunwarily have been the canfe of 
my ruine, by forcing me tothat voyage which has afforded enuy time to frame accufations 
againft me: but now I will come to the proof of thefe matters... Behold here I am, who, 
notwithitending a Parricide, yet never fuffered any misfortune by fea or land : is not this 

a fufficient argument of my innocency? But I will not infiff upon this proof of my inno- 

cence, fince I know that God hath permitted you to condem me alreadyin your. heart. Only 

I conjure you, give not credit to depofitions extorted by torments: let me be burned,inflid 

all torments upon me, {pare not my body: For if I am a Parricide 1 ong ht wot.to die with- 

out all fort of torment. Axntipater accompanied thefe words with fo many tears, that

Fr hee difeafe increafed, partly through age, and efpecially by his griefand for- 
row 5 for he was now threefcore and ten years olds and his mind was fo troubled 

for the death of his Children, that though he were inhealth, yet he took no plea- 
ure In any thing 3 and his ficknefs was fo much the more grievous to him, becaufe 

that Axtipater wasyet alive; but he purpofed to put him to death as foon as he was 
recovered of his ficknefs. To increafe his calamity there arofe a tumult among the 
people. There were inthe City two Doéors reputed very skilful in our Country- 
laws : One ofthem was named Fudas,the Son of Sariphews 5 the other was called Azat- 
thias, the Sonof Atargalote. Thefe two were followed by agreat number of young 
men 3 fo that when they expounded the Law, they had anaffemby likea great Ar- 
G my. And hearing that the King, partly by grief, and partly by his difeafe, was 
very like to die, they told their acquaintance, that now it was a fit time to re-

Eagle upon the chief Porch of the Temple, which they exhorted the young men to 
eae "tike away 3 faying, that it was meritorious, although danger might enfue thereon 5 
yea; even to die for their Countrey-laws. For they that died for fuch a caufe, fhould 
ea enjoy everlafting life and glory: And that many unwife men, ignorant of that Do- 
jakde Ctrine, fo loved their lives, that they chofe rather to die by ficknefs, thanto fpend their 
people to pill livesin fo glorious an enterprize. Whilft they fpoke thus, there was a rumour {pread, 
down the je. that the King was now at the laft gafp; whereby the young men being encouraged, 
ee about Noon, when many were walking inthe Temple, they let themfelves down from 
the top of the Temple with great ropes, and fo with hatchets cut down the Eagle, 1. 
The young Whereof the Captain of the Soldiers being ad vertifed, ‘he went with a great many Sols 
men that pul- diers fpeedily to the Temple, and took almoft forty of the young men, and carried 
ied down he them to the King : Whoasked them if that were true, that they were fo bold as to cut 
Eek down the Golden Eagle : They confeffed they haddoneit. Then he demanded by 
fore Hered, whofe Commandment ? They anfwered, ‘by the Commandment of the Law. « After 
and are exa- this, it was asked them, why they, who were prefently-todie, were fo joyful? They 
ae an{wered, Becaufe after death, they hoped to enjoy Eternal Bli&. The King hereat was 
fo greatly moved with anger,that for all his difeafe,he went forth and made a Speech to 
the people wherein he inveighed againft thefe perfons, as Sacrilegious ; who, under 
pretence and colour of their Countrey-laws and Religion, attem pted fome great mat- K 
ter; and he adjudged them as impious people, worthy of death. The people fear- 
ing that he would torture many to learn who had favoured the att, requefted him that 
only the Authors and Actors of that Crime, might recelve pnnifhment 5 and that he 
Theyoung — would remit the offence to all the people befides.

For in Ide t 
diers, who had born Arms under Herod, gathering together, and having armed them- 
felves,..went to attack the King’s Forces commanded by Achiab, Herod's Nephew 5 
who, becaufe they were old Soldiers, and very well armed, durft not meet them in the 
Field, but withdrew into fome Fortrefles. " At Sephoris alfo, a Town of Galilee, Judas 
the Son of Ezechias, Captain of the Thieves which formerly were defeated by King 
Herod, and had wafted the Countrey ; gathered together a great multitude, and 
; brake into the King’s Armory, and armed all his Company, and fought again{ft them 
Simon, one of who affected the Royal Dignity. Alfo, beyond the River, one Sisoz, who had been 
ae xy. Herod's Servant ; being a goodly man, andof a huge ftature, put a Crown upon his 
ech the King- OW head 5 and gathering togethet a company of Vagrants, went about with them to 
donupon him. Jericho, and burnt the King’s Palace, and marty fair and famptuous honfes there, and 
fo gota great Booty there 3 and he had farely fired all other Buildings of Note, had 

not Graizs, Captain of the King’s Footmen, made hafte to fight him with the Bow-mea 

of Trachon, and the moft Warlike men of Sebaffe. Simon loft many men in this En- 

counter; and when he fled into a ftrait Valley, Gratus overtook him, and cut him 
overthwart the neck, fo that hefell to the ground. In like manner, other of the King’s 

Palaces near fordan, by Bethara, were burnt by a multitude of other Rebels, gathered 

(Athrongeus together in Bands from beyond the River. At this time a Shepherd, named Athron- 
aShepherd, gens, pretended to make himfelf King: His Birth was fo low, that formerly he had 
ufurpeth the ‘been but a fimpleShepherd ; and he had no other merit, but that he was very large, 
Be and ftrong of body, and defpifed death. With this refolution he armed his four Bre- 
thren, each of which had a Company armed, and they were as his Licutenants, to 

make Iacurfions ; whilft he, like a King, meddled only with great Affairs, and worea 

Crown upon his head : And thus he continued a long time wafting the Countrey, and 

killing, not only the Romans, and King’s Soldiers 5 but alfo the Jews, if there was 

hope to gain any thing by them. One day he meta Company of the Romans at E7- 

maus, who carried Corn and Armour unto the Legion ; he fought with them, and kil- 

led one Arixs a Centurion, and forty of the moft valiant amonglt them upon the place 5 

the reft being in like danger, through the help of Gratus with the Soldiers of Sebafte, 
‘the Endand efcaped.

Of the Impoftor Alexander, Herod’s pretended Son, and how he was taken. 


At the fame time, a certain young man, a Jew born, brought up by aFreed-man —401.ti.17, 
of Kowe inthe Town of Sidon, being very like Alexaxder whom Herod had put rs pia 

to death, went to Rome, having one of his Countrey:men for his companion, who paige nue 
knew very well the Eftate of the Kingdom 3 and by whofe inftrudions he affirmed, feigning him- 
that they who fhould have put him and Ariffobulvs to death, being moved to com- lito be chat 
paflion, let them go, and put two others in their room like them. With thistale he \hom feo? 
deceived many Jews living in Creet. where he waa honourably received : From thence ilew, deceiy- 
he failed to Atelos, where he was entertained with greater pomp; and enriching ¢th many: 


himfelf, he ufedfuch means, that he got his Hofts (which gave him entertainment) to 


accompany him toRome. At his landing at Puteoli, he received great Pre(cnts from 

the Jews who.dwelt there, . efpecially thofe that were well ‘affected to his Father, ho- 

noured him asa King. For he was fo like Alexander, that they that had feen Aléxan- 

der, and knew him well, would have {worn he had been the fame. Wherefore, 

when he arrived at Reme, all the Jews defired to {ee him, and an infinite multitude 

followed him whitherfoever he went ia the-ftreets 3 and they {0 doted upon him, that 

they carried him in a Horfe-litter, and at their own proper coft and charges, prepated

- But dugustws wellremembred Alexander's vilage (for Herod had acculed him be. Cafar defir- 
fore him) and although, before he faw him, he judged that he was fome Impoftor, ‘tht tee the 
yet he made as though he believed alls and fent one Celadws, who knew Alexander) "2"™™ 
well, to bring this young man tohim. . Celadws no fooner beheld him, but forthwith 

he perceived the difference betwixt them 5 and efpecially, when he took notice of his 

hard flefh and fervile thape, he prefently underftood the whole matter. But he could 

not but be greatly furprized at his bold fpeeches 5 for when they demanded ‘of: him 

what was become of 4riftobulws, he anfwered, that he was alive ; but on purpofe 

tarried behind, and lived in Cyprus, becaule, being afunder, they could not both fo 

eafily be entrapped. Celadys taking him apart from the reft of the Company, told 

him, that Cefar would fave his life, if he would truly confefs, by whofe counfel he 

feigned himfelf to be Alexander. He, accepting this proffer, followed him to Ce/ar, 

and declared to himthe Jew, who, for lucre fake, had made ufe of his likenefs to 4- 

lexander 5 confefling. that he had received as great Gifts of the Cities by which he paf- 

fed, as they would have-given Alexander, if he had been alive. Cesar laught at the cefar maketh 
Cheat, and condemned this falfe Alexander to the Galleys, but put the other Jew to *counterfeie 
death, who had induced him to this Impofture. And as for the Jews. at Alo, he ace 
thought that they had punifhment fafficient, in lofing all that which they had laid out, and execiteth

But at the years end, if they perceive fuch a perfon to be continent, they 

give him a diet more agreeing with their own, and he is permitted to wath himfelf in 

cold water, to the end, to purifie himfelf; yet is he not admitted in common amongtt 

them, till fortwo yearsmore, they have obferved his life and manners: And at lat, 
when he is thought worthy, he is admitted to their common company. fut before he oe 
is received to the common Table, firft he is to proteft folemnly to honour and ferve yenanes. 
God with all his heart, to obferve Juftice and Fidelity towards all men; never wil- 

lingly to hurt any man, rior injure any for another man’s command 3; but always to 

hate the wicked, and affift the good 5 to keep his faith to all, but efpecially to his Su- . 
periors 5 becaufethey hold their power fromGod. To which they add, that if he be The Effeans 
put in Authority over others, he never will abufe it to the prejudice of thofe that are wa 
under him 5 and neither exceed the reft in apparel, nor any other ambitious pomp : 
that he will always love the truth, and feverely reprove liars : and that he will keep 

his hands and foul pure from all theft and unjuft gain: and that he will not conceal a 

ny myfteries, or fecrets of their Religion from his companions, nor reveal them to 

any {trangers, although he fhould be thereto threatned by death. Adding moreover, 

that he willnever deliver any Doctrine, favethat which he hath received 3 and dili- 

gently preferve the Books, as well as the Names, of thofe from whom they received it. 

Thefe Proteftations they oblige thofe to take folemnly, who enter into their Order, to 


' the end, to fortifie them againft Vices. Thofe of the Society who tran{gref notoriouf 


ly, they thruft out of their company : and whofoever is {0 punifhed, forthe moft part 
dieth a miferabledeath 5 for, it being not lawful for him to eat with any ftranger, he 
is reduced to feed on graf like beafts, and fo he perifheth through Famine. For which 
caufe oftentimes they are moved with compaffion, to receive many into their Order 
again, when ready by Famine, to yield up the ghoft ; judging them to have endured 
pennance enough for their offences, who with famine were almoft brought to death’s 
door. They are very fevere and juft ia their Judgments 3 and to decide any matter, 
there is never fewer of them than an hundred 3 and that which is by them agreed up- 
on, isirrevocable. Next after God,they reverence their Law-giver,infomuch that if a- 
ny one revile him,they forthwith condemn him to death.They take it for a great duty 
to obey their Elders, and whatis appointed by many 3 fothat if ten of them fit toge- 
ther, no man of them muft fpeak, without he be licenced thereto by nine of the com

Tetrarchics. And Salome dying, left Julia by her Teftament the Toparchy which ee ee 
the ruled, as alfo Famnia, anda ground fet with Palm-trees in Pha/zlis, When Ti- afier ‘chai 
berins the Son of Livia, upon the death of Angaféus, (after he had reigned feven and N2#z#t,35- 
fifty years, fix mouths, and two days) was made Emperour of Rome,Péilp built a City ww 
near the head of Jordan in the Country of Paneade, and called it Cefareas and an- 
other he built in the lower part of Gawlazités, and named fit T2berias, and another in 


+ Perea on this fide Fordax, which he named Fulias. Pilate being fentby Tiberius to be 


Governour over the Jews, caufed in the night fome Enfign on which was the Image 
of Cafar to be brought into Ferufalenz; which thing, within three days after, caufed 
a great tumult among the Jews: for they who beheld this a@ion were a(tonithed 
and confider’d it as a violation of the Law of their Country, which forbids exprefly, 
any Picture or Image of men or other creatures to be brought into the City. Az their 
lamentation who were in the City,there was gathered together a great multitude out The people 
of the villages adjoyning, and they went prefently to Pélzte then at Ca/area, befeech- Sota 
ing him earneftly that the Images might be taken away out of Jerufalenn, and that (eacoaliee 
the Laws of their Countrey might remain inviolated. When Pilate denied their fair, ei" Coun 
they proftrated themfelves before his houfe,and there remained lying upon their faces, “Y#¥* 
for five days and nights, without moving. Onthe fixth day Pilate fitting in his Tri- 
bunal-feat, call’d all the Jews together before him, asthough there he would have 
given them an an(wer:but onthe fudden a company of armed Soldiers (for {0 it 
was provided) compafled the Jews about on all fides: The Jews were hereat ama- 
zed, feeing that which they expected not. Then Pilate told them, that except they 
would receive the Images of Czar he would kill them all; and to that end made a Pilate admir- 
fign unto the Soldiers to draw their (words. The Jews, as if they had agreed together, 2‘ co7- 
fell all down at once, and offered their naked necks to the {troke of the fword; cr - lene 
ing out that they would rather lofe theirlives, than fuffer their Religion to be nee Religion, et 
phaned.Then Pilate admiring the conftancy of the people in their Religion, prefently 52% 
commanded the faid Enfigns to be taken out of the City of Ferufalem. ay ne 
After this, he caufed another tumult among them ; for they have a facred Trea- LAAN 
fure called Corban, which Pilate refolv'd to make ule of to bring water into the Ci- 24 year ef the 
ty,four hundred furlongs off: for this caufe the people murmured 3 fo that when Pilate 2"23998- 
came to Ferufalem, they flocked about his Tribunal to make their complaint. Pz/ate Fe es 
forefeeing atumult, caufed Soldiers fecretly armed to mingle themfelves among the wv 
people in private apparrel, and commanded them not to ufe their words, but to beat 
thofe with clubs whom they faw make fuch clamours. And when hehad thus plot ji7#te beateth 
ted the matter, fitting in his Tribunal, he gave a fign unto the Soldiers ; and prefent- ce 
ly the Jews were beaten; and many of them, partly with blows, and partly trod- APS 
den upon by the multitude, died miferably.. The multitude amazed at the calamity 2h tr 0" tte 
of thofe that were flain, held their tongues. For this caufe Agrippa Son of Ariftobu- ae 
dus, whom Herod the King his Father put to death, went to Rome, and accufed hia 0 a 
to Cafar. Tiberius not admitting his accufation, he remained {till at Rovze, and fought wy 
the favour of other great men there, and efpecially he courted Caiws the Son of Ger- Se Ae 
i ie ee a private perfon : and upon a certain day, having invited him Sas hrteth Te 
quet, he ftretched forth his hands, and openly pray’d Almighty God in ‘rs, and in- 
ftead of Tiberius Cafar he might fee him Lord of allthe world.

So cunningly did thefe Thieves 
with many9- cover aud conceal their actions. Mureover, there arofe another fort of mi(chievous 
tesfizi2.  beople, who did not fo much harm with their hands as the firft, but with their impi- 
te ous counfel more 3 and did nolefs trouble the quiet Eftate of the City, than did the 
Thieves. Thefe people being Vagabonds and Juglers, defiring alteration under pre- 
tence of Religion, made the people frantick 5 for they Jed them into the Wildernefs, 
affirming, that there God would fhew them tokens of his purpofe tofet them at liberty.

tence of honour, whom they had fo heynoufly affronted. That if they had any War... 
courage, they fhould flout and reproach him to his face 3 and not only in words, Horus fcorn- 
but in deeds {hew, that they defired liberty. Herewithal the multitude was terri- ee 
fied ; and the horfemen that came with Capito affaulting them with violence, every Jews. a 
one fled before they faluted Florus, or did any honour to his troops: and going eve- 
ry one unto his houfe, they paft the watchful night in fear and forrow. Florus for 
that night lodged in the King’s Palace. The next day he caufed a Tribunal openly 
to be placed, and the high Prieft and all the chief of the Jews reforted thither and 
{tood before the Tribunal. Then Florus fitting in the Tribunal-feat, commanded Firs in his 
them to bring forth prefently all thofe, that had ufed any opprobrious words againft tibunal re- 
him, and threatned tobe revenged on themexcept they didit. The Jews made an- Se vielded 
fwer, that the people intended nothing but peace and quietnefs, and requefted that unco him, who 
they that had offended in words, might obtain pardon. For it was no marvel in bad fpokea ill 
fo great a multitude, if there were fome rath and foolith young men: and that it was oh an 
impoffible to difcern all that offended, feeing every one was now penitent for that 
which was done, and at leaft for fear would deny it 5 and that if he intended to main- 
tain the quictnefs of the Nation, and preferve the City ftill to the Romans, he then 
mutt rather pardon a few feditious for fo many good mens fake, than revenge him- 
felf of a few wicked perfons, by the hurt and moleftation of fomany thatthought = = 
no harm. « Hereat Florus’s Choler was increafed,:and prefently he commanded the The outrage 
Soldiers to plunder the Market-place (which was the higher part of the City) where sires 
things were fold, and put all they met or found to the fword. The Soldiers who sae 
were defirous of gain, having now authority from their Ruler, did not only. fack 
the place they were fent to, but alfo all the houfes, and murthered the Inhabitants. 


D All ftreets and gates were filled with them that fought to fice,and the dead bedies of 


them that fell into the Soldiers hands: no fort of {poyling was omitted... They alfo 
apprehended many of the Nobility , and brought them to Florus : and he caufing 

them tobe whipt, afterward hanged them. There were {hin on that day, of men, Florus’sSo!- | 
women and Children (for they {pared not the infants)’ fix hundred and thirty. So diers kill 630, 
horrid an action appeared fo much the more infupportable to the Jews, in regard it ee oe 
wasa new fort of cruelty which the Romans had never.exercifed. Florxs then doing 

that which none before durft ever prefume to dos for he caufed Knights before the 
Tribunal-feat tobe whipped, and after hanged 3 who though they were Jews born, 

yet had received that dignity from the Romans. 








CHAP. XV. 
Of another oppreffion of the Citizens of Jerufalem Jy Florus. 


T this time King Agrippa was gone to Alexandria, to fee Alexander, whom Nero Bernice requis 
had fent to beruler over Egypt. His Sifter Bernice in the mean while remained vrcife hed 
in Ferufaler 5 and {eeing the cruelty of the Soldiers, fhe was much grieved, and of- pleasure a- 
ten fent the Lieutenant of her horfemen and her own guard to Florus, requefting him g2in* the 
to abftain from the laughter of the Citizens. But he, neither regarding the multi- ae 
tude of themthat were flain, nor the dignity of her that entreated, but only his 
private gain, and what he could gather by oppreffion and rapine, denied her requeft; . 
fo that the rage of the Soldiers extended it felf alfo againft the Queen. For they The fury of 
did not only before her face beat and kill all that came in their way, but they had the Soldiers 2- 
alfo killed her, had fhe not fled into the Palace, where the watcht all night, keep- gainit Bernice. 
ing a guard about her, in fear that the Soldiers would break inuponher. Shecame 
to Ferufalem to fulfil her vow to God: for itis the cuftom, that if any be afflicted 
with grievous ficknefS, or be in any other diftrefs, they mutt abide in prayer thirty 
days before they offer facrifice, and abftain from wine, and fhavé their hair; which 


G cuftom Queen Bernice then obferving, went alfo barefoot to Floras his Tribunal-fear, 


toentreat him: buthe not only contemned, but alfo put her in danger of her life.

the people. rea, whereof there were two Legions. Having thus aflembled the Jews together to 
i trw's fub- gq meet the Soldiers; he alfo fent and commanded the Centurions not to falute the 
eames: Jews who came tomeet them: and if therefore the Jews were offended, and gave 
-* any hard (peeches, they fhould fall upon them with their weapons. The high Priefts 
aflembling themfelves together in the Temple, defired them to go, and folemnly meet 
and entertain the Soldiers, for fear of a greater inconvenience. Notwithftanding 
this counfel, thofe that were feditious refufed to do as they were requefted : and o- 
thers for grief of them that were flain, took part with the feditious. 
Theexhorta- | Thenall the Priefts and Levites brought forth the holy veffels and ornaments of 
tien of the the Temple, and with Harps, fongs, and mufical inftruments came before the mul- 


acs a titude, and on their knees conjur'd them by thecare, that they ought to have of K 


ae ss the honour and prefervation of the Temple, not to provoke the Romans through 
contumelious words, left they fhould fack the Temple. There might you have feen 
the chief of the Priefts with afhes upon their heads, and their cloaths rent, fo that 
their naked breafts were perceived 5 calling every Nobleman by his name, and fpeak- 
ing to allthe multitude, requefting them not for a fmall offence, to betray their 
whole Country to them, who ftill gaped after the deftru@ion thereof. For what 
thanks (hall ye have from the Romans for your former falutations, if now in hope of 
amendment of your miferies you go not forth to meet them? contrariwife; if you 
would go to them in folemn manner, then you take from Flory: all occafion of vio- 


lence, and fave your Country from ruine, and. your felves from further calamities. 1 


Adding that it was a great fhame that fuch a multitude fhould be led away witha few 
feditious perfons 5 and that it was more fit that fo many fhould force thofe few fedi- 
tious people to obey them, and joyn with them in opinion. 
4 With thefe perfwafions they mollified the ebftinacy of the Jews, and alfo perfwa- 
ded many ofthe (editious people, fome with threats, and fome with reverence of 
themfelves to be pacified. - And fo they going before, all the people followed, and 
went out to meet the Roman Soldiers, At their coming near them they faluted them 5 
who anfwering nothing again, thofe of the Jews that were feditious, began to rail

CHAP. XVIL 
Of the Rebellion which the fews begun againft the Romans. 


T this time, fome of the chief Incendiaries, aflembled together, fuddenly affaulted 
A a Caftle called Atufda, which they took by furprife, and killed all the Romans - 
and in their places put a Guard of theirown Company. In the Temple alfo, Eleazar, The Jews re- 
Son of the High Prielt Azanias, a bold and defperate young man, Captain of the Sol- f= 2's 


: . Sacrifices for 
diers perfwaded them who offered Sacrifices, not to offerany, but thofe that were the profperiry 


D givenby Jews. And this wasthe ground and caufe of the War that enfued : For they ofthe Romans 


rejected thofe Sacrifices that were wont to be offered in the name of the Emperour: 
And although the High Priefts, and People of Account, requefted them not to omit 
that Cuftom of facrificing for their Kings and Governours 5: yet they refufed fo to do, ‘ 
trufting greatly totheir Faction: All thofe of the City that defired alteration, were 
of thismind, and efpecially Eleazar, whoat that time was General, as is before faid. 
Wherefore all the chief men, High Prietts, and Principal of the Pharifees, affembled 
themfelves ; and perceiving into how great danger thofe Rebels brought the City, 
they determined to make tryal of the courage of the feditious people : Wherefore, 
they afflembled them together before the Brazen Gate, which was inthe inner part of 


E the Temple, towards theEaft. “And firft of all, they greatly complained of their 


“ rafh and unadvifed Rebellion, and that they fought to ftir up fo great a War againft © 
“ their Countrey 5 inveighing againft the caufe that moved them thereto, as being 
* without reafon: Tellingthem, that their Anceftors, for the moft part, adorned-the 
“ Temple withthe Gifts of Gentiles, never refufing the Offerings of Strangers 5 and 
“not only not refufed their Offerings (for that were an impious fact,). but alfo placed 
“‘ in the Temple the Gifts that they fent, which were yet to befeen. And that it was 
“ ftrange,that now only they thought to provoke the Romans to War, by making new 
“Laws: And befides other danger alfo, to make the City guilty of a great Crime in 
“* matter of Religion, as though it werefuch, wherein none might offer Sacrifice but 


F © Jews, nor any but they adore God. If we fhould make fucha Law againft any pri- Againtt thofe 


* vate perfon, he had juft caufe to accufé us of Inhumanity. But now the Romans are Wu0 refute

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ASI Florws 5 the chief whereof wasSimon, the Sonof Azanias 3 others alfo, were fent to H 
Phe year uf the ae of which the chief were Saul, Avtipas and Coftobarus (who were alla kinn to 
world, 4930. the King) requelting them both to come with an Army to the City, and fupprefs the 
esis ce * Sedition which was raifed, before it went further. Florws was glad of thefe tidings 5 
ff and defiring nothing more than War, gave no anfwer tothe Deputies. But Agrippa, 
ae ie die willing to {pare both parts, as well the Good as the Rebels ; and to preferve Judea to 
Sit Tiditoe: the Romans, andthe Temple to the Jews ; thought it not meet for him to bufie him- 
and chofe chat felf in fuch affairs, but fent three thoufand Horfe to aid the people againft the Rebels 5 
fivewed Which Hurle were of Auranits, Batanea and Trachonitis 3 and he made Darius their 
nae Captain, and Pdilip, Son of Joakia, Generalof allthe Army. Thefe coming into the 
City, the Nobility,with the High Priefts, and the reft of the people that defired Peace, 
received this fuccour in good part, and quartered them in the higher part of the City 5 
for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. _The War began inftantly with 
Darts and Slings, and thooting of Arrows 5 and fometimes they encounter'd one anos . 
ther hand tohand. The Seditious were more valiant, but the King’s Soldiers were 
more skilful in War, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of it 
thofe who thus prophanedit. The Rebels, with Eleazar, endeavoured, befides that 
which they had already, to get alfo into their hands the higher part of the City. 
Wherefore, during the {pace of feven days, there continued a great Conflict betwixt 
them, and either part kept what they had. When the Celebration of the Featt cal- 
Asbyiniza led Xylophorza was come, wherein every one carrieth Wood to the Tem ple, to keepa K 
Feat fire continually upon the Altar 5 the Rebels would not fuffer their enemiesto do their 
ion. 
NY many of the Sicarii or Thieves, who carried (hort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went amongft the weaker multitude, and boldly followed their old practice. 
The King’s. By which, thof of the King’s fide were forced to leave the higher part of the City ; 
Soldiers are which the Rebels prefently entring, fet the Palaces of Awanias, Agrippa and Bernice, on 
overems- fire 3 and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpofing there 
to burn all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors 5 and 
fo to joyn all the Debtors totheir Faction, and ftir upall the poor people againft the

rich. The Keepers of thefe publick Writings fleeing, the feditious perfons fet all on L 


fire: And fo having deftroyed thofe Records, which were ina manner the publick E- 
{tate of the City, they addrefled themfélves againft fuch as refufed their Proceedings. 
Some of the High Priefts and Nobles hid themfelvesin Vaults 5 others fleeing with the’ 

_ King’s Soldiers into the higher Palace, locked up the doors after them 3 amongft whom 
was Ananias the High Prieft, and Exechias his Brother, and they who (as is before {po- 
ken) were fent Deputtes to 4grippa : And fo the Seditious were fatisfied that day with 
the Victory, and firing of the houfesaforefaid. 


Thejewstake The next day, which was the fifteenth of Augu/?, they affaulted the Caftle Antonia 5 


Antoviz,and having befieged it two days, they took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed M 


PHI in it a Garrifon of their owncompany. This done, they went to the King’s Palace, whi- 
ther 4grippa’s Saldiers were fled 5 and dividing their Company into four parts, they 
began to pull down the Walls; none of them that were within durft come out for fear 

ofthe multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thofe that 

offered tocome up, and many of the Thieves under the Walls, with things that they 
caftdown. This Conflict continued day and night, forthe Rebels thought that thofe 

within could not hold out long for want of Victuals; and they within thought that 

the Seditious being wearied, would (oon give over. In the mean feafon, one Adana- 

bew, the Sonof Fudes of Galilee (that moft crafty fubtil Sophifter, whoreproached the 


Jews in Cyrenins’s time for paying Tribute, and for being fubjed& to any but to God) re 


taking with him certain Nobles, went to A/afada, where King Hered’s Armory was 5 
and bréaking into it, he armed the common people, and the other Thieves 3 and hav- 
ing them for hisGuard, he returned again to jerufalem as King : And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared the Battery again{t the King’s Palace. But they 
wanted Engines, and could not openly undermine the Walls, by reafon of the enemies, 
who continually caft down Darts upon them. Wherefore they began a Mine a great 
way off, till it came under one of the Towers, which then they fupported with Pofts 
of woed ; and they fet fire on the Wood fupporting it, and went their way 5 fo the 
Supporters being confumed with fire, the Tower prefently felldown. But thofe with- 
in, forefecing their Adverfaries intent, perhaps by the fhaking of the Tower 3 had 


built a Wall behind it, to keep out the Rebels, between them and it. The Seditious © 


verily thinking that with the fall of the Tower they fhould be Vidtors,. when they faw

his Brother Exechias, by the Seditious : And the Rebels befieged all the Towers round een 
about,and kept diligent watch, left any of the Romans fliould efcape.But Avan abem.both of Fscching’ 

C upon his good fuccefs in deftroying the ftrong Holds, and upon the death of Avanias, his Brother. 
the High Prieft,became fo proud and infolent,that he thought none fo capable as himeif 
for Governmentsahd became an intolerable Tyrant.Now Eleazar and fome of his Com- 
panions aflembled together, faid, that it would be thamefal for them that had revolied 
from the Romans, only to recover their liberty, to receive for mater one of their 
own Nation, who, although he were not fo violent as Atznahezt, yet was fo inferiour 
tothem. And if it were fo, that it were expedient to have one Rulet over all the 
reft, Afanabere ought to be the laft that fhould be chofen to command théni. ‘Being 
thus agreed, they fet upon him in the Temple, where. he was ‘praying with great 
pomp, apparrelled like a King, and having about him a guard of his friends in ar- 

D mour, Now when Elcazar his followers fet upon Afzzahem, the people all took up 
{tones to ftone him, hoping that by his death the fedition would be extinguifhed, Elerzar his - 
The guard of Atsnahem at firlt made fome refiltance ; but when they perceived che’ oleners: = 
whole multitude againft them, every one fhifted for himfelf ashecould ; and thofe humince 
that were taken were put to death, and they that effcaped were afterwards fought Temple, 
for: only a few of them fled to Méaffada, amongft whom was Eleazar, the fon of 
jairws, Manabem's kinfman, who afterward became a Tyrant there. But Atéinaherm 
fled into a place called ophias, where he hid himfelf: and being taken, he was drawn , 
out from thence, and after many torments put to death, and with him all the chief Manshem with 
minifters of his Tyranny, and particularly Abfelomon, who was his chief Officer. ieee penne 

E And inthis matter (as I have faid) the people greatly helped, hoping hereby tohave | 
fome end of that fedition. But the Rebels did not kill Manahem,to thé end to extin= 
guith fedition, but to the intent to rob and plunder more freely. 

The people indeed with many intreaties befought. them to let the Romans a- 
Jone, whom they befieged 5 but they were fo much the more earneft again{t them s The Romans 
till being no longer able to make refiftance, with the confent of Azetiligs hein Ee 
Captain, and fome other of more Authority, they fent to Eleazar, requelting him ft vield 
to give them licence to depart with their lives, and leave their baggage to the themfelves. 
Jews. He accepting their offer, fent to them Goriow, the fon of Nicodemus, and 
Ananias the Sadducee, and Fudas the Son of Fonathas, to confirm the promife of 

F their lives, Which done, afctilius led away the Soldiers: and whilft the Romans 

had their weapons, none of the Rebels durft attempt any of their treachery againft 
‘them: but fo foonas, according to covenant, they had laid down their thields and 

Swords, and fo departed miftrufting nothing, Eleazar’s Guard fet upon them, and kill’'d 

them 5 they neither made refitance, nor any entreaty for their lives; only put them 

in mind of their Promife and Oath. So they were all flain, fave only. Aftzlins- who, The Romazs, 
greatly entreating for his life, and promifing that he would become a Jew in Religion, aula) 4 
and be circumcifed, they {pared him. Though this was a {mall lofsto the Romans, Pee 
becaufe there were but a very few flain of their great, and almoft infinite Army 5 yet daintave Me-

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CHAP. XIX. 
Of the great Ataffacre of the Fews at Cxfarea, andin all Syria, 


T the fame hour, onthe felf:fame day, it happened, as it were, by God's Provi- 
dence, that the Inhabitants of Cefarea maflacred the Jews that dwelt among 
them 5 fo that at one time above twenty thoufand were {lain, and not one Jew left a- 
livein all Cefarea : For thofe that efcaped, Florus took, and brought them forth bound 
to the people. After this Maffacre done at Cefarea, the whole Nation of the Jews 
was enraged : And dividing themfelves tuto Companies, they wafted and deftroyed in 
thort time all the borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout 5 to wit, Philadelphia 
and Gebonitis, Gerafa, Pellaand Scythopolis : Alo, they took by force Gadara, Hippon 
and Gaulanitis 5 pulling down fome places, and firing others. From thence they 
marched towards Cedajz, a City ofthe Tyrians, and Ptolemais, Gaza and Cefarea 5 
and neither Sebafée nor Afcalon could refift them, but they alfo were confumed with 
fire. Likewife they deltroyed Amthedoz, with Gazz: And molt places belonging to 
thefe Cities were facked, to wit, the Fields and Villages 5 and a mighty flaughter was 
made of them that were takenin thefe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maflacre 
of the Jews as this, among them 5 for all the Jews inhabiting among them were mur- 
thered, not only for an old grudge, but alfo, to render their own danger lefs,_ by di- 
mini(hing the number of theirenemies. By this meansall Syria wasina moft deplora- 
ble condition, and every City was expofed to the diforders and violences of two fe- 
veral Armics, each of which placed their fafety in making a great Effufion of Blood : 
The days were fpent in blood-fhed, and the nights in fear, worfe than death it felf. 
For though they only pretended to deftroy the Jews, yet were they drawn to fulpecd 
other Nations, that followed the Jews Religton 5; and becaufe they were, asit were, 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deftroy them 3 but, on the other fide, for 
their agreeing in Religion with the Jews, they were conftrained to hold them as ene- 
mies, Many of the contrary part, who before feemed modeft, were now through A- 
varice incited to meddle in this Murther 5 fo that every one took the Goods of them 
that were flain, and carried them to other places, as Conquerors. He was molt re- 
nowned that had ftolen moft, or killed moft. There might you fee in feveral Cities, 
the dead bodies of all Ages unburied 5 old men, and children, and women, lying in 
mo(t fhameful manner, their fecret parts being uncovered, Briefly, all the Countrey 
was filled with exceeding great calamity 5 and the fear of yet greater mifery to come, 
was unfpeakable. : 

Thefé were the Conflicts between the Jews and Strangers. But afterwards, mak- 
ing incurfions upon the Borders of Scythopolis, the Jews there dwelling, became their 
enemies. For they con(piring with the Citizens of sythopolis, and preferring their own 
Commodity and Security before Kindred and Contanguinity, joyned with the Gen- 
tiles againft the Jews 5 and yet, for all that, they were fufpected for their forwardnefs, 
For the Scythopolitans fearing that they would affault the City by night, and excufe 
their revolting by their great mifery, commanded all the Jews, that if they would 
thew themfelves trufty to the Gentiles, they, with all their Children, fhould go inte a 
Wood hard by. The Jews forthwith did as they were required, fufpedting nothing 3 
and the Scythopolitans were quiet for two days after, and did nothing: But thethird 
night they fent forth Scouts to fee what they were doing ; who finding moft of them 
afleep, they furprized them in a moment, and killed them all, who were in number 
thirteen thoufand 5 and afterwards, took their Goods. Herel think it not amifS to 
{peak of the death of Simon, who was the Son of Sal, whofe Race was very Noble : 
He was aman of great courage, and {trength of body, both which he ufed tothe great 
hurt of his own Nation 5 for he daily killed many Jews who dwelt near scyrhopolis, 
and often fcattered divers Companies, and put whole Armies to flight 5 but at length 
he had an end worthy of his deeds, and the murther of his Countrey-men. For when 
the Scythopolitans had compafled the Wood about, fo that none could efcape their 
hands, they killed the Jews in every part thereof. Sizzon not drawing his Sword, made 
no refiftance to any of his enemies 5 for he faw that it was bootlefs to ftrive againft fuch 
amultitude, But pitifully crying out, Z receive, O Scythopolitans, aworthy reward for

Punifbment for my Offences, and a full Arguizznt of my magnanintity, that nonc of my ene- “Ne 
mies may boast of my death, nor infuit over me. When he had thus faid, he beheld all his 

Family with compaflion and rage mixt together, as his Wife and Children, and aged 

Parents. And firft, taking his Father by the hair of the head, he {tood upon him, and Simon kills kis 
thruft him thorough 3 after him he killed his Mother, who was willing todie 5 after Pare. his 
them his Wife and Children, every one of them as it were offering their bodies to the ein aa 
Sword, and defirous to prevent the enemies.

pofleffed him of his place. In the mean while the Revolters took the Caftle of cypros, 

which is fituate above Jericho 5 and after they had killed the Garrifon, they deftroy- 

ed the Fortrefs. Atthefame time a multitude of Jews Jaid Siege before the Caftle of The Romans 
Macheron, and perfwaded the Soldiers left in Garrifon, to yield the Caftle 3 who, fear- yield up their 
ing that if they denyed, they fhould be compelled thereto, delivered it to them, upon ee 
condition, thatthey might quietly depart: Which done, the Jews placed a ftrong Jews, 
Garrifon in it. 





CHAP. XXL. 
Fifty thonfand Jews flain at Alexandria. 


T's Citizens of Alexandria had alwaysa quarrel againft the Jews that lived with 
them, fince the timethat Alexander the Great, for their help again{t the Egyp- 
tians, permitted them to inhabit 4/exandria, and to have the fame Privileges with the 
Grecians. This Honour and Privilege was alfo continued to them by the Succeffors of 
Alexander 5 who alfo gave them a certain place in the City to dwellin, that they 
might live more commodioufly, and not be mingled with the Gentiles : And permit- 
ted them alfo to call themfelves Macedonians. Afterwards, when Egypt was brought 
under the rule of the Romans, neither Ce/er, nor the following Emperors, diminithed 
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the Jews Privileges which Alexander had given them. But there were daily contefts H 


rye sear f the between them and the Greeks 5 and although the Judges on both parts ftil! punithed 
aficr Chripis thofe that were in fault, yet the Sedition more and more encreafed 5 and though all 
Nativity,c3. Cities elfe were filled with Troubles, yet here the Tumult was moft vehement. For 
 ¥S when the Alexandrians had called together the people, to determine of an Embaflage 
en to Nero, certain Jews mingled themfelves among{tthe Greeks, and fo went into the 
between the Amphitheatre: Who being efpyed by their Adverfaries, the Greeks cryed out, that 
Grecks and the Jews wereenemics, and came as Spies 5 and fo they laid violent hands upon them. 
ae Some of them fled, only three of them were taken by the Greeks, whom they drew 
toaplace toburn themalive. All the Jews of the City came to fuccour them; and 

firft they threw {tones at them, and then taking fire-brands, they ran ina rage intothe i 
Amphitheatre, and threatned to burn all the people there aflembled ; which they had 
Tiberius A- done, if Tiberius Alexander, Governour of the City, had not appeafed their fury 5 who 
dexcander ex. did not at firft ufe Force of Arms again{t them, but fent fome of their chief men to 
ae va perfwade them to ceafe, and not to incitethe Roman Army againft them. But the 
to keep peace. {editious Jews refufed this advice, and mocked Tiberivs : Who feeing that they would 
not otherwile be appeafed, fent two Legions of Romans, and five thoufand other Sol- 
diers, who by chance came out of Lybia 5 and gave them charge, not only to kill them, 
but alfo to fire their houfes, andtake theirGoods. The Soldiers prefently went into 
the place called Delta (where the Jews were gathered together) and did as they were 

commanded, though not without a bloody Victory. For the Jews gathering them- & 
felvestogether, placed thofe amongft them that were beft armed, inthe Front, who 
held out for a long time: But when they began to flee, they. were maflacred like 
Bealts ; fome of them were killed in the field, fome were burnt in their houfes ; the 
Romans firft taking what they found, and {paring neither Infants nor Old men, but 
Acruelvicto- killing all Ages and Sexes. :So that all that place owed with blood, for there were 
fi Sa ; lain fifty thoufand Jews 5 and all the reft had been extinguifhed, had not Alexander 
ee ee (moved to compafiion by their entreaties) commanded the Soldiers to leave off; who 
flain, being obedient tohim, prefently departed : But the people of Alexandria were hard- 
ly withdrawn from the Maflacre, becaufe of the hatred which they had conceived a-

B Hi fent alfo Cefennius Gallus, General of the twelfth Legion, into Galilee, and PAVE Seplovis and 
him as many other Troops as he thought fufficient to conquer that nation, The vtier Cities of 

firongelt City of Galilee called Sephoris open’d the gates to them,and other Cities fol- oe ae 
lowed their example. They that were feditious and gave themfelves to robbing,retir'd ee 
to the Mountain of 4zamox whichis fituate in the midlt of Galilee over again{t Sepho- Komaes. 
ris: Thefe Galles went to attacque with his Army 3 and fo long as they kept the higher 
part of the Mountain, they eafily repelled the Romans, and killed above 200 of 
them : but when they faw the Romans had gain’d a higher place than that wherein 
they kept, they refifted nolonger: for not being armed, they could nor ftand out, 
and if they fhould have fled, they could not have efcaped the Horfemen ; fo that 

© only a few who hid themfelves in difficult places efcaped, and above 2000 of them rie thouitind 
were flain. Gallus finding he had no moreto do in Galilee, returned with his troops jedicious ain

Of the Siege of Jerufalem by Ceftius, and of the Maffacre. 


Aa perceiving the Romans tobe in great danger, becaufe all the Mountains 

were covered with infinite numbers of Jews, he purpofed to try, if with gentle 

words he could perfwade them to defilt from war 5 or if fome refufed, to receive thofe 

that were willing. Wherefore he fent unto them Borcenz and Phebus, two of his 
Captains, whom they well knew, with charge to promife them pardon in the name 

of Ceffixs, and of the Romans, for all that they had already done , if they would The Rebels

cad 7 among themlelves, thought that he had now a fit opportunity to afiault them, and 
fier Chrys 2 came upon them with his whole Army : and putting them to flight, he purfu- 
Nativity, 6x. ed them to Ferufalem. And when he had pitched his Tents in the place called Sco- 
ee pas, feven furlongs from the City, he did nothing againft it for three days fpace 5 
oe perhaps hoping thar they within would relent 5 aud in the mean time he fent a great 
whole Army many Soldiers into the Vilages adjoyning to fetch Corn. The fourth day, which 
againttthe ~— was the thirteenth of Odaber, he came againft the City with his Army in battel ar- 
sens ray. The Jewswere fo furpriz’d and terrified to behold the Roman Difcipline, that 
they furfook the outmoft parts of the City, and retir'd into the Temple. Ceffins 
palling Betheza, burnt Scenopolis, and the place called the new Market 3 and coming 
tothe higher part of the City, he took up his quarters near the King’s Palace: and 
if at any time he had violently given the affault, he had taken the City, and ended 
the War. But Tyrannus Prifcus General of the Foot, and many other Rulers and 
Captains of the Horfe, being corrupted with money by Florus, hindred that his pur- 
pofe; whereby the War was prolonged, and athoufand Calamities befel the Jews. 
a In the mean time many of the chiefeft among the Jews, and d4zanus the Son of Fona- 
tall fr Co thes made an offer to Ces#ius to openthe Gatestohim: but either through anger or 
asif theyin- iffidence, he contemned the offer. The Rebels underftanding this Treafon, with 
teaded toopen {tones conftrained Avanus and his complices to throw themfelves over the wal] for 
es their fafety. Which done, they retired thmfelves to the Towers, from whence 
The Romans they beat back thofe that fealed the walls. The Romans for five days {pace affaulted 
cover them- the walls on every fide, but all invain3 aad the fixth day, Ceftizs with many chofen Sol- 
ae diers and Bowmen affaulted the Temple on the North-fide. The Jews valiantly made re- 
andunder.  {l(tance out of the Porches,and often repulfed the Romans.as they approach’d theWalfi: 
mine the yetat laft by the multitude of their adverfartes darts, they were forced to give back. 
Aas Then the formoft of the Romans holding their fhields over their heads, and leaning 
ple-gates  againit the wall, they inthe fecond rank alfo held their Shields againft thofe in the 
fir(t, and fo in order until the laft, thereby making a Tortoife, as the Romans call it, 
or defence, that all their (hot and darts coulddo them nao harm 3 fo that the Soldiers 

fafely undermined the walls, and attempted to fire the Gates of the Temple. 

- The feditious were hereat greatly amazed, and many fled out of the City as if it 
would prefently betaken. Butthe people were as glad of it asthe Rebels were dif- 
maied, and came to the Gates to open them to Ceftivs, as one who had well deferv- 
ed at their hands. And truly if he had buta little longer continued the fiege, he had 
taken the City. But I think that God being angry with thefe wicked perfons, 
would not fuffer the War to be ended at that time. For Ceffivs neither regarding 
the good willof the people, nor the defperation of the Rebels, removed his Army 
from thence; and having received no lof, very unadvifedly departed from the Ci- 

CBim'stagd. tY? at who unlooked for flight, the Rebels took heart; and making after him, 
den departure they killed {ome Horfe and foot of hisRear. Ces#ins quarter’d that day inthe Camp 
mike:h the which he had fortified near Scopion. The next day he went. further into the Coun- 
ga eee try, whereby he more encouraged the Rebels; who following, killed many of his 
"  Rere, becaule the place thorough which the Romans march’d was narrow, the Jews 
aflaulted them on the flank, and the laft durft not caft any darts againft them who 

wounded them on their backs, thinking that an infinite multitude had followed 

them; and they were not able to refift them that affaulted them on each fide, being 

heavy arm’d and not daring to break their order; whilft on the contrary the Jews 

were active and light : fo thatthe Romans endured much harm at the hands of their 

Enemies, and did them none. And thus were they beaten all the way long, and ma- 

ny of them killed 3 amongft whom was Prifcus Captain of the fixth Legion, and 

Longinus the Tribune, and Zmilius Jucundus Campmatter of a Regiment of Horfe. 

And fo with much ado, they came to Gabio; where they firft pitch’d their Tents, 

cafting away-much of their baggage, which might any way hinder then. Cejtiies 

ftaied there two days, doubtful what todo. The third day he perceived his cne- 

mies increafed, and all places about filled with Jews: whereby he faw that his flow- 

nefS was to his difadvantage, and the number of his enemies would ftill increate, if 

he made any longer abodethere. Whereforethat he might flee fpeedily, he cauled 

the Soldiers to calt away allthofe things that might be a hindrance tothem, and to 

kill their Mulesand Affes, and Cattel, faving only thofe that carried munition ; 

fearing thatif he fhould not deftroy them, the Jews might make ule of them againft 

him; and fo heled his Army toward Bethorou.

Likewife fobz the 

Son of Levias, at Fofeph’s command, built the Walls of Gifcala himfelf alone 3 but ia 

all other places that were fortified. Fofeph put to his helping hand, and directed how 

they fhould be done. He lifted an hundred thoufand men, who were all young per- 

fons and fit for the War, and he armed them with old Armour, which he had ga- 

thered from all parts of the Country. And confidering that that which made the 

Roman Army invincible, was that they were all obedient to their Officers and well 
difciplin’d, and that he could not exercife them in martial difciplinc, by reafon of

his other occafions, he thought good at leaft to teach them to be obedient. And L- 


calling to mind that the multitude of Rulers made obedience, he ordained many 

Captains, and conftituted divers forts of Soldiers, as the Romans ufed todo ; making 

fome Governours of ten, others over a hundred, and others over a thoufand ; and ap- 

at: pointed likewife Rulers over them. He taught them alfo how to give the fign of 
apps pale: War, and how to found the trumpet, both tocallto combat, and to retire; how to 
liam in arch in lengh, and caft in a ring, and how to fuccour thofe that were moft in dan- 
Wir, ger: and in fhort, he taught them whatfoever might either encourage them, or make 
Fofephterch- them active : but efpecially he exercifed them in good Difcipline, imitating in par- 
Eee ticular the order of the Romans, and often telling them that they were to fight with 
thouldobey in men, who for {trength of body and courage furpafled all nations of the World. Al- 
the Wars. fo he told them that hereby he fhould perceive whether they would be obedient in 
War, if now they abftained from fuch things as were ufual to Soldiers, to wit, robbing 

and f{poiling their Country-men, crafty and deceitful dealing, and {poiling thofe with 

whom they converfed, for theirown gain; for thofe Wars had always beft ficcefs, 

where the Soldiers carried good Confciences; and thofe that were bad thould not 

Everyoneof Only have men, but God alfo for theirenemy. After this manner he daily exhorted. 
the Ciiesof them: and nowhe-had got together asmany men as he defired 5 for their number 
aan was 60000 Foot, and 250 Horfe, befides 4500 ftrangers whom he hired, and to whom 
their muti. he chiefly trufted, and 600 chofen men to guard his own perfon. And the hirelings 
tudetowar- only excepted, the reft of the Soldiers were provided for by the Cities: for every 
fare,therelt City before mentioned, fent one half af their men for Soldiers, and the other half 
they Keep they kept to provide Vituals for them; that one part being employed in War, the

Hill 9./epb thus ordered the Eftate of Galilee, there aro% a Trayror ace ti eis 


Gifcals, Fob the Son of Levias, a molt fubtil aud deceitfal man, who by vile hoe 
means was now become the richeft perion in that Counrey, having before been very oF 
poor, and unable to put his Villanies in practice. He could lic at his pleafiire, and der hove of 
thoughr deceit a Virtue,which he ufed even towards his dearelt fiends . he was alfa a Cale 
therer. He always aimed at high matters, with au afpiring mind, and at firft nourith- 
ed his hope with {mall Villanies. For firft he was a Thiet alone, and lived in Woods 
and folitary places 5 at laft he got to him a company of audacious people like him@lé 
at firft fmall, but afterwards he greatly encreafed it. Healf hada great care to chule 
no weak perfons 5 but fuch as were {trong of body, valiant of miad, and skil{a! in 
Martial Affairs : Of thefe he gathered four hundred, mott of them ont of Tyre, and 
the Villages thereabout 5 and with them he watfted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thofe whom the fear of War had driventhither. This man, long time before, had de- 
fired to be General ofa formed Army, and afpired to greater matters, only the want 


“ of money hindred him: And perceiving that Jo/ephconfidered him as a lervizeable 


man, he perfwaded him to fuffer him to build the Walls of that place where he was 
born, and which wasnow defolate ; andto accomplith this, he gathered great fumms 
of money of the richer fort. After which, having perlwaded Jofeph to give order to 
all the Jews that were difperfed over all Syria, that they (hould fend no Oyl to the 
neighbouring places, fave only that which was made by their own Nation, he caufed 
great quantities of Oyl to be brought to the Confines of Galilee, and buying four Bar- 
rels fora piece of Tyrian money (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he fold them 
again tothe Syrian Jews 3 the half of one Barrel for as much as all four colt him. And 
for that Galilee abounded with Oyls, and efpecially at that time, he conveyed it to 


D fuch places where there was great want,and none was brought but by himtelf. By this 
means he gathered an infinite mafs of Money, which prefently heturned to the preju- Fobn employ. - 


dice of him who had given him licence to get it.And thinking that if he could depofe © money 
he gor,aguin't 


Fofeps, he might come to be Ruler over Galilee, he commanded his followers to rob him by who 
and fpoil more than they did before 5 and fototrouble the Countrey, that he might neha, 
either kill the Governour treacheroufly, if he fought to redrefS it 5 or if he neglected s#ined it. 
it, to accufe him of flothfulnefs, and fo make him odious to the people. Moreover 

he hdd already given out f{peeches, that Fofeph went about to betray Galilee to the 

Romans; and he devifed many thingsto this effect, to work Fofeph’s Overthrow. It. 

happened that at that time, fome of the Village of Dabzrit2, who watched inthe . Assvippa’s 


E field, fet upon Prolomey, who was Steward to King Agrippa, and his Sifter Bernice, and Prelideatiob- 


plundered all his Carriages, wherein was much coftly Apparel, and many Silver Vel. ped 
fels, and fix hundred pieces of Gold. And for that they could not carry this fecrer- 
ly, they brought allthe whole Booty to Fofeph, at Tarichea « who, reproving them 
for offering violence to the King’s Servants, commanded the things to be kepr at the 
houfe of Zxeas, who was one of the richeft men in the Town, and fhould reftore them 
to the owner when time ferved 5 wherein, thinking to do himfelf great good, he 
brought himfelfinto much danger. For the Thieves being offended that they pereit 
ed no part thereof, and feeing that Fo/eph would reftore to Agrippa and his Sifter Bere 


mice that which they had laboured for, they went round about the Villages in the 


night, and {pred this falfe report in every place, that Fo/eph wasa Traytor to his Coun- : 
trey 5 and with thefame rumour alfo, they filled the Cities thereabout. Sothat ear- Ten thouGind 
lyin thenext morning, ten thoufand men armed aflembled themfelves together in the “'™*4 ea 
Theatre at Tarichea 3 the greatelt part of them cryed out in their fury, thatthe Tray- tea 
tor Fofeph ought to be ftoned, others that he ought to be burned ? and fobs himfulf, ~ aay: 
with one fefws the Son of Sapphias, who at that time wasa Magiltrate in Tiberias, omit- 

ted nothing to animate the people yet more again{t him. All the Friends of Fofiph, Al Fafezt's 
and his Guards, being terrified with fich a multitude, fled, four only excepted. eae 
Jeph in the mean while was afleep 5 and had he flepta little longer, they had {et his bir, fee 


‘houfeon fire. The Tumult awakened him, and the four that remained with him, {om Aum, 


G counfelled him to flee: But he not difmayed for that he was left alone, nor that fo 


great a multitude came againft him, went boldly towards them with his Garment all 
torn, and Afhes upon hishead, holding hishands behind him, and his Sword upon his 
: hit neck,

eee the were moved to compaliton ; butthe Countrey people, who thought he overlaid 
afr ‘chic, them with Taxes and Tributes, curled him 5 and bad him bring forth the publick 
Netiin.¢o. Treafare, and confeis his Treaion 3 for feeing him in this plight, they thought he 
wv would not deny any thing whereof he was accufed 5 and that he came {o only to move 
them to compaflion, ta order to abtain pardon for his offence. This his humility ftood 
hin in good ftead 5 for hereby thofe that before were enraged again{t him, now be- 
gan one to fall out with another in hisbehalf, when he promifed to confefs the whole 
Ffiph's Ova. Matter: And having obtained licence to {peak, hefaid : I was never minded to fend 
tiontothe Se- back that money to Agrippa, wor to keep it to my private wfe. For (God forbid ) that I 
ditions, frould coer bold him for my friend, who is your open Enemy 5 ov that I frould fo feek my 
own profit, as thereby to dintnifie youall, But (0 ye menof Tarichea) for as much as I 
perecived that your City efpecially had great need ta be fortified, and that you were not able 


to build the Walls, and for that £ feared the people of Tiberias, and others adjoyning, who , 


Stil gaped after this Prey anc Wealth that was taken from Agrippa 5 I determined to get 


tloje Spoils for yoit, to re-ecdific your Walls, If ye miflike this, I will bring out the Trea-° 


fure, andgive it to be divided among it yous But if you like thereof, then you are obliged 
to deferd me. . 
This Speech of his well pleafed the people of Tarichea, who gave him great Praifes, 
and difpleated them of Tberizs, fo that they breathed out threatnings againft him. 
Thus they both left Jojepd, and contefted one againftanother. Fofeph now having ma- 
ny partakers (for the people of Tarichea were almoft forty thoufand) {pake more bold- 
ly to the mulutude, and rebuked their temerity 5 telling them, that it was neceflary 
to {krengthen Yaréchea with that prefent money, and that he would alfo provide to 
ftrengthen other Cities 3 and that they fhould not want money, if they would agree 
and confpire together againft thofefrom whom they might getit, and not offer vio- 
lence to him, who could procureit forthem. The multitude being thus deceived, 
though they were angry, yet departed : Yet two thoufand of thofe that were anima- 
_ ted againft him, offered to fet upon him : but he being already retired into his houfe, 
Anther fra. they there befieged him. Wherefore Foféph ufed another device likewife to reprefs 
tigsmel#- thete : and getting tothe top of the houfe, he beckned unto them with his hand, to 
hes ee keep filence 3 and then faid, that he was ignorant what they requefted at his hands 5 
* for he could not hear one for another, becaufe their voices were confounded with 
their number 5 butif they would fend fome into the houfe to talk friendly with him, 
he woulddo whatfoever they requefted. The Nobles and Magiftrates hearing this, 


prefently entred intothe houfe 3 whom, when he had led into the innermoft part of 


the houfe, and {hut the doors, he caufed to be beaten fo long, till that their ribs ap- 

peared. The doors inthe mean time being faft, the people ftayed before the houle, 

thinking that the caufe of their long tarrying was to debate reafons to and fro: But 

prefently ‘Jofeph opening the doors, put them forth amongft the people all bloody as 

they were 5 whereat they were fo daunted, that leaving their Weapons behind them, 

soin’stavy they ran away. Hereat Jobx took occafion to encreafe his hatred and jealoufie againft 
and Treafon Fofepb 3 and having tll fuccels in this policy, he ftill attempted other plots to bring Fo- 
again Fr". Yeoh in danger. Firft he counterfeited himfelf fick, and requefted Fo/feph to permit him 
to goto Tiberias, and ule the hot Baths, inorder to recover his health. ‘o/eph, not 

having yet perceived his Treafon, writ Letters in his behalf to the Governour of the 

Town, to provide Jot with good accommodation, and to Jet him want nothing that 

Sulapertwad- he needed. Two days after his arrival there, he went about the bufinefs which he 
eththe Tibe- defigned 5 and enticed {ome with money, others with flatteries, to revolt from Fofeph. 
fan ofp. Silas, whom Fofepb had made Governour of the City, underftanding this, prefently by 
Letters gave notice thereof to Fofeph 3 who receiving the fame inthe night, went to 
Tiberias very early inthe morning. All the people, except thofe that ‘fohz had cor- 

rupted, went out to meet him: but Fos, notwith{tanding he judged that he came a- 

ain{t him, ftill counterfeited himfelf fick in bed, and (ent a man of his acquaintance 

Frnfendeth to excule his abfence for not coming to meet Fofeph. Then Fofeph aflembled the Tibe- 
ae 2 rians together in a place to {peak to them, concerning that which was written to him: 
F feph, And Joba fent armed men thither with Commandmentto kill Fofeph. The people per= 
ceiving them to draw their Swords, cryed out 5 and Fofeph at their cry looking about

N Ow Foba, for fear of Fofeph, kept himfelf withinthe Walls of Gifeala 5 and a few Titerissis re- 
days after Tiberéas revolting again from Jofeph, the tnhabitants called in Agrippa, covered by 
who came not at the day appointed, only afew Roman Horfe thewed themfelves, Flint 7 
Fofeph underltanding this at Taricheas and having fent his Soldiers to fetch Corn, he Seer 
thought not good to go alone againft the Rebels 5 nor yet did he think it bett to delay i 

the time any longer, fearing that whilft he delayed, King 4gripp2 would come and 

poflefs the Town; befides that, the next day being the Sabbath, he could do no- 

thing. At length he refolved to overcome the Rebels by policy 5 and fo he command- 

ed the Gates of T. arichea to be kept fhut, that his intent might not be revealed to them, 

of Tiberias. _ Then taking all the Boats that were in the Lake, in number two hun- 

dred and thirty, and in every one of them four Sailers, he {peedily failed to Tiberias ¢ 

And when he came near the City, yet fo far off, that the Inhabitants thereof could not 

eafily defcry him, he commanded all the Boats to {top, and the rowers to beat the wa- 

ter ftill as if they were rowing 5 and taking only feven of his Guard with him, unarm- é 
ed, he went near enough the City, that they might fe him. When the Rebels pere Fufsph wieh 
ceived him, and thought that the Boats were full of Armed men, they threw down ‘ven Soldiers 
theit Weapons,and held up their hands to him,befeeching him to pare the City. Fofeph, pore tot 
with many threatning and bitter Speeches, reproached them firft, that having under rifcth his EB: 


G taken War againft the Romans, they with Civil Diffentions confumed their own "mies. 


Forces : Secondly, that they had fought his life, from whom they ought to expec 
their fafety ; and that they were not athamed to thut the Gates againft him, who had 
bile 
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rH built the Walls3 yet if any would come and talk with him, and give him affurance of H 
Ths sear of the their fidelity, he would not refufe them. Sotenof the chiefeft among them came 
pe to him, whom he carried away ina Fifher-boat far from the City, and he demanded 
foe fifty Senatours, as though he required their promifealfo. And devifing new Caufes, 
/ he {till under pretence of agreement fent firft for one, and then for another, as he 
Be liy thought good, till he had loaded all the Boats : which done, he commanded all the 
toulethout Boatmen with all {peed poflible to go to Tarichea,and put them in Prifon ; fo he carri- 
the chiefelt of ed away all the Council,which were in number fix hundred,and 2000 more,all whom 
aoe ae he brought to Tarichea. But they which remained in the City, cried with one voice 
away in Bos that one Clitas was caule ofthe revolt, and therefore befought Jofeph to punifh him 
to tarictes. for all.’ ‘Fafepé told them that he would put none of them to death, but commanded 
aes Hi one of his Guard, called Levias, to come and cut off Clitws his hands: but he fearing 
Gace ae ro truft himfelfamongft fo many enemies, refufed to do execution. Clitws perceiv- 
ing his Sword ing that Fofoph was angry,and ready to come out of his Boat todo it himfelf,befought 
sa so him io grant himone of hishands 3 which Fofeph did upon condition that he fhould 
hist, | cut of theother himfelf.

Thetrnubled Ay Fter that thefe broils, which hitherto hapned only in Galilee, were ceafed, they

Rea Ananus the high Prieft,with all {peed renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 

forts of Inftruments for war, Arrows and other weapons 3 fo that all the City was 

bufied herein, and trained their men in warlike difcipline. All places were filled 

With agitation and tumule; but the graver fort were very penfive, and many as it 

were forefceing the calamity that after enfued, could not refrain from tears : they 

that defired peace, received no comfort in any thing: all things were done at their 

beck who were caule ofall this War. And theEftate of the City, even then before 

the Romans came, was like a City to be deftroyed, But Ananus neglected that 

which was neceflary for War, and laboured to reconcile the feditious fa@ion of 
thofe that were called Zelous: but how hewas overcome, and what his end was, we M 

Séuon the Son wilt declare hereafter. Inthemean time one Simon the Son of Gioras in the To- 
of Senso Harchy of Acrabatena, having gathered together a multitude of feditious people, 
rapines,and robbed and {poled every where; and he not only broke into rich mens houfes, but 
murthersin a}fo beat them gtievoully, openly exercifing his Tyranny. But when Azanus and the 
ae reftfent an army again{t him, he fled to his fellow-thieves of A¢afada, and there 
~" ftaid till Avzaaus and the reft of his Enemies were flain : and then he wafted Idumea 
with the reft 5 fo that the Governours of that place were fain to put a Garrifon. in 
every Village : fo great was the number of them that were flain by thefe Thieves, And 


thus ftood the affairs of the Jews.

Hen the Emperor Nero underftood the ill fuccefs of his Armies aca; Ae san 

VV Jews, he was feized with fear and aftonifhment; yet he ditetea ea pa : jaa 
much as neceffity would permit him. In the mean-while he {et a good face on the “of the 
matter, and made as though he were of more courage; faying, That that which hapned ke 
was rather by the fault of his General Geffixs; than the valour of their Adverfaries ; 
thinking that ic behoved him, who was Emperor, not to fhew himfelf moved with 2 
little bad news ; and that the greatnefs of his Empire ought to fecure his mind from 
the apprehenfion of confiderable misfortunes. Yet it appeared by the vexation of his 

E fpirit thache was much moved, and in great care to whom he fhould commit the charge 
of the Eatt, which had rebelled; who might both reduce the Jews, and hinder the In- 
habitants of other Countries from the like attempts.

Tivsyxter the Roman forces, and all Auxiliaries of the Kings adjoyning that were confederates, 
great Frees The Jews after Coffins unfortunate fuceefs, became proud of their Victory, and could 
Jews, not contain themfclves ; but like men wncapable of moderation, they ftill gave more 
oscafion of War : and gathering all their Forces together, they went to Afca/on, which 
is anold City feven hundred and twenty furlongs diftant from Ferufalem, which the 
Jews had always hated,for which caufe they alfo firft affaulted it. The Commanders | 
in this expedition, were three men excellent above the reft for Conduct and Valour, to 
ob wit,Miger of Perea, Silas the Babylonian, and Foha the Effeaw. Now the City of Afca- 
i lon had very ftrong Walls, but few men todetend it, for it had only one Company of 
Foot, and one Band of Horfce, whom Axtonius commanded. The Jews made fuch hafte, 
Juthory ght as though they had dwelt hard by. Aazonias perfwading himfelf that they woul® 
Jews. affault him, caufed his Horfe to iffue forth of the City : and neither fearing the mul- 
titude, nor the malice of his adverfaries, he valiantly received the firft aflault of the 
Enemies, and beat them back that attempted to affault the Wall. So the Jews who 
were unskilful, having to do with them that were expert ; and fighting on foot againft 
Horfemen; without order, againft thofe thac were in good order ; lightly armed, a- K 
gainft their adverfaries who were well provided; they were eafily detcated. Indeed, 
they were more led by rage and fury than good Counfel, and they againft whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the commandment of their Lead- 
er. Wherefore their firft ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horfe to turn 
their backs; and retiring themfelves to their own Company who turned toward the 
Wall, they became as it were Enemies tothemfelves. So that feeking to avoid the 
Horfemen, they were all difperfed about the field, which was in every place for the ad- 
The Romans vantage of the Horfe. This grearly helped the Romans to kill fo many Jews : for 
Jews, and they that fled were eafily overtaken by the Romans, and killed; and others compaf- 
make a great fing divers of the Jews about, flewthem with Darts ; fo that the Jews were in a great L 
ther. defperation for all their great multitude, as if they had been alone. The Jews willing 
to overcome their misfortunes, were afhamed to flie, and fo fled not hatftily, in hope that 
Fortune wouldchange. But the Romans not wearied with that which they did with 
great dexterity, continued the fight the moft part of the day ; fo that there were flain 
Tenthovfind of the Jews ten thoufand, and two of their Leaders, fobs and Silas. The reft, where- 
Jews lain. Ot many were wounded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of 
Idumea, named Salis : Of the Romans only fome were wounded in that fight. Yet 
the Jews were not daunted with this misfortune ; but the grief thereof much increafed 
their Courage : neither were they difmayed with the former lofs of fo many men within 
fo fhort time; but rather calling to mind the great ViGory they had got before, they M 
drew upon themfelves another defeat, For before their mens wounds were healed, 
they gathered together all their Forces, and went again to Afchaém in great number 
and fury, but with the fame fuccefs and difadvantages in warlike affairs which they 
had before. For Atowins having notice which way they meant to come,- placed an 
richt thoue atmbuth in the way , avd the Horfe {etting upon them at unawares, killed above eight 
fand Jows fain choufand of them, before they could prepare themfelves to fight : whereupon all the 
arfesloe vert fled, and Niger withthem, after he had given all the proofs that could be expected 
from 2 valiant man : and for that the Enemies purfued them, they fled into the Tower 
of a Town called Bezedel. Aztonius knowing it to be in vain to ftay about the Tower 
that was invincible,and yet loth to let the General of the Enemies efcape,fet fire on the N 
Walls ; and fo departed triumphing with the thought that Ager had been burnt. But 
he leapt into a decp Vaule in the Caftle, and fo efcaped, and three dayes after he fhew- 
ed himfelf unto his Souldiers, who fought for him weeping, that they might have his 
body, for they thought him dead : whom againft all expedtation {eeing alive, they 
were very glad, asthough by Gods providence he had efcaped to be ftill their Leader.

Now Vefpaftan fent helpto the Inhabitants of Sephoris, to wit, one thou- 
filleth Galilee fand Horfe, and fix thoufand foot, Placidus the Tribune being their Leader, The 
i Horfemen divided themfelves into two Companies, and lodged in a great Plain; and the 
Footmen were in Garrifon in the City to defend it, as the Horfemen did without. Thefe I 
Horfemen made excurfions one every fide, and greatly molefted Foféph although he 
committed no aé of hoftility ; and alfo {poiled all that was without the Cities, and 
always repulfed the Inhabirants, if at any time they took courage to.revenge them- 
felves. Fofeph feeing things in this pofture affaulted the City Sephoris, in hope to 
take it;but before fuch time as it revolted unto the Romans,hé had compaffed it with fo 
ftrong Walls, that the Romans themfelves could not have taken ir, _and fo his hope 
was fruftrate:. for neither by force nor fair means would the Sephorites yield to him.

[Ns the mean time Vefpatian being at Prolemais with his Son Titus, prepared all things 
Placidus neceffary for his Army. But Péacidus was already entred into Galilee and run 
an seein through it,where he flew almoft all he had found,who were of the weaker fort of people 
Ghiscrt incapable of refifting. And féeing that thofe of courage always fled into the Cities 
freee that Foeph had fortified, he turned his forces againft Forapata, which was the ftrongett 
of them, thinking it might. eafily be taken by a fudden affault, and that he thereby 
fhould get great glory and advantage; becaufe the people feeing the ftrongeft Cities 
furprized,would not fly to any again. But it fell not out as he expected ; for the peo- 
ple of Forapata underftanding his coming, met him near the Town, and fuddenly en- 
countering che Romans, being a great multitude and well difpofed to fight, as thofe 
that bare Arms for the general fafety of the Country, and the lives of thcir Wives and. 
Children, t'ey put the Romazs to fight, and wounded many, though only feven were 
lain; becaufe the Romans in flying kept their ranks, and were well.armed : but the 
ews being unarméd, rather trufted to their Darts and Arrows, than come to handy K 

blows. There were three Fews flain, and a few wounded. And fo P/acids when

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How Gadara was befieged and taken, wee fein, 
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Ve went fir to Gedara, and tookit eafily at the firft affaule : for all the 
able men and fit for War were fled out of the City. The Romans entring the 
place putalito death without mercy, partly for the hatred they had conceived againgt 
the Fews, and partly in revenge of that which had befaln Geftius. And they burnt the 
City, and all Towns and Villages adjoining : fome of which were already defolate, and 
B the inhabitants of the reft were made flaves, Jofeph’s prefence in the City, which he had 
made choice of for his fafeguard, filled it with fear. For the People of sberias thought he 
would never have fled if there had been any hope of withftanding the Romans: where- 
in they judged not amifs : for he forefaw what event the War would have, and that 
their fafety confifted only in changing their rebellious minds. He himfelf, though he ‘ 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, then lived 
pleafantly: wich them againft whom he was fent, and fo become a Traytor to the 
Country comitted to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to writea tre 
ftate of the Country tothe Nobility at Ferufalem, and not to extol the enemies forces F/zphisa. 
too much, left they thould fay he was a Coward ; nor yet put them in anf'comfort, left faid ofthe

| CHAP. VIL 


D Of the Seize of Jorapata. 


Ejpatian was very defirous to take Fotapata, becaufe he knew many of his enemies 

were fled thither , and this was the ftrongeft Refuge they had. So he fent be- 

forefome Foot and Horfe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were full of ragged 

ftones, fo that it was hard for Footmen to pafs, and altogether unpoffible for Horfe- 

men. Within four dayes they effected that which they were commanded, and made 

a large way for the Army to pafs. On the fifth day, which was the one and twentieth 

of March, Fofeph before they came, entred intothe City, coming thither from Tibe- Fofeph Comes 

vias to encourage the Fews who were difmayed. A certain run-away told Vefpatian © Forapata : 
E that Tofeph was come thither, and advifed him to haften thither; for if he could take Orne Tee 

Jofeph, he might eafily take all Fudez, Hereat Vefpatian was very glad, and took it 

as a good fortune that the moft prudent and potent of his enemies, fhould ( God fo 

difpofing ) put himfelf as it were in hold, And fo prefently he fent P/scidus before 

with a thoufand Horfemen,and with him Eéstiws,a man both valiant and prudent sand 

commandcd them to inveft the City on all fides, left Fofeph fhould privily efcape from 

thence. The day after he himfelf followed with the whole Army, and aboye noon 

came to Jetapata, and leading his Army to the North fide of the Town, he pitched Ftsrste 

his Tents upon a Hill {even ftades diftant from the City: purpofely placing himfelf pe 

within the view of his Enemies, that the very fight of his Army might terrifte them : 
F asit alfo did; for prefently all were in fuch a fear, that none durft go out of the City. 

The Romans being wearied that day, would not affault the City : but they befet the 

Gates with two Squadrons of Horfe ; anda third, that confifted of Foot, was placed 

without to intercept all paffages,that none of the Jews could pafsany-whither.

B_liant,as alfo the Siege like to continue long,he gave to every one water in meafure,with &s aes 
which they were not contented, thinking it as good to want altogether, as to haveic 
in that manner ; and now they began to faint, and refufe to labour. The Romans per- 
ceiving this, being upon a high hill, over againft the place whither all the Jews came 
together to receive Water, they with their thot killed many that came thither, info- 
much that Vefpafian hoped that within fhort time their Water would be {pent, and they 
conftrained to yield. But ‘Fofeph to fruftrate this hope, commanded a great many Fofephs Sura: 
Garments to be laid in water and hanged upon the Walls,fo that the Water mightrun ‘8°. 
down on every fide, When the Romans {aw this they were much furprifed, imagi- 
ning that they would not wafte fo much Water in mockery, if they wanted Water to 

C drink ; wherefore Vefpafiaz no longer hoping to win the City by Famine, purpofed to 
affault it again by force, The Jews’ were very: glad of this ; and being in manifeft 

danger, rather wifh’t to be flain, than periththrough hunger or thirft. Fofeph devifed oe re 
alfo another way to get Waterout of the Country. There wasa little Valley out of 7 cf 
the way, and therefore not regarded by the Romatis ; by this way Fofeph fent men 
intothe Country to his Friends, for fuch things as the City wanted, commanding i 
them when they came near the Watchmen, to hidé and cover themfelves with hairy . 4 
Skins,that the Watchmen might think them to be Dogs:and this he ufed a good while, 
till at laft the Watchmen perceived it, and fo fet a guard there to flop the paffage. 
When Jofeph perceived the City could not hold ont dong, and fearing his own Life if

But the People difcovering. his intent ,- flocked about him, and befought him to fecct! Fafeph 
take pity upon them, and not forfake thein,-who had no hope but in him; af- biogas 
firming, that for his fake they were all couragious and-bolditofight , and if they them. 
were taken, yet he would be a comfort to them, and:that it did not become him to flie 
from his Enemies, nor forfake his Friends, nor, as it were, leap out of a Ship:fhaken 
with a Tempeft, into which he came when'the Seas. were calm; for fo by this means the 
City would foon be loft, and he once gone, no man afterward could or durft refit their 
Enemies, for in him was all their hope. - 2 

Jofeph kept it to himfelf, that his purpofe ‘was to -work his own fafety : and told Fofp’s Pru. 

E them, the thing which he intended was for their good; and that though he ftayed {till ™** 
in the City, he could do them little good : and if' the'City thould chance to be taken, 
then he and they were like to perith; but if he were abroad and not befieged, he could 
do'them great fervice, for he would prefently affemble all the People of Galilee, and 
come againft the Romans, and fo raife the Siege: whereas now ftaying withthem, he 
faw not wherein he did them any good, but rather incited the Romans againft them, 
making thém more earneft to take the Town than they would be, only becaufe he was 
there,that they might take him ; but ifthey knew once that he were fled,they would not 
then be fo earneft in theSiege. ofeph herewith could not perfwade the people, bur 
they flocked fafter about him, and borh young and old of all forts came and proftrated 

F themfelves at his feet, weeping, and befeec ing him to take fuch hap as thould befal 
them, whether it were good or bad ; not for hat they envied his efcape, but for that 
they hoped they fhould receive no harm if he remained with them.

Fews ; and therefore called all his Captains together, and confulted with them to begin 
ihotfiege : at laft they refolved to rear 2 Mount in that place where the City was C 
eafieft to beentred, He fent his whole Army to provide wood to do it, who cut much 
on the Mountains near the Town : and great {tore of wood and ftone being brought, 
and having fet hurdles before them to bear off the Darts and Arrows, he began to raife 
a Mount, fo that they received little or no harm by Darts caft from off the Walls ; 
whilft others brought earth from places thereabouts, and no man was idle. The Fews 
caft continually great ftones, and all kind of Darts upon that which defended them ; 
which though they pierced not thorow, yet they made a great noife and terrified the 
Workmen. Which Vefpatizn fecing, caufed ail Engines that caft ftones and darts, 
which were in number an hundred and threefcore,to be placed againft the Walls to beat 
the Fews fromthence. And fo they caft Stones, Darts, Fire and Arrows in great D 
abundance : fo that they not only beat the Fews from off the Walls, but alfo out of — 
the reach of their fhot ; for both the Arabian Archers, and thofe that ufed Slings and 
Darts, and all the Engines continually played upon them. For all this the Fews reft- 
abe Jews .q ednot, butrunning out in Companies, they pull’d down the Sheds which defended the

C ed the Walls with the Ram: but to little purpofes tor they were continually killed 


by their Enemies, becaufe they could not fee them: But their Fire made fuch a light, 
as though it had been day, fo that the Romans eafily perceived whither to direct 
their thot. And for chat their Engines were not perceived afar off, the Jews could 
not defend themfelves fromthe Arrows and Stones that were fhot againit them, by 
which means many of them were flain, and the tops and corners of the Towers bea- 
ten down, Andmany that were behind were flain by force of thofe ftones ; fo that 
any man may know of what force that Engine is, by that which hapned that night. 
Forone that ftood neer Fofeph upon the Wall, was ftruck with a Stone, and his head 
carried from his body by violence of the blow three furlongs off, as though it had been 
caft out of a fling : and the next day a Woman great with Child was ftruck on the bel» 
ly with one of rhofe ftones, and the Child carried forth of her from the place where 
the was ftruck three furlongs; fo great was the force of this ae Thus.the vio- 
lence ofthe Engines was moft terrible, and likewife the noife of Darts, Arrows and is bres 
" other fhot, Many were flain on every fide, and the bodies of thofethat were killed, theromay 
"being datht againftthe Wall made a great noife: and within the City was heard a pi- D2 
tiful lamentation and weeping amongft the Women; and without a heavy mourning 
and cry of them that were wounded todeath ; and all that part of the Wall where the 
fight was, flowed with Blood : fothat now the multitude of dead bodies had {0 filled 
the ditch before the Wall, that the Romans might eafily pafs over into the City, and 


nothing wanted, that either might by the Eye or Ear move tertour. Thus many 
ftoutly fighting for Forapata died moft valiantly ; many alfo were fore wounded: and 
notwithftanding the Wall was continually battered , yet it was almoft Morning be- 
fore it fell, being all night long beaten with the Ram. And then they of Fotapata 
repaired the breach with indefatigable labour,before the Romans could fet up a Bridge 


to enter it. 





CHAP. -X, 


How Jotapata was again affanlted, 


He next day in the Morning Vefpafiaz brought his Army to enter the breach, 
having given them but little reft after their whole nights labour : and defirous to E eh ah on ke 
make the Jews that defended the breach, -forfake their Station, before fuch time as he Atmy to enter 
entred, he took the moft valiant of his Horfemen,and unhorfed them, being armed from ‘he City. 
Headto Foot, and placed them in three ranks ; that they being fo armed, might be- 
fiege round that part of the Wall that was battered, having long Pikes in their hands, 
G fothat as foon as the Bridges were fet, they might firft enter the breach. After them 


he placed the ftrongeft of his Foot: the reft of his Horfe he fet round about the Ciry 
upon 
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a manded Archers to follow with their Arrows ready in their hands, and them chat ufed 


4031. afer flings alfo and other Engines for fhor, And he caufed others to fcale the Walls, 
erchrits 69. where they were not battered, to the intent that the Townfmen, bufied in refifting 
them, might leave the breach unmanned ; and the reft being wearied and oppreft with 
the thicknefs of the fhot, might be fore’d to forfake their flanding. But Fofeph, per- 
Jofeph's fudtil ceiving his intent, placed the old Men and Children, and thote that were already 
eed wearied, upon thofe parts ofthe Walls that were not battered: and himfelf with the 
ftouteft of the City went to defend the breach; and he placed fix men before them 
whom he chofe out, himfelf being one of them to fuftain the firtt brunt of the enemies 
affault : commanding them likewife to ftop their Ears to the end that they might not 
be terrified with the cries of the Army, and to cover them{elves with their thields a- 
gainft the Darts and Arrows ; and give backa little, till fuch time as the Archers 
Quivers were emptied ; and if fo be that the Romans thould offer to make bridges, 
then they employ all their courage to repel them : and now fight, not to defend but as 
it were to revenge their Country, being in a manner already loft ; and make thofe feel 
the effects of their juft fury,whofe cruelty would doubtlefS after the taking of the 
The me place thed the blood of their Fathers,Children,and Wives: fuch were the orders which 
Sa Jofeph gave. In the mean time, the weaker multitude, Women and Children, fee- 
‘he Battle, ing the City compaffed about with three ranks of Horfemen, and the Romans with 
their Swords drawn preffing againft the breach, and all the Mountains about fhining 
with their enemies weapons, and the Arabians ready to let fly a Shower of Arrows : 
they cried out as though the City were already taken; fo thata man would have judg- 
ed them already under their Enemies Swords, and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands. Wherefore Fofeph commanded the Women to their houfes, left their cries 
fhould difmay his Souldiers ; willing them likewife to keep filence, and threatned 
them if they did not: and fo he marched to the breach, which place fell to his lot : 
He gave not much heed to them that fought to feale the Walls, but only minded what 
effect the terrible Storme of the Enemies Arrows would produce. 
As {oon as the Trumpets began to found, the Air became obfcured with the multitude 
of Arrows. ‘ofephs Companions remembring the charge given them, ftopped their 
¢ Ears, and cover'd their bodies againft the thot of arrows. And as {oon as the bride- 
ae hemes es were fet againft the Wall, prefently they fell on and before the Romans cou d 
with the JEWS enter upon them, they repell’d them back with great prowefs and courage which

ee the greatnefs of the danger did not abate but increafe, {0 thar they did not give one - 


foot back, till either they kill’d or were killed. But the Jews had not any frefh men 
to fecond thofe that were tired ; and the Romans, ftill as they were wearied fent freth 
fupplies and joyning together their long fhuelds, exhorting one another, they became as 
it were a wall of defence invincible; and the whole Army like one body, beat back the 
The Jews pour Jews, and fo fet foot on the Walls. Fofeph, in this de(perate cafe devifed anew way 
Soteee. €0 repel this prefent danger: he commanded the Jews to fetch {calding Oy], which 
mans they had ready,and pour it upon the Romans, and alfo caft the Pans upon them. This 
device broke the body of the Romans fo that through great pains they fell from the 
Wall: for the Scalding Oyleafily got between their fleth and Armour, and {corched 
them like fire, being cafily heated, and long continuing hot by reafon of the fatne(s. 
The Romans being loaden with Helmets and Breaft-plates, could not retire fo nimbly 
as was requifite : fo that fome leapt down off the bridg, andothers died of the pain ; 
others would fain have retired themfelves, but could not, becaufe their Enemies fol- 
lowed themfohard. But neither the Romans wanted vertue and valour in adverfe for- 
tune, nor the Jews prudence. For the Romans, notwithftanding they were in intolera- 
ble pain, being Scalded with hot Oyl, yet they frefhly affaulted them that hurt them, 
defirous to thew their courage. Then the Jews ufed another device to make them re- 
tire: for they poured boyled Fenigreek upon the bridge, fo that they flid down: and 
neither they that would have fled, nor they who ftrove to affault the Jews, could ftand 
upon their feet, it was fo flippery ; and many falling down upon the bridge, were by 
their own Company trodden to death 5 others {lid down upon the Rampier ; and al- 
ways as they fell, the Jews ftruckthem: and when the Romans were retired from the 
place, fo that now they were not forced to handy blowes, they had leifure to (hoot Ar- 
rere «1 bout LOWS and Darts againft them. When Vefpafien {aw that his men in the fight endured 
obtaining much mifery, towards evening he caufed them to retire, many being flain, and more 
a wounded, only fixmen of fotapata were flain, but above 300 wounded: this fight 
was upon the 20, day of Fae.

UT efpecially, above all others, the Romans made diligent fearch for Fo/zph

Ruler, but although before they were all moved againft him, yet now beholdin him, 
they begin to pity him : efpecially Titws, who being of a gentle difpofition, admired 
Fofephs valour, his conftancy in adverfity, and confidered his Age, and thereby was mo- 
ved to take compaffion upon him, remembring what a manner ofman he had been durin 


E the Wars, and what he now was , being fallen into his Enemies hands : calling alfo 


to mind the power and force of Fortune, and howuncertain the chance of War is, and 
that humane affairs have no ftedfaftnefs. .-His Example drew many minds to pity him, 
fo that Tétus was the chief author of Fofephs life : Yet Vefpafian caufed him to be care- 
fully kept, as though he meant to fend him to Cefar.. Which Jofeph hearing, requeft- 
ed that he might {peak a word or two with himalone. Whereupon, all but his Son Titus 
departing, and two of his Friends, Jofeph {poke to him in thefe terms. 


You think only, that you have Joleph for your Captive, but I am a Meffenger to yon of retce with 
greater matters from God. Otherwife, I knew my Country Laws, and how it behoved the Vpafar- 


Generals of our Nation to die, and not tobe taken alive by their Enemies. You will Jead me 
FtoNero; Wherefore? fince Nexo and thofe that are to fucceed him before you, have folittle 
time to live, yon, O Velpatian, fball be Cxfar, and Emperor of Rome, and Titus your 
Son after you: kecp me therefore in bonds with you, for you are not only my Lord, but Lord 
of all the World, Sea and Land, and all Man-kind.” And if I xow fain thefe things in this 
State of mine onn wind againft God, let me be referved to greater punifbment.  Ater he 
had thus fpoken, F'e(pafian gave {mall credit to his words, thinking that Jofeph fained 
thefe things of himfclf to fave his Life : yet by little and little he began to give credit 
to him, becaufe God put it in his mind to hope for the Empire, and fore-told him of his 
Reign by many figns and tokens, and he alfo found Jofeph to tell the truth in other mat- 
ters. For one of Ve(pafians friends faying, that it was firange that he knowing this, 
G could not prophefie of the event ofthe War againft Jotapata, and what was like to befal 
himfelf, that {o he might avoid thofe evils. Jofeph anfwered, that he had foretold the 
Citizens of Jorapata, that after feven and fourty dayes they should be deftroyed, and

into the City. Now at their return into the City, there fell agrear diffention : for ehe coe 
Inhabitants confidering their own Eftate, and the event of all former Wars, and efpe- 

cially of this laft fight, mifliked the War, and defired peace: hut the ftrangers that 

had fled from other places thither, and were in great number, would needs continue it ; 

and fo one part began a conteft againft the other, which procceded fo far that by their 

outcries they feem’d ready to rake Arms. Titus being not far from the Wall, heard théfe 

tumults within the City, and cried out to the Romans 3 This is the hour ( fellow Soul- Titus Oration 
diers)wherein God hath given the fews into our hands: why do we defer the time any longer, Sorhe Roman 
why do we not take the Vittory offered ? do you not bear the cryes within ¢ they who efcaped our 
hands, are at variance amongst themfelves: the City is onrs,ef we make hafte,and take courage. 

Nothing worthy renown can be atchieved without danger Let us notonly prevent our enemies 

concord, which necefity will foon effect but alfo our ownE orces before any frefh aid come to us; 

that befides the Victory, being.fo few over fo huge. a multitude, we may alfo divide the Spoil of. 

the City among us. No fooner had he thus- {poken, but prefently he mounted upon his ees 
Horfe,and rode into the Lake, and fo paffed into theCity,and all the Souldiers followed cn 
him. They that defended the Walls, were fo amazed at his boldnef:, chit none made ¢thinto ike 
refiftance againft him as he came: but Lefus with his followers leaving the quarter which 

was his to defend, fled into the fields ; others flying towards the Like, fell into their ’ 
Enemies hands, who came that way agajnftthem, and fo were flaughter’d as they were 

getting into theirShips;others were flain as they were {wimming to overtake the Ships 

that were new lanch’d from the Shore: and there was a great flaughter of men ail over 

the City. For the ftrangers that fled not, made fome refiftance, but the Townfimen did 

not offer to defend themfelvs ; for they abftained from fight, hoping for pardon, be- 

caufe they had not approved the War: At laft Titus having flain the factious, cook com- 

paffion upon the Citizens and faved their lives, and caufed the Slaughter to ceafe, Titus certifies 
They who efcaped to the Lake, feeing the City taken,remov'd as far as they could from ji ane 
their Enemies. Titus fent Horfemen to let his Father underitand what he had donc. ard Vitory, 
Vefpafian wasvery glad of his Sons glorious fuccefs,whereby a great part of the War 

was ended. He commanded the City to! be Guarded round about, to the intenc that 

none might {cape away alive.’ And the next day he came down tothe Lake, and com- 

manded Ships to be built to purfue thofe that had efcaped by it: and having many 
workmen,and great ftore of matter to build them withal, his command foon effected, 
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CHAP... XVIII. 
The Defcription of the Lake of Genezareth, and the Fountain of Jordan. 


HE Lake of Genezareth taketh its name from the Country adjoyning to it; the 

T breadth thereof is fourty furlongs, thelength ahundred. The Water of this 
Lake is {weet and good to drink, and more fubtil than ordinarily the Waters of other 
places are ; and it is very clear near the fhoar, and more cool to drink, than either that 
of the River or Fountain ; yea it is always more cold than one would judge fuch a Lake 
to be of that largenefs : tor the Water being fet in the Sun, doth not lofe irs coldnefs, 
when the Inhabitants expofe it to the Sun in Summer to allay the natural coldnefs 
The Fountain thereof, There are in it many forts of Fifhes, nothing like the Fifhes of other places, 
offerdss-  cither in fhape or tafte. The River Fordan paffeth through the midftof it. Itis 
thoughtthat Pazivm is the head and Fountain of it, but in teuth it hath its Original 

from Phjela, from whence it paffeth under ground a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
Gefareathowards that way whichleads unto Trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 

is called Phiala, by reafon of its roundnefs, for it is as round as a Wheel, andthe 

Water ftill keepeth within the brink of Phiala, never encreafing nor diminifhing. No 
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man knew that this was the head of Fordzz, till Philip the Tetrarch of Traconitis found C 


itto be fo; for he cafting ftraws into Phialz, found them afterward carried to Panium, 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Fordan. Pamimn, though 
it be naturally beautified, yet by Agripps’s coft and charges it was much more adorned. 
The Deferip- .-Fordan beginneth with a deep River outof this Den, and paffeth along the Marith pla- 
tion of Gent Ces, and dirty Lake of Semechonitis, and from thence 120 Furlongs to the City Julies, 
The ferilty and in the way divideth the Lake Genezareth, and paffing a great way further into the 
ofGenexareth 177i] dernefs, at laft it fallech into the Lake called 4 fphaltites. Upon the Lake Geaeza- 
reth there bordereth a Country of the fame Name, naturally beautiful and admirable ; 
for there is no kind of Plant which will not grow there, and the Inhabitants havere- 
plenifhed it wich Plants and Trees of all forts, and the temperature of the Air well a- 
greeth with all fort of Fruit-Trees : for there are an infinite Company of Nut-trees, 
which of all Trees efpecially requirea cold foil : there are alfo abundance of Palms, 
which defire great heat: likewife great ftore of Figs and Olives, which require a tempe- 
rate Air : fo that one may juftly fay, ‘that through the bounty of Nature, {0 differ- 
ent and oppofite qualities are here together united ; and at one time, as it were, all dif- 
ference of feafons of the year conjoyn for good purpofe. And it doth not only nourith 
thefe Fruits, but alfo conferveth for ten whole Moneths Figs, Grapes, and all other 
Thelengh Fruits all the year long. Befides the temperature of the Air, it is alfo watered by a 
snd ncatiok plentiful Fountain called Capermaum : Many think it to be an Arm of Nilws, becaufe 
Genzarth. it hath Fifhes like the Corbe bred only in a Lake near Alexandria, The length of this 
Country along the Lake bearing the fame Name, is thirty Furlongs, and the breadth

A Sea-Fight Ve having built his Ships, and furnifhed them with as many men as he

The Tericheans could not poffibly make 
any efcape by Land, although they would; and they were not able to fight hand to 
hand with the Romans, for their {mall Pyrate Boats could not with{tand their Enemies 
great Veffels ; and befides they were not fufficiently manned, fo that they feared 
to encounter the Romans, who preffed altogether upon them : yet noone 
fometime they came about the Roman Ships, and caft Stones at the Romans afar off, 
and fometimes alfothey came near, and skirmithed with them : yet they themfelves 


always had more harm than the Romans ;for their Stones which they caft did only rattle G 


againft the Romans Armour, but hurt them not, and they were killed by nore

_: T with blood, and full of dead Bodies, for not one efcaped alive, A few dayes after, thefe Velpafian con-

they cannot live peaceably, becaufe they want abiding places, and they are able to 
difturb and difquiet thofe to whom they fhall fly. Vefpafian for this caufe judged them 
unworthy to live, prefuming that if they were let g0, they would fight againft them 
who pardoned their Lives ; it remained to confider See death toput themto. Burthe 
thought with himfelf, the Inhabitants would not patiently abide {0 many to be mafla- 
cred, who had fled to them for fuccour; wherefore he fought to ufe no violence to them, 
becaufe he had promifed them fecurity. But at laft he was overcome by the perfwafion 
of his Friends, who told him that all things againft the Jews were lawful, and that pro- 
fit was to be preferred before honefty, feeing both could not be had : fo Licence being 


L granted to them to depart, they mpediing nothing, were commanded to take only that

way that leadeth to Tiberies. They willingly obeyed as they were commanded, not 
mifdoubting the fafety of their goods or money : But, the Romans had placed them- 

felves on every fide the way even to Tiberias, to the intent that noné. might efcape, and 

fo thut them allin the City, Prefently “after came Vefpafien and enclofed them all in 

an Amphitheater, and fo killed 1200 perfons, who were all old men, or young and un-

| IN the mean time many of the Gamsalians, that had appeared the moft hardy, fled 1. mans 7 
B 


and hid themfelves, and the weaker fort perifhed through Famine : yet a few of undeimine a 
the moft couragious that were left among them, defended the Wall till the twenty fe- soya Tons 
venth day of Oéfober. Upon which day, three Souldiers of the fifteenth Legion, to- witha great 
wards the break of day, undermined the higheft Tower in their quarter, and entred in- 2H. 
toit ; thofethat keptit, neither perceiving them when they came in, nor when they 
went out (for it was in the night-time.) Thefe Souldiers being wary Icft any noife 
fhould be made, removed five of the greateft ftones of the Foundation, and prefently . 
leapt away ; and incontinently the Tower fell with a hideous noife, and with the fall 
killed thofe chat kept it ; whereupon many that kept watch in thofe quarters fled 
through-fear ; and. they who fought to efcape the Romans, were killed ; amongft whom 
Dart from a part of the Wall that was fallen down, and 
there dyed...

dt were by.Gods providence, who would have it fo, a Whirlwind arofe which carried The Romang

1N_ Part of the Inhabitants whereof defired Peace, for that they were Husbandmen, 
and their riches confifted in the Fruits of the Earth; but there were many factious Free- 
Fohn a a booters in the City, and amongft them many of the natural Inhabitants. Thefe peo- 
eee ple were incited to Revolt by one fobs, a very wicked and deceitful perfon, Son to one 
‘inforceth he Levias ; he was of ill manners, bold to attempt any thing, and making noconfcience 
ea of any thing he took in hand, and he was known to all men for one that defired War, 
Rebel, to make himfelf mighty. This man wasa Ring-leader of the Seditious perfons in Gif- 

cale : and for fear of him, the People, who perhaps otherwife would have fent Legats 
to the Romans to requeft peace, were hindred-and forced to ftay till the Romans came 
to fight againft them. Againft thefe People Vefpafian fent Titus, and with hima thou- 
{and Horfemen , andthe tenth Legion towards Scythopolis : Himfelf with the re(t went 
to Cfarea, to refrefh them after their great labour, at the charge of the Towns adjoyn- 
ing ; judging it neceffary to fit them to fuftain manfully the'toyls that were to enfue: 
for he forefaw that he thould have much adoto win Ferufelem, both for that it was very K

-None-of the Townf- 
men were admitted to make anfwer, nor to come tothe Walls 3 for the Seditious were 
Matters of them : and.a Guard was placed at every Gate, left any fhould-go out to 
Fohns anlwe® fubmit chemfelves, or. any Horfemen thould be received into the City. Fohs# made an- 
hoirsticn. {wer for all, That he liked well of the conditions offered, and thar he would either 
7 perfwade.or compel ‘the Inhabitants to accept them : but he requefted that‘that day 
might be granted tothe Jews; being the Seventh day, wherein it’ was nor Jawfal for 
thei to treat of Peace, or make War. For (as the Romans knew ) the Jews every 
feventh day ceafe from all work: and if they profaned it, they who caufed them to do N 
fu, were guilty ofimpiety. Moreover, fo fhort time could not prejudice the Romans, 
being but one nights {pace : for nothing he could effec in that time to endamagethem, 
except only by fleeing out of the City ( which Tztws might prevent by placing a ftrong 
Guard and Watch in every place about it.) That Titus might make advantage of it, 
fince it being his defign to offer them Peace and Safety, ic was an a@ion nolefs worthy 
of him, to have regard to the obfervation of their Law, thana duty indifpenfable in 
them not to violate it, 

Wirh.thefe and fuch like {peeches Fohn fought to delude Titus, being not fo religious 
about the keeping of the Sabbath, as careful for his own fatety : for he feared that the 
City would prefently be taken, and himfelf left alone ; and fo he determined in the Q - 
night to fice, as the only way to fave his Life. Andtruly God would have it fo, a

Tésus, at their requeft, fent certain Horfe- wa it 
men to purfue Fohx, but they could not take him, for before they came, he had gotten ence. vie 
to Ferufalem ; yecthey flew almoft two thoufand of them that fled with him, and broughe 
back again 3000 Women and Children. Titus was angry that Tobz by deceit had 
efcaped unpunithed : yet his anger was fomething appeafed, when he perceived Sohz's 
D purpofe prevented, in thar fo many of his Company were flain, and {0 many brought 7irusmercy ta 
back Captives. Thus he peaceably entred the City, commanding the Souldiers to bis Exemie. 
break downa little piece of the Wall, as it were to take poffeffion of it, and fo punitht Jeave an Ene. 
the Seditious rather with Threats than Torments. For he thought that many were ™Y i= fufpence 
accufed only for private hatred, and fo were in danger to fuffer being innocent : and he than ith she 
thought it better to let the wicked live in fear, than with them to deftroy the guiltlefs ; 3¢y:° con- 
and thae perhaps hereafter they would be more quiet, either for fear of punifhment, or et ii 
for thame of falling again into their former offence, ‘for which they were pardoned: 
whereas if any man fuffered undefervedly, he could not afterwards help it. He placed 
there a Garrifon both to reprefs the Seditious, and alfo to confirm them that defired 
E Peace.

A® foon as Fohz was entred into Ferafalem, all the People flocked about him, and 
47% thofe that came with him, enquiring what new Calamities had betallen their 
F Nation. Some of them being yet out of breath, and not able to peak, thereby difco- 
vered their diftrefS, Yet amid(t thefe their miferies fome boafted thar it was not the 
Roman power that forced them to flic, but that of their own accord they fled thither to 
fight againft the Romans ina fafer place, than that from whence they fled was ; for 
none but unadvifed and rath-headed men would fight for fuch a City as Giftala and 
other places that were not able torefift ; and that it behoved them ail to referve their 
Vigour and ftrength to defend their Metropolitan City. They alfo told them how Gi/- 
cals was taken by the Romans, and that they departed in good fort away, thouch fome Tis cs: 
reposted that they fed. The People of Ferufalem hearing what thefe men reported thos hat ed 
and how many were Prifoners to the Romans, fell into'a great fear, as thouely char ih aw this 
G which had hapned portended their own ruine. But Fohz, ‘nothing athamed he had fo main ear 
fhemefully forfaken them of Gifcala who fled with him, went firft to one and then to again ath:

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another, inciting them all to War, with vain hopes, alledging the weaknefs of the Ro- H 


World, 432. Mans , and extolling their own Puiffance, deceiving the fimple ; and perfwading 
ae PoE them, that though the Romans fought revenge,yet could they never enter the Walls of 
a of “‘Ferufalem, having had fo much ado, and endured fuch difficulties in entering the little 
Lf Bourgs und Villages of Galilee, againft whofe Walls they had broken all their Engines. 
Thefe difcourfes of his incited many young men to Sedition ; but all the wifer fort 
forefaw what was like to enfue, and already mourned for the lofs ofthe City. In this 
Inteftine dif- cafe werethey of Jerufalem : yet betore this Sedition in the City, the Country Peo- 
cord in Fewry. ple began tobe at difcord among themfelves. For Titus departed from Gifcala to Ge- 
farea, and Vefpafian went from Cefarea to Jamnia and Azotws, and took them both: 
and leaving there Garrifons, he returned to C4farea, bringing with him a great multi- 
The Jews turn tude of thofe that had yieldedto him, All the Cities had Civil difcords among them- 
their wetbors felves, fo that when the Romans did not fet upon them, one part of the Jews in every 
felies, City fought againft another, and there was a great diffention between thofe that 
defired peace, and the Seditious People. At fiirft, this Difcord began only in private 
houfes ; but in the end, thofe of one mind united, and began in Companies to 
Rebel openly. Thus every place was troubled with civil difcord : and every where 
rafh young men, who defired War, prevailed againft grave and wife old men, who fore- 
feeing the calamity like to enfue, defired Peace. At firft, the Inhabitants one by one 
The Thieves robb’dand fpoil’d what they could ; but at Jaft in whole Troops they joyned together 
cher in Fereja_ and xobb'd openly, and wafted all the Country about : and in their Robberies they K 
lem fpoilthe fhewed fuch cruelty, that the harm and injury they did to their own Country-men, 
Country. was equal to the miferies which befel them by the Romans , and they who by thefe 
mifcreants were fpoiled, wifl’d rather to have fallen into the Romans hands, But che 
Garifons in thefe Cities, either becaufe they were loth to trouble themfelves, or elfe 
for that they cared not for their Country-men, did nothing, or very little, fuccour them 
that fell into thefe Thieves hands. At laft the Thieves aflembled themfelves together 
from all places, and joyning Companies brake into Ferufalem. This City had noGo- 
vernour, and according to the ancient Cuftom of their Anceftors, was open to all that 
came thither that were their Country-men ; and fo much more willingly at that time, 
becaufe they thought they that came thither, came of good will to help them : which L 
was afterward the-only caufe that the City was deftroyed, and of the more civil diffen- 
tion, Fora great multitude of people unapt to fight being there, confumed the Victu- 
als that would have fufficed for the fighting men : and befides the War, they brought 
upon it Famine and Civil diffention, Then other Thieves came out of the fields there- 
about, and joyning themfelves with thofe that were within thé City, omitted no kind 
Rae and of Villany : fornot content to rob and fpoil, they alfo attempted to commit Murders, 
cdbyeay. not only privily, or in the night upon mean men, but even in the day time they pub- 
lickly fet upon thofe of the chiefeft quality. For firft of all they took Aztipas, who

ter them all that feemed to bear any fway or Authority amongit the People. Great 
fear fell upon the Inhabitants, and every one provided to fave himfelf, as though the Ci- 
ty were already furprized by the Enemies. But thefe people were not content thus to 
have imprifoned thefe great men, they thought it not fafe for themfelves any longer to 
keep them alive : for many went daily to vifit them, who were able to revenge 
their injuries, and moreover they feared that the People would make head againft them, 
being moved with their Infolencies. Wherefore they determined to kill them: and 
to etfect their purpofe they fent one Fox a cruel Murderer, who was the Son of Dorcas: 
he accompanied with ten more, all having fwords went to the Prifon, and flew as ma- 
ny as they found there. To excufe this cruel fad of theirs, they alledged, That all 
they who were flain in Prifon had conference with the Romans concerning the betray- 
ing of the City into their hands ; and that for this Caufe they had flain them as Tray- 
tors to their Country : They alfo boafted that this Fact of theirs had preferved the 
The Thieves City, and that therefore they had deferved well by it. The People were brought to 
a wee fuch flavery and terrour, that the choofing the High Prieft was in their hands, to cle& 
hish Prien. Whom they pleafed ; fo much was their Infolence increafed. Thus they not refpect- 
er ing the Families, cut of which it was only lawful to choofe the high Prieft, they elected 
chofen by | Strangers and bafe perfons to that facred Dignity, and fich as would be partakers of 
them contrary their Villanies and Impieties ; for they, who not deferving it, attained to fuch digni- O 


ome ty, were bound in all things to the Will of thofe by whom they were fo exalted. They

himfelf,and with profane and impure fect to enter into the San@uary. Then the Peo- 70.7 ieee 
ple were incited againft them by the perfwafion of Azanus, who was one of the Priefts, V4 
and the moft ancient and wifeft of chem all, who perhaps had faved the City, had he 

efcaped the hands of thefe Mifcreants. But they ufed che Temple as a Caftle and de- 

fence forthemfelves againft the People, and made the Santtuary a place for them to 

exercife Tyranny in. .Andthat which increafed the forrow of the Citizens, was, that 

amidft thefe Calamities, their Religion was alfo contumelioufly abufed : for thefe 

Thieves, to try of what ftrength and courage the People were, and their own Forces, 

elected by Lot a high Prieft contrary to their Law : which, as we have already faid, 

requireth that the Office of high Prieft be by Succeffion. This deed of theirs they co- 

loured with an ancient Cuftom, alledging that in time paft the high Prieft was chofen 

by Lot; but indeed this their fa@t was a violation of the moft firm Cuftom that was 

amongft the People ; and was only a device to get all Government into their hands,by 
eftablithing Magiftrates at their pleafure. 

Then calling one of the holy Tribes, named Exiachin, they caft Lots, and the Lot pranes a 
fell upon one, whereby their iniquity was difcovered. This man whofe Lot it wasto Sean 
be high Prieft was named Phazias, who was the Son of Samuel, a man not only un- ; high Priett . 
worthy of that Dignity, but who had been fo ill brought up, that he never knew what 
the high Prieftmeant. This Phanias was born in a Village called Aprthafis, Him, 
againit his will. they fetcht out of the field, and as‘it had been ina Stage-Play, they 
pre him with the Sacerdotal habit, and gave him inftructions how he fhould behave 

imfelf, as though fo great impiety had been buta fport. The reft of the Priefts, be- 
holding a far off the holy Laws thus {corned, {carcely contained themfelves from tears, 
and groaned for forrow, that their facred Dignities were fo abufed. The People could 
no longer endure this their Tyranny, but every one bethought himfelf how to fupprefs 
thefe Tyrants. And thofe that were moft earneft herein, were Gorion, fofephs Son, Th ah Cid 
and Simeon the Son of Gamaliel ; who firft went about the City in private, and after- the peaeiaie 
wards in a publick Affembly exhorted the People to be revenged upon thofe Tyrants, evenge. 
who took from them their Liberty ; and to addrefs themfelves to purge the holy Tem- 
ple from fuch vile and unclean Perfons, Likewife the beft difpofed among the Priefts, 
to wit, Fefss the Sonof Gamala, and Ananus, the Son of Azaaus, often in publick Ser- 
mons reprehended and upbraided the People with cheir floth, that they made no more 
hafte to deftroy thofe Zcalous ; for fo thofe wretches termed themfelves, as though they 
had been devout promoters of God's Glory, and not impious malefactors. 

The people being all affembled together, grieved to fee the holy place fo made a 
Den of Thieves, and fuch Robberies and Murtiiers committed openly ; yet did they 
not go abou: revenge, thinking themfelves too weak to deal with thefe Zealots,as indeed 
they were. Whereupon the high Prieft Azazus ftood up among them : and having 
often turned his Eyesto the Temple, and beheld it with tears in his Eyes ; Od, faid he, rhe zeafous 
How far better were it for me todie, than live to fee the Honfe of God thus filled with Impie- the oes 
ty, and the Sanituary wherein none fhould come but the high Pricft, prophaned with the wick- fon ofthele 
ed fret of impicus perfons, clothed in Priefts apparel, and bearing the greateft Authority ? Why violences. 
do I yet live, and to be gray-headed, abftain from dying a glorious death? Nay, rather I alone ae tharp 
wili go againft thefe Murderers, ana as though I were tn a Wilderne{s where there were no eantdie 
man befides my felf, 1 alone will goand offer my foul-in the prefence of God. For what doth Zealous. 
ét avail me to live amongft a People that have no feeling of their own calamity, and which 


Efecketh net to redre{s their own prefent miferics? For you being robbed and fpoiled bear all 


patiently, and being beaten you hold your peace, and there is none amongst you that dare openty

calamity, before they could give notice heréof unto any that would helpthem. Yet 
at laftthey determined to call: the Idumzans to aid them, and fo they write a fhort E- 
piftle to them, letting them underftand how ‘Anaaus, having feduced the people, meaht 
to betray the Mother-City of their Nation to the Romans 3 and that they fighting fot 
their liberty, were by him befieged in the Temple ; that the time wherein they expedt- 
ed fafety was very {hort sand that if they were not prefencly furccour’d;they: were like to 
fall into Avanus and their enemies hands, and theCity to be brought in fubjection to the 
Romans: they alfo order’d maiy things to be { poken by word of mouth tothe Rulers 
of Idumea. For which purpofe were chofen two Principal men, eloquent, and apt to

moved, but every one defired to die, rather than impioufly to joyn with and the Zear 
thefe Wretches againft their own Country : Whereupon they were moit cruelly whip- 
ped before they were put to Death, their Bodies being made as it were one fore place 
by Whipping and Stripes : and when they could not endure thefe Torments any lon- 
ger, they were killed. Who fo was taken in the day time, was in the night carried to 
Prifon ; and thofe that died in Prifon and Torments, they caft their dead Bodies out, 
E that they might have place to imprifon others in their room, The People were fo ter- 
rificd, that none durft weep openly for his Friend, nor bury the dead Body of his Kinf. 
man; yca thofe chat were in Prifon durft not openly weep, but fecretly , looking about 
them, left any of their Enemies thould fee them. For whofoever mourned for any that 
wasuillicted, was prefently himfelf ufed in the fame manner,as he had been for whom 
he lamented.

‘dumtans. and that indeed the Zealots who pretended themfelves Defenders of the Liberty 
of the City, were indeed Enemies, and had exercifed Tyranny over the Citi- 
zens even from thé beginning. - And though they had affociated themfelves with fuch 
wicked perfons, and made chemfelves partakers of fo many Murchers, yet they ought 
now toceafe from fuch wickednefs, and not affift men fo impious to deftroy their Coun- 


ty and Relipion.’ -For though they took it in bad part, that che City Gates were fhut 


upon them, -yet now they were fufficiently revenged of thofe chat were the caufe there- 
of. That ee hirofelf was flain, and almoftall the People in one night ( whereof M 


-miany of them ere long would repent) and that they might now themfelves perceive 
the cruelty of chofe who requefted their aid, to be more than barbarous, had not blufhe 
tocommit fuch Villanies openly, in the fight of them who had faved their lives : and 
that their mifdemeanours ahd impicties would be imputed to the Idumeans, becaufe 
they rieicher hindred their mifchievous Practices,nor forfook their Society. That there- 
fore it was their past (feeing it was now evident that the report of Treafon was only 
Calumny, and that no aflaule by the Romans was to be feared ; and chat the City was 
dmpregnable, provided there were no domeftick divifions ) todepart home, and by for- 


faking the Society of the Impious, to acquit themfelves of their Impiety, as being by j 


them deceived, and fo againft their Wills made partakers thereof.

Noble-man of great Birtl and Dignity, who loved his Country, was very bountital, 232 er 
anda lover of Liberty ; fo that there was none amongft the Jews like him; but tor pulsigne 
his defire of Liberty, and his other Virtues he was put to death. Neither could Meer 7 -V-™. 
Peraita efcape their hands, a man whoin War againft the Romans had thewed himfelf peer 
valiant : and although he often cried out and fhewed the fears of his Wounds received ™*- 
in defence of his Country ; yet they ceafed not for all this moft thamefully to drag him 
thorow the City : and being led out of the City, defpairing of lite, he entreared thae 
he might be buried. But the barbarous People denied his requeft and flew him. At his Nerr’sPray- 
death he befought God that the Romans might come and revenge ic vpoa them, and 5y ina 
that Plague, Famine and C vil Difcord might light upon their City, tebe, 
God heard his Prayers, and fenr upon them all which he imprecared ; and firft of all, 
they were plagued with Civil Wars amongft themfelves. Nigcr being thus flain, they 
were freed from the fear they had of him, that he would refift their wickednefs. Many 
of the Common People were by fome forged’ tale or other put todeath. Some were 
flain,becaufe they had formerly born Arms againft them ; and they who were innocent in 
all points, were put to death for fome occafion devifed in the time of peace : and they 
who did not converfe with them, were murdered as thofe that contemned them ; and they 
that freely and friendly converfed with them, were flain as thofethat fought to betray 
them. In fhort, the greateft offenders and the leaft were all punithed alike, to wit, with

(faidhe) if we prefently affaule them, our coming will make concord amongst oar Enemies, deta ob 
and fo we fball bring upon our felucs their farces yet firm and frong , but by expeting a little ™s Evcnies.

Civil War. God is more our friend than you are aware of, who without our labour and pain 

will deliver the Fews into our hands, and will give us the Victory without endangering our 

Army. Wherefore it is rather our part to be bebolders of the Tragedy, than to fight againft 

men defirous of death, and troubled with the greateft evil poffible, ro wit, demeftical Sedition, 

and Civil War.

LV the poor were left to the laughter. The multitude of the dead bodics that lay on heaps 
together was innumerable, and through the horror of which fight, many of thofe who 
had fled tothe Romans, returned again into the City, choofing rather to die there : 
The Zealors for the hope they had to be buried in their native foil, made death there feem more to- 
bothover the lerable, But the Zealots became fo éruel,that they neither permitted them who were 
Jiving andthe lain within, nor them without the City to be buried. But like men that had now de- 
ane. termined together, with their County-Laws to abolith the Law of Nature, yea and by © 
their impiety to defy God himfelf, let the dead Bodies rot above ground ; and who- 
foever attempted to bury any of them that were flain, whether Friend or Kinfman, he 
was prefently put to death, and left unburied ; and to give Sepulchre to another,was 
crime enough to deferve it. 
To be brief, nothing fo much increafed their indignation as. Mercy : for che wicked 
People were herewith provoked to wrath; their difpleafure and cruelty was extended 
from the living to the dead,and from the dead to the living, And fuch fear fell upon the 
whole City, that thofe chat were left alive, deemed them happy, that being dead, were 
at reft, and free from thofe miferies : and they that were in Prifon, in refpect of the 
torments they endured, thought.themfelves niore unhappy than they who lay unburi- K 
ed. All humane Juftice was perverted, and they {corned and mocked at all divine and 
holy things, and proudly derided the Oracles of the Prophets, efteeming them as Fables 
and Jefts. But having now contemned all Laws, eftablithed by their fore-fathers for 
the punifhment of Vice and increafing of Virtuc, at lat they found that true which 
was fore-told, concerning the Deftruction of themfélves and their Country : For there 
was an old Prophefic, that when Sedition reigned amongf them, and their own hands 
had violated the Temple of God and holy things; then their City fhould be deftroyed 
by War, and their holy Places burned with fire, according to che manner and cuftom 
of War, 





CHAP. II. 
. How Gadara was yielded: and of the Maffacre there. 


fae Bt Fehn who long ago afpired to be Tyrant over all the reft, could not endure 
Fobw:Pride that others fhould partake in Authority with him ; wherefore by little and little 
and Ambition he divided himfelf from their union and fellowthip , after he had drawn to himfelf 
ms fuch as by their impious life were capable of the pot crimes, fo that now every 14 
one perceived (in that he always neglected what others commanded, and imperioufly 
commanded what himfelf thought good) that-he affected Principality. Many joyn- 
ed to him for fear, fome for favour ( for he had a fmooth tongue, able to perfwade to 
what he would); many alfo followed ‘him, thinking it better that all the impiety 
before committed were laid to one mans charge in particular, than upon them all, 
Moreover, being a valiant man of his hands, and one ableto give politick counfel, 
he wanted not followers, not with{tanding that many of the contrary faion left him, 
envying that he,who before was their equal, fhould now be their Matter and Command- 
The grease f+ Fear alfo terrified them from living under the Government of one man 3 forchey 
part of the thought that if he once prevailed, he could not eafily,be overcome: and again, ifhe jy 
sre get weredepofed, that he would pick quarrels againft them in the end, becaufe that they 
okm: refifted him in the beginning. So every man determined rather to fuffer all mifery in 
War, then to fubmit himfelf, and become a Slave. Thus the parties were divided, 
and Fehn was chief of one Faction : fo between them they appointed Guards in every 
place ; and if by chance they combated tegether, they did little or no hurt to one 
another: but the chicf contention was, who ihould bear moft {way amongft the Peo- 
pie, and who thould have the greateft part of the Spoil. Thus the Ciry at one time 
The tenet cf WS Vexed with three intolerable mifchiefs and evils, to wit, War, Tyranny, and Se- 
ofthe: mia. dition: and yet the War feemed a lefs evil than the reft to the Commonalry. Where- 
—Hesafliled fore many leaving their native foil, fled co ftrangers for fuccour, and found among the O 
ger a nage fafety, who with their own Nation lived in continual danger. There was 
; alfo 
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A alfo added « fourth evil which wrought the ruine of the whole Nation. Not far from 
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the City there was a Caftle called Ma/fada,built by the ancient Kings of Perufalem,very wate sss. 


ftrong, to lay up their treafure and munition for War, and to retire themfelves there- after the Natt. 
unto in time ofneed, for the fafety of their perfons. This Caftle was taken and ee 
kept by that fort of Thieves that were called Sicavii, by reafon of their fmal number G-V~ 
durft Rob no more openly, Thefe Thieves feeing the Roman Army now idle,andthe 
peoplein Ferxfalem at civil War and Sedition among themfelves, took courage, and 
again fell co their Villanies. And fo on that day, which is the Feaft of unleavened OF thof: de- 
Bread ( which the Jews kecp holy, in meinory of their deliverance from the £2. ci 
&yptian Captivity ) deceiving the Watchmen, they feized upon a Fort, called Fingad- Caltle ot Maf 
d:: and before the Townfmen could armand unite themfelves together, they were!“ 
by thefe perfons driven out of the Town ; who alfo killed them that could not flie, to 
wit, Women and Children, to the number of more than feven hundred ; and fo fack- 
ing the Houfes, and taking the Fruits that were now ripe, they cgrried all to Maffz- 
da: and fo they wafted all the Villages and whole Country round about them, many 
wicked perfons daily flocking unto them,and joining with them : and by their example, 
other Thieves that a while had been quiet, now robbed again, and {poiled in every 
part of Fudeaz. Andasina body, ifthe principal member thereof be fick, all other 
parts of it are afflicted ; fo Zerufalem being filled with cumults and difcord, thofe en 
that were without the Ciry found licence to rob and {poil : and all thofe that had thorow Furie. 
their Towns deftroyed where they were wont to inhabic, went into the Wildernefs; . 
where affembling and uniting themfelves together, not fo many as an Army, yet 
more than a Company of Thieves, they broke into the Towns and Temples ; and, aaa 
as in War it cometh to pafs, the Country people purpofed-to affault them, by whom” 
they had fuffered fuch injury : buc they were prevented ; for the Thieves underftand- 
ing their coming, fled with the fpoil they had gotten, And there was no part of 
fadea, that did not fuffer together with Jerxfalem their Mother-City. Thofe that 
fied to the Romans, certified Vefpafian hereof : for although the feditious perfons 
kept and obferv'd all paffages, and kill’d them that offered to fly, yet many fecretly 
ftole away from them, and befought Fefpefien, both to help the oppreffed City, and The Fugitives 
to take compafiion upon the reliques of their Nation: affirming, thac many had been aia a 
butchered for withing well to the Romans 3 and many being yet alive, were yet in City, and pres 
greatdanger. Vefpafizn moved to compaffionate their calamities, came with his Ar- ofthe pei 
my. nearer Ferufalem, as though he would have befieged, it ( but indeed his intent was 
to deliver it from the oppreffion of thefe wicked petfons, who in a manner kept it 
continually befieg’d, ) hoping in the mean time to conquer that part of the Country 
that was yet untoucht, and {o to leave nothing to hinder him when he thould begin 
the fiege. Wherefore coming to Gadara,the fttongelt of all the Cities beyond the River, 
he entred into it the fourth day of March : for theChiefett of the City, unknown to 
the feditious people, had feat Embaffadors to him to defire Peace ; and to fave 
their goods and lives, they promifed him to yield the Town into his hands: for there 
were many rich men dwelling in Gadara : but their Enemies knew -not of their Em- 
baffage, till they faw Vefpafian at the City Gates. And fo def, pairing chat they were 
able to keep the City, by reafon they had in the Town many Enemies more in num- 
ber and ftronger than themfelves ; and moreover, fecing Vefpafian even now almoft 
at'the City : and chinking fhame to flie, and not to be tevenged of their Enemies, 
they took Dolefus (a Noble-man and chief of the City, and alfo the Author of that The Gadaren. 
Embaffage ) and killed him ; and for anger beating him after he was dead, they fled a 
out of the City. Now the Romans Army approaching near the City, the people of with joy ana 
Gadara went forth and reccivedVefpafian joyfully,who allo confirmed a League betwixt 2°2mation, 
them and him,and left them a Company of Horfe and Foot to defend them againtt 
the incurfions of the Fugitives their Enemies : for they themfelves, before the Romans 
requelted it, deftroyed the City Walls,that fo they might thew their defire of Peace ; 
becaufe having deftroyed their Walls, if after they delired to rebel, they could not, ie 

Fefpafan then fent Placidus with five hundred Horfemen, and three thoufand eG 
Footincn to purfue thofe that were fled out of Gadara ; and he with the reft of his Fugitives, 
Army returned to Cefarea, But the Fugitives perceiving themfelves to be purfued 
by Placidws, before he could overtake them, got into a lowncalled Bethemabris : 
and finding there many young men, partly for thatthey were willing, partly by force 
they compelled themto arm themfelves, and fo rafhly they came avainit Placidue, 
Placidus and his Army feemed a little to give back, tothe intent to draw them fur- 
ther fromthe Wall; aod chen having compaffed them about ina fr place, the 
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ONL) wounded them afar off with Darts and Arrows, The Jews (cek:nz to fic, were ff 
World, sas. prevented by the Horfemen : and they who offered to fzhr, were by che Romans 
after the Na- Footmen all put tothe Sword, never fhewing any fign of vaiour. For the jews af. 
sity fChrifts Foutecd the Romans, who were all covered with their Shields as with a Wall; and 
.#-™/not being able to break into their bactle, they were flain by the Romans Darts : 
but their Darts could do che Romans no harm - and folike fierce and Savage Beafts 
they wilfully ran upon their Enemies Swords, and all were cither flain, or difperfd by 
Placidue tq. the Horfemen, For Placéc'ws was careful to intercept their paflage to the Town ; and 
keth and bum- to hinder their recourfe unio it, and fore'd thofe back again that fled towards it, ufing 
bntene- his Darts, and Killing thofe that were next him ; till at laft rhe frongeft amongit 
them broke away,and got to the Town Walls. Thofe that were within the City knew 
not what to do,tor they would not fhut the Fugitives of Gadara out of the City, be- 
caule they defired to let their own Citizens in ; and again they perceived thar if 
they ler thefe in, the other thereby would work the overthrow of the City, as ir 
fell out indeed they did. For the Gates being fet open for them to come in, the 
Roman Horfemen almoft broke into the Town with them ; yet the Gates were (hut 
before they could get in. Then P/acidus with all his Souldiers aflaulecd the Town, 
and after a fore fight which continued till the Evening, at laft hc got the Walls, and 
the Town, and flew the weaker fort, forthe ftronger fled : fo the Souldiers firft 
facked the Houfes, and then fired the Town. They who efcaped thence, incited 
the whole Country to fly with chem, reporting their Calamicies with the moft, and K 
affirming that all the Roman Atmy was at hand : and fo they putall the Inhabitants 
there in great fear, and having affembled a great multitude, they fled to Jericho , 
in which place they put their confidence, for that it was ftrong and populous, 
Placidus having Horfemen, and incouraged with his former ViGory, purfued them 
to Sordan, and whomfoever he overtook he flew, andat the River he fought wich all 
the multitude there gathered together ; becaufe that the River being grown deep- 
ex by abundance of Rain thathad lately faln, they could not pafs over ir, 
Wherefore neceflity forced them to fight, becaufe they could not flie : and placing 
___ themfelves along the Banks of the River, they there received the Horfemen, and 
piewia Ning Warded their Darts. Many for fear fell into the River ; and the Romans flew 
Fugitive. there 13000 ; and the reft not able to refift, caft themfelves into the River ; which 
were aninfinite number : alfo the Rotnans took 2200 men alive, and a great boo- 
ty of Sheep, Affcs,, Camels, and Oxen. This Slaughter though it was no greater 
than the former, yet ic feemed to the Jews far greater, becaufe that many all over 
the Country flying were killed, and ‘Jordan was fo filled with dead Carkaffes, that 
none could pafs over it : and alfo the Lake Ajphaltites, was full of dead bodies, 
piaidvsma- brought thither out of divers Rivers. Placidus having fo good fuccefs, went to the 
oo Towns and Villages adjoyned, and took Abila, Julies, Befemoth, and all the Towns 
ngaing he even tothe Lake A(phaltites, and placed in them Garifons of the Jews that had fled 
lee to him: and afterward preparing Ships and furnifhing them with Souldiers, he purfu- M 
edthem that were fled by Water, and overcome them. So all the Country beyond 
Fordan as tar as Macheroz, was reduc’d under the Power of the Romans.

CHAP. IV 
How certain Towns were taken; the Defcription of Jericho. 


. T this time came news of the troubles in Galiz ; and how that Vindex, together N 
ee with theN ability of thacCountry had revolted from Mero;whereof we have made 
mentionin another place. This news caufed Vefpafien to be more eareftto end the 
Wars of the Jews : for even, then he forefaw the Civil War that enfued,and the dan- 
ger of the whole Empire : and he thought that if he could before the beginning of 
thofe troubles end the Wars in the Eaft part of the World, that then Ita/y was not 
info much dangsr, But Winter hindring him, he in the mean’ time placed Gari- 
fons in all Towns and Villages about the whole Country, and appointed Officers 
in every City, and repaired many places, which he had befcre deftroyed. And firft 
ofall, he with his whole Army that wis at Ceferea marcht to Antipatris , and hav- 
ing ferled the Eftate of thar City, after his abode there two dayes, the third day O 
he departed, fpoiling and burning all che Country : asalfo all the Country shoes

And having taken two Towns inthe midft of Idumea, to wit, Begabri, and Caphartopha, 
he flew there above ten thoufand men, and took almofta thouland; and driving out 
the reft of the Inhabitants,he left a great part of his Army there, who made Incurfions, — 

and wafted all the High Places thereabout : with th: reft he returned to famania ; and 

B from thence by Samaria and Neapolis, called by the Inhabitants Mebortha. The fecond 
day of Fane, hecameto Gorea; and pitching his Tent there, the next day he came to 
Fericho, where one of his Captains, named Trajaz, met him with the Souldiers he 
brought from beyond Jordaz, which place he had conquered. But before the Romans 
came, many fled from Jerécho into the high Country over againft Jerufalem ; and many 
that ftayed behind were chere flain. So he found the City defolate, being fcituate ina Popsise Fe 
Plain, under a great barren Mountain, which is ofa huge length : for itreacheth on the vicho. 

North fide, to the Borders of Sythopolis, and on the South to the Borders of 
Sodom and the Lake of Afphaltites. It is Rocky, and not inhabited, becaufe it beareth 
nofruic. Over againft this, near Fordaz, is fituate another Mountain, beginning on the 
C North-fide at Pulias, and reaching to Becra onthe South, which is the Limits of Pe- 
tra, a City of Arabia. In this place is that Mountain which is called the Moun- 
tain of Iron, reaching tothe Country of the Moabites, _ 
The Country between thefe two Mountains is called the Great Field, reaching 
from the Village Gennabara to the Lake of Afphaltites, being in length two hundred The great 
and thirty Furlongs, and in breadth a hundred and twenty ;in rhe mid{ft it is divided Fiel4. 
by the River Fordas. Thefe are alfo two Lakes of contrary natures, Ajphaltites, and 
Tiberias ; for one of them is Sale and hath no Fith, but that of Tiberias {weet and 
abounds with Fifh, This Plain in Summer time is burnt with the heat of the Sun, Two Lates; 
and the Air is infected in ali places thereabouts, fave only about Jorden : and this pba 
are more fertil than the reft. Near fericho there is alarge great Fountain, which 
plentifully watereth the fields thereabout, and rifeth with a great ftream out of the 
ground near the old City : which Folbva the Son of Wun, General of the Hebrews, took 
by War, the firft of all that he took in the Land of Gazaaz. It is reported that in the 
beginning, the Waters of this Fountain deftroy’d ail Fruits of the Earth, and alfo 
made Women be delivered before their time, and infected all places with difeafes, A lage Foun: 
and the plague ; but afterward by Evi/bz, the fucceffour of Elias, was made {weet and fain neer Feré- 
good for conception; which happened in this manner : That admirable perfon being ~ 
once courteoufly entertained by the Inhabitants of ‘ferécho,did thus reward them, and 
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a Pitcher full of Sale into the Water; and lifting up hjs hands to Heaven, and 
tempering with this Fountain-Water certain {weet Waters, he prayed God to a- 

mend the ill qualities thereof, and to make it flow with more fweet Streams : which 4 wiracte 
both might caufe plenty of Fruits, and alfo of Children, to the Inhabitants : and wrought by £2 
that the Water might have the vertue to make Women Fruitful, fo long as they Has 
perfifted in piety. Thefe prayers had the Power to alter the Fountain : and from 
thattimé, this Fountain which before was the caufe of Famine and Sterility, became 

the caufe of Plenty and Fertility. And fo it watereth the ground, that where a lie- 

tle of it cometh, it doth more good than all other waters which lie long upon it : 


~ they that water their Grounds with ic much, do not receive them in that mea- 
fure ; yet it watereth a greater compafs of ground than other Fountains : and in 
length it runneth through a Plain feventy Furlongs long, and twenty broad. Here piuiutand - 
arc inoft pleafant and goodly Orchards, and many forts of Palm-trees growing by pleafant Gar- 
brooks fides, which are divers in the tafte oftheir Fruits ; the fatteft whereof being oe Fe 
preffed, yield a juice like Honey, nothing inferiour to other Honey : yet there is great 
ftore of Honey in the Country, and the juice of Balm, whichis more precious than 
all other Fruits whatfoever. Here grow alfo Cyprefs-Trees and Myrabolans : fo 
that one may juftly fay that this parc of the Earth hath fomething Divine, where 


ther Fruits it furpaffeth all Countries inthe World : for all things multiply and in-

with four trufty Freed-men into the Suburbs, and there kill’d himfelf : And how that 

B fometime after, they chat depofed him were punifhed for that offence: And how the 
Wars ended in Gallia, and that Galba being created Emperour, returned to Rome out Gal 
Spain: and how he was accufed of Cowardize by the Souldiers, and by them killed in 
the Market-place, as one of bafe condition: and how Otho was declared Emperour, and 0/49, 
led his Souldiers againft Vitellius : alfo Vitellius his troubles and his fight before the V#elim. 
Capitol : and how Astonius Primus, and, Mutianus flew Vitellins, and fo appeafed the 
German Troops and theCivil War. Of all thefe I have forborn to {peak, becaufe I 
prefume both the Greeks and Romans have written thefe things at large ; yer I have 
briefly recapitulated this to cantinue my Hiftory. ;

their living upon this Water by gathering this Bitumen, draw it to their Boats, 
and it is fo tough and clammy, that having filled their Boats herewith, it is not eafie 
for them to get them away, but their Boat is as ic were faftened, and hangeth upon 
the reft of chat mafs of bituminous matter, till it be feparated from it by the terms 
or urine ofa Woman. This bituménous matter is good to clofe the rifts of Ships, and 
alfo to cure many difeafes. This Lake is five hundred and ¢; hty Furlongs long, 
i Jand a extending to Zoar whichisin Arabia ; and ie is a hundred and fty Furlongs broad. 
unto the Lake Near this Lake is the Land of Sodom and Gomorrah, fometime both fertil and rich: 
AUpbattitex pow all burne, having been for the impiety of the Inhabitants confumed with light- 
ning and chunder, To be thort, one may here behold as it were the reliques of that M 
fire that by Gods appointment deftroyed the place : for one May yet fee fome re- 
mainders of chofe five Cities, and Trees and Fruits {pringing up inthe athes : which 
ee fruit to the Eye feemeth like other fruits ; but if you handle them, they fall into afh- 
leg.

Fortune feconding what he defired, he began to think with himfelf ic was God's 
providence thathe was made Emperour, and brought to thateftate. And fo he cal- 
led to mind all tokens and figns ( as there had hapned many, which foretold that he 
thould be Emperor ) and among the reft, he remembred that which Fofeph had told 
him, and though Nero was yet alive, prefumed to call him Emperour ; and he ad- 
mired the man, who was.yet inhold. But calling Muréanus and the reft of his friends 
C together, firft of all he told themhow Valiant Fofeph had been, and what difficulty he meat his 
had to win Fotapata, only becaufe of his Valour ; and then his Prophecies, which Captains a- 
at that time he efteemed only Fables, fained for fear ; but nowtime and event had ier 
proved themtrue, Wherefore it feemed an unreafonable thing, that he, who had 
been the foreteller of his Exaltation,and a Meffenger to himfrom God, thould fill 
: continue in bonds like a Captive, and be left in adverfity. So calling for Fofeph, he 
commanded him to be fet at liberty. This fadtof his made the Captains idee him 
hope for great reward at his hands, feeing he had been fo,kind toa ftranger. Titus 
being there prefent, faid ; It és meet, O Father, that as you acquit Jofeph from Gap- 
tivity, fo you alfo take away the fame of that which he hath already endured. For if we 
D wot only unty his Chains , but alfo break them in funder, he fhall-be as though he had ne- 
ver been in bondage : for this is the manner ufed for redrefs, when any one being guiltlefs is 
commited to bonds, Vefpafian hereto agreed : ‘and fo one came with an Axe, and hew- 
eg his Chains in pieces. Thus was ‘fofeph rewarded for his Prophecy + and thencefor- 
ward he was efteemed worthy to be believed. | 





CHAP, XIII. 


Of Vetellius bis Death and Manners. 
: V Hen Vefpafam had anfwered the Embaffadors,and difpofed of all the Commands 
of his Army according to every onesmerit, he wentto Antioch, and there de- 
liberated whither to go firft ; and it feemed beft to himto goto Rome, rather than to J- Vofpafien be 
lexandria:for he knew that Alexandria was quiet & firm,but Rome was held by Vitelliys, thinks himfelf 
Wherefore he fent Mutianus into Italy, with many Troops of Foot and Horfe: who aia sas 
fearing to go by Sea, went thorow Cappadocia and Phrygia ; for it was Winter-time. 
Axtonius Primus, who was Governour of Mafra, brought from thence the third Legion 
remaining there, and march’d againft Vitellius. Vitellius {ent Gacinna to meet hira witha 
great Army:who departing from Rome,met with Antonius at Gremonaja Town of Lombar- 
F dy,fituate upor the confines of Italy , but beholding the difcipline & order of his Forces, 
he durft not fight with them: and thinking it very dangerous to flie,defign’d to revole ; 
and fo calling to him the Centurions and Tribunes ofhis Army, he perfwaded them to 
go and joyn with Avstonius, after he had extcnuated Fitellixs his Power, and extolled 
that of Vefpafan : affirming the firft to have only the barename of the Emperour ; and (ecinza per. 
the laft to have alfo all Vertues meet foran Emperour. Moreover, that it would be eerkeae 
better for them to do that of their own accord, which otherwife they thould be compelled forfake rise. 
to; and feeing themfelves already furpaffed in number, it was Prudence to prevent all js? va. fo 
danger. For Vefpafian was able without their affiftance to fubdue all the reft: but Vitellins an. 
was not able with their help to keep that he had. And fj peaking to this effeét,he perfwad- 
G ed them to all that he would have done. And fo with his whole Army joyn’d with Astonins, 
The fame night, the Souldiers repenting themfelves of what they had done, and al-

4S? with his Army and affaulted chem who revolted from him, and they a while refifted; yet 
pretended for at lait forced to retire,they fled to Cremoza; and Primus accompanied with Horfemen, 
Treafon. prevented their efcape, and fo flew moft of them before they got into the City; and af- 
terward fetting uponit, he gave his Souldiers the {poil of ir. Many Merchants of other 
Countries, many Townfmen were flain,& a!l Vitelins Army, confifting of 30200 men. 
Antonius loft in this battel 4500 of thofe whom he brought out of Mefia: And deliver- 
Vefpsjieabo- ing Cecinna from Prifon,he fent him to carry the news hereof to Vefpafian : who praifed 
phic pee “him for his fa@, and honoured him above his expeétation, in reward of his Treafon, 
Ged honours: — Sabinus, who was at Rome, hearing that Antonius was at hand, greatly rejoyced, and 
greet took courage : and gathering together the Companies of the City-watch, in the night- 
time he feiz’d on the Capitol, and in the morning, many of the Nobles joyned with 
cura him, amongft others Dozs:tian,his Brothers Son, who was a great caufe and help to ob- 
ae thofe thathad revolted with him: as it were naturally thirfting after the blood of the 
Nobility,he fent all the Army he brought out of Gerwiany with him, to affault the Ca- 


pitol, where many valiant deeds were fhewed on both parts: and at laft the Germans, 
being moft in number, got the Capitol Hill. Domitian with many brave Noblemen, as it K 


were by Gods providence, efcaped fafes the reft of the multitude were there flain. Sa- 
Linus was carried to Vitellius, and by his commandment inftantly put to death «and the 
Souldiers taking away all the gifts and treafure in the Temple,fet it one fire. The day 
PaelinsTeee Feral places of the City,the forces of Vitedlius were all defeated: whereupon Fitellias 
came out of his Palace drunk and full gorged with delicate meat ; he was imediately 
feiz’d upon,and drawn thorow the midft of the ftreets,and after many contumelies,flains 
having reigned Eight months , and five days: if he had lived longer, the whole Em- 
pire had fcarce been fufficient to have maintain ed hisGluttony. There were flain above 
50000 uf other people. And this was done the third day of Ottober. The day after, 
Mutianys with his Army entred Rome, and repreifed the Souldiets of Anzonius,who ftill 
fought about in every place fur Vite/lixs’s Souldiers,and many of his favourites,and flew 
The people of whom they thought good,not examining any matter,by reafon of their fury: and bring- 
daira Yfpai- ing out Domitian, he declared to the people that he was to govern the City till has 
a» Empttour. Facher came. ‘The people being delivered from fear, proclaimed Vefpafian Emperour, 
and made Feaftsand Triumphs both under one, for his eftablifhing in the Empire, and 
for joy that Vitellias was depofed.

ews being thus come out of Ayr by the Defart into Syria, he de- 
parted for Cefzrea, purpofing there to fet his Army in order, And 
whilft he was with his Eather Vefpafian at Alexandria, difpofing of 
the Empires that God had given him,it happened that the Sedition at 
Ferufalem divided into three parts, and fought one againft another: 
ae and well it was they were fo equally divided. 
We have already fufficiently declared who were the Authors of the Faction of the a threefold 


Zealots, whofe tyranny over the City was the rine thereof : and this may be faid to Seaton in 





turned his cruelty againft his own bowels. So Elcazar the Son of Sizzon, who was the 
firft chat in the Temple divided the Zealots fromthe People, faining himfelf to be dif- 
pleafed wich that which Yobz every day did ; yet in Truth, for that he envied that a 
greater Tyrant than himfelf fhould be Ruler, defirous to be Chief, and make himfelf 
Mighty, he revolted from the ref: and with him Jade the Son of Chelcias, and Simon 
the Son of Exronz, two of the moft potent amongft them. Befides them, wasalfo Eze- 
chias the Son of Ghobarus,a Nobleman, all of which had many of the Zealots following 
them: and poffefing themfelves of the inner part of the Temple, they feca Guard in 
the entrance, and inthe facred Gates, prefuming apon the fulnefs af their Stores : for 
there was great quantity of facred Provifion, which they thought it no impiety to make 


Gute of ; yet fearing their finall number, they permitted many of the Company that were 


killed, to remainin the places where they were flain, ohn was fuperiour iri number, 
but 
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World, 4234. could not without danger make incurfions ; yet his Rage would not fuffer him to for- 


after eyes bear infefting his Enemies, though thereby his party had more harm than thofe of E/e- 
a a eel azars, and he ftill affaulted them to his own coft : Thus many Affaults were continu- 
WV ally made, and many Darts caft, and the Temple was prophaned with murders. Simon 
the Son of Giora ( incited by the People to be their Leader, in hope he would have affift- 
ed them, having in his hands both the higher part of the City, and greater part of the 

lower ) did now more boldly than before affault Fohx and his followers, becaufe they 

were affailed by thofe above : yet he being as it were beneath John and his party, 

The feht be. fuftained as much lofs at their hands, as Joha himfelf did from them who were above 
rween'Jorn him, Thus Johx was doubly engaged with E/eazer, who infefted him from above, and 
wn ES“ Simon from below : But Simons affaults from below were eafily repulfed, and it was 
Simon and not a little mifchief he did thofe who gaul’d him with their Darts from above, by cer- 
Fohn stirmith tain Engines that he invented, by which he caft Stones and Darts among them, and flew 
mane SE" feveral both of their Souldiers and Priefts, as they were offering Sacrifice to their God. 
For though they were generally too prone to all manner of wickednefs, yet thofe that 

would were permitted to offer Sacrifice, watching and diligently guarding thofe of 

their Nation. For Strangers which came thither for devotion, were not miftrufted : 

But after thefe wicked People had permitted them to Sacrifice, when they had finifhed 

Grest flaugh- their devotions, they were made a prey, and confumed by this Sedition. For Darts 
es and other fhot with force of the Engines came into the Temple and Altar, and flew the 
Priefts acthe Altar. And many whocame from the uttermoft parts of the World unto 


that holy place, were flain as they offered facrifice, and imbrued the Altar with their: 


blood, which all the Greeks and barbarous People did reverence : The ftrangers and 
Priefts were forced to remain promifcuoufly among the dead Bodies, and the place 
about the Altar was full of Blood. O miferable City! What didft thou fuffer at the Ro- 
mais hands, to be compared to this, although chey fet thee on fire to parge thee from Iniquity 2 
Now thou wert feparate from the ervice oft God, and couldft not fubjift long, being made a Se- 
pulchre of thine ovon Inhabitants, and thy Temple by thy Civil Wars become a Grave of dead 
Bodies. Neverthele{s, It is not impoffible but chow msayft be reftored to thy former Eftate, if 
Sirft thon appeafe Gods wrath that hath made thee defolate, But 3 muft mot give place unto for- 
row, and write a Lamentation of my miferable Gountry, feeing I have undertaken to write a 
Hiftory of all things that paft there. Wherefore I will recount rhe reff of the Impicties of thefe 
Seditious. 
The feditious People being divided into three Companies ; E/eazar and his followers 
dei who had the keeping of the holy firft-fruits, and all the facred Oblations, came againft 
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but inferiour in the quality of the place : for having his Enemies above his head, he H

fen at’ Alfo as far as hedrave them into the City, fo far did he fire all, and burnt Houfes full 

their Com. of Corn and other Neceffaries ; and that which he left unburned, Sioz at his return 
( when obz was goneintothe Temple) fet on fire : as if on purpofe to give the Ro- 
mans an advantage, they had confumed all their Provifions for the Siege. 

Tobe fhort, allwas confumed with fire about the Temple, and the City was levelled 

- -and made plain ground to fight in, andthe Corn burnt that might have fufficed for ma- 
Aweetched Y years; by which means they were reduced by a Famine of their own making, which 
calamityin could not have been brought upon them had they not caufed irthemfelves.. The Citi- 
Fervfalem. zens were in every place a prey to thofe that were Seditious on one fide, and to them 

that befieged them onthe other; and like a great Body torn in pieces betwen thefe two. 
The old Men and Women aftonifhed with thefe Calamities, prayed for the good fuc- 
cefs of the Romans, and defited their forreign Enemy might deliver chem from their

This was the occafion of great fear and terrour among them all; andthe more, be- 
caufe it was no time now to confult, and no hope left of accommodation, or flight to 
them that defired ir. For all places were kept, and the Rebels within kill’d whoever 
they perceived well-withers to the Romans, or did endeavour to fly to them, as common 
Enemies. However thefe wicked perfons agreed in this, to put the juft Men to death, 
who beft deferved to live, Day and night nothing could be heard but the noife of them 
that fought one againft another; yet the condition of them that lived in pope

A fear was far more miferable, who every day had new caufes and occafions of forrow 


given them ; yet durft they not publickly lament, for fear ; and fo not darins to 
thew their grief, they fecretiy forrowed: no man obferved any reverence 6 them [7 the Ne. 
that were alive amongft them, nor took any careto bury the dead. The caufe of 2 4 # 
both which. Was, that every man defpaired of himfelf. For whofoever were not joyn- CN 
ed with the Seditious, grew to be carelefs of all things, as making account prefently salient 
to die athoufand deaths, But the seditious gathering the dead bodies upon heaps, cafe 
continued their fighting, and trod upon them; and as it were encouraging themfelves 
by the dead under their feet, they became more cruel, ftill devifing new ftratagems 
onc againft another, and immediatly executing whatfoever they devifed without any Thecruely of 
B .commiferation ; omitting no kind of Murther, and leaving no cruelty unpractifed ngewe 
fo that Sohn prophan’d the holy things of the Temple,and made them Engins of War 
For formerly the Priefts and People had determined to underprop the Temple;and build 
it twenty Cubits higher, and King Agrippa, with great labour and expence, had 
fent them in Timber for that. purpofe from Mount Libanus. Which being put off 
by the Wars, john took the Timber and made ufe of it : for that defign he erected a Fol» made ufe 
| Tower to fight againft thofe that aflaulted him from off the Temple ; and this Tower. oe eta 
he built along the Wall over againft the Chapter-houfe that ftandeth on the Weft torhely ules, 
fide of the Temple 5 for he could build it in no other place fo conveniently. And °° mae Ea 
having thus impioufly furnifhed himfelt with Engines, he hoped hereby to have de- ae 
C floyd: his Enemies. But God made his labour in vain, and beforehe could pre- 
agent ee a the Ne bes againft the City. 

_ For atter that Titus had gathered together part of his Army, and orde in cedeych 
tq meet him. at Ferufalem, he departed fro Cefares , hieiae dice ey ee ee 
lately under the conduc of his Father Vefpajian had wafted all Fadea, and the twelfth 
Legion that fometime under Ceftins’ were Overcothe, and put'to flight by the Jews : 
who being valiant enough of themfelves, were impatient to be imploy’d again apainft the 
Jews, to revenge themfelves of their former difgrace. Titus commanded the f thLegion - 
to meet him at Ferufalem, and to march by Ezmaus, and the tenth Legion by 
Fericho : the refthe took with himfelf, accompanied with the Kings forces that came 

D tohelp him, having been reinforced with confiderable Supplys out of Syria. Titus 
alfo brought forces with him ¢o fupply the number that was wanting, which forces 
were {ent by Vefpafiaz under Mutianas into raly:for he brought two thoufand fele& men 
from the Legions at Alexandria, and three thoufand followed him from Exphrates 
together with Tiberius Alexander his cheifeit friend, and one next him in Authority, 
who before was Governour of Egypt, and thought a fit man to be Governour of the 
Aamy ; for that he was the firft that entertain’d the Emperour being new elected. 
and joyn’d faithfully with him before he knew what fuccefs he thould have : he was 
prefent with him in all his affairs as his chiefeft Counfellor, and was renowned both 
for his Wifdom and Experience, i :

Ho» Titus went to Jerufalem to fee their fireagth, and how he 


was ingreat danger, 


To being now togo into the Enemies Country, caufed all his Auxiliaries to Titus cometh

For Titws underftood (and it was tme ) 
tofoundthe . that the people defired Peace, but were overpowerd by the Seditious, and fo durft 
ee SAGE attempt any thing. Titus riding along the high-way that wenrto the Walls, faw 
- noman : but turning afide towards the Tower Pfephinos with his Horfemen, an infi- 
nite number prefently iffued out by the Towers of Women, at a Gate oppofite to 
Helens Tomb ; brake his Guard-of Horfemen intotwo parts, and advanc’d to hinder I 
wus in dan. thofe Horfemen that were yet in che high way, from joyning with the ret that had 
eal ae croft the way, by which means they had divided Titus from the reft of his com- 
pany, in fo muchas he could proceed no further fo. the Ditch of the Town-Wall on 
one fide, and for the Garden Pales on the other fide: and there was no way for him 
to return unto his Souldiers, the Enemies being between him and home. Many of 
his Souldiers not knowing their General was in any danger, but fuppofing him amongft 
them ftill, fled away. Titws feeing that he had only his own valour to truft to, turn- 
ed his Horfe againft his Enemies, and with aloud voice exhorted his followers to do 
rritwe fghteth the like, and fo he brake violently into the midft of them, hafting to get unto his 
yanely with Company. It was evident at that time that God giveth che Vidtory, and hath aK 
his Enemies particular care of Kings, Princes and Emiperours. For notwithftanding chat an 
infinite number of Darts and Arrows were fhot at Titus, and he had no: Armour at 
all ( for as we have already faid, he came to view, not to fight ) yet had he not one 
wound, but all paft him; as though purpofely every one had ftriven to mifs him, 
But Tites with his Sword made way, cut down many that oppofed themfelves againit 
him, and with his’ Horfe paft over them. The Jews feeing Titus his valour, cried 
Titvs putteth one and exhortéd one another to fet upon him; but whi herfoever he tumed, the 
bi pone Jews fled, and would not abide by it : likewife thofe Souldiets thar were with him, 
turns in fafecy encompafled him round. Forevery mais hope lay In charging through’ with Tits, 
GT Ca ei they were clofed in and‘opprefied. Two-of the moft valiant aniongft them L 
were flain, the Horfe of the orie was killed with his maftér, but the others Horfe was 
taken by the Jews. But Titus and the teft came fafe into the Camp. And thus 
the Jews being fuccesful at fir, were mhightily encouraged, and that encouragement

rite Camp from the City : in that quarter T2tus commanded two Legions to encamp themfelves, 
wnt. fades and the fifth Legion to retire three Furlongs off, to the intent that the Souldiers who 
ofthe Cy. ere wearied with travelli ag all night, might entrench themfelves without fear or 
' danger; no fooner had phey begun theis work; but prefently the tenth Legion came, N 
who were to pafs by fericho, which Vefpafian had already fubdued, and placed a 
Garifon there. This Legion was commanded to eneamp fix Furlongs from Sers- 
Salem, near Mount Ofiver, on the Eaft part of the City, and is enclofed-with a deep 
Valley called Cedron, This great Army fo fuddenly arriving seconciled the diffentions 
within the City for fome time : and the three Factions beholding with admiration 
the Roman Camp, became friends, and all differences were compofed.: They began 
The Sedition’ €S examine and confider what madnefs had caufed them to fuffer themfelves to be en- 
ape amos clofed with three Walls, to their prejudice, and lofs of thei lives : and that they 
~ fhould ftand ftill, and be fpeGators as it were of fisch dangerous preparations, 
without making the leaft Countermine or provifion to defeit-them. ; whilft fome cri- 0 
ed, Weare only valiane againft our felves, by our {edition maffacring and murder- 
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A ing one another, till at lait we {hall betray our City into the hands of the Ro. mow, 
mans, . ed ee Ae 
Thus being affembled they exhorted one another : and betaking thernfelves to their “ter the Na. 
Arms they iffued out of the City, firft upon the tenth Legion, and with a great thout tetey of Chrift 
fet upon the Romans that were entrenched in the Valley. The Romans beino all “aN 
at workin the Trenches, and moft of them having laid down their Weapons ( pre- aTicas 
fuming the Jews durftnot have’ made: any falley by reafon of the variance among{t mans. 
themfelves ) were fo much furprized, thar great part of them immediately fled ; {ome 
of them ftood to their Arms, but were flain before they could get into a pofture of 
detence. The number of the Jews was daily increafed by their firtt fuccefs,; and 
B though yet their number was but fmall, they thought themfelves many, and fo did the 
Romans think them too, becaufe of their good Fortune. The Romans, who always 
obferve Military difciplinc, were that time by their fudden affaulting, fo troubled, 
they obferved no order, and fled : yet whenfoever they turned again upon them that 
followed them, they cafily. wounded the Jews, partly becaufe their eagernefs was 
fuch that they did not much feck to defend themfelves, infomuch that they ealily flay- eed $2: 
ed the Jews from purfuing them. « Yet the number of them that purfued them ftill mansficm 
increafing, they weremuch difordered and at laft forced to forfake the field, and leave ti Camp. 
their tents : and the whole Legion had been in great danger, had not Titus upon 
the news thereof {peedily reliev'd them, and upbraiding their cowardlinefs recalled 
c them from flight; who with them, and the chofen men he brought, encountring 
the Jews on one fide, flew many of them, wounded divers, put the reft to flight, and 
forced them into the Valley. The Jews being now in the lower ground, and having 
endured much at the Romans hands, fince fortune frowned upon them, turned a- The feht of 
gain, and having the Valley between them, they fought with the Romans 5 And the Jews with 
the fight continued till noon. oe the Romans, 
- Alitcle after mid-day, Titus guarding the the reft with thofe that he brought to fue- 
cour them, and placing others to prevent the excurfions of the Jews, commanded 
the reft to entrench themfelves in the top of the Mountain. The Jews thought the 
Romans had fled, and their Sentinel upon the Walls, making a fign to them by fha- 
p king his Garment up and down;a great multicude of them ran violently upon the Ro- 
mans, as though they had been Savage Beafts, fo that none of their enemies were a- 
ble to withftand them ; but as though they had been ftticken with {ome Engine; fo 
all of them werediverfly fcattered and forced to fly into the Mountain, But Titys The Romans 
on the fide, of the Mountain remained with but few with him s notwith{tanding his tome 
friends, who for their love to their Emperour ftayed wich him, and abode the danger, and driven to 
did carneftly perfwade him to fly from tlie Jews, who defperately charged them, and ‘® Momain. 
notto endanger himfelf for them, who ought rather to abide it than he: That he 
fhould think upon his quality and condition, who was not a private Souldier, bur Ge- 
neral of them all, and Lord of the whole ‘World, and not abide where there was fuch 
E danger. But he pretended he heard them not, oppofed himfelf againft them that 
affaultedhim, ftriking them upon the faces, killed thofe thar made refiftance, and pur- 
fued the reft down the Hill, and forced them to retire. The Jews were amazed at his Bas 
Valour, yet did not flie ‘into: the City, but avoided him both fides, and fled into the ic 
Valley: and he purfuing chem hindred their flight. Inthe mean time thofethat were Jews. 
encamping above, feeing their Comrades beneath put to flight,fled likewife, thinkin 
themfelvs not able to refift the Jews, and imagining that Titus was likewife fled:for had 
-they thought he had made head , they never would have forfaken their quarters ; 
-but now in diforder, they knew not wherefore, fome fled one way, and fome another, Fear and 
till perceiving the Emperour ingaged, and fearing what might befal him, they with (opt among 
F loud cries fignified it unto the whole Legion. Whereupon the Romans turning a- 
gain, and upbraiding one another for deferting their Emperor in fuch danger,they ral- 
lyed and came with all the violence they couldupon the Jews, and driving them down 
the Mountain, forced them to retire 3 yet the Jews fought in their retreat, and fee- 
ing the Romans too hard, becaufe they were upon the higherground,they drew down The Jews fight 
into the Valley. Tits affaulted them that were drawn up againft him, and command. feiss, 
ed thereftto go and finifh their Trences. And he with thofe that were with him to unto the Val- 
defend the workmen, kept the Jews from molefting them. So, if I may {peak with- '* 
out flattery orenvy, Cefar himfelf did twice preferve the whole Legion from deftru@i- 
on, and gave the Souldiers opportunity to entrench chemfelves, 
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revity of Lhrift ; 
RAR Of the fight within the City upon the feaft of unleavened Bread, 
foe een Uring the intermiffion of theForeign Wars, they fell to their former fedition again, 
chein oad which caufed Civil Wars among them, And againft the feaft of Unleavened 


Teale and bread, which isthe fourteenth day of Apri/ ( for upon this day the Jews fay that they 
concen were delivered out of the Bondage of Egypt ) Eleazer and his Companions opened the 
pitcthtke ~~ Gates, to the intent that all that would might come in to adore and do their devoti- I 
Zeuoste ion, But Fohn uled this Feftival-day as a means to effect his deceit ; and caufed ma- 
feh a mighty ny of his Company that were unknown, to enter ip among the people with Weapons 
flition “under their Garments, giving them charge when they were entring to poffefs them- 
felves of the Temple: and fo foon as they were within, they caft off their Garments, 
and fhewed themfelves in Armour, Prefently a great tumult arofe within the Tem- 
ple 5 for all the people that were not of the Sedition, thought themfelves betray- 
ed: and the Zealots thought this Treafon only practifed to prejudice them; fo that 
leaving the Gate which they kept before, and leaping down fromthe Towers without 
offering to fight, they fied into the Vaults of the Temple, The people flock about 
the Altar, und others were driven with them into the Temple, and killed with Clubs 
and Swords, and trodden under-foot. Many were flain upon private hatred,under pre- 
tence of fiding with the Enemy. And whofoever formerly had offended any of thofe 
Athreefoll ‘Traitors, he was putto death, as though he had been oneof the Zealots. But they 
‘cition divi- who had cruelly raged againft the Innocent, gave the wicked leifure to efcape out of 
pats? thofe Caves whereby they had no harm : and having gotten the inner part of the 
Temple, and all belonging thereunto, they did now more confidently than before 
Ment yeusz. fight againft Simon: Thus the Sedition that was before divided into three parts, was 
lmishellow now reduced into two. Titus being defirous to bring his Army nearer the City, fent 
es out a commanded party of Horfeand Foot, which he thought fufficient to hinder 
is filledup- the excurfions of the Jews from Scopes, and another oe he fent to plain all the 7, 
grounds betwixe him and Feru{a/em, who cut-down all H ges, and Pales, and Fences, 
and Wood { though they were fruit-trees ) filled the Valleys, and. made it plain 
ground ; levelling the Rocks and Mountdins that made the Country unequal ; by 
doing of which allthe way was plain’d ftom Scopos to Herods Monument, which is not 
far from the Lake of Serpents, called formerly Bethore. 





| CHAP. V, 
The Jews firatagem againft the Roman Souldiers. 


A, Bout this time the Jewsdevifed this ftratagem againft theRomans. The moft 

£-% couragious among the Seditious people went out unto the places called the Wo- 

micns Towers, and pretended to be driven thither by that party in the City that defi- 

red peace; and that fearing the Romans,they were come thither for thelter ; others got 

up on the Walls,and pretended themfelves Citizens,they called out for Peace and defi- 

red their friendthip ; promifing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 

tec : and whilft they were fo doing they threw ftones at their Companions aforefaid, 

Tt: aheicy pretending to drive them from the Gates, They pretend likewife great eameftnels N 
evibeSouli- and importunity tc che people for their confent, and asif that had fail’d they feemed 
Howe tt to endeavour to force their paffage to the Gates, fometimes advancing as if they would 
trary to Ys: have gone off to the Romans, and then again retreating as men in great trouble and 
edinan<-  confulion, The Romans perceived not their defigne but feeing the Seditious ready 
ta fall into their hands, arid the people (as they thought )ready to open the Gates, pre- 
par'din poft-hafte to have entred into the City, But Titws fufpected their Kindnefs, 
as feeing no reafon for it. For the day before, having by Fofeph offered them peace, 
he perceived their minds far from any fuch thoughts : wherefore he commanded 
the Souldiers to keep their quarters andnot remove ; yet fome of them, appointed 

_ to work in the Trenches, taking their weapons ran unto the Gates, and the Jews whoO 


fecmed te be driven out ofthe City fled in appearance, but at laft when they came unto

upon their backs: and they that were upon the Walls caf all The year of rhe 
upon them, fo that they flew many ai wounded Rs fae ae ae cs afir thn.

The Roman Souldiers were highly threatned by their Captains, and Csfar accofted 
B them with this fpeech : The Fews led only with defperation, do all things with advice and Cees thar 
counfel, devifing deceits : and fortune favoureth their praitices becaufe they are orderly, en © 
and trae one to another, But the Romans ( whom ifor their Obedience and Diftipine fart “ee Souldiers. 
was wont formerly to favour ) do contrariwife offend herein, and \for their rafb and wnadvi- 
Sd fighting, are overcome : and which is worft of all, in Cafars prefence offering to fight 
without Orders, 7 to military Law and Difcipline ; which Lam ure my F ther or be 
snfatisfied to hear. For he who F ioe his infancy, hath been trained is Arms, never 
offcnded in this fort ; and what {oa we fay to our Law thas pusifoeth the beaff difebedience 
with death, when eur whole Army difobey the Emperours command ¢ Bat( faith he)zhey who 
fo arrogantly have difobeyed our command, {ball prefently underfland, that among the Ry-

-C bare the names of men, but they were ftronger chan this thar bare tlie name of a Wo- 


man. This Tower was in all fifty five Cubits high. 

Thefe three Towers were of great height,yet by reafon of their ficuation they feemed 
far higher : for the old Wall whereupon they were built was placed upon high ground, 
and thetop ot the Hill whereupon they ftood was above thirty Cubits high, whereby 
their height was much increafed. The michnefs alfo was admirable ; for it was not 
ordinaty ftone, but all White Marble, every ftone being twenty Cubits long, ten 
Cubits broad, five Cubits thick, and all fo ingenioufly contrived, that every ftone 
by it felf feemed a Tower; and every Tower feemed to be butone Stone. Thefe 
were placed on the North fide of the City ; and adjoyning to them within the City 
was the Kings Palace, furpafling all that can be fpoken of it : being for greatnels 
andexcellent work to be compared to the richeft buildings inthe World. Ie was 
compaffed about witha Wall thirty Cubits high, adored with goodly Towers round 
about, every oneoflike diftance from other, beautified with dwelling Houfes. and____. ; 
Lodgings for a hundred of the Nobility, The variety of the Marble it was built with- ee &"8° 
al was admirable, for there was no fort, how rare or coftly foever, but was there, The 

Ceiling of the Rooms for the length of the Beams and the beauty thereofpaffed all cre- 

dit ; and then their number; and richne(s of theix furniture was extraordinary.In every 
«zoom there were many Veflels of gold and filver,and many Porches round about,one an- 

{werable unto another, and Pillars in every one. There were many pleafaneWalks wich 

divers Trees, and many Allies with Fountains and Waters-works, and Cifterns adorn- 

ed with Brazen Images,from which ran out Water, and about the Water many Dove- 

houfes full of tame Pigeons. But it is impoflible fufficiently to declare the riches 

and beauty of the Kings Palace, and a grief to think what gcodly things, and how 

rich, the Theives didthere fet on fire : for thefe things were not burnt by the Ro- 
mans, but by the Seditious Thieves ( asis before faid, ) at the beginning of this Re. A/S Si8* 
bellion, who confumed all with fire, even from the Cattle Axton: from whence the by the Thei.es 
fire came, and deftroyed the Kings Palace, and the Covers and Tops of the three *®<+- 
Towers. The Temple was, as is before faid, buileupona hard Mountain, and ae 

the firft, the Plain upon the top thereof was {carcely big enough to contain it and the Ete eile 
Temple-yard, the Hill being very fteep. But when Kiag Solomon, who alfo built the motticeng 
Temple, had compaffed the Eaft pare thereof with a Wall, he alfo placed a Porch Hill.

tk perches’ The building was anfwerable unto thefe Foundations. For all the Porches were 
werebuitof double, and every one was {upported by Pillars, cach of them being five and twenty 
quice Marble. Cubits high, and all of one piece, and of white Marble : the top whereof was all of Ce- 
byPillas, dar, whofe natural beauty, for the good joyning of the wood and polifhing thereof, did 

aftonifh all that beheld it, being adorned neither with painting nor carved works. 
Thefe Porches were thirty Cubits broad, and the compafs of them altogether, with 
the Fort of Antonia, was fix Furlongs. The Court was curioufly wrought and paved I 
with all forts of tones. The way to the Second Temple was inclofed with ftones of 
Lattice-work, which were three Cubits high, and moft beautifplly wrought: in which 
were placed certain Pillars equally diftant one from another,to thew the Law of purifi- 
cation ; fume being written upon in Latine letters,others in Greek, forbidding all ftran- 
7 «gers to enter into the Holy-place: for the fecand Temple is called the Holy-place, To 
go unto the fecond from the firft, we muft pafs fourteen ftairs, and it was fourfquare a- 
loft, and enclofed with a Wall by it felf ; whofe outfide being forty Cubits high, was 
all covered with ftairs to afcend up into it ; and within it was five and twenty Cu- 
bits high : for all che pare of the inner fide was unfeen, becaufe it was built on the 


defcent ofa Hill. After the fourteen Stairs, there was 2 Plain made level with the K - 


Wall of three hundred Cubits : from therice paffed on five other Stairs which lead to 
theGates, whereof on the North-fide and the South there were eight, four on each 
Apeculiar fide, andtwo on the Eaft, For it was neceffary that there hould be a peculiar place 
place deftina. for Women to exercife their devotion in, which alfo was enclofed with a Wall. And

fake. oppotite unto it, one Gate on the North-fide, and another on the South, both fepara- 


ted fron the reft, whereby we entred the Womens appartment, for it was not law- 
ful for any to pafs by any other Gate unto the Women, neither could they go beyond 
their own door, becaufe of the Wall: for that place was common both to the Women 


ofthat Nation, and all ftrange Women that came for Religion fake. There was no L 


Gate onthe Weft part, but 2 Wall that reacheth alon in that place. Between 
the Gates were Porches oppofite one againft another, seine from the Wall unto the 
Treafire-houfe, fupported with great and goodly Pillars, being as plain, and as big 
Somecfthe #8 they below. The Gates were covered with Gold and Silver, as alfo the pofts 
Gas were of and foreparts thereof were, one only excepted that was covered with Corinthian 


cs fomeof Brafs, far furpaffing in beauty the other that were covered with Silver and Gold. 


. ere of Corin- In every Gate there were two doors, each one thirty Cubits high, and fifteen Cu- 


thian Brafs. bits broad : and after the entrance where they were made larger, every one had ons 
each fide Seats thirty Cubits long, and large like 2 Tower, and fourty Cubits high, 
cach one fupported with two Pillars twelve Cubits thick, All the other Gates were 
of the like greatnefs, but that which was covered with Corinthian Brafs, which 
was the entrance into the place allotted for the Women, and opened into the 
Eaft Gate of the Temple, doubtlefs was bigger than thereft : for it was fifty Cubits 
high (the Gates whereof were fourty Cubits ) and was more tichly adorned than 
the reft : for thecover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reft, which 
Alexander Tiberius his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were 
fifteen Stairs, that went from the Wall thae feparated the Women, unto the great 


Gate of the Temple : for thefe Stairs were fhorter by five fteps than thofe that went . 


to the other Gates. The Temple it felf was fituated inthe midft of all, to wit, the 
‘she Sacred ‘Oly Sanctuary, and had a Stairsto go unto it. The Front whereof was in 
Sanctuary. height and breadth a hundrA® Cubits : and behind, it was fourty Cubits : and be- 
fore it, was as it were two fhoulders on each fide rifing up in height twenty Cubits. 
The firft Gate hereof was feventy Cubits high, and twenty five wide, and had no 
door : for it fignified that Heaven was fpread over all, and might be feen in every 
place : and all the foreparts were guilded with Gold, andall the firft building did ap- 
pear and might be feen without, and all that was within and about the Gate gliftered 
with Gold. The inner part thereof was divided into two Rooms, whereof only the 
firft Room might be feen; which was in height fourfcore and ten Cubits,and in length

Which place was divided into two parts, 

whereof firft ‘contained fousty Cubits, having init three moft admirable things, threo admiia- 

famous throughout the World, to wit,'a Candleftick, a Table, andthe Altar of In- Deve 

cenfe. Uponthe Candelitick feven Lamps were placed, fignifying the feven Planets, Rick, theTable

ble were ftanding twelve loaves of Bread, fignifying the twelve Celeftial Signs, and 

Revolution of the Year. By the Altar of Incenfe( out of which proccedcth thirteen 

Odours, coming partly from the Sea whichis unhabitable, and partly from the Earth 

which is inhabited ) is fignified that all things are in the hands of God, and owe him 

obedience. The inner part of the Temple contained 20 Cubits, which alfo was 

feparated from the other part by a Vail, and nothing was within it: this place was the 

Holy of Holies, and no man might enter, look into it, nor violate thefame. On each 

fide of the lowerTemple there were many Lodgings and Doors to pafs into, every one 

of them having three roofs one above another;and there. was.a Gate which led unto both 

fides of the Temple, and unto thefe Rooms : but the higher pare of the Temple had 

not the like Rooms on each fide, and therefore it was made fo much narrower than the 

other, yet was it higher than it by 40 Cubits, neither was it fo f{umptuous as the taal 

lower. For the whole height was 100 Cubits, and the ground thereof 60. The Gincof dhe

And afar off it feemed to ftrangers 
that came thither, like a white Mountain : for where the Temple was not guilded 
with Gold, there was it Milk-whire, The top hereof was all fet tull of Rods of Gold, 
very fharp at the uper end like Pikes, left the Birds fhould come and fit thereon, and 
fo defile it : feveral of the Scones wherewith it was Built, were fourty-five Cubits 
large, five Cubits in length,and fix Cubits broad. Before the Temple there {tood an 
Altar fifteen Cubits high, being fourty Cubits broad, and as many long, and four- 
fquare, having Corners made like Hors. The way tothis Altar was on the South 
fide, where by little and little it afcended from below to the Altar. This Altar was 
built without any Iron, and never Iron did touch itr, The Temple and the Altar were 
enclofed with Stone-work very beautiful, which was a Cubit high, and feparated the 
People from the Priefts. Thofe that were troubled with flux of Seed, or Leprofy, 
were expulfed the City; Women alfo having their monthly courfes ; but thofe that 
were not unclean, might pafs this forefaid limit, Likewife men that were not pu- 
tified, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple ,; and thofe that were, 
might notcome among the Priefts : thofe alfo that defcended from the line of tie 
Priefts,and for blindneis did not adminifter their function,were notwithftanding admit- 
ted into the place appointed for the reft of the Priefts that were found,and had hare as 


p they hadsyet did they go attired asLay-men,for only he that did Sacrifice, might wear

. The Priefts that were admitted to the Altar and Temple had no infinnity, they ae ee 
were cloathed in fine Linen, abftained from Wine,and lived in abflinence for reverence rent, abitan- 
of Religion, left they ihould fin whilft they offered Sacrifice. The High-Pigeft alfo cd from wine, 
afcended with the Priefts into the Temple ; yet not always, but every feventh day, ter, 
and in theCalends of every month,or on a Feftival, celebrated according to the cuftom 
of their Country, whercin all the people were prefent.

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A pleand the {pace about it, Ophiz, and the valley of Cedron : and that which was be- WAY 
tween thefe two places which Simon and John kept, was confumed with fire, and rie fond, 
made a place to fight in. For although the Romans Tents were pitched near unto 4934-4/ter the 
the Walls of the City, yetdid not this Sedition ceafe ; for being fcth’d with their Cnet 
fuccefs at the Romans firft coming, they returned prefently to their former animofity, UV NY 
And dividing themfelves again,every man fought for his own intereft, doing all the Ro- 
mans could have with'd tobe done. The Romans did them lefs harm than they: did 
themfelves : for by them the City fuffered no new calamity,but indured far more mife- 
ry before it was taken and deftroyed by the Romans than it did at thartime. The 
Romans by deftroying it,did rather end ‘than increafe their mifery. For the Seditivus The Sedisioue 

B did take the City, and the Romans did overcome and take the Scditious, and the City tookthe City 
was far ftronger than the Walls : fo that all their miferies may be afcribed to their pane 


own Nation, and nothing but Equity and Juftice imputed to the Romans, as every came and cook 
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CA, of five colours ; Gold, Purple, Scarlet, Silk and Violet, wherewith ( as we have u 
Worl wane faid ) the Vails of the Temple were wrought. He had likewife a Rochet of the fame 
Speer heat’ entiched with pure Gold, and in thape like the Garment he wore on his Body to the 
ee te Thighs : it was alfo buttoned with two Golden Buttons; made in the form of Afps, 
ASoviow? wherein was inclofed the greateft and moft precious Sardonyx Stone that could be 
flonesinthe found, bearing the names of the 12 Tribes of Ifracl engraven, On the other fide did 
oe hang 12 precious Stones,three and three in a rank, divided into four rows, In the 
ee firth was the Ruby,‘ the Topaz, andthe Emerauld : in the fecond the Carbuncle;

very eloquent, Cefar perceiving their minds, by their violence tohim who perfwaded der. 
them to that which was moft expedient for them, wasmoved, and began with more 
eagernefs to befiege them : wherefore he permitted his Souldiers to demolith the Sub- 
urbs, andto gather all the Rubbith, Stoacs, und Wood, and other matter toge- 
D ther,and make therewith a Mount. ‘Then dividing his Army into three parts, he or- 
dered what each of them fhould do, and-in the midft upon the Mounts he difpofed 
his Archers, and before them Engines for thot, whetewith he bindred the Salleys of 
his Enemies, left they fhould annoy the Work, and beat thofe off from the Wall, 
who made any refiftance from thence. After which all the Trees being cut down, 
the Suburbs appeared naked. The Romans havin gathered the Wood together, 
were bufied in the Work, andthe Jews were not idle : For the people being tired 
With Murthers and Robberies, did hope tohave an end of their mifery, the Seditious 
people being bufied aguinft their Enemies :and they now hoped that if the Romans did 
overcome, they might berevenged upon them. Fohz ftill kept where he was, tearing Si- 
E mon, yet were his tollowers very earneft to affault the Romans, But Simon being next 
unto the fiege, did not reft, but placed all along that part of the Wall, men with Darts, 
which before were taken from Sc/feis Governour of the Ramans, and found in the Ca- 
{tle of Antonia, But the Darts did the Jews {mall pleafure,by reafon that few of them The darts did 
knew how to ufethem; only fome who were taught by fome of the Fugitive Romans oe 
ufed them a little. Neverthelefs they affaulted the Roman Souldicrs that were build. they weresnot 
ing the Mounts with Arrows and Stones, made Salleys upon them by companies, and (Pertin ufing 
gave them difturbance : But the Roman Pioncers were defended by Hurdles,that were 
of purpofe fet before them : and every Legion had ftrange and admirable Engines 
againft the excurfions of their Enemy, and efpecially the Engines chat the tenth 
F Legion had tocaft Darts, and others that caft Stones ; which did not only repulfe them 
by whom they were affuulted, but alfo thofe that ftood upon the Wall : for every 
Stone thougha Talent weight,was thot more than a Furlong,and flew not only thofe 
that were firft ftruck, but alfo many that were ftriken with the rebound. But the 
Jews always faw the Stones before they fell (for they were white ) and avoided 
them : and they were not only defcryed by the noife they made in flying, but they 
might eafily be perceived : by which means the watchmen in the Towers gave war- 
ning always when thefe Engines were fhot off, and when the Stones came, crying in 
: their Country language, The Stone cometh + fo the Jews upon the Walls knowing 
what they meant, avoided the Stones, and received noharm. Then the Romans de- 
G vifed to black the Stones with Ink, that they might not be {een as they flew, and do 
the more Execution. Yet the Jews were not fo terrified, us to permit the Romans

Temple,the Laws, Cuftoms, Ordinances and Obfervations, for thefe things cannot be 
The doin" briefly declared. The Caftle Antonia -was fituate between the two Porches of the firft 
eek ‘Temple, which looked unto: the Weft, andthe North : and was built upon a Rock 
of Stone of fifty Cubits high, on every fide was inacceffible : it was built by Kin 
Herod, to thew the greatnefs and magnificence of his mind, For firftof all the Rock K 
at the foot thereof was covered with thin and flender Stones like Slates. Which was 
both an ornament to it, and a fecurity. Before the Bartlements of the Fort there was 
a Wall three Cubits high, within which the Caftle Antonia was built fourty Cubits 
high, being within richly furnithed, and contrived like the Palace ofa King, with all 
kind of Offices and other neceffary Rooms, For there were Porches, Baths, and laroe 
Halls fo place Tents in : fo that in refpect of the number and conventence of the 
Antonia ike a Rooms it feemed to be a City, and for the magnificence thereof a Kings Palace. The 
Cy. * Model of it was like a Tower invironed with four other Towers, at every Corner one, 
whereof they that were on the South and Eaft-fide were feventy Cubits high, the o- 
ther.two were but fifty. So that out of the two hi heft, there was a perfect view of L 
the whole Temple. Where it joyned to the Porches of the Temple, there was on 
either fide a pair of Stairs for the Souldiers to come down out of it into the Temple, 
For always the Roman Souldiers lodged there,and guarded the Temple in theirArms up- 
on feftival days,left the people thould attempt'any Rebellion. For the Tem ple was as a 
Check upon the Town, and the Caftle Antonia commanded the Temple : and had its 
Guards likewife, as there were alfo in Herods Palace, which commanded the higher 
pattof the City. TheHill Bezethe was divided from the City, as is before mention- 
_ ed ; and being the higheft part of all, was joyned to part of the new City, which 
hindred the profpect of the Temple on the North-fide. And thus I have {poken fuffi- 
ciently of the City, andthe Wall inthis place, becaufe we mean hereafter to defcribe 4 
them more at large, ;

How the Fews refufed to yeild, and fallyed out upon the Romans. 


15200 follow He moft warlike of the people joyned with ‘Simon, being in number ten thoufand, 
cere T efide the Idumeans : and thofe ten thoufand had fifty Captains, all fubjec unto N 

Sion, The Idueeans that took his part were five thoufand, and had ten Captains, 

the Chief of whom were Facob the Son of Sofes, and Simon the Son of Cathls. 

fohn, who kept the Temple, had fix thoufand Armed men » Over whom were twenty 

Captaffs : to thefe there joyned two thoufand of the Zealots; and four hundred, who 

before had followed Eleazar, and Simoz the Son of Fatrus. So that warring one a- 

gainft another, the people was their booty, and the multitude that was not fo Sediti- 

ous asthey, was their prey. Simon kept the upper part of the City, and the great- 

Sau ri er Wall as far as Gedrow , and all that part of the old Wall which is between Siloa,and 

the Palace of Monobazus, who was King of Adiabena, that lieth beyond the River 
Euphrates : he alfo kept all the Hill Acra ( which is the lower part of the City ) un-O 

to Ielenas Palace, who was Monobazus his Mother. But Fohx kept all the Tem- 


ple 
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ox peaceably to build the Mount, but Night and Day they hiedred them with Stratagcrass H 
ee and Salleys. When the Romans had finifhed their Werk , the Carpenter 
4034. after meafured the {pace between theMounts and the Wills,with a Plummict fafined te a line, 
or chsitt ge. which they cait from one place to another ( for thcy could not meafure it otherwife, 
S4Nn.~7 becaufe of the Darts from the Walls) and finding that they had Rams long enough, 
mandedthe they fet them up, and Titus commanded the Wall to be battered in three places ; to 
Wali so bebat- theend that the Battery mightnotbe hindred. The noife that thefe Rams made was 
tered in three ’ ; Pos ; ae 
places. heard round about the City, which was a great terror to the Citizens, and the Sediti- 
ous were no !efs afraid. And feeing themfelves all in the fame danger, they deter- 
mined to joyn unanimoufly together againft the Romans : the Seditious upbraiding 
one another that chey rather affited the Enemy, than refifted them : and therefore ,. 
exhorted one another mutually, at leat for that time, to unite and make refiftance a- 
TheSedivious Bunlt the Romans, And Siow fent an Officer unto the Temple, to proclaim leave 
forgetting forall fuch as would, to come unto the Walls : which alfo Fobx did permit, not- 
theirhared — with{tanding he miftrufted Simon : fo forgetting their old quarrel , they joyned all to- 
a gether againft the Romans, and placeing them{clves upon the Walls, they caft fire up- 
on the Engines of the Romans, and thofe who manag’d them ; throwing Darts againft 
them without intermiffion, whilft the braveft among(tthem in great companies leapt 
down, and deftroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and affaulted thofe 
that ftood to detend them, by which means they did the Romans much harm, and 





more by their defperate boldnefs than their skill. |i 


on But Titvs was ftill at hand to fuccor them that ftoodin nced : and placing Horfemen 
fhaketha cor and Archers about the Engines, he repulfed the Jews who come to cat Fire, beat off 
ner ofa Tow- them that caft Darts and thot Arrows fromthe Towers, and fo gave the Rams time 
_ and opportunity to play ; yet thefe Rams did no great execution, only a corner of a 
Tower was thattered by the Ram of the fift Legion. But without any detriment to 
the Wall: for the Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fell over theWall, and carried nothing along with it. ‘The Jews being repulfed, and 
for fome time difcontinuing their Sallys, perceived the Romans were grown fecure, 
and difperfed carlefly over their Camp, as prefuming their late ill fortune would dif- 


courage the Jews from any new attack,but they were miftaken in their account: forthe K 


Jews Sallied privately at the Gate by the Tower of Hippicos, threw fire into their Tren- 

ches among their Engines, and affaulred them bravely when they had done. But the 

Romans being quickly fenfible of their danger, got immediatly together, and with the 

excellence of theirDifcipline,repelled not only the firft infult and fury of the Jews, bute 

beat back all their fupplys.. So there began a grievous Battle about the Engines ; 

the Jews ftriving to fire, and the Romans to hinder them ; great noife and clamour 

there was, and many in the Front were flain on both fides. At firft the Jews had the 

rises purteth better ; and their fire did fome mifchief upon the Engines : and all had been quite 
the Jewsto confumed, had not the Souldiers from A/exandria hindted it, who for the opinion that M 

aeManine hey had of themfelves, did fight outly (being accounted the moft valiant of all in 

the City. this Battle ) rill fuch time as the Emperour wich certain fele& Horfemen fell violently 

upon the Enemies : and himfelf flew 12 men,for whofe deaths the reft fearin sfled, and 

were forced to retire into the City,and fo the Engines were faved.

The fall of the Tower, and how the two Walls were taken, Cee | 


T HE night following, there was a great tumult among the Romans : For Titus 
the Emperour had commanded to build three Towers » 50 Cubits high a-piece, 
each one upon a feveral Mount, that from thence he might the more eafily beat the 
Enemies from the Walls : But one of thefe Towers in the midft of the night fell down 
B Without any affault, And making a great noife with the fall, fear fell upon the whole 
Army ; who fufpecting it a Stratagem of the Jews, every one ran to his Arms, and fo 
there was a great tumult in the Camp : and becanfe no man could tell what it was a 
long time, they ftood amazed, every one asking his fellow what had hapned. But fee- 
ing no Enemy come, they began to apprehend Treafon amongft themfelves ; till fuch 
time as Tétws underftanding the matter, caufed the truth thereof to be prefently pro. 
claimed throughout the Camp ; and the Tumult ( with much ado ) was appeafed, 
The Jews bore up couragioufly againft all other dangers, but were much gauled from 
thefe Towers which Titus had ereGted ; for they were flain and wounded from thence 
with finall Shot, Darts and Arrows, for they could build nothing to defend themfelves 
C {0 high, nor had they any hopeto deftroy them : for neither could they be thrown down 
for their weight, nor fired, being covered with Iron : therefore flying from the reach of 
the thot, they could not hinder the Ram from battering their Walls ; which never ceaf- 
ing, at lait prevailed fomewhat. So the great Ram, which the Jews called icon, be wicon, tharis 
caufe it overcame all, atlaft battered the Wall ; and the Jews being weary with fight. '° Sy, Vidor, 
ing, having watched all night before, out of fleepinefs, or becaufe they perfwaded them- ee 
felves that the Wall was {upetfluous, they having two more befide it, they all forfook 
their quarters, and retired to the fecond Wall, and the Romans entred the firft, that 
the Ram called Nicon had battéred: Then the Romans that had paffed and entered the 
firft Wall, went and opened the Gates, and let inthe whole Army. Having thus got- gerne bak ; 
D tenthe Wall the feventh day of May, they deftroyed the greateft part thereof; and al{o Wal: 
the North-fide of the City which before Ge/ius had walted, : 
Titus removed his Camp from thence, and went unto the Place called the Affyrian; 
Camp, and feized upon all betwen that and Gedron 3 and being without thot ofan Ar- 
tow from the fecond Wall, he began again to affaule it. Then the Jews dividing the 
Wall betwixt them to defend each others part,refifted moft valiantly : Zohn and his par- 
takers defended all Avtoniz,and the North part of the Temple from Alexanders Tomb: 
and Sisvon defended all from Fohns Tomb unto the Gate by the Tower Hippicos, And The Jews cone 
many times iffuing out of the Gates, they fought hand to hand with the Enemy, but al- #4 wich the 
wayes repulfed by the difcipline of the Romans, only for want of knowledge in War- yet 
E like affairs ; yet in all fights upon the Wall, the Jews had the Beft ; for though the 
Romans had the advantage in fortune and knowledge, yet the Jews being defpetate, gee 
attaqued them without fear ; for they are very couragious in Adverfity, Moreover, 
the Jews were neceffitated to fight to fave. their own lives ; and the Romans were as 
hafty to conquer, Neither party was weary, neither party defifted in their affaultin Oy so gk 
of one another : In rheday time the Jews‘in Commanded-Parties made their Salleys ror] 
upon the Romans, who omitted no kind of fight from Sun-fet, all the night lone. which 
was more terrible co them both, than all the fervice of the day before: The Jews feared 
left the Romans fhould get the Wall; and the Romans apprehended left the Jews thould 
have Sallied out upon their Camp, Thus all night long they ftood to their Arms, 
F and early in the morning they were at it again. The Vee: ftrove one with another 
who thould undergo the moft danger, and moft deferve his Captains favour. Simons 
followers were fo much at his beck, that if he hould have commanded any of themto 
have killed himfelf, he would prefentlyhavedone it. The Romans were encouraged + 
to fight, by their difcipline and fuccefs, as having never been ufed to be overcome, the Romeas 
Again; their frequent Wars,continual Exercifes, and large Dominions gave them great Songeer 
Courage, efj pecially Tits their General being prefent to provoke them; for it was 
thought a heinous crime to be a Coward in the prefence of fuch a Captain as Cefar was. 
Cefar himfelf beholding and loaking on,was a witnefs of their deeds that behaved them- 
felves valiantly, and rewarded every man as he behaved h‘mfelf: Ie was an advantage 


alacrity was far greaterthan their ftrength,

Fee pes fed into the midit of the Jews Forces, and cafting them down that ftood in his way, by 
oe vehaf, violence flew two of the ftrongeft of the Enemies, ftriking one of them over the Face,

4 e7 greatly honoured, having broken through a ftrong Body of the Jews that were placed be- 
ueakcth into fore the Walls, and caft Darts at him on either fide. Many of the Romans by this his 
oe Teeny Example were inticed to do the like.

Titus had 2s much care to preferve his Souldiers, as he had to get the Victory, attribure- 


ing thefe rath Sallyes to the defperation of the Jews, and accounting that only Virtue [

Atthis time Longinws one of the Horfemen coming out of the Roman Army, pref: H 


of the City, wherein a crafty and politick Jew with ten men had hid himfelf, all K 


Caer a fubile the reft being fled : this Jew was named Caffor. Thefe men having lain ftill a while 
= politick in their Arms, at laft being afraid, and the Tower eats to fhake, they lept up,and 
: Caffor ftretching forth his hand, did as ic were humbly crave favour at Gefars hands,and 
wich a lamentable voice befought him to {pare him. Titus feeing themans fimplicity, 
as he thought, and perfwading himfelf that the Jews did now repent of their Obftinacy, 
he caufedthe Ram to ceafe from battery, and the Archers to hold their hands 3 and per- 
mitted Caffor to {peak bis pleafure. Cajftor faid, That he defired to treat, and make a 

League of Peace. 
And Titus anfwered, That he would grant it, if all the reft would be concluded, and 


that he would prefently confirm a League of Peace between him and the City, Five L’ 


of Gaffors fellows feemed to be willing, but the other five feemed to oppofe it ; Cry- 
ing out aloud, That they would never be flaves to the Romans, whilft they could die in liber- 
ty. Whilft Caffor and his fellows were debating the matter, the battery ceafed. In 
the mean time Caftor privily fent word unto: Simon, willing him whilft the Bactery was 
ftopt, to think of {ome expedient to be done in this neceffity : for, for a while he would 
undertake to delude the Romtan Emperour, *and hold him in fufpence. In the mean 
time he feered to exhort his Companions, to accept the kind offer of Titus : and they 
as it were angry thereat, drew their Swords and ftruck upon their Corflets, and fell 
down, ‘as though they had been flain. Titus and his Souldiers were amazed at their 
obltinacy, for being on the lower ground, they could not well perceive what was done; 
they wondred exceedingly at their defperation, and pittied their calamity. Atthe fame 
time one ftruck Gaffor in the Buttock witha Dart, and Gaifor pulling it out of his flefh, 
thewed ic unto the Emperour, and complained of it, asa breach of the Truce. Titus 
with tharp words corrected him that fhot it, and forthwith would have fent Fofeph to 
promife Gafor pardon and peace. But Fofeph denyed to go, affirming thiat C aftor only 
diffembled, and hindred his friends that would have gone. At laft-one Azeas, who 
had fled unto the Romans, offered himfelf to go. Calfor invited him, as though he 
would give him fomething to {ecure him of his true meaning. eas opened the skirt 
ofhis garment, thinking Caffor would have caft him down fomething of worth; and 


when he came underneath the Tower, Ca/for took a great ftone and threw it down upon N 


him, yet hurt him nor, becaufe he was aware of ir, and avoided the ftone ; but it wound- 
ed another Souldier ftanding by. Then Cefar confidering this deceit, began to think 
Mercy in |, that Pitty and Mercy in War was hurtful, and that Cruelry was not fo eafily deceived; 
|; " and being very angry at this deceit, he caufed the Wall to be beaten with the Ram 
more than before. Gajlor and his fellows perceiving the Tower to fhake, they fericon 
fire, and fo paffed thorow the flame, and conveyed themfelves into a mine of the Tower; 
giving the Romans frefh occafion to admire their Courage, in paffing thorow the 
Flames. -

How the Romans did twice take the fecond Wall. 


Py tas having entred the City, fuffeted none of them that were taken, to be flain, 

T nor the Houfes to be burned, but permitted the Seditious (if they were fo mind- 

ed) to fight, and that without prejudice to the People: he alfo promifed the People to 

reftore unto them all their Goods. For many befought him to {pare the City for them 5 they interpret 
and the Temple forthe City. The People were glad hereof: and many of the warlike warlike Titus 
Jews though the humanity of Titus to proceed from cowardize ; and judged that Titus, Cowardeee, 
tor chat he defpaired to win the reft ofthe City, did now Coward-like propound thefe 
conditions, ~ They likewife threatned the People, that whofoever, fhould fpeak one 

word concerning Peace, and yielding unto the Romans, thould prefently die: and fome 4. romans 
of them did refift the Romans from out of their houfes, others in the nurrow ways : and are driven out 
others going out ac the higher Gates renewed the fight, wherewith the Watchmen be- by Jes. 
ing troubled, fled fromthe Wall, and forfaking the Towers, retired themfelves into the 

Camp. The Roman Souldiers within the City cryed out, becaufe they were inclofed 

with Enemies, the Gates being (hut, and affaulted without, by thofe who apprehended 

their Companions to be in great danger. The number of the Jews encreaiing, and 
prevailing, for chac they knew the ways and turnings of the Streets, many of the Ro- 

mans were {lain and violently born down, when they offered to refift in that neceffity ; 


D for a multitude together could not flie, by reafon of the narrownefs of the Streets char 


went unto the Wall : and all that entred into the City had been flain, had not Titus 
fuccouredthem. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himfelf being 
where moft need was, he repulfed the Jews with Darts and Arrows, withthe help 
of Domitius Sabinus,who in that fight proved himfelf'a ftout Warriour, and continued 
fighting with the Jews till all his fellow.Souldiers were got off, 

Thus the Romans having got the fecond Wall, were beaten from it again ; and the 4,, eee 
Citizens fo encouraged, they were as it were drunk with their good fortune, thinking rage encreaf, 
the Romans durft no more attempt upon the City, and thar they chemfelves were in- “- 
vincible, when they were prepared to fight. God, becaufe of their Iniquity, had dark- 
ned their underftanding, fo that they never confidered the Roman Forces were far ao 
er than thofe they had encountred, and the Famine that hung over their heads ; for as ; 
yet they lived upon the deftruction of the People, and drank the blood of a City : but tae an 
the good People did even fuffer Famine already, and many of them perithed for want ny die for 
of food ; yct the Sedicious did rejoyce at the death of the Citizens, as though thereby hunger. 
they were cafed of a great burthen, only defiring they might live that bear rebellious 
ininds, and would joyn with them againft the Romans, rejoycing at the death of the reft; 
and this was the affection they bare unto their Citizens. In this manner they armed 
themfelves and refitted the Romazs, who now again did attempt to enter che Breach : 
whilft the Jews threw down Stones and part of the Wall upon them as they came up, et 
drave them back again, and valiantly fuftained them for three dayes. But the fourth more getter 
day being unable to withftand Titus his affault, they were forced to retire as before : the &:cond ws. 
and he having gotten the Wall, deftroyed all the North part thereof, and placed a Gar- 
rifon in the Towers and Fortreffes of the South part.

to their Subjects, and prefer their Commodity before Revenge, They thought it their in- 
teref? to have the City in their Power, and theC ountry about it: and therefore the Emperour 
propofed to make a league of Peace with them : but if he took the City by force, he would pare 
none,fecing they were admonifh'd fo kindly before,and in their Sreateft neceffity refufed to obey 
hin. He told them alfo,that the thirdWall would in g [hort time be takenyas they might per- 
cetuc by the other two : and though the City were tnexpugnable,yet the Famine would force 
C tt to yeild in defpite of its § trength, . 

As Fofeph did thus advife them, thofe upon the Walls rail’d at him, upbraided him, 
and thot at him. Fofeph feeing he could not avert them from their imminent cala- 
mities, recounted unto them out of their own Hiftories whatever made for his purpofe..

ITUS now determined to batter the third Wall, conceiving the Siege would be 
T now but hori : He thought it convenient to give the Seditions fome time tobe- 
think themfelves, to {ee that if either by the taking of the fecond Wall, or terrified 
with Famine, they would repent. For there was little or nothing left in the City to I 
fupply them, and he was pofted as he defired, And the time being come, for every 
Tied forces Roysan Souldier to receive his Proportion of Victuals, Titus caufed them to be led eve- 
ing the Siege, ‘ Es - ; ‘ 
commandeth' Ty One in order intoa place, where the Jews in the City might behold them; he caufed 
ey ee his Captains to diftribute money to every one , and the Souldiers ( as their Cuftom is ) 
allhis Soul. all armed, and drawing their Swords out of their fheaths, marched along, the Horfe- 
diers. men leading their Horfes in great Pomp, and a great part of the Suburbs gliftered 
with gold and filver. This {pectacle was grateful to their own Souldiers,and terrible to 
the oes: for all the old Walls, and the North part of the City, and many Houfes were 
filled with the multitude of them who came to view this fight , and there was no part 
ofthe City that was not filled with People to behold it, This Spectacle ftruck a great K 
fear upon thevery boldeft among the Jews, and perhaps would have caufed the Sedi- 
tious People to have relented, had they not defpaired to have found mercy and sardon 
at the Romans hands for their offences committed 3 wherefore they thought it better 
to be flain fighting than to be put to death thamefully, if they defifted from he, That 
Deftiny bad ~Deftiny hindred this refolution, ic being decreed that the innocent fhould perifh with the

Arguments to his importunity, for he knew that many times words prevail more than 
violence, wherefore he exhorted chem to fave themfelves, and yield the City unto him, 
referring them to Fofeph, who thould make a fpeech tothem in their own Language, and 
he hoped they would hear their own Country-man. 
FofepksOrai- Then Fofeph keeping himfelf out of the danger of their thot,called out unto there to com- 
on to the Fems wiferate themfelves, the City, the Temple, the People, and not be more hard-hearted unto 
them than flrangers. For the Romans had a reverence for the Holy-places, notwithftand- 
ing they had no fociety or portion in them, That till that very day they had abftained from 
violating of them : whereas they who were bronght up among them, and might fave them, N 
did wilfully caufe their deftruttion, He advifed them to confider, that their frrongeft Walls 
were battcred down, and only the weaker remainin unbattered : He willed them to cosfider 
tow they were not able to withftand the Roman Paes 3 and that it was no novelty to the 
Fews to be fubject to the Romans. For although it be a good and commendable thing to fight 
for Liberty, yet that was to have been done in the beginning : for he that was once fubjeds and 
rebell’'d, having a long time lived under the obedience of the Romans, feemed rather tobe de- 
jivous of a fhameful Death, tha an honourable Liberty. Moreover, he reproached them that 
they fhould choofe rather to be fubject to a bale People, than to them whors the whole World 
: ebeyed. For ( faith he) What habitable place és tt that the Romans have not Conquered?

Are we ignorant 
of the end of Antigonus the Son of Ariftobulus, who invaded the Kingdom, and brought 
our Nation again into fubjettion ; God laying this nese upon them being provoked by 
the iniquity of our Nation ? Herod the Son of Antipater, Groaght Solius and the Roman 
Army, and befieged the Gity fix months : and at laft, for the greatnefs of our iniquity, it 
was, taken ana punifbed, and facked by the Enemies.

Laws. pie they fuddenly perifoed for their fins, Formaking {mall account of fecret fins, as 
Stealing, Deceit, and Adulteries, you violently take away mens Goods -by force, jo mur- 
der whom yon pleafe, devife new ways to Jin; have made the Holy Temple the place of 
pour impietics ; and what the Romans themfelves did adore, is by your own Nation polluted 
and defiled, whilft you derogate from the honour of our Religion by the impiety of your actions, 
and yet hope for his help, whom you have fo heinoufly offended : you are very juft people and 
ee a obedient, and itis with pure hands ycu beg affiftance of God. Did our King pray fo unto 
mine: of God, when be obteined, that in one night fo many of the Affysians fhould be deftroyed 2 OrM 
caalbae ta the Romans commit fuch impiety as the Affyrians did, that you may hope of the like re- 
Fevs,asthe ~ venge upor them. The Affyrian received a fum of Money to fave the City, and yet not 
ipsa By eo arding his Qath, indeavoured todeftroyit. The Romans do only requeft the fame Tri- 
buse that was paid by our Anceftors : and if they may have it, will never deftroy the 
: Gity, nor taich oar Holy things. They wiil alfo permit you to enjoy freely your Familes 
Ged kuoweth and 'Poffeffions and faffer your Laws to remain inviolate. It is madne[s for you to hope that God 
when tore sill punifh jufk men, as he did finners and impious perfons feciug he can punifh ashe pleafes. 
i To be fhort, he deftroyed the Aflyxians the firft might they encamped before the City. And 


ifhe had purpofed to deliver you, and punifh the Romans, he would have done it, when 
Pompey and Sofius came againft the Gity, or when Vefpafian waffed Galilee, or now N 
TheFeuntains wher Vitus made his affault, But neither Pompey wor Sofius fuffered any harm, and 
a ee beh ay thems took the City. Velpafian profpered fo well in his Wars againft you, that be 
Lm iewie itn got the whole Empire: Aad the Fountains which yielded yor no Water before, do give tt 
Se to Titus ia abundance. For youknow that before his coming, the Fountains without the 
Gity and Siloa were fo dry that Water was fold by meafure, yet now they flow plentifully and 
do aot only ferve his Army, but water all the Gardens about. What this wonder foretelleth,

which the bafer fort of people endured at the hands of the common Souldiers: but the 
The Hevorta- Nobles & chict Men of theCity were led to their Officers,accufed before them of Intel- 
aediawn — Ligence with the Romans ; and for iome forged Treatonor other put to Death, Many 
beforethe times they fuborned people to accufe them of intending to fly to the Romans. Thofe 
SFianes “shat Simon robbed were fentto John; and thofe char Fobn {poiled were fent to Simon : 

drinking as it were one to another in the Blood of the People, and dividing their dead 
sthe diffention C2tC#Mles between them 3 infomuch that though they cifagreed in their defire of rule 
bewween aid domination: they both confpired in mifchiet and iniquity.

PROT Yam not able to recount all their iniquities: but in fhort, Ichink never any City 
endured the like,nor never any People fince the memory of men were fo cruel and bar- 
barous: and.that cheir impiety to ftrangers might feem thelefs, they. fpake evil of the 
Nation of the Hebrews, and curfed them, and openly confeffed chemfelves to be flaves, 
People of divers Countries, united together in wicXednefs, baftards and abortives of 
their Nation, They demolifhed the City, and forced the Romans (though againft 
their will ) coexcept of adifmal Victory hafting the Fire into the Temple, as though it 
ftayed from it too long. Neither were they at all affected, when they faw the higher part 


of the City on fire s though many among the Romans beheld it with forrow, as we will y; 


fhew hereafter, when we defcribe the event of that bufinefs, 





CHAP. XII 


Of the Fews that were crucified, and the burning of the Rampires. 


‘The peor peo- 
ples mis Souldiers endured fome lofs by the Jews from the Wall, to recompence it what 
he could, upon intelligence that their rapine and plunder in the Town being not fuffici- 
entro fupply their neceflities, the Jews were fore’d to feek out into the Valleys for 
food, he difpofed certain parties of Horfe, and other felec& men in Ambufh to inter- 
cept them 3 for though their exigences were very great, yet being for the moft part 
poor people with Families inthe City they durft not run over to the Romans, left 
their Wives and Children fhould be murdered in their abfence,wherefore they were for- 
@dto make private excurfions in the night to conceal themfelves from the Enemy, and 


having fallen unexpectedly into this Ambufcade, they fought ic couragioufly, as know- 


ing it too late to expect mercy after fuch untractable obftinacy, but they were defeat- N 


ed, many of themtaken, and tortur'd, and afterwards crucified before the Walls of 
rites oveig, the City, Ties looked upon their condition as very deplorable, fcr {carce a day paft 
ehmaaw in which there were not sc0o Jews taken and ferved in chat manner by thofe partys of 
dren: Horfe, yet he thought it inexpedient to remove them, becaufe they were a great fecu-

This deterred many who would otherwife have fed to the Romans 5 till fuch time as 70.” fers 
the truth hereofwas known, Yet fome there were that ventured to the Enemy, as Un 
preferring Death and Torment at theirhands, before the Miferics and Famine which 
they endured at home. 
Hereupon Titus cut of many of the Captives hands, and fent them into the City 
to Simon aud Foha,that theirCalamity might tettifie chem to beCaptives,and not fuch as 
had fled voluntarily to the Romans, willing them to admonith their Friends to yield, 
and not compel him to deftroy the City: and to affure them that in doing, they 
might full fave their lives, their Country, and Temple, which had not the likein the 
whole World : and he continually went about the Rampires haftning che workmen 
in their bufinefs, as though he prefently meant to cffect that in deeds, “which in words * 
he had {poken, The Jews that ftood upon the Walls, reviled both him and his Pa- the Jovs 
ther, affirming that they contemned Death; and would chufe rather to die, than be- be oe 
come flaves: That whileft they lived, they would to their power defend themfelves a- oa 
gaint the Romans, without any care either of themselves or their Country ; which 
Cefar {ene them werd were both in imminent danger.. Morcover, they faid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated to God, far more excellent than theirs, 
which notwithftanding fhould be conferved by him that'dwelt in it; whofe help they 
hoped to enjoy, and did therefore deride all his threatnings, as things that could never 
come to pafs without his divine permiffion, Thus did they opprobrioufly abufe the 
clemency ofthe Romans, _ : | 
Ac this time arrived alfo Aatiochus Epiphanes, and with him a confiderable fupply of 
Men, among which there was a company called the Macedonians, of equal years, and 
little older than young men, all trained up in Martial Difcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner, trom whence they took their name: yet for the moft part they did 
not anf{wer the expectation that men had ofthe Macedonians. For the King of Comagne 
was the moft fortunate aud happy of all Kings that were fubjeé to the Roman Eme 
pire, wil fuch time as he felt the frown of Fortune ; who in his old age proved that none 
ought tobe accounted happy before his death : whileft Gomagne was in profperity, 
his Son faid, he marvelled that the Romans did delay to affaulethe City, and enter che 


_ battered Walls (for this young Man wasa great Warriour, and of exceeding {trength,

to the which hetrufting too much, did many chings rafhly.) _ Titws fmiled, and an- 
{wered, that that was a worktoo great forthe Romans. Upon which young Azti- Te in ince 
echis, accompanied with his Macedonians, affaulted the Wall, and himfelf with his Deke SLL: 
{trength and dexterity avoided the darts of the Jews, and caft his darts at them: byt die: . 
his whole Party (afew excepted) were there flain: for obliged by their extravagent 
beatting, they continued longer in fight than it was expedient forthem: at la{t many 
being wounded retired, perceiving thatthe Maccdonians to win a Victory had need of 
Alescanders fortune. The Romansthetwelfthday of May began to build their Ram- she Romans 
pires: aud labouring feventeen whole days, with much ado they ended them the nine it feenteen 
and tyentiesh ofthe faid Month. For they builded four vait Rampires, one of them ee 
over againit Astonia, which was built by the filth Legion oppofit to the midft of the vals 
Struthian Waters: another was built by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubits diftant 
fromthe other. Butthe tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two for- 
mer, erected a Mount oppofit to the Pond called Amygdalon on the North-fide: and the 
fifceenth Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubits diftant from the other, over aguinft the 
Monument of the High Price JoAz. 
The Mounts bing thus finithed, -Yobx undermined that which was over acainit Ag- 

toni, aod underpropped it with pofts of Wood, and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Biewnen aod Pitch, he fired it: fo the pefts that held it up, being burnt,the Mine fell, 
and che Mount aifo with a hideous noife fell into it : and tirft of all there arofe a greac 
Jimoak and duit, forthe Mines covered the flame: at Jaft the fire having confumed 
the matter that covered it, the flame appeared. The Romans at this fudden and un- 
expected exploit were much amazed and difordered : fo that thercbv thofe who be- 
fore made account of the victery as certain, began now to difpair. Two days after 
Simea and his ailoctates fet upon the other Rampires : for thereon were plane- 
ed Rams, wherewith the Romans began to beat the Walls. Amoneft the reft. a 
a named T, cptheus of Garfiesa City of Galilee, Megalfarus one of Queen Mo pianwins pew 

crvants, and with them one of Aaictena the Son of Mabatcvs, who for his fortune i ai 
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was named giras, which fignified lame.: chefe three taking fire-brands, ran unto H 
the Engines, and there wasnone found in all the Roman Army more valiant than thefe 
men, nor more terrible : for they ran amidft the throng of their Enemies {0 boldly, as 
though they had gone amongft their Friends, and never made any ftay, but breaking 


through the midit of their Enemies, they fired their Engines : and notwithftanding 
that on every fide they were affauked with Darts and Arrows ; yet did they not 
give back, nor feek to avoid the danger, till fuch time as the fire had taken hold of the 
Engines. The flame mounting on high, the Romans came running out their Camp to 
{uccour their fellows : and the Jews upon the Wall with Darts and Arrows hindred 
them that fought to quench the flame, expofing their own Bodies. The Romans en- 
deavoured to draw off the Rams: And the Jews were as earneft to hinder them :I 
however the Romans preferved their Rams. From thence the fire caught hold of the 
Rampires, thofe that oppofed themfelves were burned : and the fire increafed, fo that 
it could not be extinguifhed ; fo the Romans invironed with the flame, and defpairing 
to refcue their Works, retired into their Camp, and {eft chem on fire, But the 
Jews were fo much the more earneft, their number {till encreafing by new fupplies 
out of the City : and fo encouraged by their Victory, they rafhly adventured unto 
the Romans Camp and affaulted the Guard there, Which guard was a Company pla- 
ced round befure the Campin Armour 3 with orders not to leave their ground upon 
pain of death. And thefe men efteeming it better to die glorioufly, than ignominioufly 
to fuffer, refitted very valiantly : fo that many that had fled retired themfelves, K 
back again to fight, both for fhame that they had forfaken tieir place, and for fear 
of punifhment thereof : and placing new Engines upon the Rampire of their Camp, 
they ftopt the Jews from Sallying any more : for they came out unarmed, without any 
Arms of defence, For the Jews without any confideration came rafhly upon their 
Enemies Pikes, and affaulted them with their fifts. So thatthe Jews prevailed more 
by their courage, chan their Arms : and the Romans fled more for the Jews boldnefs 
than any harm they fuftained by them. 

Tetus repairiug with all {peed from dutonia,where he had been viewin ga place for ano. 
ther Rampire, blamed the Souldiers exceedinglys who having gotten the Enemies Walls, 
did notwithftanding fuffer themfelves to be repell’dsand were torcedto abide thatywhich L 
firft the Jews did fuffer being now as it were broken out of Prifon 5 and fo he with cer. 
cain Chofen men affaulted the Enemies on one fide 3 who though defperately overpow- 
ered, yer ftoutly refifted him : and fo joyning the Battle, the duft was fo thick, that 
none could fee one another, nor hear what was faid, forthe cries and noife were fo 
great, no man could difcern his friends from his foes, The Jews perfifted ftillin the 
Battle, not for that they tcufted to their force, or thereby prevailed, but becaufe they 
were defperate, The Romans on the other part took courage, and fought ftoutly 
for fhame, and for that.Ce/ar himfelf was indanger amongft them, So that Ichink, that 
had not the Jews cetired into the City, the fury of the Romans had then confumed the 
whole multitude. The Romans were now forrowful for the lofs of their Rampires, 
who in one hours time had loft that, which with fach labour they fo long had been mak- 
ing : and many of their Engines being now difplaced, they difpaired to take the City. 





CHAP. XIII. 


Of the Wall which the Roman Army built about Jerufalem in three days Space. 


Itus deliberaced with his Captains what was to be done s and they chat were moft 
T forward amongft them,thought it beft with the whole Army to affaule the Walls: N 
for that as yet the Jews had only tought with a part, and were not able to withfand the 
force of the whole Army, but would be all confumed with Darts and Arrows. The 


. wifer fort perfwaded Titus to repair his Rampires : but others counfelled the coutrary, 


to hold then:felves quiet there, and only to keepall places about, that no food fhould 
be conveyed into the City, and fo famifh it without fighting, For thatthe Jews being 
now defperate, and defirous tobe lain, would not be overcome by force. But Titus 
thought ic difhonourable to lie idle with fo huge an Army, and do nothing; yet he 


_ deemed it (uperfluous to fight with them who would willingly fight to be flain: and 


he could not make any Mounts, becaufe he wanted Materials, and it was moft difficult 
ofall to guard every place aboutthe City, that none could go forth, forthat it could o 


uot be beleaguered round on every fide, by reafon of the difficult places and great ae 
pafs 





A pals thereof, fearing alfo the dangers that might enfue, the Jews iffuing out of the Ci 


D 
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ty. For the Jews feeing their open ways poffeffed by the Romans, they would devife ee ig 
fome fecret ways, both urged thereunto. by neceffity, and alfo becaute they knew all 4/7 the We 
places thereabout very well, And if fo be thatthe Jews fhould fecretly effeg any thing nay ceee 
to prejudice them, that then their Siege was like to continue{o much the longer : fo 7 
that he feared that the continuance of ume would diminifh the Glory of his Victory. 
For though all thofe ways might be taken, yet he preferred Speed before Certaimy : 
and if fo be he would ufe celerity and fafety, then i: was needful for him to‘compafs 
the whole City round about with a Wall: for {all ways and paffages might be blockt ritws derermi: 
up, and the Jews feeing no hope of fafety, fhould be compelled either to yield the Ci- eth to inclofe 
ty, or to be confumed with Famine. Nor by any other means could be fecute, a Walle on 
but by erectivg Mounts 5 having that Wallco defend them, And if any one think 
that work difficult, and not to be atchieved, let him confider that it did not become 
the Romans to make a bafe and flender piece of work : and that no man inthe World 
could without labour effe& any great matter, but God only. Having with thefe {peech- 
€s encouraged his Captains, he caufed them to lead the Souldiers, and difpofe them 
all about thefe bufinefles. The Souldiers had as it were fone divine vigour and cou- 
rage falu upon them: for not only the Captains, paiting the circuit anongft them, 
but the Souldiers alfo firove who fhould firft effe their part s and every Souldicr Ja- 
boured to pleafe his Decurio, the Decurio to content the Centurion, and Centurion Fhe Ramans 
the Tribune, and the Tribune to pleafe the chief Commander, and he to pleafe Cefar wich cealefs 
who every day went round about and beheld the Work : and fo beginning atthe place pone 
called the Aflyrians Camp, where he was eacamped, he drew a Wall allabout, even to. ies 
the new City s acd from thence by (edron and Mount Olivet ; andfo turned toward 
the South, and enclofed the Mountain with the Rock called Periftereones, and the Hill 
next adjoyning tlereunto which hangeth over Sitoa: and fiom thence bending his 
Work to the Welt, he brought it down all along the Valley of the Fountain : trom 
whence.afceadirg to the Monument of Ananus the High-Prieft, where Pompy pitched 
his Tents, he brought it about by the North fide of the City , and coming aloug to the 
Village called Evebenthonicus, he compafled the Monument of Everod towards the Eaft, 
and fo joyned the Wall to his Camp, where he began.

tains of the Legions,aud the Warchmen appointed every one his turn to fleep : and {fo hee

Though thefe words of fo generous a Commander were enough to inflame the cold- 
eft brefts, yet the greatnefs of the danger had made {uch an impreffion in their minds, 
that no body prefented himfelf to go to the breach but one Sabraus, a Syrian, a man 
of excellent courage s yet of fo imall ftature, that by his outward appearance one 
would have deemed him unfit to have been a Souldier : for he was of very {mall fta- 
ture and of black colour, but he had a mind far greater than his body, and ftrength 


{carce able to be contained in folitle room. Sabznus rifing up, faids J offer my felf 1 


to thee, O Cafar, firft of all to afcend the Wall, and that wit a willing mend; and 1 wifo 


your good fortune may fecond my affection, But though tt fhould not fo fall oxt, but I hap- 
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pen to be flain before I get to the top of the breach, yet J Joall bave fucceeded in my 
defign + ince 1 propofe nothing to my felf but the Glory and bappine/s of employing 
my life for your fervice, When he had fo faid, he took his Shield 1n his left hand, 
and holding ic above his head, with his drawn Sword in his Right hand, about 
the -fixth hour of the day , he went to the Wall : and eleven men followed 
him, who only imitated his vertue, But Sabtaus with adivive tervour of Spirit went 
before them all; noiwith{tanding, that on every fide the Jews upon the Wall caft an 


infinite number of Darts at him, and rowl'd down upon him huge Stones, which K 


ftruck down fome ofthe eleven that followed him. But Saéznus tor all the Darts and 
Arrows ftopt not,till fuch time as he had got to the top of the Wall,and put the Enemies 
to flight : who, terrified with his boldnefs and courage, and indeed thinking that more 


had come up after him, fled, But who may not juftly blame Fortune, as taking © 


Jeafure to crofs heroick actions ? Sabinus, after having fo glorioufly executed his enter- 
prife, was ftruck with a Stone, and chrown down flat upon his face moft violently with 
a great noife : fo that now the ‘ews feeing him alone, and lying onthe ground, re- 
turned again, and fhot at him on every fide : and he kneeling upon his knees, and 
covering himfelf with his fhield Strove to revenge himfelf upon his Enemies, and 


wounded many thatcame near him, till with wounding them, he was fo weary, that [, 


he could ftrike no longer s and fo at laft he was flain : Thusthe fuccefs was anfwerable 
to the difficulty of the. Enterprife, alchough his vertue merited one more happy, Of 
thofe of his company, three having almoft gotto thetop of the Wall, were flain with 
Stones; and the other eight being wounded, were carried back to the Camp. And 
this was dove the third day of Fuly. 





CHAP. IL. 


How the Romans affaulted Antonia, and bow they were driven hack from 
thence by the Jews. 


Wo days after, twenty of the Souldiers which guarded the Mounts, two Horfe- 
men, and an Enfigne of the fitth Legion witha Trumpeter, gathered themfelves 
together : andabout the ninth hour of the night they afcended by the ruines into 4n- 
tona without any refiftance : and finding the firft Watch-men afleep, they flew them 


aud gotthe Wall, and commandedthe Trumpeter to found; by which found the reftof . 


the Watch-men being awak’d fled for fear, imagining thata great number of the Ro- 
mans was gotten upon the Wall : Titus haueing notice of it prefently gathered his 
Souldiers together, and accompanied with his chief Captains, and his Guards, he 


afcended the Wall. The Jews fled intothe inner Temple, andthe Romans broke in N 


amoneft them by the Mine that Fobn had made to deftroy the Mounts of the Romans. 
The followers both of Fobn and Simen tought couragioufly to drive them Back : for 
they thought it che utter ruin of all, ifthe Romans gotiuto the Holy-place, which in- 
deed was of importance to their vidtory. So they began a fharp fight ia che very en- 
trace 5 the Romans ftriving to gettheinner Temple, and the Jews endeavouring to 
beat thein back towards Antonta. Aud now Artowsy Darts, and Spears, nothing 
availed either part, but chey fought it out ac handy blows with Swords ; and in the 
confli& no man could difcern on which fide any one foughe 3 for-the Souldiers on both 


parts were mingled together. and through the ftraitnefs of the place, could not keep O

firft Companies : but the fecond that came, fell upon their own fellows, and ufed aan as 
them hike Enemies : for no man could know one anothers yoice jor the noife, neither 
could ore fee another by reafon it was night.: and moreover, fome were blinded with 
fury, fome with anger, fome with fears fo that every one ftruck him that met him, 
without any refpect.

began Battel,nor any part having the Vitory, ManyRomans there fought couragioufly, 
and amongft the Jews thefe that follow : fudas the Son of Merton; Simon the 
Son of Fofias ; and Facob and Simon, Idumeans ; this, the Son of Cath/a, but Faceb 
the Son of Sofa : thefe were of Simens company : And of Fobns followers, Giptbeus and 


Alexass and of the Zealots, Simon the Son of Fairus. But on the feventh day, the Ro- K 


mans pulling down the Foundations of Antenia, made a large entrance for the reft of the 
Armysand the Legions coming to the Wall, prefently began to raife Mounts; one againft 
the:corner of the inner Temple, which was ficuate between the North and Eaft : another 
ee. againft the Gallery on the North fide, betwixt the two Porches: and other two, one ae 
he Temple. gainft he Porch of the Weft fide of the outward Temples and another againft the North 
Porch. So with muchtoyl and labour they finitht this work, fetching wood to build it 
with one 100 Furlongs off. And many times they were endamaged byAmbuthes not be- 
ing wary by reafon of their confidence:and the Jews defpairing of themfelves every hour, 
more and more were,encouraged, ‘ For many of the Horfmen goin g to get either wood 


or hay, while they were about it, took the Bridles from off their Horfes, and permitted 7. 


ene them to feed till they had ended their bufinefs ; and prefently the Jews iffuing out in 
mans Horfs. troops upon them took them away, 

Titus feeing that this fell out, deemed ( as indeed it was ) that his mens Horfes were 

ftoln rather by their negligence, than their Enemies valour : wherefore he thought 

by the fevere punifhment of one, to make others look better ro their Horfes. And {o 

he put co death one of the Souldiers that had loft his Horfe : by whofe punifhment the 

reft of the Souldiers being terrified, kept their Horfes better. For after that, when 

they went about any bufinefs, they never left their Horfes in the paftures, but kept al- 

ways with them. Thus the Romans affaulted the Temple, and buile their Mounts, ‘The 

day following, certain of the Seditious,who now could getno more booties in the City, 

and alfo began to be pinch’d with hunger, affaulred the Romans that were placed to- 

wards Mount Olivet, about the eleventh hour of the day : for they hoped to take 

them unawares, as being at dinner, But the Romans perceiving their intent, came out 

of their places, and refifted them whoattempted voilently to break in upon them over 

Thefight of the Wall:fo that there was a hot fightsand many other deeds were done on either party, 

the Jews and theRomans having both courage & skill in warlike affairs. The Jews were led wizh de- 

tie Roman's {perate fury: and neceffity and fhame forced the Romans to fight. For the Romans ac- 

Mount Zl, counted it a fhame not to overcome the Jews s andthe Jews thought it the only way to 

fave their own lives,to break down the Wall by force. One of the Horfmen called Peda- 


ntus did a thing almoft incredible, the Jews being put to flight, and driven into the Val- N 


Pedazin,a leyshe purfued them with his Horfe as faft as he could gallop, and overtook a young man 
frrons and e- ove of his Enemies, being heavy of body, and armed all overs and taking him by che an- 
pet Hoe kle,he carried him violently away(thereby fhewing the ftrength of his arm & his skilful 
Horfemanfhip)and fo brought the Captive to Ca/ar,as a prefenc. Titus amiring Pedanins 

_. his ftrength,and punifhing theCaptive for having attempted to affaule the Wall,he hafted 
at to affail the Temple,and commanded the workmen quickly to difpatch the Mounts, In 
the mean timethe Jews being ill handled in the former encounters,which till increafing 

to the overthrow of the Temple, they did,as the cuftom is ina putrified body prevent che 

Plague from going any further, by cutting off the corrupted members. For that part

' Aboutthis time a certain Jew of low ftature, and in appearance a contemptible pers The Roma 
fon, every way an abje@, both by reafon of his bafe Parentage, and otherwife, named acaue = 
foxathan, going to the Monument of Jobs the Prieft, dared the ftrongeft amongtt the Temple. 
Romans to come and fight a fingle combat with him, The Romans that beheld him, The ews 
difdained him : Yet fome amongft them (asit is commonly feen) were afraid of him ; putingour the 
others wifely deemed, that they ought not to fight with one that was defirous to dye: ros e 
becaufe they that are defperate, neither fight advifedly, nor have the fear of God before vores the hen, 
their Eyes : and confequently, that ic was nota fign of Valour, but of overmuch hardi- foes 
nefs, to fight with fuch a one, whom though they overcame, yet they could win no 
credit, but only hazard themfelves to be vanquitht. So a long time none of the Romans 
came againft him, and he upbraided them of cowardlinefs, At laft, an arrogant and 
ptoud fellow, one of che Roman horfemen, named Padens, difdaining his infolency, pudens fight: 
and perhaps alfo for that he was of little ftature, came againft him : but in fighting with ins ee

CHAP. VL 


How the Romans by a Stratagem of she fews were confamed with Fire: 


HE Seditious that kept the Temple, were now every day openly in fight engaged 
againft the Romans that kept the Mounts s and on the twenty feventh day of the aero 
Month of Fulythey devifed this Stratagem : they filled the void part of the Eaft Porch eed wan 
of the Temple withdry Wood, Brimftone and Bitumen; and when they were affault- wood, fulphur 


.ed, they fled out of it as not able longer to refift. Whereupon many of the Romans 2 bitumen. 


rathly purfued the Jews that fled, and with Ladders got into the Galleries. But the 
wiler fort confidering chat the Jews had no juft occafion to fly, kept their place. The 
Porch being now full of Romans, that were got up into it, the Jews gave fire to the oe 
Wood and Brimftone,and upon a fudden all the Porch was encompaffed with the flame: the fre. 
fo thac the Romans who were out of danger were amazed at it,and thofe that were amid 
the ames became defperate : and being invironed with the flames, fome fought to run 
back into the Town, and others to the Enemies, others killed themfelves, fo preventing - 
the fury of the fire: and prefently the flame overtook thofe that fought to flie. Gefar cefer hath 
though offended at the Souldiers for having afcended into the Porch unbidden, yet fee- jmeatone 
ing them die fo wofully in the flames he compaffionated them. And alchough the fire chat were in 
could not be quenched, yet the poor Souldiers dying amongft the flames were fome- t fr. 
what contented, that they perceived him to be extreantly forrowful for them, for whom 
they had hazarded their lives, For they beheld him crying to their fellows to help to ex- 
tinguifh the fire,and he himfelf laboured what hecould to i it; fo that every one efteem- 
ed his forrow and Jamentation for them as much as a fumptuous funeral : but fome 
efcaped the fire and got into the largeft part of the Porch : yet invironed round about 
vu Jews, and having long refifted, though with many wounds, in the end they were 
all flain, 
A young man named Longas fignalized himfelf amidft all this mifery : and notwith- 
ftanding that every one that there perithed, deferved particularly to be remembred, yet 


he thewed himfelf the moft valiant of them all, The Jews were defirous to kill this

i hey faid, they had nothing left to eat; but the Thieves fearched thofe 
ee. ‘elding up che ghott, chieking that they had hid about them fome food : 
but when they were deceived of their hopes, they became like mad-dogs ; “and the leaft 

thing made them fall againft the doors like drunken men, fearching the felf-fame houfes *: 
twice or thrice together in defperation, and for very hunger they eat whatfoever they 
light upon; gathering fuch things to eat, as the moft filthy Living Creatures.in the world 
would have loathed. In brief, they eat their Girdles, Shoes, and the skins'that covered 
fo that a little old Hay was fold forfour Attiques. But what need is it to 
thew the fharpnefs of this Famine by things that want life ? I will recount an act never

Whenthey came to the Temple every one feigned not 
to hear Gefars command, and fo exhorted his fellows that were before him to fire the 
Temple. The Seditious now had no hope to withftand them, but either fled or were 
{lain : and many unarmed and unable people, wherefoever they were found, were flain: 
fo that about the Altar were an innumerable company of dead bodies heaped together, 
and their blood flowed down the Temple ftairs; and their Bodies were touled down, 
Cafar,{eeing he could not reftrain the fury of the Souldiers, and thae the fire enc:eafed, 
entered into the Sanctuary, with his chief Officers, and beheld all the holy chings there, 
and found itsmagnificence and riches far furpaffing all report which itrangers had gi- 
ven of it, and equal to that of the Jewsthemfelves. The fame not having yet pierced 
into the inner part of the Temple, nor confumed the Houfes and Roomes about it, he 7 firiveth 
deemed that as yer it might be preferved ; wherefore himfelf went, and intreated rhe oe een 
Souldiers to extinguifh the fire, and commanded Liberalis, che Centurion of his Guard, 
to beat thofe with a Trunchion that would not be obedient, and to drive them away. 
But their fury, and che hatred they bare againft the Jews, rendred them deaf to Cafars 
commands, and regardlefs of punifhment, many were carried on with the hope of fome 
booty, thinking that all the Temple within was full of money, becaufe they faw the 
Gates covered with plates of Gold. Moreover, a certain Souldier, when Ce/ar fought 
to quench the flame, fired the Pofts about the doors : and prefently the flame a ppearing 
within, Cefar and the Captains departed out; and: fo every one ftood looking upon it, 
and no min fought to extinguifh it. Thus the Temple was burnt againft Titus his will. 
And although every man will judge it a lamentable cafe, in fuch a Buildine furpafling 
all that ever was feen or heard of, both for greatnefs, workmanfhip, coftlinefs and plen- 
ty of all things ; yet in this we may comfort our felves, that Providence had fo deter- 
mined. For neither living Creatures, nor Places, nor Buildings, can avoid their Defti- 
ny. One may alfo admire the exact snd juft revolution of time, for it was now de- Be at

there, they carried away, and put all to the Sword that were in it, which were 
an infinite number: they fhewed pity neither to old age, norinfants: but old, young, | 
Priefts and common People, all were flain without refpect,and all forts of perfons tafted 
the calamity of War, whether they refifted, or entreated for mercy. And now the 
flame increafing grieved even thofe that were yielding up the Ghoft : and by reafon of 
the height of the Hill, and the Building together, one would have thought the whole 

phe cry ane City hadbeenon fire, Then a moftlamentable cry was raifed betwen the Roman Le- 
murthered gions, and the Seditious now invironed with fire and {word, and the people that were 

Jews, taken in the higher part of the City,and had fled to the Romans,lamenting their calami- 
ty. They of the City anfwered the cryes and tears of thofe in the Hill,and many, whofe 
Eyes death by Famine had almoft clofed, took ftrength a while to bewail the Temple, 
which they now beheld on fire, The Country beyond Fordas, and the Mountains about 
did eccho to their Lamentations : and yet the Calamities {urpaffed all expreffion. For 

TheTemple O8¢ would have judged the Hill whereon the Temple was fituate, to have been burnt up 

filled with ire by the roots, it was fo all over fire: Yet the great quantity of Blood-fhed feem’d to con- 

, and blood. tend with the fire. Many that were flain were covered with thofe that flew them, and 
all che ground was over-fpread with dead bodies ; fo that the Souldiers ran upon the dead 
bodies to purfue thofe that fled. At laft the Thieves having driven the Romans with- 
out the Temple, ran into the City , and the reft of the People that were left fled into 
the outward Porch. And many of the Priefts ufed Spits of the Temple in ftead of Darts, 
and threw their Seats made of Lead, inftead of Stones, againft the Romans, at laft no- 
thing at all prevailing, and the fire falling upon them, they got tothe Wall, which was 
eight Cubits broad, and there ftayed a while. - Yet two of the principal, when they might 7: 

ae either have fled to the Romans, and have been faved, or elfe have endured like Fortune 

felves into the with the reft, caft chemfelves into the fire, and {0 were burnt with the Temple : One of 

Aes them was named Me/erus the Son of Belga, the other Fofeph the Son of Dalens. 

The Romans thought it in vain to {pare the Buildings about the Temple, feeing the 
Temple was already confumed ; and fo they fet fire on them all, the Pozches, Galleries, 
and Gates, two only excepted, one on the Eaft-fide, and the other on the South-fide ; 
both which afterwards they razed to the ground. They alfo put fire to the Treafury, 
which was full of an incredible quantity of Riches, as well in money as in rich clothing; 
and other things of great price, and indeed all the Jews treafures for the richeft of the 
City had brought all their wealth thither. There came into the Porch that was Mf 
left ftanding, many Men, Women, and Children, to the number of fix thoufand : And 

a thoufindin before Gzfar and the Captains decermined any thing what fhould be done with them, 

fumed by fire, the furious Souldiers fired the Porch wherein they were, and fo they all perifhed in the 
flames, fave a few, who leaping down to avoid the fire, were flain in the fall ; fo that not 
one efcaped of all that multitude. A certain falfe Prophet was caufe of their deatiis, 
who the fame day preached in the City, and commanded them to go into the Temple, 
where he affured them they fhould that day receive the effeéts of Succour from God; 

Fale prepheis. for many falfe Prophets were then fuborned by the Tyrants,to perfwade them to expect 

Fesivins. Gods help, thereby to hinder them from flying to the Romans, and to caufe the Souldiers 
to fight more valiantly to defend their City. Men eafily believe, and are credulous in N 

adverfity ; fo chat ifany deceitful perfon promife deliverance out of Calamiry, he that 
fuffereth mifery becomes full of hope thereupon.

Before the Sun-rife were feen 
inthe Air all over the Country, Chariots full of armed men in battel aray pafling along 
in the Clouds, and begirting the City. Andupon the Feaft day, called Pentecoft, at 
night the Priefts going into the Inner Temple to offer their wonted Sacrifice, at firit fele The S@h ant 
the place tomove and tremble, and afterward they heard a voice which faid, Let us deo a eae . 
part bence, And that which was moft wonderful of all, one Fefus the Son of Azzzus, an M2. 
ordinary Pefant, four years before the War begun, when the City fourifhed ia Peace clan 
and Riches, coming to the celebration of the Feaft of Tabernacies, in the Temple at inwardTemple 
Ferufalem, fuddenly beganto cry out thus; A Voice from the Eaft, aVoice ‘fromthe Weft ; Fue 1 Conn 
E 4 Voice from the four Winds ; a Voice againft Jerulalem and the Temples a Vuice againft yma ry 
Men and Women nzwly married; a Voice againft all this People : And thus crying night oe 
and day, he went about all the ftreets of the City. Some of the bett quality not able to 
fuffer words of foill prefage, caufed him to be taken and feverely fcourged ; which he 
endured without {peaking the leaft wordto defend himfelf, or to complain of fo hard 
treatment ; buthecontinued repeating the fame words. The Magiftrates then think- 
ing (as indeed it was) that the man fpake thus through fome divine motion, led him to 
Altinus General of the Romans, where being beaten till his bones appeared, he never 
entreated nor wept, but aswell as he could, with a moumfal voice he cryed, Wo, wo 
to Ferufalem, Albinus asked him what he was, and whence, and wherefore he {aid fo « 
F but he madehim no anfwer. Yet he ceafed not to bewail the mifery of Ferufelem, till 
Albinus thinking him to be out of his wits, fuffered him to depart. After which till 
the time of War, this man was never {een to {peak to any one : but ftill without ceafing 
hecryed, Wo, wo to Ferufalem. Neither did he ever Curfe any one, though every day 
fome one or other did beat him; nor did he ever thank any one that offered him meat, 
All that he {pake to any man was this heavy Prophecy. He went crying as is faid, chiefly 
upon holy-dayes ; doing fo continually for the fpace of feven years and five months + F4/%s for feven 
and his voice never waxed hoarfe nor weary, till in the time of rhe Siege, beholding eee 
what he foretold them, he ceafed ; and then once again upon the Walls, going about about the City 
the City, with a loud voice he cryed, Wo, wo to the City, Temple and People : and laftly 4 fone fron 
G he faid, Wo abfo to my felf.

Titus Emperor. . The Romans got muchSpoil and Booty, fo that they fold Gold in Sy- 

o slteriee via tor half thevalue. _ And among thofe Priefts that kept on the Wall, a Child being 
” thirfty, defired drink ofthe Roman Watchmen, faying, that he was thirfty. They, pity- 

ing both his years and his need, gave him their hands that he fhould haveno harm, and 

then he came ‘down and drunk, and filled a bottle which he broughe with him : and 

when he had done,he ran up again to his fellows, and none of the watchmen were able to

hands to fecure him to remain with them, but only to come down and take water, which he had 

done. The Roman watchmen greatly admired the fubtilty of one that was but a Child.

Let us omit that by Nero’s negligence you became forgetful of your duty, and like [ome 
Member in the Body broken or fbrunk, you being fill tumultuous, at laft were taken in agreat- 
er offence, and were encouraged with immoderate defires to hope for wnlawful liberty, My 
Father camz into your Country, not to punifh you for your Revolt againft Celtius, but by good 
counfel and gentlene{s to reduce you to good order. And whereas if he had come to deftroy your 
Nation, he ought firft tohave cut down the very Root, to bave come to this G tty and deftroyed 
it with the Inhabitants : he rather chofe firft to enter Galilee, and the places adjoyning 
that in the mean time you might repent you, and confider of your Effate. But this his meréy 
towards you was held for cowardline[s and weaknels in him, and by our long-fuffering you were 
emboldned againft us: and when Nero was dead, you did as treacherous fubjeits are wont to 
do, and took occafion by owr civil diffention to revolt from us : and whilft my Father and Lwere 
one into Agy pt, you prepared your felves for aWar againft us : neither were you afbamed to 
oppofe us, when my Father was declared Emperour, whom notwithflanding you had found moff 
C gentle Captains unto you. At laft, when the Empire fell to us, and all things being now qui- 
eted, all Nations with gifts and prefents came to congratulate us, behold again, the fews 
Jhewed themfelves our Enemies, and you fent an Embaffader beyond Euphrates, only to get 
aid toyour Rebellion: You wall’d and fortified your Towns anew, and falling into factions among 
your (elves, at laff youcame to a Civil War : all which none but the moft vile people in the 
world would have committed, Wherefore being commanded by my Father, who was now ur 
ged thereunto, I came againft this City with a heavy charge ; yer did I rejoyce when I heard 
that the People delired Peace, Before I exercifed Hoftility againft you, 1 exhorted you to 
Peace : after the War was begna, I defifted 2 while from ufing feverity ; 1 Spared all thofe

Tétus was greatly en- 
raged that they being ina manner already his Captives, fhould impofe upon him Con- 
F ditions, as though they were Victors ; and he commanded a Herald to tell them that 
henceforth they fhould not flie to hit, nor hope that he would receive them ; that he 
would pardon none; and that they might employ all their force to fight and fave them- 
{elves as they could, for he would now in all things ufe the Law of Arms : and fo he 
Permitted the Sou!diers to fack the City and ferit on fire. The fame day they did no- 
thing ; but the next day following they fired the Councel-houfe, the Palace Acra, and The Souldiers 
Ophia, the place of Juttice, and the fire came to Queen Helens Palace, which was {ci- ae ion 
tuate in the midft of Aca: alfo the houfes and ftreets of the City full of dead Bodies 
were fet on fire.

H E Seditious went to the Kings Palace,where many had left their wealth, becanfe 
The Scditious T it was a {trong place: and driving the Romans from thence, they flew all rhe peo- 
oan houge PL there aflembled, amounting to the number of 8400,and carried away all the Moneys 
ae aay tk: and they tock there two Roman Souldiers alive, one a Horfeman, and the other a Foor- 
meafure, ~—_ man;and they flew the footman and drew him all along the City,as ic were in the Body 
of that one revenging themfelves upon all the Romans. But the Horfeman affirming 
that he had fomething to fay to them, which would greatly profit them, and fave their 
The punith- lives, he was carried to Simon, and not having there any thing to fay, Simon deliver- 
ment of 3 Ro- ed him to one of his Captains called Ardada to be flain ; and he brought him where the 
taken by the. Romans might behold him with his hands bound behind him, and a veil before his eyes, 
“Jews, meaning thereto behead him : but he, whilft the Jew drew out his Sword, efcaped to the 
Romans. Titws would not put him to death, becaufe he had efcaped from the Enemies: 
yet deeming him unworthy to be a Roman Souldier, who fuffered himfelf to be taken 
alive, he took from him his arms, and difcharged him from bearing them any more , 
which to a man of Courage was worfe than Death. The next day, the Romans putting 
the Seditious to flight that were in the lower City, fired all as far as Sila 3 rejoycing 
that the Town was deftroyed : yet they got no booties, becaufe the Seditious had alrea- 
The Jews are dy robbed and fpoiled all, and carried it into the higher City.

Te perceiving that the higher part of the City could not be won without Mounts;

B; that purpofe was very painful, all Trees within 100 furlongs off tlie City being alrea- 
~ dy cut down, and ufed in the former Work, as is before-faids So the four Legioris rai- 
fed 4 Mount on the Weft fide of the City ; and the Auxiliaries made a Mount againft 
the Porch, Bridge and Tower, which Simon, during his War with obs, had built. _ i 
About this time che Captains of the Idumeans affembling together, deliberated to yield ae eat 
themfelves, and fent five of their Company to Titus, befeeching him to receive them to affembly about 
mercy: and he hoping that the Tyrant would yield after them, who were the greateft teirfubmiffiog 
part of his Army, with much difficulty granted them Life; and fo fent them back to 
their fellows. But Simon having notice of their defign, prefently flew thofe five that 
were fent to Ttys ; and taking the Captains (the chief of whom was Sames the Son of 
C Sez }-he put them in Prifon, and carefully watcht thé Idemeans, who now having ng 
~ chief Commanders, knew not what todo. But the Guard could not hinder them fron 
fleeing; for although many of them were killed, yet divets fled and efcaped, and werd 
all received by the Romans; Titws’s coustefie being fuch, that he remembred mot his for- . 
mer Orders to the contrary.. And now the Souldiers abftained from niurtliers, and 
minded only the getting of Wealth; the common People they fold with their Wives - 
and Childgen for a. {mall price; many being. expofed to; falé, and -few coming tg 
buy them. Titws having publifhed that none fhould fie unto him without their fami, 
lies, yet now received thofe alfo that came alone, appointing fome to enquire who had 
deferved punifhment, and to infli@itomthem. So an infinite number was fold; and 
) more than 40000 of the People were faved, whom the Emperour difmiffed, and.permity Forty thoufaid 
ted to go whither they pleafed. . eee ee ng pore og on brone 
Atthe fame time a certain Prieft, £efus the Son of Thebathns was promifed pardon ois Fefus a Prietk 
condition he would deliver certain holy things belonging to the Temple : and fo he aera 
came and brought out of a Wall two Candlefticks;like to thofe that were in the Temple; 
Tables, Goblets, Cups, all made of folid and maffie Gold : alfothe Veil and the Ornat 
ments of the Prieft, fome precious Stones; and many Veffells made for factifice. More: _ a 
over, the Keeper of the holy Treafure, called Phineas, brought forth the Garments,.and Tee 
all things chat belonged to the Prieftsy and much Purple arid-Scatlet, which were ldidup ac Temples 
in ftore, co make Tapeftry or Hangings, among which alfo was fome Cintiamon, Caffia, takth 
‘pand many other odoriferous things, whereof were compounded fweet Odours to be-of- 
fered toGod. He alfo delivered him much wealth of other mens; and much facred 
Freafure : for which although he was taken by. force; yet he was pardoned, as thofe

buchodonofor King ot Babyloz deftroyed it, when he had enjoyed the fame, 4 thoufand ¥ 
three hundred.and threefcore years, eight moneths and fix dayes after it was firft built. 
He that firft built it, was one of the Princes of the Ganaznites, furnamed the F#/, by 
reafonof his Piety. He firft confecrated this City to God, by building a Temple to 
him, and changed the Name Solyma, into that of Ferufalem : But David the King of 
the Jews having driven out the Casaanites, gave it to his own People to be inhabited : 
and after four hundred. threefcore and four years and three moneths, it was deftroyed 
by the Baéylonians, From King David, who was the firft few that reigned there, till 
the cime that Trtws deftroyed it, were a thoufand one hundred feventy and nine years ; 
and from the time that it was firft erected, until it was by him deftroyed, were two 
thoufand one hundred and_.feventy feven years : yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, i¢ 
nor the Fame thereof, now f{pread all over the World, nor the Glory of Religion did any 
thing profit or hinder it from being deftroyed, Such was theend of the Siege of Ferufa- 
dem. When there was noneleft'to kill, nor any thing remaining for che Souldiers to get 
to exercife their outuage againft ( for they would have {pared nothing that they could 
The Romans fpoile ) Cefar commanded them td deftroy the City and Temple, leaving only ftand- 
cetuhecap, ing certain Towers, that were more'beautiful and ftrong than the reft, to wit, Phafelus, 
andthe Tem. Hippicos, and Mariamme ; andthe Wall that was on the Welt fide ; meaning there to 
pic. keep a Garrifon, and that they fhould be Monuments of the Valour of the Romans, 
who had maftered a City fo well fortified as by thefe it appeared to have been. All 
the reft ofthe City they fo plained, that thofe who had not feen it before could not L 
believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the end of their madnefs, who were 
alwayes.given to Sedition in:Fersfalem, a moft beautiful City and famous amongft all 
Nations. oa :

een ee all the reft of the Jews to do the like, and whofoever refufed fo to do, were to 
fevenhday. be judged Traitors. The Aatzochians followed his counfel : buc few Jews would 
obeys and they that denied to facrifice, were flain, Then Antiochus receiving a 
party of Souldiers from the Roman Governours, became moft cruel againft his Coun- 
uy-mep, and would not permit them to keep holy the Seventh day , but in it obliged 
themto do all labour and bufinefs, that they were acuftomed to do upon any other 
day s and he fo urged them hereto, that within fhort time the feventh day was not 
only violated among then of ntioch, but alfo in other places and Cities round about. 
Ancthercals- The Jews at -datioch laving endured this perfecution, fell. into another as 
wh) ~"* grearcalamity, whereof I intend to fpeak. It hapned that the fourfquare Market and 
the publick Places, where all Writings and Regifters were kept, as alfo the Kings 
Houfe, were burnt : and the fire fo encteafed, that with much ado it was hiodred 
from firing the whole City. Ofthis fact Antiochus accufed the Jews, thereby incit-

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A ting the Antiachtans, againft chem ; and it was not hard for him to believe his-calumnia- CALA 
tions although they had not hated chem before, by reafon of that which fatel y palt : ms ee

Cc Ans had received: Letters from his Father, chat he was arrived in Italy, and the City of 
that all che Cities where he came welcomed him very joyfully, and that efpecially Rov enter- 

Rome had entertained him with great pomp and triumph, he was eafed of the care fenvithal 
he had before, and very joyful-for his Fathers welfare, and-good fortune. For all the willingncfs 
people of Ztaly reverenc'd Vefpafian, though abfent, as though ‘he had been prefent with aoe 
them, defiring to fee his arrival, whofe coming they: fo’ heartily withed for, The Se- 
nate, remembring what calamities had betaln the City in the change of Princes, defi- 
red to receive their Emperour honorable for his old age, and martialrenown, whofé 
prefence alone would be to his fubjects advancagetand fatety. Aud che vulgar fore alfo 
troubled before with civil Wars, long expected bis arrival, aff:ring the:ntelves thereby 

D to have an end of their calamity, androrecover again their wonted «fluence. Efpe- 
cially he was expe@ed by the Souldiers, who knowing his skill in martial aff-irs, by 
that which himfelf had already done, aud finding‘their ouher.Emperours iguoranc and 
uoskilful, much wifhed his coming  ia:‘hope thereby.co be delivered trom the dif- 
grace wherein they lived, and to be both honoured, .and preferced trom danger. The 
Nobility feeing him fo beloved of all men; could no longer wait his coming, but went The Romans 
and met him at fome diftance from the City, and accompanied:him ; and no man ttay- seen te 
ed his coming, but in whole multicudes they wentg@o meet him; they were fo defirous “epafan: 
to feehim : fo that more went to meet him, then -ftayed at home. 

When news was brought that he approached tear the Ciry, and how friendly and 

E courteoufly he had entertained all men, the people with their Wives and Children ftay- 
ed in the way he came, to falute him : and wherefoever he.came, with joyful applaufes 
and acclamations they fhoured, calling him their Conferver and Benefa@or, and he who 
alone was worthy to be the Roman Emperour ; andthe whole City was as ic had 
been a Temple, all hung with Garlands, and full of {weet odours and perfumes : and 
the multicude of the people being fuch that he could-fcarcely get into the Palace, he _ . 
offered Sacrifices to his houfhold gods for his fafe return s and all the people were ees 
feafted by their Tribes, Kindred, and Neighbours, and made vows to their Gods, !atory Sacrifice 
that Vefpafian might long continue their Emperour, and his Son a'ter him, '°/'"*™* 
and that the Empire might never depart from his lineage, The City of Rome having 

F thus received Vefpajian, it was {oon after bleffed with all happinefs and profperity,

Ometime before Y¢fpafian wentto Alexandria, and whilft Titus befieged the City 
cf Ferufalem, a great part of Germany was revolted, with whom the French that 
bordered upon them, were confederated, renouncing their allegiance, in hope to 


So eaee free themfelves fromthe Yoke and Government of the Romans, The firft motive 


the Gcrmans that caufed the Germans to revolt, and to war againft the Romans, was their temerity I 


pnd Fren’ _and rafh nature prone to fight having but very little hope of fuccefs, together with the 
mans, hatred of che Romans, who they knew alone could by force bring them into {ubjections 
and they were chiefly thereunto encouraged by the prefent opportunity. For feeing the 
Empire greatly afflicted with civil Wars, by reafon of the often changing of Emperours, 
and knowing that all cheWorld under their dominion was now in fufpence,the y thought 
that by reafon of their troubles and Civil Wars, fit opportunity was offered them to re- 
cover their freedom and they were hereunto perfwaded by Caffius and Crzilis, ewo 
of the moft potent amongft them, who long betore defired alteration, and now find- 
ing opportunity, fhewed what minds they bare, Whereupon taking courage they 


made tryal what the common people thought of this poinr, and the greateft part ofy 


them manifeftly condefcended hereunto, and perhaps the reft were not unwilling, At 
this time, as it were by Gods providence, Vefjafian fent Letters to Petilius Certalis 
Ceréaliscom- ( who before had been.Governgur of.Germany ) and declared him Conful, command- 
pellcththe ing him to go into ‘Britain and take the Rule of the Country. He forthwith obey- 
fasion. ed Vefpafians comand ': and hearing that the Germans had revolted, he went againft 
them, they having now levied an Army, and gave them a great overthrow, kil- 


ling many of them, and forcing them to return to their obedience to’ the Romans, | 


Notwithftanding , if he had not come. thither, not long after they had affuredly been 
punifhed for their offence: For fo foon.as news of their Rebellion was brought to Rome, 


(afar Domitianus, Vefpafans Son (who although very young underftood matters of L 


Fim Rother, War beyond his age } hearing of it, and being led by che courage which was heredi- 
tary to him, undertook the Expedition.to go and conquer them : The Barba- 
rians terrified with the report of his coming, fubmittedto him, thereby gainin 
this, that without bloodfhed they were brought under fubjection as before, An 
all things in Gallia being well difpofed of, fo that ic was not eafie for them, although 
they would, co rebel any more, Domitian returned again to Rome, having gain’d 
great Credit to his Age and Country, 

‘The Sprhians Arthe fame time alfo the Scythians rebelled; and affembling in great multitudes,

eal eo paffed over the River /fer, and with great violence and cruelty coming unexpecteds

grippa Lievtenant-General, who had been Conful, meeting them, gave them Bat- 
tel, and was flain : which done, they went all over the Countries adjoyning, waft- 
ing, robbing, and fpoiling chem. When Vefpafian heard thereof, and how Mefa 
was all wafted, he fent Rubvius Gallus to chaftife them ; he haying flain many 
of them in fight , forced the reft to retire into theic own Country. This Gene- 
ral having thus ended that War, provided to prevent them if hereafter they at- 
tempted the like s for he buile far ftronger Forts than were before , fo that the 
Enemy could no way pafs out of their own Countrys by which means the Wars in

Ic hapned one day that the fight being ended, and both 
pacts {iperated, he as ic were contemning all men, and thinking that none of his 
Enenies durtt undertake to Combate with him, ftayed without the Gate, {peaking 
to thofe that were upon the Wall, and giving great attention tothem. Then one 
Rufus an egyptian, one of the Roman Army, fpying this opportunicy ran upon 
him fo fudceniy , that he unawares took him all unarmed as he was ,; 
aid they upon the Walls food amazed, whilft Rufus Ied him into the Roman Camp, N 
Thea che General of the Romans caufed him to be ledintoa place, where they ia 
the City might fee him, and there to have all his Cloaths taken off , and to be 
whipp’d : the misfortune of this young man greatly difcouraged the Jews, fo 
tiiat all theCizy was melzed intoTears for the calamity of this one man.

T His done Baffus prepared to carry his Army into the Forreft called Fardes. where Ptecawood 
he had notice that many Jews were aflembled together, having efcaped from fe- invironed by 
rafalems and Machera during the Siege. So coming to the place; and finding it to be as pare 
it was reported to him , he firft of all invironed it. with Horfemen, that if any of the 


Jews fought to efcape, the Horfemen might difpatch them :.and he commanded the 


D Footmen to cut down the Wood into which they had fled to hide themfelves. So 


through neceffity the Jews were conftrained to fight; in ho uragi 

pe by a couragious Charge 
to make a paflage for themfelves, Wherefore with a great Cty they violentlyaffanie 
ed thofe by whom they were invironed, and theRomans valiantly received them;und b 


their valour andthe Jews defperation the fight endured a longtime; yet the event of 


the Battle was favourable to the Romans, of whom only twelve were {lain 

few wounded, but ‘all the Jews were flain in the fight, being innumber three cane os Tews: 
and alfo their Captain Fadas the Son of fairus (of whomwe have already made men. ilin Pe 
tion, and who during the fiege of Ferufalem was Commander of a Company there, and 

hid himfelf in a certain Cave, and fecretly efcaped from thence) Ac that time Cafir 

writ to Liberins Masimus his Governour, and to Baffus, to fell all the Lands of Pudea: A cribvte im: 
for he would not build any more Cities, but appropriated it to himfelf, leaving there poted by.cufis

TPR Of the Death of King Antiochus : axd how the Alans invaded Armenia, 


N the fourth year of Vefpafian's Reign, it hapned that Antiochus King of Comagena 
Cuferiasus Pe~ | with all his family fell into great misfortune upon this occafion. Cefennins Petus 
wa Prclidene Governour of Syria ( either for envy, or for that indecd it was fo; for it is not well 
cufcth tntio- Known) fent Letters to Cafar, declaring to him that Antiochus was Se to revolt 
en from the Romans, together with his Son Epiphanes ; ae had made a pecae with 
the King of the Parthians ; and that therctore it was neceffary to prevent them in ume, 
Icftif they firft began to revolt openly, they might trouble all the Roman Empire with 
War. Cafar did nor neglect this news, for that the nearncfs of both the Kings Countries 
one to another feemed to require thar they fhould be quickly prevented : for Samofata 
the greatclt City of Ccmagenais fituate upon Exphrates,and fo might both eafily reccive 
the Parthiazs, and be a ftrong Hold for them ; and alfo there they might eafily pafs 
over the River, Wherefore Vefpafian {unt word to Petus, That he permitted him todo 
what he thought expedient : and he forthwith, Artiochus thinking nothing, fuddenly 
entred into Comagexa with the fixth Legion, and certain other Companies of Foot,and 
fome Troops of Horfe, accompanied with Ariftobulus King of Chalcis, and Sohewens King 
of Emefa, who came to affifthim. They entred the Couritry without any fight; for 
4ntichwis none ot the inhabirants offered to re fift. Antiochus though furprifed with this unexpect- 
fuddenly inva- ed news, yet did not fo much as think of any War againft the Romans ; but determined 
eae nel to leave the whole Kingdom in. that eftate that then it was in, and with his Wife and 
Children to depart from thence, hoping hereby to clear himfelf to the Romans, from 
that which they fufpected of him : and going almoft a hundred and thirty furlongs from 
the City into a Plain,there heencamped, Petus fent men to Samofata to take it, as they 
eafily did,and were leftto keep the City, whilft he with the reft of the Souldiers purpofe 
to go againit Antiochus :' But the King, though by neceflity urged thereto, yet would __ 
not fight egainft the Romans ; but bewailing his mistortune,endured patienzly all what- 
foever : But his two Sons being lufty ftrong young men, and skilfull in martial affairs, 
could not eafily abftain from fight in this their diftrefs, Wherefore they had recourfe 
to their forces, andina great fight that endured a whole day, they thewed their Valour, 
and came off with little lofs, Yet Astiochus after this fight would not any longer abide 
aah in his Country, but taking his Wife and Daughters he fled into Cilicia, and thereby 
cn pe ce difcouraged his Souldiers, who difpairing to keep the Kingdom for him, revolted tothe 
his Country Romans. But Epiphanes and the reft were forced to feck to fave themfelves, before 
waiClikkeny fitch time as they were left deftitute, und fo accompanied with ten Horfemen, they paf- 
thin to fsht fed the River Euphrates: And fo being out of danger, they went to Vologefas, by whom 
a a they were received, not as Fugitives, but with great honour, and according to their de. M 
<intichra fi- oree, as though they yer poflcffed their ancient dignity. 
: a Pctus coming to J arfus of Cilicia, fent a Centurion to arreft and carry Antiochus bound 
Cixi... to Rome. But Vefpafien permitted not the King to be fo ill treated, confidering more the 
Five ree old Friendihip between them, than the offence which he believed had given occafion to 
fue the King of this War. Wherefore he commanded, that in the way as he came, he fhould'be unbound 
ea ftay awhile at Laccdcmon, and forbear his journey towards Rome ; allowing him 
Antieckes money fufficient to maintain his Kingly dignity. ; 
take. F piphanes, and thofe with him hearing this, were eafed of the great concern they took 
fur their Father, whom they greatly feared tobe fallen into fome danger ; and now OEY 
alfo conceived fome hope to be reconciled to Cefar ; whereof Vologefus writto Vefpafian, 
who courreoufly gave them leaveto come to Rome , and their Father was prefently fent 
for to them from Lacedemon, and fo they remained at Rome in great honour. . 
totnchusve. The Nation of the Alanes, being originally Scythians , inhabit about the River 
conciledto Tai, and the Marthes of Moris, as in another place we have recounted, They 
ee confpiring withthe King of Hyrcazia to pafs into Media and fack it ( for he was Ma- 
flerof that paflage which King d/exander had made in fuch wife, that it was fhut up 
with Iron Gates)obtained leave to pafs,and fo came into Media whilft the Medes nothing 
‘Lene en.

Tyridates was then King of that The part 
Country, who with an Army coming to fight againft them, was almoft by them takén 4035-</ter the 
alivein the Battle; for one caft a halter about him and began to draw him amongit the Cont 
Enemies : and fo had done, but that he with his Sword quickly cut the rope and fled : U7 V.\J 
and they being more enraged; by reafon he fought againft them, wafted all the Coun ites 
try, .and carrying with them a great multitude of Men and Cattle out of both Coun-

_ How Maffada, a very frong Caftle, was taken: 


B44 dying in Yudéea, Flovius Sylva fucceeded in his place; who perceiving that all 

“ the Country elfe were Conquered fave one only Caftle, he with all the torces hé 

could make went againft it. This Caftle is called Maffada. The Captain of the Sicari- 

aus, named Eleazar, who commanded in it, was a very ftrong and valiant man, of the 

Tribe of Fudz, who petfwaded a great many Fews, as is beforefaid, not to enrol them- 

C felves when Gyreneus was Cenifor, and fent to tax Fudea. For at that time the Sicari- 

aus ad confpired againft thofe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things ufed them 

like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houfes, affirming 

that they nothing differed from ftrangers, who betrayed the libetty of their Country, 

rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were oni the Ro- 

mans fide. But this was only an excufe tohide their avarice and injurious dealing, as 

the proof made manifeft , for they themfelves revolted and bore Arms againft the Ro- 

mans, and their enterprifes againtt the Romans were worfe than the reft ; and when 

their firft forged pretence was known and confuted, they taged more thaii before 

againft thofe that upbraided them with it. a Z 

D For at thattime'the Jews abounded with all mannet of Iniquity,fo that none was left Thetimea- _, 

uncoinmitted, yea, though one endeavoured to invent fome new Villanies, yet could he which on 
devife none that was not then practifed : All laboured with this malady, both in parti- fruitful in 
cular, and incommon ; and every one ftrove with other to furpafs his fellow in impiety ata 
again{t God, and injuftice towards his Neighbour. Themighty vexed the weaker fort : 

and the meaner fort deftroyed the Potentates, and took their riches away from them 3 

thofe gaped after rule and dominion, thefe after mifchief. — 

The Stcarians were the firft that were fo cruel and injurious againft their neighbours : 7053 Gifeale; 

for not provoked thereunto, either by deed or word, they flew and injuted all men with: 

out caufe; but in comparifon of Fohn they were very moderate. For he did not only 

flay all that counfelled that which was good and profitable, as his greateft Enemics, 

efpecially the Citizens ; but alfo he many wayes injured his Country; like one who 
impioufly contemned-God himfelf, For he did. eat forbiddei meats, and violated the 
purity of his Countries Cuftomes: fo that it was no wonder to fee him obferveno . Sai 
juftice nor fidelity towards men, who had now infringed the Laws of God. Again, what £17750" of

Villanies did Simon Giora leave undone? Or what injury did he abftain ftom offering 
to their Bodies, who had chofen him for their Ruler?

Yea, it occafioned’ them to be more cruelly ufed; and more ty- 
rannoufly butchered, than otherwife. For they thought it a pittiful offence to abufé 
Strangers, but a glory to exercife cruelty upon their moft familiar Friends. . 
F The Idumeans were followers of this fey, who kill’d the high Priefts; and left not a- The ‘dumeaise 
ny one of note in the City, by whom God might be honoured ; and induced all in- 
Juftice poffible, wherein the Zealous excelled. For they committed all mifchief, leaving 74. Pehcis: 
nothing unatrempted, that had ever before that time been practifed: yet they took their 
Name from thofe that praGife good and godlinefs, but in truth it was to mock and 
flout thofe thatdid well (fo favage and cruel was their nature ) orelfe accounting the 
Sreateftimpiety to be goodnefs, But their end was as they deferved ; God punithed vheend of the 
their impieties with his juft vengeance : For even till the end of their lives, they endu- ae amu 
red all the miferies that is poffible for mans nature to abide, undergoing all forts of tor- fives 
ments.

Itisin- B 
vironed round with a huge Rock very high on every fide ; and the Valley underneathis 
fo dcep, that one can fearce {ce the bottom, all rocky and inacceffible to all Animals;

phaltites towards the Eaft, and the eafieft of the two on the Weft fide: the firft is call- 
by theRock cd a Swate ; taking its name of the ftraitnefs and crooked turnings ; for the Rock that 
cupl th? is eminent, feemeth as it were broken in funder, and by little and little often returneth 
again into it felf, and is by degrees extended in length, fo that he that goeth that. way, 
can make no haft, but muft ftep with one foot firft upon them, and the other upon ano-

high,by which men paffed into the houfes that were round about the Wall within.

ee hece Yet they might not be famifhed, having this ground to furnifh them. He alfo built in 
WOW shi place a Palace for himfelf, the way to which was on the Welt fide within the 
Caftle wall , whofe profpect was towards the North ; and he invironed the fame witha 

very ftrong Wall, and in the Corners thereof he built four very firm Towers threefcore 

Cubits high, and very fumptuous within, having divers Rocmes, Galleries and Baths, 

fupported in every place with Pillars, every one of which was one only ftone : The 

Walls thereof were of folid ftone of divers colours : and to every houfe, and in the top 

of the Hill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certain Cifterns out of the Rock to 

hold water ; fo that by this means water was as plentiful, as though they had had Foun- 

tains within the Caftle. There was a way to the Caftle under ground from the Kings 


Palace, which they that were without could not perceive; but the way above ground p 
was inacceffible ; for as we have already faid, by the way on the Eaft fideno man could 


pafs, and as for that on the Welt, it was ftopt up with a Tower built in the ftrait there- 
of diftant a thoufand Cubits from the Caftle, by which it was impoffible to pafs ; and it 
was not eafie to get itby force, and the more leifurely one went, the greater was the 
‘danger. Thus was this Fortrefs ftrengthened both by Art and Nature. 

The provifion within the Caftle was admirable for the plenty thereof ; for there was

Bur feeing now the Wall was fired, and not knowing any way elfe to fave hisutelf, 
confidering lixewife wha: the Ro-naus would do : nto their Wives aud Children if they 
fhould take them, he delibe:ated ofall their death’s, which he in thar extremity judg- 
ed tobe the beft way they could take. And fo he afembled-the moft valianc of all his 
companions, nd exhorted them all thereunto, after chis manrer. 

Generous ‘Jews, we long ago refolved with our felves to ferve neither the Rowans, nor any 
ether fave only God : for he alone is the true and juft Lord of all men. Behold, the time ts 
now come, that requiveth youto fhew your refolute minds : let us not therefore difhonrur our 
felves, and befide our flavery, Juffer alfa intolerable torments, if we be taken alive by the Ro- 

PF omans. For we were the firft that revolted from them, and now thelaft that war agatnft 
them, And I verily thik that God bath given us this benefit, that we may die well in our 
own liberty, wich Le denied to others,who mere overcoine contrary to all expectation.

Thole Sicarians 
who had efcaped thither, were not content to be fafe and free from danger, but there 
alfo they attempted alteration, andto recover their Liberty againft the Romans eftcem- 
ing themfelves nothing inferiour to them, and that only God was their Lord. And 
fome of the nobler race of the Jews, fecking to withftand this Enterprize, were by thefe 
Sicarians flain ; which was no fooner done, but they incited the People to re- 
volt. , 
The better fort of the Jews feeing this,and that they could not reprefs them without TM Jews af 
danger,they affembled all the Jewstogether,and declared to them the temerity of thefe confult abaut 
Stcariams, accufing themas the Authors of all the mifery that had befallen the Jews, themuttherers

K and that if they thought it fufficient to force them to fly, yet they were not certain of 


their lives; becaufe the defign being known to the Romans, they would punifh them 
for it, though no partakers of their wickednefS. Wherefore they admonifhed the mul- 
titude to beware, left they drew themfelves into the fame danger, wherein the Sicarians 
Were, and to provide for their own fafety by delivering fuch people to the Romans. 
The Jews were perfwaded by thefe fpeeches : and forefecing the danger that might en- 
fue, they furioufly affaulted the Sicarians, and took of them fix hundred : and thortly 
after thofe who fled into Egypt and Thebes were taken and brought back again, whofe 
hard-hearted obftinacy was fo great,that none can without admiration hear of it. For 


notwithftanding chat all torments and tortures,that could be devifed, were inflicted up- Divers fests of

L them, only to force them to confefs that Gefar was their Lord ; yet not one of them tories india 


would fay fo, or make any fhew thereof; but all perfevered in their former opinion, as ¢donthem who 
though the Body tormented had been dead and not alive.

How the Temple of Onias at Alexandria was font up. 


A T That time Lxpus was Governour of Alexandria, and with all {peed by Let- 
A ters gave Gefar notice of thefe troubles, The Emperour, feeing*that it was ne- 
ceffary to beware of the Jews, who were naturally inclined to fedition and unquietnefs, 
fearing alfo that they would once again gather themfelves together, and caufe fome to 
joyn with them,he commanded Lwpzs to deftroy the Temple, which they had in the City 


N Onion, which was built and fo named upon this occafion : Oxies the Son of Sizi0n, one onias by Pro: 


of the high Priefts, being driven out of Ferufalem, when Antiochus King of Syria war- ee 
ed againit the Jews, he came to A/eccandria, and was courteoufly entertained by Prolo- vy and Temple 
meus, who was then alfo Enemy to Aztiochus, affirming, that he would draw into his in opt. 
Country the People of the Jews, if he would agree to that which he required. The 
King according to all that could be granted, he requefted him to permit him to build a 
Temple in fome place of his Country, wherein he might worthip God according to the 
cuftom of their Country : for fo the Jews would hate Antiochus the more, who had de- 
ftroyed their Temple at Ferufalem, and be friendly to him; and many of them would 
flie to him for Religion’s fake. 
Ptolomeus agreed fo to do,tand gave him a piece of ground for that purpofe a hun . 
O dred and fourfcore furlongs from Memphis, in that place which was called theCoun- 
try of Heliopolis : where Onias building a Cattle, erected alfo a Temple, not equal to C447 San 
/ Uun that 
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ENA that of Ferufalem ; but yet with a Tower like that of Ferufalem, with very great tones, H 
Roa and threefcore Cubits long ; and he built an Altar after the fathion of that of his Coun- 
ajter the Nae try, and adorned it with all manner of gifts (fave only a Cancleftick ) which had in 
gy CH Qead thereof a Lamp to give light, which he caufed to be hung before the Altar ina 
sv ™~ golden Chain ; and he invironed all the Temple with a wall made of Brick, and the 
Gates he made of Stone; and the King granted to it great revenues of money and 
ground, to the intent that the Priefts might have plenty of all things which they re- 
uired, 
: But Oxias did not this with a good Confcience, but for thar he was at variance with 
the Jews of Jerufalem, who had forced him to flie : and he perfwaded himfelf that by 
the building of this Temple, he might withdraw all men from ferafalem thither , and I 
of this there was a Prophecy nine hundred and feventy years before, and I/zias had fore- 
told that a certain Jew thould build a Temple in Egypt. 
Thus that Temple was built; and Lupus having received the Emperors Letters, 
Lupus fits went to the Temple,and taking away certain gifts from it,he (hutit up : and after him 
wr ibe Temale, 2 2edinas who fuceeded in his ftead, left not one gift there ( for he threatned the Priefts 
" ifthey did not bring forth all) and permicted not any,that came thither to facrifice, to 
come near it ; but fhutting up the Gate thereof, he left no fign of divine Service there ; 
and from the time it was built, till the time it was fhut up, were three hundred thirty 


and three yeares, 





CHAP. XXXI, 


Of the Maffacre of the Fews at Cyrene. 


HE Boldnefs of the Sicartans, like fome infectious difeafe, {pread over all the L 
Towns about Cyrene. For one Fonathan a Weaver, anda wicked man, having 
efcaped, perfwaded many fimple people to follow him, and Jed them into the Wildernefs 
promiling to fhew them figns and vifions, and fo he deceived the fimpleft fort of the 
Apar of Ze Jews = but the nobleft of them of Gyrene, underftanding his deceit, gave Catullus notice 
panions were Of his preparation and departure, who was then Governour of Lybia; who fending 
ie fome Horfe and Foot, eafily furprized them being unarmed, and the moft part of 
captive alive, them were flain; yet fome were taken alive and brought to Garullus, But their Leader 
and brought Foathan at that time efcaped : yet being diligently laid and fought for over all thofe : 
Countries, he was at laft taken ; and being brought to Gatullus, he fought to delay his 
own punilhment by offering an occafion of Cruelty to Gatullus : For he accufed the M 
richeft among the Jews to have-been his advifers to this matter. 

Catullus was glad of thefe accufations, and exaggerated them very much with Tra- 
gical terms, fo that he might have a pretext of War againft the Jews, and not content 
Threerhourand to credit whatfoever was malicioufly {poken,be himfelf inftructed the Stcariansto frame 
ae Y feandalous accufations ; and commanding them to nominate one Alexander a Jew, 

whom he had long hated, “and his Wife Berwicé, he put them firft of all to death ; and 
after them all that were rich, who amounted to the number of three thoufand. And 
this he thought he did without controul, becaufe he confifcated their Poffeffions to 


Cefar. a 
Forpi by Ge “And left any Jew living in any other place, ‘fhould complain of his injuftice, he ex- N 
fionis neculed tended his malicious lies againft others further off; and perfwaded Jorathan, and cer- 
by Jonatha cain others that were taken with him, to accufe the moft trufty and faithful Jews both 
at Kome and Alexandria : one of thofe who were thus falfely accufed was ‘Fofeph, who 
wrote this Hiftory. But this proceeding of Gatnllus had not fuch fuccefs as he hoped : 
for he came to Rome, and brought Foxathan and the reft. bound with him, thinking that 
no more inquiry would be made of the falfe accufations invented by himfelf. But 
Pefpafian, fulpe@ing the matter, made diligent inquiry to know the truth : and finding 
Jontrhan te. thefe crimes injurioufly impofed upon thofe men, atthe interceffion of Tztus, he acquit- 
ing fit bearen ted them, and punithed Jorathan according to his defert ; who being firft whipt, was 
is buratalive: afterward burnt alive, 


Carullus ac that time, by reafon of the mildnefs of che Emperour, had nothing faid 
to

A tohim : but not long after he fell into a grievous Difcafe, and was cruelly tormented 


not only in Body but alfo in mind. For he was grearly terrified, and continually aorls, oye. 
imagined to fee the Ghofts of thofe whom he had {0 unjuftly flain ready to kil! him ; (y 4/er shears. 
that he cried out, and not able to contain himfelf, leapt out of his Bed,as though he kad see oe 
been tortured with tormentsand fire. Aud this Difeafe daily increaling, his Gutsand “WY 
Bowels rotting, and iffuing out of him, at laft he died in this manner, Ieaving behind 
him an evident argument, that the Divine Juttice punifheth impious Malefaéicrs,

Yet they tanuinerable 
have had the knowledge of Letters very late, and have attained the {fame with very great comupticns

For they that {peak of the moft ancient ufé of the fame, boaft that they received the Me 
knowledge thereof from the Phexicians and from C admis. Notwithftanding, there Seeriia 
is not any one of them that can thew any Record of that time, either in their thefirit 
Temple, or in their publick Regifters : whereas there is fill great doubt and queftion, py" 
whether thofe Letters were in ufe during their time, who managed the fiege of 
Troy. 
B_ And indeed,their opinion, who affirm that they were ignorant of the ufe of thiofeLet- 
ters which are at prefent allowed and accuftomed among us, is not tobe refuted. For it Among the _ 
is moft manifeft,that there is not any Whiting extant among theGreeks,that ismore an- pirates c 
cient than Homers Poem, which, as is moft manifeft,was compos’d fince the time of the ing more an. 
fiege of Troy.And yet it is reported,that he left no part of that his Poem in writing,but jane Porn 
at it was compofed of divers Songs, and only fung by roat; by which means it came 
to pafs, chac there are fo many contradi@tions in the fame. 
And as for thofe who have undertaken to write Hiftories among them, I mean Cad- 
mus the Milefian, and Acufilaus the Argive, and others, They lived but very little time 
before the paffage of the Perfians into Grecee. 
C Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firft that introduced Philofophy 
and the knowledge of Celeftial and Divine things, namely Pherecydes the Syrian, Py 
thagoras and Thales, all of them confefs with one accord, that they were initrudted by 
the Egyptians and Chaldees; and they published fome few writings,which are fuppofed 
to be the moft ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed alfo that they were 
written by them. What reafon therefore have the Greeks to be fo proud, as if there 
were none, but themfelves only, who knew the affaires of Antiquity, and could exaély 
write the truth thereof? Or who cannot eafily conjecture by their own Writers them< 
felves, that their Writings were founded only upon hearfay and fuppofition, and that 
they followed only vain conjectures ¢ Hence it commeth to pafs, that in their Books 
D they cavil and reprove one another, and make no con{cience to maintain and write con- 
tradictions about one and the {ame thing. 
But itmay be faid, that I thould oblige my felf to a fruitlefs labour, if T thould go 
about to inform thofe who are better experienced than my felf; in how many points 
Helicanus differeth from Acufilaus touching the Genealogies, in how many places Acu- 
fitans hath corretted Herodotus, ox how Ephorus hath proved that Helicauys was a liat 
in the greater part of that which he hath recited. Ephorus hath been reproved by Ti 
meus, and in generals all have taxed Herodotus. Neither hath Timeus youch{afed to 
accord with Avstiochus, or Philiftus or Gallia, in the Hiftories of Sicily. Neither do 
thofe, who have writ the Hiftories of Athens and Argos, agree better together. 
E What need I reckon up thie differences amongft thofe, who in particular Have treated 
of Cities, or of lefs matters , fince in the Relation of the Perfian War, andthe ex- 
ploits performed therein, thofe of greateft authotity are moft ac odds ¢ Thacydides i& rineydides 
accufed by fome for.a liar in divers places; notwithftanding that he feemeth to have See 
written the Hiftory of his time moftexadtly. But the Caufes of this difcord are divers; iis time: 
as they who (hall narrowly pry into them thall find. For my own part,thofe two which J The ped ki 
thall here fet down, in my opinion are of greateft weight, che Jews; 
The firft, andin my judgement the chiefeft is, that amongit the Gretks frotn the be- 
ginning they have not been induftrious to keep publick Regifters of fuch matters as 
happened in any time or place: which hath occafion’d them to errejand given thofe a pri 
F viledgeto lye, who afterwards went about to write any thing of fuch matters as were 
acted long fince. Neither are only other People of Greece to be accufed of negligence 
for not making account of fuch Regifters; but amongft the Athenians alfo ( who glo- 
ry in the antiquity of theic Country, and who are moft exercifed in Sciences) there . 
is no mention of them. For it is faid, that the moft ancient and publick Writings which 
they have are thofe Capital Laws which were fet down by their Law-maker Draco, who 
lived but a little time before Pififratus the Tyrant. 
What need we {peak-of the Arcadians, who vaunt therifelves of their Antiquity ¢ 
for who knows not,that they have learned the ufe of Letters long after thofe before men- 
tioned? Whereas therefore there was not any Writing publithed betore thattime, which 
G might inftru@ thofe that would learn, or reprehend chofe that difguif'd the Truth: from 
thence itis, that fo many differences have happened amongtt Hittorians, 
” Uun; A fer 
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eee not bulie themfelves about the inquifition of the Truth ( notwith{tanding that all of 
cerd, recorded them ordinat ly promifed no lefs ) but they laboured to thew how eloquent they were , 
iter and fixed their whole ftudy thereon, as the only means whereby they hoped to obtain 

“ "reputation above others. 

Some of them therefore applyed their Stile to Fables ; others by flattering praifes 
thought to curry favour with Kings and Cities. The reft employed theis ftudies to ac- 
cufe and calumniate the works of other Writers; in hope tobuild their own reputation 
upon the ruine of others. 

In effeé they have followed that courfe in compofing their Hiftory, that was every 

The fign of a way different from the true nature thereof, For the affured fign of a perfectand true [ 

Buctillo ns Hiftory is, when all men accord in {etting down the fame thing : whereas thefe Wri- 
tcrs have endeavoured to make men believe that they were the trueft of all the reft, be- 
caufe they contradicted them. We ought indeed togrant the Superiority to the Gre- 
ciaasin allthat concerneth Eloquence and the Ornament of Language, but not in that 
which appertainech to Antiquity or Truth of Hiftory, and efpecially in what concerneth 
the truth of ancient Hiftory, and what hath paffed in every Country. 

Wherefore as the Egyptians and Babylonians long fince ufed all diligence in writing, 
becaufe their Pricfts were hereunto enjoyned, who did moft curioufly treat of all fuch 
matters;the fame alfo did the Chaladces amongft the Babylonians,and the Phenicians alfo 


(inhabiting amongft the Greeks) taught them to ufe Regifters both concerning publick K 


and private affairs, which becaufe all men confefs, 1 will omit to {peak off. 

J let pafs alfo to recount what care our Nution. hath had of this point (na doubr great- 
er than thofe Nations above mentioned had) charging our High Priefts and Prophets 
to exccute this Office; which Cuftom hath been obferved even until this Age, and (if I 
may prefume fo far) will be obferved in all fucceeding Ages, as by my enf uing difcourfe 


I will endeavour to make manifeft. For our Nation didnot only depute this Office to 


the moft virtuous and religious men amongét them in the beginning,and to fuch as were 
confecrated to the Service of God; but they alfo provided to preferve the Line and De- 
{cent of Priefts from all impurity, and from being intermingled with others. Forno 


man amongit us can be a Prieft, who isnot born of a Woman defcended from the fame I, 


Line. Neither in this cafe is any refpect made either of Riches or Honours : but the 
party whoclaimeth the dignity of Priefthood, muftby many Witneffes prove his Gene- 
alogy, and that he is defcended from Priefts. 
This Cuftom is not only of force in Fades, but wherefoever elfe any of our Nation 
A citom inhabit; asin Egypt and Babylon, and in any other place, where continually the Priefts 
Prstses. _ intheir Marriages have this refpect, not to marry with any Woman that is not of their 
ferved, own Line; & they fend to Ferufalem the Name and Pedigree of the Woman whom they 
have married, and all the Teftimony hereof which they can deduce from her Anceftors, 
Now if War moleft our Nation (as often it hath in the time of Aztiochws firnamed 


Epiphanes, of Pompey the Great, Quintilius Varus, and efpecially in this our Age )then M 


thofe Priefts who furvive, make new Genealogies and Pedigrees out of the ancient 
Regifters for thofe that remain of the Sacerdotal Race, And they marry none that have 
been Captives,for fear they may have had commerce with ftrangers. What more evident 
token can there be of the Priefts integrity,than that every Pricit during the revolution of 
The Priets — two thoufand ycars isRegiftred together with theNames of their Fatherszand if any one 
fescue do erreor falfify any of thethings before-{aid, heis then interdi@ed from the Altar,and 
oneregiived, from exercifing any Prieftly function. So that in the Writings of fuch men, all things 
wincitEnhes Mutt of neceflity be true and as they ought to be ; for that neither all men are permit- 


and ehiseuftom ted to write, nor yet any diffonance and difagreement is found in their Wrirings, For 
contruued two 
thouiand years 


our Prophets, who had the knowledge thereof by infpiration from God himfelf : but 
other things of latrer time are only recorded by thofe who lived in the Age, wherein the 
things they writ of were done. 

The Books amongft us, containing the Hiftories of all Ages, are neither infinite, nor 
Two andtwen- ONE repugnant to another:for all our Chronicle is contained in 22 Books,to which Books 
ry Boos of it is impiety to deny credit, 

1 Five of thefe Books were written by Mofes, comprehending Genealogies, and the be- 
ginning of mankind, with fuch notable events as hapned even fromthe beginning of rhe 
¢World til his death, which is little lefS than three thoufand years.

Perfians, and Son to Xerxesy:very one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the Hiftory

A fecond caufe is, for that they, who addicted themfelves to compofe Hiftories, did H 


fuch things as paft m/ancient times beyondthe memory of men, were only written by N 
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A of his time wherein be lived, fo that of thefe mens Writings we have thirteen Books : 
the four other Books, which make up the Number already mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the praife of God, and wholfome Precepts for mans life 
and converfation. All things which from Artaxerxes until our time have hapned, are 
alfo fet down in writing : yet the Books wherein they are regiftred, do not deferve fo 
much credit as the former of ancient times, for that there was no certain fucceffion of 
Prophets in that Age, Moreover, it is evident, that to the former works, we give as 
great credit asto things which we our felves write ; and notwithitanding they have 
been fo long written, yet in all that time noman durft prefume either to alter or to blot 
out any thing therein contained, For all Jews even from their Cradlc do believe thefe 


B Books to be facred and divine, and theretore give all credit poffible unto them, yea, 


and would willingly fuffer death, rather than do the contrary. 
Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways put 
to death in open Theaters, only for that they would nor commit any thing either in The Fews and 
word or deed againft their Laws, nor violate the writings of their fore-fathers. Now ea. 
who amongft the Greeks did ever fuftain the like? Nay, they are fo far from doing it, gether. 
that none can be.found among them,who would fuffer any lofSin his goods or fortunes, 
to preferve all che writings of their Nation from deftruGion : and the reafon hereof is, 
becaufe every onc efteemeth the verity of their Hiftories to depend upon the will ofthe 
Writer, © And this they do alfo concerning their moft ancient Hiftorians: and not 


C without caufe: for they. every day fee men of their own times writing Hiftories of mat- 


ters long before paft in former ages, wherein neither themfelves were prefenc, neither Some others 
yet do they vouchfafe to credit the writings of fuch as were then eye-witneffes fie" |, 
thereof ; yea, fome among them have divulged Hiftories of fuch things, as of late be- the Fes. 
fel our Nation,when themfelves never have been in the place where fuch matters patt as 
they writ of, nor have lived in any neighbour place, where they might have probable 
report how matters paft, but only compiling a few broken ftories, they moft impudent- 
ly arrogate to their patcht ftuff rhe name ofa Hiftory. 

Imy felfhave compofed a moft true Hiftory of the laft War, andofevery particular ¥4/@* was 
thing there done, as:well} might, having been prefent in all thofe affairs, For I was hoc oa 
Captain of the Gad/eazs amongft our Nation, fo long as any refiftance could be made 7. 


D againft the Romans: and chenit fo tell out, that I was taken by che Romans, and bein 


Prifoner to Tétus and¥’¢/pafian, they caufedme to be an eye-witnefs ofall things that 

paft. Firft, In bonds and frecters, and afterward freed fromthem, I was broughc from 
Alexandria with Tetus, when he went to theSeige of Ferafalem, So that nothing could 

then pafs whereof Thad not notice, For beholding the Roman Army, I committed to 

writing all things with all poffible diligence. My {elf did only manage all matters dif- 

clofed to the Komass by fuch as yielded themfelves, for that I only did perfeétly under- F4f%p* wit the 
ftand them. Laftly, Being at Rowse, and having leifiire, after all bufinefs was paft, Looe an ue 
ufed the help of fome Friends (for the skill ofthe Greek tongue) and fo I publithed a being at Rome. 


E Hiftory of all that had hapned in the forefaid War: which Hiftory of mine is fo true, 


that I tear not to call Ve/pafan and Titus the chief Commanders in that War to witnefs 
forthem, I firft gave a Copy of that Book to them, and afterwards to many noble 
Romans, who alfo were prefent inthe War. I fold alfo many of them to our own Na- 
tion, to fuch asunderftood the Greek language, amongft whom were.Fulius, Archelaus, 
Hercd, 2 Man of great vertue, and tothe moft worthy King Agrippa, who all do tefti- eae 
fy, that my Hiftory containeth nothing but truth, and who wouldnot have been filent, gate from Fo- 
if either for ignorance or flattery 1had changed or omitted any particular, Yet nor-/?"" Hittoy- 
withftanding allthis, fomeill difpofed Perfons endeavour to difcredit my Hiftory, as 
though they were difputing pro and contra amongft children in {chools, never confidering 


F chat he who promifeth other men a true Relation of things paft, muft either be privy to 


them by his own knowledg, as having been prefent in the affairs, or elfe have that 
which he fpeaketh from other mens mouths, by report of thofe who know them: both 
whichI have done, ForI gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scrip- 
ture, being my felf'a Prieft, and skilful in our Law; and the Hiftory of our War I 
have written, my felfbeing an Agent in many matters therein contained, and an eye- 
wirnefs of the reft ; fo that nothing was {aid or done whereof Ihadnot notice, How 
thencan any one excufe them from impudency and malice, who labour again{t me to 
prove my Relation falfe ¢ Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 
of Vefpafian and Titus, yet for all this, they were not prefent in any action, repug- 
nant cothat, which my Hiftory recounteth, b

Thus (as I thought neceffary) I have made a digreffion, to thew how they areable to py 


perform their word, who difcrediting my Hiftory, promife to fet down the truth in 
waiting. I have alfo fufficiently (as I think) demonftrated, that the regiftring of things 
is more ancient amongft other Nations, than amongit the Greeks. I will now firft of 
all difpute againft thofe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becaufe (as 
Two things they fay) no Greek Writer maketh any mention of it. This done,I will bring forth proof 
ee ?4 and teftimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers; and fo I will thew that 
their malice, whofeek to difcredit our Nation. Firft therefore, our Nation neither 
inhabiteth a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are wedelighted in merchandife, 
nor for this caufe weuried with pilgrimages from place to place. But our Cities lye far

Teer are™ whole endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our country Laws, 
Few: hadno and to leave to our pofterity the knowledg of Piety, in which work we think all our 
i wen re Age ought tobe employed. Befide all this, we have a form ofliving, different from 
Greiavs. all other Nations. All which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 
the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Pheniczans do, who give themfelves to bargaining 
and merchandife only for the covetoufnefs of money. Neither were our Anceftors 
delighted in thefts and robberies ; nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, for 
defire of larger poffeffions: notwithftanding our Country was furnithed with many 
thoufands of ftrong warlike men. Wherefore the Phemicians failing to the Greeks to 


traffick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Egyptians, K 


and all other Nations, failing upon the Seas, brought Merchandife into Greece. The 
Medes alfo and Perfienswere known to them, after fuch time as they reigned over 
Afia, and the Perfizns brought wareven into Europe. 

Moreover, the Greeks knew the Thracians, becaufe they were their Neighbours ; 
and the Scythians, by failing to Pontus; and finally, all that were difpofed to write, 
knew all the Nations bordering either upon the Eaftern and Weftern Seas ; but fuch 
as dwelt far from the Sea-coaft, were long time unknown ; as alfo appears in Europe : 
For neither Thucidides nor Herodotus, nor any other of that time, make any mention 
of Rome ; notwith{tanding that fo long fince it was mighty, and made fo great Wars: 


The Romans becaufe it was but lately that the Grecks heard of it. “Yea, their moft exa@ Writers, L 


yerelaely | and particularly Ephorus, were fo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they 
Gree, thought the Spamards to be a People only denominated from one City, wherein they 
Tags inhabited ; whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaft Country, 

anda great part of the Weftern World. Likewife the faid Greek Writers relate the 


report Spasz to 
os onlyone manners of the forefaid People to be fuch, as neither are, nor were ever ufed among 


me them. And the only caufe why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diftance of 


place; andthefe Writers would feem to tell fomething, which others of former time 
had not fpoken of. Nomarvel therefore though our Nation was unknown, and none 
of them in their Writings made any mention of us, being both fo far from the Sea, and 
living after a different manner. 


Suppofe therefore I fhould deny the Greeks to be of any antiquity ; and to prove my | 


affertion fhould conclude their Nation to be modern, becaufe our Hiftories make no 
Ke mention of them; would they not laugh at this reafon, and ufe the Teftimony of their 
rgumients to . . : . . . = . 
provethe neighbour Nations to prove their Antiquity? I therefore may argue in like manner, 
Jens of more and ufe the Teftimony of the Egyptians and Phenicians, whofe Record the Greeks can- 
theGreey. notdeny. For allthe Egyptians in general are our Enemies, and among the Pha- 
nicians they efpecially ot Tyre ; which Icannotjuftly fay ofthe Ghaldees, who having 
been Princes over our Nation, and becaufe of their affinity and alliance with our 
Countrymen, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Fews. When I have 


proved what I now aver, and refeld the flanderous reports againft us, I will then alfo N 


thew who amongft the Greeks have {poken of us, that fo the Greeks may alfo be deprived 

of this thiftandrefuge, to excufe their malicious lies falfly forged againft our Nation. 

hom an And firlt of all I will begin with the Writings of the Egypriaus, who, asthey well know, 
ene * do nothing at all favour us. Mazethon, an Egyptianborn, skilful in the Greek tongue, 
Writer» as by his Works appears (for he writin Greek) compiling a Hiftory of the Cuftoms and 
Religion of his fore-Fathers, collected (as himfelf reporteth) out of the Egyptian holy 

Writings, often reprehendeth Herodotus of falfhood, through ignorance inthe affairs 

ofthe Egyptians. This Mancthon, in his fecond Book of the Egyptian Cuftoms, faith 

thus (I will fecdown his own Words, becaufe I ufe themasawitnefs.) We have a 


King (faith he) named Timeus , inwhofe Reign God being angry with us, contrary to all Q 


expectation, an obfcure People took courage, came from the Eaft, amd pitching their Tents 
in 
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ia our Country, over-ran it, and no man refifted them; and committing onr Princes io 

bonds, they burst our Cities, and deftroyed the Temples of our gods, and behaved thrmfelves 

moft cruclly agarnft the Inhabitans, killing many of them, and making Slaves of the veft, 

with their Wives and Children: Finally, they chofe a King of their own, and gave him the 
Government of our Gountry; hrs Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis made the 

higher and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garrifons in the firong holds, and fortify- Suksis fubdved 
ing certain places inthe Eaft: And weighing with bimfelf that the Affyrians were more potest TORS: 
than be, and would in probability invade his Country, he found out ia this Province an ai- 

cient City called Saite fit for his purpofe, as being [cituate on the Eaft fide of the River Bu- 

baftis, which by amancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaffed it 

with vaft Walls, and put aGarifon init of two hundred thoufand armed men,  saltis 

made this incurfionin harveft time, tothe intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and 

be aterrour unto other people, and after he had reigued nineteen years, he dicd, 

After him fucceeded another King called Bow, who reigned four and forty years : 
next to him Aphizas, who reighned thirty fix years and feven months: then Aphofis, 
who reigned threefcore and one years : and then Iandas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month : after them alfo reigned A/fs nine and forty years and two months , and 
thefe fix were the firft Kings amongft them, ever deftroying and warringuponthe E- 
gyptians, and labouring to extinguilh their race. This Nation was called Hicfos, which Kings Ser 
fignifieth Kings fhepherds: For Hic inthe facred Tongue, fignifieth aKing, and Sos 
a Shepherd or {hepherds, according to the common fpeech, and Héefas is a compound 
word, Some fay thefe People were Arabiams: but in other Copies I find chat Hicfos 
isnot interpreted Kings fhepherds, but fhepherds that were Captives: For Hie, and 
Hac alfo when it is pronounced, doth in the Egyptian tongue fignify a Captive ; and 
this latter expofition feemeth to me to be the trueft, for ic is more agreeable with the 
Hiftory. Wherefore Mazethon reporteth thefe forefaid Kings and Shepherds to have 
ruled Egypt five hundred and eleven years : and after thefe the King of Thebes, and the 
King of the Refdue of Egypt, uniting their forces, invaded the faidShepherds, had 
great and long Wars with them, and that the faid Shepherds were overcome by the King 
Alisfragumthofis ;chat then they loft all Egypt which had been in their power, & chat they 
were fhut up in a place called Avarus containing ten thoufand acres of ground, which, 
as Mazethon reporteth, thefe Shepherds environed round about with a huge Wall, co 
theend that their whole Provifion might be within their Fortifications, and the prey, 
which they got, ina conditiontobedefended. That Themofis Son of the {aid Alisfra: 
gumthofis endeavoured by forceto fubdue them, and for this caufe befieged them with 
four hundred and 80000 men: That atlaft defpairing to take themby force, heca- 
pitulated with them that they fhould fafely depart out of Egypt whither they would ; 
and that they upon thefe Conditions together with all their Families and Goods, and 
Cattel, departed out of Egypt intothe Wildernefs, and {0 into Syria, being in num- 
ber two hundred and forty thoufand, and that fearing the puiffance of the Affyrians; 
who at that time reigned in Afia, they builded a City in the Country now called Fudea, 
which they made fo large, that itmight receive them all, and this City they called 
Ferufalem, Further, thefaid Manethon in another Book of the Egyptian Affairs 
faith, That in the holy Writings , he findeth the ferefaid Shepherds called Captives, where- 
in hefaith true. For our Anceftors were wont to feed cattel, and fo leading a patto- 
ral life, were called Shepherds, neither are they unjuftly called Captives: For our fore- 
Father Fofeph told the King of Egypt that he was a Captive ; and long time after called 
his Brethren into Egypt by the Kings Command ; but we will hereafter examin this 
point more ftraitly : [will now cite the Teftimony of the Egyptians concerning this 
point , and relate the words of Manerhow touching the time when this befel, who faick 
as followeth. 

After that the Nation of Shepherds weredeparted out of Egypt unto Ferufalem, King 
Themofis who dave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years aud four months; 
andthen died: And his Son Chebron fucceeded him, who reigned thirteen years, and 
after him Amenophis twenty years and feven months, next, his Sifter Ameffes one and 
twenty years and nine months, thenreigned Mephios.twelve years and mime months, 
and Mephamuthofis twenty five years andten months, Theaofis nine ycars and eight 
months, Amsczophis thirty years and ten months, Oras thirty fix years and five months, 
after him his Davghter Achemcheres, twelve years andone month, and the Brother of 
Rathotis nine years, Achencheres twelve years and five months, another Achewcheres 
twelve years and threemonths, Avmais four years and one month, Armefis one year 


and four months, Armcfefmiamus threefcore and fix years andtwomonths, Amenophy 
, minetecm . 


















bech of foot and horf, and a Navy at Sea, left the Government of Ez yp¢ unto his Bro- 


etreax Go. ther Armais, invefting him with foveraign Authority, only he forbad him to wear the 


Crown, and to oppre!s the Qucen who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
alf to abltain from his Concubines. — After which Sethofis himfelf went to Cyprus and 
Phoenicia again the Affyrians and Medes, and fubdued them, partly by the fword, 
partly by the fear of his power and greatne(s : and being tranfported with his fucccfs, 
he advanced againft the Eaftera Country, and deftroyed with fire and {word the Cities 
and Provinces of that place: and {pending much time in thefe Wars, his brother Ar- 
mats Whom he left in Egyptsdid without fear commit all that he forbad himto do: for he 


opprefled the Queen violently,and daily lay withthe rett ot the Kings Concubines, and I 


being counfelled by his friends he put a Crown upon his head, and rebelled againft his 
Brothe::of which he who was then Chiefof the Egyptians holyCuftoms,fentLetters unto 
Sethofis, containing all that had happened, and how Avwais had rebelled againft him : 
That Se¢hofis returning to Pelufia, recovered his own Kingdom, and by his name it was 
called Eyype : for Mavethon writeth that this Sethofis was named Egyptus, and his bro- 
ther Arma, Danaus. ; 
Thus far Maaethon ; from whom it is evident by computation of the forefaid times, 
that our Nation was delivered out of Eyypt three hundred ninepy and three years be- 
fore Danaus, and inhabited this Country of Fudea fo long before Danaus came unto 
Argos : notwithftanding the Inhabitants of Argos boaft their City is moft ancient. 
Woherelore Mancthon recounteth two things for us out of the Egyptian letters : firlt, 
That we came from another place to them, afterwards went out of their Country again, 
and that fo long ago, as it was almoft a thoufand years before the Trojan Wars. Touch- 
ing thofe things which Mamethon profeffeth himfelf to have gathered elfewhere than 
out of the Writings of the Egyptiams, who wrote down whatever was reported, I will 
thew, with how little reafon they are alleadged. For I will once again leave thefe, 
and refer to the teftimony of the Phenicians concerning our Nation. The Tyrians there- 
fore have Chronicles of very great Antiquity, which they have kept withall dilligence, 
concerning that which hath been done among them, and indeed they are worthy of me- 
mory. 
Amongft thefe Records it is written, That King Solomon built a Temple at Ferufalem, 
_ a hundred fourty three years and cight moneths before the Iyrians erected Garthage. So 
they have regiftred the building of our Temple , for Hircamus King of the Tyrians was 
our King So/owoxs friend, obliged to him for his fathers fake, whok 
of his own liberality gave So/omona hundred and twenty talents of gold towards the 
“if building of the Temple, cutdown the noble Wood called Libanus, and beftowed upon

Kingand king him, to make the rcofof the Temple: for which bounty So/omon returned him many 


preat Prefents, and among the reft a Country of Galilee named Zabulon : But Solomons 


Hireanns axa WW ifdom was the chief caufe of this Kings Friendfhiptowards him. For they fent Pro- 
blems one to the otherto be anfwered, and So/omoz in his Anfwers appeared moft witty, M 


as alfo he did in many things elfe ; and even until this day, many of the Epiftles fent 
ont to another are kept among the Tyriams, But not depending wholly upon the 
Authority of the Tyrzazs, I will prove by the Teftimony of Dius (a man who by 
common confent hath faithfully written the Pheniciaz Hiftory ) who writeth as fol-

King of Ferufalem named Solomon {ent unto him certain Riddles to be expounded, and 


he again the like unto him, covenanting together, that he who could not tell the meaning. 


of one anothers Riddles, fhould pay unto the other a fum of money, and that Hircazus, 
confefling he could not expound Solomons Riddles, did pay unto him much mo- 
ney. 
J.afily, that one Abdemonss 2 Tyrian did expound the faid Riddles, and writ more 
unto Solomon, which if Solomon could not interpret, he fhould pay unto Hircanus a 
fui of money ; and this teftimony Divs beareth us concerning the forefaid matter.

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A As Twent (faith he) to the Red Sea, a certain Jer, one of the Horfemen that conds:t- 
edus, named Mofollamus, « couragious man, aad one who excelled all Archers elfe, both Greeks 
and other Nations; This few (every one hafting on forward of his journey, and being will’d 
by a Soothfayer to fland) asked, for what caufe the multitude flayed and went not forward : 
Prefently the Soothfayer fhewed him a Bird, which he diligently viewed, and told the Jew 
that if that Bird did fland till in the place, then it was expedient for thens to fland, and if the 
Bird did mount up and flie, that then they ought to march on forward, but ef it flew towards 
the: place from whence they came, that then it was wifdom to retire. The Few hereat was 
filent, yet drawing his Bow he {bot an arrow and killed the Bird ; whereat the Soothfayer 
and certain others were offended, and curfed him, But he taking the unhappy Bird in his hand 

B faid unto them ; Are ye fomad as to think that this Bird, not having the forefight to preferve 
her felf fiom this death, is able to direct us in the fuccefs of our journcy? Had this Bird fore- 
known future events, fhe would have efchewed this place for dread that Mofollamus 2 few 
fbould have ftrucken her with an arrow. But we will now leave the teftimony of Hecateus, 
for every one that lift may read his Book, and there underftand it more at large. 

1 will not omit the Teftimony of Agatarchides, a man of no evil in his own Opinion, 4estarchides 
yet indeed one who hath ufed detra@ion to our Nation. This man {peaking of Séra- ae ae : 
tozice, how leaving her husband Demetrius, fhe came into Syria, and how Se/eucus would 
not marry her as the hoped (who having an Army at Babyloz, warred again{t Antioch, 
and had caken the City ) and that the fled into Se/uci2, whereas fhe might have made a 


C f,eedier efcape by water (but was forewarned to the contrary ina fleep ) and that flie was 


there taken and died, coc. Agatarchides, having ufed this Preface, and inveighed againtt 
Stratonices Capericion, ufeth an Examyle of our Nation on this manner : The People 
that are called Fews, inhabit a moft firong Gity, which they call Jerufalem ; thefe People are 
wont to reft upon the feventh day, and do neither bear Arms, nor till their Grounds, nor any The fevis 
other bufinels om that day, but their cuflom is to remain in their Temple, and there with savbaihy 
frretched out armes continue in prayer till night. And foupon atime, they perfevering tn that 
foolery, whilft they fhould have defended their City, Ptolomeus Lagus entred it with a great 
Ariny, and greatly tyrannizedover them, inflrutting them by experience, that the folemnity 
appointed by their Law, was prejudicial unto them. Such like Ghurches as this did teach 

D thes and all Nations elfe to flie unto dreams, which their Law teacheth, neither confiaering 
that hunanz policy cannot prevail againft that which muft neceffarily happen. Agatarchides 
thought this which he reports of us to be ridiculous ; but they chat weigh it with indif- 
ferency, thall perceive that it is greater commendation to our Nation, who rather fuffer 
their Country and fafety to be loft and endamaged, than toviolate the LawsofGod, i. 

I think Lam thus able co thew, that many Writers omitted to make mention of our Wey, “tit 
Nation, not for thar they knew usnot, but forenvy. For Jerom writ a Bcok of the to fpeak ofthe 
Succeffors in the fame time that Hecateus lived, and being a friend to King Antigénus, 

and Prefident of Syria, never mentioneth us in all his Hiftory ; notwith (tending he was 
broughe up almoft in our Country ; whereas Hecatews writ an entire Book of us; fo 

E different are the minds of men: for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili- 
gently recorded, the other through malice was hindred from {peaking the truth : yet the 
Hiftories of the Chaldeans, Egyptians and Phenicians, may fuffice to prove our Antiqui- 
ty, together with the Greek Writers: for belides thofe before mentioned, Theophrajtus 
allo, Theodorus, Manafeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Euemeus, Conon, Zepyrion, and many 
others no doubt ( for I have not perufed all mens Books ) have maniteftly teftified of us. 
For many of the forefaid men were blinded with errors, as not having read our holy 
Scriptures ; yet they alljoyntly teftify our Antiquity, for which I now alledge them. 
Truly Demztrius Phalerins, Philoathe clder, and Eupolemus did not much erre from the 
truth, and therefore reafon it is they fhould be born withal: for they were not fo skilful 

F as toteach our Writings with fo much curiofity. 

Being come thus far, it refteth that 1 now prefent one point mores whereof I made 
mention in the beginning of this Book , to wit, that I declare the detractions and flan- The lat pat, 
derous reports of divers concerning our Nation tobe falfe and void of truth , and I will Siriaiens 
ufe the Teftimony of thofe Writers who record, that the lying Hiftorigraphers, at fuch and flanders, 
time as they commitied to writing the forefaid detra@tions, did alfo even againft them. 
felves regilter fuch like flanders, as they did againftus, And I doubt not bur that all 
thofe, who are converfant in Hiftories, can teftifie, that the like hath been done by moft 
Writers upon privaté hatred, or fuch like refpe€ts: For fome of the Gentiles have at- 
tempted to deface the honour and reputation of the moft renowned Cities,and to defame

calumniating the moft excellentthat are, in fomething or other ; fome for envy and ma- 
fice, others, that their fond babling may make them famous, and fo indeed ir.doth 
among fvols, that are known to have no found judgment, but wife men will condemn

voee'y us, our Religion fo far excelling theirs in piety, as the divine Effence GOD excelleth 
unreafonable Creatures : (for they commonly worthip fuch bruit beafts for gods, and | 

every one worfhipeth divers kinds.) vain and foolith men, who from the beginning have 

been accuftomed to fuch fottiih opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us in our 

divine Religion, and conformableto Reafon: and yet {ceing many favour and follow 

our Religion, they were hereby incited to fuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they 

feared not to falfify their own ancient Records, not confidering that in fo doing they 


were led through a blind paffion, to write againft themfelves. Moreover, I will prove K 


Maxthon an all T have {poken to be true, by one mans words, whom a little before ( being a famous 
Feyrean Hi- Hiftorigrapher) we have produced as a witnels of our Antiquity. 

ONOSESEN  Manethon therefore ( who confeffech himfelf'to have gathered the Egyptian Hiftory 
: . + outoftheir holy Writings ) having by way. of Preface recounted how our Predeceffours 
“© 'eamie into Egypt with many thoulands, and there conquered the Inhabitants, afterward 
Ptenethons f--confeffeth, that Tofing all their Poffeffions in Reypt, they got the Country whichis now 
of the Exypui_ called Fary, and in it builded a City named Ferufalem, and a Temple ; and thus far 
an lepers. ‘he followeth ancient Writers. And then ufurping to himfelf authority to lye, pro- 
‘felting that he will infert into ‘his Hiftory certain reports divulged amongft the common 

People, he reports things of the Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our J, 
‘Nation the Lepers of the Egyptians, and other fick people of other Countries, who 
(as he'faith) being abominable to the Egyptians, fled tous; affirming alfothat they 
hada King named’ Amenophis, which being afeigned name, he durft not prefume to 
©, «1 Speak determinately of the time of his Reign ; though he {peaketh exadlly of the Reign 
of all other Kihgs. Hercupon alfo he adds certain Fables, forgetting himfelf that he 
_ , reported the ‘Shepherds depatture out of Egypt to Ferufalem, to have been almott five 
hundred andeighteen years before his time: For it was in the fourth year of the reign 
‘of Thcrmofis, when they departed out of Egypt, and his Succeffors continued inthe Go- 


vernment three hundred and ninety three years, till the time of the two Brethren Se- M 


‘thos and Hermens, the firtt‘of which was called Egyptian, the other Dazans, who fup- 
planted Serhon, and reign’d alone fifty nine years, after whom his eldeft Son Ramjes 
reign’d threefcore and fix ycars. Having therefore confeffed our Anceftors to have 
departed out of Egype fo matry years before; at length he addeth Amewpbis to the 
stamber of their Kings. He tells us thae the {aid Prince (as Orus one of his 
‘Predeceflours had donebefore ) had an ardent defire to have a fight of the Gods, and 
that a Prieft of their Law named Amsemophis (as he was) and Son of Papias, whofe 
‘wifdoin in prediction was fo admirable, that he feem’d to be infpir’d, told him his de- 
fire thonld be accomplifhed, if he would drive out of his Kingdom all fuch as were Le- 
‘prous, andany other way infeed. The King according to his directions affembled N 
of them to the number of Eighty thoufand, and fent them with other Egyptians to 
work in the Quarries on the Eaft-fide ofthe Mile, among whom there were certain 
Priefts who were likewife infeed. 
‘Manethon adds, That'the Prieft Amexophis,apprchending left the Gods should punith 
him for having given the King that counfel,& the King for having followed it fo ftrialy, 
- and finding by divination that to recompence the fufferings of rhofe poor People, they 
would conquer and govern in Egypt for the {pace of thirteen years, he was afraid to 
tell it tothe King himfelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, he killd 
himfelf to the great terrour of che King. 
This done, he {peaks as followeth: So the King being requefted for their quietncfs_ 
and defence to affign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a defolate place g

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A Triphon ) but they, having got the poffeffion of this place fit for Rebelli i

Having ordained this and many things elfe contrary to the Religion of the Egypti- 
ans, he commanded them to build a Wall about the City, to fortify ir well, and pre- 
pare tomake War upon King Amenophis, Having taken fome others of the Prieft- 
hood into his Cabal, they fent Ambaffadors to Ferufalem to the Shepherds, which were 
p ‘iven outof Egypr by King Themufis, toinform them of what had paffed, and requeft 
them to a Contederacy, and chat uniting their forces, they might jointly make Wat The war ofthe 
upcn Egypt.

{ently affembling together the people of Egypt, and confulting with the Princes of his 
Cc Country, he fent away allthe holy Beaits 2 and allthat the Priefts efteemed, giving 
them efpecial charge to hide their Idols : He put his Son Seshon( who alfo by his Fa- 
ther Rampfes was called Rhameffes) and but five years old, into the cuftody ofa Friend 
ofhis, and then wich three hundred thoufand fighting men, he marched againft his The Egyptian 
Enemies, but would not fight with them, left he thould fight againft the pleafure of the King e pa 
Gods ; and fohe retired himfelfto Memphis ; and taking pis and the reft of the E- vs by theE- 
gyptian Gods along with him,he, and his Troops of Egyptians took Ship, and fled into ‘t2Pi=" ve 
Athiopia. That the King of Ethiopia having a great honour for him, received him very eatriained. 
nobly, affigning his People Towns and Villages for their refidence and fubfiftence du- 
ring their thirteen years exile, keeping con{ftant Guards upon his Frontiers, for the 
D fecurity of Amenphs. That in the meantime the Auxiliaries from Jernfalem did 
much more mifchief, than thofe who had invited them. That there was nothing of 
cruelty orimpiety that they fcrupled or omitted. That not contenting themfelves 
with the demolifhment and burning of Towns, they added facriledg to their fins, brake 
their Idols in pieces, flew their confecrated Cattel, forced the Priefts and Prophets to 
kill cheir own Beafts, and drave chem naked out of their Country when they had done, plat was 
To which he adds, That they had for their Law-giver a Pricft of Heliopolis call'd Ofar-caltd. ‘Mofit 
fiph, from Ofiris, which was the God that was worthipped in that City, and that that : 
aie having chang’d his Religion, chang’d likewife his Name, and called himfelf 
ofes. . 
E __ Thusthe Egyptians report of the Jews, and many thingselfe, which for brevity 
fake IT omit, Manethon further writeth, that afterward Amenphis the King came 
with a great power outo Ethiopia; and his Son Rampfes with him accompanied with

And how was it poffible chat at one inftant fo many thoufand Lepers 
and infirm perfons fhould be gathered together ? or wherein did not the King obey the 
Prophet ¢ He commanded that the Lepers and infirme perfons fhould be exiled the 
Country, andthe King did noc banifh them the Country, but fent them co hew Stones, 
as though he hadneeded workmen, and not purpofed to cleanfe the Country from Le- 
pers. Lallly,le faiththat the Prophet forefeeing that Egypt was to fuffer,and fearing the 
wrath of the Gocs, killed himfelf, and left his mind in a Book written unto the King, 
How chanced ic then that theProphet didnot at firtt forefee his own death,and fo oppofe I 
him felf to the Kings defire to fee the Gods? Or wherefore did he ear fuch calamities as 
were not to fall in his life ? or what great mifery hanged over his head, which might 
worthily caufe him to kill himfelf to prevent it?

fpoil allthings, that they fhould marry with none bt fuch as were their confederates, 
that he bouad the people with ‘an oath to keepthofe Laws, and that they fortified va- « 
rts to fight againit the King, Adding moreover, thar he fent to Ferufalem for help, 
promifing to yield Avayis unto them, being a place fometime poffefled by their An- 
ceftors, and that they from that place leading their Forces, might eafily fubdue all E- 
gypt + he chen faith, that the Egyptian King menophis came againft them with 300000 
and yet,for thathe would not ftriveagainft the decree ot theGods, he fled into Ethiopia, 
and carried with him ps and other Holy Beafts, and that the inhabitants of [aeebe 
coming down invaded the Land, fired the Towns and Cities,flew their Nobles, ufed all 
forts of cruelty poffibley and that the Priefts name, who made Laws and Statutes for L 
them to live under, was one of Feltopolis, Ofarfiphus by name, deriving the fame from 
Ofiru, the God of Heliopols : and that this man, Changing his name, was afterward 
called Mofes. 

Moreover, that Amenophis, having lived in banithment thirty years, came with a 
ftrong power out of £cbiopia, and fighting with the fhepherds and pollured, he flew 
many of them, and put the reft to flight, purfuing them unto the borders of S ‘yria, 
Mane:hon remembreth not, that here again he telleth a very unlikely tale: for although 
the Lepers and impotent pe:fons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones; yetic is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the Kings hands 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, thac chen they again became the Kings well-wil- 
lers, Suppofing alfo their hatred ftill continued towards him, they rather fhould have M 
attempted revenge by treafon againft him, than towards all their N ation, wherein they 
had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had purpofed to War againft 
thefe men,yet would they not have been fo impious as to have rebelled againft theGods, 

_ and to have violated che Laws where in they were brought up. 
; A confetation We have therefore caufe to thank Manethon, in that he cleareth us, and affirmeth 
| vonts ates, DiS OWA country-men ( yeaa Prie@t) tobe authors of this impiety, and that by oath 
— ed. .they bound chemfelves fo ro do. What can be more extraviganc chan to fay that nei- 
: ther any of their country-men nor kinfmen rebelled with chem, but that. the poor 
d ttrefled people were glad to fend to Ferufalem for {uccour ? But what fociety or 
friendthip had they withthe people of Feru/alem, of whom they came to demand help? N 
Why, they were more their Enemies chan the reft of their Country-men, and were 
cil of quite different manners fromus, They of Zeru/alem (as he faith ) prefently 
did as they were willed to do,in hope that, according as they were promifed, they might 
fibdue Egypt. Were they ignorant of that Country out of which they had been dri- 
ven by force ? had they lived in poverty or mifery, perhaps they might have been 
induced to have done i: : but feeing they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and pof- 
felled a goodly fertile foil far better chan Egypt, what might move them thereto ? 
What reafon had they, at the requeft of their anctent Enemies (and they alfo fo difeaf- 
ed, asthey of Ferufulem could uot abide their own friends among them that hadtheQ 
like difea‘es ) to tlruft themfelves into danger > they could not fore-know the Kings

For he is recorded to have lived five hundred and eighteen years betore :his time, and 
to have guided our Anceitors out of Egypt, into that Country wherein we now in habit : or rs not, 
and his own words teftifiy his body to have been clean from that Difeafe of Leprotie = Fur #1 
he commandeth all Lepers to be expelled out of tae Towns and Villages, and co live 
apart by chemfelves , To be cloathed in different Garments,and declared that whofo- 
ever touched them, or came under the fame roof with them, fhould be accounted 
unclean, And if a Leper happened to be cured of that difeafe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanfings, aud baths of fortunate waiers, and all his hair fhould be 
fhaved offs and that then after many and fundry Sacrifices, he fhould be admitted into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been vifited with chat mfection and calamity him- 
ielf, he would furely have been more gentle, and merciful co fuca as fhould have been 
affliéted with that Difeafe. ; 
He did not only make thefe fevere Laws againft Lepers, but he alfo interdicted all 
that wanted any joynt or parcel of the body, from being Priefts, or exercifing any of- 
fice at the Alter:: yea he alfo appointed, thatif any Prieft fhould have any of thefe of tok his 
defeats betide him after he was a Prieft, that chen he thould be deprived ofthe dignity, pe euped 
How can it then be probable, that to his own prejudice and difcredir he would have Egyptian : 
enacted fuch Laws? And as to what he fays about changing his name Ofarfipb into fongne fent- 
Mofes, itis as incredible as the reft, there being no analogy between them,the name of ; 
Mofes importing prefervation from the Waters for Moy among the Egyptians fignifies Aides 
Water : and now I fuppofe I have made ic apparent,that Manethon,whilft he kept him- month Thy. 
felf to the writings of the ancients, did not err much : but when he left them, he fox- riograpis: 
{cok the truth, and fell upon ridiculous ftories, which he either invented himelf, or 
beleived out of prejudice toournation, Inow thiak it not amifs to examine a lietle 
the words of (heremon, who profeffisg himfelf to write the Egyptian Hiltory , 
maketh mention of the fame King Amenophis his Son Rhamfes, as Manethon doth, and 
reporteth that the Goddefs I/s appeared to Amenophss in -his fleep, checking him for 
that her Temple was deftroyed, and that Phiritephantes, a holy Scribe, told the King, 
that if he would expel all polluted and unclean perfons out of Egypt, thattuen he thould 
rot be any more terrified with thefe night-vifions. Moréover, that hereupon making 
* fearch for all fick and difeafed perfons, he banifhed them out of his Land, to the num- 
ber of 250000, And-that their Captains were called Mofes and Fofeph, holy ae 
aifo that thefe Egyptians names were fo, chat Mofes was named Iifithes 3 and Fufeph,

Petefephus : aad chat they came to Pelufium, where they found 380000 Anaad 
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A mensipis, whom he would not permit to come inco Fgypt : alfo they all entring into H 
a league together, fuddenly invaded Egypt, and Amenopbis not abiding the brunt fled 
into dithopa, leaving his w.fe great with child, who hiding her felf in caves and dens, 
atefin:s Son did bring torch a child whom they called Meffenes, who afterward drove the Jews into 
of amenipiet.

Manethon reports them 80000 the other 250000, Manethcn fays thefe Lepers were 
fent directly to che Quarries to work there in the fquaring of Stone, and that after. 
wards 4varés was given them for a Quarter, where having begun their War, they fent 
Embafladors to ferufalem to get that City into Confederacy. Cheremon tells us on the 
other fide that when they were forced out of Egypt, they tound-at Pelufium 380000 
men waom Amensphis had repulfed 5 that joyning with them they returned againe into 

Egypt, and compelled menephis to fly into 4thiopia. But that whichis moft obfer- K 
» __-vableis,that an Author, that was {0 exa& in theStory of the apparition of J/fs,fhould for- 
get to let us know from whence this greatArmy of 380000 did come, whether they were 
Egyptians , or Strangers, and for what reafon Amenophis refufed to admit them. 
The difference Moreover, Cheremon teignetha dream of the Lepers and /fs, and reporeth thar Fa- 
beween Mu-fepbtogether with Mofés was expelled, whereas Fufeph lived four ages before Mofes, 
ie ae every age Containing at leaft a hundred and feventy years, Kameffes allo, Amenophis 
Hiflory, Son, according to Manethens Hiftory, being a young man fled into thzopia, and was 
banifhed with his Father, and afterwards aflifted him inthe Wars : whereas Cheremon 
reporteth that he was born in a Cave after his Fathers departure, and that he getting 

the victory,did drive the Jews into Syria,who were in number two hundredthoufand. L, 
O felicity in lying! for he neither told what Nation thofe three hundred and fourfcore 
thoufand were: nor yet how a hundred and fourfcore thoufand of them perifhed, 
neither were they flainin the fight, or fled unto Kameffes : and which is moft to be 
admired, one cannot gather out of his words whom he calleth Jews; or whether 
» he attribute chis name unto the ewo hundred and fifty choufand Lepers, or unto the 

three hundred and fourfcore thoufand which were at Pelufum. 

But it is folly to oppofe my felf againft them, who have fufficiently contradicted 
themfelves : for had other men controlled their Writings, they had been the more to 

Zifimachs is be born withal.

into theWil. That hereupon the faid Prince by advice of his Priefts affembled all chofe difeafed per- 
donc and fous, dclivered them into the hands of certain Souldiers, who lap’d fome of them in 
ee lead, and threw them into the Sea, conducting the reft into the wildernefs, and leaving N 
them there to be deftroyed by Famine. That in that diftrefs the poor people con- 
fulted together, made great fires, kept ftrong Guardsall night,and fafted very folemaoly 
thereby to make their Gods more propitious s and chat a certain perfon called Mofes 
advifed themto remove the next day, and march on till they found berter quarters ; 
to truft noman ; to give no man good Counfel chat ask'd them 5 co ruine the Tem- 
pies and Altars where ever they came 3 and thar this Counfel having been approved, 
they pafled the Wildernefs, and after much trouble and frequent diftreffes, arrived in a 
Country that was iahabited, where they gave the firft inftances of their crulelty by 
abufing the Natives,and robbing their Temples; in which courfe they continued, cil 
they came at length to Fudea,where they buile a City,and called ic Ferofela ( which isg 
as much as to fay the fpoil of holy things ): but that growing afterwards more ee

Egyptians ?" If they were firangers, why dof thou not tell of whence they were? Or 
howcame it to pafs, the King having drowned fo many of them in the Sea, and lete 
‘the reftin the Wildernels, that till {0 many fhould be left > how did they pafs the 
Wildernefs, and ger the Country we now inhabit, and build a City anda Temple fa- 

mous through all parts of che World ? Thou thoulder: not only have told the name of 

our Law-maker, but alfo what Couatry-man he was, and of what Parents, and what 

moved him in his journey to make fuch laws againft the gods, and againft men. For 

ifthey were Egyptians, they would not fo eafily have forgotten the. Religion, wherein 

they were brought up : or of what place elfe foever they were, they had fome laws 

or other, which they had been accuftomed to keep, If. they had vowed to have born 

no good will uato them by whom they were driven out of their Country, they had fome 

jet occafion foto do: Bucto undertake War againft all the World, and deprive them- 


C {elves of all friendfhip and help of morcal men, doth not fhew their {Grtifhnefs

fo much, as the foolifhnefs ofhim who belies them, who moft-impudeutly affirmeth, 

that their City took the name of Chutch-fpoiling, and afterward changedit. For what 

caufe forfooth did they change the name thereot ? marry for that the former name was. 
igaomiuious to cheir pofterity, But che Gentleman undkrdood Dot, that’ Ferufalem figs ae a 
nifieth otherwife in Hebrew, than in Greek: And therefore’what fhould I ftand to in. an finsadent 
veigh againfta lie fo impudently told ? But this book having been long enough, I will ” 

begin another, in which I fhall endeavour to acquaint my felfof what I have undertaken, 
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sere: ret have written ; Andas touching the reft, itis very oldand barren. The greateft 
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Hrice honoured: and beloved Epsphroditus, Ihave in my former Books, 
fo far forth as I was warranted by truth, proved the Antiquity of 
our Nation out of the Writings of the Phesicians, Chaldees, and 
Egyptians: And for the further confirmation thereof, I have pro- 
duced the Teftimony of divers Greek Authors, Furthermore, Ihave 
oppofed my felf againft Mazethon, and Cheremoz, and divers others. 

Ic remains now that I convince thofe who defied me more particularly, and give an 


Apion srote anfwer to: Appioz, though indeed I am fcarce fatisfied that hedeferves it. For as touch- 


ing part of what he hath written, it feemeth to be one & the fame with that which the 


part thereof is ftuffed with follies and detraétions, and betrayeth his ignorance, fhew- 
ing him to bea Man both loofe in condition, and turbulent in hislife. And forafinuch 
as divers men are fo weak intheirjudgments, that they rather fuffer themfelves to be 
won by thefe follies, than to be wrought upon by that which is written with better 
confideration, vainly. doting on detractions, and growing difcontent to give ear to 
other mens well deferved praifes: I have thought it neceffary to examine his Labours, 
the rather, forthathe hath written againft us, asif he intended to accufe us before a M 
Tribunal, and convict us by publick trial. For I fee thac it isan ordinary courfe for 
the moft part ofmen, to hug and take pleafurre, though perhaps he that beginneth to 
blame another man, is himfelf convicted and found guilty of thofe defaules, which he 
imputeth and objecteth againft his Adverfary. 
The Difcousfe of this Appin is fo difficult and perplexed, that ’tis no eafy matter to 
underftand what he means: For troubled and confuf’d with the incoherencies of his 
ftories, fometimesherelates the departure of our Anceftors out of Egypt according to 
the defciirtion of thofe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Jewsof Alexandria, and fometimes condemnes the ceremonies of our Temple, and 
our whole Doéirine and Religion. 

Now chat our Predeceffors have not taken their original out of Egypt, neither have 
appiex cone beendriven from theace for any infirmity, or deformity of their Bodies, ot for any 
caning Ais@s Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, 1 fuppofe that I have noc only fufficiently proved, but 
andahe Joe" 5165 produced far more Arguments thanwas requilite. Iwill therefore briefly report 

and repeat that which Appfow alledgeth: For in the third Book of his Egyptian Hilto- 
ry, he writesthus: Mofes, asI have heard it from moft ancient Egyptians, was born 
at Heliopolis, and beng inftructed in the fathions of his Country, fuch Prayers as were 
wont to be faid in open places and abroad, he caufed to be faid in private within the 
City, and crdained that in praying they fhould turn themfelves towards the rilfing Sun, 
(forfuch is the ficuation of the City Helfopolis) and inftead of Obelifques or Pyramides, 


he ercéted certain Pillars, under which there were certain ingraven Bafons, on fo ; 
the 
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A the thadow hapning to fall (the place wherein they ftood being uncovered and in open

air ) they obferved the fame courfe thatthe Sun doth in the Fimament. See here what 
eloquence this learned Man ufed. Appions fiGion 
Now this lye of his needeth no words to refute it, feeing it is clearly refelled by the concerning 
effects, For when Mofes firft built that Tabernacle in honour of God, he had no fuch ae ~ 
intent, nor fafhioned any fuch form, neither ordained his Succeffours todo the like : refuted. 
And after this when as Solomoz builded the Templein ferafalem, he never thought of 
any fuch curiofty as Appion forgeth, He faith that he hath been informed by thofe of 
Antiquity, that Mofes was a Heliopolitan: for you mutt nnderftand that Appion him- 
felf was young, and believed the relation of che aged fort of his acquaintance, which 
converfed familiarly with him, yet cannot this learned Grammarian ju(tifie,where Ho- 
mer was born, neither from what Country Pythagoras came, although in refpea; they 
lived but yefterday: And as touching Mofes, who lived fo many ages, and fo preata 
number of years before them, he decideth the matter fo eafily, and giveth credit to the 
reports of Antiquity foflightly, that ic appeareth moft manifeft, thar he is bu a lyar. 
As touching the time wherein he faith chat Mofes led away the Blind, Leprous, and 
Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he himfelf hath 
faid. For Manethon faith, that the Jews departed out of Egypt about the Reign of Te omnes 
Themofis, three hundred ninety fix years before Danaus fled out of Greece, Ly/ima-timeis dite. 
ches faith, that this thing happened during King Bocchorus time, that is to fay," cae 
one thoufand and feven hundred years before that time. M/on alfo and fome others popu 
have alledged their Opinions. But Appion, who pretendethto be a Man of more cre- 
dit than the reft, hath precifely and exactly fee down the time, averriny that our de- 
pirture was about the feventicth Olympiad: Nay more, in the firft year thereof, 
wherein, ashe faith, Carthage was builded by the Phoenicians. Now hath he purpofe- 
ly made mention of Carthage in this place, as an infallible argument of the truth of his 
Allegation, not confidering that he draweth an argument againit himfelf, by which 
himtelfmay be convinced, For, if we may give credit to the Phonician Chroniclers 
as touching this Colony, itappeareth by them, that King Hyram lived more than one . 
hundred and fifty years before the foundation of Carthage. The truta wnrieof I haye The fientihip 
heretofore proved out of the words of the Phyenicians, who report that Myran was in 2.72%, 
amity with Solomox, who builded the Temple of Ferufalem , and chat he fu.nuned him 7, whereof 
with much Timber and other matter toward the finifhing of that building. Now Svb- ne ae 
woz builded the Temple fix hundred and twelve years after the departure of the lirae- Bo:k againtt 
lites out of Egypt. And afterhe had inconfiderately reckoned the numberof thofe feinniag, i 
which were driven out of Egypt, in like manner as Lyfimsachus had done; namelyy of The E zyptians 
one hundred and ten thoufand men, he yielded a mott admirable reafon, and fuch as {2 3d 
may be ealily believed: From whence he pretendeth that the name of sabbath was de- pricy parts 
rived, For (faith he) after they had travelled for the {pace of fix days, there grew “““"™ 
certain inflammations in their Groins, by reafon whereof they refted on the feventh 
day, being fafely arrived in the Country which at this day is called Fudea, becaufe the 
Egyptians call Sabéerofis an Ulcer that groweth about the Groin, 
. Canany man read thefe ftories without laughter, or indeed indignation, to fee a 
grave Author aver fuch trifles with that impudence and Authority ? How improbable 
is it, chat 110000 men fhould at one time be infected with the fume difeafe ¢ and it they 
were made up of blind, and lame, and other infirmities ( as he affirms in another place) 
how could chey have been able to have marched one day in a defert? or how could thcy 
have been able to have fought,much lefs fubdued the Nations that oppofed them? Can 
it be naturally believed of fo great a multitude? or can it without grea: abfurdicy be 
imputed to accident? Yet Appion affirms, that thefe 110000 men arrived all of them 
in fades; and that Mojes being yet upon the Mount Siézai ( which in thofe parts parts 
Egypt and Arabia ) he continued there privately forry days; andwhen he camedowny 
he delivered rhofe Laws to che Jews which are ftill obferv’d: Upon which I would be ae 
refolved intwo things; How it was poffible for fo great anumber of men to crofs fo jumncy is 
vafta defert in fix days ? and how he could {ubfift forty days in a place fo wild and bar- sont: 
ren, that rherc was not fo muchas water to be found tor hisrefrehmenc? 
His Etymologie of the word Sabbath is fo idle and impertinent, it can proceed from 
nothing but igncrance and folly : for thefe words Sebbo and Sabbatum do greatly differ: 
Sabbatum inthe Fews language, fignifieth reft from work: but Sabo in the Egyptian 
tunyuc, betokenetha Difeafe about the privy patts, as Appion faiths See here what 
cavilling fiGions this Egyptian Appjon ufeth concerning Mofes, and our departure out 


of Feypt: wherein he counterfeiteth and coineth abfurdities unthought of by any others. 
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Appi devies Shall we then wonder if he belie our forefathers, who maketh no bones to belie him- 

andOrisin, felf? for being born at Oafis, a Town in Egypt, he forfweareth his Country and Na- 

tion, and counterfeiting himfelfto be an Alexandrian,ratifieth his Nations wickednefs. 

No marvel then, though he tearm them Egyptians,whom he hated and railed againft; for 

if he had not been perfvaded that the Egyprzans were wicked bafe people, he would ne- 

ver have denied himfelf to be their Country-man : for fuch as proudly boaft of their 

famous Country, efteem it a credit to bear the denomination thereof, and reprehend 

fuch, as without juft caufe make themfelves of theit Nation. Wherefore the Egyptians 

are onc of thefe two ways affected towards us Fews, either they claim us to be their 

Country-men, as glorying inusand their Country ; or elfe chey and their Country be- 

ing infamous, they defire that we fhould be partakers of their ignominy. But indeed 

this worthy dppion {eemeth fo to inveigh againft us, as thereby rewarding the Alexandrt- 

___,,_, 4#s for beftowing their Cities upon him : and knowing them to be at variance with the 

fee Ah Tou sat Alexandria, he as it were cafteth a bone between them, railethnot only on the 

Jiws, asth-rce Jews of that C ity, but on all wherefoever : and belieth both of them moft impudently. 

eins” But let us examine thofe heinous and enormous matters (and as he faith) {uch as are 

drsims, not to be fuffered, of which he accufeth the Alexandrian ews. Coming (quothhe ) 

ie out of Syria, they feated themfelves near the Sea coaft in a place where,though the Sea came 
up, there was no Harbour. 

Now if this place which they inhabited were ignominious, yet it followeth not thac 
the Jews own Country was foalfo : yeaherein Appiow raileth againft Alexandria, which 
he maketh his own Country : For the Sea-coaft is part of Alexandria, and, asall men 
judge,the beft place to dwell in. Now if the Jews by force of Arms fo vanquifhed this 
place, that they could never fince be driven out of it; it is no difcredit to them, but 
rather an argument of their valour. But Alexazdcr gave them that place to inhabit, 
and the Macedonians did allot them as great Priviledges as the Alexandrians had. I 
know not what Appion would have faid, 1f the Jews had dwelt about Necropolis, their 

TheTiberies ‘Tribes being even at this time called Macedonians, If therefore Appion have read the 

es grart.dur~ Epiftles of King Alexander, and Ptolomeus Lagus, or others their Succeffors Kings of E- 

to the Jews. ¢ypt, or Leen the Pillars that are erected in Alexandria, containing the priviledges that 
Cefar the Great granted unto the Jews : if (I fay) he knew of thefe, and yet did pre- 
fue to write the contrary, then he was partial and not to be believed, and if he was 
ignorant hereof, he was then unlearned and as incredible on the other fide. 

The like ignorancealfo difcovereth he, where he wondereth thatthe Jews in A/exan- 
dria were called Alexandrians: For anentire Colony, though of differere Nations, 
do all bear the name of their founder ; and,that 1 may fhun prolixity, the Jews of Az- 
tioch are called Antiochians s Seluceas the Founder having made themalfo Citizens : the 
like may be faid of the Jews of Ephefus, and of the other of Ioviz, who by the Kings 
Gifts enjoy the fame priviledges with the reft of the Citizens, 

The Romans alfo of their Clemency have granted the name of their Nation, which 
is no fmall gift, not only to private perfons, but to great Nations in general. 

To be fhort, the ancient Spaniards, the Tyrrhenes and Sabines are called Romans ; 
of if Appioz will take away this denomination of the City wherein men inhabit, let him 
ceafe to call himfelfan Alexandrian; for he being born in the heart of Egypt, can in 
no wife be an Alexandrian if the priviledge of the City be taken away from him, as 
he would have ir from us. 

And the Lords of the whole World, the Romans, have amongtt all other Nations on- 
ly prohibited the Egyptians from having the priviledges of any City : and fo this 
Gentleman being himfelf incapable of dignity, endeavoureth likewife to hinder them 
from it who have true right unto it.

‘ of us for want of Pcople to furnifh the fame withal , but for that he beftowed the liberty 
thereofupon us as a reward and teftimony of our virtue and fidelity, endeavouring 
indeed to honour and credit our Nationthereby : For Hecateus reporteth that Alex- 
ander, tor the ews goodfervice and fidelity, befiowed upon them the Country of 
Samaria, and freed chem from paying tribute for it, 
i Ptelonexs ‘The fame good affection towards the Jews of Alexandria, Ptolomeus Lagus continued 
Lagat. after him, for he delivered into their hands the ftrong holds of Egypt (judging that their 
vilour and fidelity would keep them ) and intending to make himfelf Lord of Cyreze 
and other places in Lyéia, he fent certain Jews to inhabit the fame. 
2 Prelemens 
Philswe!, bs. Nation in his Country, but alfodid many times remit their payments of seer 
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Alter him Ptolomens Philadelphus did not only releafe and fet free all Captives of our O 
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A (which was the principal poine of all ) he detired to be inftructed in our Laws and holy 
Scriptures, and for this caufe fent unto us, requefting that we would fend him fon.e ey 
learned men to interpret them unto him : and that this might be perturmed with more 
diligence, he commitced the care hereof to Demetrius Phaleveus, Andreas and Ariffens, 
Demetreus being the only mirrour of learning in his Age, and the other two Etquires 
of his own Body. : neither would he ever have defired to have been inftruéted in oar 
Laws and Cuftomes,if he had defpifed.us, and not rather admired us. But Appion knew 
that almoft all the Macedonian Kings, his Succeflors in order, did peculiazly atfeét our 
Nation. : . 
For Prolomcus the third, which was alfo called Evergetes,conquering Syria by force. 3 rrclomeur 


B did no facrifice unto the gods of Egypt for his Victory, butcame to “ferafilem, and there vse 


after our manner facrificed unto our God, and to him dedicated gifts worthy of fucha 
Victory. 

Ptolomens alfo, firnamed Philometor, and his Wife Cleopatra committed the Rule of 4 Prelames 
his whole Kingdom unto the ews, and Ozias and Dofithess, both Jews, were Generals °°" 
of his Army, from whofe credit Appion detracts, whereas he rather ought to have ad- 
mired them, and have thanked them tor delivering Alexandria, whereof he maketh him- 
felf a Citizen. 

For when there was a Rebellion in Gleopatra’s Kingdom, and all was in peril to be 
deftroyed, thefe two men delivered Alexandria from Civil War : But Appion faith, chat 


C after this Oxzas came and brought a little Army into the City,at fuch time as Termus the 


Rowan Embaffadour was there prefent. True it is, and that Fad of his was moft 
jut. 

: For Ptolomeus Phyfcon after the death of his Father Prolomens Philometor, coming out 5, Pislomens ‘ 
of Cyrene, endeavoured to expel Queen Cleopatra and the Kings Sons, to the end that eee 
he (contrary to all juftice ) might poffefs the Kingdom : and this was the caufe why th Jew 
Ouias took Armes againft him in Gleopatra’s behalf, not forfaking his’ fidelity 

unto Kings in the time of neceffity : yet God himfelf did manifeftly witnefs his juftice 

inthis action : For when Ptolomens Phyfcon prefumed to fight againft Oxias his Army, 

and tuok all the Jews, their Wives and Children that were in the City,and bound them, 


-D and {tripping them naked caft them before Elephants to be deftroyed (and tothe intcnt 


that the Elephants might the rather tread upon them, made the faid Beaits drunken ) 
all which fell out contrary to his expectation : for the Elephants forfaking the Jews 
which were caft before them, fell upon Prolomeus h's fricnds that flood by, and flew 
many of them : whichdonce, there appeared unto Pto/oxcus a moft horrible Vifion for- 
bidding him to harm the Jews; and his chiefeft and beft beloved Concubine alfo 
(whom fome call Ithaca, others Herene ) came unto him, and befoughe him ro abftain 
from fuch impiety : whereupon he being f{crry, did penance for that he had already 
committed, and that which he thought to commit : So that the Jews of Alexandria 
cclebrate this day in remembrance, that upon it God did manifeftly deliver chem; 


+E yet Appion ( who fpeaketh well of no man ) accufeth the Jews of impiecy for bear- 


ing Arms againft Phyfcon, whereas indeed he ought rather tv have commended them 
or it. 

But Appion extolleth Cleopatra the laft Queen of Alexandria, cnly for-that the was Of cloo-stra 
unjuft and ingrateful unto us ; when he rather ought to have reproved her, in whom Lee 
all Impiety and wickednefs reigned,both concerning her own Kindred and her husbands® ~ 
who loved her, and alfo generally againft all the Romans, andthe Emperours his Bene- 
factors. She kill’d her own fifter Arfezoe in the Temple, who had not any ways offend- 
ed her; the alfo treacheroufly flew her own Brother, and deftroyed her Anccitors gods 
and fepulchres ; and receiving the Kingdom from the firt Cefars gitt, the ingratetully 


F rebelled againft his Son and Succeffor, and infecting Aztomy with her poyfoned drinks 


and amarous inchantments, fhe made him rebel againit his Country, and to be uncon- 
ftant unto his own friends, depriving fome of Kingly dignity, and compelling others to 
be Inftruments of her impiety. 

What elfe thall we fay of her, who in the Battel by Sea forced Avtonius her own hus- -arozr the 
band (who alfo had many children by her) to yeild himfelf, thé Empire and Auny us- hibend of 
to her, and become one of her followers Laftly, when Alexandria was taken by Cefir, "| 
fhe was fo cruelly minded, that not remembring her own eftate, thé accounted it her 
fafety with her own hand to kill the Jews, thar the might be cruel and perfidious to eve: 
ty body. 


G _ Isit notaglory, think you, tous, that (as Appion reporteth) in time of dearth and 


famine wheut was fo plentiful in Zary, thar it was not fold by meafure 2 But Cleopa- 
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fidelity, and the fervice we did him againft the Egyptians, the Senate alfo and their De- 
crees, andthe Writings of Auguffus Cefar, wherein our deferts are teftifi'd, Thefe 
Letters Appiok ought to have read, and to have examined all Teftimonies of us, which 
were left firlt by Alexander, and then by all the Prolomées, and what the Senate of Reme 
decreed, and the mighty Emperours. “And if fo be Gerwanicus could not get corn to 
fuffice all the Inhabirants of Alexandria, that was a token of {carcity and dearth, and 
not the Jews fault. For what all Emperours thought of the Alexandrian Jews itis ma- 
nifcft cnough : forthe Jews want of Corn was not only left unfupplied, but alfo the 
The Jews have 82% of other Alexandrians, But they have alwayes kept that wherewith the ancient 
beca'always Princes did put them in truft, te wit, the keeping of the River and whole Country, as 
pulyrothdr mot being thought unfit for their purpofes.

The Esvprians thus anfwer ; How hapneth that you Egyptians do fo contend and war one againft ano- 
do wotthip ther only for diverfity of Religion ¢ Shall we hereupon conclude,that you are all Egyp- 


mails Rot a #azs, ot not all men,becaufe you worfhip and with great diligence nourith Beafts againtt 

ceable to .

cam nature, Nature? Yet our Nation feemeth one and the fame, If therefore amongit you Egypri- 
ans {uch difference of Opinions be ;_ why doft thou fo marvel at this, that we in a ftrange 
place, to wit, at Alexandria, do conftantly perfevere in our firft Religion’ Buthe faith 


the Jes and andria, yet are not all Jews in all places the caufe of Sedition , for we are known tobe 
RigeRelica peaceable amongft our felves, But indeed as every one may perceive, the People, like 
*  Appion himfelf, are Authors of Sedition in Alexandria. For whilft the Greeks and Ma- 
cedonians held Alexandria, they and we lived peaceably together, and they permitted us 
The caufeor du!ctly to ufe our own Solemnities : but when the number of Egyptians encreafed, by 
reir diftord. Confution of time, Sedition alfo by their means encreafed : But our Nation remained 
eons fii;, UOMIxed. They therefore were Authors of thofe troubles, not having the Government 
Aopion’s fiAti. 7 . . 
on touching Of the Macedonians, not the wifdom of the Greeks; but ufing their Egyptian manners, 
‘We Tews bang and renewing their old hatred againft us, and that wherewithal they hit us in the teeth 
Authors of fe- = 2 
ee iscon- us ftrangers that have them. For none of. the ancient Kings beftowed the liberty of 
. the City uponthe Egyptians, neither have any of the Emperors of Rome beftowed the 
priviledge. But Alexander himfelf ae us into the City ; the-Kings after himen- 
creafed more priviledges ; and it hath pleafed the Roman Emperour to ratifie and con- 
firm them. 
But Appion upbraids us for not erecting Statues to the Emperours, as though the 
The Romans _Empcrours knew not hereof, or that they needed Appion to {peak for them : whereas 
toendeihe. he fhould rather admire the Roman magnanimity, and modefty, who compel not their 


tosards the 


Jews. Subjects to violate their ancient Laws and Religion, but content themfelves with fuch 


ced honours which come of compulfion, 

The Greeks and divers others think it not amifs to ereét Statues ; for they delight 
to have the Pictures of their Anceftors, Wives, and Children, and fome of their beloved 
Servants alfo : what marvel then if they accord to yield the like honour to Princes and 
: Emperors ? 

The Jews may : ’ : : 

have'nolaags But out excellent Law-maker forbad all kind of Ima es, as well of inanimate as ani- 
mate Creatures ( not having at that time the leaft thought or profped of the Roman Em- 
pire) becaufe our God being incorporeal and {piritual, could not be reduced to humane 
HoxEmerors Fprefentation, without great inconvenience ; neverthelefs he did not forbid us from 


ought to be 


honoured.  {€rvethe next honour to what is due to the Gods : and fuch is the reverence that we pay 


to the Emperours and People of Rome ; and, as a teftimony of it, a day doth not pafs,in 
which we do not offer up Sacrifice (at our own expence ) for their fafety and_profpe- 
rity ; whichis more than we do for any other Prince or Nation in the World. 

And let this fuffice to anfwer that which Appion alledgeth againtt the fews of Alexan- 
dvia: yetcan I not but admire at them who gave him this occafion, namely’ Pofidonius 
Thelcof Pe. and Apollozins Molon,who accufe us for not worfhipping the fame gods that others do, 
Phere wi although they lye all alike,flandring our Temple mott abfurdly : and yet for all this they 
gike do not believe that they herein commit any impiety : whereas it is a moftignominious 
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tra was punithed as the deferved. And we call great Gefar himfelf to witnefs of our py

placed the head of an Afs, and worthipped it moftreligioufly. Azd this (quoth he) was 
n.antfoftly known at fuch time as Antiochus Epiphanes fpoiled that Temple, who found that 
Ales head being of maffie gold, and of great value. . 

To this firit flander Lanfwer, That were that true which he reporteth, yct an Bop en 
tiaw ought not to have fpoken againft us for it, feeing that an AfS is of no lefs worth sree 
than a Goat, and other bruit beafts that they honour for Guds. head. 

Is it poffible he thould be fo blind as not to perceive, that never any fable was more 
evidently abfurd ¢ every body could tell him chat we have conftantly ufed the fame Laws 
without the leaft change or alteration. Neverthelefs though Ferafalem has had her 
misfortunes as well as other Cities, and has been taken by Antiochus, Pompey, C rafjus, 
and at length by Titus, and our Temple been in the poffeffion of all of'them :’ yet what 
is itthey ever found there but great piery and devotion ? Upon which {ubje& 1 donot 
think it neceffary to enlarge in this place, 

And as touching Astiochws, many Writers of good credit report that he never had any 

jut caufe to fpoi! our Temple, bur that he was drawn unto this f.ct for want of money ; 
Not that he was our Enemy, but for chat as from his friends and fellows he fought fup- 
ply, and found nothing in that place that was worthy of derifion: and thus do Pohdi- 
ws M:gapolitanus, Strabo the Cappadocian, Nicholas Damafcene, imagenes Caftor the Chro- 
nicler, and Apollodorus avow, who all do witnels, that Avtiochus Wanting money, brake 
the League he had with the Fews, and rob’d and fpoil’d their Temple being full of gold 
and filver. 

Apion ought to have confidered this,had he not had an Affes heatt,anda Dogs im Ppu- Wlo re ace 
dency,which he and his Country-men worthip tor gods. As for us,we do neither honour sre de 
nor reverence Affesy though the Egyptians do their Crocodiles and Afpes,efteeming Jews,and other 
them that are bitten by Afpes, and devoured by Crocodiles, to be happy and fit for “i ™*°. 
God : For Affes are imployed among us (as they are in all places, where a rational ufe 
is madeofthem) only in carrying burthens and doing fuch things as are neceffary about 
Agriculture, and when they are lazy, or trefpaf3 upon their neighbours Corn, we do not 
{cruple to give them correction: 

But Appion was either the greateft AfS that ever was; in telling a lye ; or elfe having 
begun to do it, he could not compafs his enterprizes,in that he found not any juftcaule 
of detraction againft us, | 

He addeth another Fable of the Grecks to our dettaction ; to the which I will make Certain Hifto- 
only this reply, That it is more commendable and agreeing to piety, and lefs unclean- lo 
nefs, to pafs through the Temple, than for Priefts to come and feign impious words and ver and hide 
{peeches ; which they not refpecting, laboured rather to excufe the facrilegious Kings, oe a 
than to write the truth of us and our Temple, endeavouring to curry favour with Aztio- faciledge. 
chus, and to cover and hide his Sacriledge, ufed ugainft our Nation, for that he wanted 
money. 

Appion with reflection upon the reft, faith, That Axtiochus found a Bed in our Tent 
ple, and init a Man lying, and a Table fet before him, furnithed with all fowles belong- 
ing either to the Sea or Land; that the Man was aftonifhed to fee him : And that fo 
foon as Axtioches caine into the Temple, the man adored him as though he koped for 
great help from the King, falling down at his fect,and with a ftretched out arni cra ving 
ticence to {peak : whichthe King granting, willed himto declare what he was; why he 
dwelt in the Temple,and the caufe of his meats before him,chke man with fighs and ters 
unto Avstiochus bewailed his Calamity, faying, He was a Grecian; and that traveling 
ia the Country to get his living, he was fuddenly feized upon by certain Out landifb mex, 
and brought untothe Temple, and {but up thercin, and that no man might {ce him, and that 
he was there fed or fatted with all daintics that could be provided, and that at firft this dain- 
ty fare made him joyful, but afterward he began to fajpect it, and Lally he was hereat anma- 
xed; and then demanding of a Few that adminiftred unto him, for what cane he wis there 
kept, he underflood the Fews purpofe, and Law wot to be revealed, for the fulfilling whereof he 
was there nourifbed, and that the Fews were wont to do the like every year upon a day ap- 
pointed: and to take a Grecian flranger, and feed him ayear, and then to carry him toa Wood, That the Jes? 
and there to kill him, and facrifice him according to their Rites and Ceremonies, and totafte eee . 
and cat of his entralls: and in the facreficing of the Grecian, to fwear to be Enemies to the bees Graim 
Greeks , and the remainder of the murthercd man they caff iato a certain pit. And that 
then this Greek reported unto Antiochus, That the time allotted unto him by the Fews to 
Live was now alinoft expired, and therefore requefted, for the reverence he bare to the Grecian 
&ds, to fave his blood from being fpilt by the Fews, and to [ree hiin ont of that imaiacnt cali- 
mity, Yyy3 This 
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A ‘Bera but in Phanicia near unto the Fill Carmelus, there isa City of thac name, Petisa City 
vec noching comfonant to ppiens flanders, for it is four days journey from Fu- ee 
hit, hem ad, 
Why therefore doth he fo rathly accufe us for not worhiping the gods of others Na- 
tious, teeing (as he faith ) our Predeceffors did {o eafily believe that Apolle would 
coi.’ unto hen, and that he walked upou the earth with Stars about hisback > Per- 
raps indeed they had never before feeu a Caudle or lamp, themfelves having fo many : 
ors it likely that he walking chus quite through our Country, where fo many thoufand 
Inenare, uo one of them all methim ? Did he in the time of War find the Towns 
and Villages, by which he paft,without any Watch men? Well,to pals thereft; The 
B yates of car Temple were threefore Cubits high, twenty Cubits broad, all covered With The wares of 
Gold, yea, almofall of clean Gold, and the(e Gates cvery day were fhit by two the Lemp 
hundred men : and it was too impious a thing to leave them open. Is it then credi- 
bic that this Candle-bearer could eafily open them, who alone was judged to have the 
Afles head ¢ So that now it remaineth doubrfal whether Zabidus did bring back a- 
gain the Afics head, orelfe Appin cookic of him, and brought ic again to our Tem- 
pe, that there Aatiochus migat fiad it, and fo Appion might have another occafion of 
lying. Healfo beliech us concerning the oath which he faith we Jews do take, {wear- Appions lye 
ing by the God of Heaven and Karch, and Sea, never to favour any ftranger, and efpe- concerning 
cially the Greeks. This lyar might becter have faid, norto favour any {tranger, and rile 
C efpecially the Egyptians, and fo his former lyes and thefe fhould have better corref{pond- 
ed, if our Anceltors had been expelled ( by theit Predeceffors ) out of ;Egypt,nor for 
their weckednefs, but for cheir calamity, But we are {0 far from the Greeksy that 
we {carcely ever think ofthem : fo that no man can fay that thereis any emnity be- 
tween us andthe Grecks, » But coutrariwife, many of them have embraced our Rel;- 
gion, and fone of chem therein perfevered : others again have forfaken it ; yet none 
ofthem will fay that he heard this oath fpoken of among us : but it fhould feem that 
ouly dppion heard of it, in that he himfelf forged it. Truly his wifdom and great 
providence is worthy to be admired (as fhall hereafter appear : ) for he, to prove 
thefe his lyes to be true, faith, that itis a certain teftimony, that the Laws we obferve 
Dare moft unjuft, and that we worfhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are fub- 
ject to divers Nations , and our City endured many calamities : Whereas touching Appson upbrai 
themfelves. they are of a City that flourifheth in abfolute Authority, accuftomed to go- “th Sa 
vern trom the foundation thereof, and not to ferve the Romans. In effe&, who can a 
refift their valour ? Truely no man but Appion would ever have flouted us herewith, 
fecing that few Cities fo flourifh and reign over other, that they again atno one time 
have been brought into fubjection s for many Nations are fubje@to others - only the 
Egyptians are treed from the Captivity of fuch as rele Europe and Afa, for that (as they 
fay ) the gods fleeing into their Country, were faved by entring into the bodies of 
Beafts, Yer have they not indeed had one days liberty fince the begiuning of 
E the World, neither under the Government of their own Princes , nor under ftran« 
gers, 
I will not ftand to reckon how often the Perfians have wafted their City, deftroy- 
ed their Temples, and flain their {uppofed Gods, For it isnot decent that I fhould 
imitate herein Appions toolifhnefs : neither am I calling to memory what befel the 
Achentans and Lacedemonians, the laft of which are recorded to have been moft va- 
lant, and the firft co have been moft devout and Religious : neither will I reckon 1 
thofe moft godly Kings, amongft whom Crefus wasone, who notwithftanding fell in- 
to great calamities, Moreover, 1 will notrecount how the Caftle of Ackens was fet on 
fire,and the T emples of Ephefus aud ‘Delphos likewife,and many others. There is now 
One Apion, anew accufer ot the Jews, who upbraideth them with their calamicies, 
forgetting the mifery’ that hach befallen his Country-men the Egyptians : but he was 
blinded with the fable of Sefefiris (whom he faith to have been King of Epypt, ) We 
could report and boat of our Kings, David and Solomon, who fubdued maby Nations Hea a 
untothem : but it is not fic here to {peak of them, But Appion was igncrantof thata. 
which all che World knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have ferved firftthe Perfi- 
wus, and afterwards the Macedonians, and that as bond-flaves : whereas we remaining 
in tree liberty, reigned over all the Cities about us 120 years, even untothe time of 
Pomrey the Greats and when all the other Kings were fubdued by the Romans, only 
_ oer Koigs for their fidelity and fricudfhip towards them were dear unto them, O but 
G this Grckeeh upen <ippions Stomach! that we have not had any famous men of our Nati- 
OD, Who have invented Arts and sciences, and been excellencin wifdom, fuch as So 
Y¥ YY 3 raves 
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This Fable is not only full of all tragical cruelty, but alfo mingled with cruel im- H 
pudency : yet foz all this, the firft devifers hereof do not tree Antiochus from Sacriledge, 
as they hoped hereby todo, who write it purpofely to flater him, For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a bed, did not srove him to come and fack our 
Temple, he not knowing of it before he came and found it fo ( as they fay, ) Antiochus 
therefore was moft impious, and not affifted by Gods favour in thac.enterprize, ( what- 
foever thofe lyes mutter ) as it is eafie to learn by the fat he commited. For we do 
not only differ from the Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyptians, 
and other Nations; and what Nation in the World is there, that fometime doth not 
tiavel through our Country ? Is it then probable that we only renew that Confpiracy 
againft theGreeks?Or how is it poflible thar fo many thoufand people as are of our own I 
Nation, fhould all eat ofthe entrals of ove man, as Appion reporteth > Or why did he 
not nae this mau, whofoever he was ? Or why did not the King carry him with Trum- 
pets before him into his Country ? feeing that in fo doing he might have been efteem- 
ed full of piety, and a great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly firengthen hinsfelf a- 
gainft the hatred of the Jews by their aid ? But I omit to {peak more of this : for in- 
fenfible people void of all veafon, muft not be reprehended in words, but by deeds : 
for all men that have feen the building of the Temple, can teftifie what it was, and the 
undefiled purity thereof, For it confifted of four Portico’s, or appartements, each of 
which by our Laws belonged to feveral perfons : into the firft Strangers, and all peo- 
The defcript- ple were admitted, Women only excepted that have their monthly courfes. Into the K’ 
aca fecond it was lawful for the Jews only : all which might go into it,with their Wives alfo if 
Porches. free from pollution of their Howers.

For in the morning when the Temple. was opened, the Priefts that were to facrifice 
entred into the Temple: and at noon again when it was fhut 3 yea it was not lawful to 
carry any veflel into the Temple, but there was only there an Altar, a Table, a Cen- 
fer, and a Candleftick, as.is in our.Law mentioned, and there isno other fecret or : 
Whar wasin hidden myftery done, neither is there in thar place any eating ; and all the people cati 
te Templs  “teftifie this which [have here fet down, and our Writings do thelike. For notwith- 
fianding that there are four Ranksof Priefts, andevery Priefts Tribe containeth above 
- five thoufand men : yet every one waiteth on certain appointed days intheir turn, and 
Fom Tubesef their cime of waiting being expired, others {ucceed them in Sacrificing s and the day 
ere * before they are to finith their waiting, they deliver up unto their fucceffors the keys of 
morethan.. the Temple, and all veflels belonging thereto , in the full number that they received 
five thoufand them : and nothing is brought.into the Temple, pertaining either to meat or drink.. > 
which are forbidden to be offered at our Altar; thofe things only excepted whereof f 
we make our Sacrifice. What then fhall we fay of Appion, who examining nothing of 
all thefe, hath raifed fuch incredible reports. of us >How ignomivious a thing is it for a 
Grammatian, not cto be able to deliver the truth of a-Hiftory ? Well, he knew the 
piety ufedin our Temple, but he purpofely omitted it : yet could he remember a fain- 
ed cale of the Sacrificing of the Greek, his dainty fare, and hidden food, that all men 
that would paffed through our Temple : whereasthe moft,noble among our whole 
Nation, are not permitted to come there, except they be Priefts; os 4h 
This therefore is great impiety, anda voluntary forged lye, to feduce them that 
: willnot fearch into the truth, , For they have attempted to flander us by thofe impie- 
ties before menrioned. Andagain, like one full ofall piety, he deridech the vanity N 
) Another ite Of chefefables, and reporteth that at fuch time as the Jews fora long time together , 
devil-® oy -de- watred againft the Idumeans,. Zabidus departing out of a City of Idamea where Apollo 
jim, Was worfhipped,came unto the Jews, promifing to deliver unto them Apollo the Dortans 
god, and bring him unto their Tecuple, if {o be that all of chem would there aftemble 
themfelves together : and that afterwards Rabidus making a wooden Engine, and 
putting himfelfinso it, he caufedthree rows of Candles to be ftuck: about ic, which 
made it ata diftance appear like a Comet to the great amazement of the Jews, who be- 
ing terrified and aftonifhed at the vifion,gave Xabidus opportunity to pafs into the Tem- 
ple, to poflefs himfelf of the Affes Golden head,and convey it to Dora, Wherefore we 
: may fay that Appion leadeth an AG, to wit, himfelf with fooleries and lyes ; for he 
ameth places that are not, and ferceth down Cities to himfelf unknown : for Idumea Q, 


is @Province near unto us, and borderip gupon Gara, and there is no City init called * 
Dora, 
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“ grazes, Zeno, Cheaathes, and others whom he fectech down : and which is moftto be H 
2-denatred, fppion pats himfelfinco the number of thefe famous men : and faith, that 
Atexandita is blefled and happy, that hath deferved to have fuch a Citizen as he is : 
and great reafon that he fhould  teftifie chac of himfelf, which all men elfe perceive in 
hia, to wit, thathe isan impudent deceitful fellow, both of corrupt lifeand manners. 
So that the Alexandriaus had juft caufe to be forry that they ever had any better opini- 
cn ofhim. But that our Nation had men equal at leaft unto tiofe whom he mentio- 
neth,all racn know chat pleafe to read the Book of our Antiquity. The reft that his accu- 
fation containeth, it is not amifs to let pafs without anfwer, for that it rather impeach- 
eth the Egvptians, his owa Country-men, than us : for he doth complain of 
us for Sacrificing ordinary Beafts , and abftaining from Swines flefh and laugh- I 
mae ed at our Circumcilion, Touching the Sacrificing of Beafts, we do as all Nati- 
doSuriice ons elfe do + and Appion, inveighing again{t our facrificing, fheweth himfelf to be an 
ee Egyptian for were he either a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith 
noceat Swines Otended 5 for both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to Sacrifice Hecatombs to their 
tie ih. ods, and ufe Priefts in thier banquets 5 and yet for all this, the World is not defolate 
of Living creatures, as .fppion fearcth, 

But were all men fo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be defolate of men, and 
filled with cruel Beafts, which they ( fuppofing them to be gods ) do diligently nourifh, 
It any man fhallask of Appion, whom of all the Egyptians he judged to bea wife man, 


and moit religious towards their gods; no doubt he would anfwer the Priefts, For K 


ene they fay, thatcheir firtt Kings in the beginning gave them thefe two commandements 
cfd, and cat INcharges firft tofeek wifdom ; and next, to worfhip the gods : chey alfo are all of 
ne swinssleh them circumeifed, and abftain from Swines flefh, and no other Egyptian Sacrifi- 
ceth with chem unto their gods, 4 ppion theretore was farely blind , when, inftead of 
detracting us, he {peaketh ill ofthem, to gratifie whom he took all this pains. - For 
Appions dcath. the Epyptians.do not only ufe thofe cuftoms which Appzon in us difalloweth, but alfo 
do teach others to circumcife themfelves, as Herodotus teporteth. So that 1 verily 
think, that ppton was juftly punifhed for blafpheming his Country-Laws and Religion, 
The defence of Por being forced to circumcife himfelf to avoid a great difeafe, he was hereby nothing 


ange aso helped, but tor all this, his privy member rotting, he in extream grief and n.ifery L 


and ie gave up the Ghoft, For wife men ought to perfeverc in their Country-Laws in ail 

chit. icty, and not to deride and detract others : but .¢ppion forfook his own Religion, 
and flandered and belied ours, And this was Appions end : and herealfo fhould end 
this Book, butthat Appollonius, Molon and Lyfimachus, and certainothers, partly for 
ignorance y partly for madnefs , have mott injurioufly belied our Law-maker Mo- 
fer, aud the Laws he made, detracting him asa deceitful Magician, and Author of 
all the malice and impiety amongft us and for fuch as teacheth no vertue nor good- 
nefs at all. 

I will therefore, as faras in me lieth, declare both our Converfation in gene- 

ral, and in particular: For ifmy Judgment be any thing, our Laws are moft forcible 
both to piety, and to all humanity in general, as alfo to Juftice, pains-taking , 
aud contempt of death. I only requeft this favour of the Reader, that he will 
not witha prejudicare or malicious opinion, perufe thefe Writings : for I do not 
write this as a praife and vain oftentation of our Nation, but as a juft Apology, refuting 

amen the flanderous reports that fome have ufed againft us. 

louxsacentech  -Appollonius doth not continually inveigh againft us as Appion doth, but only here 

the Jews and there s fometimes affirming us to be hated both of God and man, fometimes 
to be Cowardsy fometimes contrariwife complaining of our Natious Boldnefs. Say- - 
ing moreover, that we are more fottifh than any barbarous Nation ; and that there- 


fore we cnly have had none of our Nation founders of Arts or Sciences, which yj 


are profitable for mans life ; all which objections are eafily refured , if we thew 

the contrary to all thefe by tum reported both chat we have obeyed our Laws, 
The overs of aud lived in all integrity, 
enter and | If therefore I be forced to fhewthat other Nations have made contrary Laws , 
wo tecknt 80t1; bur they areto be blamed, who comparing ours with chem of other Nations, 
siizm ours to be the werfe : neither of which can charge us, eitheir chat thefe 
Laws, which I will briefly fer down, are not ours,or elf that we have not perfifted in 
them as we ought, Making therefore this beginning , I affirm, that they who 
have framed thenifelves to live together under certain Rules and Ordinances, and 





kept them inviolate, and were the firft founders of them, were more to be com- g 


mended for humanity and vertue, than they who live under no Rule nor Ordi- 
nance 
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their own Ordinances, as that they may not'be thought co imitate otness, bulto he 

theafelves che firtt Auchors thereof, and guides co direét other mei dives, Wiis 

beng fo, it is the duty of a good Law-maker to make choice of tiat waich is bef, 

aad moi convenient for them, who are to obey their Laws, and to fatisfie chem as 

much as may be, in proving their Laws tobe good ardright, and boch in wealthand ssjis mers 

wo, calamity and felicity, to remain in them, neuer changing nor altering chem, 7h 37? 

I therefore aver, that our Law-maker is more ancient than any Law maker mentioned, mater. 

For Lycurgus, and Solon, and Seleuchus of Leeris, and thofe the Greeks adinire , HO 

are modern, aud of late times in in refpeét of him, asis well known. For tl:e Greeks Lay isnot ia 

themfelves confefs, thar in times paft they wanted che name of Law, This Homer can Homer 

witnefs, who in his whole Works never mentioneth this word, Law, for the people 

of chofe times were not governed by Laws, but by indefinite fentences, and the 

Princes pleafire, ufing culloms but not written, and altering and changing themalfo as . 

oceafion ferved, T Aa 
But our Law-maker being very ancient (for this is every way manite&, even by our” 7 

adverfaries own conteflions ) fhewed himfelf both a good Prince and Couniellor 

unto his people : for making Laws to dire&t and govern mens lives, he perfwa- 

ded them voluntarily to imbrace them, and firmly co perfiit m them with all wl 

dom. 

And firft. of all, fee as confider the works of his greatnefs, For le uuderta- 

king the condu@ of many thoufand of our fore-Fathers our of £yypt into our 

own Country, delivered them from many calamities almoft impoffible to be a- 

voided : for they being to pafs through a place wherein was no Water. and a 

very fandy ground, being alfo to War, and preferve their Wives and Ciildren, 

and goods from the variable event of Wars, he in all thefe fhewed himfelf a 

moft wife and prudent Counfellor, and a true Patron and Guide unto thei all, 

Vor he made all the multitude fo to depend upon him, that he might periwade ie 

them to what he pleafed, aud yet in none of all thefe did he ufurp any Autho- ea 

rity over them: and in that time and place wherein all men of Authority aflume a Sonne : 

power unto thenfelves , and exercife tyraany , at fuch time as the peopie do of: ~” 

rentimes offend, and live in all manner ofimpiety 5 at the fame time he bemg tn 

Authority did contrariwife ufe alllenity and mildnefs, to the inten: that he mighe 

be a pattern of vertue and juftice to all the reft, giving all chofe chat willingly followed 

hic molt affured fafery, ufing inall accidents moft ftrange works. For which cafe 

he rightly deemed God to be his Captain and Counfellor : and firft examining 

himfelf , and finding all the Laws he bad fet down were agreeable to the will aud 

pieafure of God, the chiefeft care he had was, how to per{wade his people to the 

fame, which he himfelf now knew : for they who direct their Lives according 

to the will of God, avoid all fins as our Law-maker did, being neither Magician 

nor deceiver , as his Enemies injurioufly report, but fuch a one as the Greeks do... ss 

boalt Adimos and others after him to have been : for fome of themafhrmed their rawsamongit 

Laws to be made by Fupiter, others. by Apollo and Delphos Oracles either fo be= Ux Gre’ 

lieving’ themfelves, or elfe thinking that the people would be eafily fo perfwaded. 

Now who of all che Law-makers made the beft Law, and who did mot right- 

ly think ot God, he chat compareth all their’ Laws together may eafily knows tor 

now occafion is offered to {peak of them : there are therefore an infinite co.npa- 

ny of Nations aud Laws amongft men, aud fome Nations are ruled by Monarcis, 

others by the common confent of the people. But our Law-maker doing nei- 

her ofthele, did, as one fhould fay, tlierein declare his Common-wealth to be Divine,

uficeace of Gol , many do witocls , as Pythazoras , Anaxagoras, amd Pis- 
tg 
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to aud after then the Stoicks , and almott all other Philofophers have fo thought H 
ef rhe Divine nature. But they deliveriug chis their Philofophy in fhort {peech 
daitt not publifh the truch of their do@rine among the people already feized up- 
on by fuperititious opinions. But our Law-maker’s works and words fo agreed 
that he facisfied at large all his people, avd they that were to be born of tiem, 
aud their fucceffors , infpiring as ic were a certain conftancy into chem .o pei- 
fevere in the fame , fill referring the caufe of his Lawsto their owa profic and 
commod:y, For he did not affirm che worthip of God only to be part of ver- 
tie, but he affigned other pare thereof, to wit, foriicude , juftice , aad mu. 
trl concord of all his Citizens, For all cur ations >» {peeches, and what elfe 
foever, are all referd to divine piety. Wo:ch he left not touched without any [ 
nore difcourfe of it, For thefe two arethe methods of all difcipline and morality, 
wrercof one frameth and dire@eth the {peech, the other the manners and aétions ; 
which being fo , ocher Law-makers were indeed wife in advice and counfel, and 
yet they made choice of cre of thefe Methecs , erd Jett the cther 3 for 
the Lacedemonians were inftruéted in manners and not in words ; as alfo they 
of Crete were : but the Athenians , and almoft afl the Greeks , were dire- 
ced and trained up by Laws in every thing they were to do, yet never could 
they put their written Laws in practice, But our Law-maker very induftriout- 
ly did conjoyn both thefe together: for he neither omitted the training them 
up ia manners and good exercifes, neither did he furceafe to leave them written K 
Laws. 

And firf of all, makcing his entrance from the very meats , and prefcribing 
fo every one a convenient diet, he left no man libercy amongft usto dire him. 
telfin the leaft matter concerning his meat, bur he by Laws defined, both from 
What meats we were to abftain, and what to eat, and what ought to be our or- 
dinary diet, as alfo when we ought to labour, and when to ceafe from work 3; 
fo that we, as it were under the government of a Father or Matter, might nei- 
ther fia willingly, nor for ignorance : for he did sot apoint punifhment tor chem 
tha were ignorant of it, but by Law enacted a moft neceffary and mild chaftife- 
ment for the voluntary offenders : and for this caufe he did not only will , that 7, 
we fhould once or twice or oftener hear the Laws but that once every week we 
ail, omitting other bufinefs, thould come to hear the Laws, and fo learn them 
perfedtly s which things all other Law-makers » as it is well known , omitted : 
All which laudable cuftoms all other Law-makers have neglected , and the moft 
part of menare fo far trom living according to their own laws, that they are altogether 
fgaorant of them 3 and having offended their laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they have made breach of their laws ; yea, the chief- 
eft and moft eminent men amongft them do profefs herein, that they are ignorant, 
caufing chofe that.are learned and skilfal in their Laws to fit as itwere in commifii- M 
en with them to direc them. 

Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws can an{wer as 





toon as we come tothe ufeof reafon, we have them, as it were, written and printed 
in our minds, and by this means both we offend more feldom, and when we offend, 
we are fure to be punifhed. 

And thisefpecially is that, which hath caufed fuch an unity and concord amongft 
us. For to worfhip one God after the fame manner without any difference in man- 
ners and converfation is the only way to eftablifh amity and concord in a Comnion- 
wealth, N 

Auongft us no man fhall hear any different {peechs and opinions concerning 
Gou, whereas amongft all other Nations it is moft frequent and ordinary : for amonett 
them vot only every one of the common people doth fpeak his pleafure in this 
point , bit divers Philofophers alfo prefume to do it, fome of them with their 
blifphemous fpeeches altogether deftroying the nature of God, and others with 
the like tmpudency denying him to have any care of men 5 neither is there any 


low one common expre{s labour, and we all Joyntly affirm the Son of God, and 
thar he har& care of humane affairs, and all our ations and exercifes : yea, any 

ne may f 7 7 d Child: at all thi aticeyv tO be 
one mery agar OF our Women and Children, thar a things whaticever are co 5c 
seduced te piety, | ; 
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Hence it groweth that {ome detra& our Nation; for that amongft us were nomen 
Inventers of new matters and Arts, To whom we will thus anfwer; That other Nati- 
ons account ita glory not to perfiftin any thing that their forefathers ufed, and hold 
themof moft account who can beft tran{grefs thcir forefathers wifdom. But we con- 
trariwife do account it the chiefeft point of wifdom and virtuc, neither tu do nor think 
any thing contrary to that which our Aaceflors have decrecd 3 whichis a token that our 
Law was eftablithed by as good advice as was pofible. For thofe Laws that in ali 
points are not as they ought to be, are often by experience found faulty. But among ft 
us who believe, chat our Law was firft eftablithed by the will and pleafure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any wife impugn the fame. Yor who 
can take away any tittle thereof, or add better in their fteade Or whois he tharcan 
transfer and carry us trom the obfervance of them, and ordain for us better Laws to go- 
vern our Common- wealth’ Or what Law can be more juft and better, than that which 
the Wifdom of God (who is Lord of all things) hath eftablifhed 2 He firft of all permit- 
ted the difpoting of all principal affairs to the Pricfts in Seneral, and moft witely con- 
ftituted a high Pritt as their head : neither were they chofen to this dignity by our 
Law-maker, who either excelled in nobility of birth, or riches ; but he appointed fuch 
to facrifice unto God, who were known to excel others in wifdom and fandtity; thefe do 


both keep our Laws and obferve all other things belonging to their Office with all inre- 


grity ; for our Priefts are appointed Overfcers of all things, and to judge all ftrifes and 
controverfies, and to punith offenders. 

What Monarchy then or Kiugdom can be more holy thanthis 2 Or how can God be what fore of 
better honoured than amongft us, where all people are prepared to piety, and the Priefts People are to 
commanded fo to rule and govern the Common-wealth, as if they were celebrating b¢ m4ePrielt 
fome feftivity ¢ ca 

And whereas other Nations are weary of: celebrating their My fteries { which they 
term Sacrifices) in a few days ; we with joy, pleafure,and immutable wills, do celebrate 
our Sacrifices continually without intermiffion. It refteth now thar I fet down our 
Precepts and Laws, as Arguments of that which I have faid. 

The firft is of God : of whom our Law fuith, God comprehendeth all things, he is moft Of God, and 
perfcct, moft bleffed, he is fufficient both for himfelf and all things elfe, he is the be- of the divine 
ginning, midft, and ending, famous amongft all things for his works and benetits, more P*vidence. 
manifeft than any thing elfe ; but his thape aad greatne(sis to us unf peakable, all mat- 
ters ( how precious foever) being compared with his excellent beauty,ure nothing worth; 
and all Art, compared with his Invention, is un-artificial ;. we can neither fee, conceive, 
nor imagine any thing like him, iat ge ae ; 

He is holy, for we fee his Works ; the Light, the'Heaven, and the Earth, the Sun, The works of 
the Moon, Rivers, and Sea, fo many different thapes of living Creatures, and encreafe of S°4- 
Fruits: All thefe God himfelf made, not:with hands or labour, nor as one needing any | 
to help him, but he {eeing them to be good, they.svere prefently made. He is to be fol 
lowed of all men, who ought to worthip him: by the-exercifing of Virtue ; for this is 
the moft holy way.to pleafehim. 350 oh 

We have one Temple, as alfo one God, which Temple is common to all! men, as he 
is the common God of allmen. Our Conformity is pleafing to him, and withthat our 
Pricfts do conftantly adore him, and he amongft them hath the firft place, who by birth 
isthe chiefeft: Heit is who firft facrificeth to God, feeth the Laws obferved, judgeth 
Controverfies, and punifheth thofe that are convicted by the Law : whofoever difobey- 
eth him fhall be punifhed as one that rebels againft God himfelf : He offereth facrifices The frcrifices 
not of gluttony or drunkennefs, for God is not pleafed with firch facrifices, bur rather ocd: 
injured, .and fuperfluous expences are thereby made. 

But God loveth them that are temperate, and orderly, and of good behaviour, and 
efpeciaily requireth in us that {acrifice, and inviolable chaftity. In our facrifices offer- 
ed for our commion good, we firft of all pray in common, and then every one forhim- 
felf, becaufe we are all fellows, and he that dclighteth herein more than in his own 
life, is moft acceptable to God. ei. fin! 

.. We pray-and vow unto God, not requefting riches of him, for he of his own accord 
beftoweth chem upon. every oie, and-left them amongltus : but-we pray that we may 
have. part of them,. and having gotten them may keep them.

It alfo appoint- 
eth that the Woman (hall be in all things inferiour to the Man, neither is the to obey 
in committing wickednefs, but as one under Government : For it is God that gave man 
this authority. With her the Husband only may lawfully accompany, and it is abo- 
mination for her to make trial of another man : and whofo attempteth this, can no 
The punitt Ways avoid death : the like penalty attendeth him if he offer violence to a Virgin 
rat doth ra- efpoufed unto another man, or if by perfwafions he overcome a married Woman or 
vubaViesin Orher that hath Children, and all this our Law commandcth : It hath alfo interdicted 
all Women from concealing their Children being born, or otherwife to deftroy them, 
for fo the fhould be a Child- killer, deftroy Souls, and mankind: Whofo therefore ufech 
The purificari- carnal copulation and corruption is unclean by our Laws, and Women after sae = 
on for the body pylation muft wath themfelves, judging that a pert of their Soul was by this ae de- 
filed, and fhe being puffed up was wounded in her body, and therefore our Law ordain- 
ed warcr of purification for them. Neither is it lawful for them to feaft and banquet at 
their Child birth, whereby an occafion of drunkennefs may grow, but that i! be- 
ginning (hould be tempetate : they are likewife commanded to came their ; hi ae 2 
in learning, thar they may learn the Law, and actions of their fore-fathers, o i. :

OF the funerals On Law hath alfo provided for the burial of thedead, that our Funerals ne nei- 
wiikedead. ghey be pompous, nor our Sepulchres gorgeous, commanding every Houfhold to perform 
all neceffaries touching the burial of their dead, permitting all men at any ones death to 
affemb!e themfelves together, and bewail the dead : It alfo commandeth every one (yea 
even the dead mans own family ) to purify themfelves after the burial, and to go afar 


{ceming to be unclean. . : ‘ 
omg allo appotaeth punifhment for them that have committed murder, cither willfully 


againft their will.

Tia ‘allo not amifs to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining of 
firangers among(t us : For he feemeth { to have provided, .that to our knowledge ae 
ncither corrupt our own Laws, nor deny to impart them to others : but he See 
all liberally, that will come and live under our Laws, judging the uel oO ae 
life, not fo much to confift in the Nation whereof we come, as in the unity of our minds 
and converfation. He forbiddeth others that are ftrangers, and come not with nae in- 
tent to be admicted to our folemnities : yet he commanded us to exhibit unto them all 
other things neceflary : and that we fhould give unto all men fire, water, pee ane a N 
ry them being dead.. He hath alfo moft mildly determined how we ought to dea wit 
our Enemies, that we neither deftroy their Country with fire, nor cut down their Fiuit- 
oe We are alfo forbidden to rob and fpoil thofe that are flain in fight, and deal ee 
How ve eaohe OUFY With our Captives ; and efpecially, if they be Women: yea, he fo a 
roueore to reach us humanity and mildnefs, that he provided, that we ufé even mat alae e 
hucass ba fts courteoully, and only employ them to ferve our lawful need, and no Se ; 
he forbiddeth us to kill any tame thing bred in houfes, and that we thould not oe : 
old birds and their young together, and becaufe many wild Beafts, enemies to mani ee : 
do affitt us in our labours, he commanded to {pare them alfo. And in every point he O 


eftablifed humanity and mildnefs amongft us, ufing (asis beforefaid ) Laws to ae 
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A us therein,enaing alfo other, how they who infringe the forefaid Laws. may ve with all 
~ feverity punifhed : For the puniihment allotted to the viclaters bereof is tor cie mot 
part death. As if any mancommit Alultery, ravifh a Virgin, ofc the fin againft nature 
_ With another, or fuffer himfelf to be fo abufed, 

We alfo have Laws concerning our Se -vants, and our Meafures, and Weights, and 
unlawful bargains and fales, or deceit, if either one take any thing that is another mans, A "petition of 
or which is not his own; ali thefe are to be punifhed, not as orher Nations punith them, tea “ 
but much more grievoufly. - But whofoever either injureth his Parents, or commitreth 
impicty againft God, he fhall prefently be deftroyed. But they that obferve this Law 
are rewarded, not with gold or filver, nor with a Crown befet with precious ftone; but 

B every one having his Confcience to witnefs, doth greatly profit, aad gain Eternity ; as 
both our Law-maker prophefieth, and God himfelf doth moft affuredly promiferothen 
that obferve them. And if it chance that we be forced to fuffer death for them, yet do The reward of 
oe joyfully go to execution, nothing doubting but that we hall fo exchange this Life ee 
or 4 better, 
I fhould be loth to report this, if our deeds didnot make it manifett ; for many of 
our forefachers, only for that they refufed to {peak againft our Laws, or otherwife than 
our Laws permitted, have moft manfully and conftantly endured all torments and death 
it felf, a 
If our Nation were unknown to all the world,and chat this our voluntary obfervation 
C of our Laws were not manifeft to all the people, if any man thould report unto the Greeks, 
that cicher he had read this which I have declared, or elfe that he had found People in a 
ftrange Land, fuch as we be, having fo pious and honeft opinions concerning Gcd, and 
who had for many ages perfevered therein ; I doubt not but they would all admire and 
_ wonder hereat, confidering che great mutability amongtt chemfelves. 

To be fhort, there are fome, who ftick not to deride them, who have lately written The continy. 
of the Government of Common-wealths and Laws, as thougi: they had writren things 2"¢cof the 
fabulous and altogether impoffible. And (to fpeak nothing of other Philofophers, who eo 
have written of this Argument) that divine P/ato amongit the Greeks, a man who in 
honeft life, virtuous fpeech, and found Philofophy excelled all others, this man is piste admired 

D almoft continually fcoffed at by them, who in their own conceit are skilfal in civil affairs, gmonsit the 
and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, whofoever confidereth his Writings ee 
with diligence, fhall often and eafily find matter agreeable wich moft mens manners : 
yea this P/ato himfelfconfeffeth, that he dare not by reafon of the common peoples ig- 
norance fet down the true opinion of God. 

But many think P/ato’s words full of vanity, and licentioufnels, and admire Lycurgus Lycurcus the 
i : i : : é : Law. maker a- 
and the City of Sparta, for that it fo long time perfevered in his Laws. It is therefore mongtt the La- 
an evident demon{tration of Virtue to remain in their | aws.’ But if thofe who fo adinire cedemonians. 
the Lacedemonians do compare them with us, and the time during the which their Laws 
were in force, with the time of our Common-wealth , they {hall find that ours hath 
E continued more chantwothoufand years. They fhall alfo find that the Lacedemonians 
did only perfectly obferve their Laws; during {uch time as they were in profperity and 
liberty, and that when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindful of cheir 
Laws. 
But we, who have fele many thoufand mif-haps, by reafon of the often change of 
Princes in Afa, have not in thefe our laft miferies and evils forfaken our Law. Neither 
can any man fay, that liberty and licentious Life is the caufe why we fo diligently ob- 
ferve them, feeing that whofo pleafe may fee fufficient proof, that they tye us to more The Jes -- - 
ftrict Life and laborious, than thofe of the Lacedemonians didthem, For they neither parce si. 
t : - 6 Lacedenic- 
tilled che Earth,nor ufed any handy-craft,but ceafing from all labours and pains-taking, ans. 
F lived in their City, fat and in fair liking, having both their meat and all other neceffa- 
ries provided and prepared for them by others,and efteemed that only their felicity to do 
and endure any thing, fo that they might prevail againft chofe againft whom they en- 
terprized Wars : And that they failed alfo herein, I omit to rehearfe. For not only 
One or two of them at once, but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgetting their 
own Laws, yielded themfelves to their Enemies. And can any one tell of (I fay not 
many) but of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws, or that feared 
todyeforthem? I mean not a common death, fuch as Souldiers are fubjec unto, buc 
fuch a death as is effected by all rorments and fortures that can be devifed. Which I 
think chofe that prevail againft us, impofed upon us not for hatred, but that they de- 


G fired to fee fo admirable a matter ; and to fee we being but men, and fuch who efteem- 


edit the greatelt impiety poffible to doit, could be compelled by them to {peak ordo 
any 
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"Iw finctLaxs ony thing contrary to our Laws. Yetit is no-wonder that we for our Law dodye with y 


fds ES% Fisch conftancy, rather than any other Nation : For other Nations cannot abide to en- 
dure that which we account a trifle, to wit, labour and fimple fare, abftinence from our 
Wives,and obfervation of our days of reft,and we are always careful that when we fight 
againtt our Enemies, we obferve our Laws concerning our Meats. And thus we take 
pleafure to obferve and keep our Laws, and to exercife fortitude in obeying them. 

Let now Lyjmachzs or Molonus pals, and all fuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophifters, deceivers of young men, and detracters of our Nation, as though we 
were the wickedeft People living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other 

anfestobid- Nations : for it is our Cuftomto keep and obferve our own,not to detract others ; yea, 
ethito datde cand our Law-maker openly prohibited us from blafpheming fuch, as other Nations 7 
fil’e gods, only hold for gods, only for the Name of God attributed unto them : yet may wenot leave 
Couaoael the Objections of our accufers unanfwered, fecing thar which we are to {peak againft 
uatothan. them is not our own device, but many before us have fpoken it. Who then of all the 
wife Grecks will not condemn the moft famous Poets, and efpecially the Law-makers, 
she number of 20 at firlt brought and fetled fuch vain opinions of the gods among the common People ¢ 
godsamongt affirming the number of them to be as many as they thought good, and chat they were 
the Gentiles born at divers times, allotting to every one his proper place, as unto other living Crea- 
tures: fometo be under the Earth, others in the Sea, and the ancienteft amongft them in 
Hell, fectered and bound : and thofe whom they place in Heaven, in words they do 
term hima Father, but in deeds they thew him to be a Tyrant, and for this caufe they x 
report that his Wife, his Brother, and his Daughter,whom they affirm to have been born 
of his Brain, confpired againft him to bind him and hang him, as they report him alfo 
The F:bleof to have dealt by his Father. Againft thefe vanities all excellent and wife men do 
eet and worthily inveigh, who befide this already rehearfed in derifion add, how fome of the 
= gods are young, fome are old, fome infants, others are gods of Arts and Sciences, and 
onc is a Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim, and at variance with mortal men, 
others delight in Mufick, others in Shooting : Moreover that they are at variance one 
with another amongft themfelves,and chat they fall out one with another in mens behalf, 
and that not only oneof them fayeth violent hands upon the other, but that alfo they 


are wounded by mortal men, and foxrow, and grive for the wounds ; and that which 1, 


is moft abominable of all, do ufe carnal Copulation with mankind, and that moft un- 
Bho. decently, thac their unbridled luft is extended both to men and women. Then that 
Ju; their chief god, whom they call Father, contemned and drowned certain women,whom 
he himfelf had deceived and gotten with Child, and that he could not deliver tne Chil- 
dren born of thefe Women from calamity, for that deftiny had obliged him, nor fee their 
deaths without tears. 
This is all good ftuff,as alfo is that which followeth, to wit, Adulteries committed in 
Hexven{o openly and impudently among the gods,that fome profefs themfelvesto envy 
their fellow gods and goddeffes tied together in fuch filthinefs. And what thould the 
reft of them do, when as their King, the moft antient amongft them, could not refrain 
his lu(tful licentioufnefs and debauchery 7 Moreover, Some of them became fervants 
unto men, fome built houfes for money, and others became Shepherds, others like ma- 
lefactors were chained in Hell. What manthen,that ever was accounted wife, would 
not bluthat thefe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and the foolith believers al- 
fo 2 Others made them fubjeét to cerrour and fear, and madnefs, and fuch fimplicicy, 
as that they might be deceived, and all other naughty paffions to be found in the nature 
of their gods, and have perfwaded whole Cities to offer facrifice to the moft noble a- 
mongftthem. And they are in great perplexity, thinking that fome of the gods are the 
givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and fo feek to pleafe them 
with gifts as they would do wickedmen ; and they are verily perfwaded, that they fhall N 
fuftain great dammage by their means, except they do daily pacify cheir wrath by tre- 
quent gifts. hae 
whait the. What is the caufe of this thameful ignorance, and erroneous iniquity concerning 
Gait offuch God? Truly lam perfwaded, For that their firft Law-makers were themfelves herein 
evror concern ey feek, and ignorant of the nature of God, or elfe that they did not faithfully deliver 
ing Go : D fi : 3 
2 unto their Common-wealth, fo much as themfelves knew concerning this point ; but as 
though it had been a thing of leaft moment, did willfully let ir pafs, giving licence to 
Poets, and permitting them to deifie and make gods whom they pleafed, and that the 
Orators fhould write ofthe Common-wealths affairs, and tell what them liked of ftrange 
gods. 


Morcover, the Painters and Image-makers amongft the Grecks had a great hand in 
making 
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A making of gods, it being lawful for them every one to frame what thape he lift, and how Poets and 
Pox

he lit, fome of Earth, others of Colours; and the chiefes cod-mak 
ufed Ivory and Gold to make their god of; a Se eee ek a a 
oie g } clr Mutable no- of gods. 
And then the arcient gods, whom at firit they honoured and reverenced, as much as 
they could poiibly devile, being now withered with Age, are out of credit, and other 
youngfters poflefs their places and honours : their Temples alfo, fome are defolate 
others newly crected, as men pleafe. Whereas contrariwife, they ought molt con- 
{tantly to keep cheir opinion of God, and his Religion. ° | 
Apollonius Moloa was one of thefe proud Fools; but thofe Grecians that followed the 
truc Philofophy were not ignorant of what I have faid of the Nature and Effence of 
— ie eee wich us in our Opinions, and laughed at thefe ridiculous FiGions, | 
ich Plato well {ceing, affirmeth that Poets are not to be permitted in a Common. “2”? fet 
wealth, and fendeth Homer away very bonourably crowned and anointed, left chat he thoul ks pt 
with his Fables thould deftroy or deprave the true opinion of God. For Plato of all Mtins 
others efpecially imitated our Lawmaker, as he did herein alfo, commanding his Citi- ae 
zens, that all of them fhould pericély learn his Laws, and that for no cafualty any 
firange forrcign Cuftom thould be admitted into their City, but that their Common- 
weaith fhould be pure, and they perfift in the obfervation of their Laws. But Apolloni- 
2s Molom not ref} pecting this, inveighcth againft us, for not receiving into our focicty 
men of ftrange opinions in Religion, whereas not only we do fo, but commonly all 
Greeks, yea and the moft prudent amongft them.. 

The Lacedemontans expelled all ftrangers, and did not permit their Citizens to tra- The Lace“e- 
vel 1ato other Countries, fearing that both wayes their Laws might be corrupted. They aie - 
thereicre are to be fpoken againft rather than we, {ceing they neither admit strangers Rangers 
to converfe with them, nor to inhabit amongft them, nor impart their Rehgion unto 
them; but we, though not defirous to learn the Religion of other Nations. ee do we 
not deny to impart ours to ftrangers;who defite to embrace it: which, if | be not de- 
ceived, is a token of magnanimity, and clemency inus : but this fhall fuffice concerning 
the Lacedemonians. ber ies : 

Apollonius was ignorant how matters ftood with the Athenians, who boalt that their Ci- the A-henians 
ty was free to all Nations : But they did moft feverely and without all mercy punith ™"* 
thofe that did but {peak any word againft their God. For what was the caufe « t So- 
erates his death: he neither betrayed the City to Enemies, nor deftroyed their Tem- 
ples, but only {wore by a ftrange Oath, which as he faid ( whether in jelt or in earncit ) 

a Devil taught him, and for this offence he was putto death by drinking Hemlock: his 
Accufers alledging, that he corrupted young-men, and contemned the Laws and Religi- 
on of his Country. And this Socrates {uftained being a Citizen of Athens, % DT Ses 

Anaxagoras was of Glazomenia : and for that he affirmed the Sun, which the Athenians ananagiran,. 
worthipped for God, to be a fiery ftone, he was by the fentence of fome few condemned 
to dye. They alfo proclaimed that whofoever would kill Diagoras of Melws, thould be 
rewarded with a talent for his labour, only for that this Diagoras was {aid to deride A talentis 
their myftcries: Protagoras alfo had been by them taken and put to death, had he not ©? O"™* 
efcapsd, only for that they fuppofed him to have written certain doubts of the Atheni- 
an gods. And what wonder is it thae they ufed their men at chis rate, when they 

practifed the fame cruelty upon their Women,one of their the Priefts being put to death 
for worthiping a ftrange God ; their Laws appointing that who ever brought a itrange 
God into theirCity thould be punithed with death? It is therefore evident, that they 
who enacted fuch ftrait Laws, believed not the gods of other Nations; for had they 
ee in them, they would noc have deprived themfelves of the benefit of many 
gods, 7 | 

The very Scythiaws ( who delighted in man flaughter fo much, that they very litt 
differed trom bruit Beafts ) yer did they think themfelves bound to maintain their own 
Laws, as belt, fo thacthey flew Asacharfisa famous Greek, that came unto them, only 
for that he feemed to attribute too much unto the Grecian vods ; yea, thou maveil find 
many anong the Perfiazs, who for tis caufe have been torturcd, And it is evident 
thie Apollozins approved the Perfian Laws: tor when the Greeks admired their forrirude ... . 

«nd concord of opinions concerning God, Imean the fortitude they thewed ar the burn- see 
ing of cher Tempies; this /polloniws in all things imitared the Pe- fizzs,violarins other = 
mens Wives, and putting out their Childrens Eyes, whereas our Laws sw hisa 
to death, thar fo uferh unreafonable beafts: And neithe: the fer aad rerrour ae Poten- 
vates, nor the favour of them whom all men reverence, could ever cauie us to forlake 
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Ae goods and fortunes by War, but to keep our own Laws : and we who patiently put up 
—_ all other injury, yet if any man do in our Religion provoke us, we prefently feck re- 
venge, not refpecting our own ability ;_ yea though thereby we work our own utter ru- 
inc and calamity. What therefore {hould move us to imitate the Laws of other Na- 
tions, when they that made thofe Laws ( yea even the Law-makers themfelves ) did 
tranfgrefs them? or how can the Lacedemonians avoid reproach for their inhofpiralicy, 


Agvet he and neglecting marriage? Ox the Elians and Thebans for accompanying with men con- 
cide Geils trary tothe Law of Nature, which fa& mof thameful they deemed good and neceffary ¢ 


Yea not content todo fo themfclves, they alfo afcribed the like unto their gods to be 
donc by them (which the Greets alfo now of late have done ) and for this caufe they | 
refuted to marry with their own Women, judging their fatisfaction to be contrary to 
The injutiiee the prefcriprof Nature : But I will {pcak no more of punifhment, neither how prcat 
2 Lawmakers maletactors thofe firit Law-makers freed from punifhmenc, being bribed with money, 
and how unjuft they were in the Laws appertaining to Wedlock, It is long to examine 
what great occafions of Impiety they gave, For many have already long ago forfaken 
“Thy Jouws fheia their Laws : which cannot be faid of us, who for our Laws have fuffcred lofs of cur 
viotersation of Citics, Vortunes, and Lives, we keeping and perfiiting in our Laws cven unto death 5 
the Laws and if any Jew be ina ftrange Country, where there is a Tyrant King, yet doth not he 
fo fear him, that he would for his command in any jot tranfercfs our Laws. If 


therefore we do valoroufly endure thus much for our Laws, all men mutt needs K 


grant our Laws to be very good « But if they fay we fuffer all thefe Calamiries 

to maintain wicked or naughty Laws,’ what punifhment are thcy not worthy of, who 

having (asthey fay ) better Laws than we, do fo eafily forfake them, whereas we do 
TheJews Lavs Maintain ours even with our Lives? But feeing the Antiquity of Laws is the greateft 
arcefurcat, Argument to prove their goodnefs, I will fee down of what Antiquity our Laws are, 
Antiquity. together with our Law-makers opinion of the.Deity ; if therefore any une compare our 

Laws with the Laws of all Nations, he thall find that ours are of more Antiquity than 

theirs by many Ages. For our Laws eftablifhed amongtt us have been mitated of all 
oo other Nations : Vor though the firft Greeks did pretcndedly obferve their own Laws, 
the fame manners and converfation :. yea, the common pecple did long fince imitate 
our Piety. Neither is there any Nation, either Greek or Barbarian, a have not af- 
ter fome manner obferved a Sabbatlr as we do, and fafting days, and Lamps, all which 
they learned of us; yea many do alfo obferve our Cuftoms concerning their meats, and 
our unity and concord, wherein we excel all other Nations, our community alfo and in- 
duftry in Arts and Labours, and fufferance for our Laws. And which is moft to be ad- 
mired, our Law,not having any to force us to obferveit,hath fo obliged our hearts, that 
as God is of all the world honoured without compulfion, fo are our Laws amongft us 
without any violence or force : And whofoever doth diligently confider his own Na-

' tion and Family, fhall find chat which I have reported tobe true. I will now generally M 


reprehend the voluntary malice of all men: for cither they mean, that we having thefe 
good Laws do yet little efteem them, and follow worfe, or if they do not fo mean, ler 
them hold their malicious tongue from any further Calumniation. For 1 do not take up- 
on me the defence of this caufe, for that I bear any hatred to any man, but for that I 
The caufe why and all the Jews do honour and reverence our Law-maker, and believe that whatfoever

asain (ypeon. Defs of our Laws, yet the multitudeof them that imitate them were a fafficient motive 
toinduce us thereunto, But I have at large, and with all fincerity difcourfed of our 


eae’ Laws and Cormon-wealth in my Books of our Antiquity. And now again I have made 


abovehaid, = mention of them neither in contumely of other Nations, nor in praife of our own, but N 


only to reprove fuch as have moft malitioufly and impudently belied us contrary to the 

Known truth : And Ithink I have already fully performed that which I have promifed., 

The intention Por [have thewed our Nation ( contrary to their affirmations ) to be moft ancient, which 

wm the Jews T have proved by the teftimony of many ancient Writers, who in their Works have 
% mentioned us. 

Our Adverfaries affirm us to have come of Egyptians : I have thewed that 
our fore-fathers came into Egypt out of fome other place. They alledge that we 
wereexpelied Egypt, for that we were infe&ed with difcafes ; I have proved that our 
Pyedeceffors cause from thence to their own Country by means of their own prowefs 


and force of their own accord. Others libour to defame our Law-maker as a wicked G 


perfon, whofe virtue many of ancient times, and fo long time as hath been fince him, 
do witnefs. qt 





The Jews con or abandon thefe Laws : neither do we exercife fortitude, to deprive other men of their H 


yet all their Philofophers did imitate ours, and our Opinions of God, and taught others 7 
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It is not needful to {peak more largely of our Laws : for they by themfelves appear 
pious and good, and fuch as do not invite or incite us to the hatred of other Nations, 
but rather to communion and friendihip, being both enemies to Iniquity, and comman- 
ders of Juftice, banifhers of Luxurioufnefs, and teachers of Frugality and Labour, for- 
bidding all Wars enterprized for Avarice, and preparing the people to thew Fortitude 
in them, and for them, infli@ting inevitable punifhmenc upon their tranfgrelfors, not 
ealily to be deceived by glozing {peeches, and executing in action all that they in word 
command : yet amongit us the execution of them and obfervation is more ready thaa

I therefore confidently affirm, that we do teach more pious and virtuous manners,than The Origis« 


B other Nations do. For what can be better than inviolate Piety? What more juft than ao dows 
toobey the Law’ What more profitable and commodious, than to be at Unity and 
Peace amongft our felves? and neither to forfake one another in calamity, ‘nor injure 
one another in profperity, to contemn and defpife death in time of War, and in Peace to 
labour and till our Grounds, and to ufe other Arts and Works, and always to think 
and believe, that God beholdeth all our a€tions, and ruleth and difpoferh all things ? 
If this be either written or obferved by any one before this time, we are thento thank 
them as being their Scholars: but if they were never extant before,then we are known to 
be the firftAuthors,& Inventers of it. Let therefore Appion and Molox perifh,and all others 
that with them are convicted of lying and flandering us.

Mot lively fetting down the Martyrdom of the 

‘ MACCABEES, 





Am at the inftane requeft of Polibius of Megalopolis to put in writing the 
conftant Sufferings of the Maccabees worthy all admiration, not in a Rheto- 
rical and pleafing ftile, but rather after our own country fafhion, thereby to 
exhort our Nation to patience in their Calamities. But firft of all, itis ne- Reafon hath 
ceffary to {peak fomething of Reafon, and affign unto it the power and virtue dominion over 
todeliberate. For he who hath once fully determined to fuffer all mifery for 
D Gods fake, isin my opinion already a Martyr : It is therefore great merit to have fo 
determined ; and therefore (as above-faid ) Reafon governeth our inferiour paffions 
and though deftiny deny us opportunity to fuffer, yet have we fuffered all in purpofing 
to fuffer all. 

Whofo therefore will renounce the World, and afpire only to Cceleftial things, 
mutt exercife Sobriety, banith Gluttony, LafcivioufnefS, and all other fuch Vices as 
may poffefs and captivate the mind : He muft likewife mount upto thetop of Virtues 
Tower, that from thence he may refift and impugn the Vices of his Body, Grief and 
Fear. 

There are many examples of the Valiant Souldiers of God, which I could produce, 
E but eee perfons defcended from one fingle Woman ( not at one,but feveral births) 
may fuffice. 

And firtt I will fpeak of Eveazar and feven Brethren, and relate what Tortures and +4, seathof 
Torments their Mother endured : yet cannot man,but only God determine,who amongft the feven bre- 
them was firft, and who laftin this nobleagony. They therefore, being all of one opi- ena 
nion, refembling one another more in mind thanin body, duely confidered the frailty - 
of this Life, and neither delighted in the flatteries of the World, nor the alluring en- 
chanements thereof, They valued not torments, fetters, nor any other fort of tortures 
impofed upon them : To return, they refulved upon patience, and to endure whatfo- 
ever the Judges cruelty could devife. I will therefore praife the fortitude of thefe Bre- 

F thren, or rather with all truth rehearfe the noble conflids of thefe holy men ; and fetting 
~ all adulation apart, profecute with a bare Hiftorical narration, the manner of their Mar- 
tyrdome. 
: But before I begin to declare the death of thefe brave men, I will alittle treat of 
Reafon, which, as 1 have affirmed, is no {mall motive to Martyrdom. Reafon itis_. oi. 
that maketh us obferve Faits, and Abftinence; Reafon makes us defpife Money, by it ae Ree 
we are taught not to account of Dignities and Honours, which all men generally aim at, 24 W:flom. 
yea Reafons gift it is,chat we do refift the heat of luftful defires. Hence cometh it, thac 
having once overcome fuch things as the flefh delights in, we find our felves a litele uble 
to refilt, we alfo learn to defpife pains and torments, and by degrees refolve to fuffer 
all thiags thar fhall be impofed upon us. 
Which that it may more plainly appear , lec us fearch out the caufe of this order, and

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wee fhall tnd wifduei robe cthecaufe hereof, Forno man can determine and diftin- H 
esa good from evil, that is not endued with wifdom ; this wifdom is always 
accow panied with jaitice, and jifticeis ftill joyned wich vercue, and vertue and rempe- 
vance Cannot be f>:erated; fo that this wifdom confifteth upon four parts, 
Giitisteon  Befides chefe , chere are cwo things that either do caufe or hinder paffion, to wit 
ge ore pain aid pleafure;oue of which we do always refufe,and the other we do always defires 
yet where pleafure arifeth, and is prefeacly by reafons rule put away, the mind is there 
firenpthened ; and pain compared with glory, is through hope of a greater reward 
contemned before it come; and being come, our mind is afhamed not to fuffer that 
nate iehm, Which before it was refolved to do, 
ithachitul  Reafon therefureis the guide of allour aions, and by it we defpife torments, and ! 
‘uudiner, — dereft vice 5 like a skilful Husbandman it pruneth and curteth away fuperfluous branch- 
es,and killeth the heat of all corrupt and hurttul humours, only leaving that which may 
fome way be profitable to us, 
Thus reafon corrects our paffion, encourages us to fuffer, and fupportsus in our 
fifferings, Whois not defirous to eat the flefh of wild Beafts and Fifhes ¢ And who 
h fleth not to eat of feathered Fouls ? nay, do northe dainty difheseither from Sea 
or Land invire us to eat. them >? What then caufeth us to abftain from chem ? what makes 
vs all defire them, and yee none of us eat them? even reafon, by which the 
mind is taught to overcome it felf in delightful objects and pleafuie, that when occa- 
fion of Marty:dom is offered, fetting afide all vanities we will not for a litcle plea- K 
{ure forget our accuftomed virtue, 
Ay intence ef By teafon it was that Jofeph ( to his great praife ) mafter’d his concupifcence, and 
ed Te fleved nor himfelfto be overcome by his luft, which was but too incident to his age: 
Reaion fo worketh with found advice and mature counfel, that it again recovereth loft 
friendfhip, gaineth new, and fuffereth no cruelty to be commicted, Of this we have 
2ifo the example of Mo/es, who had he not had juft occafion to be angry againt Dathan 
and b:ram, :eafon ( no doubr ) would have caufed him to have {mothered his paf- 
fion. Did not our father Jacob with great vehemency reprove his Sons Simeon and 
Levi, who without reafon had ufedfuch cruelty, faying, Curfed be your anger ? Which 
anger had ic been bridled with reafon, neither had they beencurfed, nor the other L 
had perifhed. For this caufe, God the maker of mankind, when he fafhioned us 
and our manners, having finifhed the lineaments of our body, he placed the mind in 
it, torule ir with certain concomitant precepts, to wit, temperance, purfuance of that 
which is good, cleaving to juftice, by which rules we might be able to bridle our 
pifficns, and obferve the precepss of God. 
But fome will ask me, why we commit wickednefs, feeing that reafon ruleth our 
affion ? But it is ridiculous to think that reafon hath fo perfect a dominion: for reafons 
role cannot hinder che appetite from defire, but only correct it fo far, that ic fuffer 
with patience the lofs or abftinence from fuch things as it defied. For example fake, 
Realon cannot hinder thee from being angry» but it can fo work, that thou commit no 
impiety when thou art angry : in like manner, it cannot hinder thee from defiring filthy M 
pleafure, yer can it caufe thee nor to yield untoic. ae eae 
Aninflance of -Reafon therefor cannot eradicate vices but only bridle it. Witnefs in this the ex- 
D.vid’s thir. ample cf holy Dazid, who fighting againft Strangers with great fuccefs, and being 
at Evening weary and faint, retiring into his Tent, thac was guarded by Souldiers, he 
found them all at meat : yet himfelf being thirfty would not drink, notwith{tanding 
Water was hard by, becaufe his Religion diffwaded him, for he had vowed not to drink 
but from a Fountain in the Camp of the Enemy. 

Whilft thus his thirft encreafed, three luily young men armed themfelves, and 
taking with them a veffel, they wentunto their Enemies Camp, anc affaulted tie 
watchmen, who for fear of death fled, and fo they paft through the Camp, till fach N 
time as they came where the Water was, and filling their port, they brought it to the 
ane King, But holy Daved fo bridled his appetite, that his reafon quenched his defie, and 
todrinkthe fhewed an excellent coken of patience, teaching how the fear of God was to be pre- 
Waehle ferred before all things. For taking the Warer he had fo much wifhed for, and which 
aa: had been gotten with fuch danger, he prefently poured it on the ground,asa facrifice to 

God , chufing rather ro die for thirft, than to offend thedivine Majefty : yet rea- 
fon is not fo forcible,chat ic is able without due confideration to repre{s the inordinate 
rotions of the mind, and mitigate the grief of the body. Buc itis now time to 
come fo our Hittory, yer is noc this former difcourfe to be rhought impertinent, for O 


that {cis fomewhat previous to the matter erfuing. Such was the wifdom and oy

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A of our forefathers, chat Seleucus King of Aa enriched our Priefis, and Oving a inan 
of another Religion, afcribed all his actions and worthy deeds to the Re: vion and 
Faith of our Anceftors, But wicked mens madnefs could not herew.ch be fatisfied, 
For one Simon, hating the High-Prieft Onias, and finding no ways ov meaus to be re- Slewene and 
venged of him in his own Country, went unto Apoltonius, Governo ir of S yria, Plana, ae a es 
and (tlicia, and before him in a publick affemby declared, thax he could help she tort kis “ 
King to an iofinite creafure, for ( faith he ) there is hidden in Fervjalem an intinite ©" 
deale of Gold and Silver, which by right belongeth unto King Selexcus, 

Apollonius hearing this, praifed and cominended Simon, and coutifeated the Gold 
and Silver tothe Treafure-houfe of Seleuchus = and having authority from the King pollonias 
B to get it, he levied an Army and {0 accompanied with Simon, came unto our Speer: 
Cay » purpofing if any violence were offered, to ule the defence of his Soul- wit Ame 
iers. to ferulalem 
When the Treafure-houfe of our Temple was now a facking, Oncas wept bitterly, 
and faid,thar it was a heavy fight to them, to whom this creature was committed,to fee it, 
or any part of ittaken away. But ppollonius, newher re{peCting the Tears and in- 
_ treaties of che old Men, Women, nor Children, preffed into che Temple, they all 
praying God to punifh him, and co defend their Temple, Being now with a great 
guard of armed men entred into the holy Temple, there appeared certain Angels one 
Horfeback with weapons in their hands, and fhining with a fiery flame about them, ning with ery 

C and they daunted the courage of this infidel polonius, who prefently fell down flat up- “rightness 
on hisface , and lying fo a Brest while, at laft he came a little to himfelf : and ri- 
fing up, he leaned upon his fhoulder who kept the Temple, not being able to ftand a- 
lone, he was fo terrified wich the vifionhe had feen, When by degrees he recolle@ed 
and found fome little hope of recovery, he {tretched both his hands towardsHea: en, 
and defpairing to obtain pardon by his own prayers for his offence committed, he be- 
fought the Hebrews ( w!:ofe Temple he came to fpoil ) to make interceffion for him 
himfelf wich Tears craving pardon for his offence,and nor only acknowledging his fault, 
but confeffing himfelfto have deferved death, and all punifhment poffible. Holy 0- ozia by pray- 
nias feeing this,and fearing alfo, that if Apollonius fhould then dye, the Hebrews would < cbeainsth 

D be fufpeéted to have made him away , made prayers to God for him, and cbrained his (f° ers 

Enemies lite, Apollonius prefently hafted to Seleucus tolet him underftand what had 

hapned : but when he came he tound Seleucus dead, and Antiochus reigning in his 

ftead, aman of Tyrannous nature, who bare an. ancient grudge to Onzys the high 

Prieft: and therefore made Fa/on his Brother high-Prieft in his ftead, Fafon promifing “tochus his 

Antiochus in recompence to pay him 3660 Talents of Silver every year. ieee 
afon being made high-Prieft, and chief amongtt all the Nation of the jews, pre- 

fently forced all the people to impiety, and to forfake their Religion s fothat to build 
baths, he hindred the defence and compleating of the Temple, and many of our Narti- 
on confpired with him in this iniquity. But hereat God was prefently wroth: and being 

E difpleafed, it was not needfull to feek forreign Enemies, for Antiochus himfelf Was in- 

cited againft chem, who warring again{t Pzalemeus King of Egypt, had heard it reported, 

that the Jews eftcem‘d him to be dead, yet was he very nobly entertained by the inha- 
birants of Ferufalem : and prefently after the fight, he made an edict, that who fo amon 
the Jews refufed to offer Sacrifice to the Gods, fhould prefently dy upon the wheel. 

But che godly-minded of our Nation did little efteem this edi@; yea the Women 

circumeifing their infants ( as our Law requireth ) did afterwards caft themfelves 

oe headlong, to the end that they might fo obtain a prefent death without longer 
elay. | 

Antiochus perceiving that the feverity of his edit could not compel the Hebrews to 
forfake their Religion, but chat men voluntarily did chufe death ; he fitting in an emi- 
nent place from wience all the Jews might behold him, calling all of them together, 
caufed Swines_ flefh to be facrificed upon the Altar, and to be offered t6 every Hebrew 
to Cat, 

Amongft this whole multitude affembled from all places was one Eleazar a Prieft, 
well inftru@ed in learning and the fearof GOD, a man aged in refpeét of his years,

your own (cuntry-men, and embrace our Religzon : Which if you refufe to do (as I hope 
you will not ) L will devife fuch torments, as that I may by a lingring and painful death be 
able to confume you, : 

And totertifie chem the more, he commanded the inftruments of their torments to K. 
be prefented unto their view. And accordingly Wheels, Rods,Hooks,Rakes, Racks, 
Cauldrons, Cages, Gridirons were brought forth ; and Engines to torment the 
fingers and hands, Gauntlets, Aules, Bellows, brazen Pots, and Frying-pans : for 
thefe are the names which we find. That which Iterm Bellows, was a thin plate of 
Iron to kindle or blow the fire with, like a Fan s and far more horrible devices of tor- 
‘iments were fhewed unto them,too long to rehearfe : whereof they having had a fighr,

gave himnojutt occafion ) put the Tyrant into a great rage. . 
By this it is evident, how much Reafon is mafter over Paffion: for if any flothful man 
not before trained up to it fhould of a fadden come to fuch a pufh, atthe very fight of 
fuch torments his mind would be troubled, & his countenance appalled,his Legs under 
him would have trembled, and he with fear have been confounded : fo that he would 
prefently have retracted,and profeffed himfelfunable to bear up againft fo many andfo 
gifevous torments, {laying : 
My felf being unwtfe, what foould I bave made choice of ? Whether to endure thefe tor- 
ments, or accept of their promifed benefits > Whether I foould have been moved to pity mine Vy 
own age, or tocompaffionate my mother ; God would not bave dented pardon for thu deed, I 
being forced thereunto : and by doing it though againft my will, I foall get the Kings fa- 
vour, 
But where Reafon and advice taketh place, and hath well trained the mind to perfection, 
the other confequently followeth : As by the example of thefe brethren I will declare, who as 
it were all with one voice denied to eat the facrificed Swines flefh, as they were commanded. 
Thefeven Wherefore (faidthey ) O Tyrant doft thou perfecute us that are innocent * We both de- 
brethren ree ; ; j ; ; h Heth Ui f Dp debe thik ahiek 
ply to antic. fire and wif to die, and will, until fuch time as death expellet ife, frraly keep 
chu, God commanded, and Mofes taught us. And thou, Tyrant, donot feek to feduce us by pre- 
tending love towards us : thou lover of injuftice, mafter of cruelty, devifer of iniquity, the N 
pardon which thou doeft offer ts ta us more painful than punifhment : we contemn death, and 
efteem not thy words, as being by our late mafter Eleazar taught to defpife them. Why then 
doef? thou fuppofe fuch pufillanimty to be 1n us young men, feernz of late thox foundeft fuch cou- 
ragein an old man? We follow him = thou canft not try and know our minds, except by 
tearing our bodies thou fearch them out : We will fafely and fecurely fuffer for our God 
any thing , and leaving this Earth , we fhall be entertained into Heaven : and thou 
for fo Tyrannizing moff cruelly upon innocent Souls, faalt be referved to eternal fire. 
; The Tyrant enraged, thathe could neither prevail by fair promifes, nor by sh:eat- 
Mees nings, caufed them to be beaten with Bulls pizzles : and firtt ofall he commanded

overcome with pain, his mouth was not for all this ftopped, or hindred fon Cas 
upon God, who beheld all ; and reproving the Tyrait ior deviiing thofe toric: 3 
for the Innocent, he took ftrength, and is faid to have cried out aficr this moe. 
ner, 

Bloody Tyrant, whoperfecuteft the Majefty of God: I whom thou thus toraentefl, an zs 
Witch,nor one who have murthered and killed another man, but one who dies fo jufiice pes 

B Jerving the Law, and for Charity, : 

Then when the torturers ( overcome with compaflion ) perlwaded him to fub:nit co 
the Kings pleafure, he anfwered : ees 

O ye wicked miniflers of Tyranny! your wheels are not {i farp and cruel, thet £ there. 
by will be forced to forfake Heaven, hereon my mind is fixed : tear my fle/>s yea, 
if you fo please, roft it at the five : torture and torment each parcel of my bvidly with 
feveral cruelty s you fall for all this find your felves unable ta force us youn men to 
zmpiety. . 

As he thus fpake, afirewas kindled, aud he, ashe was upon the Wheel recked, "fe! 
was fo thrown into the fire : and thus he was by flames and torments fo burned, that !s.«i:~ 

C_ his bowels appeared s his mind nothing moved, wiica his flefh yielded tothe tortures, 

who amidft his pangs cryed thus unto hisbrec ren, O belived brethren, learn of me an 
example of vertue: conjider the frength of aninvincable courage: contemn and defpife the al- 
luring batts of thes world, and rather obey God tvan this Lyrant, who can if he pleafe buns- 
ble the proud and mighty, and exalt the lovly and dejected, 

As thus he fpake, he was taken out of tiie Hame, and flaid alive: his tongue was 
pulled out of his mouth, and he put into a frying pans and fo he departed out of 
this life, to the-great admiration of all thac beheld him, and the joy of his brethren 
and mother s and went before themto Heaven, thereto prepare a Kingdom for him- 
felf and them. 

D_ After him che fecond brother; called Aber, was haled by the Souldiers : and be- Thefecond 
fore the Tyrant asked him whether he would relent, he cauféd all chofe torments to be eee 
fhewedhim, thereby to terrific him : but he nothing thereat moved, aud dei.yiug to oy 
eat of that forefaid Sacrifice, his hands were bouud with Iron chains, and h= being 
hanged up by them, the skin of his body was flaia off trom the Crowa of his head unto 
his knees = fo that the entrails in his breft appeared naked 3 yet in fuch manner as he 
might abide greater torments, For he was caft before a cruel Libard, thirhing moft 
extremely after blood, tothe intent that he might devour with his tecch the refit 
of his body ; but the beaft fmelling of him (no doubt by the great handy work 
of Almighty God ) forgot his cruelty, and turning away his face, did no hurt to the 

E Martyr. 

But hereat the Tyrants rage increafed 5 and the Martyr by fuffering fuch tormenrs, 
was made more conftant, crying aloud : 
O how pleafant ts that death unto me, which 1 caufed by all forts of torments for Gocls fake! 

yea, fo much the more pleafant, for that I affuredly bope tofind reward for it in heaven. 

Let thefe torments tnflitied upon me (O Tyrant ) fatisfe thy cruelty ; for my pa vw 0s not by 

thy tortures increafed, butrather my pleafure, as thou fhalt find by my patience in this Agony, 

More willing am I to fuffer than thou to punifh s yet my pain in fuffering 1 lefs than thine 

by infliéting the fame upon me. I am tormented for vertue and obferving the Laws and the 

eftice of God fall banifh thee fromtby Regal feat : Thou by tormenting art tormented, and 

E almoft confumed: thy wrath and fury being almoft fpent upon me in vain, thou foalt not efcape 
the day of judgment = eternal torments are there prepared for thee,which neither thy profane 

mind t able to endure, nor thy great power to decline, thy finful Soul being condemned to eter 

nal punifoments, Thus, remaining conflant in bts (atth, and animated by bts brothers ex- 

ample, be departed to Heaven. see 
Then Afachir, the thicrdfon, was brought, whom all men now pitied for the death of ee 

his two brethren, and many exhortedhim by his Brothers exataplesto dehit from his is browgix 

Opinion, and fo avoid punifhment : buthe being angry hereat, ieplyeds One Father 

begot us, one Mother bare us, one Mafter inftruéted us, we areallof one mind, and all i:ke 

affetteds do therefore no longer prolong the time tnvain, came hither io fujfer, and not ta 
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A ftruited,and we will all dy tagether in the fear of Ged, Haften therefore your torments, and that 
time which thou wouldeft [pend in exhorting me, [pend tt in devifing tortures for me. 
Antiochus hereat confounded commanded him to be bound to a Villar with his head 
hanging down,in fuch wife as the defluxion of humours might caufe ach:aud this done, a ies 
he caufed a fire to be made fo far off him, that it could nor burn him, but roft him, ther. 
He alfo commanded him,as he hung, to be pricked with awls, that fo the heat might 
pierce into the holes they made in his flefh. Whilft thus he was tormented, much blood 
like froth gathered about his head and face, and he then {pake inthis manner. 0 
noble ight ! O valiant War! O firife between piety and impiety! Theje men bave paft ther 
B Agonies, whofe Crown of Martyrdom ts the punifhment of their perfecutors:1 do moft willingly 
follow my brethren,that as by blood I amconjoyned unto them s fo by death I may not be fepa- 
vated from them. Devife,0 Tyrant, fome new Torment, for thefe I have already overcome, 
O majter of crueley, Enemy of piety, perfecuter of juftice! we fix Brethren have conquered 
the Kings power, and what bis Kingdom or the whole world could afford. Thy fire # cold 
and heateth not, and the Kings weapons are bended and blunted in our bodies; our God gi- The fixth bro: 
veth us more courage tofuffer, than thou bajt to punifa = and fo the precept of Gud remaineth ve tharply 
fir mi us, ; ieclus, : 
Andas he thus fpake, one took hold of his tongue witha hot pair oftongs, and fo 
with the fame torments,that his brethren had fuffered, being fryedin a pan he gave up 
the Ghoft. 
Six of the Brethren being now dead by diverfity of torments, only one of the feven 
remained alive with his mother, named ‘faces, younger in years (but not in con- 
ftancy of mind ) than thereft of his brethren, He prefenting himfelf before the Ty- 
rant, moved him to compaffion, both for that he was left alone, and the laft of his 
brethren, and alfo that he was to perifh : wherefore he called the child unto him, 
and into a place where no inftruments of torments were, and taking him by the banc, ©" 
he faidthus unto him, hoping to win him by fair {peeches > By thy brethren: calamity woos: he 
thou now well baft learned,what w prepared for thee, if thou difobey me: deliver thy felf there» corms. 
fore from thefe torments, and I will grve thee what bonour my kingdom can afford : thou faalt 
bea Magiftrate, and General of my Army, and one of my (ounfellors, 
D _ But perceiving himfelfnor to prevail, he caufed the young man’s Mother to be called 
unto him : who coming and ftanding near her Son, the Tyrant faid thus unto her ; 
Where are now, O worthy woman, all thy Children ¢ Bebold of fuch 2 number, if thou pleafe, 
the defliny affords thee one : advife therefore thy Child, and mollifie bis abjtinate mind by 
swhelfom counfel. 
The Mother having heard what the King faid, made her reverence to the King : 
which done, that the King might not underftand her, fhe fpake in Hebrew co her Child 
as followeth : 
Pitty thyMother,O fon,and comfort thy ferrovwfull Mother, who bare thee nine months in my 
wenb, and gave thee fuck three years, and with great induftry bave brought thee up to this 
E age. Lf pray thee, dear fon, confider the Heavenand Earth, and all that in them #, and 
Know, that Ged created them all of nothing, who alfo of nubing created Mankind. Fear 
not this Etbnick's pains and torments, but imétate thy brethren, and contemn death, that in 
the day of mercy I may receive thee and thy brethen again in Heaven. 
As his mother thus admonifhed him, ‘he in che Hebrew tongue requefted to be un- 
bound, for that he had a fecret to difclofe to the King:who being unfettered he prefent- 
ly ran to che torments prepared : for there was a Frying-pan redhor, that was prepa- 
ted for fuch as were to fuffer: unto the which the Child coming, remembring his bre- 
thren,and beholding alfothe King, he faid unto him s (ruel tyrant, Inow know thee 
not only tobave been cruel againft my brethren, but even cruelty tt felf. Wretch that tho 
F grt, who gave thee this purple ? and who exalted thee to this Kingdom and dignity ¢ even he, 
whom thou in us doft perfecute, whofe fervants and worfhippers thou hilleft and tormenteft, 
for which thy wickednefs thy felf fall fuffer eternal fire and torments which feall bave no end. 
Thou art of higher dignity and authority in this world than other men, yet be that made o- 
ther men, made thee alfo of the fame nature that they are = for all men are born and muft dee 
alike, He that kills another, foeweth that be bimfelf may be killed: thou teareft and torment- 
eft thy own pitture and mage invain : thou in thy fury killeft bim,whom not long fince God 
created like thy felf, and according to the fame law thou thinkeft all laroful, which thy King- 
ly power can command : thou pullet ont our tongues,and teareft our bedtes with flefb-books, 
and confimeft with fire : but they, who have already fuffered, this, have received everlajt- 
G ing joy for theer rewards and thou fhale anfwer for all the punifoments inflied upon them, 
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‘Ine Lyranc hereet moved to fec this third nothing relent by his brothers death, de-H 
vifed more craely than humane wic alone could inveat. Wherefore he commanded a 
Globe to be brought, and tryed the holy Martyr abourit in fuch fort, that all his bones 
were fet ont of joyut and difplaced : whereat che holy Martyr was nothing difinai’d. 
Tie skin alfo of his head and face was pull’d off,and then he was put onthe Wheel : but 
he could uot be racket any worfe, for that his boues were all difplaced, and did hang one 
{eparated from asocher in moft pitiful manner + and when the blood iffucd from him 
abundantly, he was deprived of the ufe of his hands and feet; but perceiving his life 
to be fpent, hie fpake thus and dyed : 1¥e,0 Tyrant, endure this Torment for the love of 
Ged, aud tho ihe duthor of [uch unjuff cruelty foalt fuffer everlafting pain. 

‘ier his tongue being cut out of his mouth, he was put into a frying pan, and fo I 
an idit chofe torments yielded up the Ghoit, 

Next atter followed Fadas, the fourth brother, whom all the people perfwaded 

Yutesth: 4. and entreated to obey the King = but he contemning their prayers aud exhortations, 
beth fh Paid chus wich all conltancy: Your frre fall neither feparate nor fever me from the Law ofGed, 
- nor from my brethern, who inflead of thes movtal life, enjoy life everlafting. 1 denounce unto 
ties, O Lyvant, deftruttion and everthrow ; but tofuch as beliewe, falcvaiim : make tryal 
ef mo tlerefire, thon cruel wretch, and fee if God will forfake me, who bath with open and 
ssretched out drmes received my three brethren which are gone before me, and whow the womb 

e/a balya Mother at feveral times brought forth unto glory. 

The cruel Tyrant hearing this, was much moved, and from his Chair leapt down to K 
orment this Martyr himfelt,and in his fry commanded his tongue to becut forch: but 

he heteat not terrified, faid to Antecchus - 

This cruelty will notoing avail thee, neither foalt thou hereby, Tyrant, as thou fuppofeft 
conqoer me. Our Gidneeds not by voice to be awakned, but rather by fecret cogitatton to 
be prayed unto tobelp bis fervants : he provideth for them that bold thetr peace, and heareth 
rhe peayers of fuch as docall npan bim, tf they deferve to be beard, and only requireth purity 
of Soul, Far cur Gd knoweth all things before we ask, and before we our felues enter inte 
cogitacion theresf, he underflandeth our neceffity: cut out my tongue, thou canft not cut out my 
mind while my L:fe remaineth. Chofe prayers which by zt I have uttered to Almighty God, have 
taught it ro fuffer : would God thou wouldft fo fanttifie all parts of my body by punt foing thems L, 
for thou therein :nfliitest punifoment on thy felf, and reward upon me; and think not that thon 
foalt thus efcape long unpuni (hed, 

When he had tius {poken, his tongue was cut out of his mouth, and he bound to 
a ftake, and there he was beaten with ropes ends, and he did patiencly endure this, 
potwithftanding he colour of his face became dead and wan. Being loofed from thence, 

The death of DE Was putupon the wheel : and then praying for his Country-men, he by death went 

che q- brother unto the reft of his brethren. 

eee — - Then Achas, the fifth brother, before he was haled to torments, fpake in this 

Fatah hin. manner; Bebold ( thou Tyraut ) I come to be punifhed before thou command me, hope not 

flttotor. therefore any jot to alter bis mindywho as thou feeft dejireth to be tormented, The blood of my M 

eae cule four innocent brethren, which thou baft hed, bath condemned riee to Hell-fire : Lam to make 
them up the number of five, that by tt thy pains may be encreafed. Telt me ( bloody wretch ) 
for what offence by us committed doeft thou thus punifh us? for what impiety dseft thou [a 
perfecute us? what villany have we commited >? what wickednefs >? what naughtine/s bave we 
attempted ? This is all that thou canft alledge againft us, that we bonour God our (reator, and 
live j»/tty in obedience of bes Laws, and therefore do not effeem thy puntfoments : but they are 
to us bonour and Salvation, and mt punifament: we [hall be greatly rewarded by God, if no 
part of us be left free from torment. 

While(t chus he {pake,his executioners by the Kings command took him, and caft him 
into a brazen pot,and he was preft down init, his head to his feet.: and afterward se fuf- 
fered ail other torments, which his brethren hadendured 5 yei vot arniz.u hereat, he 
fiddeniy Parced up, aid chus bitterly inveighed againft che Vyrant: Grsel Tyr nt, bow 
great b:ncfits deft thas againft thy will before upon us ! yea, the more Jon: inser’. enainfl 
us, tee mare acccvtcble to God foalt thou make us: yeas L fooula si yore y ¢f chor: ewdeit 
mercy uponme. Th's fort affisétion gaineth us life evertafting + if this * ny cal era: foould 

not betide me, everlaftiug Life could not befal? me, And thus be finijbt bis Agony, and 

dyed, 

: Then the tormenters laid hands upon the fixth brother, who was called reth, to 
whom the fyraat made offer either of honour or puvifhment:but he difdainirg his offer, 
faid : Alibo.gh ( Tyrant) I be younger tn years tlan my martyred brethren, yet my COR o 
flancy of mins to theirs ts nottnfersour : for we were all nourifot up together, all rogetter ni 
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in ovr Law. ‘The Tyrant hearing this was wroth, and caufed himto be tormented : 
buthis Mother in his torent comforted him, and with her kind hands held his head, 
whea with violence of the tortures blood iffued out of his mouth, nofe and privy parts, 
the tormenters not ceafing till lite in him was almoft fpent : but they ( by Gods ap- 
pointment) gave over, and fohetook ftrength again to endure more,than any of his 
brethren had done ; atlaft, his Hands aod Arms being cut off, helifted up his Eyes to 
Fieaven, andcryed, O Adona:, O Sabaor, be mercifuil unto me, and receive me into 
‘the Company of my brethren, let thy wrath nowceafe, and grant them mercy, who by 
‘us do make interceffion to thee : 

Having faid thus his tongue being pulled out,he of his own accord went intothe fiery 
Frying pan, and fo to the great admiration of Antiochus died. 

Behold how evidentit is,:hat reafon can rule our affections feeing that Children here- 
by fhewed more conftaucy,than the Tyrant could fhew cruelty, For it was reafon’s force, 
that wrought ia them that determination to fuffer all corments, rather than to forfake 
the way of Salvation, 

Thefe conftant young men do fitly refemble inexpugnable Towers, and them, who 
after a great tempeft and fhipwrak dofafely enter the harbour of Salvation, who 
guiding their courfe amidft the boyftetous waves, at laft obrain the wifhed fhore, For 
every one of them ftrengthened the other by advice and good counfel, and none of 
them was fo effeminate as to decline his Martyrdom, None uled delay herein, but 
one followed anothers example. Let us therefore dy for our Law, and imitate the 
three Children, whomthe Afyrians fury condemned to the fiery Furnace, whofe patience 
{pread their fame even unto Heaven, 

Whilft thus one ofthem exhorted the other, it came to pafs, that none of them of- 
fended, buteach one refolute in his Religion, took example of the virtue, courage 
and conftancy of their fore-iather I/eac, who underftanding that it was God's will, chat 
he fhould be Sacrificed, retufed not to fubmit his body to his Fathers Sword.’ Let 
us ( faid they ) yieidour Souls to him, of whom we receied both Soul and Body : It 
is a {mall matter for us to fuffer lofs of thefe- members, feeing that we fhall in lieu of 
them receive everlafting bli{s, Abrabam, Ifaac, and Jacob do joyfully exped us, as 
Co-heirs of their Kingdom : let us glocifie chat womb, wherein we were for ten months 
Space: ler none of us be more coward than the other,nor none of us degenerate from the 
other. we that were all begotten of one Father, and fucked of one milk, mutt in all 
things refemble one another : we had one teacher, and one law inviolate, And in 
this golden bond of concord were thefe brethren linked together, and none of them 
mourned to fee the other tormented, but all rejoyced at the others death. O Children, 
whole dignity {urpaffech the Royalty of Kings and Princes, whofe glory and virtue is 
un{peakable! None of you were terrified with fear, but you fo haftened to your deaths, 
as though you had been to go to blifs and felicity : you were truly brethreny who even

by death werelinked together.God hath greatly in you magni fie d our Nation, & in you M 


fhewed us all an example of fortitude : whom therefore I think he caufed to be fo 
many innumber, as were the days, wherein he created the World, fothat thefe feven 
brethren may refemble the feven days, wherein allthings were made. And why fhould 
we fo admire this fortitude in thefe young men, when a womanarmed her {elf with 
contempt of death ?Who indeedis not to be called aMother,but to be honoured with 
a higher title than humane frailcy can afford,who bare into this World fo many triimphs. 
_ Forthe Mother feeing her Children dead, was with a kind and godly zeal inflamed 
alfo tofuffer : and no marvel, feeing that the very brute beafts, if they perceive vio- 
lence offered to their young, do expofe themfelves to perils in their defence, and protect 
them with their wings, teeth, and tallonss yea. and every one, that is any way able to 
make refiitauce, oppofeth her felf to the Enemy to defend her young. Andnot only 
brute Beafts do this, but even Bees do defend their young, and their honey, threat- 
ning their Stings tothem that offer to taft thereof, and more efteeming the good of 
their young than their own lives, But this zealous mother directed by the Spirie of 
God, and che dictares ot reafon, incouragd her Children to dy, and being to dy after 
them chofe rather to be a {pedtator of their death than otherwife, 

When all her family had fuffered, fhe as the lat and glory of them all came 
fo execution defpifing the Tyrants threats, offering her motherly breft to thofe 
torments, which ier Children had fuffered. © bleffed ftock, and bleffed increafe 
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ofthe felf fame womb ! Why fhould I not affirm, that in all lineaments and feature of, oO 


the body youare like your mother ?. andif this be a commendation in them, that befide 
i the 
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A features of the body receive nothing of their Mother, I will fay more 0; you, chat you 
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are like your mother in Fortitude, Vertue, and Religion s and that you fo in all things 
refemble her, that you are every way equal unto her, fave only herein, that fhe with her 
Eyes beheld the immanity of yourtorments, and was afterward as conftant ia her own 
Martyrdom, as youin yours. She therefore herein excelled you,that fhe fudiered feven 
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torments before fhe came to fuffer in her own perfon, & feared in every one of thein left The tunthey 
> y 


fhe fhould bé overcome, But O thou example of all women, I cannot tell, whether chou ff 


bareft thefe Children in thy womb, or createdft them, who could#t with dry kyes look 


upon them, whilft they were rorn in pieces : 
patiently didft behold chofe fights ; for even thou thy felt didft exbort them thereuntos 


thou rejoycedft to fee one of them torn in pieces with Elefh-hooks, the other to be rack- 


ed upon the Wheel, the third to bebound and beaten : thou joytully admiredit the o- 
thers: burning,and exhorted{t the rett not to be terrified here with; and elrhou eh, whilft 
thou beheld'tt their torments, thy grief was greater, than that which thou hadft in Child- 
birth , yet didft thou bear a lightfome and cheartul countenance, as thovgh it had 
been one triumphing. While they werea killing, thou didft laugh, and feeing only 
one of all thy Children left hereat thou didft nothing relent.’ Can I defcribe how every 
one perifhed, feeing thou their mocher didit laugh at their deaths, and wen their fi- 
news were cut in two, their heads flaid, their tongues pulled torch by the Roots, cheie

CHAP. I. 


The incredible Felicity of the firft feven Months of the Reign of the 
Emperour Caius Caligula. 


T he Emperour Gaius Caligula is anEminent example of what I have faid:Never was 

there feena greater tranquillity, than that which was injoyd by-all the Provinces 
both by Sea and Land, when he was advanced to the Empire after the death of Tiberins + 

B The Eaft, the Welt,the North and South were all in protound peace: The Greeks had 
no difference with thc Barbarians : The Souldicrs and Citizens lived quietly 
and in good intelligence together, So great a felicity feemed to be incredible : & 
it could not be fufliciently admired, that fo young aPrince mounting the throne 
he fhould be attended with fo much profperity, thar his defires could not exceed his in- 
joyments : His Riches were immence,his Forces both by Land & Sea great and formida- 
ble, his Revenues prodigious flowing, intohis Exchequer ( as from an inexhauttible 
Stream )from all parts of the habitable World: For his Empire extended to the Khizce, 
and the Exphrates, the firtt feparating it from Germaay and other wild Nations, and the 
other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Scythians and other people no lefs 

C barbarous than the Germans. So that it might be faid, from the rifing to the fetting 
ofthe Sun, not only uponthe continent, bur in che Fflesy and even in the parts on 
the other fide of the Sea,all was in peace and felicity: The people of Rome,all Ttaly,and 
all the Provinces both in Europe and Aja lived ina perpetual feaft: For it was never 
{een before under the Reign of any of their Emperours,that every man by the bieffing 
of God injoy’d his eftate in that quietnefs, and bare fo great a (hare in‘the publick fe- 
licity, that there was nothing wanting to his defires. In all the Towns there was no- 
thing to be feen but Altars, and Victims, and Sacrifices, and Priefts in their white 
Robes, with Garlands of fowers upon their head. Ali places were full ofChearfulnefs, 
Feafting, Playing, Mufick, Running of Horfes, Banqucting, Dancing to the Flute, 
and the Harp and all ocher Divertifments imaginable. No difference to be difcerned 
in the contentment of either Rich or Poor, Commun Perfons, or Pesfons of Quality 
Matters and Servants, or Creditorand Debtor. The felicity of that time was equal 
to all conditions, and what was verified then, made it almoft credible, what the Poets 
had {aid formerly in their fables of the age of Satwrz, Andin this manner they pafled 
{even compleat Months, 





CHAP. II. : 


E The Emperour Caius, a Reigned but feven Manths, fell defperatly ill : The great 
concerament which all theProvinces expreffed for it, their incredzble joy at bis recovery, 


he next Month this happy Emperour fell into a great fit of ficknefs;for having left 
al his old way of living foberly and temperately; which preferves people in health, 
and was the way he took, whilft Tieris was alive, he plunged himfelf into Intempe- 
rance and Luxury : He drank much Wine, eat to excefs, bath’d unfeafonably, 
cram’d himfelf,till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had difgor: 
ged, crammed himfelfagain: He gave himfelf up wholly toWomen, and to pleafures 
more unnaturally criminal ; in fhort he abandoned himfelf to allother difordcrs that 
were moft likely to alter that Temperament andHarmony of body and mind,which Tem- 
perance maintains in health and vigour; whereas Intemperance weakens it, and ex: 
pofes it to Diftempers,that are moft commonly mortal, . 

It was then about the beginning of Aucumn,which is the JaftSeafon in the year that is 
ptoper for Navigation, and the time in which thofe, who traffick in forreign parts, rc- 
turn home, By this means the news of his ficknefs was in a moment carried all over 
the World, and changed their joy into fadnefs. The Towns, and the houfes were ge- 
nerally full of mourning and affii@tion; andthe Emperours ficknefs became the diftem- 
per of all the Provinces; and theirs was the greateft, becaufe his infirmity was only in 

G his body, but theirs in their minds, apprehending to loofe with their peace the injoy- 
ment of all thofe good things, which were concomitant with it, and having Sa 
the 
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the death of their Emperors attended commonly with Famine and other calamities, thit H 


are the confequents of War, they could not fee any thing folikely to exempt them, 


as the heaith of their Prince. 


His ficknefs beginning to abate,the news was immediately {pread abroad, and carried 
joy to the very ends of the Earth ; For nothing is more nimble than fame; and every 
body expected the news of his recovery with incredible Patience; and when it arrived 


every body believed himfelf recovered with him, and reftored to his former felicity, 


It is not remembred, that any joy wasever fo general, all people feeming to have paf- 
fed,as it were ina Moment,from a favage and ruftick, to a foftanda fociable life ; from 
Defarts to Towns ; from Diforder to Order; and all by their happinefs in being un- 


der the conduct of a bountifiul and legitimate Prince.

The Emperor Caius abandons himfelf toall forts of Debauchery, and with horrid ingratitude, 


and terrible cruelty obliges young Tiberius,the Emperor's Grand-for, to kill hinfelf, 


UT it was quickly difcernable, that the Spirit ofman is blind in its imaginati- 

ons; that heis ignorant of what is moft for his advantage, and that he takes the K 
fhadow many times for the fubftance. For this Prince,who was confider’d as an admi- 
rable Benefactor, and one whofe Munificence and Favours were fpread all over Europe 
and Afiz,became a Montfter for cruelty, or to fpeak more properly, he difcovered that 
humour,which hough born with him, he had diffembled till that time. The Emperour 
Tiberius had by his Son Drafis ( who dyed before bim ) this young Tiberius : and by 
his Nephew Germaznicus he had Caius Caligule,whom he preferred to Tiberius in the Suc- 
ceflion of che Empire upon condition, that he thould acknowledg the greatnefs of the 
benefit by the manner of his comportment with his Grand-Child : But Caiws,inftead of 


being concernd for having received that by Adoption, which belonged -o young Tibe- 


vius by Succeffion, prov’d ingratfull, and carried it to that excefs of Inhumanity, 


hot contented to have defeated him of his Empire, he caufed himto be put to d 


that 
eath 


upon pretence of practices againft him: asif a perfon of his age had been capable of (} 
great adefign ; but many people are of opinion, thatif young Tiberivs had had fome 
few years more over his head, his Grandfather would doubtlefs have made him his Suc- 


ceflor, and laid afide Caius,of whom he began already to be iealous. 


And this was the way which Gaius took to execute his deteftable Refolution upon a 
Perfon,with whom in juftice he ought to have parted the Soveraignty. He caufed the 


young Tiberivs to appear before him, affembled his friends, and told them, Ilove Ti. | 


bcriusnot only as my Kinfinan,buc as my Brother, and I with with all my heart,it was 


in my power to take him prefently as a partner into the Governntent, that ] might y4 
thereby fulfil the laft will and Teftament of his Grand Father : But you fee the ten- 
dernefs of his years, and that he is fitter to have a Governor, than to be a Governor 


himfelf. Were it not for that,what joyswhat eafe would it betometo have difcharge 
my felt of part of fo great a burden,as it is to manage and conduct {fo many feveral 
Nations?Seeing then the affection which I bear him obliges me to it,] think good to de- 
elare toyou,that I am refolved to ferve and take care of him,not only as a Governour, 
but asa Fathers by which name I defirehe may call me, and I (hall call him Son for 


the future, 


When Cains by this Artifice had deluded all that were prefent, ae by his counter- 


feit Adoption rather rob'd,than confer’d upon the poor Prince that part of the Emp 
to which he might lawfully have pretended, there was nothing left, that might obft 


ire, N 
ruct 


his falling into that Snare, which he had laid for him: forthe Laws of the Romans do 
give the Parents an abfolute power over their Children, and then the Supream degree 
of authority in which he was eftablithed, left no man in a Capacity to queftion any 
thing he did. So that looking upon this young Prince as an Enemy, he treated him 
accordingly without refpeé to his age, or any confideration,that he had been brought 
up by the Emperor with hopes of fucceeding him in the Government: for after his 
Father Drufes was dead, the Emperour took him into his tuition, and ufed him rather 


like his Son than his Grand-Child,

A __Itis reported,that Gaéws commanded him to kill himfelf in the prefence of feveral 
Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ftrictly to give him any affiftance, becaufe 
( forfooth ) it was not decent, that the defcendents of an Empcerour fhould die by any 
inferiour hands : For he would needs pafs fora ftriG obferver of the Laws, at the very 
time when he broke them, anda Bigot in Religion, when he was committing fo great a 
Crime, without the leaft compundion or remofe for making a Stalking-Horfe ot the 
truth by fo ftrange an hypocrifte, 

The poor Prince,who had never feeh any murders before, nor been accuftomed to 
thofe counterfeit Combats; in which young Princes are ufually exercifed in time of 
Peace, prefented his Throat to the perfon who ftood next him; buthe and all the reft 

B refufing to difpatch him,he took the Dagger himfelf, ask’d them where he was to ftrike, 
and they in their great Civility having inftructed him, he ftab'd himfelf immediatly ; 
and that with many blows, tillby a lamentable and unmercifull cothpulfion he had 
murder’d himfelf, 





CHAP. III. 


Cains putsto death Macro Colonel of his Pretorian bands, to whom he was oblig'd 
Cc both for his life and his Empire. 


7 HEN Gaiws had finithed that bufinefs, which of all his affairs was of the 
\ V reateft importance, there being no body lefe that could pretend to the Em- 
pire, orto ae any turbulent perfons could in prudence apply, he turn’d his indig- 
nation upon Macro,tefolving, that he alfo fhould feel the effects of his Cruelty and In- 
ratitude, : Be, 

. This Macro had not only ferv'd him faithfully fince his advancement to the Throne, 

( which would have been no extraordinary thing, becaufe Princes who are fortnnate 
fhall never want flatterers ) but he Had been a great means, that Tiberius had chofen him 

D for his Succeffor : For befides that’ there never was Prince of greater Sagacity and 
Penetration than Tiberius,’ the edperience, which his years had givenhim, gave him fo 
large an infight into the fecreteft Cogitations of ‘Man, that he began to be jealous of 
Gaius : he fufpected him an Enemy in his heart to the whole family of theClaudii s and 
that if he had any natural affeGtion at all, it was only for his Relations by the Motheis 
fide, fo that Tiberius began to be'zpprehentive for his Grand-Child, if he fhould leave 
hima Minor. Again he looked upon’ Gains as uncapable ofthe Government of fo 
great ax Empire, by reafon of the weaknefs and levity ofhis parts, which feem’d 
rather inclining to folly than otherwife: fo little Solidity was there to be obferved ei- 
ther in his word or his actions: But-there was no Stone thac Macro \eft unturried to 

E difcuffe thefe fufpitions, ahd efpecially his pprehenfion for his Grand-Child. He 
2ffured the Emperour,that Gaigzsfad'zh extreme re{peét for him,& fo great an affeai- 
on for hisCoufin,that he would willingly leave the Empire to him,& that it was nothing 
but his retentionand modefty, that made people think him weak in his intelleQuals. 
When Macro found thefe Reafons would not work, he feared not to offer himfelfin 
Caution :. and the Emperour had no reafon to fufpeé his Sincerity after tle Teftimo- 
ny, which he had given oft not only in difcovering, but defeating the Confpiracy of 
Scjanus,*- In (hort, he was always commending Gaius, (if it may be called commend:

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at the Table, Macro was bold to wake and admonifh him, that it was neither decent nor H 
fecuresfor he ia that condition might eafily be flain. When Carus was looking upon his 
‘Dancers or Mimicks with fuch extraordinary pleafure and attention, that he could 
not contain from imitating their Geftures s when not contenting bimfelf to {mile,or be 
pleaf'd, he brake outinto aloudLaughrer among the Comedians or Buffoons 3 or when 
he fung or play’d among the Mufitians, he jog’d him Gently, if he was with in reach, 
tothe end he might give over, and told himin his Ear, what nobody elfe durft have 
ventur'd to have faid. 

You are not, SiR, to abandon your felf to the pleafures of your fence like other men, but are 
rather to furpafs them in gravity and prudence, as much as you tranfcend themin dignity and I 
extraction. Flow flrange will it appear, for the Monarch of the World, to be unable ta 
moderate bimfelf in fuch flight and contemptible things ? The great honour, that invirons you, 
obliges you todo nothing unfustable to the Majefty of fo great and fo redoubted an Emperour: 
When you are in the Theatre, or Crrcusy or in the place of any publick exercife, you are not 
to conjider the foow or fpetiacle fo much, as the pains and care, which thofe perfans, who pre- 
fent it, bave taken to do it to your content;and are to argue thus with your felt; If thefe perfons 
have taken fo much pains in things that are ufele/s to the life of man, and only ferviceable 
to the pleafures of the fpettators that thereby they may mertt their applaufes € acclamation,what 
is there incumbent upon a Prince, who profeffes an art infinitely more eftimable ? Do you not 
know ,that there ts nothing equal to governing well, _decing it caufes plenty in all places capa- 
ble of Cultivation, and fecures Navigation, by which all the Provinces bave Commerce, and 
communicate their refpettive Commodities > Envy and Fealosfie, to fruftrate this bappy 
Communication,havelike poifon infetted fome perfons, and fome Towns : But fince your Aus 
guft Family bas beenadvanced to the Sovereignty and Supreme power,which extends it [elf as 
well over the Seas as Lands of the whole Earth, it bgs repelled thefe monfers into the moft re- 
clufe and obfinre Solttudes. To you alone tt that this fupreme Authority i committed. 
Providence bas plac d you,as a judicious Pilot, to manage the Flelm, Iti your office to look

CHAP, VI. 
Caius requires the veneration of one of the Gods. 


a Hefe horrid and criminal actions paffed in the mind of Caius for {0 many victories 
obtain’d again{t the moft confiderable perfons of his Empires For his fury had 
extinguifhed che luftre of the ImperialFamily in the blood of hisConfin young Tiberius, 
whom he ought in jufticeto have taken into the partnerfhip of che Government. His 
abominable iohumanity had exafperated the Senat by the death of Sy//anus his Father in 
Law, who was one of their greateft ornaments: and his horrible ingratitude had taken a- 
way :the life of Macro a perion of the firft Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
oblig'd particularly for che Grandeur, to which he was advanc’d. 

Having perpetrated thefe great things, he believed, that, there being no body lefe, 
who durft oppofe hinfelfagainft his pleafure, he ought not to be fatisfied with the 


greateft honors, that could be confer’d upon man ; but that he might expect and chal. . 


leng what was given to the Gods; and it is reported, that to perfwade himfelf to fo 
{trange an extravagance his argument was thus : 


As thofe, who conduét and have the care of Heards of Cattel whether Oxen, or S beep, or L 


Deer,are netther Oxen,nar Sheep,nor Deer themfelues but men of anature infinitely more excel- 
lent, than the nature of thofe antveals : fo they, who bave the command of all the men and Crea- 
tures inthe World, ought to be confidered as more excellent than men, and receive reve- 
rence like Gods, ) 
Having admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, andtaken the boldnefs to pub- 
lifhic, he came by degrees to the effects ¢ He began firft to defire to be reverenced as 
one of the demy-Gods, fuch as Bacchus, Hercules, Caflor and Pollux, 7; rypbon, Am- 
phtarus, Ampbilocus,and others ; but he laugh’d at their Oracles and Ceremonies,and ra- 


vifh’d them from them, that chey might be attributed to himfelf. 


He changed his habit and drefs like a player, Sometimes to perfonat Hercules he wore M 


a Lions skin about his fhoulders,and a Club in his hand : fometimes he wore a Hat like 
Cafter and Pollux; and fometimes in imitation of Bacchus he wore the skin of a youn 


Hind. But in chis point he differed from thofe pretended deities, that, whereas they . 


were contented with their refpective and particular Ceremonies without envying what 
ae confer’d upon the reft, he required them all, thar he might-be accounted above 
them. 

Neverthelefs that, which contracted the great throng of {petators, was not that he had 
three bodies like Gerion, but becaufe he transformed himfelf into as many different 
fhapes as Proteus; who, as Homer defcribes, changed himfelf into feveral Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. 

But, (atus, this vain refembance wich thefe Demy-Gods was not the thing, you ought 
to have affected s you were rather to have imitated their aG@ions and virtue.Hercules by 
his glorious labours delivered both Land and Seafrom fuch Monfters, as troubled the 
repofe of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firft that planted the Vine, brought a li- 
quorintothe World fo pleafantand comfortable both to the body and mind of man, 
that it made them forget their forrows, exhilarated and fortified their hearts in fuch 
manner, thatthe effects of it are fill feen in the dances and feftivities, not only of the 
moft civiliz’d, bur of the moft barbarous Nations, As to Cafer and Pollux, the two 
Sons of Fupiter, is it noc faid,that one of them being immortal and the other mortal, he, 
who had the advantage of immortality, not being able to think that his brother fhould 


die, would needs equal and debafe him(elf to the condition of his Brother by commu-

_ But nothing was more ftrange, than to fee a man, whofe Mind and Body were fo noto- that he made ic his boaft, when he crampled upon the Laws and abolifhed them, to make 
rioufly effeminate, arrogate to himfelf the force and courage of Mays, and delude the room for his own Violence and Tyranny, But the principal Objeét of his Fury were 
Spectators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage. For in what the Fews s It did not fatisfie him co ufe them as Servants, but he treated them as Slaves, 
was it chache might be faid to refemble not only the fabulous Mars,which is but a fiGi- E andas the moft vile and abject of Slaves : So that it may with too much verity be affirm- 
on, but the true one ( if there was fuch a one ) which he defired to refemble, that has ed, That they bad inbim, in fiead of a kind and indulgent Mafler, a cruel and unmercificl 
a Courage generous and beneficent, always ready to relieve the oppreffed (asthe Greet Tyrant, . 
word fignites ) a Courage, that by juft and lawfull Wars was ftill followed with a happy 
and an honourable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, One implying and reprefent- 
| ing him a lover of fuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick s and the | 
other defcribing him, as alover of War, which cannot be accompanied but with Ca- CHAP. IX, 
lamity and Confafion, ) ) 
The antient Inhabitants of Alexandria take occafion of Caius bi animofity to the Jews, todo 
then all imaginable mifchief : They demolt/b moft of their Oratories, andere Statues 
F of Caius inthetr placess Indignities that were never prattifed under Auguttus 
Mw “ or Tiberius, The Praifes of Auguftus, 
a a a Se VV HE N the Pique,which this Emperour had agdinft the Fews,came firft to the 
knowledge of the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had had alwayes a mor- 
tal and inveterate quarrel againft them, they thought they could never have a tairer op= 
portunity to revenge themfelves ; and therefore, as if they had received Orders cothat 
purpofe from the Emperour, or, having overcome thé Jews in Battel, the right of War 
CHAP, had expofed them to their fury, They fell upon them with irrefiftable violence, forced 
their Houfes, turned their Families ouc of doors, fack'd, plundred, and carried away all 
G the bet of theit Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves, who were fearful of 
0 punifhment, but at noon day, expofing and fhewing what they had taken to every body 
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they met, as if chey had been their own, and bought with their money 3 

by a deteflable afleciation in that impicus gin fharing their picnics ee toe 
place iu the prefence of thofe very perfous which they had robb’d, and added mock 

to their violence, a 

But what is it to have brought {uch People to indigence as were rich and {plendid 
before 3 to have forc’d them trom their Houfes, and expofed them like Vagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air? Thefe inhumane dlexandrians drove the fews with their 
Wives aud Children from all parts of the Town to coop them up like Beafts in fo clofe a 
place, that not having given them liberty to bring any thing with them, they doubted not 
but that they would dye either with hunger, or the infection of the Air; Frec refpirati- 
on being fo neceflary to the Life of Man, by reafon of the heat of the Bowels, that it is 
like adding fuelto fire, inftead of freth and cool air to refrigerate the Lungs, to give 
oe nothing but che hot ftling Air of a great throng of People crowded together ina 

refs, 

In chis extrem‘ty thefe poor People, at leaft to take Breath, difperfed themfelves 
fome into the Defarts, fome along the Sea-Coaft, and others into the Sepulchres 5 and 
rin any place of the fayd Town any of the Jews appeared, as nor knowing what had 
patted, the Alexandrians knocked them down, or lam’d them with ftones or with 
Cudgels, and handled them in the fame manner as they did thofe who had efcaped out 
of thar liccle place, where they had throng'd fo great a multitude. : 

Thefe cruel Perfecutors upon the Banks of the River way-laid the Fewife Merchants 
who traffiqued to 4lexandria, they rob’dthem of their goods, and burat the Merchants 
alive, fomein fires made of the wood of their own Veffels ; others in the middle of the 
City, and that in a way more cruel than the other ; becaufe their fire,being made of a 
greencr and more moi{t wood, choak?d them with the fuoke, as well as wotkeuied the 
with its flames ; others they drew wich Cords thorow the Strects and Market- places 
{uch fury and indignation, that, their death being unable to fatisfy.their fase the cad 
their dead bodies under their feet,and tore them into fo many pieces that had an ‘bod 
been fo well difpofed as to have buried them, he would not have found an ‘his fe 
maining that might have exercifed his Charity. sia 

When they perceived the Governour of the Province (who in a moment might have 
appeafed a greater Commotion ) did not only connive, but incourageit, by pretendin L 
to be ignorant; they grew more infolent and audacious; they affembled in Troo : 
ran in great throngs to the Oratories of the Jews, ( which were many in all the ater 
of the Town ) cuc down the Trees that were about them, demolifhed fome of them ut 
terly, burned others, and the flames of them confumed feveral of the neighbouring Hou- 
fessby which alfo the guilt Bucklers, Statues and In{criptions, which the Roman Empe- 
rours had fet up in honour of the Courage or Virtue of feveral of the Jews, which ou fle 
to have been reverenced, were burned and confumed, : = 

Iu fhort, Nothing was able to reftrain their madnefs ; For in ftead of apprehendin 
ee ae oe oo underftood the hatred which Caius had conceal 
againft the Fews, and that nothing would pl i 
agai nee Ce gw pleafe him betters than to have chem treated 

Again, to cajole che Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to opprefs and de- 
{troy us with more fecurity, and invade and fubvert our Laws without fear, they fer u 
his Statues in fuch Oratories, as they were not able to demolifh by reafon of the mee 
punber of Fews which gave them oppofition s and chat, which they erected in the prin- 
cipal of allrhe Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horfes in Bra(s, in 
which they were fo ardently zealous, that having no Horfes lately caft, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exercifes, lame and cri ppled as they were 
and as was repo:ted, made antiently for Queen Cleopatra, the laft of that Name : Which 
action of theirs ought rather to have offended Caius than otherwife ; For feeing he affect- Me 
ed fuch extraordinary honours, though the Horfes had been new, yet having been made 
for a Woman, they were unworthy of him; and though they were fet up in favour of 
him, yetthey were too much fpoiled and imperfect to give him fatisfaction, Befides they 
thought they fhould merit very much by changing thefe Oratories into Temples, to 
augmentthe sumber of thofe which were dedicated to hims which neverthelefs they did 
nor fo much in honour of him, as in hatred ro uur Nation. And of this there needs uo 
becter proof, than that for three hundred years together, during the reign of ten of their 
Kings, t.ey never confecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though they 
placed their Hings in the rank of their Gods, and gave thar Title to fomeof them, And O 
itis no wonder, that, though they knew they were but men, they fhould honour their 

Princes 
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tA Princes like Gods, feeing they payed the fame adoration to Doggs, Wolfs, Lyons, 
Crocodiles and feveral other amphibicus Creatures,infomuch as all Egypt is fullot Tem- 
ples, Altars and Groves confecrated to their honour, 

But as they were the greateft flatterers in the World, and confidered the Fortune more 
than the perfon of any Prince, they will anfwer perhaps, That the Roman Ev perors bsing 
more puiffant and profperous than their own Kings, it was but juflice to grve them more bunvur, 
What an{wer can be more ridiculous > For why then did they not give the fame Aeno-r 
to Tiberius, to whom Carus was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prince reigned three 
and twenty years with fuch prucence and felicity, that he prefe:ved to hrs dyitg day, 
not only the Greek Provinces, but the Barbarous in profound Peace, and the esjoyment 

B of allthings 2 Wasicthat in his Birth he was inferiour to Cazws?¢ He exceli’d lim on 
both fides, both by the Father and Mother, Wasit thac his Edscation or Learning was 
lefs ? What perfon in his time was wifer or more eloquent Was it that his years 
were not fo many, and by confequence his Experience not fo great? What Emperor 
ever ended his days in a happier old Age ? Andeven in his Youth was not his capacity 
and judgement wonderful; which is not commonly acquired but but by number ot years ? 
yet you never thought him worthy of {uch extraordinary honour, 

What fhall 1 fay likewife of that ineftimable Prince, who feemed by the Eminence of 
his Virtues; tobe raifed above the condition of mens and by the multitude of his 
good deeds, and the felicity of his Reign, was the firft who merited the glorious name 

C of uguflus,and having received it himfelf from no body, tran{mitted it to his pofter:ty? 
The Sea was in oppofi:ion againft the Land, and the Land againtt the Sca, Europe was 
in Armes again Aja, and Afa again{t Zurope. All the Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who fhould remain Mafler, and it may be faid, that che whole race of 
mankind was ready to perifh by this bloady and cruel war kindled at the fame time in 
all parts of the worlds when iv fo horribie a Tempeit tius great Prince tock the R.:d- 
der into his owa hand, reftored Peace ‘to the whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
civiliz’d the Manners of the moft barbarous Nations, overwhelm d as ic were all the 
great Towas with fo much happinefs, that they aiight have pafs’d for Free States, main- 
tain'd Peace, encouraged Juftice, and forbore not unceffantly to pour out his Faveurs 

D upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days, 

This incomparable Emperour had Egypt under his Dominion for three and ferty 
years togecher 5 yet you never paid him that honour, which you ha: e done to Carus 5 you 
fet not up his Statues in the Orstories of the Fews, though never Prince deferved fo 
much reverence as he, not only as he was the Foundation of the 4uguft Imperial Family 5 
But as he was the Uniter of rhat Soveraigu Power,which was divided before, and ufed ic 
with fuch moderation, that tlizreby he procured the p:.dlick Felicity there be:ng nothing 
more certain than chat faying of the Antients, The Government by many 1 muff dange: ous 
in refpeld of the mfcbiefs which do follow toetr diverfity of Pudgement. ‘The Example ike- 
wife of other People ought co have obliged you : for in all other places they payd him 

E divine honour » and confecrated many rich Temples to him, fuch as are not to be 
feen ( either Ancient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly in d/exandrea : 
For what other is comparable to that, which upon his account bears the name of 
Sebafftan, built near the Port, and in fuch efteem with Marriners and Sea men? It ts 
fo fpacious aad loity, it is vifible a far off. tis full of excellent Pidtures, admirabic 
Statues, and other rich Prefents both of Silver and Gold,that have been cifered by great 
Perfons s nothing ismore Magnificent than its Portico's, its Quere, its Gallertes, its Li- 
brary, and its Grove, In fo general a Concuorfe of People, could any man of feofe fay, 
That this was not to pay Auguitus all the houour that was due to him, except putting up bis 
Statues in the Oratories of the Jews? No without doubt : But that which bindred ic 

F then was, thac they underftood that incomparable Prince took as much pleafure to fee 
every body live regularly, and according to the Laws of their Country, as he did care to 
have the Roman Laws put in executions and if he received any Loncurs extraordinary 
from the blindnefs of bis adorers, it was not that he approved it himfeif, but that he 
thought it might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandure and Majelty of the Em- 
pire. For whatcan be a greater inftance of his Moderation, ard thac he would wor fuf- 
fer himfelt to be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their ref} ects, 
than that he would never admit the Tittle either of a God or a Mafter? and indeed nor 
only rejected that flattery, but exprefled great approbation of the horror and dete ation 
of thofe which declare for fuch :hings ? Otherwife how could he Fave pera.itted thee the 

G Jews (the greateft part of whomhave beenEniranchifed by fuchMatters as had taken them 
Prifoners in the Wars ) fhould be allowed : oa in Rome fo great a part of the Ciy 
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as lyes beyond the Tyber? He wasnotiguorant that they had their Oratoties, where yy 


they met for their Devotions, efpecially on their Sabbath days That they raifed their 
Tenths to fend them to Ferufalem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alfo. Yer 
he did not Banifh them from Rome; and he was fo far from abolithing their Religion, 
or fubverting their Laws and their Cuftoms, that he gave rich Prefents to our Temple, 
and ordained, that every day Sacrifice fhould be made to God Almighty, which is ob- 
fervedto this day, and will be obferved for cver, and remain an eternal Mark of the vir- 
tue of that incomparable Emperour. 

He crdered likewife that the Jems fhould be comprifed in the publick diftributions of 
Money and Cern,which were made among the People in certain Months; and if i hap- 
pened thofe Diftributions were made upon their Sabbath. day, at wiich time it is not per- { 
mitted among them to do or receive any thing, efpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage + he took care that their portions fhould be referved; and delivered the next day ; 
which madethe Jews fo confiderable among other Nations, thac, though naturally chey 
had no kindnefs for them, yet they durft not moleft them in the exercife of their Re- 
ligion. 

ve Tiberius treated them in the fame fort, though Sejanus did what he could by his 
Calumpies to ruine thofe who inhabited at Rome, becaufe he knew chey could not be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Confpiracy againft his Mafter. And this Prince 
fent aiterwards to all the Governors of Provinces, that, except fome few who had been 
medling in that Plot, all the reft of the Fews fhould be well treated, and vor obliged to 
change any thing of their Cuftoms ; becaufe they were naturally peaceable, and had no- 
thing either intheir Laws or Manners contrary or inconfiftent with the Tranquillity of 
the Empire. , 





CHAP, X, 


Caius being already inraged againft the Jews of Alexandria, mas much exafperated by an 
Egyptian called Helico, who had been formerly a Slave, but was then 
in very great favour, . 


ATuS having paffed co that deeree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
C belie. e himfeli a God, he found no People either among the Greeks or Barbarians 
more ready than the Alexandrians to humor him in his extravagant imagination : For 
there are no People more fubtile, more hypocntical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confufion and trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And fo little is their re- 
{pect for the Name of God, that they make no difficulty to attribute it to Jbis, and feveral 
other Creatures, And as they are very prodigal of chat honour, they do eafily deludefach, 


as ate not acquainted with chat impiety in the Lgyptians, whereas it is impoffible to do fo M 


with thofe, who do know and deteft it, 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, {uppofed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becaufé they proclaim’d it publickly, and wich all the forma- 
lity and acclamations, wherewith they were accuftomed to declare their refpects towards 
their Godss befides he confidered the facriledges they had committed upon ourOratories, 
as a great teftimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiftories that he could 
read with fo much delight and pleafure, as the Relations that were fent him upon that 


Subjedt. 
Thofe who made it their bufinefs to applaud or decry what ever lik’d or difpleafed 


him, contributed muchto that humour, for moft of them were Egyptians, and untortu- 


nate flaves, brought up from their infancy in that abominable error, which prompted 
them to pay divine Worthip to Serpents and Crocodiles, The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked fellow called Hrelico, who by his ill practices had wrought himfelf 
tuto the Court. He had fome fmartering of Letters, and he, whofe flave he was firft, 
and had taught him his knowledge, prefented him to Tibertus: But that Prince had ne- 
ver any grea: cfteen for him, by reafon that the manner, in whch he had been educated 
in his youth,had reudred him grave and fevere, and made him defpife every thing that 
was not ferious, When after his death Caius facceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
creature obferving that chere was nothing diffolute or volu ptuous,to which Caius was not 
inclined, {aid chustohimfelf: Now is the tume, Helico, that muft needs be favourable 
£0 your dofiyus 3 be fare you do not negled to improve it to your advantage : Youhave a Maffer

A as you would defire your self. You have access, and are acceptable toh m your weit is plyable 


enough ; you have a faceelty in Drolling ; and thofe tricks and inventions who) are fo apt to 
difpofe People te mirth, are jour excellence and element ; jou are verfed in the Liberal and alt 
other Sciences ; you do not only kzow bow to pleaf> by your flattcries, but by cxpreffins, whofe 
cunning ( the more dangerous by how much it is more fecret and occult) excites S fpicion and 
indignation against then,whow you have a défign to prejudice, when your Maih-r i: nan hts. 
wour tohear you; and that he is ready almost abwayes to do, fa much is he dilpzfed to hear any 
thing of Calumny or Reproach ; you need not trouble jour felf much for fuiject, far with that 
the jews will abundantly fupply you, jou have no more to do but to dcclatm asanst their Lays 
and their Gustomes, and that jou have learned from pour Infancy, nit only froin particular 


B perfons but from most of the inhabitants of Alexandria, Let us fee then what you cant do,- 


Thefe things running in He/ico’s head, he ftiired not trom Cais eather night or days 
and in the times of his pivate relaxations and divertifements, he left no opportuniry of 
incenfing him againit the Fews by his forgeries and fuggeltions ; which were the more 
effectual by being flyly and wittily delivered, for he would not profefs himfelf their 
Enemy, but acted cunningly and fubrilly 5 by which means he did them more mifchiet, 
than if he had openly declared himfelf, 

When the Embaffadors of the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had a&ed fo cruclly 
againft us, underftood how much this wreeched man was {irviccableto them, they gave 
him not only money, but hopes of procuring him great honours, as foon as rhe Empe- 


C ror fhould come to Alexandria, wherc they did not queftion, but he would fh uddenly be ; 


and on the other fide there was nothing but he promifed them, fo much did ke hugs 
himfelf in thehopes of receiving thofe great h: nours in the prefence of the Embafladurs, 
who would not fail to repair to fo famous a City, from all parts of the W orld, to pay 
their Complements to fo great a Prince. 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy fo dangerous and confiderable as He. 
lico, we aimed only to defend our fclves againft {uct us were profeffed ; Bur when we 
found it we applyed all our Inteveft and induftry to fweeten and take him off : No 
man did,or could do us more mifchict chan he ; for he was one :t all Gates, at all Re- 
creations, Feafts and Debaucheries with Gaius, His Office of firft Genvteman of the 


D Bed-Chamber ( which wasone of che beit piaces about ihe Court} gave him the ud- 


vantage of his Ear when cver he detired, and nis Maftcr rook great pleafare in hear. 
ing him : He laid afide all other defigns, and intended nothing fo eurneftiy,as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did with fo much artifice, and tningled 
them with his Jokes in fo pleafant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Cazvs, 
rather than malice to us, that he wade fuch an impreffion againft usin the Empcrours 
mind, as we could never extinguith, | 





CHAP. XL 


The Jews of Alexandria appoint an Embaffie to Caius to reprefent their Sufferings , in 
which Embaffie Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in appearance, but 
Philo found he was not to be truited, 


Fter we had tried all our skill to make Hedico our Friend,finding it was but labour 
A in vain, becaufe he was fo infolentand proud no body durft come near him, and 
not knowing befides whether it was from any perfonal or particular {pleen againft us, 
that he provoked and exafperated the Emperour to our Deftrution, we conciuded to 


F fteer another Courfe, and refolved to prefent a Petition to the Emperour,which fhould 


contein in fhort what we had Remonftrated not long before to King Agrippa, when he 
was at Alexandria, in his paflage to Syria, to take poffeffion of that Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caius : Hereupon we departed for Rome, {ecure, as 
we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
hadamortaller Enemy. He received us in the field of Mars, ashe was coming out of 
his Morhers Gardens ; his Countenance was pleafant and cheartul,his Words obliging, 
he made a fign with his hand that he wouid be our Friend, and fent us word afterward 
by the Mafter of the Ceremonies called Homus, that he would hear our bufinefs at lei- 
{ure : In fo much as there was not one of thofe who were prefent, nor indeed one of 


G our whole Nation (unlefs of more than ordinary fagacity) thacbehieved not cur Em- 


bulic would fuccced to our defires, and every body came and Complemented us there. 
upon: 
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upon : But my age and experience in Mundane affairs giving me a further profpeét H 
and penetration, that which tranfported other people became fufpected by me: for I 
seafoned thus with my felf : 

How comes it to pafs that, Embaffadors being here from all quarters of the World, we 
fhould be the only perfans,to whom the Emperour fhould vouchfafe to fend word, that he would 
give ws Audience? For, do’s not he know, that being jews we fbould think our felves happy 
to be treated like other People? Gan we without folly expect favour extraordinary from a 
young Prince of anothzr Naticn, or believe that he has not greater inclination for the Alex- 
andrians thas fo ws, and makes fuch hafte to determine our bufine{s in obligation to them? I 
wilh to God that, in flead of being an cqual Arbitra:or, his fentence be sit Arbitrary, and that 


he docs tot prove bimflf our Enemy and their Pro: ector. i 





A Rifay te not be imputed to us ltherife as a crime to abandon the Jewsz Alexandria, by 
abandoning an affair in which thety Safety or Rune 1s tnvolzed, and the Safety or Ruine of 
our whole Natton, and leave them in fear, that a Piinte of bis Violence and Cruelty will en- 
tively deflrey them > 

It ic be Objeéted, That feeing, which way fo ever we refolve, no Succef$ is to be exe 
pecied s why fhould not we think of retiring in fatecy 2 I Anfaer, 

That to do fo, we muft have esther no beavts, or no kucwledgé in our divine Laws. God 
perbaps nill make ufe of thes opportunity as atryal of our Virtues, ond to fee bow we are adtfpofid 
to comport under afflittion : Kather,in fiead of placing our faf ety in the uncertain fuccours of 

B Man, let ws put our whele conjdence inGod with a firm Faith, chat be will affift us, as Le bas 
aljifed formerly our Fore-fatiers, when their Perils were (ina ppearance) beyond all Remedy. 
dius it nas we endeavoured to comfort cur felves under fo great and unexpetted a Calanzty, 
flattering our felves with hopes of feeing bappier times. . " 

When we had remained filent for a time, we faid to him who brought us the firit 
ill News iby do you content your felf, by having thrown an unbappy reord among us, tolave 
kindled an univerfal trouble in eur minds, which as a fingle Spark will giow to a Flame, and 
do not tell usyn hat it 03 that Lath tranfvorted the Emperour to [o extravagant arefolution ? 

Every body knows (replied the perfon) that he would be reverenced asa God + and be- 
caxfe be ts perfwaded,that the Jews are the only perfonsywlo will not achnowledze bim for fuck, 
be believes he cannot any way affliét and punt{h them more, than by difbonouring the Mayefty, 
and prefaning the fanttity of their Temple, nhich be knows is the moft beautiful in the Werld, 
decorated and enriched with the Prefeats of fa many Ages, which no doubt, but his boldnefs and 
emptety will tempt him te ferxe, 

Capito, a (ommiffioner for the recetpt of the Tributes in Judea, has zrritated him lkerife 
againft us by Letters nbich be bas writ, This Capito laving litele or no fortune before he 
nas fent into thts Province, and having feathered bis Nef well hy his exaéttion fince be came, 
be basa mind to prevent by bis Calumnies the ull Complaints, which he apprebended the Jews 
would make againft bim, and he bas made ufe of the occafion aforefaid. 

Jamia 7s one of the moft populous Towns in Judea, and all tts Inhabitants are Jews, ex- 
cept fome few Strangers, who ( unhappily for us) are come thither to acquaint themfelves with 

D the neighbouring Provinces. Their averfion for our Manners and Cuftoms is fo Lreat, that they 
ceafe not to do us all the mifthicf that they are able to do; and underfanding that Caius ras 
inflamed with an idle paffion to be worfhipped as aGod, and that on that account be had cen- 
ceived a mortal hatred againft us, they thought they could never bope for a fairer opportunity 
zo dejlroy us, Wherefore they ercited an Altar of Brick upon no other defign, but becanfe they 
were fure we would never fuffer the Laws of our Anceftors to be violated in that manner - 
and their malice and cunning bas bad the effett which was intended. For the Jews having pulld 
down their Altar, they who fet it up made complaint immediately te Capito, who was the con - 
erever of the plot, on purpole to ruine their fellow Citizens. This wicked man, tranfported as 
tt were to bave fucceeded fo far, failed not to write to Caius, exaggerating every thing, and 

E adding much tothe truth, to provoke bimthe mere. The violent and audacious Emperour no 

Sooner bad the news, but be commanded, that in flead of an Altar of Brick, they foould fet apa 
Statue of bim as big as a Coloflus, which was to be Guilt over with Gold; and placed in the 
Temple of Jerufalem : 22 which refilution be bad two principal Councellors, Helico that noto- 
rious Buffoon, and Apclles the famous Comedians whe ( as is reported ) baving profletuted 
bimfelf, and expofed bis beauty for money when be was young, was now got upon the Theater in 
bis eld age. and the modefty of that profeffion every man knows, By thefe excelient qualities 
thefe two excellent perfons were got to be of Caius his (omnfel. With the one he confulted in mat- 
ters of Ratlery and Wit , and with the other how fuch afpeech was to be pronounced upon the 
Stage, not fo much as concerning himfelf with the Peace and Tranquility of the Empire. 

F Helico, being an Egyptian, bit us like an fps and Apelles being of Afcalon was xo kinder 
ikan be. 

Every word, that this perfon fpoke, was like a dagger at our hearts: but thefe two 
wicked Counfcllors were not long without their Reward ; For (atus caufed Apelles to 
be clapt in irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with feveral 
intervals, to increafe and {pin out his punifhment ; and Claudius {ucceeding Caéus in the 
Empire, le put Helzco co death for other confiderable Reafons, 





CHAP. XII.

day, another misfortune that could not be forefcen, and portended not on- K 

ly the deftruction of a part, but of the whule Nation of the Jews, fell out ro 

accomplith my trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Pateoli ; to 
which place being retired along the River for diverfion, he entertain’d himfelf in the 
Houfes ot Pleafure,which are numerous,and very Magnificent, not thinking in the leaft 
of our Affaire, though he had ordered us to follow thc Court, and we were ready, ex- 
pecting every hour,when he fhould have decidid our Controverfie, when on a fuddain 
acertain Perfon came tous, with his Eves ttaring, his Breath fpent, and an univerfal 
difconipofure in his Looks ; he took fome of us atdc, and faid, Have ye not heard the 
terrible News ? He would have proceeded, but his Tears came fo faft upon him,that they 
ftifled his Words fo ftrangely, chat, do what he could, it was not poffible for himto go 1, 
on. Onc may eafily conceive our aftonifhnic: cand furprize, We conjur'd him to tell us 
the caufe of hes affliction, fecing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us ; and 
if the occafion was worthy of fo many rears, it was but just (being accnflomed toforrows as we 
had been that wefbould confent, and add our Gompaffion to his. He made a new effort, and 
told us with more fighs thax words, The Ruine of our Temple is decreed; forthe Emperour 
has ordered his Statue tob: fet up in the Sanituary, and to give the Name of Jupiter to it 
as an lnfeription, The uncxpectednefs of the news made us almoft immovable, and it 
was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately retired, and fhut our 
{elves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deftru@ion of our Nation, and for- 
row being Eloquent, what was ic that it did not prompt us to fay ? 

Having in this manner expos’d our felves in the midftof Winter to the perils of a 
dangérous Voyage in hopes to have foun’d fome redrefs for our Sufferings, we metup- 
on the Land with a Tempeft much more cruel, than thofe which happen at Sea, becaufe 
they are natural, and by confequence fupportable ; whereas this was caufed by a man, 
who had nothing humane but nis fhape, by a young Prince, who lov’d nothing but 
change and trouble, and who feeing his Will and Pleafure fuftained by the whole 
Power of the Empire , he fuffered himfelf to be carried away without any reftraint to all 
Licentioufnels and Tyranny ; which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
caufe not capable of any vifible remedy. For who durft be fo bold as to reprefent to 
him chat it was not confiftene with his duty to violate the fangity of the moft Augaff N 
Temple in the World? Qr could one indeed without the lofs of his Life have remon- 
ftrated .gainit fo great an impiety > 

Lit us dye then (faid we among our felues ) feeing nothing can be more honourable , 
thin to lay dows our Lives in defence of our Liws. Bat our Death not being 
able tv produce any good effect , and being Embalffadors as we are, may it not be to 
angment the affisition of thofe who fent us, and give advantage to fuch of our own Nation, as 
haw. no fricnafbip for us. to fay. that to deliver our felves fiom fome prefent inconvenience, 
we d-ferted the latereft of the Publick ¢ though the leffer laterests are alwayes to give place 
tothe vecater, and P:ivate to Publick, For in the fubverfion of Government, all the Laws, 
by wiiey its Grandure avd Confiflance was maintained, do for the moff part fuffer the fame ©

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CHAP. XIII. 


Petronius bis great trouble about executing the Order which he bad received from Caius, 
to fet up his Statue inthe Temple of Jerufalem, becaufe he was fenjible of the 
injuftice of it, and forefaw the ill Confequences, 


41#S wrote then that his Statue fhould be confecrated, and fet up in our Tem- 
C ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order, He ; 
conmnanded Petronius Governour of Syria, to take half the Army,which was difpofed ~ 
along the Luphrates to defend thofe Countries againft the Kings and People of the Eaft, 
and to caufe them to attend the Statue 5 not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
its Confecration, but to cut thole Fews in pieces, who fhould have the boldnefs to op- 
pofe him, Is it fo then, molt cruei Prince, that,fore-feeing thefe poor people will foon- 
er expofe themfelves to death, than fuffer the violation of their Laws, and the profana- 
tion of their Temple, you declare War againft them, and fend a formidable army to 
confecrate your Statue by the blood of fo many innocent Vidtims, without {paring either 
Women or Meu 2 
This Order gave Petranius much trouble, by reafon that on the one fide he knew K 
(Caius could not endure the leaft delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he faw 
the execution of his Commands very difficult, becaufe the Jews would fuffer a thoufand 
deaths rather,than futfer any violation of their Religion; For, though all other people 
are tender of their Laws, yet it comes far fhort of the bigottry of the Jews, who look up- 
ou theirs as Oracles given by God himfelfsThey were brought up in ic from their youths 
They have it ingraven in their hearts s They forbear notto admireits They receive in- 
tothe number of their Citizens fuch Strangers as imbrace its Look upon thofe as Ene- 
mies who defpife its And have fo great a horror for every thing that contradicts ic, that 
there is neither grandeur, nor fortune, nor any temporal felicity able to tempt them to 
violate it ; Nor is there any greater evidence of their Refpect and Veneration for their [, 
Temple, than that it is certain death for any of them to dare to enter into the San@uarys 
But for the reft entrance is free to all thofe of their Nation, of what Province foever, 
Petronius revolving thefe things in his mind, found the Enterprize fo dificult, that he 
made uo haft to put it in executions and the more he confidered this affair, the more he 
was perfwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becaufe Juftice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter nothing therein, as becaufe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from che Judgement of God, but from the Refiftance of the ‘fews, who by that 
action would be driven to defpair. He confidered likewife the numeroufnefs of that Na- 
tion, which is not like the reft crowded up in one Province, but difperfed in fo great 
numbers almoft quite over the World both upon the Continent and in the Iflands, that M 


they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives, And this oye him occafion to ap- 


xehend, that affembling together from all pacts they fhould kindle a War,that could not 
ehily be extiagiillied, fa they were’ already very ftrong in fudea, no lefs Politick 


than Valiant, and ready to dy with their Swords in their hands with invincibe Courage, 
rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers fo excellently Juft, though their Enemies 
would needs have thein to be Barbarous. ; 

This wife Governour was apprehenfive likewife of fuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Exphrates, in Babylon and thofe Provinces: for he knew for certain, as having 
{een it with his Eyes, chat they feut every year to the Temple, under the Tide of Ferf- N 
fruits, the money which they called Holy + without confidering the davger of the ways, 
how great foever it was, and all becaufe prompted by a principle of Devotion, So that 
he believed, and not without reafon, that as foon as the Jews fhould have notice of the 
Confecration of this Statue,they would put themfelves initantly into che Field, and block 
him up on every fide, ; ‘ ar ree ne 

Thete thoughts detained him for fome times but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he confidered he had for his Mafter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Juice than his Wills who could not endure to be difobeyed, let his Commands 
be never fo unequal, and whofe pride and prefumption tranfported him to that excefs of 
folly, chat canfing him to forget his Humanity, he would needs pafs fox a God : So that 
hecould neither execute nor decline the execution of his Orders without manifeft dan- Q

Petronius gave Order for this Statue, but it went on but forly, He endeavoured in vain te 
per[wade the Jews to receive tt, The Jews forfake the Towns and the Country 
to wart upon bin, and begg of bim not to execute an Order that would 
B be more tnfupportable to them than death, but to give them leave 
to fend their Deputies to the Emperour, 


PUT HE Roman Officers, who with Petronius had the greateft charge in the affairs of 

L Syria, were all fora Wars becaufe, knowing the fury of Carus, they doubted not, 
but, if they declin‘d it, he would difcharge his indignation upon them, in confidence that 
they muft needs be acceffory in this dilobedience. But by good fortune it hapned, that - 
they had time to deliberate, whil(t the Sazue was making : for there was none {ent out of 
Italy, which, 1 fappofe, God in his metcy fo ordered for the fatery of his People, as alfo 
that there was no dire@ion to take the harifow-ft and beft wrought that could be found 

C in Syria, for without that the War had broke cut fo fuddainly, that no remedy could. 
have been found for fo great a mifchiet. : 

Petrontus having concluded to have a Statue mad» + fed the ableft Statuaries in Phe- 
nitia to be fent for, furnifhed chem with ma-erials .: Ppointed Sy¥don to be the place. 
as the moft proper for fucha bufinefs, Havirg dos. io, he nt for 4e Chief Priefts and 
Mapiftrates of the Jews, declared tothem the Kiupesor’s Command, and exhorted them 
to fubmit, and not run themfelves into Calamity arc trou tes waict would be other- 
w-fe unavoidable; forthe greateft part of ti.c Army i:. ‘yria had Orders ro proceed with 
fire and fword in cafe of difobedience ; And Pe:r'nzus did not doub > but it be could 
have prevail'd with them, they could have periwaied the ref ot ene People , but he: 

D found himlelf miftaken: for this difcourfe went {o pear them, that after tor a while 
they had ftood {till as immovable, they brake out into Rivers of T. €ars, core their beards 
and their hair,and cry’d out with a voice incerru pted wich fighs. Have we then lrved to this 
hour, to fee what our Anceftors never bebeld? But bow can we poffibly fee rt, mio will choofe 
rather to lofe our Eyes and our Life, than be Spelators of fo horrible an mmptety 2 

This report being fpread abroad in Jeru/alem and in all fudea, the Fews left their Hou- | 
fes and Fields,as ithad been by confent, and repaired to Pheniciato wait upon Petronus 
Their innumerable multitude made thofe People believe, who were ignoranr, how popu- 
lous a Country -Fudea wass that it was a grea: Army marching againti Petrontas, of which 
they gave him immediate advice s but they had no other Arms then their fighs and their 

E cryes 3 which fill'd the Air with fucha noife, that it ceafed bor, when they laid them by, 
and had recourfe to their Prayers, which the excels of their forcow put into their mouths. 
They were diftributed into fix Claffés, three on the one fide, the Antient, che Young 
Men, and the Children s and three on the other, the old Women, the young Worst 
and the Maidens, ° 

When they were brought in to Petronius ( who was placed higher than the reft ) they 
threw themfelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breafts, and fobbing out 
io many fighs, thatnothing could be more pitiful s and though Petrontius commanded 
them to rife and come nearer, they were {carce to be perfwaded : At length they ap- 
proached with afhes upon their Heads, their Eyes fwimming with teers, aud their Hands 

F behind their Backsyas if they had been going to Execution ; and he, who was spokefman 
for chem all, delivered himfelt to Petrontus in thefe Terms, SZRy Lo remove all 
pretence of accufing us of any evil defign, we are come not only without arms, but without 
any intention of making ufe of our bands, which are the Armes. that Nature bas given to all 
mankind, and do therefore prefent our [elves before youto be treated as yuu pleafe. Ie have 
left our Hloufes deffitute, and brought our Wives and our Children alony with us,to the end we 
may joyn their inftances with our own, and by your mediation fupplicate the Eneverexr either to 
preferve or extinguifh usall together, We are naturally locers cf Peace, and are tle more i™- 
petuonfly inclined tot, becaufe, our greateft pleafure berg to bring wp our Children tn our oven 
nay, teerezs aotling that conduces mere to it. When Catus was ad vanced to the Lmptie, and 

G we underflood wt by bis Letters to Vitellius (who was then Gavernour in Jerufalem, and in 
whofe placr yeu bave fucceeded ) we fave him a teflimony of our joy, and /gnijied it by pub- 
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hfging te xood news therow bee refé of tie (itres, Our Temple was the firft place, where facri- H 


hee ws ufteved fer tke kappinefs of his reruns Would tt beguft that it fhculd be the only place, 
niet cat Reliciun {band be aboltfbed, whtch had been obferved there in all Ages? be nil

bears axe Lfsnjes, our Goods, and our Poffeffions to your Mercy : all we beg ws that nothing be 
introduced cute our Cemble, hut that it may semain in the fame condition,as tt was left to us by 
oxrfahrs. If you will not grant us that favour, take away our lives, whith ne caz life 
nics nneh wove fatisfatticn, than behold the violation of our bicffed Lams, Weare infsimsd, 


that gicer forces are preparing to fall upon and conjirain us, pa cafe we oppofe our felves agarnfe 


this Orders but we are not fi imprudent as to vepifi our Mafler s We mill faoner dy, than enicr- 
tanany fucu witled dejign : Ale may bill us, and cut us tn piecesyit be pleafes without any faci 
cancer 5 we intend nothing of defence, me will be rather our orn Pe:rfis, and mien ne have 
fac:thced eur Wives , and our Children, and Relations , we will foed our own blood and 

winule it mith theirs, aud expire in pettttoning God Almighty that he would not impute it tous 
as a Crue, fesing we doit not cither for want of refpedt to the Emperour on the one fide, nor for 
asn-chfervance of our Laws on the other. But before we are reduced to that extremity, our 
hunbie requeft to you, St, 2, That you would vouchfafe us but fome time, tell we can make our 
aadseffes to the Emperour : ‘Tis poffible we may obtain from him,that he will uot intvench up- 
onthe lVorlaip,which we conceive due only to God, nor difturb us in the exercife of our Relivt- 
on, and put usinto a worfe condition, than other Natzcns,to whom be bas indulg d their anctent 
Liberties and Cufloms, and confirmed the Decrees of Auguttus and Tiberius bes Predeceffirs, 
who were fo far from condemning our Conduct, or reprehending our manners, that tvey entirely 
approved them, It may be be may be mullified by our addreffes : The anger of Princes ts not 
zmmortal, nor are their wills alwayes the fame. It is only by Surmifes and (alumnies that 
the Emperour is exafperated agatnft us, Permit us (if you pleafe ) to juftify ovr felves, and 
inform him of the Truth. Ana what could be more severe, than that we fhould be condemned 
without being beard? If we can obtain nothing from bim, who will binder him then frow: what 
he wonld do now ? But do not,Sir, we befeech you, by refuling us the only bopes which remain 
to fa great amultitude, abjiruct our application, feeing we beg tt out of @ true fentzment of Pie- 
ty, and not any [ntereft, unle[s it be fad ( as 0s true) that no Intere(t es fo great,as that which 


refpetts Prefer vation, 
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CHAP. XV. 


Petronius affected with the Condition and Humility of the Jews, and believing it unfafe to run 
them into defpair, writes to Caius in fuch a manner as might gatn time, Caius 
refents zt highly, but diffembles it in bis anfwer to Pewronius. 





HIS Difcourfe was accompanied with fo many figbs and tears, that ic wrought 

compaffion in allthat heard it, and particularly in Petvonius, who was naturally 
moderate, and merciful. For the requeft made to him in the Name of the whole Na- 
tion of the Jews feem‘d not unreafonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought. . : 

Petronius propofed and debated the bufinefs with his Councel, and was much pleafed 
to fiad thofe perfons, who were moft bitter and inveterate againft them before, come a- 
bout and grow more gentle and mild, and others not afraid to declare, how much they 
were concerned for the Extreme affliction of that People s fo that though he was not 
iguoranc of the Cruelty of Caius, and that he never forgave any man, yet he feem’d to 
act by ihe motion of that Spirit, which the Piety of our Religion infufes : Whether ic 
was taat, being a learned Maa, he had had fome {mattering of ic before ; whether he had 
gain’d ic fiuce his Governments in Aja and Syria (in which Countries there are great 
nuvobers of ows) whether it was his own natural propenfity ,that inclin'd him to what 

vas rcafonable and juft, Or wherher it was becaufe God does give ufually good inclina- 
Lore te gvest Men, both fortheir owa benefit and che advantage of the Publick s which 
G: thele rc wes, I cannot determine, but fo it was atthattime, The refult was, thac the 
viee {ould not be preffed s but that Orders fhould be given them to imploy the 
yume‘: of cheir skill, and make the Statue fo accurately, that it might pafs for a Matier- 
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Pisces, wiichare a fhort timein doing, ave a fhort time in decaying; whereas fuch, 
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with more deliberation, laft longer by far, and are eficemed through feveral G 
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Petronius did not incourage the ‘Jews to fend their Deputies towards the Empeiour, 

becaufe be thought it not for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince 5 yet hedid not abfolutely forbid them, becaufe he faw there was danger 
both on the the one fide and che other. However, he wrote a Letter to Caius ( without 
mentioning the Application which the Jews had made to him ) imputing the Caufe of 
the Delay on the Confecration of the Statue to the Artifts, who being to make it ex- 
cellent had required more time, that it might be done more fuitable to the dignity of the 
perfon it was defign’d to reprefent, He thought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
likely Carus might comply, becaufe Harveft was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Jews ( being made defperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 
lation of their Laws ) might burn their own Corn and deftoy all their fruit, which would 
be the more inconvenient, becaufe he was affured that (aus was upon a Voyage to Alex- 
andrias for it wasnotlikely that he would expofe himfelf wholly to the dangers of the 
Sea with fo great a Train, but rather fteer his Courfe along the Shore of 4fia and Syria, 
where he might imbark and difimbarke as he pleafed,and have the benefit of his Loug- 
boats ( of which he had 200 in his fleet ) to fupply it with provifions and forrage, which 
was requifite co be prepared in great quantities in all che Towns in Syria, but efpecially 
the Ports, by reafon of the vaft numbers which attended him as well from /taly as from 
all other parts of the world. 

It was not doubted but this Letter would have been kindly received by Caius, and 
that he would have approved of the delay, not in confideration of the Fews, but forthe 
convenience of making fuch provifion of Viuals, and therefore it was written and 
difpatched. Buc the Choller of this Prince was fo inflamed at the reading of it, that his 
ae fparkled with fury, and clapping his hands together in a great cranfport , he 
faid, | 

How Petronius ! Have not you yet learned to obey your Emperour ? Your Lreat imployments 
have puff'd you up with pride, aud it feems you know nothing of Caius but bis Names but 
you foall know bem better hereafter by your proper experience. You bave more confideratioh 
of the Laws of the Jews ( who are my mortal Enemies ) than for my Commands who am 
your Prince, Youapprebend their great numbers, asif you bad not an Army as great, and ter- 


D rible to the King of Parthia, and the whale Eaft ; yet your compaffion for that pitiful Nation 


u fironger than your defire to pleafe and obey me, You pretend ( forfooth) the neceffity of making 

provifion for my paffage to Alexandria s as if 1 could not be accommodated from the neigh- 

pa Provinces, and as tf the plenty of other Countries rerenot ableto fupply the flerélity of 
udea, 

But why do I protratl and {pend time in unprofitable words? *Tis by the death of this im. 
pudent fellow that I muft convince bim of the greatnefs of his fault , and that mine anger never 
ceases, though my threatnings may. 

This furious Prince returned an Anfwerto Petronius ; but being fearful of provo- 

king fuch of his Governours as were capable of raifing Rebellion; and particularly thofe 


E who commanded fuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Expbrates, and who 


had the command of fuch Armies as that which was then in Syria, he dflembled his 
Choller s applauded che defcretion and prudence of Petrontuss only advifed him by the 
by not to protract the Confecration of his Statue any longer, for feeing Harveft was 
over, there could be no confiderable reafon to defer it,

CHAP. XVI. 


Kjag Agrippa comes to Rome, and being told by Caius that be would have bss Statue 
erecled in the Temple of Jerufalem, he falls into a fivond ; having recolletled 
himfelf, be writes a Letter to Caius, 


N O T long after King Agrippa arrived at the Emperors Court, knowing nothing 
of the Letter from Petronius, nor of the Anfwer which Caius had returned : when 


H 


Agrippa came co pay his dutyto the Emperour, he eafily difcovered by the manner I 


of his reception that he was highly offended. He confidered with himfelt whether 
he had done any thing that might difgufthim s butrenembring nothing of that, he con- 
cluded (as was true) that his paflion was again{t fome Body elfe, Neverthelefs obfer- 
ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not in his Countenance, but when he caft 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it to him but he forbore, left by an imprudent curiofity he fhould pull the anger of his 
Prince, which was fixed v pon other People, upon himfelf, 

No man feeing farther into Peoples thoughts then Caius, he quickly perceived thar 
Agrippa was difturbed, and told him; I will tell you what youare fo defirous to underfland, 
Tou knew me too well to be ignorant,that I (peak no lefs with my Eyes than with my T ongue: 
Thefe boneft nien of your Nation are the only People who difdain to acknowledge me for a God ; 
and do feem 10 run themfelves defperately into ruine, by refufing their obedtence to an order that 
1 have given for the fetting up a Statue of Jupier in their Temple. They have met together 
fron all the Cittes and Countries to prefent a Petition, which in effedl is nothing but to teftify 
their contempt and difre{peét to my Commands. 

He would have proceeded, but Agrippa was furprifed with fo violent a forrow,that he 
fainted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been fuftained by thofe who were 
about him. He was carried offto his Lodgings,where he continued infenfible for a con- 
fiderable time. . 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that (aiss had concei- 
ved againft our Nation, Jf Agrippa ( faid he) who bas alwayes had an affe&ion for me, 
and bas been obliged to me by fo many favours, has fo great a Paffien for the Laws 
of bis Country, that be ts not able to des that I foould crofs them, or fo much as mention it 
to bim, without hatred to bis Life, what am I to expe&t from the reft of the Jews, who are not 
obliged by any (onjiderations of me to- abandon their fentiments ? 

All that day, and a good part of the next, Agrippa remain‘d in fuch aftonifhment; 
that he could not recolleét himfelf; at length about evening he began to lift up his head 5 
and opening his eyes with much trouble, he caft them u pon the People who were about 
him, but knew no body, and having done fo he fainted again, but with fomething more 


freedom of breath. Not long after he opened his eyes again, and coming a littleto him- M 


felf, Where amI ({faid he) with the Emperour > ands be prefent ? 

Lake courage Sir, ( {aid fome about him) Yeu are in your own Lodgings, and the Em- 
perour is not prefent, You have flept enough, awake now if you pleafe, and try if you know 
as. Flere are none but your Kriends and your Servants, whom you love, andl am 
Sure they love you beyond their own Lives.

*« You are not ignorant Sir, that Iam by Nation a few,and born in Ferufalem, where

*© of them have been Chief Priefts, and exulted more in that dignity, than the Crowns 
“< being perfwaded, that as God was above Men, fo the Priefthood was above the 
“Throne ; Divine things being the Object of the one, and but Humane things of the 
“© other. 
 & Finding my felf ( Great Sir ) obliged by fo many Ligaments to this Nation, this 
 Intereft, and this Temple, I couldnot refufe them my Interceffion to your Majefty ; 
“ Let me therefore with all humility beg, that you would not permit my poor Coun- 
“ery-men toleffen their Zeal and Allegiance: to you, of which no People in Exrope or 
“ Afia have alwayes given greater teftimony for your Auga/? Imperial Family, in what 
“ever their Religion and Laws would difpence with. They have notonly made Vows 
“ and Sacrifices for the profperity of your Empire upon publick Feafts and Solemni- 
“ties, but everyday. Which thews that it was not only by bare words,and falfe often- 
‘tations, but by real effects proceeding from the fincericy of their hearts, ‘that they fig- 
€ nified their affection to your Predeceflors. 

“¢ Asto that facred City in which I had the happinefs to be born, Imay fay it is not. 
“to be confidered only as the Metropolis of Fadea, but it is the Capital City of feveral 
“other Provinces, by reafon of the many Colonies with watch it has peopled Egypt; 
“¢ Phemicia, the upper and lower Syria, Pamphilia, Cilicia, feveral other parts of Afia, 
“¢ as far as Bithynia, and a great way on the other fide of the Sea, 

“In Europe, it hath furnithed with Colonies, Theffalte, Bectiay Macedonia, Etolia, 
“¢ Athens, Argos, Gorinth, with the greateft part of Peloponnefis, befides the moft cele- 
“¢ brated Iles, as Eubea, Cyprusand Gandia. 

¢¢ What fhall I fay likewife of the Countries beyond the Exphrates, in which (un-

«any vifible Image, as being improper to tépréfent an invifible God, he admired the 
‘« Piety and Knowledge of our Nation, being learned himfelt, and accuilomicd to pafs 
«« the greateft part of his time at meals in difcourfe of Philofophical points, tnat he had 
«* been taught by the greateft Mafters, and in the Converfation of learned Men, which 
«he ce conftantly about him, that his Mind might recewe its rcpaft as well as his 
“Body. PS et PE aes 

«T could inftance in feveral other things evincing his kindnefs toour Nation, but I 
£¢ hall content my felf with two. : : 

“ Being informed that chere was a neglect in bringing in our Fir/- Fruits, he fent to 
“* the Governours of the Provinces in Afia, to permit only the Jems to affemble toge- 
“ ther, becaufe their meetings were not like the Bacchanals, to drink and debauch; and 
“contrive againft the Peace of the Publick ; but Academies of Virtue, where People 
“ were inftructed to love Juftice and Temperance ; and asto their Fir/?-Fruits, which 
“* were fent annually to Ferufalem, they were imployed only to offer Sacrifices to God 
‘tin the Temple. Wherefore this great Prince exprefly forbad every body for moleft- 
“ing the Fews in what related to their Meetings and Firff-Fruits. If thefe were not 
“the very words, I am fure it was the fence, as your Majefty may know by one of the 
Letters of G, Norbanus EF laccus,of which I have broughe you a Coppy. 

« C. Norbanus Flaccus to the Magiftrates of Ephefus, Greeting. Lhe Emperour has 
“writ to me, that in all places under my Government, where there are any Jews, 1 fhould 
<< permit them to affemble according to their ancient Cuftoms, and to raife mony to be feat to 
“ Jerufalem : J do advife and require, that you give them no interruption, 

“Doth not the favour and affection of Augaftas to the ews appear clearly hereby, 
“ feeing he permits the Jews to affemble publickly tocolle& their Fu/?-Fruits, and per- 
“ form other actions of Piety and Devotion? 

“ Twill give you another proof, and that no lefs confiderable. He commanded that a 
‘€ Bull anda Ram fhould be offered every day at his charge in honour to our God, 
*‘ which is obferved tothis day without any difcontinuance; yet he knew that there 
“was no Image permitted either within the Temple or without : and no perfon ‘urpaf- 
<< fing him in knowledge, he thought it but reafonable, that there fhould be 2 Temple 
“peculiarly dedicated to the invilible God, in which there fhould be no Image, and 
“ where men might utter their Prayers and Devotions with confidence of relief. 

“* The Emperefs fulia, your Majefties great Grand-mother, imitating the Piety of 
‘*her incomparable Husband, adorned our Temple with feveral ineftimable Veflels 
“of Gold, without any Image ingraved upon them, becaufe, though Women do not 


G “ eafily comprchend invifible things, yet her Wit and inclination to great matccrs had 
S¢ fo elevated her in that (as in other things ) above the pitch of her fex, that ihe un- 
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« derftood intelle@tual things as well as fenfible ; and fhe was perfwaded that the later H 


<¢ were but Types aud Shadows of the former. 
« Since then you have fo many pregnant Examples at home of the great affeGtion of 
** your Predeceffors to us 3 Continue, I befeech you, what they, from whom your per- 


_« fon and {ucceffion is derived, have fo carefully preferved, 


¢: They are Emperours, who intercede in the behalf of our Laws to an Emperours 
« They are great Princes, to a great Princes; They are Grand-fathers and Grandmo- 


_ © thers, to a Grand-child ; Several to one fingle Perfon 5 all of them admonifhing as it 


‘¢ were in thefe rerms 3 Do not you abolifh what we have eftablifhed,and what has been 
*talwayes obferved; but confider,that though the fubverfion of this Order may poffibly

«¢ Should I go about to recount all my Obligations to your Majefty, the day would

** fo great benefits will publifh themfelves, ‘You have beat off my Irons, but thofe Irons 
“incumbred but part of my Body, and the pain, that I now fuffer, oppreffes my Soul, 
€ You have delivered me from the apprehenfion of Death, and afterwards reviv'd me, 
“‘when a greater apprehenfion had put me iuto fuch a ftate, that I was lookt upon as 
“dead. Preferye then, I befeech you, that Life, chat you have reftored, and would 
««not doubtlefs have reftor’d to have prolong’d my misfortunes. 

Your Majefty has advanced me to the greateft honour, that can be afpiredsyou have 
* given me a Kingdom, gud added to that Kingdom Trachonités and Galilee. After fuch 
¢ extraordinary Favours, do not, I befeech you, refufe me another fo neceffary, that the

*« I donot beg of you to continue me in that high {phere, where your favour has plac’d 
“me. Allcthac I beg is, That,you would not interfere with the Laws of my Country 
«cand if you deny me thar, what will my: Country-men , what will the whole World 
¢ chick of my Incereft with you? Will not they Lave reafon to believe, that I have either 
“© betrayd my Country, or loft the honour of your favour, which are two the greateft 
«¢ Evils thac I dread ¢ Neverthelefs I muft of neceffiry fall into one of them, feeing I 
«* muft either be Cowardly or Perfidious in deferting an Intereft, that ought to be fo

Caius was wrought upon by Agrippa’s Letter, and fent to Petronius fo do nothing in 
the Temple at Jerufalem, But he repented prefently, and caufed a Statueto 

be made in Rome, which be erdered to be fent privately tv Yerufa- 

lem at the fame time, when he fosuld Loto Alexandria, whore 


he likewife vefolved to be acknowledged for « God. The 
Anjuftice and Cruelty of that Prince. 


edthe fuccefs with all imaginable impatience > as Judging, that not onl 
the Confervation or Ruing of Fudea pe ac’ Stake, ae fie Intereft of fie 
whole Nation of the ‘fews {pread abroad over the whole Earth, 
This Letter produced great agication in the mind of Caius. He could not with pati 
ence behold his Pleafure difputed, and yet he could not but be rouched with che Reafons 
and importunity of Agrippa, He blam’d his affeétion for them, who were the only Peo- 
ple, that durft withftand the Confecration of his Statue ; and yet he could nor but ap- 


W HEN King Agrippa had feal’d and difpatch'd this Letter to Caius, he expect

© prove the fincerity of that Prince, as proceeding from the noblene{ and generofity of his 


mind, At length his kindnefs for Agrippa prevailed againft his Choller 3 he was molli- 
fied by degrees, returned hima favourable anfwer, and granred him the higheft of all 
favours, that he would defift from the aforefaid Confecration, Atter which he writ to 
Petronius to make no farther alceration in the Temple; but he blended his grace with 
fuch fevere Conditions, as gave them always occafion to wemble ; for he added this 
Claufe to his Letter, But if in any otber Town befide Jerufalem any body thinks fit to ereét 
any Statue or Altar to me or mine, and any one be found fo audacious as to oppofe tt, it 3 our 
pleafure, that be be punifbed upon the place, or fent Prifoner to us, 

Was not this to revoke or cancel his favour at the fame time when he granted it, feeing 


D thofe words could not be confidered, but as feeds of Commotion and War? For who 


bei 


doubted but thofe People, who were Evemies to the Jews, would fill their Provinces 
with facriledge, and {uch marks of honour, as are due only to God (and that rather 
to deftroy our Nation, than to oblige (zix:) and then the Jews not being able to fuffer 
fuch an outrage upon their Laws, Caius, to punifh cheir refiftance, would de novo com- 
mand the Statue to befet up and confecrated in the Temple? Neverchele&, by the ma- 
nifeft prote@ion of God, none of the People adjacent to Judea gave them this occafion 
of trouble, though there was fo much caufe to apprehend it, But fome will fay, What 
advantage had they by it ? for though others fate fill, Caius bimfelf did not: For he immedi- 
ately repented of the favour which he had granted, reafsum’d his old refolution > and ta- 
king no notice of the Statue that was making at Sidon ( left it fhould beget a revolt ) he 
gave order for a new one to be made of gilt Brafs in Kome, with directions that it fhould 
be fent privately by Sea, and without notice fet up in the Temple of Feru/alem, when 
he went himfelf into Egypt. 

He omitred no Order in the preparation for his Voyage to Alexandria, fo great was 
his defize to feeit ; and fo firm his refolation to continue therein fome time, becaufe no 
other place feem’d to him fo convenient for the execution of his ridiculous defign of be- 
ing owned for a God, ont of an opinion he hail, that the example of that great City (by 
reafon of its {cituation, and the refort thither from all parts of the world )_might induce 
otiier Towus lef confiderable to give him,the fame divine honour, as he was aflur’d 
ofin Alexandria, Befides, he was of fo light and inconftant a nature, he never did any. 
good thing, but he repented of ic immedately, and found out fome way to revoke it, and 
make things very much worfe than before 5 and of this I fhall give you fome proof, 

Having fet certain Prifoners at liberty one day,- he caufed them about an hour after 
to be clapt up again without any hopes of ever being difcharged any more, though 
they bad committed nothing in the interim, that might move his difpleafure. 

Another time he fenc others into Exile, who had committed nothing at all, and he 
looked upon that fentence as a favour, becaufe they, knowing his horrible inhumanity, 
expected, and had prepared themfelves for death, Accordingly they were fent into the 
Iflands, where tiey were put to plough and cultivate the Earch, and they took their mif- 


G fortune patiently. But on a fuddain, though they had given no new provocation, he fent 


Souldiers, avd put them all to the fword, which was a great affliction to feveral greaz 
Families in Rome, if 
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the Gardens of Mecenas and Lamia ( which are neat

it did not coft them all their own, whether it was their Parrimony, or acquired by their 


own Induftry and Labour, 


Thole, who thought themfelves higheft in his favour, he ruin’d uncer pretence of af- 


fec&'ou 3 obliging them to fuch exceffive expences in vain Feafting and Entertainment 
that fometines one fiigle Treat was fo magnificent and fumptuous, that ic was fufficient 
to undo a man usterly, and forced him to borrow, what he was never able to pav ; upon 
which fcore fone perfons were affraid of his friendfhip, becaufe it was not sl y afelef 
but dangerous ; and co be efteemed rather a {nare, chan an advantage, on . 

This was the humour of (atus, who hating no nation like the Fews , no Nation felt 
fo much the effects of his hatred. He began in Alexandria to fequefter their Oratories 
aud fillthem with Statues, and no man dur{t oppofe fo greata Violence. There was 
now only the Temple at Jerufalem unviolated s and to compleat his Impiet he would 
needs ravifh that {rom God, and impropriate it to himfelf, with this Title ) ,

brook fo great a difrefpect ; and it was fo much the greater,by how much bis humor was

We replyed moft humbly to the Empefour, ; Thag the Cufloms of People were different, 
and that as among us there were fame'things forbidden, fo there were others prohibited to other 
Nations. And one of our Company inftancing in thofe who eat no Lamb, the Emperour 
laught & reply'd, They ave no reafon,for the fle/h is not good. Thefe raileries augmented our 
trouble very much , butat length; infome kind of hear he asked us, upon what grounds 
we founded our freedom > We began to lay before him our grounds, and he fore- 
feeing well that chey would be reafonable, and that we had many more to corroborate 
them, he rofe up on a fuddain, and ran into a great Chamber, caufing his fervants to 
fhut the Windows, whofe glafs was contrived fo as to let inthe Light, but keep out the 
Wind; and was as clearas Chryftal. We followed, and he came to us again, and de- 
manded of us very moderately, what we had more to: fay. We would have gone on 
with our Reafons, burin ftead of hearing them, he ran again io great {peed into another 
Hall, where he had commanded feveral ancient Pi@tures to be brought for him to fee ; fo 
that finding our felves fo often interrupted in our affairs, and in {uch different manner, 
fappofing we were to expe@ nothing but death, we addreffed our felves in our ex- 
tremity to the true, for protection againft the counterfeit God : and it pleas'd himto 
have compaflion on us, and by his infinite goodnefs to moderate the fury of Carus, who 
commanded us to withdraw, and went away himfelf, only faying to thofe who were next 
him, Thee People are not [e bad, as unfortunate and befotted not to believe me to be of Divine 
Gt ih, e.
